the  Honorable  Wesley  Powell,  Governor,  having  come  into  the 
Senate  Chamber,  took  and  subscribed  the  oaths  of  office,  and 
were  duly  qualified  as  Senators  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of 
the  Constitution,  namely:

His  Excellency,  the  Governor,  withdrawing,  the  Senate 
was  called  to  order  by  Benjamin  F.  Greer,  Clerk  of  the  1961 
session  of  the  Senate. 

The  Clerk  stated  that  the  first  business  was  the  election  of 
a  temporary  presiding  officer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  Senator  English  was  unanimously  elected  temporary  pre- 
siding officer. 

The  Clerk  requested  Senators  Green  and  Martel  to  escort 
the  temporary  presiding  officer  to  the  rostrum. 

Senator  English  presiding,  requested  the  presentation  of 
nominees  for  the  office  of  the  President  of  the  1963  Senate. 

Senator  Green  placed  in  nomination  the  name  of  Senator 
Philip  S.  Dunlap  of  District  No.  9  for  the  office  of  President  of 
the  1963  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  the  nominations  were  closed, 
and  the  Clerk  was  instructed  to  cast  one  ballot  for  the  unani- 
mous election  of  Philip  S.  Dunlap  as  the  President  of  the  1963 
session  of  the  Senate. 

The  presiding  officer  requested  Senators  Gardner  and 
Carter  to  escort  the  President  to  the  rostrum. 

The  President,  having  assumed  the  Chair,  addressed  the 
Senate  briefly,  expressing  his  thanks  and  appreciation  of  the 
high  honor  bestowed  upon  him  —  "Before  we  begin  the  formal 
business  of  the  Senate,  may  I  express  my  very  humble  and 
deep  gratitude  to  you,  my  colleagues,  for  this  great  honor,  I 
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am  certainly  mindful  of  the  responsibility  that  goes  with  this 
position.  I  have  watched  in  previous  sessions  and  I  feel  sure 
that  I  have  learned  lessons  that  have  been  helpful.  I  pledge  to 
every  member  of  this  Senate  to  be  fair  and  objective.  We  will 
make  every  attempt  to  have  those  people  in  conference  with 
the  Minority  floor  leader,  Senator  Martel,  to  have  the  selection 
of  Committees  based  on  the  ability  of  what  we  hope  will  be 
those  Senators  who  best  serve  this  body.  Once  again,  words 
would  not  permit  me  to  tell  you  what  a  deep  honor  I  consider 
this  to  be  and  thank  you  very  much." 

Resolutions

as  Doorkeeper,  and  Charles  Woodbury  as  Messenger  be  elected 
by  acclamation. 

Thereupon  Benjamin  F.  Greer,  Arthur  G.  Marx,  Esther 
T.  Hurd,  Nathan  A.  Tirrell,  Daniel  F.  Cronin  and  Charles 
Woodbury  appeared,  signified  their  acceptance  to  the  office 
to  which  they  were  elected  respectively,  and  they  were  duly 
sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of  their  duties  before  the  Presi- 
dent.

Pursuant  to  the  above,  the  Clerk  announced  the  appoint- 
ment of  Mrs.  Estelle  Lehoux,  of  Concord,  Mrs.  Lee  MacCleery 
of  Chichester,  and  Mrs.  Jeanne  Hamlin  of  Concord  as  Senate 
Stenographers  for  the  session. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  the  following  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  all  bills  and  resolutions  reported  by  the 
Committee,  with  the  exception  of  new  bills  originating  in  the 
Committee,  shall  be  handed  to  the  Clerk  who  shall  cause  a  list 
of  said  bills  and  joint  resolutions  to  be  published  in  the  Calen- 
dar of  the  daily  Journal,  together  with  a  report  of  the  Commit- 
tee previous  to  their  presentation  to  the  Senate. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  the  following  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  tire  Senate  be  authorized  to 
furnish  at  the  expense  of  the  State  during  the  session  of  1963 
two  such  newspapers  printed  within  the  State  to  the  members 
and  officers  of  the  Senate  as  such  members  and  officers  may  se- 
lect and  to  the  Governor  and  Council. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  the  following  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  President  of  the  Senate  be  authorized 
to  appoint  a  Telephone  Messenger  and  an  Assistant  Messenger 
for  the  ensuing  session. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  the  following  Resolution 
was  unanimously  adopted: 

Resolved,  That  the  House  of  Representatives  be  informed 
that  the  Senate  will  be  ready  to  meet  in  Joint  Convention  for 
the  purpose  of  canvassing  the  votes  for  Governor  and  Coun- 
cilors and  for  the  election  of  Secretary  of  State  and  State  Treas- 
urer. 

Senator  Lamontagne  offered  the  following  Concurrent 
Resolution: 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
fare has  announced  its  intention  to  proceed  with  enforcement 
action  under  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  in  the 
Androscoo^ofin  River  Watershed,  an  interstate  stream  between 
the  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  and 

Whereas,  the  paper  industry  in  particular  has  invested 
heavily  for  pollution  control  measures  in  this  watershed  under 
a  series  of  court  decrees  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Equity  for  Androscoggin  County  which  has  resulted  in  sub- 
stantial improvement  in  stream  quality  and  the  industry  is 
continuing  to  expend  money  for  said  purposes  as  rapidly  as 
financial  capacity  allows,  and 

Whereas,  the  Legislatures  of  the  two  adjoining  states  by 
statute  have  reserved  the  right  to  adopt  systems  of  stream  class- 
ifications which  provide  the  legal  framework  for  enforcement 
action  as  well  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  lawful  uses  for 
said  waters,  and 

Whereas,  the  respective  water  pollution  control  agencies 
of  the  two  affected  states  are  fully  competent,  prepared  and 
have  a  coordinated  plan  for  the  conduct  of  such  additional  in- 
vestigations, studies  and  surveys  as  are  required  in  order  that 
both  State  Legislatures  may  simultaneously  adopt  appropriate 
stream  classifications  for  the  Androscoggin  River  Watershed, 
and 
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Whereas,  the  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  along 
with  the  other  New  England  states  and  the  state  of  New  York, 
are  joined  in  the  New  England  Interstate  Water  Pollution 
Control  Compact  (approved  by  Congress  in  1947),  under  which 
all  of  the  states  are  pledged  to  abate  pollution  of  interstate 
waters  within  the  Compact  area,  and 

Whereas,  the  declared  policy  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act  is  to  recognize,  preserve  and  protect  the  pri- 
mary responsibilities  and  rights  of  state  and  interstate  agencies 
to  prevent  and  control  water  pollution. 

Now,  Therefore,  be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House 
of  Representatives  concurring,  that  the  General  Court  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  having  due  regard  for  the  protection 
of  the  present  and  future  economic  welfare  of  the  area,  is  con- 
vinced that  the  objective  of  an  overall  comprehensive  pollution 
control  program  for  the  Androscoggin  River  Valley  can  be  best 
achieved  by  local,  state  and  interstate  authorities  free  from 
federal  intervention,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  General  Court  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  strongly  urges  that  the  Secretary  of  Health, 
Education  and  Welfare  in  the  operation  of  the  federal  program, 
adhere  to  the  express  intent  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act,  namely,  that  the  primary  responsibility  for  the 
establishment  of  adequate  water  pollution  control  programs  re- 
main with  the  duly  authorized  state  and  interstate  agencies; 
and  further,  whenever  in  his  judgment  satisfactory  progress 
towards  pollution  control  is  not  being  made,  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  state  and  interstate  agencies  involved  before  un- 
dertaking any  action  whatever  under  the  Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  delegation  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be 
requested  to  assist  in  every  way  possible  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire's  effort  to  retain  jurisdiction  over  the  Pollution 
Control  Program  for  its  portion  of  the  Androscoggin  River 
Watershed,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be  in- 
structed to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  Secretary 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and  to  each  member  of  the

New   Hampshire   delegation   in   the   Congress   of  the   United 
States. 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  of  the  above  Con- 
current Resolution: 

I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  the  Members  of  the 
Senate  would  refer  this  Concurrent  Resolution  to  this  Com- 
mittee: Resources,  Recreation  and  Develoment. 

This  is  being  introduced  today  due  to  some  information  I 
have  received  that  the  Federal  Government  is  planning  a  meet- 
ing with  reference  to  the  Androscoggin  River  which  flows 
through  the  city  and  area  of  Berlin.  Of  course,  we  do  not  know 
what  action  will  be  taken  by  the  Department  of  Health,  Educa- 
tion and  Welfare.  However,  I  am  afraid  this  may  be  a  serious 
matter  for  the  north  country  where  the  Brown  Company  is 
giving  employinent  to  the  majority  of  the  population  of  the 
north  country.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind  that  it  is  going 
to  hurt  the  Brown  Company  which  has  already  spent  millions 
of  dollars  on  its  water  pollution  control  facilities. 

At  the  same  time,  I  would  like  to  bring  to  the  attention 
of  not  only  the  Senate  but  the  residents  of  New  Hampshire 
that  the  city  of  Berlin  and  the  town  of  Gorham  will  be  involved 
in  this  pollution  problem  and  neither  has  any  plans  of  any 
kind.  Certainly  this  is  something  that  can  be  worked  out  easily 
with  our  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission  and, 
therefore,  plans  can  be  made  for  the  future. 

I  would  also  like  to  remind  those  who  are  concerned  with 
this  problem,  as  I  am,  that  Berlin  is  built  on  rock  and  that 
presents  serious  difficulties  with  respect  to  the  problem  of 
sewerage.  Certainly  you  can't  build  a  cess  pool  on  rock  because 
cess  pools  must  be  built  on  either  gravel  or  sand.  This  will  cer- 
tainly make  it  very  expensive  for  the  City  of  Berlin  and  the 
Town  of  Gorham. 

At  the  same  time,  I  would  like  to  ask  the  Senate  to  keep 
in  mind  that  the  State  is  also  going  to  be  involved  in  the  financ- 
ing of  these  projects.  I  think  this  is  another  study  that  needs 
to  be  made  by  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commis- 
sion. 

Obviously,  the  Water  Pollution  Commission  has  to  be  in- 
volved in  this  study  inasmuch  as  it  has  ample  authority  to 
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investigate  and  settle  matters  dealing  with  the  subject  of  pollu- 
tion control. 

In  closing,  I  feel  that  if  the  Federal  Government  is  willing 
to  take  care  of  the  whole  cost,  I  am  sure  no  one  will  object  to 
this  arrangement;  but,  at  the  present  time,  in  looking  over 
some  of  the  state  finances,  I  realize  that  this  is  going  to  be  a 
problem  for  the  whole  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  I  am  hop- 
ino-  that  the  State  of  Maine  will  follow  suit  with  the  same  reso- 
lution  that  I  am  making  before  you.  I  am  familiar  with  the 
State  of  Maine's  problem  and  the  two  states  working  together 
can  handle  this  without  the  benefit  of  Federal  interference. 

Senator  Monahan  also  spoke  in  support  of  the  Concurrent 
Resolution: 

"The  time  factor  is  urgent  in  this  matter.  This  is  a  serious 
threat.  It  is  a  local  application  of  a  familiar  national  problem 
of  intervention  by  the  federal  government.  This  should  be 
thoroughly  studied  and  aired  before  the  Committee.  I  am  glad 
that  Senator  Lamontagne  has  not  requested  suspension  of  the 
rules  for  immediate  action  on  his  resolution,  because  I  would 
have  to  oppose  such  action  at  this  stage  in  the  session.  How- 
ever, I  hope  early  committee  consideration  and  prompt  floor 
action  will  be  taken  on  this  resolution."

The  Secretary  of  State  appeared  before  the  Senate  and 
presented  the  return  of  votes  for  Senators  from  the  various 
Senatorial  Districts,  as  returned  to  the  Secretary's  office. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Lamontagne  for  discus- 
sion on  Concurrent  Resolution  relative  to  Water  pollution  in 
north  country  presented  by  the  Senator  before  the  Recess. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  the  President  author- 
ized 500  copies  of  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  to  be 
printed. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan: 

"Mr.  President,  on  June  30,  1961,  as  reported  on  page 
1034  of  the  permanent  SENATE  JOURNAL  for  that  date, 
the  Senate  adopted  a  resolution  offered  by  the  Senator  from 
the  24th  District  (Senator  Humphreys)  instructing  the  Senator 
from  the  Tenth  District  (Senator  Eaton)  to  dispose  of  the 
notorious  bathroom  hampers  then  in  the  Senate  Chamber. 

"The  record  should  show  that  these  appurtenances  have 
been  removed  and,  by  direction  of  the  then  Senate  President 
(Senator  Green  of  the  16th  District),  have  been  replaced  by 
more  appropriate  receptacles  for  discarded  items. 

"Senator  Green;  our  veteran  Clerk,  Benjamin  F.  Greer; 
former  Senator  Cheney  and  many  others  have  worked  diligently 
in  recent  weeks  to  put  our  shop  in  physical  order  for  1963.  The 
chamber  itself  has  been  refurbished,  the  cloak  room  reorgan- 
ized, and  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  headquarters  has  been  given 
a  new  look. 

"Let  us  now  get  on  with  our  legislative  business  with  these 
more  efficient  and  attractive  surroundings."

As  the  guest  of  the  entire  Senate,  former  State  Senator 
James  C.  Cleveland  of  New  London,  now  the  Congressman 
from  the  2nd  Congressional  District. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  English:  "In  the  last 
two  or  three  sessions,  there  have  been  minor  and  continuing 
changes  in  the  form  of  the  Journal.  It  still  appears  that  more 
could  be  made,  to  make  the  Journal  more  readable  and  of 
gieater  value  to  the  readers  and  to  the  public.  I  would  suggest 
appointment  of  a  Committee  to  look  into  this  matter.  If  a 
Resolution  is  needed,  I  will  offer  one." 

The  Chair  appointed  Senators  English,  Monahan  and 
WHialen  to  serve  on  this  Committee. 

Senator  Green:  "In  the  closing  days  of  the  last  session, 
there  was  some  discussion  about  a  brochure  to  be  given  to 
visitors  to  the  General  Court.  At  that  time,  Senators  English, 
Monahan  and  Phillips  were  working  on  a  new  brochure  for 
this  purpose.  That  Committee  never  reported  and  I  would 
suggest  to  the  President  that  he  take  the  matter  imder  considera- 
tion before  at  least  the  school  children  come  in,  in  order  that 
the  Senate  be  given  is  rightful  place  in  the  General  Court." 

The  President  stated  that  this  work  could  very  well  fit  into 
the  work  to  be  done  by  the  three  Senators  in  connection  with 
revision  of  the  Journal,  etc. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Battles  who  inquired  if 
the  rules  of  the  1961  session  were  to  be  the  rules  of  the  present 
session,  and  stated  that  he  would  make  such  a  motion. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Battles  withdrew  his  motion  as  the  President 
stated  that  this  matter  would  be  taken  up  within  a  day  or  two.

Whereas,  There  has  been  pending  in  the  Congress  for 
several  sessions  a  bill  for  retention  in  and  transfer  to  the  states 
of  one  per  cent  of  all  federal  income  taxes  collected  in  those 
states  for  use  for  educational  purposes  without  any  federal 
direction,  control,  or  interference;  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  By  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire that,  if  it  is  the  decision  of  Congress  to  enact  legislation 
providing  general  support  for  school  or  educational  purposes  to 
the  several  states,  we  do  hereby  petition  the  members  of  Con- 
gress to  adopt  legislation  to  provide  that  one  per  cent  of  all 
federal  income  taxes  collected  on  individual  and  corporation 
incomes,  after  the  pattern  set  out  in  H.R.  3236  of  the  87th 
Congress  of  the  United  States,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  revenue 
of  the  state  or  territory  within  which  it  is  collected  for  use  for 
educational  purposes  only,  without  any  federal  direction,  con- 
trol, or  interference;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  district  directors  of  internal  revenue,  be- 
fore forwarding  income  tax  collections  to  the  federal  treasury, 
be  required  to  report  and  transfer  said  revenues  quarterly  to 
the  state  or  territory  of  collection  for  such  purpose;  and  be  it 
further 

Resolved,  That  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be  forwarded  by 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  each  of  the  United  States  Senators  and 
each  member  of  Congress  from  New  Hampshire. 

Senator  Rainie  stated  that  the  above  is  a  matter  that  none 
can  pass  intelligently  on  immediately.  A  serious  question  is  in- 
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volved.  Stated  that  he  would  move  that  the  matter  be  made  a 
Special  Order  of  Business  for  Wednesday.

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House  Message 


Mr.  President: 


The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  the  following 
Concurrent  Resolution,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asks  the  con- 
currence of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring: That,  because  of  limitations  and  mechanics  of  print- 
ing bills  by  the  offset  method,  no  more  than  three  sponsors  shall 
be  permitted  on  any  one  bill. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  move  the  Senate  non-concur  with  the  concurrent  resolu- 
tion offered  by  the  Member  from  Bethlehem  and  adopted  by 
the  House  in  its  routine  operations  of  January  2.  The  sponsor 
of  the  bill  disclaims  his  responsibility  and  several  members  of 
the  House  have  advised  that  they  would  have  opposed  its  adop- 
tion had  they  understood  the  measure. 

"The  resolution  reads,  'That,  because  of  the  limitations 
and  mechanics  of  printing  bills  by  the  offset  method,  no  more 
than  three  sponsors  shall  be  permitted  on  any  one  bill.' 

"There  are  not  many  occasions,  but  there  are  some  im- 
portant ones,  when  more  than  three  Representatives  or  Senators 
may  wish  to  sponsor  a  bill  or  resolution.  This  legislative  per- 
ogative  should  not  be  usurped  by  the  mechanical  limitations  of 
our  new  method  of  printing  bills.  The  standard  form  provides 
only  enough  space  for  about  three  names,  but  I  understand  that 
special  forms  could  be  prepared  where  more  names  could  be 
included  although  it  would  mean  more  Avork  and  some  delay. 

"HoAvever,  the  number  of  such  requests  should  be  limited 
to  cases  where  more  than  three  names  are  definitely  needed 
and  no  additional  names  should  be  added  once  the  drafting 
of  the  bill  has  been  requested. 

"The  Joint  Engrossed  Bills  Committee  discussed  this  prob- 
lem at  length  on  January  9  and  agreed  that  such  a  restriction  as 
required  by  this  concurrent  resolution  was  not  needed,  at  least 
for  the  present  until  we  develop  more  experience  in  reproduc- 
ing bills  by  the  offset  method. 

"I  believe  the  Senate  should  refuse  to  adopt  this  resolution 
and  report  our  non-concurrence  to  the  House.  I  make  the  mo-

tion  for  non-concurrence  and  request  the  appointment  of  a 
Committee  of  Conference." 

Motion  for  appointment  of  Committee  of  Conference  on 
the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was  seconded  by  Senator  Pro- 
vost and  unanimously  carried.

Announcements  by  the  Chair 

"A  word  with  regard  to  guests  of  the  Senators.  There  has 
been  printed  a  pamphlet  that  can  be  presented  to  any  guest  of 
the  Senate.  There  is  a  place  provided  for  a  signature  and  it  says 
'State  Senator.'  The  Clerk  has  requested  the  Chair  to  sign 
some  of  these  in  advance.  The  Chair  would  appreciate  it  if  you 
would  look  over  the  pamphlet  and  see  if  this  is  Avhat  you  want 
done.

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  voted  to  accede  to  the 
request  of  the  Senate  for  a  Committee  of  Conference  on  the 
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Concurrent  Resolution  relating  to  number  of  sponsors  on 
bills,  and  the  Speaker  has  appointed  as  members  of  said  Com- 
mittee on  the  part  of  the  House,  Potter  of  Northumberland; 
Marx  of  Langdon;  and  Eastman  of  Weare. 

House  Message 

Mr.  President: 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  the  following 
entitled  bill,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asks  the  concurrence  of 
the  Honorable  Senate 

HB  40,  relative  to  sewage  and  waste  treatment  plants  and 
septic  tanks  for  the  town  of  Littleton. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator 
Mitchell,  the  Message  was  unanimously  accepted. 

Senator  \V^halen  moved  that  the  Senate  suspend  its  rules 
in  order  to  dispense  with  the  printing  of  the  above  entitled  bill, 
and  dispense  with  reference  to  Committee. 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Drake. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Hartman  \vho  inquired: 
"Derry  went  through  the  sewage  problem  in  the  past  two  years. 
Why  does  this  bill  have  to  be  passed  here  in  Concord?" 

Senator  Drake  explained  this  must  be  done  in  order  for 
the  matter  to  be  put  on  the  warrant  and  brought  up  for  refer- 
endum vote  at  the  ineetin^  scheduled  for  toinorrow  night.  This 
has  to  be  done  this  way  in  order  to  make  changes  in  the  charter 
of  Littleton. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  rules  of  the  Senate  Avere  suspended 
to  dispense  with  printing  of  bill  and  referral  to  Committee. 

Senator  Whalen  further  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended 
to  place  the  above  entitled  bill  on  its  second  reading  at  the 
present  time,  and  spoke  in  support  of  motion. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Drake: 

"The  two  issues  of  the  Littleton  Courier  which  I  had  dis- 
tributed last  week  explained  the  necessity  of  these  proposed 
amendments  to  the  Littleton  Charter.  The  amendment  makes 
necessary  a  referendum  vote  to  ratify  these  changes. 
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"Littleton  is  in  Grafton  County  and  Grafton  County  is 
the  only  County  in  N.  H.  having  an  Area  Rehabilitation  Act 
Designation.  Sewerage  treatment  plants  in  ARA  areas  are 
eligible  for  an  additional  20%  grant  on  a  first  come,  first  serve 
basis,  but  with  a  cut  off  date  requiring  that  construction  be 
actually  under  way  by  June  30th,  1963.  This  would  give  Little- 
ton 50%  Federal  and  20%  State  participation,  with  some  hope 
for  additional  state  aid  through  proposed  legislation.  At  present 
the  river  is  not  yet  classified,  but  will  probably  be  in  a  matter 
of  a  few  years.  However,  present  law  requires  that  no  additional 
sewage  or  industrial  waste  may  be  deposited  in  any  river.  A 
tanning  factory,  with  10  to  20  jobs  to  start  and  expecting  ulti- 
mately 100  jobs,  is  prepared  to  move  into  the  old  Saranac  Glove 
plant  and  start  operations.  If  this  sewage  treatment  plant  is 
voted  at  town  meeting,  the  Water  Pollution  Commission  is 
prepared  to  grant  a  temporary  easement  for  their  operation, 
until  the  treatment  plant  is  finished  —  at  which  time  this  waste 
would  be  taken  care  of.  Littleton,  with  over  a  6%  unemploy- 
ment figure  would  immediately  benefit  by  the  increased  jobs. 

"Sufficient  clean  water  is  recognized  as  one  of  the  major 
problems  facing  this  country.  Certainly  construction  of  Sewage 
Treatment  plants  can  be  clearly  defined  as  in  the  total  public 
interest.  Each  town  in  effecting  this,  must  pay  a  reasonable 
share  in  joint  action  to  benefit  itself  and  all  land  and  towns  on 
the  watershed  below. 

"Littleton  and  the  New  England  Power  Co.  will  certainly 
benefit  from  the  treatment  plants  to  be  constructed  on  the 
rivers  above  them,  which  they  in  turn  will  pay  no  portion  of. 
Increased  land  values,  either  through  sale  and  use  of  recrea- 
tional will  in  turn  justify  each  town's  participation. 

"Littleton  is  undertaking  the  construction  and  mainte- 
nance of  septic  tanks  outside  of  the  special  tax  area  in  exchange 
for  broadening  the  tax  base.  This  in  exchange  for  an  estimated 
increase  of  14c  per  hundred  valuation  on  rural  taxpayers.  In 
addition,  this  would  give  the  town  (and  the  State)  excellent 
control  over  all  selvage  disposal  within  the  toAvn  limits,  in- 
cluding brooks,  streams,  ponds  or  lakes. 

"Other  communities,  such  as  Lisbon  and  Bristol,  have 
power  dams  within  the  compact  area  of  the  town  and  will  cer- 
tainly look  to  them  to  support  the  cost  of  sewage  treatment,  even 
though  they  do  not  materially  contribute  to  the  problem. 
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"Littleton  is  charged  with  being  the  major  polluter  of  the 
Ammonoosuc  River  by  the  Water  Pollution  Commission,  Clear- 
ing up  about  forty  miles  of  prime  fishing  and  recreational 
waters  would  result  from  this  one  great  stride. 

"The  town's  abatement  problem  is  high  in  relation  to  its 
population  —  1,250,000  for  a  village  of  about  4,000  (whole 
town  5,000)  .  It  is  built  in  a  long  narrow  valley  and  will  be 
over  two  miles  from  end  to  end.  Several  river  crossings  also 
add  to  problems  and  costs." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Hartman  stated  that  he  would  like  to  ask  again  the 
question  that  he  had  asked  previously. 

Senator  Drake:  "It  was  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney  Gen- 
eral's office  that  the  prior  charter  was  not  enough  in  view  of 
the  bonding  to  be  done.  Believed  that  the  1955  charter  was  not 
sufficient  to  meet  the  bonding  requirements." 

Senator  Lamontagne  stated  that  the  charters  of  cities  and 
towns  must  come  to  the  Legislature  for  changes.  He  spoke  in 
support  of  the  motion.  Stated  that  this  would  send  the  bill  back 
to  the  people  for  referendum. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  like  to  be  recorded  as  being  against  this  body 
voting  this  type  of  thing  onto  areas  outside  the  village  district. 
Against  this  Legislature  voting  that  type  of  thing  on  any  tax- 
payer." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  think  that  the  Senate  should  be 
aware  of  the  real  intent  behind  this  bill.  It  appears  to  me  that 
this  is  an  effort  on  the  village  tax  payers  to  shift  from  the  pre- 
cinct tax  papers  to  the  Connecticut  Power  Company  which  is 
a  major  tax  payer.  I  agree  with  Senator  Drake  that  Littleton  is 
the  crux  problem  in  the  whole  upper  Connecticut  Valley." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Rainie:  "The  previous 
Senators  have  voiced  ^vhat  has  disturbed  me.  I  just  happened 
by  chance  to  be  at  that  hearing.  There  was  a  suggestion  that 
that  was  a  little  something  here  that  was  not  quite  fair  and 
that  involved  the  Po^ver  Company.  I  do  not  oppose  the  bill, 
but  I  do  think  it  is  only  right  that  the  Senate  should  know  what 
they  are  doing  and  no  one  should  say  that  things  are  being 
passed  over.  There  is  an  element  or  suggestion  that  things  are 
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a  bit  out  of  order.  Not  quite  a  fair  treatment  of  all  the  tax 
payers.  I  don't  care  to  go  into  this  any  further.  This  will  be 
an  advantage  to  the  town  of  Littleton  and  also  to  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  and  that  is  the  thing  that  justifies  our  failure 
to  take  opposition  to  the  bill.  Having  called  the  Senate's  atten- 
tion to  the  fact  that  the  power  company  is  a  contributor  here 
under  questionable  circumstances." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  am  not  opposed  to  the  bill.  The  refer- 
endum allows  the  people  of  Littleton  to  vote  this  matter  for 
themselves.  I  just  saw  these  implications.  I  am  primarily  in- 
terested in  the  rural  tax  payers,  like  myself.  That  is  the  type 
of  thing  that  I  am  interested  in.  I  am  not  opposing  the  bill. 
I  will  add  my  vote  to  give  them  the  grant.  Apparently,  I  mis- 
understood something  at  the  hearing." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Whalen  if  the  power 
company  had  any  representation  at  the  hearing. 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  the  power  company  was  repre- 
sented by  Attorney  Malcolm  McLane  who  stated  that  the  power 
company  was  in  favor  of  Chapters  1,  2  and  3  of  the  bill  but  were 
not  in  favor  of  Chapter  4  which  applies  to  defraying  cost. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  if  the  power  company  has  any 
voice  in  the  town  meeting  up  there. 

Senator  Drake  stated  that  they  have  been  invited  to  sit  in 
at  all  of  the  meetings  held,  and  that  they  had  had  a  representa- 
tive at  the  meetings. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Karkavelas  moved  the  previous  question. 

Seconded  by  Senator  Drake. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  mo- 
tion carried. 

Previous  question  being:  That  the  bill  be  placed  on  its 
second  reading. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  bill 
was  read  a  second  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  the  rules  Avere  suspended  and  the  bill  w\as  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present  time.

Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recrea- 
tion &:  Development:  Concurrent  Resolution  relative  to  the 
Androscoggin  River  Watershed: 

Whereas,  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Wel- 
fare has  announced  its  intention  to  proceed  with  enforcement 
action  under  the  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Act  in  the 
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Androscoggin  River  Watershed,  an  interstate  stream  between 
the  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  and 

Whereas,  the  paper  industry  in  particular  has  invested 
heavily  for  pollution  control  measures  in  this  watershed  under 
a  series  of  court  decrees  by  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Equity  for  Androscoggin  County  wliich  has  resulted  in  sub- 
stantial improvement  in  stream  quality  and  the  industry  is 
continuing  to  expend  money  for  said  purposes  as  rapidly  as 
financial  capacity  allows,  and 

Whereas,  the  Legislatures  of  the  two  adjoining  states  by 
statute  have  reserved  the  right  to  adopt  systems  of  stream  class- 
ifications which  provide  the  legal  framework  for  enforcement 
action  as  ^vell  as  the  basis  for  determining  the  lawful  uses  for 
said  waters,  and 

Whereas,  the  respective  water  pollution  control  agencies 
of  the  two  affected  states  are  fully  competent,  prepared  and 
have  a  coordinated  plan  for  the  conduct  of  such  additional  in- 
vestigations, studies  and  surveys  as  are  required  in  order  that 
both  State  Legislatures  may  simultaneously  adopt  appropriate 
stream  classifications  for  the  Androscoggin  River  Watershed, 
and 

Whereas,  the  states  of  New  Hampshire  and  Maine,  along 
with  the  other  New  England  states  and  the  state  of  New  York, 
are  joined  in  the  New  England  Interstate  Water  Pollution 
Control  Compact  (approved  by  Congress  in  1947) ,  under  which 
all  of  the  states  are  pledged  to  abate  pollution  of  interstate 
waters  within  the  Compact  area,  and 

Whereas,  the  declared  policy  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act  is  to  recognize,  preserve  and  protect  the  pri- 
mary responsibilities  and  rights  of  state  and  interstate  agencies 
to  prevent  and  control  water  pollution. 

Now,  Therefore,  be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House 
of  Representatives  concurring,  that  the  General  Court  of  the 
state  of  New  Hampshire  having  due  regard  for  the  protection 
of  the  present  and  future  economic  welfare  of  the  area,  is  con- 
vinced that  the  objective  of  an  overall  comprehensive  pollution 
control  program  for  the  Androscoggin  River  Valley  can  be  best 
achieved  by  local,  state  and  interstate  authorities  free  from 
federal  intervention,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  General  Court  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  strongly  urges  that  the  Secretary  of  Health, 
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Education  and  Welfare  in  the  operation  of  the  federal  program, 
adhere  to  the  express  intent  of  the  Federal  Water  Pollution 
Control  Act,  namely,  that  the  primary  responsibility  for  the 
establishment  of  adequate  water  pollution  control  programs  re- 
main with  the  duly  authorized  state  and  interstate  agencies; 
and  further,  Avhenever  in  his  judgment  satisfactory  progress 
towards  pollution  control  is  not  being  made,  to  give  notice 
thereof  to  the  state  and  interstate  agencies  involved  before  un- 
dertaking any  action  whatever  under  the  Federal  Water  Pollu- 
tion Control  Act,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  members  of  the  New 
Hampshire  delegation  in  the  Congress  of  the  United  States,  be 
requested  to  assist  in  every  way  possible  in  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire's  effort  to  retain  jurisdiction  over  the  Pollution 
Control  Program  for  its  portion  of  the  Androscoggin  River 
Watershed,  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved  that  the  Secretary  of  State  be  in- 
structed to  transmit  a  copy  of  this  Resolution  to  the  Secretary 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  and  to  each  member  of  the 
New  Hampshire  delegation  in  the  Congress  of  the  United 
States. 

Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 

Report  of  Committee  of  Conference 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  to  ^vhich  was  referred  the 
Concurrent  Resolution  providing  that  no  more  than  three  spon- 
sors shall  be  permitted  on  any  one  bill,  having  considered  the 
same,  reports  the  same  with  the  following  recommendations:

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The  Chair  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President, 
this  action  simply  negates  the  Concurrent  Resolution  adopted 
in  the  House  on  January  2nd.  There  will  be  no  rules  in  either 
the  House  or  Senate  limiting  the  number  of  sponsors  on  bills." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference on  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

The  Chair  recognized  Senator  English  who  offered  the  fol- 
lowing Concurrent  Resolution  and  spoke  in  support  of  same: 

Concurrent  Resolution 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring: 

That  in  order  to  facilitate  public  hearings  on  certain  bills 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Chairman  of  the  Senate  committee  having  a  Senate  bill  before 
it,  may  request  the  Speaker  of  the  House  to  authorize  and  direct 
the  appropriate  House  committee  or  committees  to  hold  a 
joint  public  hearing  with  the  Senate  committee;  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Chair- 
man of  the  House  committee  having  a  House  bill  before  it, 
may  request  the  President  of  the  Senate  to  authorize  and  direct 
the  appropriate  Senate  committee  or  committees  to  hold  a 
joint  public  hearing  with  the  House  committee.  In  case  of 
joint  hearings  under  this  resolution  no  further  public  hearing 
on  such  a  bill  shall  be  required  when  such  bill  is  subsequently 
received  in  the  branch  of  the  General  Court  other  than  the 
branch  where  originally  introduced. 

"This  Resolution  would  facilitate  Joint  Hearings  of  the 
House  and  Senate.  In  the  House,  Rule  47  provides  for  this, 
but  the  Senate  Rules  are  blank  on  this  subject.  It  was  felt  that  it 
would  be  desirable  to  pass  this  Concurrent  Resolution  which 
has  been  approved  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House.  It  simply  states  that  at  the  request  of 
the  President  of  the  Senate  or  the  Speaker  of  the  House  with 
the  approval  of  the  Committees  concerned,  a  Joint  Hearing 
may  be  set  up.  Also  may  extend  for  more  than  one  specific 
hearing.  The  Senate  Committee  may  rehear  the  matter,  if  it 
is  deemed  necessary.  This  puts  the  procedure  on  a  proper  basis 
and  we  hope  will  facilitate  the  holding  of  Joint  Hearings  which 
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is  in  the  public  interest  in  many  cases.  Under  regular  pro- 
cedure, the  hearing  on  a  bill  is  held  one  week  in  the  House, 
and  then  a  ^veek  or  ten  days  later,  the  same  group  will  have  to 
come  to  Concord  to  attend  another  hearing  in  the  other  body 
on  the  same  bill." 

Senator  Lamontagne  inquired  of  Senator  English:  "Has 
the  Rules  Committee  approved  this  Resolution?" 

Senator  English:  "No,  but  it  is  agreeable  to  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House." 

Senator  Lamontagne  inquired:  "Would  you  object  to  this 
being  sent  to  the  Rules  Committee?" 

Senator  English:  "I  have  no  objection,  but  I  see  no  reason 
for  it." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "What  happens  if  your  Com- 
mittee decides  that  they  do  not  wish  to  have  a  Joint  Public 
Hearing  and  the  Chairman  decides  that  he  does?" 

Senator  English:  "I  cannot  conceive  of  this  happening." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Would  you  object  to  adding 
'members  of  the  Committee'?" 

Senator  English:  "I  have  no  objection.  I  have  gone  over 
this  with  Marion  Alexander  and  the  Senate  Coimsel.  The  rec- 
ommendation must  come  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee 
in  the  house  in  which  the  bill  has  been  introduced.  I  would 
think  this  situation  would  be  highly  improbable,  bin  I  see  no 
objection  to  making  it  upon  vote  of  the  Committee." 

The  Chair  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I 
would  like  to  say  that  anything  to  fill  up  some  of  the  blanks  in 
the  Senate  rules  is  something  that  I  would  like  to  see.  I  think 
most  of  our  problems  here  result  from  the  Senate  Rules." 

At  the  request  of  Senator  Holmes,  the  Clerk  read  the  Con- 
current Resolution  again. 

Senate  Counsel:  "Senator  English  has  said  that  it  would 
be  up  to  the  Speaker  or  the  President  to  order  it.  But  it  has  to 
be  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  support  the  holding  of  Joint  Hearings. 
It  facilitates  the  work  of  the  General  Court." 
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The  Chair  recognized  Senator  Karkavelas:  "A  Resolution 
like  this  at  first  glance  seems  to  be  a  very  simple  Resolution,  as 
stated  by  Senator  English.  However,  what  we  are  doing  here, 
as  I  understand  it,  under  this  Resolution  a  Chairman,  despite 
what  the  members  of  a  Committee  might  want,  could  ask  that 
the  President  of  the  Senate  so  direct.  I  think  we  sliould  look 
into  this  a  little  more.  It  will  be  printed  in  the  Journal  and 
under  common  courtesy  I  would  move  that  consideration  of 
this  Resolution  be  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next 
Wednesday  at  11:01,  in  order  that  the  Senators  may  read  the 
Resolution  and  go  through  it  with  a  fine  tooth  comb." 

Motion  for  Special  Order  seconded  by  Senator  Chasse.

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  Rules  Committee 
met  yesterday  with  the  Senate  Counsel  and  redrafted  slightly 
the  Concurrent  Resolution.  It  is  our  intent  to  have  the  revision 
printed  today  in  the  Journal  proceedings.  I  will  ask  the  Clerk 
to  read  same  and  then  I  will  explain  the  two  changes." 

t  Concurrent  Resolution 

relative  to  joint  public  hearings. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring: That  in  order  to  facilitate  public  hearings  on  certain 
bills  the  President  of  the  Senate,  on  the  recommendation  of 
the  chairman  of  the  Senate  Committee  having  a  Senate  bill 
before  it,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  majority  of  said  com- 
mittee, may  request  the  Speaker  of  the  House  to  authorize  and 
direct  the  appropriate  House  committee  or  committees,  with 
the  approval  of  the  chairman  of  said  committee  or  committees, 
unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  majority  of  said  committee  or 
committees,  to  hold  a  joint  public  hearing  with  the  Senate 
committee;  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  upon  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  chairman  of  the  House  committee  having 
a  House  bill  before  it,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  majority  of 
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said  committee,  may  request  the  President  of  the  Senate  to 
authorize  and  direct  the  appropriate  Senate  committee  or  com- 
mittees, with  the  approval  of  the  chairman  of  said  committee 
or  committees,  unless  otherwise  voted  by  a  majority  of  said 
committee  or  committees,  to  hold  a  joint  public  hearing  with 
the  House  committee.  In  case  of  joint  hearings  under  this 
resolution  no  further  public  hearing  on  such  a  bill  shall  be 
required  when  such  bill  is  subsequently  received  in  the  branch 
of  the  General  Court  other  than  the  branch  where  originally 
introduced.  The  chairman  of  the  committee  of  the  branch  of 
the  General  Court  where  any  such  bill  was  originally  intro- 
duced shall  be  chairman  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
of  the  other  branch  of  the  General  Court  shall  be  vice-chairman 
of  the  joint  hearing. 

Senator  Monahan:  "The  only  two  changes  recommended 
by  the  Rules  Committee  after  studying  this  matter  yesterday 
was  the  provision  whereby  a  majority  of  a  committee  can  negate 
the  action  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  I  think  it  is  a 
rare  situation,  but  one  that  should  be  given  thought.  This 
spells  out  who  will  be  the  presiding  officer.  This  resolution  is 
essentially  the  same  as  the  one  introduced  by  Senator  English 
and  we  think  this  is  a  valuable  procedure  in  our  operating 
duties.  This  does  not  change  the  Senate  rules." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  propose  that  we 
make  this  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next  Tuesday  morn- 
ing at  11:01  o'clock.  In  light  of  those  changes,  I  feel  that  it 
would  give  ample  time  for  the  Senators  to  read  the  resolution 
in  its  amended  form."

Senator  English  spoke  in  support  of  motion  for  Special 
Order. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  was  unanimously  adopted. 
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Senator  DeLude: 

"Mr.  President,  I  believe  I  have  sufficient  information  to 
report  to  the  Senate  on  legislative  procedures  in  placing  wit- 
nesses on  oath. 

"I  am  expecting  a  further  report  from  the  Council  of  State 
Governments  in  addition  to  material  already  sent  and  informa- 
tion obtained  by  Mr.  Hazelton  for  us  but  I  believe  I  have 
enough  data  for  the  Senators  to  use  in  making  their  determina- 
tions as  to  whether  they  desire  to  use  the  power  (that  of  placing 
witnesses  on  oath  in  testifying)  in  their  committee  proceedings. 
I  would  strongly  urge  Mr.  President,  that  if  committees  do 
desire  to  use  this  power,  that  they  adopt  and  follow  the  sug- 
gested set  of  committee  rules  I  have  drawn  and  now  submit 
as  a  guide.  It  may  be  deemed  necessary,  by  some  committees  to 
use  this  power  but  it  would  not  be  in  our  New  Hampshire 
tradition  to  abuse  the  authority  ^vith  which  we  are  invested.  I 
believe  that  the  suggested  rules  I  have  proposed  fully  protect 
the  rights  of  a  witness  placed  under  oath  but  if  they  are  deemed 
weak,  it  would  certainly  be  the  perogative  of  any  committee 
to  adopt  as  many  additional  rules  as  they  consider  advisable  to 
facilitate  the  work  of  the  committee  or  to  further  protect  any 
witness  before  them. 

"You  all  have  copies  of  the  procedural  rules  which  I  am 
recommending  if  your  committees  desire  to  use  their  statutory 
right  to  place  witnesses  under  oath.  We  can  discuss  this  merit 
in  a  moment.  First  Mr.  President,  all  of  the  following  States 
ha\e  statutes  which  permit  the  chairman  (or  in  some  cases  a 
member)  of  a  legislative  committee  to  put  witnesses  under 
oath: 

New  Hampshire  Pennsylvania 

Vermont  Ohio 

Massachusetts  Michigan 

Connecticut  Indiana 

Rhode  Island  Illinois 

New  York  Wisconsin 
New  Jersey 

"Mr.  Hazelton  has  checked  the  Senate  and  House  rules  of 
all  the  states  listed  above,  and  also  those  of  Maine,  (one  ex- 
ception: he  has  the  Assembly  rules  for  Ohio,  but  not  the  Sen- 
ate.) The  only  legislative  body  in  these  states  where  this  matter 
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is  covered  by  a  rule  is  the  Michigan  House,  who  rule  reads  as 
follows: 

Michigan.  House  Rule  32  (in  part) 

'The  chairman  of  the  committee  may  place  under  oath 
or  affirmation  any  person,  who  appears  to  testify  either 
for  or  against  any  bill,  resolution  or  other  matter  pending 
before  the  committee,  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of 
Section  .  . .  4.85  of  the  compiled  Laws  of  1948.' 

"The  piece  de  resistance  of  this  whole  matter,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, is  our  own  N.  H.  Statute.  I  am  certain  many  Senators  will 
be  amused  at  this  when  they  recall  the  shocked  horror  with 
which  this  procedure  was  viewed  by  some  individuals.  I  refer 
you  to  our  RSA  14:14,  which  reads  as  follows: 

'Oaths  of  Witnesses.  Any  senator  or  representative, 
while  acting  as  a  member  of  a  committee  of  the  legislature, 
may  administer  an  oath  to  any  person  who  may  be  ex- 
amined before  such  committee.' 

"Incidentally,  Mr.  President,  this  refers  back  to  its  source 
of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  1847  and,  in  fact,  Mr.  President,  Mr. 
Hazelton  has  determined  for  me  that  our  present  provision  in 
regard  to  administering  oaths  to  legislative  witnesses  before 
committees  originated  in  an  Act  of  June  23,  1832  (Laws  of 
1832,  Chapter  34). 

"The  original  act  gave  the  power  of  administering  oaths 
only  to  chairmen  or  acting  chairmen.  And  I  believe  this  would 
be  a  wise  procedure  today,  131  years  later,  to  follow  should  any 
Senate  committee  decide  it  is  necessary,  in  the  public  good,  to 
follow  this  statutory  provision. 

"It  should  be  pointed  out  that  this  power  is  permissive 
only  —  we  may  but  there  is  nothing  that  says  a  witness  must 
comply.  Most  states  have  firm  powers  authorized  in  their 
statutes  but  I  have  not  yet  had  time  to  do  a  complete  compila- 
tion. If  you  care  to  pursue  this  aspect  I  would  refer  to  the 
Senate  Counsel  for  an  advisory  opinion." 

Senator  Karkavelas  commended  Senator  DeLude  on  her 
explanation  and  also  on  the  fine  job  done  in  procuring  the  in- 
formation. 
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Senator  Rainie  also  voiced  his  commendation  and  appre- 
ciation.

Senator  Monahan:  "I  concur  in  the  report.  I  was  present 
at  the  dedication.  The  program  was  carried  out  very  effectively 
and  properly." 


Senator  Battles  inquired  of  the  President:  "Parliamentary 
inquiry:  Is  it  your  intention  during  this  session  that  you  will 
grant  a  Recess  to  anyone  who  asks  at  any  time?"

Each 
request  for  Recess  will  have  to  stand  on  its  own  merit  at  the 
time  it  is  made.  It  will  depend  on  circumstances  and  many 
things,  but  as  a  practical  matter,  the  Chair  is  going  to  honor 
all  requests  from  individual  Senators  insofar  as  it  is  practically 
possible." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  raise 
a  question  —  a  practice  is  continuing  which  bothers  several  of 
us.  The  House  Judiciary  Committee  had  a  hearing  yesterday 
on  an  important  bill  —  the  early  Primary,  which  was  held  in 
the  usual  House  Judiciary  Committee  room.  It  was  jammed; 
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no  chance  of  getting  in.  Room  100  was  idle  and  Room  119 
also  on  the  ground  floor  was  unused.  I  realize  that  some  Com- 
mittees dislike  to  leave  their  usual  Committee  room,  but  I 
think  in  the  case  of  a  bill  that  is  controversial  or  has  a  lot  of 
interest,  some  consideration  might  be  given  to  avoid  a  repeti- 
tion of  this  condition.  I  hope  our  Senate  Committees  in  sched- 
uling hearings  on  bills  or  resolutions  of  major  importance  will 
try  to  hold  such  hearings  in  larger  quarters."

It  has  since  undergone  some  changes  and  improvements  and  I 
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believe  that  it  is  now  in  good  workable  condition.  I  believe 
that  having  this  Resolution  will  amount  to  great  benefit  to  the 
public." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  that  Senator 
English  has  solved  my  problem.  However,  three-quarters  down 
the  page  it  says:  'No  such  public  hearing  shall  be  required.'  I 
have  found  that  sometimes  even  after  hearings  being  held  in 
the  House,  due  to  a  lot  of  publicity  perhaps,  many  more  people 
may  wish  to  appear  at  the  hearing  in  the  Senate.  Do  I  under- 
stand that  after  such  a  Joint  Hearing,  the  Senate  can  ask  for  a 
re-hearing  if  it  develops  that  some  people  did  not  come  to  the 
first  hearing  —  a  lot  of  interest  may  materialize  in  the  mean- 
time —  more  information  may  come  to  the  people's  attention, 
etc.  This  does  not  prohibit  having  a  hearing  in  the  Senate?" 

Senator  English:  "I  would  say  not.  It  simply  spells  out  that 
no  further  public  hearing  is  necessary.  I  would  disapprove  if 
it  did." 

Senator  Karkavelas  stated  that  his  question  had  been  an- 
swered. 

Senator  Holmes  stated:  "The  channels  that  you  have  to  go 
through  are  the  Speaker,  the  President,  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee and  the  Committee  —  I  think  this  is  rather  cumbersome. 
Why  cannot  the  Chairman  do  this?" 

Senator  English:  "I  believe  Senator  Battles  wanted  that  to 
be  included  and  there  did  seem  to  be  some  feeling  for  it.  I 
understand  that  it  is  possible  that  this  approval  can  cover  more 
than  one  hearing." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  was  not  thinkinsf  of  the  Chairman's 
approval.  I  feel  that  no  Chairman  would  go  against  the  wishes 
of  the  Committee.  Why  cannot  the  Chairmen  arrange  this  for 
themselves,  without  having  to  go  through  the  President  to  hold 
any  committee  hearing?" 

The  President:  "The  House  rules  provide  that  it  goes 
through  the  Speaker  and  through  the  President.  The  thinking 
on  this  is  while  there  is  no  need  to  go  through  the  President  — 
he  is  aware  of  what  bills  go  to  a  committee,  but  in  Joint  Hear- 
ings, this  may  be  true.  This  protects  each  individual  house." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  have  no  desire  to  oppose  this  —  I  feel 
that  it  will  be  helpful  to  the  citizens,  but  I  think  it  is  a  little 
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cumbersome  and  someone  may  at  some  time  say  that  this  is 
not  legally  done." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  the  Senate  Counsel:  "Suppos- 
ing a  bill  is  amended  on  the  floor  of  the  House  and  then  comes 
in  here  as  an  altogether  different  bill,  we  would  be  the  first  to 
hold  a  public  hearing  on  it?" 

The  Coimsel:  "No.  Under  this  Resolution,  no,  you  are  not 
required  to  hold  it.  But  as  Senator  Karkavelas  has  said,  it  would 
obviously  be  desirous  to  hold  a  hearing." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in  sup- 
port of  the  Resolution.  I  believe  it  is  in  the  public's  interest  — 
saves  travel  necessary  if  separate  hearings  are  held  in  both  the 
House  and  the  Senate.  In  going  over  the  Senate  rules,  there  is 
no  provision  spelled  out  whereby  the  Senate  may  request  a 
Joint  Hearing.  The  only  rule  that  we  have  is  for  the  House  to 
request  through  the  Speaker  to  hold  a  joint  hearing.  I  think 
the  Senate  should  have  the  privilege  of  requesting  through  the 
President,  through  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  to  hold  Joint 
Hearings.  I  move  that  the  Resolution  be  adopted." 

Seconded  by  Senator  Drake. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was 
unanimously  adopted. 


On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  rules  of  the  Senate  were  suspended  to  dispense 
with  the  reading  of  the  following  Concurrent  Resolution: 

Special  Interim  Uniform  Vehicle  Laws  Study  Committee 

Whereas,  the  Special  Interim  Uniform  Vehicle  Laws  Study 
Committee  created  by  the  1961  session  of  the  New  Hampshire 
General  Court  has  completed  the  comparison  of  our  rules-of- 
the-road  laws  with  the  corresponding  section  of  the  Uniform 
Vehicle  Code  and  will  report  to  the  current  session  with  recom- 
mended legislation  to  bring  our  traffic  laws  into  closer  con- 
formity with  the  Code;  and 

Whereas,  the  task  of  comparison  and  preparation  of  cor- 
rective legislation  were  so  time  consuming  that  only  a  compari- 
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son  of  the  rules-of-the-road  section  of  the  Code  was  completed; 
and 

Whereas,  comparison  with  other  sections  of  the  Uniform 
Vehicle  Code  should  be  completed,  including  certificates  of 
title,  registration  of  vehicles,  operator's  and  chauffeur's  licenses, 
civil  liability,  accidents  and  accident  reports,  equipment  of 
vehicles,  and  others;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  important  that  a  complete  job  be  done  so 
that  our  enforcement  agencies  will  have  the  best  and  most 
modern  motor  vehicle  laws  possible  to  administer  to  the  end 
that  there  may  be  a  safe  and  efficient  flow  of  vehicles  over  our 
streets  and  highways; 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  another  special  interim 
uniform  vehicle  laws  study  committee  be  authorized  to  con- 
tinue the  comparison  of  our  state's  motor  vehicle  laws  with  the 
Uniform  Vehicle  Code  and  prepare  legislation  to  be  presented 
to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  to  bring  our  state's  traffic 
laws  into  closer  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  committee  shall  consist 
of  three  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate;  four  members  of  the  House  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House;  the  Commissioner  of  Safety;  the 
Attorney  General;  and  five  citizens  at  large,  representing  organ- 
ized groups  of  motor  xehicle  owners  and  industries  associated 
with  higliAvay  transportation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor; 
and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  any  funds  which  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  hiring  of  extra  personnel  to  do  the  actual  job  of 
comparison  and  preparation  of  legislation  may  be  taken  from 
the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Safety. 

The  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Transportation. 

House  Joint  Resolution  Read  a  First  &  Second  Time 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  the  following 
captioned  Joint  Resolution: 

HJR  7,  relating  to  the  estate  of  Patrick  N.  H.  O'York. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, reference  to  Committee  dispensed  with,  and  the  above 
Joint  Resolution  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.

Senator  DeLude  offered  the  following  Concurrent  Resolu- 
tion: 

Memorializing  Congress  to  call  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of 
proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  con- 
curring: That  the  General  Court  of  New  Hampshire  respect- 
fully petitions  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  to  call  a  con- 
vention for  the  purpose  of  proposing  the  following  article  as  an 
amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

"ARTICLE  .. 

"Section  1.  Upon  demand  of  the  legislatures  of  five  states, 
no  two  of  which  shall  share  any  common  boundary,  made  with- 
in two  years  after  the  rendition  of  any  judgment  of  the  Supreme 
Court  relating  to  the  rights  reserved  to  the  states  or  to  the 
people  by  this  Constitution,  such  judgment  shall  be  reviewed 
by  a  Court  composed  of  the  chief  justices  of  the  highest  courts 
of  the  several  states  to  be  known  as  the  Court  of  the  Union. 
The  sole  issue  before  the  Court  of  the  Union  shall  be  whether 
the  power  or  jurisdiction  sought  to  be  exercised  on  the  part  of 
the  United  States  is  a  power  granted  to  it  under  this  Constitu- 
tion. 

"Section  2.  Three-fourths  of  the  justices  of  the  Court  of 
the  Union  shall  constitute  a  quorum,  but  it  shall  require  con- 
currence of  a  majority  of  the  entire  Court  to  reverse  a  decision 
of  the  Supreme  Court.  In  event  of  incapacity  of  the  chief  justice 
of  the  highest  court  of  any  state  to  sit  upon  the  Court  of  the 
Union,  his  place  shall  be  filled  by  another  justice  of  such  state 
court  selected  by  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  its  member- 
ship. 

"Section  3.  On  the  first  Monday  of  the  third  calendar 
month  folloAviuCT  the  ratification  of  this  amendment,  the  chief 
justices  of  the  highest  courts  of  the  several  states  shall  convene 
at  the  national  capital,  at  which  time  the  Court  of  the  Union 
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shall   be  organized  and  shall   adopt  rules  governing  its  pro- 
cedure. 

"Section  4.  Decisions  of  the  Court  of  the  Union  upon 
matters  within  its  jurisdiction  shall  be  final  and  shall  not  there- 
after be  overruled  by  any  court  and  may  be  changed  only  by 
an  amendment  of  this  Constitution. 

"Section  5.  The  Congress  shall  make  provision  for  the 
housing  of  the  Court  of  the  Union  and  the  expenses  of  its  op- 
eration. 

"Section  6.  This  article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the 
Legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states  witliin  seven 
years  from  the  date  of  its  submission." 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  if  Congress  shall  have  proposed 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  identical  with  that  con- 
tained in  this  resolution  prior  to  January  1,  1965,  this  applica- 
tion for  a  convention  shall  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or  effect. 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  a  duly  attested  copy  of  this 
resolution  be  immediately  transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the 
Senate  of  the  United  States,  the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives of  the  United  States  and  to  each  member  of  the  Con- 
gress from  this  State. 

On  motion  of  the  same  Senator,  the  rules  were  suspended 
to  dispense  with  reading  of  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution 
and  same  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary.

Committee  Report 

Senator  English,  for  Committee  on  Education: 

SB  10,  authorizing  the  W^ilpole  School  District  to  continue 
its  contract  with  the  Bellows  Falls,  Vermont  High  School. 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

SB  10  —  Amendment 

Amend  section  2  by  striking  out  in  line  8  after  the  word 
"School,"  the  following,  if  said  district  fails  to  adopt  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  at  its  1963  annual  meeting,  the  warrant  for 
the  1964  annual  meeting  of  said  district  shall  include  a  similar 
article  and  if  said  district  fails  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  this 
act  at  its  1964  annual  meeting,  the  warrant  for  the  1965  annual 
meeting  of  said  district  shall  include  a  similar  article.  At  any 
of  said  meetings,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  2  The  warrant  for  the  1963  annual  meeting  of  the 
Walpole  School  District  shall  include  an  article  substantially 
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as  follo^v's:  "To  see  if  the  voters  of  the  Walpole  School  District, 
qualified  to  vote  in  school  affairs,  will  vote  to  adopt  the  provi- 
sions of  An  Act  authorizing  the  Walpole  School  District  to 
continue  its  contract  with  the  Bellows  Falls,  Vermont  High 
School."  The  vote  on  said  question  shall  be  by  ballot  and  if  a 
majority  of  those  present  and  voting  vote  in  the  affirmative,  this 
act  shall  be  adopted  by  the  district. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English: 

'Tor  the  people  of  North  Walpole,  this  was  an  important 
enough  proposal  for  about  a  hundred  to  brave  sub  zero  weather 
and  come  to  Concord  to  say  Tor  generations  our  students  have 
gone  to  school  in  Bellows  Falls,  worked  in  Bellows  Falls,  mar- 
ried in  Bellows  Falls,  gone  to  church  in  Bellows  Falls  and  we 
don't  want  this  relationship  changed.'  The  case  was  eloquently 
presented  by  many  sincere  persons. 

"It  was  effectively  opposed  by  many  living  in  Walpole  vil- 
lage and  by  a  majority  of  the  Walpole  school  board. 

"This  Bill  —  SB  10  —  seeks  to  preserve  the  status  quo 
against  the  march  of  the  times  and  inscrutable  destiny. 

"The  facts  in  the  case  are  as  follows.  North  Walpole  is  just 
across  a  bridge  on  the  Connecticiu  River  from  Bellows  Falls. 
Some  60  children  can  walk,  if  they  will,  a  mile  or  less  to  school. 
Walpole  village  is  five  miles  away.  Walpole  possesses  a  high 
school  with  about  170  students  —  too  small  (according  to  mod- 
ern standards)  for  effective  operation.  It  has  facilities  for  the 
North  Walpole  children.  Plans  for  a  larger  school  to  accommo- 
date children  of  neighboring  towns  are  under  study. 

"To  ease  the  wrench  for  the  North  Walpole  citizens,  it  is 
now  provided  —  starting  in  the  fall  of  this  year  —  that  their 
9th  grade  go  to  Walpole  not  Bellows  Falls  thus  beginning  the 
phase-out  of  the  ancient  North  Walpole-Bellows  Falls  school 
relationship. 

"The  General  Court  has  passed  a  number  of  measures  in 
recent  years  giving  recognition  to  the  principle  that  small  high 
schools  are  not  in  the  best  interest  of  school  children.  The  pres- 
ent law  —  which  SB  10  seeks  to  set  aside  —  does  not  sanction 
arrangements  such  as  existed  between  North  Walpole-Bellows 
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Falls  except  where  real  hardship  is  involved.  Five  miles  to  Wal- 
pole  village  in  the  present  day  and  age  is  not  deemed  a  hardship. 

"To  the  170  students  in  the  Walpole  High  School,  the 
addition  of  sixty  North  Walpole  students  would  mean  a  better 
school. 

"The  committee,  weighing  carefully  pertinent  considera- 
tions, offers  an  amendment  which  leaves  to  the  people  of  Wal- 
pole the  opportunity  to  decide  themselves  at  the  next  school 
meeting  the  relationship  with  Bellows  Falls.  The  amendment 
deletes  provisions  in  the  bill  which  would  have  the  matter  come 
up  not  only  this  year,  but  again  in  1964  and  65." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

At  the  request  of  Senator  English,  the  President  declared  a 
one  minute  Recess. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  the  Senate  voted  to  recon- 
sider its  vote  whereby  the  above  entitled  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  bill  now  being  on  its  second  reading  and  open  to 
further  amendment.  Senator  DeLude  moved  that  it  be  made  a 
Special  Order  of  Business  for  tomorrow  morning  at  11:01 
o'clock. 

The  above  motion  carried. 


Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  deeply  appreciate  the 
recognition  given  my  recently  deceased  Father  when  the  Senate 
adjourned  yesterday.  Perhaps  you  did  not  realize  that  for  the 
24  best  years  of  his  life,  from  1916  to  1940,  he  served  the  people 
of  Rhode  Island  as  a  member  and  much  of  that  time  as  Chair- 
man of  that  state's  Board  of  Charities  and  Corrections,  later  its 
reorganized  Public  Welfare  Commission. 

"He  was  originally  appointed  47  years  ago  by  a  Republican 
Governor,  Livingston  Beekman,  but  served  through  reappoint- 
ments for  a  quarter  century  by  Governors  of  both  Parties.  He 
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often  said  to  me,  'Keep  our  problems  of  welfare,  charities,  cor- 
rections, and  penal  institutions  out  of  partisan  politics.' 

"So,  in  honoring  my  Father  yesterday  you  also  supported 
his  philosophy  of  government,  which  I  suggest  we  all  try  to 
follow  in  deliberating  and  deciding  these  social  problems  that 
he  felt  should  remain  non-partisan,  and,  so  far  as  we  can  solve 
them,  let  us  do  so  on  an  entirely  non-political  basis."

House  Message 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  passed  the  following 
Concurrent  Resolution,  in  the  passage  of  which  it  asks  the  con- 
currence of  the  Honorable  Senate: 

Concurrent  Resolution  No.  6 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  the  Senate  con- 
curring: 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  appoint 
five  members  of  the  House  and  the  President  of  the  Senate 
shall  appoint  three  members  of  the  Senate  to  constitute  a  special 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ments and  agencies  of  the  state  and  of  the  general  court  so  far 
as  space  is  concerned  for  their  proper  operation.  The  committee 
shall  project  its  study  for  a  fifteen-year  period  of  possible  ex- 
pansion of  state  services  and  the  resulting  need  for  office  space. 
Said  committee  shall  report  to  the  1963  session  of  the  general 
court. 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment:  That 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  five  members  of  the 
Senate  instead  of  three  members  as  the  resolution  is  now  writ- 
ten, and  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

Senator  Green  moved  that  the  Resolution  be  referred  to 
Committee  on  Finance  for  study  and  recommendation.  Sec- 
onded by  Senator  Rainie. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  English  spoke  against  referral  to  Committee. 

Senator  Holmes  suggested  that  if  the  amendment  was 
adopted  by  the  Senate,  it  might  well  result  in  referral  to  Com- 
mittee of  Conference. 
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The  President  inquired  if  Senator  Battles  would  be  willing 
to  have  four  members  of  the  Senate,  instead  of  five  members. 

Senator  Battles  replied  that  his  feeling  was  that  the  Senate 
is  as  important  as  the  House  and  should  be  equally  represented. 

Senator  Howard  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment  to 
five  members.

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  customary  resolu- 
tion which  comes  in  from  the  House  to  pay  the  balance  of 
salary  due  the  estate  of  a  deceased  Representative.  Mr.  Morris 
was  from  Ward  9,  Manchester,  which  is  within  my  District  and 
had  I  been  present  last  Wednesday  when  this  came  in,  I 
would  have  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  to  place  this  on 
third  reading  and  final  passage  at  that  time.

Resolved,  That  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  transmit  to  his 
widow,  Mrs.  Joseph  Vaughan,  a  copy  of  these  resolutions. 

The  Resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by  one  minute 
of  silence. 

The  President  announced  that  there  was  a  model  of  the 
World's  Fair  building  in  the  Council  Chamber;  the  2  million, 
700  thousand  dollar  New  England  building.  All  are  welcome 
to  go  in  and  see  it.  People  in  there  to  describe  same  in  detail. 

The  President  extended  thanks  to  the  members  of  the 
Senate  for  their  courtesy  in  sending  flowers  to  Senator  Gardner 
last  evening  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Owls;  Senator  Gard- 
ner having  been  the  President  of  same  the  past  two  years. 


Senator  Battles  inquired:  "On  the  subject  of  this  World's 
Fair  building  —  what  progiess  has  been  made  toward  imple- 
mentation toward  this  building?" 

The  President  replied:  "Governor  King  has  met  with  the 
other  New  England  Governors.  It  has  been  worked  out  that 
our  share  will  be  12%  of  the  total.  The  question  has  been 
brought  up  in  a  meeting  of  the  Governors  that  if  anybody 
dropped  out,  the  rest  will  go  ahead  and  their  share  will  be 
taken  over.  However,  if  Massachusetts  drops  out,  with  their 
42%,  the  thing  would  probably  collapse.  I  believe  that  the 
Governor's  interest  is  in  having  the  financing  done  by  an  ap- 
propriation and  I  understand  that  a  bill  is  being  drafted  to  be 
introduced  in  the  House  today.  The  total  to  be  $388,000  for 
construction  and  demolition.  $324,000  for  the  building  and 
$64,000  for  the  two  years,  1964  and  1965." 

Senator  Battles:  "This  is  the  same  program  that  was  in- 
troduced by  the  preceding  Republican  administration.  Is  not 
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this  the  first  time  that  such  a  cooperative  program  has  been 
entered  into  by  the  New  England  states?" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied:  "Yes,  to  my  knowledge,  it  is." 

Senator  Battles:  "Then,  for  the  record,  I  think  it  should 
show  that  this  program  was  started  in  a  Republican  administra- 
tion under  the  then  Governor  Powell." 

The  President  stated  that  such  would  be  noted. 

Senator  Gardner  expressed  her  thanks  to  the  members  of 
the  Senate  who  were  responsible  for  the  bouquet  last  evening; 
that  it  was  a  pleasant  surprise.

Senator  Battles  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  to  dis- 
pense with  referral  to  committee  and  that  the  bill  be  placed 
on  third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present  time  and  spoke 
in  support  thereof:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  routine  bill  to 
legalize  the  town  meeting  in  Seabrook.

The 
bill  has  had  a  public  hearing  in  the  House  with  no  opposition. 
The  Selectmen  from  Seabrook  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed  at  the  present  time.

SB  18,  relative  to  the  use  of  snow  tires  or  chains  on  pleasure 
motor  vehicles.  (Lamontagne)  Referred  to  Committee  on 
Transportation. 

SJR  7,  relative  to  the  Russian-Japanese  fund.  (Rainie) 
Referred  to  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Committee  Reports 

Senator  Whalen,  for  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Mu- 
nicipal &  County  Government:  HB  34,  relative  to  the  sewerage 
system  in  the  Plymouth  Village  Fire  Precinct.  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  village  of  Plymouth, 
like  many  other  small  towns,  has  found  itself  in  financial  straits 
in  connection  with  the  cost  of  the  sewerage  system.  The  cost 
has  grown  from  three  or  four  thousand  dollars  a  year  to  $13,000 
a  year  and  it  is  expected  it  will  go  up  to  $40,000  a  year.  What 
they  propose  is  to  establish  a  special  charge  and  this  bill  author- 
izes the  town  of  Plymouth  to  assess  a  special  charge  for  sewerage 
service  —  a  rental  system,  not  a  tax.  There  was  no  opposition 
at  either  hearing  in  the  House  or  Senate.  The  committee's 
recommendation  was  unanimously  ought  to  pass." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &:  County  Government:  SB  4,  requiring  counties  to 
be  listed  alphabetically.  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  provisions  of  this 
bill  would  change  the  present  listing  of  Counties  in  all  official 
publications  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  to  alphabetical 
listing.  The  bill  has  the  support  of  all  officials  of  the  state  de- 
partments. There  has  been  thought  of  this  being  done  over 
the  years  and  I  believe  is  long  overdue.  The  Counties  have 
been  listed  supposedly  in  the  order  of  their  existence,  but  such 
is  not  quite  true.  This  will  make  it  much  easier  in  looking  up 
information  in  the  rosters.  Red  Book,  etc.  We  believe  this  bill 
in  order  and  is  a  good  thing." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support: 

"Mr.  President,  as  sponsor  of  SB  4,  I  am  naturally  grateful 
to  the  committee  for  giving  it  an  'ought  to  pass'  report. 

"The  intent  of  this  simple  bill  is  so  obvious,  as  stated  by 
Senator  Whalen,  that  it  hardly  needs  further  explanation. 
After  July  1,  any  listing  of  counties  in  our  numerous  state  pub- 
lications would  be  in  alphabetical  order, 

"Every  Senator  present  has  wasted  much  valuable  time  in 
leafing  thru  these  documents,  including  our  own  'Roster  of 
the  General  Court',  trying  to  locate  the  county  reference  in 
which  he  is  interested.  The  Secretary  of  State  and  every  other 
official  with  whom  I  have  discussed  this  clarification  supports 
the  change.  The  Manchester  Union  has  editorially  approved 
this  bill.

"Frankly,  I  cannot  understand  why  such  an  alphabetical 
listing  was  not  adopted  many  years  ago." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Why  does  this  have  to  be  done 
by  statute?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  about 
this  and  he  told  me  that  it  would  take  a  statute  to  authorize 
him  and  empower  him  to  make  this  change.  That  is  the  reason 
for  the  bill." 

Senator  Battles:  "Does  the  order  now  or  the  present  statute 
now  require  this?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "Not  to  my  knowledge.  No  one  seems 
able  to  explain." 

Senator  Battles:  "It  appears  to  me  that  apparently  we  do 
not  need  a  statute.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  Secretary  of  State 
could  take  the  initiative  himself.  I  oppose  the  Secretary  of 
State  passing  this  type  of  thing  on  to  us.  I  am  against  the  bill.  I 
think  we  should  continue  the  listing  as  is  for  sentimental  and 
traditional  reasons." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
I  am  sorry  that  it  did  not  come  in  about  twelve  years  ago.  I 
agree  with  Senator  Battles  —  I  do  not  like  to  have  statutes 
passed  for  department  heads.  I  could  not  agree  with  him  more, 
but  I  do  think  this  should  have  been  done  long  ago." 

Senator  Rainie  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill:  "For  fifty 
years,  I  have  been  struggling  with  this  order  of  Covmty  names, 
on  dockets,  etc.  I  think  it  has  been  ridiculous  that  we  have 
been  compelled  to  fumble  around  hunting  for  Counties  — 
they  should  be  in  alphabetical  order.  I  am  in  favor  of  the  bill." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  coming  from  Rocking- 
ham County,  I  ^vould  be  very  remiss  if  I  were  not  to  speak 
against  the  bill.  In  this  state  of  New  Hampshire,  I  am  afraid 
that  we  are  passing  up  many  of  the  things  that  are  valuable  to 
our  out-of-state  people.  I  believe  some  consideration  should 
be  given  to  the  size  as  being  listed  first.  The  Red  Book  is  a 
very  valuable  collection  of  data.  I  think  Senator  Battles  has 
taken  a  point  well  when  he  questions  the  fact  ^vhether  it  will 
take  a  statute  to  change  this  listing  to  alphabetical  order." 
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Senator  Green:  "I  see  no  reason  for  changing  the  overall 
tradition  which  has  been  in  existence  in  this  state  for  quite  a 
feAv  years.  It  seems  to  me  in  this  clay  we  seem  to  be  disregarding 
tradition.  I  don't  find  thumbing  through  the  Red  Book  such 
an  ordeal  —  it  takes  a  little  time  —  but  I  think  the  Counties 
should  continue  to  be  listed  in  the  order  that  they  are  now 
listed.  I  shall  vote  as^ainst  the  matter." 

Senator  Martel:  "I  gather  in  listening  to  remarks  made  by 
Senator  Monahan  that  apparently  there  is  nothing  in  the 
statutes  now  to  provide  for  the  printing  by  the  Secretary  of 
State  in  the  order  that  they  are  now  listed.  Certainly,  we  have 
a  regard  for  tradition  and  we  hold  a  great  respect  for  it,  but 
this  is  a  practical  matter.  I  see  no  reason  not  to  support  the  re- 
port of  the  committee." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  no  one  believes  more  in 
tradition  and  has  given  more  time  and  effort  than  I  have,  but 
as  a  practical  matter,  I  believe  there  is  much  to  be  gained  in 
having  the  Counties  listed  alphabetically." 

Senator  Battles  moved  that  the  bill  be  re-committed  to 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary  with  instructions  that  they  inquire 
of  the  Secretary  of  State  if  this  cannot  be  done  without  statute. 

Seconded  by  Senator  Hunter. 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  have  no  objection,  but  I  will  simply 
restate  what  the  Secretary  of  State  told  me  some  time  ago." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  would  oppose  this  motion.  I  think 
referring  it  back  to  the  Committee  will  accomplish  nothing. 
This  bill  was  introduced  legally  and  I  think  we  can  vote  on  it 
now.  I  don't  care  whether  my  County  is  first  or  last  —  this  bill 
is  just  common  sense." 

Senator  Rainie:  "No  good  purpose  would  be  served  to 
refer  this  bill  back  to  the  Committee.  I  will  vote  against  such 
motion." 

Question  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Battles  to  re-commit 
the  bill.  Seconded  by  Senator  Hunter. 

The  motion  to  re-commit  was  lost. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &:  County  Government:  HB  35,  relative  to  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  town  of  Hanover  and  repealing  the 
charter  of  the  Village  Precinct  of  Hanover.  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen: 

"The  purpose  of  the  Bill  is  to  combine  two  municipal 
governments  into  one  governed  by  a  Board  of  Selectmen.  This 
would  gain  more  efficient  planning,  less  duplication;  more 
effective  use  of  equipment;  economies  in  purchase  of  supplies 
and  equipment;  more  efficient  use  of  man  power;  one  office  to 
which  complaints  can  be  directed  or  requests  for  services  made; 
more  equitable  tax  load  for  all  taxpayers. 

"Under  the  proposed  bill  the  obligations  and  assets  of 
the  present  Precinct  will  become  obligations  and  assets  of  the 
Town  with  following  exceptions:  Indebtedness  (bonded  or 
notes)  of  the  Precinct  incurred  after  June  1,  1962  and  before 
date  of  merger  will  be  the  responsibility  of  the  present  precinct 
residents;  the  indebtedness  incurred  for  some  specific  area 
(sewer  and  sewage  disposal  plant,  sidewalk,  fire)  will  be  the 
responsibility  of  that  area.  See  sections  10-17  of  bill. 

"The  town  shall  have  all  rights  and  be  subject  to  all  the 
liabilities  now  belonging  to  it  and  to  the  village  precinct; 
special  powers  now  belonging  to  village  precinct,  before  as- 
sumption by  the  selectmen,  must  be  so  voted  by  the  legal 
voters  (the  legislative  body  of  the  town)  in  a  duly  warned 
meeting.  If  the  merger  is  accepted  by  the  legal  voters  of  Han- 
over then  the  town  will  have  the  authority  to  purchase  and 
hold  stock  in  the  Hanover  Water  Works  Company;  incur  in- 
debtedness, outside  limit  of  indebtedness,  for  off-street  parking 
facilities  —  this  indebtedness  to  be  self-amortizing;  cooperate 
in  control  of  the  Pine  Park  Association  (part  of  green  belt 
area);  establish  an  insurance  (medical,  surgical,  hospital,  etc.) 
program  from  tax  monies  for  town  employees  and  their  de- 
pendents; appoint  a  superintendent  of  public  works,  an  over- 
seer of  public  Avelfare,  a  chief  of  police  and  one  or  more  chief 
engineers  and  assistant  engineers  of  the  fire  department. 

"The  Board  of  Selectmen  to  consist  of  five  members  hav- 
ing three  year  terms.  The  three  neighboring  states  —  Maine, 
Massachusetts,  Vermont  all  have  provision  in  their  statutes  for 
any  town  to  have  more  than  three  selectmen. 
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"In  regard  to  special  service  areas,  certain  services  will 
benefit  some  residents  much  more  than  others.  Accordingly  the 
expense  of  these  services  shall  be  borne  by  special  taxes  on 
these  residents.  To  accomplish  this,  special  areas  shall  be  estab- 
lished by  the  selectmen  within  which  these  services  prevail. 
These  special  areas  are:  sewer  and  sewage  disposal  area,  side- 
walk area,  fire  protection  areas. 

"A  merger  committee  was  authorized  by  vote  in  both  town 
annual  meeting  and  precinct  annual  meeting  of  March  1961 
to  prepare  an  equitable  plan  for  merger  of  the  Town  and  Pre- 
cinct. During  the  preparation  of  this  plan  several  public  hear- 
ings were  held  in  the  precinct  and  in  Etna.  Newspaper  pub- 
licity was  also  given.  After  revisions  and  changes  a  referendum 
was  held  at  a  duly  warned  town  meeting  to  ascertain  if  the 
merger  committee  should  proceed  to  present  a  bill  to  the  1963 
legislature  to  allow  for  the  merger.  A  minimum  of  a  60%  yes 
vote  was  needed  for  this  step.  This  was  obtained. 

"If  passed  by  the  House  and  Senate  and  signed  by  Gov- 
ernor King,  another  referendum  will  be  necessary  before  the 
merger  becomes  an  accomplished  fact.  Again  a  60%  yes  vote 
will  be  necessary. 

"If  all  of  the  above  is  approved,  the  merger  would  take 
effect  on  January  1,  1964," 

Senator  Monahan: 

"Mr.  President:  HB  35  has  already  been  explained  in  de- 
tail to  appropriate  House  and  Senate  Committees  by  the  Hon. 
Fletcher  Low,  chairman  of  the  Hanover  Board  of  Selectmen, 
who  co-sponsored  this  House  bill  with  the  other  two  members 
of  the  Hanover  delegation,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  W.  Hayward  and 
William  R.  Johnson. 

"I  believe  all  that  should  be  necessary  now  is  for  me  to 
thank  the  Senate  Committee  for  its  favorable  action,  to  endorse 
the  opinions  just  expressed  by  its  chairman,  and  to  assure  the 
full  Senate  that  this  bill: 

1 .  Is  the  result  of  lengthy  and  thorough  review  of  the  prob- 
lem by  voters  in  the  existing  Precinct  and  those  living 
outside  but  within  the  Town  of  Hanover, 

2.  Was  approved  for  submission  to  the  General  Court  by 
63%  of  those  voting  at  a  well  advertised  special  town 
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meeting  called  for  that  purpose  with  more  than  half 
of  the  check  list  voting. 

3.  Will  correct  many  long-existing  inequities  within  the 
To^vn  and  eliminate  much  unnecessary  duplication 
and  confusion  in  local  government. 

4.  Follows  the  familiar  pattern  of  broadening  the  tax 
base  within  municipalities. 

5.  Cannot  become  law  unless  ratified  by  60%  of  the  voters 
in  the  entire  town. 

"The  voters  of  Hanover  ask  that  the  Legislature  give  them 
the  legal  authority  to  solve  this  problem  by  a  demonstration  of 
genuine  home  rule. 

"I  hope  the  Senate  will  adopt  the  committee's  'ought  to 
pass'  report." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Senator  Provost,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  has 
examined  and  found  correctly  engrossed  the  following  cap- 
tioned House  Joint  Resolution:

Senator  Monahan  called  for  the  Special  Order. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Battles  to  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  6. 

The  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  appoint 
five  members  of  the  House  and  the  President  of  the  Senate 
shall  appoint  three  members  of  the  Senate  to  constitute  a  special 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  studying  the  needs  of  the  depart- 
ments and  agencies  of  the  state  and  of  the  general  court  so  far 
as  space  is  concerned  for  their  proper  operation.  The  committee 
shall  project  its  study  for  a  fifteen-year  period  of  possible  ex- 
pansion of  state  services  and  the  resulting  need  for  office  space. 
Said  committee  shall  report  to  the  1963  session  of  the  general 
court. 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment:  That 
the  President  of  the  Senate  shall  appoint  five  members  of  the 
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Senate  instead  of  three  members  as  the  resolution  is  now  writ- 
ten, and  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

Senator  Battles:  "I  have  talked  with  several  Senators  and 
there  seems  to  be  no  particular  objection." 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  am  in  favor  of  the  amendment  offered 
by  Senator  Battles;  even  though  in  the  past,  the  House  has 
always  had  a  larger  number  of  members  on  boards  and  hearings. 
The  Senate  is  the  upper  chamber  and  I  feel  should  have  equal 
representation,  regardless  of  difference  in  size." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  have  talked  this  over  with  the 
Speaker  and  the  Majority  floor  leader  in  the  House  and  they 
assure  me  that  this  was  no  intent  to  degrade  the  Senate.  It  was 
only  following  the  usual  procedure.  I  am  sure  if  the  amend- 
ment is  adopted  here,  it  will  be  concurred  in  by  the  House." 

Senator  Rainie  stated  that  he  felt  more  study  should  be 
given  the  Resolution. 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  would  support  the  amend- 
ment. 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment  and 
resolution. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  Concurrent  Resolution 
No.  6  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Senator  Monahan  expressed  his  sincere  thanks  and  appre- 
ciation to  the  Senators  for  their  thoughtfulness  in  having  sent 
flowers  to  the  funeral  of  his  Father.

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  voted  to  accede. 

The  Chair  appointed  Senators  Whalen  and  Martel. 
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House  Bill  Read  a  First  &  Second  Time 

HB  132,  legalizing  action  taken  to  authorize  sewer  bonds 
in  the  city  of  Laconia  with  the  guarantee  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire. 

Senator  Gardner  moved  that  the  rules  be  suspended  to 
dispense  with  referral  to  committee  of  the  above  entitled  bill 
and  to  place  the  bill  on  its  third  reading  and  final  passage  at 
the  present  time  and  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill 
legalizes  the  action  taken  by  the  City  of  Laconia  on  a  $590,- 
000.00  state  guaranteed  bond  issue  to  help  finance  a  sewer 
extension  project.  It  was  discovered  by  the  legal  counsel  for 
the  Boston  bonding  firm,  which  is  to  underwrite  the  issue,  that 
there  were  not  seven  'clear'  days  between  the  advertised  date 
for  the  original  City  Council  hearing  and  the  hearing  itself. 
This  action  will  also  legalize  the  action  taken  by  the  New 
Hampshire  Water  Pollution  Commission,  and  the  Governor 
and  Executive  Council,  in  providing  guarantee  of  the  state  for 
the  bond  issue." 

Motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  and  the  motion  carried.

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Committee  Reports 

SB  7,  increasing  the  salary  of  the  Hillsborough  County  At- 
torney. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

SB  7  —  Amendment 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  2  Takes  Effect. 
This  act  shall  take  effect  on  July  1,  1963. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  salary  of  the  county 
attorney  for  Hillsborough  County  at  the  present  time  is  $3800. 
He  has  to  handle  all  the  criminal  matters  that  come  before  the 
superior  court  which  starts  about  the  first  of  September  and 
ends  the  following  June  —  a  job  of  about  10  months.  During 
that  time,  he  has  three  grand  juries  and  a  tremendous  number 
of  indictments.  He  handled  374  indictments  during  the  past 
year.  The  work  that  is  involved  here  is  tremendous  and  the 
committee  is  amazed  that  this  man  has  been  willing  to  go  along 
for  this  length  of  time.  The  bill  has  asked  for  $7,500.  The  com- 
mittee believes  that  he  is  entitled  to  this  amount  and  possibly 
more.  The  big  question  is  what  effect  is  this  going  to  have  on 
the  salaries  of  other  county  attorneys  and  are  we  going  to  be 
deluged  with  requests  from  the  other  county  attorneys  for 
raises.  Hillsborough  County  has  178,000  inhabitants.  The 
next  county  in  population  is  Rockingham  County  which  has 
99,000  —  one-half  as  large  as  Hillsborough.  Of  course,  the 
larger  the  County,  the  larger  the  cities  in  it.  Hillsborough 
County  has  two  large  cities,  Manchester  and  Nashua.  In  larger 
cities,  the  criminal  figure  becomes  great.  It  seems  only  fair  that 
this  man  should  receive  this  money  and  each  request  from  any 
other  County  will  have  to  be  decided  on  its  merit.  The  com- 
mittee believes  that  this  bill  should  pass." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  how  long  the  present  county  at- 
torney had  been  working  for  this  amount  of  $3800. 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  checked  this  and  followed  through  — 
it  was  $3300  until  the  last  session  of  the  legislature  or  the  one 
before  that." 

Senator  Battles:  "As  I  understand  it  then,  he  has  received 
a  $500  increase  last  session  and  this  year  you  wish  to  give  him  a 
$3,700  increase?" 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Yes,  that  is  what  the  bill  asks  for  and 
that  is  the  amount  that  we  have  approved.  This  matter  must  be 
considered  a  little  bit  on  its  equities.  It  is  a  busy  time  to  handle 
374  indictments  in  10  months,  and  involves  a  lot  of  work." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "How  much  greater  is  his  work 
load  now  than  it  was  two  years  ago?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "He  has  furnished  us  a  list;  over  11  years: 
1951  —  134.  1958  —  290.  1959  —  239.  1960  —  301.  1961  — 
314.  1962  —  374." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Obviously,  the  larger  the  number  of  in- 
dictments, the  more  difficult  the  job  becomes.  Senator  Olson 
has  been  through  the  mill  as  county  attorney  and  I  was  associat- 
ed with  it  for  about  10  years  and  I  know  something  about  the 
burden.  Merrimack  County  has  68,000  inhabitants  and  I  would 
say  that  in  this  County  we  would  have  not  a  third  or  a  quarter 
or  even  a  fifth  of  the  amount  of  work  that  he  has  in  Hills- 
borough County.  You  have  no  idea  of  the  work  to  be  done  in 
that  big  county  and  two  big  cities  and  the  criminal  element  in- 
volving around  such  big  cities." 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "I  would  presume  that  in  con- 
sidering this  bill  thought  has  been  given  to  another  bill  not 
yet  discussed  —  SB  8.  Will  they  also  put  in  a  bill  for  the  as- 
sistant county  attorney  with  the  salary  of  what  has  been  that  of 
the  county  attorney?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "No  action  has  been  taken  on  that  bill. 
The  Hillsborough  County  delegation  will  have  the  final  say  on 
that.  We  intend  to  hold  that  bill  to  see  what  the  delegation 
does  in  the  other  House." 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  was  in  favor  of  the  com- 
mittee amendment. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "When  the  county  attorney  ran  last 
election,  he  knew  the  salary.  Would  it  not  be  better  to  start 
the  new  salary  to  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  next  term? 
If  a  person  knows  the  salary  before  he  runs  for  the  job,  I  think 
that  is  fair." 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  think  that  is  a  reasonable  amendment 
and  I  would  not  be  against  it." 

Senator  Olson:  "I  believe  that  $7500  for  178,000  popula- 
tion is  still  a  small  salary.  I  have  just  been  serving  as  county 
attorney  and  I  agree  in  what  Senator  Rainie  has  said  with  re- 
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gard  to  the  tremendous  amount  of  work  involved,  and  Hills- 
borough County  is  about  four  times  the  size  of  my  county.  I 
know  that  the  county  attorney  for  that  County  ran  for  this  job 
upon  the  urging  of  the  justices  of  the  superior  court  who  told 
him  they  would  do  what  they  could  toward  an  increase.  I  am 
in  favor  of  the  amendment  for  the  takes  effect  date  of  July  1. 
This  man  has  done  the  work  and  I  believe  Hillsborough  County 
has  gotten  away  with  murder  the  past  years  with  the  small 
salary." 

Senator  Chasse:  "Won't  we  be  starting  something  if  we 
pass  this  bill.  Our  Strafford  county  attorney  and  attorneys  for 
the  other  counties  will  be  asking  an  increase  in  salary." 

Senator  Gardner:  "I  have  no  objection  to  an  increase,  but 
it  seems  to  me  that  to  double  the  salary  is  quite  an  increase." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  the  amendment  offered  by 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Holmes  offered  the  following  amendment: 

SB  7  —  Amendment 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  lines  6  and 
15  the  word  "seventy-five"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word,  fifty-five,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  1  Hillsborough  County  Attorney.  Amend  RSA  7:35 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  247:2,  1957,  34:1,  211:1,  1959,  6:1 
and  1961,  107:1;  208:1  by  striking  out  the  words  "In  Hills- 
borough, thirty-eight  hundred  dollars"  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  in  Hillsborough,  fifty-five  hundred  dollars, 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  7:35 
Salaries.  The  annual  salaries  of  the  county  attorneys  in  the 
several  counties  shall  be  as  follows: 

In  Rockingham,  twenty-two  hundred  dollars 

In  Strafford,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 

In  Belknap,  two  thousand  dollars 

In  Carroll,  two  thousand  dollars 

In  Merrimack,  twenty-five  hundred  dollars 

In  Hillsborough,  fifty-five  hundred  dollars 

In  Cheshire,  three  thousand  dollars 
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In  Sullivan,  two  thousand  dollars 

In  Grafton,  twenty-four  hundred  dollars 

In  Coos,  twenty-four  hundred  dollars 

Senator  Holmes  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  I  offer 
this  amendment  on  behalf  of  the  taxpayers  of  the  portion  of 
Hillsborough  County  which  I  represent  in  District  12. 

"I  consider  Senate  Bills  7  and  8  a  package  which  would 
triple  the  expenses  of  an  office  in  the  Hillsborough  County 
budget.  The  amount  of  money  concerned  is  not  large  in  com- 
parison with  many  sums  which  will  come  before  us,  but  there 
are  two  principles  involved  which  loom  very  large  to  me  and 
to  many  of  the  taxpayers  in  my  area.  These  principles  are, 
first,  the  voting  of  the  threefold  increase  on  any  portion  of  the 
county  budget;  and  second,  the  introduction  of  the  bill  in  the 
Senate  instead  of  the  House  where  the  county  delegation  would 
deal  with  it  first.  The  consensus  of  opinion  in  District  12,  as 
far  as  I  have  been  able  to  ascertain,  is  that,  although  the  official 
knew  the  salary  when  he  ran  for  the  position,  considering  the 
volume  of  work,  the  job  should  be  better  paid,  but  not  neces- 
sarily to  the  extent  called  for  in  this  bill  and  certainly  not  as 
a  part  of  a  program  tripling  the  expenses  of  the  office.  I  would 
not  oppose  Senate  Bill  7  if  the  Committee  had  been  willing 
to  report  Senate  Bill  8  inexpedient  to  legislate.  But,  since  the 
Committee  is  willing  only  to  table  Senate  Bill  8,  I  know  that 
this  is  just  a  delaying  action  and  that  this  further  increase  will 
probably  be  brought  out  later.  That  is  why  I  feel  it  my  duty 
to  offer  this  amendment. 

"This  salary  increase  is  being  related  to  population.  Sev- 
eral small  —  population  wise  —  counties  in  proportion  do  very 
well  by  their  comity  attorneys.  There  seems  to  be  a  minimum 
base  of  about  $2,000  paid  by  even  the  smallest  counties  for 
this  office.  Counties  like  Grafton,  Merrimack,  Strafford  and 
Cheshire  compare  very  favorably  in  this  respect,  if  the  expenses 
are  only  doubled,  but  some  of  the  counties,  such  as  Rocking- 
ham, will  probably  get  busy  with  a  raise  if  the  trend  is  to  triple 
expenses.  It  has  been  suggested  by  some  in  District  12  that  the 
increase  in  salary  be  in  some  proportion  to  the  increase  in 
population  growth  in  Hillsborough  County  as  shown  by  the 
1960  Census.  In  other  words,  roughtly  14%  —  this  is  not  an 
exact  calculation.  Therefore,  I  am  offering  the  amendment  to 
increase  the  salary  to  $5500  instead  of  $7500. 
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"This  amendment  shows  good  faith  with  the  official  in- 
volved and  means  the  Senate  is  not  attempting  to  urge  a  large 
increase  without  first  getting  the  opinion  of  the  county  delega- 
tion. I  know  that  one  department  is  asking  $5000  as  a  salary 
for  a  full  time  attorney,  so  it  is  not  unreasonable  compensation. 
I  hope  the  amendment  will  be  supported  by  senators  who  are 
interested  in  keeping  down  county  taxes,  or  who  think  this 
type  of  proposition  should,  in  accordance  with  the  principle 
of  home  rule,  begin  with  the  county  delegation. 

"As  to  the  argument  that  the  county  delegation  deal  with 
this  finally,  why  didn't  they  deal  with  it  in  the  first  place?  If  it 
is  brought  up  in  the  Senate,  the  Senate  shouldn't  pass  on  the 
responsibility. 

"I  realize  that  with  the  large  majority  of  this  Committee, 
who  have  listened  to  three  forceful  members  of  the  Bar  speak 
far  more  eloquently  for  one  of  their  brothers  than  I  am  cap- 
able of  speaking  for  the  taxpayers,  supporting  this  raise,  the 
cards  are  stacked  against  my  efforts.  However,  because  of  the 
principles  involved,  I  will  stand  by  the  promise  made  to  my 
constituents  and  offer  the  compromise  amendment." 

Senator  Mitchell  spoke  in  support  of  amendment  offered 
by  Senator  Holmes:  "It  appears  to  me  that  if  this  man  has  been 
holding  this  job  for  1 1  years,  he  certainly  knew  what  the  salary 
was  when  he  filed  for  this  position  and  knew  what  the  work 
load  was.  I  am  not  opposed  to  an  increase  in  salary,  but  I  do 
not  think  it  is  wise  to  double  it." 

Senator  Gardner  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
amendment: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  inserting  in  line  3  after  the 
word  "fifty-five"  the  following,  by  striking  out  in  line  14  the 
word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  three,  by 
striking  out  in  line  20  the  words  "twenty-four  hundred"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  three  thousand,  so  that 
line  14  shall  read  as  follows: 

In  Belknap,  three  thousand  dollars 

and  line  20  shall  read  as  follows: 

In  Grafton,  three  thousand  dollars 

(Discussion  ensued) 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  matter  that  was 
brought  before  this  body  by  Senator  Green  and  he  is  trying  a 
case  today  as  it  happens,  and  is  not  available.  I  would  move 
that  this  matter  amendment  to  the  amendment  be  laid  on  the 
table  and  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next  Tuesday 
morning  at  11:01." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  do  not  oppose  that  motion.  I  would 
wish  that  same  courtesy  extended  me." 

The  motion  for  Special  Order  of  Business  carried. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  9,  to  legalize  proceedings  of  special  meetings  of  Hop- 
kinton  Village  Precinct  on  July  31,  1962  and  September  5, 
1962.  Senator  Rainie,  for  Committee  on  Judiciary.  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "The  village  of  Hopkinton  and  the  pre- 
cinct of  Hopkinton  decided  to  combine  for  water  purposes. 
A  meeting  was  held  at  which  a  relatively  small  number  of 
people  appeared  (about  35) .  The  vote  that  was  passed  showed 
a  majority  vote,  but  a  two-thirds  vote  was  needed.  Accordingly, 
there  was  another  meeting  held  on  September  5,  1962  and  at 
that  time,  there  was  a  substantial  number  of  people  present  (62 
to  23)  passed  by  better  than  a  two-thirds  vote  and  therefore 
was  legal,  so  the  rules  were  abided  by,  but  the  bonding  people 
decided  that  it  should  be  legalized.  This  is  one  of  the  many 
bills  that  appear  every  session,  merely  to  straighten  out  technical 
errors,  etc.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  15,  providing  for  certain  deductions  for  retirement 
benefits  for  employees  of  political  subdivisions.  Senator  Whelan, 
for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  Sc  County 
Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "This  bill  simply  provides  that  anyone 
who  is  a  member  of  the  state  employees  retirement  system  and 
eligible  for  any  retirement  benefits  under  the  provisions  of  the 
statutes  would  be  entitled  if  he  is  a  member  of  health  —  hos- 
pitalization plan  —  to  have  the  cost  of  the  premiums  due  him 
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deducted.  This  applies  to  all  members  of  the  state  retirement 
system.  Also  makes  provision  for  them  if  they  are  not  now  sub- 
scribing to  such  plan  —  they  may  transfer  or  have  the  deduc- 
tions made.  No  opposition."

Dear  Mr.  Dunlap: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  receipt  of  the  Concurrent  Resolu- 
tion adopted  by  the  legislature  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
concerning  the  current  consideration  being  given  by  our  De- 
partment to  the  question  of  any  interstate  pollution  that  may 
be  occurring  along  the  Androscoggin  River. 

The  Federal  Water  Pollution  Control  Law  clearly  recog- 
nizes that  the  basic  responsibility  for  water  pollution  control 
rests  with  the  states  and  interstate  agencies.  However,  the  law 
also  imposes  upon  me,  as  Secretary  of  the  Department  of  Health, 
Education,  and  Welfare,  the  obligation  to  call  a  conference  of 
the  interested  state  and  interstate  agencies  when  there  is  evi- 
dence of  pollution  occurring  in  one  state  that  is  having  adverse 
effects  on  the  health  or  welfare  of  persons  in  another  state.  Evi- 
dence of  such  interstate  pollution  caused  me  to  call  a  conference 
for  the  Androscoggin  River. 

The  purpose  of  such  a  conference  is  to  bring  together  all 
the  interested  parties,  public  and  private,  to  review  the  situa- 
tion and  to  make  a  determination  of  the  nature  and  extent  of 
the  pollution,  if  any,  and  to  agree  on  what  corrective  steps  might 
be  taken.  Once  such  agreement  is  reached  the  matter  of  super- 
vising the  corrective  action  is  invariably  handled  by  the  state 
agencies  rather  than  by  the  Federal  government. 

We  share  the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  General  Court 
of  New  Hampshire  in  protecting  the  present  and  future  eco- 
nomic welfare  of  the  Androscoggin  River  Valley  and  you  can 
be  assured  that  we  will  work  with  local,  state  and  interstate 
officials  to  accomplish  this  goal.

Committee  Reports 

HB  4,  relative  to  the  disposal  of  papers  and  records  for 
department  of  public  works  and  highways.  Senator  Carter  for 
the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  the  1961  act  establishing 
a  Division  of  Records  Management  and  Archives  failed  to 
amend  the  old  highway  law  on  disposal  of  papers  and  records. 
This  bill  will  bring  them  to  conformity  with  the  new  regula- 
tions. The  old  law  allowed  the  Commissioner  to  destroy  any 
labor  returns  and  bills  against  the  highway  department  after 
six  years  and  which  he  no  longer  considered  of  any  value  to 
the  state.  This  change  would  allow  the  Commissioner  to  author- 
ize the  destruction  of  records  and  papers  not  having  a  permanent 
or  historical  value  after  seven  years,  provided  however,  that 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Director  of  Records  Manage- 
ment and  Archives  may  provide  that  designated  papers  may 
be  destroyed  at  an  earlier  period  or  require  their  retention  for 
a  longer  period." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  18,  relative  to  outdoor  advertising.  Senator  Carter  for 
the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  Chapter  269  of  the  Laws 
of  1961  ^vas  enacted  into  law  after  long  and  careful  study  by 
the  House  and  Senate  Committees  concerned,  working  in  con- 
junction ^vith  our  Highway  Department. 

"Much  time  and  effort  ^vent  into  the  amending  of  the  bill 
to  make  it  conform  to  Federal  requirements.  We  were  finally 
assured  by  the  lawyer  representing  the  Government  that  we 
would  qualify  and  meet  the  required  standards. 

"When  the  Commissioner  of  Public  Works  and  Highways 
subsequently  proceeded  to  negotiate  the  actual  agreement,  a 
new  la^vyer  had  been  assigned  and  he  ruled  that  we  did  not 
qualify  because  of  two  particular  sections  in  our  law. 

"Seventeen  states  now  have  agreements  with  the  Govern- 
ment and  New  Hampshire  would  be  now  eligible  to  enter  into 
a  like  agreement  if  House  Bill  18  is  approved. 

"The  provisions  of  this  bill  have  been  suggested  and  writ- 
ten by  counsel  for  the  Bureau  of  Public  Roads.  Agreement 
Avould  make  approximately  $475,000  available  to  New  Hamp- 
shire as  a  bonus.  June  30th  is  the  present  deadline  for  reaching 
agreement. 

"The  first  amendment  to  RSA  249-A:3  under  Chapter 
269:1  pertains  to  an  exemption  from  control  of  advertising  of 
areas  next  to  the  interstate  system  in  to^vns  "\vhich  regulated 
advertising  on  or  before  September  21,  1959.  The  first  section 
of  HB  18  removes  that  exemption,  but  continues  an  existing 
exemption  applicable  to  signs  in  industrial  or  commercial 
areas  if  those  areas  were  zoned  that  way  on  September  21,  1959. 

"The  second  section  of  the  bill  maintains  the  purpose  of 
present  law  with  respect  to  advertising  on  roads  near  by  and 
parallel  to  the  interstate,  but  stipulates  that  the  informative 
material  of  the  signs  shall  not  be  visible  from  the  main  travelled 
^vay  of  the  interstate.  The  parallel  roads  affected  are  those 
within  600  feet  of  the  edge  of  the  right  of  way. 

"There  are  three  or  four  signs  affected  throughout  the 
state.  One  in  Salem  and  3  or  4  in  Bethlehem.  I  understand  a 
bill  has  been  filed  to  recover  costs  on  these  signs  and  I  will 
support  such  a  bill.  New  Hampshire  cannot  afford  to  forego 
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almost  a  half  million  dollars  because  of  several  hundred  dollars 
worth  of  signs. 

"Several  members  of  the  General  Court,  the  Highway  De- 
partment and  a  Mr.  Connelly  of  the  AAA  appeared  for  the 
bill.  No  one  appeared  in  opposition.  The  Committee  unani- 
mously approves  this  bill  as  'ought  to  pass.'  " 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  26,  correcting  references  in  statute  providing  for  high- 
way bond  issue.  Senator  Carter,  for  the  committee  on  Public 
Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  Mr.  President,  in  spite  of  the  yeoman  serv- 
ice of  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  in  the  closing  hours 
of  the  1961  session,  some  errors  and  omissions  did  occur.  In 
amending  the  budget  bills,  the  statutes  were  renumbered.  The 
provision  of  Continuing  Appropriation  referred  to  procedure 
for  collections  from  banking  institutions  instead  of  the  Bond 
issue  provided  for  Highways.  This  bill  corrects  the  statutes  in 
both  years  of  the  biennium."

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives  the  Senate  con- 
curring: 

That  the  House  and  Senate  committees  on  Education  act 
as  a  joint  committee  to  make  a  study  of  the  possible  capital 
needs  for  the  educational  institutions,  including  the  University, 
the  Teachers  Colleges  and  the  Technical  Institutes,  for  a  15 
years  period.  Said  special  committee  shall  make  a  report  of  its 
findings  to  the  1963  session  of  the  general  court.

Concurrent  Resolution  relative  to  federal  aid  to  schools. 
Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Ens^lish:  "Mr.  President,  this  Senate  Concurrent 
Resolution  expresses  to  our  Congressional  Delegation  our  ap- 
proval of  a  possible  means  to  aid  education.  Essentially,  it  is 
that  1%  of  all  federal  income  tax  collections  from  New  Hamp- 
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shire  be  returned  to  New  Hampshire  for  educational  purposes. 
The  Committee  feels  a  useful  purpose  can  be  served  by  thus 
strengthening  a  proposal  which  Senator  Cotton  has  already  ad- 
vanced at  the  national  capitol." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

H  Bll,  relative  to  meetings  of  highway  agents  for  instruc- 
tion. Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  c^  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  makes  two 
changes  in  the  present  law.  It  changes  the  wording  from  'shall 
be  called'  to  'may  be  called.'  The  previous  provision  provided 
also  that  they  must  meet  in  months  of  March,  April  and  May. 
These  have  been  eliminated  so  now  the  commissioner  may 
call  them  to  meet  at  any  time.  Unanimous  support  both  in  the 
House  and  Senate." 

Senator  Karkavelas  inquired  of  Senator  Whalen:  "If  the 
commissioner  does  not  call  the  road  agents  in,  does  that  mean 
that  he  will  not  have  to  spend  so  much  money?" 

Senator  Whalen  replied:  "No  money  involved,  but  they 
are  reimbursed  for  their  expenses  by  the  town." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  readinsf  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 


Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  This  is  a  report  by  your 
representative  on  the  Interim  Committee  authorized  by  a  reso- 
lution adopted  by  the  1961  session  to  study  the  feasibility  of 
increasing  the  share  of  state  aid  to  miniicipalities  for  construc- 
tion of  sewage  treatment  facilities  from  the  20%  participation 
authorized  by  the  1959  General  Court  under  Chapter  267. 

"To  that  three-member  joint  committee,  the  Speaker  ap- 
pointed the  Hon.  H.  Thomas  Urie  (R)  of  New  Hampton  and 
the  Hon.  Robert  E.  Plourde  (D)  of  Pembroke.  The  President 
of  the  Senate,  then  the  present  Senator  from  the  16th  District, 
Senator  Green,  appointed  me  to  represent  the  first  branch. 

"We  conducted  a  lengthy  and  a  very  well  attended  hearing 
in  Representatives  Hall  on  April  12,  1962.  Testimony  was 
unanimous  in  favor  of  increasing  the  present  20%   to  30%, 
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thus  matching  the  Federal  share  and  placing  New  Hampshire 
on  a  par  with  Maine  and  many  other  states. 

"The  Committee  subsequently  announced  the  following 
recommendation : 

The  duly  constituted  Interim  Committee  for  the  study 
of  additional  participation  by  the  State  in  the  cost  of 
Water  Pollution  abatement  from  20%  to  30%  has  re- 
ceived our  careful  consideration. 

A  well  attended  public  hearing  was  held  at  which 
no  one  appeared  in  opposition  and  at  which  many  recog- 
nized leaders  of  the  State  appeared  in  favor. 

The  Committee  has  carefully  studied  the  question, 
having  in  mind  the  financial  ability  of  the  State  and  the 
economic  impact  upon  many  of  the  towns  and  cities  in 
the  State,  and  it  arrives  at  the  following  conclusion: 

That  the  Legislature,  assembling  in  1963,  does  enact 
Legislation  which  will,  in  effect,  increase  the  State's  Partici- 
pation in  the  Water  Pollution  control  program  from  20% 
to  30%  thereby  matching  a  Federal  grant  of  the  30%. 

The  Committee  further  recommends  that  any  Legis- 
lation be  made  retroactive  so  that  all  cities  and  towns,  who 
are  currently  receiving  Federal  or  State  aid  or  both  as  a 
result  of  their  having  installed  sewerage  treatment  plants, 
shall  be  reimbursed  on  the  same  percentage  basis. 

"Yesterday,  the  two  House  members  of  the  Committee 
introduced  HB  214,  which  is  intended  to  implement  our  re- 
port. It  should  be  in  print  tomorrow.  The  bill  will  be  heard 
by  the  House  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  and  De- 
velopment, probably  in  Representatives  Hall,  after  adjourn- 
ment of  the  House  on  Tuesday,  February  26. 

"Mr.  President,  this  is  an  important  bill  affecting  all  Sena- 
torial Districts.  It  will  probably  necessitate  a  bond  issue  ap- 
proaching $1  million.  I  urge  the  Senators  to  attend  the  initial 
House  hearing  on  February  26  and  to  participate  in  the  sub- 
sequent Senate  committee  hearing  to  be  held  some  time  in 
March. 
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"Your  Committee  has  completed  its  job.  It  is  now  up  to 
the  House,  the  Senate  and  the  Governor  to  decide  whether  to 
adopt  our  recommendation." 

The  report  of  the  Interim  Committee  was  accepted. 

*         *         * 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  under  special  privi- 
lege —  in  reference  to  a  newspaper  article,  where  Assistant 
U.  S.  Attorney  General  Miller  sends  in  a  letter  to  the  Ways  &; 
Means  Committee  of  the  House.  I  agree  with  Representative 
Larty  that  communication  from  Assistant  U.  S.  Attorney  Gen- 
eral is  of  little  help,  if  any,  and,  in  fact,  is  misleading.  Most 
everyone  is  aware  of  the  federal  laws  involved  in  the  operation 
of  a  sweepstake.  There  is  nothing  in  the  Sweepstake  Bill  that 
would  violate  federal  laws.  All  that  the  communication  does  is 
to  create  and  leave  with  some  the  false  impression  that  the 
sweepstake  bill  is  illegal.  The  passage  of  the  measure  by  the 
Legislature,  and  its  approval  by  the  Governor,  would  result 
in  a  perfectly  legal  measure.  I  intend  to  support  the  bill  if  it 
reaches  the  Senate,  because  of  the  satisfaction  that  the  great 
majority  of  my  constituents  favor  its  enactment." 

Senator  English:  "Under  special  privilege  —  it  is  true 
what  Senator  Lamontagne  has  said,  namely,  that  a  lottery  or 
sweepstakes  is  probably  not  illegal  under  New  Hampshire  law. 
It  is  also  true  what  Senator  Lamontagne  says  that  this  is  a  popu- 
lar measure.  Unfortunately  this  is  a  case  ^vhere  federal  law  is 
more  important  than  State  law.  Under  federal  law  the  use  of 
the  mails  primarily,  the  use  of  the  telephone  secondarily,  and 
other  media  capable  of  interstate  movement  ^vould  prevent  a 
workable  lottery  scheme.  Quite  a  few  states  have  carefully  ex- 
plored this  matter  and  so  far  as  I  kno^^v  all  have  found  stich  a 
revenue  raising  plan  as  unfeasible." 

Senator  Karkavelas  inquired  of  Senator  English:  "You 
mean  if  this  bill  should  be  passed  and  signed  into  law,  in  all 
probability  the  federal  government  '^vould  serve  an  injimction 
against  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  because  of  the  use  of  the 
mails,  telephone,  etc.?" 

Senator  English  replied:  "I  doubt  if  they  would  take  action 
at  the  time  that  the  bill  was  passed,  but  after  that  was  done,  I 
think  the  other  49  states  would  in  all  probability  demand 
speedy  action." 
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Senator  Green  inquired:  "Do  you  know  whether  the  pres- 
ent Attorney  General  Kennedy  has  anything  to  say  about  the 
Irish  Sweeptakes?" 

Senator  English:  "I  think  there  is  a  difference,  whereas 
Ireland  is  outside  the  United  States.  I  also  understand  that 
there  is  an  endeavor  being  made  to  stop  these  Irish  Sweepstake 
tickets  coming  into  the  United  States.  There  is  a  very  vast  dif- 
ference in  the  two  cases.  The  United  States  government  can 
find  where  New  Hampshire  is  —  Ireland  is  outside  the  juris- 
diction of  the  United  States." 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  wonder  if  we  might  consider  matters  of 
the  moment  instead  of  what  is  to  come." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "That  is  why  I  brought  this  matter 
up  under  special  privilege.  But  this  morning  when  I  went  to 
buy  gas,  the  man  asked  me  if  it  were  not  true  that  it  is  illegal 
to  have  a  sweepstake  in  this  state.  I  am  sure  there  is  a  misunder- 
standing about  the  article  that  is  in  the  newspaper  this  morn- 
ing. This  bill  should  be  given  the  same  treatment  and  the  same 
consideration  as  are  other  bills  that  come  before  the  House." 


The  President:  "Senator  Lamontagne  was  recognized  un- 
der special  privilege,  as  were  all  the  other  Senators  who  have 
just  spoken  on  this  matter.  We  are  not  debating  House  Bills."

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  makes  but  one 
change.  Wherein  the  present  law  provides  the  second  examina- 
tion to  be  free,  this  amendment  to  the  existing  law  requires  a 
fee  of  $30.00  for  the  second  examination.  Only  one  person  ap- 
peared in  opposition  to  the  bill.  The  doctors  favor  this  change. 
The  Committee  unanimously  approves  this  bill  as  ought  to 
pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  the  existing  law  reads 
that  separate  toilets  and  lavatories  shall  be  provided  for  women 
except  when  unnecessary  in  the  judgment  of  the  health  officer. 
This  bill  makes  it  mandatory  for  any  restaurant  designed  to 
seat  25  or  more  patrons  at  one  time,  or  for  any  food  establish- 
ment where  alcoholic  beverages  are  served  to  provide  separate 
toilet  rooms  for  each  sex.  Excluded  from  these  provisions  are 
mobile  lunch  carts,  roadside  stands  or  so-called  drive  in,  where 
seating  facilities  within  the  building  are  not  available.  No  one 
appeared  in  opposition  to  the  bill.  A  representative  from  the 
State  Board  of  Health,  also  the  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  City 
of  Concord,  appeared  in  favor.  The  Committee  unanimously 
approves  this  bill  as  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

Introduction  of  Guest 

The  President:  "It  gives  me  real  pleasure  to  welcome  as 
the  guest  of  the  New  Hampshire  State  Senate,  a  very  dear 
friend,  Mrs.  Styles  Bridges,"

HB  1,  relative  to  exemption  from  liability  in  certain  cases 
under  the  civil  defense  act.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  this  situation  there  was 
a  misprint  in  the  report  of  the  law.  In  one  place,  the  ^vord  was 
written  'for'  and  it  should  have  been  'or.'  This  corrects  that 
error.  There  was  no  opposition.  A  member  of  the  Civil  Defense 
appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  23,  relative  to  Concord  Female  Charitable  Society. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  this  section  of  the  law 
which  created  the  Concord  Female  Charitable  Society,  no  pro- 
vision was  made  for  the  distribution  of  funds  if  dissolution  of 
this  society  occurred.  This  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
society  by  the  Internal  Revenue  Department  and  as  a  result, 
this  provides  for  distribution  of  any  surplus  or  balance  that 
might  remain  after  dissolution  of  this  organization,  in  certain 
areas.  No  opposition.  This  meets  the  requirements  of  the  In- 
ternal Revenue  Department." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  59,  requiring  cities  and  towns  to  provide  adequate 
courtrooms  in  municipal  courts.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  we  have  82  municipal 
courts  in  operation  in  the  State  at  the  present  time  and  at  least 
half  of  them  are  conducted  under  inadequate  circumstances. 
The  particular  item  that  disturbs  people  most  is  lack  of  satis- 
factory courtrooms.  Court  is  held  in  all  sorts  of  places  —  in 
garages,  shops,  etc.  This  bill  provides  that  a  town  must  furnish 
an  adequate  courtroom.  The  towns  are  given  until  April  1, 
1964  to  meet  this  requirement.  There  was  discussion  in  the 
committee  on  the  hardship  created  in  the  small  towns,  but  we 
feel  that  this  is  an  absolute  necessity  and  it  will  be  possible  to 
make  the  transition  without  too  much  hardship." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  Avas  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  8,  providing  for  an  assistant  county  attorney  for  Hills- 
borough County.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary: Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  the  Senate  is  fa- 
miliar with  the  situation.  Two  bills  were  filed  —  one  of  them 
(SB  7)  is  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next  Tuesday  morning. 
That  bill  has  to  do  with  salary.  This  bill  has  to  do  with  the 
appointment  of  an  assistant  county  attorney.  The  committee 
was  unanimous  in  its  decision  to  report  this  bill  as  inexpedient." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

Concurrent  Resolution  regarding  Joint  Study  Committee 
on  Capital  needs  for  educational  institutions.  Senator  English, 
for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  Concurrent  Resolu- 
tion introduced  in  the  House  provides  that  the  House  Educa- 
tion Committee  and  the  Senate  Education  Committee  jointly 
survey  the  capital  needs  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire, 
Plymouth  and  Keene  Teachers  Colleges  and  the  two  technical 
institutes.  Your  Committee  voted  unanimously  to  cooperate 
with  the  House  Committee  in  studying  the  future  capital  needs 
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of  these  institutions.  The  result  of  the  studies  will  be  a  report 
to  the  legislature  later  in  the  session." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted.

SB  15,  relative  to  requirements  for  licenses  under  small 
loans  act.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &:  In- 
surance: Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill.  Senate  Bill  15, 
would  add  a  third  requirement  to  those  now  in  the  la^v  to 
satisfy  the  Bank  Commissioner  as  to  the  need  for  a  license  for 
small  loans  company.  Already,  the  applicant  must  show  (1) 
experience  and  character;  and  (2)  sufficient  capital,  specifically 
$25,000,  to  fulfill  the  financial  responsibility  requirement.  This 
Bill  would  add  the  3rd  requirement  that  the  convenience  and 
advantage  of  the  community  in  ^vhich  the  company  would  be 
located  would  be  served  by  granting  such  a  license.  This  was  a 
provision  of  the  law  from  1955  to  1961. 

"A  number  of  people  appeared  for  and  against  this  Bill. 
After  hearing  the  evidence,  it  is  the  Committee's  judgment 
that  the  addition  of  this  third  requirement  would  be  in  the 
public  interest  and,  therefore,  we  report  this  Bill  'ought  to 
pass.'  " 
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Senator  Green  inquired  of  Senator  Holmes:  "Two  years 
ago,  that  provision  was  taken  out  of  the  small  loans  statute. 
Why  bring  it  back  after  two  years?  An  Interim  Commission 
on  banking  laws  considered  this  matter  and  raised  objection 
to  it.  What  this  is  doing  now  is  practically  closing  to  new  ap- 
plicants only  under  special  circumstances.  Did  the  committee 
consider  those  who  now  have  licenses  —  but  they  are  shutting 
off  competition?" 

Senator  Holmes:  "Senator  Karkavelas  appeared  in  favor  of 
the  bill.  Also  Ernest  DAmours,  the  counsel  for  the  MAC 
finance  plan  in  Manchester,  The  Bank  Commissioner  appeared, 
but  took  no  position.  I  shall  ask  the  sponsor  to  speak  on  this  bill 
and  others  who  have  a  stronger  feeling  on  the  bill  than  I  have." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "Was  there  any  information  be- 
fore the  committee  whether  this  would  result  in  a  request  for 
more  personnel?" 

Senator  Holmes:  "No,  he  did  not  make  such  a  request.  He 
pointed  out  that  it  would  mean  more  work." 

Senator  Olson  inquired  of  Senator  Holmes:  "Was  there 
any  question  there  as  to  other  businesses  being  required  to 
promote  the  harmony  of  the  city  before  they  could  start  in,  such 
as  doctors,  lawyers,  etc.?" 

Senator  Holmes:  "Your  Representatives  brought  out  that 
point.  The  committee  did  not  feel  that  way,  but  that  matter 
was  brought  up  at  the  hearing." 

Senator  Hartman:  "I  was  present  at  the  hearing  and  I  feel 
that  the  general  reasoning  behind  this  was  that  small  loan  com- 
panies could  do  a  lot  of  damage  to  any  town  or  city  in  the  state 
if  they  were  too  competitive.  I  think  that  condition  exists.  I 
feel  that  banks  predominantly,  have  this  clause,  but  I  feel  that 
all  loaning  institutions  operating  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire should  be  covered  with  some  respect  as  to  rates  and  meth- 
ods of  operation." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Holmes:  "Under  this 
provision,  the  sole  judgment  of  means  and  necessity  is  the  Bank 
Commissioner?" 

Senator  Holmes:  "That  is  correct." 
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Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  had  many  peo- 
ple come  to  me  in  Dover.  As  you  know,  we  passed  a  small  loans 
bill  two  years  ago  and  I  thought  it  was  a  very  good  bill.  I  think 
that  the  rates  are  more  feasible  than  they  have  been.  The  Bank 
Commissioner,  after  studying  an  application,  etc.  he  had  under 
the  convenience  and  advantage,  the  power  to  authorize  a  permit 
if  it  was  warranted.  Now,  in  Dover,  the  main  street  is  being 
lined  with  loan  companies.  We  have  about  four  —  they  would 
like  to  have  this  convenience  and  advantage  provision  put  back 
in,  in  order  that  the  Bank  Commissioner  can  evaluate,  etc. 
According  to  some  of  the  people,  what  is  happening  now  is 
that  we  have  raised  the  figure  from  $300  to  $1,500.  With  $2,500 
anyone  can  open  up  a  loan  business  in  the  state.  I  am  trying 
to  look  out  for  the  people  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  What 
has  happened,  these  new  companies  send  out  letters  —  I  have 
seen  some  that  were  sent  to  some  of  my  constituents  —  saying 
that  such  a  person  has  a  credit  of  so  many  dollars  at  their  small 
loan  company.  What  will  happen,  we  will  have  more  people 
borrowing  money  in  the  state  than  ever  before.  We  have  had 
a  40%  increase  in  small  loans  in  the  state.  Two  years  ago,  we 
decreased  the  interest  rate  and  well  so.  But  I  think  it  is  time 
to  give  the  Bank  Commissioner  back  the  C  &:  A.  I  think  the 
loaning  companies  should  be  controlled." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  endorse  the  remarks  of  Senator 
Karkavelas.  Even  in  my  own  town,  all  you  see  is  loan  companies. 
A  lot  of  the  loan  companies  are  actually  supported  by  people 
who  have  been  to  the  banks  and  have  been  refused  loans.  I  do 
not  think  the  loan  company  should  be  compared  with  doctors 
and  other  businesses;  these  are  for  the  good  of  the  city.  But  too 
many  loan  companies  can  cripple  the  general  public.  This  bill 
does  not  stop  anyone  from  going  into  the  loan  business.  It  goes 
back  to  where  the  Bank  Commissioner  looks  into  the  regula- 
tion, etc.  I  cannot  see  any  hardship  to  be  caused  by  anyone  now 
in  business  or  anyone  wishing  to  go  into  the  business.  It  will 
be  a  benefit  and  under  the  regulation  of  the  Bank  Commis- 
sioner." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  my  feeling  about  this  bill 
is  both  ways  —  have  not  made  up  my  mind.  I  am  certain  of  one 
thing  —  that  the  Bank  Commissioner  has  not  granted  any 
charters  to  banks  —  it  is  almost  impossible  to  get  a  bank  charter 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  because  of  this  C  8:  N.  I  think 
we  are  stifling  the  loan  business  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
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I  wish  to  inquire  if  the  Bank  Commissioner  has  guide,  etc.  If  he 
has  some  sort  of  guide,  I  would  like  to  know  about  it.  I  feel  that 
the  loaning  of  mqney  is  the  only  way  that  we  are  goiingl  to>  e!x- 
pand." 

Senator  Howard:  "This  C  and  A  clause  was  put  in  in  1955 
and  taken  out  in  1961.  Between  that  time,  there  were  24  small 
loan  licenses  given  out.  This  will  not  help  anybody.  There  are 
now  86  companies  in  the  state." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "Would  there  be  any  objection 
to  having  the  provision  in  small  loans  law  the  same  as  it  is  in 
the  banking  law  —  to  be  decided  by  four  members:  the  Bank 
Commissioner,  the  Attorney  General  and  other  officials  from 
the  bank  department." 

Senator  Howard:  "I  would  not  object  to  that." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "I  drink  there  is  a  great  deal  of  merit 
in  what  Senator  Green  has  said.  I  would  accept  such  an  amend- 
ment." 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  had  no  objection  and  that 
she  felt  the  Bank  Commissioner  would  have  no  objection.

"This  bill  would  allow  the  town  of  \Volfeboro  to  exceed  its 
debt  limitation.

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held  with  the  Senate  and  House  committees  on  this  bill.  Ap- 
pearing in  favor  were  Representatives  Claflin  and  Chamber- 
lain. The  bill  was  printed  in  the  House  Journal  of  February 
6th,  on  page  5.  It  authorizes  the  town  of  Wolfeboro  to  exceed 
their  borrowing  power  by  $200,000.  The  town  owns  their  own 
poAver  company.  They  have  found  that  their  own  generator 
capacity  has  been  exceeded  and  they  have  decided  that  they 
will  purchase  electricity  service  from  the  Public  Service.  The 
cost  for  conversion  is  about  $150,000  plus  $25,000  for  equip- 
ment, plus  $30,000  miscellaneous.  The  reason  for  the  rush  in 
passing  this  bill  is  because  of  Town  meeting  which  is  coming 
up  next  month." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Does  the  order  to  vacate  require 
a  two-thirds  vote?" 

The  President  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Does  the  order  to  discharge  a 
committee  also  require  a  two-thirds  vote?" 

The  President  replied  in  the  affirmative.

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  in  the  last  few  days,  there 
have  been  various  articles  appearing  in  the  newspapers  con- 
taining remarks  about  the  General  Court,  and  the  question  of 
the  budget.  The  Republican  budget,  through  the  years,  both 
nationally  and  in  the  state,  has  always  been  a  fiscal  responsi- 
bility. We  have  not  approved  any  deficit  spending  or  spending 
beyond  our  means.  I  hope  that  that  is  and  will  be  the  program 
of  the  General  Court  at  the  present  session.  The  Governor's 
figures  are  something  that  belong  to  the  Finance  Committee 
to  check  into.  As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  do  not  intend  to 
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enter  into  any  part  of  fiscal  irresponsibility.  Referring  to  a  state- 
ment made  by  Senator  Monahan,  who  stated  two  years  ago 
that  re-organization  would  result  in  no  saving  and  the  action 
of  the  Governor's  message,  according  to  the  words  of  the  Ma- 
jority leader  implied  that  those  who  opposed  re-organization 
were  correct  in  saying  that  there  would  be  no  saving.  The 
Republican  party  has  always  been  a  progressive  party.  It 
has  always  stood  for  more  efficiency  and  greater  economy 
in  government.  That  was  the  same  two  years  ago  and  I  per- 
sonally believe  that  those  promises  were  carried.  I  noted  in 
the  Journal  two  years  ago  when  the  Department  of  Safety  was 
acted  upon  in  the  Senate  that  there  was  no  Roll  Call  vote  and 
that  the  vote  was  practically  unanimous.  In  the  merger  bill 
for  Health  and  Welfare,  there  was  no  Roll  Call  vote.

HB  78,  legalizing  action  taken  at  a  special  meeting  in  the 
town  of  Littleton.  Senator  Whalen,  for  Committee  on  Execu- 
tive Depts.,  Municipal  &;  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President  and  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate, what  this  bill  does  —  to  go  back,  a  bill  was  previously 
passed  affecting  the  town  of  Littleton.  A  meeting  was  held  on 
January  16th  at  which  time  the  proposed  warrant  was  passed 
by  an  overwhelming  majority.  There  was  some  question  as  to 
the  legality  of  the  bill  as  the  warrant  had  been  posted  before 
the  bill  was  passed  and  signed  into  law.  There  was  an  inquiry 
made  by  Miss  Alexander  and  the  Attorney  General  —  and  this 
bill  simply  legalizes  the  special  meeting  in  the  town  of  Little- 
ton on  January  16th." 

The  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  with  reference  to  HB  168, 
relative  to  the  Mascoma  Valley  Regional  School  District,  which 
was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  this  morning,  I 
would  move  that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended  as  to  vacate  the 
order  whereby  the  above  bill  was  referred  to  said  committee." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan  and  carried. 

Senator  Whalen  moved  that  the  rules  be  further  suspended 
to  dispense  with  referral  to  committee  and  that  the  bill  be 
placed  on  its  third  reading  and  passed  at  the  present  time  and 
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spoke  in  support  thereof:  "This  bill  is  relative  to  the  Mascoma 
Valley  Regional  School  District.  It  was  a  request  by  the  House 
committee  for  a  Joint  Hearing  and  that  was  held  and  I  have  a 
report.  This  bill,  introduced  by  Mr.  Morse,  member  for  Enfield; 
Representative  Grey  of  Canaan;  and  Representative  Goodfellow 
of  Dorchester;  has  to  do  with  the  Mascoma  Valley  Regional  Dis- 
trict. The  bill  proposes  to  establish  a  school  board.  This  com- 
prises the  towns  of  Enfield,  Grafton,  Canaan,  Orange  and  Dor- 
chester. This,  in  effect,  would  establish  a  five  man  board  with 
the  towns  of  Enfield  and  Canaan  receiving  one  extra  member 
of  the  board,  so  that  the  bill,  if  passed,  would  permit  one  mem- 
ber from  Grafton,  Orange  and  Dorchester  each,  and  two  mem- 
bers from  Enfield  and  Canaan.  Mr.  Morse,  sponsor  of  the  bill, 
spoke  in  favor.  One  point  would  be  a  saving  of  approximately 
$200.  It  provides  that  the  supervisors  will  act  as  the  ballot  in- 
spectors. There  was  no  opposition  and  the  committee  was  unan- 
imous in  recommending  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  all 
five  towns  happen  to  be  in  my  District.  I  have  heard  what  Sen- 
ator Whalen  has  said  and  I  hope  the  motion  to  suspend  the 
rules  will  pass.  It  is  urgent  because  of  Town  meeting  in  the 
near  fiuure." 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  the  questions  in  my  mind 
have  been  answered.

Senator  English  offered  the  following  Concurrent  Resolu- 
tion: 

Resolved,  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker 
of  the  House  be  empowered  to  designate  a  member  of  their  re- 
spective bodies  to  proceed  to  Washington  to  find  out  once  and 
for  all  what  the  federal  government  would  do  in  the  event  that 
lottery  or  sweepstake  tickets  issued  in  New  Hampshire  were 
foimd  in  neighboring  states. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  before  I  make  a  motion 
to  table  that  Concurrent  Resolution  I  want  to  say  that  I  am  not 
a  great  believer  in  going  to  Washington  to  find  out  anything. 
You  can  get  the  answer  you  want,  depending  on  who  you  see. 
I  think  this  can  be  settled  within  our  own  state.  To  ask  Wash- 
inoton  what  "\ve  as  a  state  should  do,  seems  to  me  to  be  a  little 
far-fetched.  This  is  a  waste  of  government  funds,  I  think.  As  I 
understand  it  from  the  articles  in  the  House,  a  letter  was  sent 
to  the  Attorney  General  and  they  received  a  reply.  I  oppose 
this  Concurrent  Resolution  on  the  q-rounds  that  nothing  worth- 
while  will  be  forthcoming  and  this  will  only  result  in  spending 
the  state's  finances." 

Senator  English  spoke  in  support  of  the  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution: 

"The  Senator  from  the  16th  district  is  aware  that  the  enact- 
ment of  a  lottery  or  sweepstake  scheme  in  New  Hampshire  is 
possible.  He  apparently  is  of  the  opinion  that  such  a  scheme 
would  be  workable.  He  refers  to  the  operation  of  the  Irish 
Sweepstake.  I  am  sure  that  the  honorable  senator  is  well  aware 
that  the  headquarters  of  the  Irish  Sweepstake  is  outside  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  of  America.  He  also  is  aware 
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that  New  Hampshire  is  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United 
States  and  that  federal  laws  may  be  applicable. 

"This  resolution  is  a  sincere  effort  to  find  out  where  New 
Hampshire  would  stand  in  the  event  that  a  lottery  or  sweepstake 
proposal  should  be  enacted.  There  are  many  people  who  having 
studied  the  federal  statutes  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  applica- 
tion of  these  ^vould  make  the  operation  of  a  lottery  in  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  an  unworkable  revenue  raising  measure. 

"This  is  far  too  important  a  matter  not  to  get  the  legal 
aspects  of  it  cleared  up  before  the  general  court  takes  action." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  opposition 
to  the  Resolution.  I  don't  believe  that  there  are  any  laws  being 
violated.  As  far  as  the  federal  government  is  concerned,  I  think 
we  must  first  get  the  bill  past  the  House  and  Senate  and  signed 
by  the  Governor  or  let  it  become  law  without  his  signature.  I 
see  no  difference  in  passing  the  sweepstakes  bill  or  the  lottery 
bill  from  accepting  money  from  the  race  track  or  from  the  sale 
of  liquor.  At  the  present  time,  we  take  the  money  from  the  race 
track  and  from  liquor  sales  in  this  state  and  when  we  make  ap- 
propriations, it  is  this  money  that  is  being  spent.  I  would  move 
that  this  Resolution  be  indefinitely  postponed." 

Senator  Monahan:  "The  provision  to  send  state  officials 
to  Washington  to  investigate  is  nothing  new.  Only  yesterday, 
the  Governor  has  stated  that  he  woidd  make  a  trip  to  Washing- 
ton in  connection  with  the  RAD  program.  We,  as  legislators, 
would  look  pretty  sick  in  the  eyes  of  the  whole  country  if  we 
were  to  enact  a  sweepstakes  bill  which  might  later  be  defined 
as  illegal." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  it  is  not  that  I  am  opposed, 
but  I  do  feel  that  many  of  my  constituents  would  feel  that  we 
are  spending  the  taxpayers'  money  uselessly.  I  do  not  believe 
that  any  constructive  information  will  be  forthcoming.  If  this 
bill  should  become  law,  I  believe  that  certain  safeguards  would 
be  inserted  in  it  so  as  not  to  conflict  with  federal  statutes.  I  am 
in  favor  of  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone." 

Question  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne  to  in- 
definitely postpone  the  above  Concurrent  Resolution,  seconded 
by  Senator  Battles. 

The  negative  prevailed  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Senator  Holmes  inquired  how  much  the  cost  would  be. 
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Senator  English  replied  that  he  felt  it  would  require 
not  more  than  a  couple  of  days  and  the  cost  should  be  within 
$200.  Suggested  that  perhaps  the  President  might  name  the 
one  to  go  as  being  the  Chairman  of  the  Ways  Sc  Means  Com- 
mittee. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  DeLude,  the  Chairman  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  made  the  following  statement:  "I  would  like  to 
say  that  I  have  represented  New  Hampshire  in  the  past  and  I 
think  that  it  has  been  helpful  and  not  a  waste  of  money.  I  think, 
for  the  benefit  of  the  new  Senators  that  it  is  well  for  them  to 
know  that  we  have  been  fighting  this  usurpation  by  the  federal 
government  for  a  long  time.  In  this  particular  case,  the  answer 
received  from  the  Attorney  General's  letter  was  interstate.  This 
is  individual  people  —  there  is  a  difference  and  I  think  there 
might  be  a  more  detailed  answer  if  we  were  to  inquire  further." 

Senator  Paquette  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
moved  its  adoption: 

Amend  the  Concurrent  Resolution  to  provide  that  the 
President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the  House  designate 
two  members  from  their  respective  bodies. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed. 

Senator  Paquette  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Thirteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
four  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  amendment 
was  adopted. 

The  Concurrent  Resolution  as  amended  was  adopted. 

Cominittee  Reports 

SJR  5,  in  favor  of  Joseph  W.  Ryan. 

Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  SJR  5 

Amend  the  resolution  by  inserting  in  line  three  after  the 
word  "Richmond"  the  following,  in  full  and  as  final  payment, 
so  that  said  resolution  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  That 
the  sum  of  Eleven  hundred  and  Ninety  Six  Dollars  is  hereby 
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appropriated  to  reimburse  Joseph  W.  Ryan  of  Richmond  in 
full  and  as  final  payment  for  damages  sustained  by  him  as  a 
result  of  his  well  becoming  contaminated  by  the  seepage  of  salt 
draining  into  said  well  from  an  abutting  highway,  to  wit,  Route 
No.  119,  which  had  been  treated  with  salt  in  connection  with 
snow  removal  operations  by  the  highway  department.  The  sum 
hereby  appropriated  shall  be  a  charge  on  the  highway  funds. 

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  this  Joint  Resolution  in 
favor  of  Joseph  W.  Ryan  calls  for  the  sum  of  $1,196.00  to  be 
paid  said  Mr.  Ryan  for  damages  sustained  by  him  as  a  result  of 
his  well  becoming  contaminated  by  the  seepage  of  salt  draining 
into  his  well  from  an  abutting  highway,  Route  No.  119.  The 
appropriated  shall  be  charged  to  the  highway  funds. 

"Jack  Flanders  and  Edward  King  represented  the  High- 
way Department  and  were  neutral. 

"Jack  Flanders  explained  that  the  Department  would  have 
dug  a  new  well,  or  if  possible,  made  a  proper  drainage  to  keep 
salt  from  the  well.  He  did  not  think  that  the  $1,196.00  was  ex- 
orbitant and  if  they  were  to  put  in  a  new  well  it  would  no  doubt 
cost  that  amount. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  Joint  Resolution 
as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  and  final  passage  this 
afternoon  a  2  o'clock. 

HB  10,  increasing  the  salary  of  the  clerk  of  the  Portsmouth 
municipal  court.  Senators  Hunter  and  W^halen,  for  the  Special 
Committee:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  simply  provides 
for  the  raising  of  the  salary  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Portsmouth 
municipal  court  from  $1,500  to  $2,000  a  year.  The  population 
has  increased  from  14,000  up  to  26,000  in  the  past  ten  years  and 
it  was  felt  that  this  raise  was  due.  No  opposition  in  either 
house." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock, 

HB  9,  relative  to  the  salary  of  the  justice  of  the  Portsmouth 
municipal  court.  Senators  Hunter  and  Whalen,  for  the  Special 
Committee:  Ought  to  pass. 
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Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  covers  the  same 
conditions  and  circumstances.  This  authorizes  the  raising  of  the 
salary  of  the  judge  from  $3,500  per  year  to  $4,000.  A  public 
hearing  was  also  held  in  Portsmouth  by  the  Portsmouth  dele- 
gation. No  opposition.  The  unanimous  vote  was  that  the  bill 
ought  to  pass.  There  was  a  question  raised  as  to  the  assistant 
justice.  There  has  been  a  bill  introduced  in  the  House  to  take 
care  of  this." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  93,  to  increase  the  powers  of  Queen  of  Peace  College. 
Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  for  nine  years  the  Queen 
of  Peace  College  has  been  established  in  Jaffrey  for  the  training 
of  priests.  They  admit  to  the  institution  those  who  have  previ- 
ously had  Junior  College  training.  The  order  trains  initially 
the  majority  of  the  students  at  St.  Mary's  College  in  Winona, 
Minn.  At  Jaffrey  they  receive  the  equivalent  of  the  junior  and 
senior  years  of  college  training;  this  is  followed  by  four  years 
of  specialized  theological  training  for  the  priesthood. 

"HB  93  provides  that  this  institution  be  authorized  to 
grant  the  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  philosophy." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  record  a 
statement  in  regard  to  this  matter.  I  will  not  oppose  the  Com- 
mittee's decision,  but  I  would  like  again  to  call  to  the  attention 
of  this  Senate  that  I  think  this  is  not  the  way  this  kind  of  thing 
should  be  handled.  The  Interim  Commission  on  Education  has 
recommended  the  appointment  of  a  Board  to  deal  with  ques- 
tions of  this  nature.  I  think  that  is  the  better  way.  I  just  wish 
to  call  this  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate  so  that  when  such 
legislation  comes  in,  you  will  understand  its  risk.  I  will  not  op- 
pose this  power  being  granted.  If  there  were  a  Roll  Call  vote, 
I  would  vote  for  it.  I  have  no  desire  to  make  an  object  lesson 
of  this  fine  group  of  people.  These  people  have  come  to  us, 
asking  us  for  the  power  to  grant  a  Bachelor  of  Arts  in  Philoso- 
phy. We  have  honored  requests  for  much  broader  degree  grant- 
ing powers  for  other  institutions  and  the  fact  that  this  college 
has  limited  itself  to  a  request  in  the  field  in  which  it  is  especially 
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qualified   is  commendable.  In  summary,  I  wish  to  bring  out 
two  things: 

1.  I  do  not  think  the  present  procedure  for  conferring  the 
power  to  grant  degrees  is  good  and 

2.  Since  we  do  not  have  any  other  method,  I  do  not  wish 
to  oppose  the  privilege  for  these  sincere  people," 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  as  a  member  of  the  Interim 
Committee  on  Education,  I  wish  to  concur  with  the  remarks 
of  Senator  Holmes.  I  support  this  bill  particularly  because  I 
think  they  are  well  qualified  to  give  this  degree."

Amend  RSA  178:3-a  (supp) 
as  inserted  by  1957:47  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following,  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  town  where  the  first  class  restaurant  is  located  has 
voted  not  to  approve  the  sale  of  beverages  in  said  town,  the

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  the  sponsor  of  the 
bill  which  would  in  effect,  authorize  the  sale  of  cocktails  and 
liquor  and  malt  beverages  in  Class  A  restaurants  as  determined 
by  the  Liquor  Commission  in  towns  who  have  voted  dry.  What 
this  bill  proposes  to  do  is  to  correct  the  inequities  that  do  exist 
in  a  very  limited  number  of  towns,  where  a  first  class  restaurant 
that  has  been  determined  by  the  Liquor  Commission  is  not 
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allowed  to  sell  liquor  because  the  town  has  either  voted  dry  on 
the  A  and  B  question  or  in  some  instances,  where  the  town 
voted  'yes'  on  the  A  question  and  voted  'no'  on  the  B  question. 
This  amendment  will  provide  that  the  Class  B  shall  be  opened 
at  least  ten  months  of  the  calendar  year  in  order  to  be  eligible 
to  be  able  to  serve  liquor  in  Class  A  in  a  town  that  has  voted 
dry.  The  Senate  Committee  voted  unanimously  in  favor  of  the 
amendment  and  passage  of  the  bill  as  amended." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in  support 
of  the  bill.  There  is  not  too  much  that  I  can  add.  There  were 
four  or  five  people  who  spoke  at  the  public  hearing  in  opposi- 
tion, including  Senator  Hunter  along  with  three  Representa- 
tives from  the  town  of  Hampton  and  also  Reverend  McFarlane. 
Those  in  favor  were  two  Senators  and  two  others  who  asked  to 
be  recorded  and  representatives  of  the  Granite  State  Restaurant 
Association  who  unanimously  supported  this  piece  of  legisla- 
tion. What  we  are  trying  to  do  here  is  to  correct  an  inequity  in 
our  present  state  liquor  law.  My  question  is:  Why  should  some 
be  penalized  and  have  to  make  an  expenditure  of  $75,000  or 
$100,000  to  add  rooms  in  order  to  qualify?  During  the  last 
election,  an  appeal  was  made  by  letter  from  the  proprietor  of 
the  Flagstones  Restaurant.  That  certainly  is  a  first  class  restau- 
rant, as  I  think  you  will  all  agree.  On  the  basis  of  the  appeal 
made  in  the  letter,  from  a  vote  of  t^vo  years  ago,  the  vote  was 
two  to  one  on  the  A  question.  The  letter  did  not  direct  their 
requests  to  vote  on  Class  B " 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  it  pains  me  to  have  to 
take  issue  with  my  colleague  from  Portsmouth,  but  it  also  hap- 
pens to  be  my  feeling  that  some  of  the  things  that  he  says  are 
true  and  some  are  a  little  different  than  he  has  presented.  I  do 
not  have  the  gift  of  eloquent  talk  such  as  Senator  Whalen  does. 
In  Newington,  they  did  not  realize  that  it  was  necessary  to  have 
a  beer  license  in  order  to  have  a  liquor  license.  To  go  back 
previous  to  that,  the  reason,  I  am  sure,  was  that  Senator  Whalen 
wrote  this  letter  to  the  people  of  Newington  telling  them  to 
vote  down  the  beer,  but  to  vote  in  the  liquor.  They  felt  that 
liquor  would  be  acceptable,  but  they  did  not  want  the  beer. 
Now  they  find  out  that  in  order  to  get  a  liquor  license,  they 
must  have  a  beer  license.  That  leaves  the  people  topsy-turvy,  so 
in  order  to  correct  the  error  of  Senator  Whalen,  he  brought  in 
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this  bill.  Even  now,  the  people  in  Newington  do  not  want 
liquor.  I  have  before  me  an  American  flag.  I  went  in  this  morn- 
ing and  saluted  this  flag.  I  mean  to  keep  this  State  as  clean  as 
possible.  At  the  beginning  of  the  state's  operation  of  the  liquor 
industry,  I  spoke  with  a  man  in  Hampton  who  had  a  nice  hotel 
and  a  nice  dining  room.  It  was  sold  and  the  new  people  wanted 
to  have  liquor  in  their  dining  room,  so  they  took  12  rooms  that 
had  been  used  for  the  help  which  qualified  them  to  be  eligible. 

It  seems  to  me  that  we  are  going  to  force  liquor  into 

some  towns  that  may  not  want  it.  I  would  like  to  add  an  amend- 
ment to  the  bill: 

Amendment  —  SB  16 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  as  amended  by  inserting  in 
lines  five  and  twenty-six  after  the  word  "permittee"  the  follow- 
ing, except  in  the  town  of  Hampton,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1  First  Class  Restaurants. 
Amend  RSA  178:3-a  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1957:47  by  striking 
out  the  last  sentence  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing. Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  town  where  the  first 
class  restatirant  is  located  has  voted  not  to  approve  the  sale  of 
beverages  in  said  town,  the  permit  issued  to  a  first  class, restau- 
rant shall  entitle  the  permittee,  except  in  the  town  of  Hampton, 
to  sell  beverages  to  bona  fide  customers  with  meals  at  tables 
only  in  said  restamant,  but  only  if  the  restaurant  is  open  and 
does  business  at  least  ten  months  of  every  calendar  year,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  178:3-a  Licenses 
for  Restaurants.  The  commission  may  issue  a  license  to  any 
first  class  restaurant  in  any  town,  if  such  restaurant  also  holds 
a  permit  provided  under  RSA  181:4,  which  shall  entitle  the 
licensee  to  sell  liquor  by  the  glass  and  fortified  wines  by  the 
bottle,  if  the  cork  is  drawn,  with  meals  at  tables  only  in  the 
restaurant;  said  liquor  and/or  fortified  wines  to  be  consumed 
with  meals  at  tables  only  in  the  approved  dining  rooms  of  said 
restaurant.  Minimum  charge  for  said  meals  shall  be  not  less 
than  one  dollar  each.  The  determination  of  what  is  a  first  class 
restaurant  is  to  be  within  the  discretion  of  the  commission. 
Licenses  shall  be  granted  only  to  such  restaurants  as  the  com- 
mission at  its  discretion  shall  approve  and  then  only  to  such 
restaurants  as  can  show  the  commission  on  forms  and  under 
regulations  prescribed  by  the  commission  that  at  least  sixty 
per  cent  of  the  gross  sales  shall  fall  within  the  category  of  food. 
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Annually  thereafter  or  as  may  seem  necessary  the  commission 
shall  review  each  license  and/or  each  application  for  renewal 
on  the  conditions  stated  in  this  section.  Notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  town  where  the  first  class  restaurant  is  located  has 
voted  not  to  approve  the  sale  of  beverages  in  said  town,  the 
permit  issued  to  a  first  class  restaurant  shall  entitle  the  per- 
mittee, except  in  the  town  of  Hampton,  to  sell  beverages  to 
bona  fide  customers  with  meals  at  tables  only  in  said  restaurant, 
but  only  if  the  restaurant  is  open  and  does  business  at  least  ten 
months  of  every  calendar  year. 

I  don't  know  about  the  legality  of  amending  in  this  fashion. 
I  do  know  that  many  bills  that  have  been  in  the  House  have 
permitted  certain  towns  to  have  special  privileges.  I  am  speak- 
ing for  the  people  in  my  town,  and  I  would  hope  that  this 
would  be  acceptable." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  in  case  that  this  part  of 
the  amendment  ^vere  found  to  be  unconstitutional,  is  there  a 
provision  that  the  remainder  of  the  bill  as  passed  would  stand?" 

Senate  Coimsel:  "Yes,  in  my  opinion.  If  a  bill  is  passed 
and  a  part  of  it  is  declared  unconstitutional,  the  court  wall 
strike  out  this  imconstitutional  part  and  act  on  the  rest." 

Senator  Whalen  requested  a  one  minute  Recess,  which  was 
granted  by  the  Chair. 

(Recess) 
The  Senate  re-assembled. 

Introduction  of  Guests 

As  the  guests  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  Mr.  Otto  Halveson 
of  Berlin  and  Mr.  Arthur  Schecter.  Assistant  Director  of  Public 
Housing  Administration,  Regional  Office,  New  York  City. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  the  Senate  Counsel:  "Does  not 
this  pertain  to  Class  A  restaurants  only?" 

The  Senate  Counsel  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  he  was  in  favor  of  the  proposed 
amendment. 
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Senator  Holmes:  "I  am  completely  confused  at  this  point. 
If  I  am  interested  in  the  home  rule  aspect  of  this  matter  and 
wish  to  allow  people  who  really  want  this  to  happen  and  not 
have  it  pushed  down  their  throats,  how  do  I  vote?  I  would  think 
this  should  apply  to  those  who  want  it  and  not  to  others.  If 
people  want  it,  that  is  all  right,  but  not  to  push  it  onto  those 
who  do  not  want  it.  It  seems  to  me  that  we  can  put  on  the  ballot 
a  question:  Shall  Class  A  restaurants  be  licensed  in  this  town?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "In  answer  to  this  first  question,  my  ad- 
vice would  be  to  vote  yes  on  the  amendment  and  then  on  my 
bill.  This  applies  to  Class  A  restaurants  only.  The  license  that 
is  presently  in  force  in  the  Hampton  area  is  a  hotel  license." 

Senator  Rainie  inquired  of  Senator  Whalen:  "It  has  been 
stated  that  you  -wrote  the  letter  urging  them  to  vote  for  liquor 
and  against  beer?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  helped  a  man  who  is  a  personal  friend 
draft  the  letter.  We  were  told  that  in  order  for  a  restaurant  in 
a  dry  town  to  obtain  this  license  we  had  to  vote  'yes'  on  the  A 
question." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Do  I  understand  that  your  answer  to  me 
is  yes?  You  were  responsible  for  this,  in  part?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "Yes,  in  part.  It  was  written  and  signed 
by  the  owner  of  a  Class  A  restaurant. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Are  you  saying  to  us  that  you  knew  what 
was  in  the  letter  and  that  you  gave  this  advice  to  the  inhabitants 
of  Newington  and  that  that  was  an  error?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "That  is  correct." 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  am  heartily  in  sympathy  with  the  gen- 
eral position  of  Senator  Hunter,  but  I  am  opposed  to  this  last 
exception  that  he  makes.  It  makes  a  bad  situation  worse.  Hamp- 
ton is  going  to  be  exempt.  There  may  be  other  towns  that  want 
to  be  exempt.  The  inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Newington  voted 
under  misapprehension  which  was  created  by  Senator  Whalen 
and  his  colleagues.  They  said  to  the  people  of  Newington:  Now, 
we  know  that  you  don't  want  beer,  but  you  can  see  the  ad- 
vantages to  be  gained  by  this  hotel  being  able  to  sell  liquor. 
Don't  worry  about  the  beer,  if  you  will  just  vote  to  have  this 
license  going  to  the  hotel,  you  will  be  protected.  The  town  will 
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get  money  and  everything  will  be  fine We  make  an 

exception  here,  and  there  are  bound  to  be  others We 

are  being  asked  to  bail  Senator  Whalen  out.  The  situation  is 
just  inibearable  from  every  viewpoint;  from  a  legislative,  hu- 
man and  legal  point  of  view.  The  only  thing  to  do  is  to  defeat 
the  measure  and  the  bill," 

Senator  Whalen:  "In  rebuttal,  we  are  not  talking  about  a 
hotel.  We  are  talking  about  a  Class  A  restaurant.  I  resent  the 
implication  that  I  am  trying  to  bail  myself  out.  I  have  served  in 
public  life  and  state  government  for  a  good  many  years  and  I 
think  my  record  will  bear  me  out.  This  is  not  against  the  peo- 
ple of  Newington.  They  wish  to  be  able  to  sell  beer  and  liquor. 
This  has  nothing  to  do  with  hotels." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  did  not  get  an  answer  to  my  question. 
I  do  not  agree  with  Senator  W^halen.  Also,  I  disagree  with  Sen- 
ator Rainie  that  we  should  not  make  an  exception.  I  think  it 
should  be  put  on  the  ballot.  I  feel  that  I  must  vote  against  this 
bill  as  written  but  if  Senator  Whalen  ^vould  amend  to  save  a 
restaurant,  I  would  be  pleased  to  vote  for  it.  I  think  this  would 
be  respecting  the  wishes  of  the  town." 

Senator  Green  stated  that  he  ^vould  go  along  ^vith  the 
amendment. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Hunter. 

On  this  question,  Senator  Rainie  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  acting  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Drake,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner, 
Howard,  DeLude,  Olson,  Paquette,  Carter,  Green,  Martel,  Pro- 
vost, Chasse,  Karkavelas,  Battles,  Hunter  and  Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative:  Sen- 
ators English,  Holmes,  Rainie,  and  Hartman. 

Eighteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  four 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  prevailed, 
and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Question  being:  Shall  the  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third  read- 
ing? 
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On  this  question.  Senator  Rainie  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  acting  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Drake,  Monahan,  Gardner,  Howard,  De- 
Lude,  Olson,  Paquette,  Carter,  Green,  Martel,  Provost,  Chasse, 
Karkavelas,  Battles,  Hunter  and  Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative:  Sen- 
ators Hodsfdon,  EnQ;lish,  Holmes,  Rainie  and  Hartman. 

Seventeen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
five  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  pre- 
vailed, and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 


Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  20,  relative  to  reclassification  of  certain  highways  in 
the  town  of  Lyman.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Pub- 
lic Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  very  simple  bill  — 
no  complications.  This  is  to  the  advantage  of  both  the  town  and 
the  state.  The  State  Highway  department  appeared  in  favor. 
The  Selectmen  requested  this  change,  by  letter.  The  state  takes 
over  3  miles  and  the  town  takes  over  about  .8  of  a  mile." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  225,  to  legalize  the  proceedings  of  a  special  meeting  of 
the  Wolfeboro  School  District.  Senator  English,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  simple,  except 
it  is  complicated.  Wolfeboro  wishes  to  become  part  of  a  re- 
gional school  district.  They  held  two  public  hearings;  had  the 
proper  advertising  before  the  meeting;  was  publicized  through- 
out the  town;  had  discussion  on  the  floor  at  the  meeting,  the 
Moderator  called  for  the  votes  (274  yes  and  66  no).  It  appears 
that  the  Moderator  should  have  asked  whether  the  vote  should 
have  been  taken  by  voice,  hand  or  written.  The  bonding  com- 
pany wishes  to  have  this  authorized  before  authorizing  a  bond 
issue.  A  ne^v  meeting  in  Wolfeboro  would  take  one  month. 
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which  the  program  cannot  afford.  This  bill  was  presented  by 
Representative  Claflin.  The  committee  voted  in  favor." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SJR  1,  to  reimburse  legislators  for  attendance  at  National 
Legislative  Leaders  Conference.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the 
Committee  on  finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  to  reimburse  four 
Senators  for  expenses  attending  the  National  Legislative 
Leaders  Conference  in  the  fall  of  1961,  in  Nevada. 

"A  ruling  on  April  10,  1961,  by  the  Attorney  General  could 
be  and  was  construed  to  give  authority  for  this  trip.  AVlien  the 
bill  was  presented  to  the  Director  of  Accounts  another  ruling 
was  asked  for  and  given  on  August  17,  1961  by  the  Attorney 
General  which  definitely  prohibited  the  payment. 

"Therefore  the  Finance  Committee  recommends  that  in 
the  future  before  such  trips  are  taken  authorization  be  by  a 
Joint  Resolution." 

Senator  Holmes  inquired:  "What  is  the  amount?  Do  you 
think  this  type  of  procedure  will  be  clarified  in  the  future?" 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "$2,122.68.  I  would  hope  that  the  pro- 
cedure would  be  clarified  in  the  future." 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  did  not  oppose  the  matter. 

Senator  Green:  "In  answer  to  Senator  Holmes,  this  was 
a  matter  that  was  discussed  with  the  Speaker  and  me,  as  Presi- 
dent at  that  time.  We  inquired  of  the  Attorney  General  whether 
or  not  and  he  advised  on  April  10th  that  no  authorization  was 
needed.  Then  ^vhen  the  manifest  was  presented,  we  were  told 
that  authorization  was  necessary. 

Senator  Rainie  requested  a  one  minute  Recess  which  was 
granted  by  the  Chair. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  matter  has  been  brought  to  my  at- 
tention in  several  ways.  I  heard  that  the  Comptroller  had  been 
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advised  by  the  Attorney  General  not  to  pay  it.  I  have  looked 
into  the  matter  and  I  feel  that  this  is  an  expenditure  that  was 
unjustified  and  that  those  concerned  had  been  warned  that  it 
was  unwarranted.  In  my  opinion,  it  is  an  unjustified  expense 
to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  I  have  examined  the  correspond- 
ence and  I  find  that  I  am  making  a  proper  statement.  I  will  not 
oppose  this  matter,  but  I  do  wish  the  Senate  to  know  that  this 
trip  was  taken  without  the  consent  of  the  Attorney  General 
and  that  this  expenditure  is,  in  my  opinion,  wholly  illegal.  I 
am  not  going  to  offer  any  more  objection.  I  don't  want  the  oc- 
casion to  pass  without  this  being  said.  This  money  is  being 
held  up  by  order  of  the  Attorney  General.  If  the  Senate  wishes 
to  go  ahead  and  vote  this,  why  that  is  all  right." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  hate  to  disagree  with 
my  colleague,  but  the  Legislative  Leaders  Conference  is  not  a 
new  type  of  get-together.  I  have  never  been,  but  Legislative 
leaders  of  both  House  and  Senate  have  attended  these  Confer- 
ences before  and  their  vouchers  have  been  honored.  Perhaps 
only  three  or  four  have  been  held.  It  has  been  assumed  and  au- 
thorized by  former  Attorney  Generals I  would  suggest 

that  the  Rules  Committee  might  consider  this  matter  and  make 
recommendations." 

Senator  Green:  "I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the 
Senate  to  the  fact  that  many  times  the  President  of  the  Senate 
gets  requests  to  attend  aff^airs  similar  to  this  when  the  general 
cotirt  is  not  in  session.  I  agree  with  Senator  DeLude  that  the 
Rules  Committee  might  come  up  with  some  form  of  procedure 
covering  cases  such  as  this  one." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  that  one  of  the 
important  things  that  have  not  been  touched  on  enough  is  the 
fact  that  under  one  Attorney  General  this  trip  to  the  Legis- 
lative Leaders  Conference  was  allowed  and  their  expenses  were 
paid.  Under  the  next  Attorney  General,  an  opinion  was  sought 
and  the  opinion  was  given  that  it  was  all  right  to  proceed  in 
the  same  manner  as  had  been  done  before.  Under  the  next  At- 
torney General,  he  said  that  this  should  not  be  allowed  at  all. 
One  ruling  of  an  Attorney  General  does  not  affect  what  another 
Attorney  General  may  decide.  This  is  exactly  what  has  hap- 
pened in  this  case." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock.

House  Bills  &  Concurrent  Resolution  Read  a  First  and  Second 
Time  and  Referred 

Concurrent  Resolution  No.  7,  Memorializing  Congress  to 
call  a  convention  for  the  purpose  of  proposing  an  amendment 
to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  relative  to  Article  V 
thereof. 

Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate 
concurring,  that  this  Legislature  respectfully  petitions  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  call  a  convention  for  the  pur- 
pose of  proposing  the  following  article  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States. 

"ARTICLE  — 

"Section  1.  Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows: 

The  Congress,  whenever  two-thirds  of  both  Houses  shall 
deem  it  necessary,  or,  on  the  application  of  the  Legislatures  of 
two-thirds  of  the  several  states,  shall  propose  amendments  to 
this  Constitution,  which  shall  be  valid  to  all  intents  and  pur- 
poses, as  part  of  this  Constitution,  when  ratified  by  the  Legisla- 
tures of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states.  Whenever  applica- 
tions from  the  Legislatures  of  two-thirds  of  the  total  number  of 
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states  of  the  United  States  shall  contain  identical  texts  of  an 
amendment  to  be  proposed,  the  President  of  the  Senate  and 
the  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  shall  so  certify, 
and  the  amendment  as  contained  in  the  application  shall  be 
deemed  to  have  been  proposed,  without  further  action  by  Con- 
gress. No  State,  without  its  consent,  shall  be  deprived  of  its 
equal  suffrage  in  the  Senate. 

"Section  2.  This  Article  shall  be  inoperative  unless  it  shall 
have  been  ratified  as  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  by  the 
Lesfislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  states  within  seven 
years  from  the  date  of  its  submission." 

Be  It  Further  Resolved  that  if  Congress  shall  have  pro- 
posed an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  identical  with  that 
contained  in  this  resolution  prior  to  January  1,  1965,  this  ap- 
plication for  a  convention  shall  no  longer  be  of  any  force  or 
effect.

HB  8,  to  make  unlawful  certain  fraudulent  dealing  with 
collateral  which  is  subject  to  a  security  interest.  Senator  Rainie, 
for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 


The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  within  the  last  year  or  so, 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  followed  the  lead  of  a  good 
many  other  states  in  accepting  the  commercial  code.  This  is  a 
compilation  of  laws  having  to  do  with  omissions  and  the  mak- 
ing of  corrections,  etc.  It  was  accepted  and  is  now  being  used 
in  this  State.  This  was  a  tremendous  amount  of  work  and  there 
was  opportunity  for  error  in  transcription.  The  error  that  we 
are  correcting  today  was  discovered  by  a  law  student  in  the 
middle  west.  He  was  examining  the  code  and  he  found  what 
he  thought  was  a  number  of  omissions  in  penalties.  The  penal- 
ty was  omitted.  All  that  this  bill  does  is  to  insert  the  penalties 
for  the  various  offenses  having  to  do  with  mortgages,  collateral, 
etc.  Anybody  who  disposes  of  property  which  is  under  mortgage 
or  security  is  liable  to  certain  penalty  and  the  penalty  is  set 
forth  in  this  bill  that  we  are  passing  on  today.  It  does  nothing 
but  to  correct  an  omission." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  88,  relative  to  reciprocity  of  boat  operation  with  resi- 
dents of  contiguous  states.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  several  areas  around 
the  State,  the  water  belonging  to  the  State  of  New  Hamps'hire 
is  contiguous  to  the  water  belonging  to  another  state.  This  bill 
provides  anyone  who  gets  a  motor  boat  license  in  one  state 
shall  have  the  privilege  of  using  that  boat  on  the  waters  of  an- 
other state  that  extends  the  same  privilege  to  our  licensed  water 
boats.  It  is  a  reciprocity  measure." 

Senator  English  inquired:  "Do  I  understand  that  this  refers 
only  to  one  lake?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "It  applies  to  all  waters." 

Senator  Monahan:  "This  bill  has  particular  reference  to 
the  Connecticut  River.  For  example,  a  person  has  a  motor  boat 
license  in  this  state,  but  he  still  has  to  go  into  Vermont  to  get  to 
an  accessible  part  of  the  river  —  this  bill  will  correct  this  situa- 
tion." 

Senator  Drake:  "Does  Vermont  have  legislation  covering 
this  matter,  in  order  that  we  might  have  a  reciprocal  agree- 
ment?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  must  be  a  mutual  agreement.  It 
affects  only  as  two  contiguous  states  are  in  agreement." 

Senator  Monahan:  "It  is  my  understanding  that  Vermont 
does  act  under  this  system  of  reciprocity." 

Senator  Olson:  "Maine  and  Massachusetts  also  have  pend- 
ing legislation  —  all  in  the  works  now." 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  am  in  favor  of  the  committee  report, 
but  the  problem  in  my  area  is  this:  Many  New  Hampshire  resi- 
dents who  own  camps  in  Maine.  Maine  has  threatened  to  in- 
troduce a  bill  to  withdraw  this  reciprocal  agreement.  I  do  think 
this  bill  should  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  ^vas  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  21,  relative  to  liens  for  cleaning,  pressing,  laundering, 
etc.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  present  law  takes  care 
of  liens  for  most  of  the  work  that  is  done  by  cleaners  upon  cloth- 
ing, etc.  However,  no  provision  up  to  the  present  time  has  been 
made  for  the  conclusion  of  any  transaction  whereby  the  person 
leaving  the  clothing  has  left  it  there  for  a  long  period  of  time 
and  the  owner  of  the  establishment  has  no  legal  authority  to 
dispose  of  it.  This  gives  him  authority,  after  taking  certain  pre- 
cautions, to  do  so.  I  believe  it  is  a  period  of  one  year.  He  must 
notify  the  party  involved,  etc." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  would  like  to  add  one  thing.  It  provides 
for  the  disposal  of  this  clothing  to  charitable  institutions.  The 
owners  of  these  establishments  would  much  prefer  to  give  the 
clothing  to  charitable  institutions  rather  than  try  to  sell  it  as 
it  usually  does  not  have  much  sale  value." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SJR  7,  relative  to  the  Russian-Japanese  fund.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  1905,  when  Russia  and 
Japan  came  to  Portsmouth  to  conclude  a  treaty  following  the 
war  between  those  two  countries  —  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
affair,  they  decided  that  they  wished  to  show  some  appreciation 
to  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  so  each  country  contributed 
$10,000.  This  country  accepted  bonds  in  lieu  of  cash.  Payments 
were  made  by  both  countries  as  long  as  the  form  of  government 
continued.  In  Japan,  there  was  a  change  because  of  the  ensuing 
hostilities,  but  Japan  has  fulfilled  its  oblig^ation.  It  continued 
its  obligation  and  is  now  in  good  standing  and  has  paid  interest 
on  its  bonds  for  distribution  to  charitable  purposes.  Russia, 
however,  when  the  Communists  got  control,  stopped  payments 
and  no  payment  has  been  made  since  that  time.  Judge  Lorimer, 
who  is  one  of  the  members  of  the  committee  at  the  present  time, 
wrote  to  the  legation  in  Washington,  asking  and  urging  them 
to  renew  their  payments.  He  got  no  reply.  Since  this  failure  to 
pay  has  continued  over  a  generation  and  no  response  has  been 
received  from  the  Russian  representative,  the  committee  feels 
that  it  is  unfair  to  the  Japanese  to  allow  the  Russians  to  con- 
tinue in  the  committee.  This  provides  for  the  name  of  Russia 
to  be  eliminated  from  the  transaction."

Committee  Reports 

SB  12,  relative  to  cost  of  educating  intellectually  retarded 
children.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  SB  12  provides  for  the 
establishment  of  a  principle;  namely,  that  the  education  of 
intellectually  retarded  children  shall  be  at  the  state  average 
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cost  per  pupil  for  elementary  pupils  as  determined  by  the  State 
Board.  The  bill  provides  no  money.  It  was  a  large  hearing.  No 
one  appeared  in  opposition  and  it  was  supported  by  those 
present  and  in  many  letters  written  to  members  of  the  commit- 
tee. I  would  yield  to  Senator  DeLude." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  only  wish  to  say  that  I 
appreciate  the  action  of  the  Education  Committee.  Outside  my 
personal  feelings  on  this  bill,  this  was  a  plank  in  the  Republican 
Platform  and  I  am  glad  that  the  Education  committee  has  so 
reported  the  bill.  This  is  passed  as  a  matter  of  principle,  as  it 
was  passed  that  way  two  years  ago." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "Isn't  this  putting  an  obliga- 
tion on  the  State  to  pay  certain  amounts  —  that  the  Finance 
Committee  should  pay  X  number  of  dollars?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "Not  any  more  than  last  session.  The 
amount  would  be  prorated  just  as  it  has  been  in  the  past." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Two  years  ago,  we  did  go  into  this  ques- 
tion very  definitely.  We  got  an  opinion  from  the  Senate  Coun- 
sel. It  will  be  prorated  this  year.  The  Counsel  has  assured  us 
that  this  is  a  covering  clause  to  the  present  act." 

Senator  Green  inquired  of  Senator  Hodgdon:  "As  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  are  you  satisfied  with 
this  bill?" 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "I  would  say  that  $75,000  each  year  in 
the  appropriation  to  take  care  of  this  which  is  not  enough.  I 
believe  that  the  Department  of  Education  asked  for  $100,000 
the  first  year  and  $125,000  for  the  second." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  73,  relative  to  gifts  to  the  town  of  Tamworth.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass.  The 
report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  when  this  bill  came  into 
the  Senate,  it  had  already  been  amended  in  the  House.  It  orig- 
inally applied  to  all  towns.  This  bill  was  made  necessary  by  the 
fact  that  there  is  a  charitable  trust  in  the  hands  of  certain  peo- 
ple in  the  town  of  Tamworth.  The  proceeds  of  this  trust  are 
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turned  over  to  the  people  of  the  town.  If  the  trust  itself  used 
the  money,  it  was  subject  to  tax.  It  could  not  be  turned  over  to 
the  town  and  so  this  bill  has  been  enacted  in  order  to  allow  the 
use  by  the  Selectmen  for  the  town  of  Tamworth  only  for  the 
funds  given  them  by  this  trust  for  the  purposes  set  forth  in  this 
bill.  This  is  all  for  the  benefit  of  the  to^vai.  There  was  no  opposi- 
tion and  this  bill  does  not  apply  to  any  town  except  Tamworth." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  74,  relating  to  prowlers;  peeking  in  windows.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legis- 
late. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  attempted  to  set 
forth  a  particular  offense  to  cover  the  guilt  of  a  disorderly  per- 
son. The  difficulty  of  the  bill  is  that  this  is  already  taken  care 
of  in  general  terms  in  our  statutes.  If  you  start  to  particularize 
in  those  exact  offenses  as  to  what  constitutes  a  disorderly  person, 
it  would  never  end.  A  disorderly  person  may  be  fined  not  more 
than  $100  or  imprisoned  not  more  than  six  months,  or  both. 
The  committee  felt  that  this  statute  was  unnecessary  because 
it  would  qualify  under  the  present  law,  rather  than  another 
extension  of  the  law  in  an  effort  to  describe  every  offense.  It  was 
felt  that  it  was  better  to  leave  the  la^v  as  it  is  and  allow  the 
courts  to  decide.  It  leaves  a  very  broad  scope  to  the  person  or 
jury  who  is  passing  on  the  guilt  of  a  person  brought  before  the 
court." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 


The  President  recognized  Senator  English:  "Mr.  President, 
there  have  been  many  requests  for  citations  from  the  federal 
laws  which  might  apply  should  a  sweepstake  or  lottery  bill  be 
enacted  in  New  Hampshire.  Attorney  General  William  B.  May- 
nard  has  kindly  assisted  by  preparing  some  material  which  could 
be  helpful  to  members  of  the  Senate.  Without  objection,  I 
would  ask  that  this  material  be  printed  in  the  Senate  Journal."

Committee  Reports 

HB  39,  relative  to  the  capital  reserve  fund  established  by 
the  Lincoln  School  District.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee 
on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  the  town  of  Lincoln  es- 
tablished a  capital  reserve  fund  some  years  ago  and  it  is  now  to 
be  used  in  the  building  of  a  cooperative  school.  Under  the  law, 
a  capital  reserve  fund  should  be  used  within  five  years.  House 
Bill  39  asks  that  this  period  be  extended  to  ten  years.  There 
appears  to  be  no  opposition  from  any  quarter." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  30,  providing  for  the  development  and  redevelopment 
of  areas  of  vacant  or  predominantly  vacant  land  which  are  sub- 
standard or  blighted.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on 
Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced  as 
a  request  from  the  committee  on  urban  renewal  throughout 
the  State.  It  provides  that  in  areas  of  vacant  land  in  substandard 
or  blighted  areas  can  be  handled  as  redevelopment  projects  by 
the  urban  renewal  agency.  It  will  assist  the  various  urban  re- 
newal districts  in  the  State  in  developing  industrial  sites  from 
swamp  land,  ledge  land,  etc.  Appearing  in  favor  was  the  Mayor 
of  Manchester,  the  Mayor  of  Claremont,  the  Mayor  of  Concord, 
Somersworth  Housing  Authority,  Nashua  Housing  Authority, 
and  the  Mayor  of  Berlin.  Telegrams  were  received  favoring  the 
bill  from  the  Mayors  of  Rochester  and  Laconia,  the  City  Man- 
agers of  Dover  and  Lebanon,  and  the  Mayor  of  Portsmouth. 
There  was  no  opposition.  Everyone  agreed  that  it  is  a  measure 
Avhich  will  permit  the  various  cities  and  towns  to  take  sub- 
standard land  which  is  vacant  to  be  developed  through  the 
urban  renewal  program  and  permit  them  to  take  over." 

Senator  Holmes:  "That  is  a  very  impressive  list  of  people. 
I  would  ask  Senator  Green  two  questions:  1.  Must  this  land  be 
vacant?  Would  it  concern  a  house  or  home?" 

Senator  Green:  "Yes,  it  must  be  vacant." 

Senator  Holmes:  "If  the  owner  does  not  wish  it  improved, 
can  the  board  step  in  and  do  it?" 

Senator  Green:  "The  governing  body  has  the  control.  It 
must  be  adopted  at  a  public  gathering.  For  example,  if  I  own 
a  piece  of  land  which  is  substandard  —  swamp  land,  ledge  land, 
the  agency  would  have  the  right  to  condemn  it." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Does  not  this  make  a  powerful  govern- 
ing board?" 

Senator  Green:  "It  is  the  city  council  or  the  board  of  mayor 
and  aldermen  —  a  public  hearing  must  be  held." 
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Senator  Holmes:  "Decision  is  not  made  by  a  planning 
board?" 

Senator  Green:  "The  planning  board  only  makes  the  rec- 
ommendation and  the  mayor  and  aldermen  or  city  council 
makes  the  decision." 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  would  speak  in  favor  of  the  bill.  There 
are  many  requirements  or  factors  that  have  to  be  present  be- 
fore such  a  program  can  be  carried  out.  A  plan  has  to  be  adopted 
by  the  city  or  town;  they  must  have  a  housing  authority,  the 
land  must  meet  the  requirements  that  the  federal  government 
has  set  up.  All  of  these  conditions  have  to  be  met,  then  a  survey 
must  be  conducted  by  the  city  fathers.  This  costs  nothing  un- 
less the  recommendations  are  adopted  by  the  city  council  or 
town.  If  the  proposals  are  adopted,  then  the  cost  of  the  survey 
will  be  included  in  the  cost  of  the  total  project.  The  city  or 
town  must  pay  about  25%  of  the  total  cost.  It  is  the  city  council 
or  the  mayor  and  aldermen  that  makes  the  final  determination 
whether  the  project  is  to  be  carried  out  or  not.  In  many  cases, 
the  planning  boards  have  not  gone  along  with  the  federal  gov- 
ernment. Only  the  federal  government  can  come  in  and  do 
these  things  and  that  is  what  this  bill  would  allow." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  moved  sus- 
pension of  the  rules  to  dispense  with  referral  to  committee  and 
place  the  bill  on  third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present 
time. 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion:  "A  joint 
hearing  was  held  on  this  bill.  It  requires  the  County  Commis- 
sioners, if  the  convention  so  desires,  that  the  Commissioners 
come  before  the  entire  convention  instead  of  the  executive 
committee.  It  is  permissive  legislation.  There  was  no  opposition 
to  the  bill.  The  only  one  speaking  for  it  in  addition  to  Repre- 
sentative Thomas  Urie  was  Merrimack  County  Commissioner 
Raymond  K.  Perkins.  The  committee  voted  unanimously  ought 
to  pass." 

Senator  DeLude:  "I  am  on  this  committee,  but  did  not  at- 
tend the  hearing.  What  is  the  great  need  for  this  motion?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "The  sponsor  of  the  bill  and  those  who 
spoke  in  favor  felt  that  there  were  many  instances  in  exceeding 
appropriation  ^vhere  the  entire  convention  should  pass  on  it 
instead  of  just  the  executive  committee.  The  county  commis- 
sioners may  apply  to  the  executive  committee  and  in  an  emer- 
gency, this  can  be  done,  but  only  after  a  public  hearing." 

Senator  English  inquired  if  this  would  apply  to  all  coun- 
ties. 

Senator  Whalen  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  English:  "I  don't  know  whether  this  has  been 
adequately  considered  by  the  committee  or  not.  I  think  perhaps 
members  from  other  counties  should  also  study  this." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  DeLude, 
consideration  of  the  pending  motion  was  made  Special  Order  of 
Business  for  next  Wednesday  morning  at  1 1:01  o'clock. 
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The  following  entitled  bill  was  read  a  first  and  second 
time:

Senator  Martel,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  moved  that 
the  rules  be  suspended  to  dispense  with  referral  to  committee 
and  that  the  above  entitled  bill  be  read  a  third  time  and  passed 
at  the  present  time,  and  spoke  in  support  thereof:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, this  bill  does  not  change  in  any  way  the  powers  of  said 
corporation.  It  merely  changes  the  name  of  the  corporation. 
They  wished  to  do  this  in  order  that  it  may  be  possible  for  them 
in  the  future  to  receive  federal  grants.

SB  19,  relative  to  access  roads  to  privately  owned  ski  de- 
velopments. Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation  8:  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 


Amendment  —  SB  19 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  title  and  in  section  1 
lines  five,  eight  and  nineteen  thereof  the  word  "owned"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  operated,  so  that  said  title 
and  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

relative  to  access  roads  to 
privately  operated  ski  developments. 

1  Lay  Out  and  Construction  Permitted.  Amend  RSA  by 
inserting  after  chapter  236-A  as  inserted  by  1 96 1,  25  the  follow- 
ing new  chapter: 
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Chapter  236-B 

Access  Roads  to  Privately  Operated  Ski  Developments 

236-B:  1  Authorization.  Upon  petition  and  showing  of 
financial  ability  and  responsibility  by  a  developer  of  a  proposed 
privately  operated  ski  development  the  legislature  may  au- 
thorize the  commissioner  of  public  works  and  highways,  with 
the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council  to  lay  out  and  con- 
struct an  access  road  to  such  development. 

236-B:2  Classification.  Any  act  authorizing  the  lay  out 
and  construction  of  an  access  road  shall  provide  for  its  classifica- 
tion and  for  maintenance  responsibility. 

236-B: 3  Provision  for  Appropriation.  Any  act  authoriz- 
ing the  lay  out  and  construction  of  an  access  road  to  a  privately 
operated  ski  development  shall  provide  an  appropriation  for 
its  lay  out  and  construction  and  said  appropriation  shall  be 
added  to  the  construction  and  reconstruction  appropriation  of 
the  department  of  public  works  and  highways. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr,  President,  in  the  hearins:  on  this 
bill,  there  was  no  opposition.  A  question  was  raised  as  to 
whether  the  word  'owned'  would  satisfy  the  condition  where 
the  land  was  leased,  so  the  word  'owned'  was  replaced  by  the 
word  'operated.'  " 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  62,  providing  penalties  for  the  reckless  operation  of 
boats  resulting  in  death.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee 
on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  Sc  County  Government:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  main  change  in  the 
statutes  adds  the  paragraph  relative  to  death.  There  was  noth- 
ing in  the  statutes  to  cover  death.  On  page  2  of  the  bill  in  line 
6  after  the  word  boat  —  that  is  the  new  part.  No  opposition  to 
the  bill.  Mr.  Smith,  director  of  Safety  in  the  Department  of 
Safety  appeared  for  the  bill.  The  committee  voted  unanimously 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  72,  relative  to  the  charter  of  the  New  Hampshire  Cen- 
tennial Home  for  the  Aged.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Commit- 
tee on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County  Government: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  charter  for  this  home 
authorizes  them  to  hold  property  up  to  the  amount  of  three 
million  dollars.  At  the  present  time,  they  own  two  million  nine 
hundred  thousand  dollars  and  they  expect  more  gifts  in  money 
and  real  estate.  Therefore,  they  are  asking  this  change.  Judge 
Ehvin  Page  appeared  for  the  bill.  This  same  thing  has  been 
done  in  the  past.  This  brings  the  amount  up  to  five  million 
dollars  so  they  will  not  have  to  ask  any  change  for  some  years. 
There  was  no  opposition  and  the  committee  voted  unanimously 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  105,  relative  to  election  printing  by  the  secretary  of 
state.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  authorize 
the  Secretary  of  State  to  work  outside  RSA  8  which  applies  to 
competitive  bidding.  We  had  a  good  example  of  this  in  the 
last  primary  and  general  election.  I  believe  that  we  are  all 
aware  of  the  fact  that  it  put  the  Secretary  of  State  in  a  very 
tight  position  in  getting  all  the  ballots  out  and  printed  on  time. 
There  was  no  opposition  to  the  bill.  The  Secretary  of  State,  Mr. 
Stark,  appeared  in  favor.  Up  to  the  present  time,  there  has  been 
no  printer  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  set  up  to  do  the 
printing  of  ballots  —  this  has  had  to  be  done  out  of  state,  in 
Maine.  Mr.  Stark  informed  the  committee  that  there  were  only 
two  printers  in  the  state  who  are  now  set  up  and  prepared  to 
do  this  printing.  Under  RSA  8,  there  would  be  circumstances 
where  it  would  be  almost  impossible  to  follow  those  rules,  to 
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comply  with  competitive  bidding  and  get  the  work  done.  Any 
contract  let  under  this  would  have  to  be  OK'd  by  the  comp- 
troller and  Governor  and  Council,  and  would  only  be  used  in 
emergency.  The  need  for  this  was  brought  out  during  the  past 
year.  No  opposition  and  the  committee  voted  unanimously  that 
the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  19,  relative  to  the  state  library.  Senator  Green,  for  the 
Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County  Govern- 
ment: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  primarily  a  house- 
keeping bill  for  the  state  library.  However,  there  are  some 
major  changes.  For  the  most  part,  it  is  a  renumbering  of  sec- 
tions and  chapters.  This  bill  is  a  result  of  an  extensive  study 
committee  the  past  two  years.  Dr.  Dishman  worked  with  the 
group  and  this  bill  is  the  composite  thinking  of  extremely  well 
qualified  minds.  There  was  no  opposition  to  the  bill  at  the  hear- 
ing. The  major  change,  section  4,  page  3,  which  spells  out  that 
which  has  been  done  by  the  state  library  since  1938.  They  are 
also  providing  for  an  ex  officio  member  of  the  board  from  the 
State  Department  of  Education.  It  was  felt  that  this  would  be 
valuable  in  order  to  give  more  coordinated  service  to  the  chil- 
dren of  the  state.  On  page  8,  item  4  —  this  is  permissive  and  is 
necessary  in  our  state  libraries  and  is  an  enabling  act  —  applies 
to  legislation  which  has  not  yet  come  on  the  floor.  .  .  .  There 
was  no  opposition.  I  think  all  of  those  interested  feel  that  it 
will  enable  the  state  library  to  do  a  better  job  for  the  citizens. 
It  also  changes  the  tenure  of  the  state  librarian  from  three 
years  to  five  years  and  changes  the  tenure  of  the  assistant  state 
librarian  to  three  years." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SJR  2,  establishing  a  committee  to  investigate  the  organi- 
zation of  the  executive  branch  of  the  state  government  and  all 
political  subdivisions.  Senator  Green,  for  the  Committee  on  Ex- 
ecutive Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  resolution  was  intro- 
duced by  me  after  reading  many  reports  during  the  past  years; 
covers  investigation  of  new  services,  required  expenditures,  etc., 
duplication  between  the  various  towns,  cities  and  counties  of 
the  state.  This  is  patterned  after  the  Hoover  Commission  in  the 
federal  government.  Provides  for  the  appointment  of  30  mem- 
bers— ten  by  the  President  of  the  Senate,  10  by  the  Speaker  of 
the  House,  and  10  by  the  Governor.  .  .  ." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance, 
under  the  rules.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  Senator  English  Sec. 
1953  (b)  in  the  Senate  Journal  of  Tuesday,  March  5th,  Page 
196." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  English:  "Mr.  President, 
I  rise  to  make  a  parliamentary  inquiry. 

"The  fact  that  I  believe  the  lottery  to  be  an  unworkable 
scheme  is  unimportant.  The  question  is,  what  the  honorable 
members  of  the  Senate  may  think,  particularly  now  they  have 
had  an  opportunity  to  review  the  Federal  statutes  which  appear 
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to  be  applicable.  In  a  larger  sense,  it  is  the  people  of  this  State 
who  should  give  consideration  as  to  whether  under  Federal  laws 
a  sweepstakes  is  or  is  not  a  revenue  raising  measure.  Would  it  do 
anything  but  cause  an  immense  amount  of  embarrassment  to  the 
State?" 

The  President:  "Would  the  Senator  from  the  11th  District 
state  his  parliamentary  inquiry." 

"Mr.  President,  in  just  a  moment,  I  am  coming  to  my 
question,  but  first  I  think  I  should  say  by  way  of  explanation 
that  about  a  week  ago,  Representative  Laurence  Pickett  of 
Keene  apparently  was  able  to  convince  the  members  of  the 
House  that  the  lottery  was  a  workable  proposal.  He  cited  at 
that  time  the  fact  that  J.  Howard  McGrath  was  his  authority 
that  the  proposal  was  a  legal  possibility.  It  appears  that  his  con- 
versation with  Mr.  McGrath  took  place  a  good  many  years  ago. 
From  what  I  hear  Mr.  McGrath,  for  one  reason  or  another,  sud- 
denly resigned  from  the  Truman  Cabinet.  I  feel  a  useful  pur- 
pose might  be  served  —  and  this  is  my  parliamentary  inquiry 
—  Would  it  be  possible  to  invite  a  member  of  the  House  to 
appear  before  the  Senate  and  enlighten  us  as  to  why  he  believes 
a  lottery  proposal  is  workable. 

"I  have  accused  Representative  Pickett,  who  has  claimed 
this  lottery  scheme  as  his  'baby,'  as  having,  in  fact,  a  kewpie  doll. 
I  have  also  said  that,  in  case  I  was  wrong  —  and  this  is  entirely 
possible  —  I  would  like  to  be  the  first  to  buy  him  a  layette. 
Perhaps  if  he  came  into  the  Senate,  he  could  sho^v  us  how  to 
burp  and  change  his  baby  and,  in  general,  let  us  know,  as  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Court  and  representatives  of  all  the  people 
of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  that  he  has  something  worth- 
while." 

The  President  stated  that  the  matter  would  be  referred  to 
the  Rules  Committee. 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  I  believe  that  we  are 
spending  too  much  time  discussing  this  matter.  It  may  well  be 
defeated  in  the  other  chamber,  I  feel  that  we  are  spending  un- 
necessary time."

HB  56,  relating  to  the  disqualification  of  justices  of  the 
municipal  court.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary: Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  —  HB  56 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure 
"9-a"  in  the  third  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  figure, 
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9,  and  by  striking  out  the  word  "criminal"  in  the  twelfth  line  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1  Municipal  Courts.  Amend  RSA  502:9  by  striking  out 
said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  50'2:9 
Disqualification  of  Justices,  etc.  No  justice,  special  justice  or 
clerk  of  any  municipal  court  shall  be  retained  or  employed  as 
attorney  in  any  action,  complaint,  or  proceeding  pending  in  his 
court,  or  which  has  been  examined  or  tried  therein.  No  justice 
of  any  municipal  court  shall  be  retained  or  employed  as  an 
attorney  in  any  criminal  action  pending  before  any  other  muni- 
cipal court.  No  attorney  shall  be  permitted  to  practice  in  any 
proceeding  before  any  municipal  court  where  the  justice  there- 
of is  associated  with  said  attorney  in  the  practice  of  law. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  some  difficulty  has  arisen 
in  municipal  court  by  justices  in  one  court  going  into  another 
court  and  acting  as  attorney.  In  coming  from  large  cities,  they 
may  have  undue  influence  in  a  smaller  court  with  their  prestige 
and  this  is  not  desirable.  It  sets  forth  that  this  shall  not  be  done. 
The  question  has  been  asked  me:  Does  this  affect  a  special 
justice?  It  does  not.  As  it  was  originally,  the  last  sentence  con- 
tained the  word  'criminal'  but  by  the  amendment  that  has  been 
taken  out.  It  would  not  be  desirable  to  have  a  partner  in  the 
firm  acting  on  a  matter  being  sponsored  by  his  partner.  There- 
fore, we  took  the  word  'criminal'  out." 

Senator  Karkavelas,  reading  from  the  bill,  inquired:  "In 
Dover,  we  have  a  regular  judge  and  an  assistant  judge.  Does 
he  come  under  the  bill?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "No.  This  applies  only  to  the  justices  of 
the  municipal  court.  This  is  set  forth  in  the  statutes." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  159,  relative  to  changing  the  penalty  in  assaults.  Sen- 
ator Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  the  penalties  that  are 
set  forth  for  misdemeanors  —  usually  are  imprisonment  for  six 
months  or  fine  or  both.  Under  the  law,  the  penalty  is  set  forth 
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as  either  fine  or  imprisonment.  The  amendment  strengthens 
the  law.  It  supplies  an  omission  —  the  omission  of  the  words 
'or  both.'  " 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  27,  relative  to  broadening  the  scope  of  the  common  law 
doctrine  of  cy  pres.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  several  have  asked  what 
this  cy  pres  means.  I  don't  know  exactly  what  it  means,  but  the 
intent  is  by  custom;  an  enlarging  or  definition  of  a  charitable 
organization  in  order  that  it  may  fit  into  a  requirement.  This 
broadens  the  field  or  application  of  this  doctrine  which  is  to 
make  a  charitable  trust  effective  even  though  the  original  pur- 
pose of  the  trust  has  passed.  This  has  been  prepared  by  Attorney 
D'Amours,  the  Director  of  Charitable  Trusts.  The  committee 
feels  that  this  is  a  wise  step." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  39,  relative  to  fees  for  recording  and  discharging  liens 
for  internal  revenue  taxes.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  these  increases  in  fees 
apply  only  to  federal  attachments.  They  do  not  apply  to  the 
usual  civil  attachments.  The  fees  are  increased,  some  from  50c 
to  $1;  some  from  $1  to  $1.50;  and  some  from  $1.50  to  $2.  This 
would  be  a  limited  application.  There  are  not  many  federal 
liens.  The  committee  felt  that  it  was  justifiable  that  they  should 
receive  50c  more  in  each  case.  This  does  not  apply  to  the  ordi- 
nary run  of  discharging  and  recording  of  state  matters."

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  at  this  time,  I  would  like 
to  withdraw  my  motion  to  suspend  the  rules  to  dispense  with 
referral  to  committee  on  this  bill.  There  was  some  question  by 
members  of  the  committee  as  to  the  importance  of  the  bill  to 
their  constituents  in  their  districts  who  felt  that  it  should  be 
considered  by  the  Senate  committee  in  addition  to  the  joint 
hearing  already  held.  I  have  no  quarrel  with  this  thinking,  and 
in  the  future,  the  Chairman  of  the  committee  has  been  in- 
structed to  go  through  the  usual  procedure;  to  go  through  the 
Speaker  of  the  House,  and  he  through  the  committee  Chair- 
man. I  will  take  the  blame  for  what  has  gone  on  in  the  past. 
However,  there  has  been  a  feeling  by  some  members  of  the 
committee  that  we  have  been  moving  too  fast.  I  am  quite  will- 
ing to  withdraw  my  motion  and  respectfully  request  that  the 
bill  be  referred  to  committee  for  public  hearing." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objection  if 
they  wish  to  have  public  hearings  on  bills.  I  would  be  very 
?       to  have  the  bill  go  to  committee  and  no  public  hear- 
ing." 

Announcement  by  the  President 

The  President  announced  that  the  above  bill  would  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  & 
County  Government,  and  explained  as  follows:  "The  pro- 
cedure had  been  laid  down  whereby  the  House  and  Senate  hold 
Joint  hearings  as  an  accommodation  to  the  public.

This  may  seem  cumbersome, 
but  it  will  correct  the  confusion  that  has  resulted  in  the  former 
arranffement." 
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Senator  Lamontagne  inquired:  "Will  this  give  the  Senate 
a  two  day  notice,  in  order  that  we  may  know  what  will  be  com- 
ing up  at  the  Joint  hearing?" 

The  President  replied:  "The  notice  will  be  the  same  as 
any  notice  with  regard  to  the  hearing." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President, 
I  was  one  of  those  who  questioned  this  arrangement  on  the 
grounds  that  it  would  be  cumbersome  to  have  to  go  through 
the  presiding  officers  of  both  houses.  I  now  see  the  value  of 
clearing  through  both  presiding  officers,  but  I  did  bring  out 
that  because  this  was  a  complicated  procedure,  if  it  was  not  fol- 
lowed exactly  in  the  passage  of  a  bill,  an  opponent  of  such  a 
bill  might  claim  the  legislation  was  illegally  passed  and  perhaps 
have  a  ffood  case."

By  these  homes  being 
licensed,  it  gives  the  Commissioner  of  Welfare  the  authority  to 
investigate  and  supervise  the  homes.  There  are  federal  funds 
available  for  parents  unable  to  pay  for  this  type  of  care.  There 
has  never  been  any  fee  for  licensing  foster  day  care  homes." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  it  seems  that  in  the  writ- 
ing of  the  law,  there  was  no  provision  made  for  chairman  pro 
tem  or  vice  chairman.  All  matters  that  come  before  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  have  to  be  signed  by  chairman  or  vice  chair- 
man, so  they  are  asking  for  the  right  to  appoint  a  vice  chairman 
which  was  evidently  neglected  in  the  previous  law.  Also,  in  the 
same  law,  they  wish  to  eliminate  the  word  'industrial'  before 
waste.  These  are  the  two  points  in  the  bill.  There  was  no  oppo- 
sition and  the  hearing  was  conducted  on  March  13th."

HB  87,  relative  to  racing  on  the  ice  of  public  waters.  Sen- 
ator Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  Sc 
Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 
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Amendment  —  HB  87 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Racing  Prohibited  Without 
Permit.  Amend  RSA  263  by  inserting  after  section  59  the  fol- 
lowing new  section:  263:59-a  Ice  Racing  on  Public  Waters.  It 
shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  conduct,  or  participate  in 
any  motor  vehicle,  motorcycle  or  horse  race  on  the  frozen  sur- 
face of  the  public  waters  of  this  state  without  first  obtaining  a 
permit  therefor  from  the  director  of  the  division  of  safety  serv- 
ices of  the  department  of  safety;  said  director  being  authorized 
to  establish  rules  and  regulations  for  the  conduct  of  such  races; 
provided  however  that  said  director  shall  issue  any  said  permit 
only  upon  receipt  of  approval  by  the  mayor  of  the  city  or  a 
majority  of  the  selectmen  of  the  town  in  which  said  race  is  to  be 
held.  The  provisions  hereof  shall  not  be  construed  to  affect  the 
provisions  of  RSA  148:6. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  relative  to  rac- 
ing on  ice  of  public  waters.  Clifton  Smith,  director  of  Safety, 
appeared  as  the  only  proponent  and  there  was  no  opposition. 
In  discussion  later  in  the  committee,  it  was  felt  that  the  town 
in  which  the  racing  was  to  be  held  was  to  have  some  say  in  the 
matter  and  therefore,  we  are  presenting  this  amendment  which 
provides  that  the  permit  for  the  racing  be  subject  to  the  munici- 
palities involved  and  that  is  the  gist  of  the  amendment  that  the 
committee  has  offered  to  the  bill." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

Amendment  —  SB  50 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Clarification  of 
Powers.  Amend  RSA  271-A:1  as  inserted  by  1957,  262  by  strik- 
ing out  in  lines  fourteen  and  fifteen  the  words,  "the  executive 
director  of  the  planning  and  development  commission  and  the 
executive  secretary"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing, commissioner  of  the  department  of  resources  and  economic 
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development  and  the  president;  further  amend  said  section  by 
inserting  in  line  sixteen  after  the  word  "association"  the  fol- 
lowing, such  members,  however,  shall  be  for  liaison  purposes 
only;  further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  in  lines  seven- 
teen and  eighteen  the  following  "the  executive  secretary  of  the 
seacoast  regional  development  association  shall  act  as  secretary" 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  271-A:1 
Authority  Established.  There  shall  be  a  New  Hampshire  State 
Port  Authority,  consisting  of  and  governed  by  a  board  of  seven 
members,  five  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council.  At  least  three  of  said 
appointive  members  shall  be  residents  of  the  cities  and  towns 
of  the  seacoast  region  or  tidal  waters  and  each  shall  serve  for  a 
term  of  five  years,  providing  that  of  the  first  appointments  here- 
under one  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a 
term  of  two  years,  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term 
of  four  years  and  one  for  a  term  of  five  years.  Said  members 
shall  serve  until  their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified. 
Any  vacancy  occurring  in  the  membership  of  the  appointive 
members  shall  be  filled  by  the  governor  and  council  for  the  im- 
expired  term.  In  addition  to  the  five  appointive  members  the 
following  officers  shall  be,  by  virtue  of  their  offices,  members  of 
said  board:  the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  resources 
and  economic  development,  and  the  president  of  the  seacoast 
regional  development  association;  such  members,  however,  shall 
be  for  liaison  purposes  only.  The  board  shall  elect  one  of  its 
members  as  a  chairman,  one  as  a  vice-chairman  and  one  as  a 
secretary.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  receive  no  compensa- 
tion for  their  services;  but  their  reasonable  expenses,  incurred 
in  the  performance  of  their  duties,  shall  be  paid  by  the  state. 
The  board  shall  have  the  right  to  adopt  a  common  seal  and  to 
alter  same,  and  to  establish  by-laws  and  regulations  for  the  man- 
agement of  its  affairs  within  the  meaning  of  this  chapter  and 
the  laws  of  the  state.  The  board  shall  have  its  principal  place 
of  business  in  Portsmouth,  New  Hampshire. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  the  result  of 
the  'growing  up'  of  the  Port  Authority.  The  Port  Authority  was 
using  Planning  k  Development  as  a  treasury  and  the  Sea  Coast 
Regional  Association  has  a  secretarial  branch  and  as  they  have 
their  own  budget  and  are  now  on  their  own  feet,  they  are  ask- 
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ing  that  the  secretaryship  be  in  their  hands  and  that  Planning 
&:  Development  no  longer  act  as  their  Treasury.  Also  in  the 
amendment,  it  provides  that  the  President  of  the  Sea  Coast 
Regional  Association  shall  have  the  authority  of  power  rather 
than  the  executive  secretary  as  is  now  the  case.  The  Secretary- 
ship has  changed  several  times  in  the  past  couple  of  years  and 
as  a  result,  they  would  like  the  President  a  member  instead  of 
the  Secretary  who  is  a  paid  member  of  the  Sea  Coast  Regional 
Association." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in  favor 
of  the  bill  and  amendment.  As  a  former  member  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Port  Authority,  I  can  verify  the  remarks  made  by 
Senator  Hunter.  Originally,  it  was  felt  that  it  was  necessary  to 
have  a  close  liaison  with  the  Sea  Coast  Regional.  I  hesitate  to 
bring  this  out,  but  I  think  in  the  recent  Senatorial  campaign 
there  was  a  definite  conflict  of  interest  in  having  the  Secretary 
of  the  Sea  Coast  Regional  Association  serving  and  having  a 
vote  as  such  on  the  Port  Authority.  The  Secretary  is  paid  by 
funds  from  town,  county  and  state  funds.  I  felt  that  there  cer- 
tainly was  a  conflict  of  interest.  For  no  other  reason  than  that, 
I  think  this  would  correct  a  situation  which  is  very  bad  and  I 
speak  heartily  in  favor  of  the  passage  of  SB  50." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  166,  relative  to  replacements  in  and  extension  of  the 
heating  plant  system  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire. 
Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  authorizes  a 
bond  issue  of  $220,000.  The  dining  hall  that  is  being  built  is 
three  months  ahead  of  schedule;  therefore,  the  bill  is  effective 
upon  its  passage.  Also  involved,  is  the  repair  of  two  boilers 
now  in  use.  The  bonds  and  interest  will  be  paid  off  by  appro- 
priation of  the  University  by  the  state  treasurer.

"Mr.  President,  I  was  just  thinking  of  the  referral  of  the  sweep- 
stakes bill  to  a  Joint  committee  —  and  I  know  this  question 
has  come  up  before.  But  I  would  like  to  inquire  in  the  case 
where  a  Senator  is  a  member  of  both  Committees  when  a  bill 
is  referred  to  Joint  committee,  would  he  be  entitled  to  one  vote 
or  two  votes?" 

The  President:  "One  vote." 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
I  think  this  is  as  good  a  time  as  any  to  suggest  to  the  Rules

I  move  that  the  Senate  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  passed

"Mr.  President,  the  Senate  passed  this  bill  on  Friday  and 
it  contained  an  amendment.  However,  that  is  not  my  prime  rea- 
son for  asking  for  reconsideration.  This  bill  requires  that  racing 
on  the  ice  may  take  place  only  after  securing  a  permit  from 
the  Division  of  Safety. 

"There  are  in  my  district  a  considerable  number  of  persons 
who  are  interested  in  this  sport.  They  are  not  wealthy.  They 
are  all  working  people.  It  was  not  reasonably  possible  for  them 
to  come  to  Concord  for  the  hearing.   Furthermore,  they  are 
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without  adequate  funds  to  obtain  counsel  to  represent  them. 
I  feel  that  ^vith  this  bill  back  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate  it 
may  be  possible  to  clarify  the  requirements  which  the  Director 
of  Safety  might  issue  in  connection  with  issuing  permits.  As  it 
is  now,  it  leaves  those  interested  in  this  sport  completely  up  in 
the  air  as  to  the  future  of  their  activities." 

Senator  Hunter,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Re- 
sources, Recreation  &:  Development,  stated  that  there  was  no 
objection  on  the  part  of  the  committee  to  this  reconsideration.

The  Director  of  Economic  Development  and  Senator  Holmes 
were  the  only  ones  present  at  the  hearing." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  do  not  oppose  the  bill. 
I  believe  the  money  is  well  spent.  I  am  only  concerned  that  New 
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Hampshire  people  be  well  represented  in  the  staffing  of  this 
enterprise.  The  help  will  come  from  those  who  answer  questions 
at  the  fair  as  well  as  signs.  The  Director  assured  the  committee 
in  my  presence  that  this  matter  would  be  looked  out  for.  I  do 
not  oppose  the  bill  —  I  am  only  interested  that  we  receive  rep- 
resentation in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  money  that  we  are 
spending."

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  SJR  8  in  favor  of  Philip 
E.  Johnson  calling  for  the  sum  of  $984.00  to  be  appropriated  to 
reimburse  Philip  E.  Johnson  for  damages  sustained  by  him  as 
a  result  of  his  well  becoming  contaminated  by  seepage  of  salt 
draining  into  his  well  from  abutting  highway  Route  HOB.  The 
State  Highway  Department  on  January  16,  1963,  took  samples 
from  the  well  and  found  it  contained  a  chloride  count  of  1235.0, 
which  they  claim  is  excessive.  Mr.  Johnson  dug  a  new  well  at 
a  cost  of  $984.00  and  has  presented  itemized  bills  equal  to  that 
amount.  Mr.  Jack  Flanders  of  the  State  Highway  Department 
appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill,  as  did  Representative  Fogg  of 
Milan  and  Senator  Lamontagne,  who  introduced  this  resolu- 
tion.

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President:  HB  148  is  designed  to 
permit  life  insurance  companies  to  use  more  modern  mortality 
tables  in  connection  with  industrial  life  insurance  policies.  In- 
dustrial life  insurance  policies  are  the  policies  sold  on  so-called 
weekly  debits  where  the  premium  is  payable  on  a  weekly  basis 
in  contrast  with  ordinary  life  insurance  policies  which  are  sold 
on  an  annual,  semi-annual  or  quarterly  premium  basis.  Legis- 
lation to  permit  the  use  of  modern  mortality  tables  for  ordinary 
life  insurance  policies  was  enacted  at  the  1959  Session  of  the 
Legislature.  This  bill  is  designed  to  give  the  same  benefits  for 
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industrial  policies.  It  is  the  result  of  a  study  made  by  the 
N.A.I.C.  which  adopted  new  mortality  tables  reflecting  the  pro- 
longed life  of  policyholders.  It  is  model  legislation  suggested 
by  the  commissioners  for  adoption  in  every  state.  It  should  re- 
suk  in  a  benefit  to  the  public  by  permitting  companies  to  make 
some  reduction  in  premium  charges." 

Note:  N.A.I.C.  means  National  Association  of  Insurance 
Commissioners. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Senator  Lamontagne  offered  the  following  Resolution  and 
spoke  in  support  thereof: 

Whereas,  Thousands  of  New  Hampshire  merchants  and 
our  State  Government  derive  much  business  from  out  of  state 
people  on  account  of  lower  prices  of  tobacco  products  and  beer, 
as  well  as  liquors  sold  at  State  Liquor  Stores;  and 

WhereaSj,  There  appears  to  be  evidence  that  out  of  state 
interests  have  considered  plans  to  curtail  and  reduce  such  busi- 
ness by  the  imposition  of  higher  state  taxes  on  these  products; 
now,  therefore 
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Be  it  Resolved,  That  the  attorney  general  be  requested  to 
investigate  so  as  to  ascertain,  if  possible,  whether  there  are  un- 
registered lobbyists  who  are  promoting  higher  taxes  on  ciga- 
rettes and  beer,  as  well  as  higher  prices  at  State  Liquor  Stores; 
and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  That  the  attorney  general  be  re- 
quested to  report  his  findings  to  the  Senate  as  soon  as  possible. 

From  the  Portland,  Maine,  SUNDAY  TELEGRAM,  De- 
cember 2,  1962: 

"Maine's  beer  industry  will  seek  a  repeal  of  the  1961  excise 
tax  increase  or  a  sales  tax  exemption  in  the  10 1st  Legislature, 
a  top  industry  spokesman  indicated  here  Saturday. 

"  *  *  *  this  shapes  up  as  the  major  battle  wet  and  dry  pro- 
ponents will  fight  in  the  next  legislature. 

"Maine's  beer  industry,  the  spokesman  said,  is  still  smart- 
ing from  the  excise  tax  increase  imposed  on  it  by  the  100th 
Legislature. 

"Indications  are  the  industry  will  come  to  the  next  legisla- 
ture armed  with  statistics  and  reasons  why  legislators  should 
repeal  the  1961  excise  tax  increase,  *  *  *  . 

"Some  of  the  statistics  have  already  reached  the  hands  of 
some  leo[islators. 


"Neighboring  New  Hampshire,  which  has  a  tax  of  $3  per 
barrel  and  the  second  highest  consumption  rate  in  New  Eng- 
land (18.6  gallons  per  capita),  will  be  a  focal  point  of  the  beer 
industry's  presentation  to  the  Maine  legislators,  the  spokesman 
said. 


"  'Retailers  in  the  towns  and  counties  bordering  New 
Hampshire  are  especially  feeling  the  pinch,'  the  spokesman 
said. 

"  'In  many  cases  also,  upstate  residents  passing  through 
New  Hampshire  will  make  sizable  purchases  there.  We  have 
evidence  of  this,'  he  said. 
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"The  beer  industry,  the  spokesman  said,  will  contend  that 
New  Hampshire's  lower  tax  attracts  consumers  from  Vermont 
and  maine. 


"In  the  final  analysis,  if  the  industry  fails  in  getting  the 
Maine  legislators  to  go  along  with  the  excise  tax  repeal  or  the 
sales  tax  exemption  some  are  suggesting  that  the  industry  do 
the  next  best  thing:  'Hire  New  Hampshire  lobbyists  to  convince 
the  Granite  State's  legislators  that  they  are  missing  out  on  a 
good  tax  source,  like  Maine  and  Vermont  are  doing.'  " 

"Mr.  President,  the  reason  for  offering  this  Resolution  is 
because  there  are  many  lobbyists  who  are  from  the  states  of 
Maine,  Vermont,  Massachusetts  and  even  from  New  Hamp- 
shire, who  are  not  registered.  They  should  be  registered  like 
everyone  else.  We  have  such  a  law  on  the  books.  That  is  the 
reason  I  am  offering  this  Resolution,  in  order  that  the  Attorney 
General  will  investigate  and  report  back  to  this  Senate." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  question 
whether  we  should  take  immediate  action  as  far-reaching  as 
this.  We  have  our  own  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  Senate 
Ways  &  Means  Committee  who  will  not  be  bulldozed  by  this. 
I  would  move  that  it  might  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Ways  &:  Means." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  support  of  the 
Resolution.  I  have  no  objection  to  having  it  sent  to  the  Ways 
R:  Means  Committee.  In  the  past,  we  have  had  a  list  of  all  the 
registered  lobbyists  and  who  they  represent.  I  believe  that 
would  solve  the  whole  problem." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  above  Resolution  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Ways  &:  Means.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President, 
I  wish  to  comment  that  the  figures  published  in  the  Manchester 
Union  were  incorrect  in  connection  with  the  sweepstake  funds. 
I  wish  to  give  the  Senate  some  accurate  information.  As  it  was 
printed,  it  was  incorrect  and  misleading.  I  went  to  the  Depart- 
ment of  Education  this  morning  to  get  the  figures.  The  eleven 
towns  in  District  No.  12  have,  according  to  the  latest  informa- 
tion from  the  Department,  about  4,654  students.  The  city  of 
Nashua  has  6,270  students.  As  this  is  not  broken  down  into 
wards,  I  do  not  know  how  many  of  the  Nashua  students  are  in 
Wards  1  and  2.  If  2,000  of  them  are  in  Wards  1  and  2,  District 
No.  12  would  have  about  6,654  students  and  District  No.  13 
would  have  about  5,379  students.  If  3,000  of  the  Nashua  stu- 
dents were  in  Wards  1  and  2,  District  No.  12  would  have  7,654 
students  and  District  No.  13  would  have  something  over  4,000 
students.  But  it  is  certainly  not  reasonable  to  put  all  6,279 
Nashua  students  in  District  No.  12,  which  has  only  two  of 
Nashua's  ward  in  it.  By  no  stretch  of  the  imagination  can  these 
figures  of  student  enrollment  show  a  10  to  1  ratio  between  the 
student  membership  of  the  12th  and  13th  Senatorial  Districts.  I 
wish  the  Senators  to  have  correct  information.  I  believe  that  it 
is  within  my  province  to  make  this  study.  I  have  not  given  any 
attention  to  the  estimates  of  money  —  there  is  nothing  in  the 
article  as  to  what  the  money  is  based  on.  I  did  confine  myself 
to  the  student  figures  which  are  a  matter  of  statistics  in  the  De- 
partment of  Education.  It  seems  to  me  that  this  is  a  serious 
situation  as  to  the  information  that  has  been  given  out  as  to 
the  sweepstake  bill." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "The  total  for  Nashua  is  6,270  stu- 
dents and  $212,672.40.  In  the  footnote,  the  proceeds  are  listed 
as  to  what  would  be  returned  to  Nashua  —  the  amoinit  cannot 
be  divided  by  districts.  Refund  must  be  made  to  the  City  of 
Nashua.  The  same  holds  true  for  Mancliester  which  has  12,380 
students  and  the  amount  is  $33.9187  per  student.  I  have  used 
the  figure  of  $33.92.  It  provides  four  million  dollars  divided  by 
the  number  of  students  in  this  state,  including  those  Avho  are 
attending  academies  —  that  is  how  I  arrived  at  this  figure."

Senator  Howard:  "On  this  same  list  for  District  No.  7  — 
for  Franklin,  $343,892  based  on  this  $33.92  per  student.  We 
have  1,276  students.  There  must  be  a  mistake." 

Senator  English:  "I  wish  to  state  that  I  received  one  post 
card  from  someone  in  my  district  for  the  bill;  one  outside  my 
district  for  the  bill,  and  one  letter  against." 

Senator  Whalen:  "There  is  a  great  deal  of  confusion  in  my 
district.  I  have  two  questions:  1.  Did  you  use  the  estimated  fig- 
ure of  4  million  net  income  to  the  state?" 

Senator  Lamontagne  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Whalen:  "My  second  question  —  am  I  correct  in 
assuming  that  Portsmouth  Wards  1  and  2,  which  are  in  the 
23rd  District,  were  included  in  the  24th  District?" 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "It  provides  some  215  thousand  dol- 
lars for  Portsmouth  for  6,351  students." 

Senator  Whalen:  "These  figures  are  not  accurate."

Senator  Martel  inquired  of  Senator  DeLude:  "Is  it  your  in- 
tent to  conduct  a  night  session  on  this  sweepstake  bill,  as  was 
suggested?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "After  discussion  with  Senator  Hodgdon, 
the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  we  will  make  a  de- 
cision."

The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
last  Monday,  in  the  State  House,  there  was  a  tax  forum  held 
which,  as  I  understand  it,  was  called  for  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire  by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of 
the  House.  According  to  reports,  there  was  much  discussion  of 
income  tax,  sales  tax,  etc.  I  have  been  much  distressed  that  the 
forum  was  a  Republican  forum  and  that  the  Republican  Party 
seems  to  be  getting  behind  those  interested  in  income  tax,  sales 
tax,  and  the  like.  I  am  sure  that  the  President  and  the  Speaker 
had  no  idea  that  this  was  going  to  take  place  and  intended  it 
to  be  a  forum  for  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  —  Republi- 
cans, Democrats,  Independents,  and  those  who  do  not  even  vote. 
I  wish  to  make  it  clear  that  the  tax  forum  was  a  forum  for  the 
people  of  New  Hampshire.  The  Republican  Party  is  not  get- 
ting behind  and  does  not  support  or  intend  to  support  or  get 
behind  the  sponsors.  I  don't  think  that  the  Republican  Party 
can  be  said  to  be  supporting  the  sales  tax  or  income  tax,  or  the 
like." 

The  President:  "Thank  you  Senator  Green,  for  this  in- 
formation. The  Senator  from  the  16th  District  is  absolutely 
accurate.  The  forum  was  sponsored  to  give  the  people  an  op- 
portunity to  come  in  and  say  what  they  thought.  Some  said 
income  tax,  sales  tax,  sweepstakes,  etc.  This  was  sponsored  to 
give  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  an  opportunity  to  place 
themselves  on  record  and  to  bring  up  to  date  the  studies  that 
have  been  made  in  the  past." 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President, 
I  am  happy  to  announce  that  the  members  of  the  Senate  will 
be  receiving  personal  invitations  from  Admiral  Palmer  at  the 
Navy  Yard  relative  to  attending  the  launching  of  the  polaris 
submarine  at  the  Yard  on  April  24th.

It  is  not  possible  to 
make  it  an  all  Portsmouth  day  as  I  had  previously  suggested." 

The  President:  "The  Chair  wishes  to  thank  the  Senator 
from  the  24th  District  for  being  an  intermediary.  If  it  is  the 
pleasure  of  the  Senate  to  change  the  Pease  Air  Force  date,  we 
will  act  with  dispatch  and  have  that  done.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President, 
It  is  a  great  pleasure  to  present  these  visitors  from  Amherst  to- 
day.

An  Amherst  teacher,  Mrs.  Elma 
Kittredsre,  decided  to  see  how  correct  this  statement  was  and 
asked  the  members  of  her  fourth  grade  class  to  write  the  Pledge 
of  Allegiance  in  their  own  words.  Two  of  these  were  selected  as 
the  best  and  published  in  the  Milford  Cabinet,  then  sent  to  Sen- 
ator Cotton  and  published  in  the  Congressional  Record.  I 
would  like  to  read  them  to  you  and  request  that  they  be  printed 
in  the  Journal.  They  are  as  follows: 

"Alexander  Buchanan:  'I  promise  to  be  faithful  to  the  flag 
of  the  United  States  of  America  and  to  the  country  for  which 
it  stands;  one  group  of  free  people  under  God  who  work  to- 
gether with  freedom  and  fairness  to  all.'

The   President  recognized   Senator  DeLude:    "Mr.   Presi- 
dent, at  the  request  of  the  Chair,  I  did  get  the  Education  De- 
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partment  to  give  us  an  accurate  break  down  as  to  the  number 
of  students  in  the  various  Senatorial  Districts,  separating  the 
wards  in  the  various  cities  that  have  ward  separation.  This 
information  can  be  printed  in  the  Journal  if  you  wish,  or  it 
can  be  kept  here." 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objection  to 
the  publication  of  these  figures.  I  do  feel,  however,  that  these 
figures  are  currently  being  used  to  suggest  monies  likely  to  be 
forthcoming  to  various  Senate  Districts,  monies  from  a  highly 
controversial  proposal.  If  there  should  be  no  monies  from  such 
a  scheme,  then  the  figures  —  as  presented  now  —  are  academic." 

Senator  DeLude:  "These  figures  make  no  mention  of 
money.  They  are  simply  enrollment  figures  of  pupils  in  Sen- 
atorial Districts.  Any  program  that  we  might  consider  this 
session  concerning  new  programs,  state  aid,  etc.  could  only  be 
based  on  estimates.  I  do  not  care  whether  they  are  printed  or 
not." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  request  that  these 
figures  be  published  in  the  Journal." 

The  President:  "Without  objection,  they  will  be  printed 
in  the  Journal." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President, 
yesterday  an  article  appeared  in  Leon  Anderson  column  in  the 
Concord  Monitor.  This  piece  is  full  of  half  truths  and  inac- 
curacies. 

"In  Thursday's  Journal,  I  said  that  I  wrote  to  Len  Hill 
and  he  answered  back  saying  that  he  worked  for  the  Governor 
and  that  he  did  not  know  if  the  information  was  available  to 
me  or  not.  This  letter  from  Mr.  Hill  was  in  regards  to  a  list  of 
the  employees  of  the  Department  of  Administration  and  Con- 
trol and  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  liquor  list.  A  few  days  later, 
I  wrote  Len  Hill  another  letter  requesting  a  copy  of  the  liquor 
report  that  the  Concord  Monitor  said  he  had  submitted  to  the 
Governor. 

"Inasmuch  as  this  is  not  the  first  instance  of  an  inaccurate 
report  on  the  part  of  the  Concord  Monitor,  and  a  number  of 
Senators  have  mentioned  this  to  me  in  the  past,  I  think  the 
Senate  and  the  general  public  should  be  alerted  to  be  on  the 
watch  for  this  type  of  reporting  by  this  paper.  Furthermore, 
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Mr.  President,  I  feel  that  the  job  of  Comptroller  exists  solely 
at  the  will  of  the  legislature,  and  although  the  Comptroller's 
office  is  a  part  of  the  Executive  Branch,  he  certainly  has  a  duty 
and  a  responsibility  as  other  departments  do  to  furnish  the 
legislators  with  any  and  all  material  that  they  as  a  body  or  as 
individuals  should  request.  I  would  like  to  serve  notice  that 
if  this  attitude  on  the  part  of  the  Comptroller  persists,  I  will 
introduce  legislation  transferring  that  Department  so  as  to  be 
a  direct  agent  of  the  legislature." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  responsible  for 
starting  the  discussion  about  these  figures.  I  wish  to  add  into 
the  record  that  these  figures  are  only  figures  that  we  were  about 
to  obtain  from  the  Board  of  Education  as  of  last  September. 
There  is  some  guess  work  —  no  question  about  it.  Just  as 
there  is  guess  work  to  some  extent  when  we  make  appropria- 
tions for  next  biennium.  The  figures  that  we  have  is  the  num- 
ber of  students  and  is  available  to  all  Senators.  It  takes  a  lot 
of  time  to  get  this  information  together  —  it  took  a  lot  of  time. 
This  is  only  an  estimate  —  to  give  an  idea.  This  is  not  an  ac- 
curate figure  —  we  agree  to  that.  I  still  stand  on  the  figures  that 
I  have  submitted."

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  what  this  does  is  to  put 
the  bonds  for  the  dormitories  and  new  office  building  on  a  20 
year  basis  instead  of  on  a  10  year  basis.  The  Department  of 
Highways  wanted  the  office  building  to  be  put  on  a  20  year 
basis  as  well  as  the  dormitories  —  both  projects  will  be  self 
liquidating.  Plymouth  and  Keene  also  wanted  the  20  year  basis 
in  order  that  the  rent  for  the  students  would  not  be  so  high. 
The  rest  of  the  capital  budget  is  on  a  10  year  basis.  There  was 
no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

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Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  compact  has  really 
been  originated  by  our  State  Librarian  Mrs.  Mildred  McKay. 
It  permits  the  state  library  to  work  with  other  state  libraries  in 
any  service  that  would  be  of  benefit  to  the  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire.

Senator  Holmes  inquired:  "Who  is  the  governing  board 
under  this?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "The  State  Library  Commission." 

Senator  Drake  inquired  if  there  was  any  appropriation. 

Senator  DeLude  replied  in  the  negative. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  138,  to  allow  printing  of  party  designations  on  check 
lists.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to 
pass.

This  provides  that  the  tax  collectors  bonds  do  apply.  They  have 
been  collecting  it,  but  there  has  always  been  this  question  of 
coverage  of  the  tax  collector." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  glad  to  see  this 
matter  being  revised.  At  the  same  time,  the  City  Council  may 
grant  a  discount  on  these  taxes,  which  is  being  done  in  Berlin."

HB  20,  relative  to  voting  machines  in  the  city  of  Man- 
chester. Senator  Green,  for  the  Special  Committee,  Manchester 
Delegation:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced  at 
the  request  of  the  City  Clerk  in  Manchester  and  passed  the 
House.  The  subject  matter  of  voting  machines  is  presently  cov- 
ered by  statute  on  the  books.  This  was  to  provide  for  an  amend- 
ment whereby  the  State  would  pay  one-half  the  cost  of  install- 
ing these  voting  machines.  The  Special  Committee  has  voted 
that  the  bill  is  inexpedient." 

The  recommendation  of  the  Special  Committee,  Inex- 
pedient to  legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  255,  relative  to  the  primary  election  in  the  city  of  Man- 
chester. Senator  Green,  for  the  Special  Committee,  Manchester 
Delegation:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  for  some  time  the  city  of 
Manchester  used  to  have  election  for  city  offices  in  October. 
Then  they  went  on  non-partisan  and  it  was  still  October.  Two 
year  ago,  they  went  back  to  partisan  and  the  election  was  set 
for  September.  It  was  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  all  present 
at  the  hearing  that  60  days  to  campaign  for  any  city  office  was 
too  long  and  they  wish  to  go  back  to  October.

ceased member  the  balance  of  his  compensation. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  believe  the  subject  mat- 
ter of  this  bill  is  known  to  the  members  of  the  Senate  already 
as  it  has  been  brought  to  our  attention  by  Senator  Lamontagne. 
It  takes  care  of  the  salary  of  a  member  of  the  Legislature  who 
dies  during  his  term.  By  amendment,  it  would  make  the  money 
payable  to  the  spouse  rather  than  to  the  estate.  The  bill  pro- 
vides that  if  a  member  dies  during  the  term  of  the  Legislature, 
the  salary  will  be  paid  to  the  widow,  or  widower,  if  there  be 
one,  and  if  not,  to  the  estate." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  45,  requiring  surety  bonds  for  municipal  court  clerks. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass 
with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  45 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  adding  after  the  word 
"courts"  in  the  eighth  line  the  following,  as  established  by  RSA 
502:26-a,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1  Surety  Bonds.  Amend  RSA  502:16  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  502:16 
Surety  Bond  for  Clerks.  Each  clerk  of  a  municipal  court,  or 
each  justice  of  a  municipal  court  acting  as  clerk,  shall  furnish 
a  bond  of  a  reputable  surety  company,  for  the  proper  perform- 
ance of  his  duties,  in  the  form  and  amount  required  by  the 
administrative  committee  for  municipal  courts  as  established 
by  RSA  502:26-a.  The  premium  shall  be  paid  out  of  funds  re- 
ceived by  the  court. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  speaks  for  itself. 
It  provides  that  the  clerk  of  the  court  who  handles  the  money 
of  the  court,  or  the  justice  who  also  serves  as  Clerk,  shall  furnish 
a  bond.  I  have  never  heard  of  a  Clerk  defaulting,  but  there  was 
a  rather  serious  occasion  when  a  Clerk  died  owing  thousands 
of  dollars.  This  serves  the  same  purpose  as  any  bond.  It  takes 
care  of  the  funds.  The  amendment  which  was  offered  is  of  little

consequence  except  for  its  explanation.  The  bond  must  be  in 
the  form  required  by  the  municipal  court.  It  was  thought  that 
by  inserting  the  Chapter  and  Page  —  it  would  be  helpful  to 
have  that  reference  inserted  and  that  is  what  the  amendment 
does." 

Senator  Drake  inquired  of  Senator  Rainie:  "What  is  the 
specified  amount?" 

Senator  Green:  "The  bond  is  passed  on  the  amount  of 
funds  being  handled.  Up  to  $3,000,  there  is  only  a  charge  of 
$10  per  year."

Amendment  to  HB  60 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Support.  Amend  RSA  458:31 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  31  Orders  for  Support  of  Spouse.  Whenever  a  hus- 
band fails,  without  justifiable  cause  to  provide  suitable  support 
for  his  wife  or  deserts  her,  or  if  the  wife  for  justifiable  cause  is 
actually  living  apart  from  her  husband,  or  if  the  husband  is 
deserted  by  the  wife,  or  is  actually  living  apart  from  his  wife  for 
justifiable  cause,  the  superior  court,  upon  his  or  her  petition, 
or  if  insane  by  his  or  her  guardian  or  next  friend,  may  restrain 
the  husband  or  wife  from  interfering  with  the  personal  liberty 
of  the  other  and  from  entering  the  tenement  wherein  the  other 
resides,  may  grant  temporarily  and  permanently  the  custody, 
care  and  education  of  their  minor  children,  if  any,  and  may 
make  reasonable  allowance  for  support  of  the  wife  and  children, 
all  subject  to  such  limitations  and  conditions  as  the  court  may 
deem  just.  The  domicile  requirements  of  RSA  458:4,  5  and  6 
shall  not  apply  to  this  section;  and  the  court  may  grant  relief 
hereunder  to  a  nonresident  plaintiff  if  the  defendant  is  a  resi- 
dent of  this  state. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  relates  to  the  support 
of  a  spouse  with  special  reference  to  the  matter  of  place  of  resi- 
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dence  or  domicile.  The  present  law  gives  the  right  to  procedure 
on  behalf  of  a  spouse  who  lives  outside  the  state  who  wishes  to 
recover  property  from  a  spouse,  or  former  spouse,  who  lives  in 
New  Hampshire.  Under  regular  law,  the  spouse  must  be  a 
resident  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  Suppose  a  man  and 
woman  have  children  and  are  divorced  in  another  state.  The 
husband  comes  to  this  state  and  lives  here.  The  wife  is  dom- 
iciled outside  the  state.  Under  present  law,  the  wife  cannot 
come  to  this  state  and  file  suit  for  support.  This  works  the  other 
way.  If  a  wife  has  all  the  property,  he  cannot  come  here  and  sue 
her  without  first  having  established  a  domicile  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire," 

Senator  English  inquired  if  this  procedure  was  usual  in 
other  states. 

Senator  Rainie  replied  in  the  affirmative  and  stated  that  he 
believed  it  recommended  itself  to  the  average  person  and  that 
it  is  a  very  reasonable  and  sensible  thing. 

Senator  Green:  "This  does  not  give  the  spouse  the  right  to 
bring  a  divorce  action.  This  bill  is  the  trend  throughout  the 
country." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  results  from  the 
deliberations  of  the  Governor's  Committee  for  Better  Libraries. 
The  changes  have  been  approved  by  persons  chiefly  concerned 
and  the  Committee  has  been  able  to  discover  no  one  who  ob- 
jects."

Through  some  mis- 
understanding, he  did  not  attend  the  hearing.  I  would  appre- 
ciate the  Senate  going  along  with  my  motion.  ..." 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  I  should  explain 
that  HB  127  as  originally  introduced  applied  only  to  the  new 
office  building.  The  House  Appropriations  Committee  added 
the  dormitories  at  Keene  and  Plymouth  and  that  was  the  way 
that  we  received  the  bill  as  amended  from  the  House  Appro- 
priations Committee.  Both  projects  are  self  liquidating.  No  one 
offered  anything  different  at  the  hearing.  I  would  point  out 
that  the  State  Treasurer  pointed  out  to  us  that  we  would  be 
saving  $500,000." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  have  no  objection  to  the  motion  for 
reconsideration  if  the  bill  is  to  be  recommitted  to  the  Finance 
Committee." 

Senator  Drake:  "It  is  my  recollection  that  we  did  hear  this 
bill  and  that  we  did  discuss  this  matter.  I  speak  in  opposition  to 
reconsideration." 

Senator  Martel:  "I  was  never  made  aware  that  Chapter  264 
of  the  1961  session  laws  had  been  amended  to  reduce  from  20 
years  to  10  years.  I  believe  it  would  be  well  to  recommit  this 
bill." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Hodgdon:  "Did  the 
Governor's  legislative  assistant  appear  before  your  committee 
on  this  bill?" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied  in  the  negative. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  support  the  motion  to 
reconsider.  I  believe  that  we  as  public  servants  should  be  will- 
ing for  the  administration  to  have  a  second  chance  if  they  missed 
the  first  one.  I  believe  that  the  legislative  assistant  of  the  Gover- 
nor should  have  the  right  to  appear.  We  should  also  give  a  cer- 
tain amount  of  courtesy  to  Senator  Martel  —  I  am  in  favor  of 
the  motion  to  reconsider," 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  speak  in  support 
of  the  motion.  I  personally  feel  that  there  is  no  harm  in  this 
bill  being  recommitted  back  to  the  Committee  on  Finance.  If 
there  is  any  chance  to  save  the  state  funds,  it  should  be  con- 
sidered. I  see  no  harm  in  recommitting  the  bill." 
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Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  support  of  the 
motion.  I  agree  with  the  remarks  that  if  somebody  slipped  and 
made  a  mistake  in  not  appearing  before  the  committee  to  voice 
the  sentiments  now  being  expressed  by  representatives  of  the 
Governor  at  the  present  time,  they  should  be  given  an  oppor- 
tunity. I  am  not  saying  how  I  would  vote  if  the  committee 
brings  this  bill  back  the  same  way  as  it  was  voted  on  yesterday, 
but  I  do  think  the  administration  should  be  given  another 
chance." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  sentiments  of  Senator 
Green  are  mine.  I  believe  that  if  the  Governor  feels  that  some- 
thing has  been  done  here  which  will  interfere  with  his  financial 
plans  that  we  ought  to  give  consideration  to  it.  If  there  has  been 
some  misunderstanding,  I  do  hope  that  the  Senate  will  give  the 
Governor  and  ourselves  the  courtesy  of  reconsidering  this 
matter." 

The  President  declared  a  one  minute  Recess.  He  requested 
Senators  Rainie,  Green  and  Martel  to  meet  with  him  during 
the  Recess. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President, 
I  withdraw  my  motion  for  reconsideration  at  this  time  and 
move  that  the  Senate  request  the  Secretary  of  State  to  send  back 
to  the  Senate  the  above  mentioned  bill. 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Green. 

Senator  Drake  inquired  of  Senator  Martel:  "What  will 
your  further  action  be?" 

Senator  Green:  "The  motion  for  reconsideration  is  out  of 
order  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  bill  has  left  the  hands  of  the 
Senate." 

The  President  requested  the  Clerk  to  obtain  the  bill  from 
the  Secretary  of  State. 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President, 
if  a  bill   leaves  the  Senate  without  an  appropriation  and  is 
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amended  in  the  House  for  an  appropriation  and  comes  back  to 
the  Senate,  what  is  the  action  of  the  Senate?" 

The  President:  "The  request  to  concur  would  not  be  in 
order  without  suspension  of  the  rules  because  the  bill  would 
have  to  be  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee." 

Senator  Battles:  "What  recommendation  could  the  Finance 
Committee  make?" 

The  President:  "The  Finance  Committee  could  either 
recommend  concurrence  with  the  House  in  the  amendment  or 
could  recommend  that  we  non  concur,  in  which  case,  ultimately 
a  Committee  of  Conference  would  be  requested." 

Senator  Battles:  "In  any  case,  they  cannot  change  the 
amendment?" 

The  President:  "No,  sir." 


The  President  announced  that  the  suggested  date  of  Wed- 
nesday, May  15th,  had  been  set  for  the  visit  to  Pease  Air  Base. 

Senator  Monahan  stated  that  he  believes  that  the  Senate 
should  firm  up  the  date  of  the  visit  for  May  15th.

The  President  announced  that  the  Clerk  had  returned  from 
the  Secretary  of  State's  office  and  that  HB  127,  relative  to  bonds 
for  dormitories  at  the  state  teachers  colleges  and  for  the  new 
office  building,  is  now  in  the  possession  of  the  Senate.

Senator  Drake:  "As  a  member  of  the  Finance  Committee 
who  spoke  in  opposition,  I  would  remove  my  opposition  to  this 
motion  in  courtesy  to  Senator  Martel  who  has  always  worked 
long  and  hard  with  us,  and  also  out  of  courtesy  to  the  Governor," 

Senator  Martel:  "I  wish  to  thank  Senators  Drake  and  Bat- 
tles for  their  support  and  I  would  make  it  a  matter  of  record 
again  that  the  legislative  assistant  to  the  Governor  made  it  plain 
to  me  this  morning,  that  he  spoke  to  some  individual,  I  suppose 
it  must  have  been  to  a  member  of  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee.  Whether  it  was  by  intent  or  not,  I  do  not  know. 
You  may  rest  assured  that  this  will  not  happen  again." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  for  reconsideration  carried 
unanimously. 


On  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  Senate  voted  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  ordered  the 
above  entitled  bill  to  a  third  reading.

Amendment  to  HB  209 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Manchester 
Police  Force.  Each  member  of  the  regular  police  force  of  the 
city  of  Manchester,  when  serving  at  the  polls  on  any  election 
day,  including  primaries,  shall  receive  over  and  above  his  regu- 
lar salary,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  eighty-seven  and  one-half 
cents  per  hour,  the  same  hourly  rate  as  regular  officers.  2  Takes 
Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  when  it  shall  have  been  adopted 
by  an  affirmative  vote  by  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  of 
the  city  of  Manchester. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  as  originally  intro- 
duced and  passed  by  the  House  provided  that  the  members  of 
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the  regular  and  reserve  police  force  of  the  city  of  Manchester 
be  paid  $1,871/9  per  hour  over  and  above  regular  salary  on  elec- 
tion days  and  primary  days.  There  was  a  hearing  held  by  the 
Special  Delegation  in  Manchester  and  the  committee  was  unani- 
mous in  its  amendment  to  strike  out  the  word  'reserve'  so  that 
this  act  will  apply  only  to  the  members  of  the  regular  force.  In 
addition,  and  going  along  with  home  rule,  it  provides  that  this 
act  shall  take  effect  only  after  adoption  by  the  Mayor  and  Alder- 
men of  the  city  of  Manchester." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  appreciate  it  very  much  if  the  following  amend- 
ment to  HB  47,  relating  to  the  conduct  of  sweepstake  races  and 
the  sale  of  tickets  there,  might  be  printed  in  the  Journal  of  to- 
day." 
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The  President:   "Without  objection,  it  is  so  ordered." 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Martel:  "Mr,  President, 
I  wish  to  make  a  clarification  of  my  remarks  made  during  yes- 
terday's session.  I  wish  to  correct  any  misunderstanding  or 
wrong  impressions  that  my  remarks  may  have  made.  As  to  sav- 
ings, it  is  only  to  provide  that  sum  to  go  into  the  general  fund 
by  changing  the  10  year  plan  to  20  year  plan  in  covering  all  the 
articles  that  come  under  Chapter  264  of  the  1961  session  laws. 
If  I  did  create  any  other  impression,  I  apologize." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  that  the  record 
should  be  clear  that  this  Committee  did  consider  this  proposal. 
I  consider  that  any  administration  program  as  important  as 
this  should  not  have  ridden  in  on  another  bill,  but  should  have 
been  introduced  as  a  bill  to  stand  on  its  own  merits.  This  bill 
was  originally  introduced  for  a  special  purpose,  with  no  rela- 
tionship to  the  administration.  I  believe  the  administration 
should  have  prepared  their  own  bill  and  introduced  same." 


The  President  recognized  Senator  English:  "Mr.  President, 
the  Education  Committee  has  posted  a  hearing  for  W^ednesday, 
April  10th  on  SB  68,  establishing  a  state  board  of  higher  educa- 
tion for  governing  all  institutions  engaged  in  post-secondary 
education.  There  may  be  a  change  in  the  date  of  hearing  on 
this  bill.  I  will  have  the  information  about  this  this  afternoon, 
so  please  check  the  Journal.  There  may  or  may  not  be  a  change 
in  date  of  hearinsf." 


The  President  recognized  Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  wish  to  announce  that  on  next  Tuesday,  on  the  Plaza, 
there  will  be  a  mobile  safety  show  case  which  is  sponsored  by 
the  Automobile  Manufacturers  Association.  You  will  have  to 
go  through  the  mobile  show  case  yourself  to  see  the  things  that 
they  have  made  available.  It  is  their  way  of  bringing  to  us  the 
new  designs  and  proposals  for  us  in  the  safety  of  automobiles. 
It  is,  of  course,  not  possible  for  us  to  go  to  Detroit  to  view  these 
safety  creations,  so  they  are  bringing  this  mobile  show  case 
here  to  us.  Very  shortly,  there  will  be  introduced  a  compact  rela- 
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tive  to  safety  equipment  and  I  am  sure  a  visit  to  this  mobile 
show  case  will  be  helpful.  If  adopted,  this  will  solve  many  of 
the  problems  that  we  have  had  in  past  years.  There  were  27 
states  who  had  to  have  their  statutes  changed  before  they  could 
install  dual  beam  headlights  and  there  were  33  states  whose 
statutes  had  to  be  changed  before  seal  beam  headlights  could 
be  installed.  It  is  important  for  the  Legislatures  in  the  states 
to  be  able  to  adopt  legislation  so  that  something  that  is  a  proven 
safety  measure  can  be  made  available  to  the  automotive  public. 
I  urge  all  of  you,  if  you  have  the  time,  to  go  through  the  auto- 
mobile show  case  to  obtain  suo^aestions."

The  President  recognized  Senator  Lamontagne;  who  in- 
quired of  Senator  Monahan:  "In  today's  Manchester  Union, 
there  is  a  statement  made  by  you  —  I  would  ask  that  it  be  clari- 
fied —  that  I  have  given  exact  or  even  dollars  instead  of  esti- 
mates in  the  matter  of  money  coming  to  the  cities  and  towns 
from  the  sweepstakes  bill." 

Senator  Monahan  replied:  "In  my  district,  you  have  round- 
ed out  the  dollars  and  cents  which  shows  that  it  is  not  an  esti- 
mate. If  your  break  down  had  not  been  down  to  even  dollars 
and  cents,  it  might  be  considered  an  estimate,  but  it  is  a  very 
firm  and  fixed  figure." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Is  it  not  true  that  on  the  record  in 
this  Senate  I  have  stated  repeatedly  that  it  was  just  an  estimate?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "That  is  true,  but  not  many  people  read 
the  records  of  the  Senate." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "This  has  been  brought  to  my  atten- 
tion —  I  am  sure  that  all  the  Senators  understood  me.  I  said 
that  I  would  stand  on  my  figures  and  I  still  stand  on  them.  They 
are  not  exact  dollars  and  cents  —  only  an  estimate.  I  don't  care 
whether  it  is  a  budget  or  revenue  received  from  tobacco,  liquor 
or  any  other  revenue  in  this  state,  I  am  sure  that  the  General 
Court  only  looks  at  this  revenue  as  an  estimate  and  not  exact 

dollars  and  cents."

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President, 
a  question  for  information  only  —  the  budget  books  that  were 
passed  around  to  us  this  year  —  am  I  correct  that  there  are  no 
line  items  and  if  not,  may  I  inquire  why?" 
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Senator  Hodgdon  replied  in  the  negative  and  stated  that 
he  did  not  know  why,  stated  that  there  were  line  items  in  the 
separate  budgets. 

Senator  Holmes  inquired:  "Am  I  correct  that  the  previous 
budget  for  1961  did  carry  line  items'" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied  that  he  was  not  a  member  then 
and  did  not  have  that  information. 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  would  like  to  ask,  if  you  wish  to  know 
salaries  earned  by  certain  people  working  for  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire,  where  may  an  ordinary  Senator  find  out  this  in- 
formation? Where  may  I  get  that  information?  I  know  of  no 
matter  that  concerns  the  general  public  more  than  what  in- 
dividuals earn  working  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  I  would 
just  like  to  know  where  we  can  get  some  information  on  that 
subject.  Does  personnel  put  out  a  list  such  as  this  for  general 
information?" 

Senator  Battles:  "I  expect  the  information  is  available  at 
the  comptroller's  office.  You  might  inquire  from  him.  I  am 
sure  that  he  has  the  information.  It  would  be  up  to  you  and  I 
would  be  willing  to  help." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  would  state  that  all  department  heads 
who  have  appeared  before  our  committee  must  be  familiar 
with  the  information  in  their  department." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  do  not  mean  that  any  department  head 
has  ever  refused.  I  found  the  previous  line  item  budget  more 
helpful." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  last  week,  I  brought  up 
this  same  issue.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  when  the  Senate  Fi- 
nance Committee  is  hearing  these  budgets,  the  department 
heads  must  have  information.  Senator  Hodgdon,  in  your  hear- 
ing these  budgets,  any  department  head  who  comes  in  with 
requests,  do  they  supply  you  with  a  break  down  of  names  or 
classification  of  jobs?" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied:  "Classifications  are  listed.  The 
budgets  that  we  work  on  are  made  up  and  supplied  to  us  by 
administration  and  control." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Do  you  ever  receive  information  as  to 
classification  of  jobs,  etc.?" 
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Senator  Hodgdon:  "If  we  ask  for  it,  they  will  supply  it. 
Sometimes  they  have  it  with  them  and  sometimes  they  have  to 
go  back  to  the  office  to  get  it." 

Senator  Hartman:  "There  is  no  one  report  that  covers  all 
this  detail?" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied  in  the  negative.  He  further  stated 
that  he  believed  this  sort  of  information  could  be  obtained 
through  the  personnel  department.

SB  72,  relative  to  the  appointment  of  the  tax  commissioner. 
(Hartman)  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  &:  Means. 

Committee  Rejiorts 

SB  54,  relative  to  the  duration  of  filing  of  financing  state- 
ments and  continuation  statements  under  the  Uniform  Com- 
mercial Code. 

Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inex- 
pedient to  legislate.  Subject  matter  covered  by  existing  statutes. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Madam  President,  the  bill  is  dealt  with 
under  the  Uniform  Commercial  Code  which  was  enacted  in 
1959.  This  transfer  to  the  code  involves  and  will  involve  for  a 
long  time  an  adjustment  on  the  part  of  lawyers,  business  men 
and  banks.  Formerly,  under  our  old  law  a  personal  property 
mortgage  was  filed  in  the  office  of  the  town  clerk.  This  is  in 
cases  where  the  town  owns  the  land  and  someone  else  owns  the 
building.  Under  the  old  law,  it  is  filed  in  two  places.  This  takes 
care  of  a  search  of  real  estate  in  looking  for  title.  Under  the 
old  law,  a  personal  property  mortgage  was  recorded  indefinitely 
without  renewal.  Under  the  Code,  it  has  to  be  renewed  every 
5  years.  This  is  to  take  care  of  a  situation  in  Hampton  w^iere 
there  are  many  of  these  buildings  on  town  land.  This  bill  in- 
tends that  we  go  back  to  the  old  plan.  We  had  quite  a  little 
trouble  with  this,  but  found  a  solution  in  the  Code.  On  Page 
558,  sub  division  382  —  A: 9-401.  This  bill  attempts  to  put  it 
in  the  code  of  personal  property.  This  is  a  special  provision 
which  takes  care  of  this  in  the  Code.  It  seemed  to  us  that  it 
would  be  very  unwise  to  attempt  to  change  this;  covering  a 
matter  that  is  already  taken  care  of  in  the  Code.  It  provides  that 
a  mortgage  on  such  a  building  as  this,  shall  be  recorded  as  per- 
sonal property.  That  is  why  we  have  voted  that  this  situation  is 
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covered  by  the  present  law  and  unanimously  voted  not  to  at- 
tempt the  change." 

Senator  Hunter  requested  the  exact  reference  again  and 
Senator  Rainie  provided  same. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  Inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

SB  62,  relative  to  disturbance  of  the  peace.  Senator  Rainie, 
for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legislate.  Sub- 
ject matter  covered  by  existing  legislation. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Madam  President,  this  bill  is  as  follows: 
When  a  person  should  assault  or  beat  another  —  provides  for 
sentence  of  6  months  and  not  more  than  1  year.  This  bill  is 
identical  with  the  statutes  at  the  present  time  except  for  the 
words,  or  disturb,  after  the  word,  break.  We  gave  this  matter 
consideration,  biu  were  imable  to  find  that  the  ^vords,  or  dis- 
turb, added  anything  to  the  bill  or  to  the  law.  Breaking  the 
lau^  or  disturbing  the  peace  are  identical  according  to  our  un- 
derstanding. Therefore,  ^ve  felt  that  it  ^vas  useless  to  add  this 
legislation  to  the  statutes." 

Senator  English  inquired  of  Senator  Rainie:  "In  my  dis- 
trict, would  the  continuous  barking  of  a  dog  come  under  this?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  don't  believe  so.  This  says  'person.'  I 
would  not  think  this  would  have  any  application." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Madam  President,  I  am  not  going  to 
ask  for  further  assistance,  but  I  would  like  to  leave  a  thought 
with  the  Senate  that  there  is  ambiguity  in  the  present  law.  It 
says  break  the  peace.  In  court,  this  has  to  do  Avith  disturbing 
the  peace.  All  I  asked  was  the  insertion  of  two  additional  words. 
I  listened  to  much  discussion  on  this  matter.  There  was  great 
discussion  about  adding  to  the  laAv.  I  agree,  but  adding  two 
words  would  not  seem  to  me  to  be  asking  too  much  to  clarify 
the  law  so  that  you  and  I  can  understand  this  as  well  as  the 
legal  mind.  We  would  like  to  know  as  people.  I  happen  to  be 
in  a  position  to  know  by  experience  that  disturbing  the  peace 
means  breaking  the  peace.  Although  it  sounds  silly  and  minor, 
but  in  the  language  of  the  man  in  the  street,  disturbing  the 
peace  and  breaking  the  peace  are  the  same  thing." 
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Senator  Green:  "As  far  as  the  statutes  are  concerned,  the 
word  'break'  is  a  word  used  in  all  indictments  in  referring  to 
disturbing  the  peace;  now  if  you  are  going  to  add  the  words, 
breaking  or  disturbing  the  peace,  speaking  as  a  defense  attorney, 
I  would  like  nothing  better  than  to  have  it  put  in.  It  would 
mean  that  most  complaints  could  be  thrown  out." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted 

Concurrent  Resolution  No.  7,  memorializing  Congress 
to  call  a  Convention  for  the  purpose  of  proposing  an  amend- 
ment to  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  relating  to 
Article  V  thereof.  Senator  Raine,  for  the  Committee  on  Judici- 
ary: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Madam  President,  at  the  present  time, 
two-thirds  of  the  States  can  report  to  the  Congress  identical 
Resolutions  for  a  change  in  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  After  that  has  been  done,  there  must  be  action  on  the 
part  of  the  Congress  to  follow  through  and  call  a  Convention. 
There  is  a  feeling  by  many  that  holding  up  a  matter  of  this 
kind  by  Congress  is  not  in  the  best  interest  of  the  country. 
This  does  not  lend  itself  to  a  proper  handling  of  affairs  covered 
by  the  Constitution.  This  Concurrent  Resolution  proposes 
that  after  t^vo-thirds  of  the  States  have  reported  action  on  a 
change  to  the  Constitution,  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  anything 
further  to  occur  except  that  three-fourths  of  the  State  shall  join 
in  that  action.  This  will  make  it  a  little  more  simple  to  arrange 
an  amendment  to  the  Constitution." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Madam  President,  I  would  like  to  add 
to  the  remarks  of  Senator  Rainie.  It  is  a  good  states'  rights 
amendment.  The  states  founded  this  union  and  if  we  can  pass 
this  Concurrent  Resolution,  I  am  all  for  it." 

The  above  Concurrent  Resolution  No.  7  was  unanimously 
adopted. 

SB  63,  relative  to  penalties  for  drunkenness.  Senator  Rainie, 
for    the    Committee    on   Judiciary:    Inexpedient    to    legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Madam  President,  this  has  to  do  with 
the  offenses  of  drunkenness  and  also  what  it  does  is  to  change 
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the  penalty  from  $25  to  $50.  That  is  the  only  change.  The  only 
change  is  the  amount  of  money  involved  in  the  fine.  I  have 
been  associated  with  the  municipal  court  for  10  years  from 
time  to  time  and  I  have  been  present  when  many,  many  drunks 
have  been  arraigned  and  fined  and  penalized.  It  was  stated  to 
the  Committee  that  $25  is  not  enough.  Young  kids  come  in, 
slap  down  the  $25,  practically  thumb  their  nose  so  to  speak. 
It  was  felt  that  there  was  no  need  to  duplicate  the  law  further 
by  adding  to  this.  We  felt  that  the  fine  of  $25  is  ample  for  this 
offense." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Madam  President,  I  hate  to  take  issue 
with  the  Judiciary  Committee  again  this  morning.  I  would 
like  to  say  that  I  don't  know  how  the  Judicial  group  feels  about 
the  difference  between  $25  and  $50  but  it  would  certainly 
make  me  think  twice.  I  would  like  to  point  this  out  —  this 
bill  was  written,  no  doubt,  by  legal  talent.  In  SB  63,  they  have 
used  the  identical  language  that  I  wished  to  use  in  SB  62." 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  support  of  the  committee  recom- 
mendation. Also  Senator  WHialen. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  33,  relating  to  date  of  the  primary  election.  Senators 
Rainie,  Holmes,  Green  and  Monahan,  for  a  Majority  of  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senators  Paquette  and  Martel,  for  a  Minority  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 

Senator  Martel:  "Madam  President,  I  propose  that  the 
report  of  the  Minority,  Inexpedient  to  legislate,  be  substituted 
for  that  of  the  Majority,  Ought  to  pass.  This  bill  as  amended  ir 
the  House,  provides  for  two  and  one-half  to  three  months  foi 
campaigning  on  the  part  of  candidates.  We  have  had  the 
September  primary  for  many  years.  In  my  Party's  Platform  a 
few  years  ago,  the  Democrats  had  this  change  in  their  Platform. 
At  that  time,  the  majority  party  defeated  that  legislation.  I 
am  surprised  that  his  legislation  is  now  being  supported.  It 
is  believed  that  this  will  help  to  perhaps  sooth  any  wounds 
that  may  have  been  opened  up  during  the  election  campaign 
to  candidates  who  run  for  higher  office.  I  am  only  concerned 
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at  the  present  time  with  those  of  us  who  serve  as  Representa- 
tives of  the  people  in  the  General  Court.  I  know  that  there 
might  be  some  merit  for  those  running  in  the  higher  posts. 
But  I  am  looking  at  it  for  those  of  us  who  serve  New  Hampshire 
on  the  state  level.  I  can  see  nothing  to  be  gained  by  being  on 
the  warpath  three  months  ahead  of  time.  This  early  Primary 
would  also  mean  increased  cost  not  only  for  the  candidates  but 
also  for  the  Party.  We  are  spending  enough  money  now.  This 
is  probably  the  first  instance  where  we  of  the  minority  will 
part  with  our  colleagues  of  the  majority  party.  ..." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Madam  President,  I  can  see  no  reason 
for  detailed  debate  on  this  matter.  I  think  Senator  Martel  has 
explained  his  stand.  I  would  like  to  read  from  our  Republican 
1958  Platform  in  which  we  were  in  favor  of  this  legislation.  I 
hope  the  Senate  will  reject  the  pending  motion." 

Senator  Battles:  "Madam  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in 
support  of  the  motion  to  substitute.  Although  I  am  a  member 
of  the  majority  party  in  the  Senate,  I  don't  feel  that  just  because 
I  am  a  Republican  that  I  must  be  completely  swayed  by  that 
factor.  I  support  the  motion  to  substitute." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Madam  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in 
opposition  to  the  motion  and  in  support  of  the  committee  re- 
port. We  have  all  heard  most  of  the  arguments  on  this  matter.  I 
would  like  to  say  that  I  have  found  campaigning  in  the  summer 
months  extremely  hard  and  trying.  I  have  supported  this 
legislation  before  when  it  was  not  a  Party  measure." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Madam  Chairman,  I  would  like  to 
stand  in  opposition  to  the  minority  report  and  in  support  of 
the  majority  report.  I  take  exception  to  the  discussion  that  we 
are  concerned  mainly  with  the  candidates.  I  do  not  feel  that 
this  is  so  much  the  feelings  of  the  candidates,  but  the  feelings 
of  the  party  workers.  The  candidates  seem  to  shed  this  pretty 
fast  after  the  Primary  is  over  but  the  workers  carry  it  for  a  long 
period  of  time.  I  think  this  added  time  would  benefit  this 
situation." 

Senator  Paquette  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion  to  substi- 
tute. 

Senator  Howard  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  minority  re- 
port and  to  the  motion  to  substitute. 
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On  a  vive  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  motion 
to  substitute  did  not  carry. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  the  committee  recom- 
mendation: Ought  to  pass. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Martel  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Drake,  Mitchell,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  How- 
ard, Dunlap,  Olson,  English,  Holmes,  Carter,  Rainie,  Green, 
Hartman,  Karkavelas,  Hunter  and  Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Paquette,  Martel,  Provost,  Chasse  and 
Battles. 

Seventeen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative  and 
six  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  pre- 
vailed, and  the  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock.

Dear  Mr.  Lecius: 

I  am  writing  this  letter  to  you  in  behalf  of  a  14  year  old 
boy  who  presently  is  in  the  Industrial  School  for  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  for  the  reason  that  neither  his  mother  who  is 
now  remarried,  or  his  father  cares  enough  about  him  to  take 
him  and  provide  a  home  for  him. 

This  14  year  old  boy,  as  a  result  of  minor  problems,  was 
sent  to  the  Industrial  School.  Mr.  Michael  Morello,  the  Super- 
intendent of  the  New  Hampshire  Industrial  School  has  recom- 
mended this  boy  for  return  to  society.  He  has  endeavored  very 
diligently  to  attempt  to  place  the  boy  through  all  mediums 
which  are  available  to  him.  This  media  is  very  sketchy  and 
limited  to  say  the  least.  Because  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
has  no  foster  home  for  boys  who  have  been  turned  down  by 
their  parents,  or  are  orphans,  we  are  faced  with  the  dilemma 
of  keeping  Paul  in  the  Industrial  School  because  of  the  failure 
on  the  part  of  our  society  to  provide  a  home  for  boys  such  as 
him,  boys  who  have  no  mother  or  father  and  yet  are  not  in  a 
position  to  be  considered  delinquents.  Now,  young  Paul  was 
sent  to  the  Industrial  School  for  a  series  of  juvenile  infractions. 
This  is  a  case  where  the  Superintendent  of  the  Industrial  School 
feels  that  the  boy  has  been  completely  rehabilitated  and  is 
recommending  him  to  be  released  to  the  free  community  and 
the  free  community  will  not  receive  him. 

I  know  it  may  seem  highly  unusual  that  a  judge  who  has 
sentenced  a  boy  to  the  Industrial  School  is  now  seeking  help 
to  have  a  home  found  for  the  boy  after  he  has  been  rehabilitated. 
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but  I  feel  that  I  should  do  everything  in  my  power  not  only 
to  see  that  justice  is  done  in  the  form  of  sitting  in  Juvenile 
Court,  but  also  to  see  that  our  young  citizens  are  given  an  op- 
portunity in  life  for  we  must  constantly  remind  ourselves  that 
our  heritasre  is  our  children  and  it  is  to  them  that  we  owe  a 
great  and  continuing  responsibility. 

If  you  could  be  kind  enough  to  help  to  find  this  young 
boy  a  home  either  in  a  rural  area,  or  for  that  matter  anywhere, 
we  would  be  very  glad  to  see  that  board  and  room  is  paid  to- 
gether with  any  medical  expenses  involved. 

Anything  you  could  do  in  this  respect  would  be  greatly 
appreciated  and  any  person  that  might  be  interested  in  discuss- 
ing this  case  with  my  representative  may  contact  the  clerk  of 
court.  Attorney  Russell  Widener  and  leave  their  name.

New  Hampshire  Sunday  News. 

"If  the  member  from  the  House  wants  information  regard- 
ing the  Department,  he  should  get  it  through  the  proper  chan- 
nels and  not  from  some  disgruntled  ex-trooper  Avho  has  re- 
tired. If  Colonel  Regan  had  resigned;  Chapter  106:A  Depart- 
ment of  Safety  106:A-3  Director  of  Divisions  states  that  the 
Director  of  Motor  Vehicles,  the  Director  of  State  Police  and 
the  Director  of  Safety  Services  will  be  appointed  by  the  Gover- 
nor and  Council  and  any  vacancies  in  such  offices  shall  be  filled 
in  the  saine  manner. 

"Colonel  Regan  could  have  gone  back  to  Nashua  to  his 
old  job  as  Chief  of  Police  at  more  money  than  he  is  receiving 
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as  Director  of  the  State  Police  but  chose  to  stay  with  Bob 
Rhodes. 

"Chapter  166.  An  act  to  Establish  a  Department  of  Safety 
was  enacted  by  the  House  and  Senate  and  signed  by  a  Republi- 
can Governor  and  is  today  a  well  administrated  State  Depart- 
ment and  its  Commissioner  Robert  Rhodes  is  respected  by 
the  people  in  his  department  and  the  Legislators  for  the  out- 
standing job  he  is  doing." 

The  presiding  officer  recognized  Senator  Lamontagne: 
"Madam  President,  special  privilege.  I  wish  to  show  what  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire  has  done  for  the  City  of  Berlin  with 
regard  to  winter  sports,  ski  jump,  etc.  We  were  very  fortunate 
in  having  Senators  here  today  who  were  Senators  here  last 
session  who  passed  this  legislation."

Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means. 

HB  335,  relating  to  the  discharge  or  removal  from  office 
of  county  employees.  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Execu- 
tive Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government. 

The  House  refuses  to  concur  with  the  Honorable  Senate 
in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill  sent  down  from  the 
Senate: 

SB  15,  relative  to  requirements  for  licenses  under  small 
loans  act. 

The  House  has  voted  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  its 
amendments  to  the  following  entitled  bills: 

HB  45,  requiring  surety  bonds  for  municipal  court  clerks. 

HB  48,  relative  to  public  libraries. 

HB  60,  relating  to  the  support  of  spouse. 

HB  209,  relative  to  extra  pay  for  the  police  force  in  the 
city  of  Manchester. 

The  House  has  voted  to  adopt  the  amendments  offered 
by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to  the  following  entitled 
Senate  Bill  and  asks  concurrence  by  the  Senate: 
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SB  21,  relative  to  liens  for  cleaning,  pressing,  laundering, 
etc. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  three  lines  of 
section  1  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Storage  Lien.  Amend  RSA  449:1  by  inserting  in  line 
3  thereof  after  the  word  "shall"  the  following  words,  place  in 
storage,  or,  and  by  inserting  after  the  word  "work"  in  the  sixth 
line  the  words,  or  storage,  so  that  said  section  as 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  Miss  Alexander  has 
explained  that  the  language  used  in  the  first  part  of  the  bill 
should  have  been  repeated  in  two  other  places.  Words  were 
left  out  and  our  action  will  perfect  the  bill." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  Senate  Concurred  in  adoption  of  amendments 
offered  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  to  the  above 
entitled  bill. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  211,  relative  to  the  establishment  of  a  cooperative 
school  district  in  the  Newfound  area. 

Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  It  is  proposed  to  establish 
a  co-operative  school  district  in  the  Newfound  area.  Additions 
are  to  be  made  to  the  Bristol  High  School  and  a  new  building 
or  buildings  constructed.  The  new  facilities  will  take  care  of 
the  immediate  needs  of  over  400  students  and  are  adapted  to  be 
expanded  to  nearly  double  that  number.  The  towns  involved 
are  Alexandria,  Bridgewater,  Bristol,  Danbury,  Groton,  Hebron 
and  New  Hampton. 

"The  basis  of  organization  for  this  co-operative  district 
differs  from  the  plans  usually  adopted  and  is  the  reason  for 
this  legislation.  Evidence  was  presented  at  the  hearing  indicat- 
ing wide-spread  approval  of  House  Bill  211." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  all  but  one  of  these 
towns  happen  to  be  in  my  district  and  I  am  happy  to  support 
the  bill." 
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Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  the  one  town  is  in  my 
district  and  I  am  in  favor  of  the  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  264,  relative  to  qualification  by  school  districts  for 
state  financial  aid.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on 
Education:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  HB  264  as  amended  by 
the  sponsor  would  provide  that  adjudication  of  requests  for 
students  to  go  as  tuition  students,  where  needed  courses  are 
not  offered  locally,  be  finally  determined  by  the  Superior  Court 
and  not  by  the  State  Board  of  Education.  In  uncontested  cases, 
the  School  Board  can  make  the  arrangements. 

"There  was  a  great  deal  of  opposition  to  the  Bill  on  the 
groimds  that  1)  it  would  cost  $50  or  more,  2)  very  much  ad- 
ditional time  and  trouble,  3)  the  Court  was  not  particularly 
qualified  to  rule  on  such  matters,  and  4)  perhaps  the  most 
significant  of  all,  that  there  exists  no  criticism  of  the  action 
taken  on  these  cases  by  the  State  Board.  Representative  Steven- 
son felt  that  the  State  Board  was  tending  to  over-favor  tuition- 
ing  of  students  but  did  not  cite  any  specific  cases.  More  than 
75  people  attended  the  hearing.  Those  opposing  the  bill  very 
greatly  outnumbered  those  who  saw  some  merit  in  the  proposal. 

"Briefly,  the  bill  would  appear  to  make  a  change  in  a  situa- 
tion in  which  the  great  majority  concerned  found  no  reason 
for  a  change." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  adopted 
the  recommendation  of  the  committee  on  Education,  inexpedi- 
ent to  legislate,  on  the  above  entitled  bill.

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  285,  relative  to  investments  for  savings  banks.  Senator 
Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  Sc  Insurance:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  simply  adds  to 
the  list  of  corporations  and  utilities  that  the  savings  banks  of 
the  State  can  invest  in.  Presently,  they  cannot  invest  in  utilities. 
They  feel  that  it  would  be  a  good  investment  to  invest  in  utili- 
ties. Representatives  of  savings  banks  and  Bankers  Association 
and  the  Bank  Commissioner  appeared  in  favor  and  spoke  in 
support  of  the  bill.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  181,  relating  to  the  purchase  of  data  processing  systems 
by  insurance  companies.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee 
■  on  Banks  &:  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  allow 
insurance  companies,  other  than  life  insurance  companies,  to 
invest  up  to  5%  of  their  assets  for  data  processing  systems,  to 
be  amortized  over  10  years.  Already,  life  insurance  companies 
were  concerned.  It  allows  a  5%  limitation  —  it  is  up  to  them 
recommendation  was  approved  by  the  Commissioner  and  the 
Deputy  Commissioner  was  present;  also  representatives  of  the 
Savings  Bank  Association  and  from  the  Bankers  Association, 
and  the  Insurance  Company  Association.  All  at  the  hearing 
approved  of  the  bill  and  the  committee  was  unanimous  in  the 
report  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Green  inquired  of  Senator  Holmes:  "Why  do  we 
have  to  pass  a  law  to  allow  this.?" 

Senator  Holmes:  "The  Deputy  Commissioner  explained 
that  it  was  the  amount  of  money  that  they  could  invest  in  pro- 
portion to  the  amount  of  their  assets.  The  casualty  companies 
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were  concerned.  It  allows  a  5%  limitation  —  it  is  up  to  them 
whether  they  wish  to  buy  or  rent.  It  is  the  amount  that  is  to 
be  regulated." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "What  if  this  insurance  company 
wishes  to  purchase  typeAvriters,  and  other  equipment,  would 
that  require  a  bill?" 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  my  understanding  was 
that  typewriters  do  come  under  this.  It  is  a  capital  investment 
sheet.  This  particular  bill  deals  with  per  cent." 

Senator  Karkavelas  inquired:  "Does  this  have  reference 
to  revenue  as  far  as  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  is  concerned'" 

Senator  Holmes:  "No.  The  Insurance  Commissioner  regu- 
lates many  things  regarding  insurance  companies.  Many  states 
have  this  regulation." 

Senator  Whalen  presiding. 

The  presiding  officer  recognized  Senator  Dunlap:  "Mr. 
President,  perhaps  it  might  be  helpful  to  know  or  reflect  and 
recall  that  the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  charged  with  setting 
insurance  rates  in  the  public  interest  and  that  any  investment 
that  becomes  a  part  of  an  insurance  company's  capital  assets, 
and  thereby  can  be  liquidated,  directly  affects  the  rate  base, 
so  for  example,  if  the  New  Hampshire  company  puts  in  one- 
half  million  dollars  in  computer  type  of  equipment,  it  has  a 
special  effect  on  the  rate  that  the  company  may  submit  as  a 
fair  rate  to  the  public  and  so  the  commissioner  must  watch 
this  type  of  thing." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Chasse  inquired:  "This  increase  in  investment  of 
money  from  1%  to  5%,  would  that  not  cut  down  the  liability 
in  that  current  year,  then  they  could  coiue  to  the  commissioner 
and  say  that  they  must  increase  their  rates?" 

Senator  Dunlap:  "I  think  that  you  have  hit  the  nail  on 
the  head.  Perhaps  it  might  be  helpful  to  reflect  on  the  tele- 
phone company  and  the  public  utilities.  When  they  apply  for 
an  additional  rate,  they  put  every  bit  of  equipment,  etc.  in  this 
request  and  they  make  application  depending  —  if  you  depreci- 
ate over  5  years,  you  have  a  much  greater  expense  in  5  years 
than  if  you  depreciate  over  20  years.  In  this  case,  the  commis- 
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sioner  plays  an  important  part.  You  could  have  a  tremendous 
valuation  —  if  you  let  them  amortize  over  a  shorter  rather  than 
a  longer  period  of  time  and  if  you  let  them  invest  beyond  a 
safe  reserve  margin." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Karkavelas  moved,  seconded  by  Senator  Provost, 
that  further  consideration  of  the  above  entitled  bill  and  report 
be  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next  Tuesday  morning 
at  11:01  and  spoke  in  support  thereof. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objection,  but 
I  don't  think  that  we  can  ever  bring  to  you  in  here  the  com- 
plicated actuarial  process.  If  you  have  a  direct  question  to  make 
to  the  commissioner,  that  you  think  this  procedure  would  re- 
sult in  a  higher  rate  —  I  don't  think  you  have  any  cause  for 
fear  —  this  ^vill  be  taken  care  of  by  the  Insurance  Commis- 
sioner." 

Senator  Battles:  "It  seems  to  me  that  if  Senator  Karkavelas 
is  going  to  ask  the  committee  to  bring  in  certain  information 
that  the  committee  should  at  least  be  in  possession  of  the  bill. 
I  would  move  that  the  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee 
on  Banks  &:  Insurance." 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  would  appreciate  it  very 
much  if  this  could  be  done. 

Senator  Karkavelas  withdrew  his  motion  for  Special  Order 
on  the  above  bill. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  voted  to  recommit  the  above  entitled  bill  to 
the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance  for  further  study. 

The  presiding  officer  declared  a  one  minute  Recess. 

(Recess) 
The  Senate  re-assembled. 
Senator  Dunlap  presiding. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  26,  relative  to  probate  of  wills.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  my  discussion,  I  wish 
to  take  up  also  the  other  four  bills  that  the  committee  is  also 
reporting  as  inexpedient  to  legislate,  SB  42,  SB  43,  SB  47  and 
SB  53,  all  running  along  these  same  lines.  The  position  of  Di- 
rector of  Charitable  Trusts  was  created  in  19511  and  the  salary 
provided  was  $3,700.  Ernest  D'Amours  was  named  the  Director 
and  he  has  served  in  that  capacity  ever  since.  He  makes  an  an- 
nual report,  dealing  with  charitable  trusts.  He  may  have  a  law 
clerk  and  clerical   assistance  within   the   limitation  of  funds. 
Ernest  D'Amours  has  served  well  and  he  was  the  active  pro- 
ponent of  these  five  bills.  They  all  have  to  do  with  the  enlarge- 
ment of  scope  of  his  department,  and  created  a  very  great  inter- 
est and  objection  on  the  part  of  many  responsible  people  in 
the  state,  including  lawyers  from  all  parts  of  the  state.  We  had 
tAvo  long  hearings  on  these  bills  and  it  caused  the  committee 
considerable  concern  and  we  considered  the  matter  very  serious- 
ly. Although  the  room  was  filled  on  two  occasions,  this  bill 
had  no  support  except  from  the  Director  of  Charitable  Trusts. 
In  SB  43,  had  to  do  with  fees  —  we  asked  several  questions, 
but  really  received  no  sound  information.  I  do  not  wish  to 
create  any  embarrassment  to  Mr.  D'Amours,  but  the  fact  re- 
mains that  he  was  the  only  one  who  appeared  for  these  5  bills. 
The  attorney  general  did  not  appear  and  I  have  been  informed 
that  Mr.  D'Amours  did  not  discuss  these  bills  with  him.  The 
attorney  general  is  neither  for  or  against  these  bills.  They  do 
not  have  his  active  support.  In  the  matter  of  SB  43  which  pro- 
vided for  fees.  While  the  money  would  not  be  coming  direct 
to  his  department,  it  was  felt  that  in  some  way  it  might  come 
to  him  indirectly.  He  spoke  of  having  only  one  assistant  who 
had  more  than  she  could  possibly  handle.  But  when  asked  for 
figures,  etc.  to  substantiate  this  point,  we  were  unable  to  obtain 
any  facts.  SB  47,  which  provides  for  filing  trust  instruments. 
These  five  bills  are  all  very  closely  connected  and  the  fact  re- 
mains that  no  one  appeared  in  support  except  Mr.  D'Amours. 
The  committee  took  all  these  bills  into  consideration  in  their 
entirety.  It  was  felt  that  the  department  was  to  increase  its  con- 
trol over  charitable  trusts.  I  was  unable  to  find  out  just  what 
improvements  could  be  expected.  There  was  a  very  great  inter- 
est in  these  bills  and  it  covered  a  wide  area.  The  committee 
was  naturally  impressed  by  the  fact  that  nobody  appeared  for 
the  bills  except  the  man  who  was  going  to  have  a  job  greatly

increased.  $3700  would  not  be  anywheres  near  enough  for 
this  increased  load.  Perhaps  twelve  or  fifteen  bankers  and  trust 
officers  appeared  at  each  hearing  from  all  parts  of  the  state 
and  nobody  supported  him  or  the  bill.  It  left  us  in  the  situation 
where  we  could  not  get  any  direct  answer.  All  present  felt  that 
the  situation  was  well  in  hand  at  the  present  time  and  the 
situation  did  not  call  for  any  greater  supervision  than  at  the 
present  time." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  the  committee  gave  ample 
consideration  to  all  of  these  bills.  I  introduced  them  at  the  re- 
quest of  Mr.  D 'Amours." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  recommendation  of  the 
committee,  inexpedient  to  legislate. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  recommendation  of  the  committee 
was  adopted. 

SB  42,  defining  charitable  trusts  covered  by  supervision. 

Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inex- 
pedient to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  recommendation  of  the  committee, 
inexpedient  to  legislate,  was  adopted. 

SB  43,  relative  to  fees  payable  with  filing  of  charitable 
trust  reports. 

Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inex- 
pedient to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee, inexpedient  to  legislate,  was  adopted. 

SB  47,  relative  to  filing  trust  instruments.  Senator  Rainie, 
for  the  Committee  on  Jtidiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee, inexpedient  to  legislate,  was  adopted. 

SB  53,  relative  to  trustee's  compensation.  Senator  Rainie, 
for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  recommendation  of  the  commit- 
tee, inexpedient  to  legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  207,  providing  immunity  from  liability  in  emergency 
cases.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  207 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  lines  7  and 
8  the  words  "provided  such  treatment  is  rendered  with  due  care" 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1  Physi- 
cians and  Surgeons.  Amend  RSA  329  by  inserting  after  section 
24  the  following  new  section:  329:25  Emergency  Treatment. 
No  person,  authorized  to  practice  medicine  under  this  chapter 
or  under  the  laws  of  any  other  state,  who,  in  good  faith,  renders 
emergency  care  at  the  scene  of  an  emergency,  without  making 
any  charge  therefor,  shall  be  liable  for  any  civil  damages  as  a 
result  of  acts  or  omissions  by  such  person  in  rendering  such 
emergency  care,  or  as  a  result  of  any  act  or  failure  to  act  to  pro- 
vide or  arrange  for  further  medical  treatment  or  care. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  it  seems  that  again  I  must 
take  issue  with  the  Judiciary  group.  It  concerns  one  word  again.

Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  122 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Specific  Devises.  Amend  RSA  554:16  so  that  it  shall  read 
as  follows:  554:16  Redemption  of  Property.  The  administrator, 
if  there  be  sufficient  assets,  shall  redeem  all  property  of  the 
deceased  under  mortgage,  pledge  or  levy  of  execution  for  less 
than  its  value,  or  which  if  unredeemed  would  diminish  the 
value  of  the  estate,  unless  he  shall  by  license  sell  it  subject  to 
maladministration  and  waste.  Provided  however,  when  real 
the  encumbrance;  and  neglect  so  to  redeem  shall  be  deemed 
estate  under  mortgage  is  specifically  devised,  the  devisee  shall 
take  such  real  estate  subject  to  the  mortgage,  unless  the  testator 
in  his  will  or  by  insurance  has  provided  expressly  or  by  neces- 
sary implication  that  such  mortgage  be  otherwise  paid;  and  if 
the  note  or  obligation  of  the  testator  secured  by  such  mortgage 
be  paid  out  of  other  property  in  his  estate  after  his  decease,  the 
executor  of  his  will,  at  the  request  of  any  person  interested, 
and  by  leave  of  the  probate  court  shall  sell  such  specifically  de- 
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vised  real  estate  for  the  purpose  of  satisfying  the  estate  of  the 
testator  for  the  amount  so  paid,  together  with  the  costs  and 
expenses  thereof. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  problem  here  had 
to  do  with  insured  mortgages.  Now  suppose  the  testator  has 
a  mortgage  which  is  insured.  Who  gets  the  benefit  of  the  in- 
surance? Does  it  go  to  clear  up  the  mortgage  or  does  it  go  into 
the  estate,  leaving  the  person  who  gets  the  property  with  the 
mortgage  as  an  encumbrance?  This  amendment  is  calculated  to 
use  the  money  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  intended;  to 
clear  up  the  payment  of  the  mortgage,  as  undoubtedly  he  in- 
tended that  this  be  done:  That  the  person  to  whom  the  property 
is  left  under  the  will  shall  take  it  out,  not  only  with  the  benefits, 
but  with  the  encumbrances.  This  will  clear  all  these  problems. 
It  will  prevent  the  beneficiary  from  spending  the  money  for  a 
new  car  instead  of  paying  off  the  mortgage  on  the  house." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

was  cut  down  to  six  months.  Since  his  death  in  1935,  in  trying 
to  erase  the  mark  in  future  years,  I  was  able  to  have  his  dishon- 
orable discharge  changed  to  an  honorable  condition.  This 
makes  him  eligible  for  the  World  War  I  bonus.  He  is  already 
deceased  and  this  claim  is  being  made  by  his  widow.  I  feel  that 
this  is  a  private  bill  and  ^ve  can  save  the  cost  of  printing.  I  have 
all  the  information  on  the  case  on  my  desk  and  will  supply  any 
information.  I  would  move  that  the  printing  of  the  above  Joint 
Resolution  be  dispensed  with." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Drake, 
the  printing  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  if  there  is  no  objection,  I 
would  like  to  move  that  the  rules  be  suspended  to  dispense  with 
referral  to  committee  and  that  the  joint  resolution  be  placed 
on  its  third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present  time.

HB  240,  relating  to  service  exemption.  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  &  Veterans  Affairs:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  strikes  out  the 
word  're-enlistment'  insofar  as  World  War  I  service  is  con- 
cerned. Under  the  statutes,  anyone  who  has  served  90  days  in 
active  service,  World  War  I  service,  was  permitted  to  have  an 
exemption  under  the  law.  The  statute  as  has  been  enacted 
provided  that  if  they  served  after  November  12th  and  before 
July  2,  1921  and  had  re-enlisted  they  were  considered  veterans 
of  World  War  I  even  though  their  90  days  had  not  been 
completed  before  November  11th.  This  was  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  committee  by  Roy  London  and  Frank  Saw- 
yer of  the  American  Legion.  Some  were  drafted  in  October 
and  went  overseas  with  the  army  occupation.  They  served  ten 
or  twelve  months  but  never  re-enlisted  and  were  not  considered 
veterans.  According  to  Mr.  Sawyer,  there  are  about  8  or  9 
thousand  veterans  who  were  in  this  group,  and  possibly  50 
from  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  All  this  bill  does  is  to  pro- 
vide if  anyone  served  90  days  in  World  War  I  from  April  6, 
1917  to  November  11,  1918,  they  still  continued  to  serve  after 
the  armistice  and  then  came  out  of  the  service,  they  would 
still  be  considered  as  veterans  of  World  War  I  as  it  stands  on 
the  statutes.  The  committee  was  unanimous  in  its  recommenda- 
tion that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Hunter  inquired:  "What  is  the  real  purpose  of 
this  bill?" 

Senator  Green:  "It  makes  them  eligible  for  the  exemption 
in  the  property  tax." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  137,  relative  to  passenger  tramways.  Senator  Hunter, 
for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:

Amendment  to  HB  137

after  section  10  the  following  new  section.  225-A:  1  Ob  Review 
of  Plans  and  Inspections.  Prior  to  the  construction  of  a  new, 
or  the  alteration  of  an  existing,  passenger  tramway,  the  operator 
or  prospective  operator  shall  submit  plans  and  specifications 
to  the  department.  The  department  may  make  recommenda- 
tions relative  to  safety  of  the  layout  and  equipment,  but  such 
recommendation  shall  not  relieve  the  operator  or  prospective 
operator  of  his  primary  responsibility  as  set  forth  in  section  1. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  8  to  read 
section  9. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Rainie  requested  an  explanation  of  the  bill. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced 
by  Mr.  Bigelow  of  Warner  who  is  on  the  safety  committee  for 
the  tramways  and  ski  mobilization  devises.  What  the  bill  does, 
it  asks  that  they  register  for  a  license  on  November  1st  instead 
of  December  1st  so  that  this  license  will  be  available  early  in 
the  season.  It  further  adds  a  $100  fine  for  those  people  who  do 
not  abide  by  the  law.  It  straightens  out  the  details  Avhen  the 
shift  was  made  from  the  Public  Works  Department  to  the  De- 
partment of  Safety  which  is  part  of  this  re-organization  program. 
Mr.  Smith  represented  the  Department  of  Safety  and  he  said 
that  there  was  no  serious  change  except  the  $100  fine  assessed 
when  anyone  refuses  to  abide  by  the  law.  Mr.  Whittaker  from 
the  Highway  Department  was  present  and  stated  that  he  was 
glad  to  have  this  matter  taken  over  by  the  Safety  Department. 
Mr.  Newell  was  present  and  offered  suggestions.  The  amend- 
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ment  was  printed  in  the  Journal  of  yesterday  and  it  just  asks 
that  when  a  new  lift  or  an  old  one  is  rebuilt,  that  there  shall 
be  plans  brought  into  the  Department  of  Safety  before  it  is 
built.  This  will  do  two  things:  it  will  prevent  something  being 
built  that  is  not  proper  and  would  not  be  safe  and  it  will  save 
money  for  the  builder  —  that  it  will  not  have  to  be  recon- 
structed at  a  later  date  in  order  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  Safety  Department." 

Senator  Rainie  inquired:  "I  gather  that  this  is  an  effort  to 
make  sure  of  the  safety  of  the  plans'" 

Senator  Hunter  replied:  "That  is  correct.  This  applies 
to  the  individual  operator  and  also  to  the  state  operated  ap- 
pliances." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock.

moreland: and  Capistran  of  Manchester. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Olson,  the  Senate  voted  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  House. 
The  President  appointed  as  members  of  said  Committee  on  the 
part  of  the  Senate:  Senators  Rainie  and  Martel. 

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  refuses  to  con- 
cur with  the  Senate  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the 
following  entitled  bill: 

HB  183,  relative  to  the  definition  of  a  hairdressing  shop 
and  requests  a  Committee  of  Conference;  The  Speaker  has 
appointed  as  members  of  said  Committee  of  Conference  on 
the  part  of  the  House:  Green  of  Rollinsford;  Maxham  of  Con- 
cord; and  Mrs.  Rubins  of  Rochester. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Hunter,  the  Senate  voted  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  House. 
The  President  appointed  as  members  of  said  Committee  on 
the  part  of  the  Senate:  Senators  Gardner  and  Paquette. 
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SB  75,  abolishing  the  Milk  Control  Board.  (Battles)  Re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  & 
County  Government. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  134,  relative  to  enforcement  of  classification  of  sur- 
face waters.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation  &  Development.  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  act  is  relative  to 
the  classification  of  surface  waters.  The  bill  is  a  housekeeping 
bill  and  puts  into  print  the  action  of  the  pollution  commission 
as  it  now  works.  There  was  an  amendment  in  the  House.  I 
understand  that  this  just  pertains  to  preventing  anything  that 
has  gone  on  before.  This  law  becomes  active  as  of  now.  There 
is  a  time  limit  for  abatement  of  pollution  as  is  set  up  now  by 
the  commission  and  it  is  just  a  case  of  putting  into  the  law 
the  method  now  used  by  the  pollution  commission." 

Senator  Karkavelas  inquired:  "What  is  going  to  be  dif- 
ferent with  the  enactment  of  this  la^v  that  has  not  been  done  in 
the  past?" 

Senator  Hunter:  "As  it  is  now,  they  are  issued  orders  from 
the  commission.  But  they  did  not  have  this  in  writing  in  the 
law,  the  rules  by  ^vhich  they  operate.  This  takes  care  of  this 
situation.  This  clarifies  what  has  been  done.  Before,  they  had 
to  ask  the  commission  for  a  ruling.  This  will  put  the  ruling 
into  the  statutes." 

Senator  Monahan:  "The  intent  is  to  prevent  further 
pollution.  During  the  waiting  period,  it  provides  that  no  ad- 
ditional pollution  can  be  dumped  into  public  waters." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  Avas  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  47,  relating  to  the  conduct  of  sweepstake  races  and 
the  sale  of  tickets  thereon. 

Senators  Provost,  Martel,  DeLude,  Green,  Battles,  Carter, 
Lamontagne  and  Paquette,  for  a  Majority  of  the  Joint  Com- 
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mittee  on  Ways  &  Means  and  Finance:   Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Sweepstakes.  Amend  RSA  284  by  inserting  after  section 
21  the  following  new  subdivision. 

Sweepstakes 

284:21-a  State  Sweepstakes  Commission.  There  shall  be 
and  hereby  is  created  a  state  sweepstakes  commission  consist- 
ing of  three  members  who  shall  be  appointed  and  may  be  for 
cause  removed  by  the  governor  with  the  advice  and  consent 
of  the  coimcil.  One  member  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year, 
one  for  two  years  and  one  for  three  years,  and  upon  the  expira- 
tion of  their  term  of  office  their  successors  shall  be  appointed 
for  a  term  of  three  years.  Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appoint- 
ment for  the  unexpired  term.  The  members  shall  serve  until 
their  successors  are  appointed  and  qualified.  No  member  of 
the  commission  shall  have  any  pecuniary  or  other  interest  in 
any  licensee  licensed  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  to 
conduct  a  s^veepstakes  race. 

284:21-b  Organization.  The  commissioners  shall  select 
one  from  their  number  to  be  chairman  and  another  to  be 
secretary  of  the  commission.  Two  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mission shall  constitute  a  quorum  to  do  business.  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  secretary  to  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings 
of  the  commission  and  to  preserve  all  books,  documents,  papers 
and  records  addressed  to  its  care. 

284:21-c  Bond.  Members  of  the  commission  shall  give 
bond  to  the  state  in  such  amount  as  shall  be  determined  under 
the  provisions  of  RSA  92:2  (supp)  as  amended  by  1957,  296:1. 

284:21-d  Compensation.  Each  member  of  the  commission 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  twenty-four  hundred  dollars  per  year 
and  shall  be  allowed  his  reasonable  expenses,  including  trans- 
portation, incurred  in  the  performance  of  his  duties  to  be 
audited  and  allowed  by  the  governor  and  council. 

284:21-e  Office.  The  commission  shall  have  an  office  in 
Concord. 

284:21-f  Disbursements.  The  compensation  of  the  com- 
missioners,  expenses   of  the   commissioners,   compensation  of 
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assistants  and  other  necessary  expenses  of  the  commission, 
including  suitable  furniture,  equipment,  supplies  and  office 
expense  shall  be  charged  to  and  paid  out  of  the  funds  received 
under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision,  provided  that  no  pay- 
ment shall  be  made  until  sufficient  money  has  been  received 
under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  to  cover  said  payments. 

284:2 1-g  Report  of  the  Commission.  The  commission 
shall  make  an  annual  report  to  the  governor  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  February  in  each  year,  including  therein  an 
account  of  its  actions,  receipts  derived  under  the  provisions 
of  this  subdivision,  the  practical  effects  of  the  application  there- 
of, and  any  recommendation  for  legislation  which  the  com- 
mission deems  advisable. 

284:2 1-h  Authorization.  The  sweepstakes  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  to  contract  Avith  any  licensee  to  conduct, 
within  the  enclosure  of  any  race  track  of  a  licensee  where  there 
is  held  a  race  or  race  meet  licensed  and  conducted  under  this 
chapter,  but  not  elsewhere,  to  conduct  not  over  two  sweepstakes 
races  in  each  calendar  year.  Tickets  for  such  sweepstakes  shall 
be  sold  by  the  sweepstakes  commission,  such  sales  to  be  made 
only  within  such  enclosure  and  in  state  liquor  stores.  The  state 
liquor  commission  is  hereby  directed  to  cooperate  with  the 
sweepstakes  commission  in  the  sale  of  tickets  in  state  liquor 
stores;  and  proceeds  of  ticket  sales  shall  be  remitted  by  the 
state  liquor  commission  to  the  state  treasurer  for  disposition 
as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

284:2 1-i  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  sweepstakes  com- 
mission shall  make  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  holding 
and  conducting  of  such  sweepstake  races  and  the  sales  of  tickets 
thereon  not  inconsistent  with  this  subdivision  and  shall  be  em- 
powered to  employ  such  technical  assistants  and  employees  to 
carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  as  the  governor  and 
council  shall  authorize.  Such  assistants  and  employees  shall  re- 
ceive compensation  at  rates  to  be  established  by  the  personnel 
commission.  The  sweepstakes  commission  shall  establish  and 
fix  the  purses,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  for  a  single  cal- 
endar year  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be 
aAvarded  horses  in  said  sweepstakes  races;  shall  establish  the 
price,  to  be  not  more  than  three  dollars  each,  for  which  tickets 
upon  said  sweepstakes  shall  be  sold;  shall  establish  the  method 
vdiereby  tickets  sold  upon  said  sweepstake  races  shall  be  deter- 
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mined  to  be  winning  tickets;  and  shall  establish  the  money  or 
prizes  to  be  awarded  holders  of  winning  tickets. 

284:2 1-j  Disposition  of  Proceeds.  Notwithstanding  the  pro- 
visions of  RSA  6:11,  the  sweepstakes  commission  shall  hold  the 
proceeds  of  ticket  sales  in  a  special  fund,  from  which  it  shall  pay 
expenses  incident  to  the  administration  of  this  subdivision, 
such  expenses  to  include,  but  not  be  limited  to,  the  expenses 
incurred  in  the  printing,  distribution  and  sale  of  tickets,  the 
purses  awarded  horses,  the  prize  money  awarded  the  holders  of 
Avinning  tickets,  as  well  as  the  net  expense  incurred  by  the  li- 
censee necessary  and  incidental  to  the  conduct  of  said  races. 
Any  balance  remaining  from  such  proceeds  shall  be  paid  to 
the  state  treasurer  who  shall  keep  the  same  in  a  separate  fund 
which  shall  be  paid  out  on  December  fifteenth  of  each  year  to 
the  school  districts  of  the  state  on  a  flat  grant  per  resident  pupil 
basis.  Such  grants  shall  be  used  for  educational  purposes  and 
no  part  of  said  special  fund  shall  be  diverted,  by  transfer  or 
otherwise,  to  any  other  purpose  whatsoever. 

284:2 1-k  Local  Option.  The  following  question  shall  be 
submitted  to  the  voters  in  cities  and  towns  on  the  usual  ballot 
at  the  biennial  election  in  November  of  1966  and  at  each  bien- 
nial election  thereafter:  "Shall  sweepstakes  tickets  be  sold  in 
this  city  or  town?" 

If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting  at 
any  biennial  election  of  a  city  or  town  signifies  disapproval  of 
the  above  question,  the  sweepstakes  commission  shall  not  sell 
tickets  under  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  in  said  city  or 
town. 

If  a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  present  and  voting  at 
any  biennial  election  of  a  city  or  town  signifies  approval  of  the 
above  question,  the  sweepstakes  commission  shall,  if  possible 
under  the  other  provisions  of  this  subdivision,  sell  tickets  in 
said  city  or  town. 

284:21-1  Effect  on  Other  Laws.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  are  hereby 
amended  to  the  extent  of  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision. 

2.  Interim  Local  Option.  The  following  question  shall 
be  submitted  to  the  voters  in  all  cities  and  towns  on  a  special 
ballot  prepared  by  the  secretary  of  state  at  the  presidential  pref- 
erence primary  to  be  held  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March  in 
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1964:  "Shall  sweepstakes  tickets  be  sold  in  this  city  or  town?" 
The  provisions  of  284:21-k  as  inserted  by  this  act  authorizing 
the  sweepstakes  commission  to  sell  tickets  or  prohibiting  the 
sale  of  tickets  shall  be  applicable  to  the  results  of  the  vote  in 
cities  and  towns  provided  for  by  this  section. 

3.    This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  passage. 

Senators  Hodgdon,  Gardner,  English,  Drake,  and  Karka- 
velas,  for  a  Minority  of  the  Joint  Committee  on  Ways  &:  Means 
and  Finance:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  reports  were  accepted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  the  reading  of  the  proposed 
amendment  was  dispensed  with  in  view  of  the  fact  that  same 
had  been  previously  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Thursday  last. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  as  amended 
provides  that  a  sweepstake  commission  such  as  the  racing  com- 
mission functions,  be  responsible  for  the  sale  of  these  tickets. 
It  would  set  up  a  separate  sweepstake  commission,  without 
going  into  too  much  detail.  The  commissioners  are  to  provide 
bond.  They  are  to  be  compensated.  There  will  be  no  money 
either  to  the  commissioners  or  anyone  else  until  such  amount 
has  been  received,  presumably,  it  would  be  self-supporting. 
The  commission  is  authorized  to  contract  with  any  licensee. 
This  places  the  full  operation  of  the  sweepstake  on  the  commis- 
sion. They  may  conduct  not  over  two  s^veepstakes  per  year. 
Tickets  can  be  sold  by  the  commission,  such  sales  to  be  made 
only  within  such  enclosures  and  liquor  stores.  The  funds  Avill 
be  remitted  by  the  liquor  commission  to  the  State  Treasurer 
for  deposit  as  provided.  The  commission  is  responsible  for 
making  the  rules  and  regulations,  for  contacting  the  licensee 
and  printing  tickets,  etc.  and  shall  be  empowered  to  buy  such 
technical  equipment,  etc.  as  the  Governor  and  Council  shall 
approve  and  authorize.  Rates  to  be  established  by  the  personnel 
commission.  There  is  a  guarantee  that  the  rates  would  be 
commensurate  with  the  job  and  would  not  be  excessive.  The 
commission  will  establish  and  fix  rates.  It  will  cost  $200,000 
to  set  this  up.  They  will  establish  the  price  to  be  not  more  than 
$3  each  for  the  tickets  and  they  will  decide  the  money  and 
prizes  to  be  awarded  the  winners  of  sweepstake  tickets.  It  -^vill 
be  a  responsibility  of  the  commission  that  all  money  shall  be 
put  aside  in  a  separate  fund  and  paid  out  to  the  towns  for 
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education  purposes.  No  part  of  special  fund  can  be  diverted 
to  any  other  purpose.  The  change  from  referendum  is  recom- 
mended. Local  option  —  which  provides  that  it  shall  be  put 
on  the  ballot  for  the  preferential  presidential  primary  at  the 
March,  1964  votin^.  The  vote  can  be  the  same  as  the  A  and  B 
questions  on  the  usual  ballot.  I  will  answer  any  questions  if  I 
can,  but  these  are  the  provisions  of  the  majority  report  of  the 
committee  amendment." 

Senator  Rainie  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
amendment:  Change  the  figure  of  compensation  from  $2,400 
to  16,000. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  of  course,  I  am  going  to 
do  all  that  I  can  to  defeat  this  measure.  I  recognize,  however, 
that  there  seems  to  be  great  feeling  in  favor  of  the  Sweepstakes 
and  so  that  leaves  the  responsibility  of  this  amendment  and 
this  bill  to  a  certain  degree  upon  all  of  us.  As  I  have  gone  over 
the  bill,  I  feel  that  it  is  a  very  great  responsibility.  On  Page 
335,  284  Paragraph  21-d.  I  move  that  this  section  be  amended 
so  that  the  figure  $6,000  should  appear  in  place  of  $2,400  so 
that  each  member  of  the  commission  shall  receive  $6,000  and 
expenses.  It  is  very  obvious  that  this  bill  is  going  to  involve 
the  handling  of  a  great  deal  of  money.  The  commissioners  will 
be  called  upon  to  make  decisions  of  great  importance,  in  mak- 
ing the  choice  of  workers,  officers  in  the  field,  etc.  I  hope  that 
this  Senate  will  provide  this  larger  salary  in  the  hopes  of  get- 
ting top  men  for  these  positions.  Don't  hamper  the  Governor 
by  putting  the  compensation  at  such  a  ridiculous  figure  as 
$200  per  month.  The  only  way  that  we  can  have  a  satisfactory 
commission  under  this  bill  is  to  pay  a  good  salary." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr,  President,  I  am  in  opposition  to  the 
amendment  offered  above.  I  see  no  need  to  pay  the  commis- 
sioners $6,000.  We  have  been  paying  our  racing  commissioners 
$2,400  and  apparently  they  have  been  honest  people.  I  have 
seen  no  problem  in  the  way  the  people  on  the  racing  commission 
have  handled  matters.  This  is  simply  to  add  more  difficulty 
to  an  already  harassed  bill." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  second  the  motion  of  Senator  Rainie. 
I  am  in  favor  of  the  amendment  to  the  amendment." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  above 
amendment  to  the  amendment.  "I  think  this  is  only  to  delay 
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the  action  of  this  Senate.  I  will  not  take  up  the  time  of  this 
Senate  but  I  do  hope  that  the  Senate  will  vote  this  motion 
down." 

Senator  Rainie  and  Senator  Drake  spoke  again  in  support 
of  the  amendment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Rainie  requested  a  Division  vote  on  the  adoption 
of  the  amendment  to  the  amendment. 

Nine  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  four- 
teen Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Monahan  seconded  by  Senator  Karkavelas,  offered 
the  following  amendment  to  the  amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  47 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  484:21-h 
as  inserted  thereby,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
284:21-h  Authorization.  The  SAveepstakes  commission  is  hereby 
authorized  to  contract  with  any  licensee  to  conduct,  within 
the  enclosure  of  any  race  track  of  a  licensee  where  there  is 
held  a  race  or  race  meet  licensed  and  conducted  under  this 
chapter,  but  not  elsewhere,  to  conduct  not  over  two  sweepstakes 
races  in  each  calendar  year.  Tickets  for  such  sweepstakes  shall 
be  sold  by  the  sweepstakes  commission,  such  sales  to  be  made 
only  within  such  enclosure  and  in  state  liquor  stores.  The 
state  liquor  commission  is  hereby  directed  to  cooperate  with 
the  sweepstakes  commission  in  the  sale  of  tickets  in  state  liquor 
stores;  and  proceeds  of  ticket  sales  shall  be  remitted  by  the  state 
liquor  commission  to  the  state  treasurer  for  disposition  as 
hereinafter  set  forth.  There  shall  be  prominently  displayed  at 
every  place  selling  sweepstakes  tickets  a  printed  sign  reading 
as  follows:  "Warning  —  Any  person  transporting  a  Ne^v  Hamp- 
shire sweepstakes  ticket  across  state  lines  by  any  means  is  liable 
to  federal  prosecution." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  we  owe  the 
respective  purchasers  of  these  tickets,  if  this  bill  is  enacted, 
the  knowledge  that  they  are  liable  to  federal  prosecution  if 
they  should  carry  these  tickets  across  state  lines.  I  believe 
the  least  that  we  can  do  is  to  inform  these  purchasers  with  such 
a  warning  being  posted  wherever  these  tickets  may  be  sold." 
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Senator  Battles  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  above  amend- 
ment: "I  think  that  the  question  that  Senator  Monahan  pro- 
poses is  a  matter  of  debate.  There  is  nothing  that  I  have  seen 
that  says  this  is  so.  We  have  had  talks  with  both  wise  and  ex- 
perienced people.  Some  say  it  is  illegal  and  some  say  it  is  legal. 
I  believe  this  to  be  a  gimick  to  delay  the  bill." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  don't  consider  this  to  be  a  gimick. 
I  think  it  is  a  wise  step  for  the  protection  of  anyone  buying 
these  tickets. ..." 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  opposition  to  this  point.  "The 
federal  statutes  state  that  section  involving  the  interstate  trans- 
portation of  wagering  equipment  does  not  apply  in  various 
instances. 

"As  a  member  of  the  Bar,  I  have  my  doubts  whether  it  is  or 
is  not  a  violation.  It  seems  to  me  that  I  have  been  reading  in 
the  Boston  papers  for  the  past  four  days  a  list  of  names  and 
addresses  of  winners  in  the  Irish  Sweepstakes.  It  seems  strange 
to  me  that  the  federal  government  has  done  nothing  about 
this  if  it  is  a  violation.  I  feel  that  it  is  not  the  responsibility 
here  to  tell  people  something  that  we  are  not  certain  about. 
I  think  that  the  federal  government  is  well  able  to  take  care 
of  itself.  I  think  this  is  merely  a  dilatory  factor.  I  am  against 
it." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  to  amendment 
offered  by  Senator  Monahan. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Mitchell  seconded  by  Senator  Howard,  offered 
the  following  amendment  and  spoke  in  support  thereof: 

Amendment  to  HB  47 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  284:2I-h 
as  inserted  thereby,  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following. 

284:21-h  Authorization.  The  sweepstakes  commission  is 
hereby  authorized  to  conduct  ^vith  any  licensee  to  conduct, 
within  the  enclosure  of  any  race  track  a  licensee  where  there 
is  held  a  race  or  race  meet  licensed  and  conducted  under  this 
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chapter,  but  not  elsewhere,  to  conduct  not  over  two  sweepstakes 
races  in  each  calendar  year.  Tickets  for  such  sweepstakes  shall 
be  sold  by  the  sweepstakes  commission,  such  sales  to  be  made 
within  such  enclosure  and  in  state  liquor  stores.  The  sweepstakes 
commission  may  also  approve,  authorize  and  supervise  sales 
of  tickets  by  an  individual  in  any  town  adopting  the  provisions 
of  this  subdivision  and  any  person  so  authorized  and  selling 
tickets  shall  receive  ten  percent  of  gross  sales  made  by  him. 
Said  person  shall  give  a  bond  satisfactory  to  the  sweepstakes 
commission.  The  state  liquor  commission  is  hereby  directed 
to  cooperate  with  the  sweepstakes  commission  in  the  sale  of 
tickets  in  state  liquor  stores;  and  proceeds  of  ticket  sales  shall 
be  remitted  by  the  state  liquor  commission  to  the  state  treasurer 
for  disposition  as  hereinafter  set  forth. 

Senator  Martel  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  pending  amend- 
ment: "I  am  fearful  that  by  leaving  this  in  the  hands  of  people 
possibly  not  qualified  would  be  a  deterrent  and  would  not 
serve  the  good  purpose  of  this  law.  I  feel  that  we  can  do  no 
better  than  leave  it  as  set  forth  by  amendment  of  the  Joint 
Committee." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Mitchell.  On  this  question,  Senator  Mitchell  requested 
a  Division  vote. 

Six  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  fourteen 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Rainie  seconded  by  Senator  Drake,  offered  the 
following  amendment  and  spoke  in  support: 

Amendment  to  HB  47 

Amend  RSA  284:21-i  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  said 
bill  by  inserting  after  the  word  "commission"  in  the  ninth 
line  the  following  sentence:  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
commission  shall,  in  addition  to  other  provisions  relative  to 
the  sale  of  tickets,  provide  that  purchasers  of  tickets  shall 
register  their  signatures  with  the  commission  and  shall  counter- 
sign tickets  upon  purchase,  so  that  said  RSA  284:21-i  as  in- 
serted by  said  section  1  shall  read  as  follows: 
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284:21-i  Rules  and  Regulations.  The  sweepstakes  com- 
mission shall  make  the  rules  and  regulations  for  the  holding 
and  conducting  of  such  sweepstake  races  and  the  sales  of  tickets 
thereon  not  inconsistent  with  this  subdivision  and  shall  be 
empowered  to  employ  such  technical  assistants  and  employees 
to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  subdivision  as  the  governor 
and  council  shall  authorize.  Such  assistants  and  employees  shall 
receive  compensation  at  rates  to  be  established  by  the  personnel 
commission.  The  rules  and  regulations  of  the  commission  shall, 
in  addition  to  other  provisions  relative  to  the  sale  of  tickets, 
provide  that  purchasers  of  tickets  shall  register  their  signatures 
with  the  commission  and  shall  countersign  tickets  upon  pur- 
chase. The  sweepstakes  commission  shall  establish  and  fix  the 
purses,  not  exceeding  in  the  aggregate  for  a  single  calendar 
year  the  sum  of  two  hundred  thousand  dollars,  to  be  awarded 
horses  in  said  sweepstakes  races;  shall  establish  the  price,  to  be 
not  more  than  three  dollars  each,  for  which  tickets  upon  said 
sweepstakes  shall  be  sold;  shall  establish  the  method  whereby 
tickets  sold  upon  said  sweepstake  races  shall  be  determined  to 
be  winning  tickets;  and  shall  establish  the  money  or  prizes  to 
be  awarded  holders  of  winning  tickets. 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  opposition. 

Senator  Mitchell  spoke  in  opposition. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  not  of  great  im- 
portance. I  was  asked  to  introduce  it  and  I  think  there  is  some 
merit  to  it.  It  does  furnish  the  significance  of  the  person  who 
purchases  the  ticket  and  it  might  well  be  an  assignment  of  the 
ticket." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  the  amendment. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  not  adopted. 

Question  now  being  on  adoption  of  the  amendment  of- 
fered by  the  committee. 

On  this  question,  Senator  Whalen  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Mitchell,  Howard,  DeLude,  Paquette, 
Carter,  Green,  Martel,  Provost,  Hartman,  Chasse,  Battles  and 
Whalen. 
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The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Senators  Drake,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  Olson,  English, 
Holmes,  Rainie,  Karkavelas  and  Hunter. 

Thirteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
ten  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
prevailed,  and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

Resolution 

Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan,  offered  the 
following  Resolution: 

Whereas,  the  Senate  has  pending  before  it  the  following 
bill: 

House  Bill  No.  47,  relating  to  the  conduct  of  sweepstake 
races  and  the  sale  of  tickets  thereon;  and 

Whereas,  certain  amendments  to  said  bill  have  been  pro- 
posed; and 

Whereas^  questions  have  arisen  concerning  the  constitu- 
tionality of  this  legislation;  now  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  that  the  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  be  re- 
spectfully requested  to  give  their  opinion  upon  the  following 
questions: 

"1.  Do  any  provisions  of  said  bill  together  with  any  pro- 
posed or  adopted  amendments  violate  any  provisions 
of  the  constitution  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire? 

"2.  Do  any  provisions  of  said  bill  together  with  any  pro- 
posed or  adopted  amendments  violate  any  provisions 
of  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  or  laws  made 
under  the  authority  thereof?" 

Further  Resolved,  that  the  President  transmit  ten  copies  of 
this  Resolution  together  with  ten  copies  of  the  foregoing  House 
Bill,  as  amended,  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court  for  the  con- 
sideration of  said  Court. 

Senator  Monahan:  "We  have  already  touched  on  this  con- 
troversial measure.  If  the  proponents  are  so  sure  that  it  is  not 
in  violation,  they  should  have  no  real  objection  to  the  advice 
and  opinion  of  the  supreme  court." 
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Senator  Green  spoke  in  opposition:  "As  I  have  explained 
previously.  Those  of  us  who  have  served  before,  know  that  over 
and  over  again,  the  supreme  court  has  never  returned  answers 
to  questions  based  on  federal  law  because  their  decisions  refer 
to  what  applies  to  the  constitution  of  New  Hampshire.  All  that 
this  bill  does  is  to  provide  that  the  sweepstakes  are  legal  in  this 
state.  We  are  concerned  only  with  the  passage  of  this." 

Senator  English  spoke  in  support. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Lamontagne  moved  the  previous  question.  Sec- 
onded by  Senator  Monahan. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed  and  the  mo- 
tion carried. 

Question  now  being  on  adoption  of  the  Resolution  offered 
by  Senator  Drake  and  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan. 

The  President  explained:  "The  motion  is  to  refer  the  mat- 
ter of  HB  47  as  amended  by  the  Senate  committee  to  the  su- 
preme court  for  an  advisory  opinion  on  whether  local  law  is 
violated  or  federal  statutes  are  violated." 

On  this  question.  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Drake,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  DeLude,  Olson, 
English,  Holmes,  Rainie,  Karkavelas  and  Hunter. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative:  Sen- 
ators Lamontagne,  Mitchell,  Howard,  Paquette,  Carter,  Green, 
Martel,  Provost,  Hartman,  Chasse,  Battles  and  Whalen. 

Eleven  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  twelve 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  President  voted  in 
the  affirmative,  tied  the  vote,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  on  page  335  of  the  proposed 
bill,  I  would  point  out  again  that  we  have  expenditure 
for  $2,400  —  a  reasonable  expense  —  but  there  is  no  appropria- 
tion in  this  bill.  We  are  setting  up  an  office  —  but  no  provision 
made  for  appropriation  in  the  bill.  There  is  the  matter  of  ex- 
penses and  compensation  of  the  commissioners;  supplies,  etc.

but  cannot  be  paid  out  of  funds  recived.  It  would  seem  to  me 
that  it  would  be  a  very  lax  program.  I  don't  believe  anyone  is 
interested  in  working  for  three  months  or  so  without  pay.  The 
commission  is  authorized  to  contract  with  any  licensee  to  con- 
duct the  race.  It  says  that  they  will  be  authorized  to  contract. 
I  think  there  is  considerable  detail  involved  here.  It  is  my 
opinion,  it  is  going  to  require  that  a  new  set  up  of  personnel 
must  be  set  up  to  handle  this.  Aa  far  as  the  liquor  commission's 
part  in  this  —  it  is  my  firm  opinion  that  it  is  impossible  for 
the  present  personnel  to  handle  both  liquor  funds  and  funds 
from  the  sale  of  sweepstake  tickets.  At  the  public  hearing,  by 
the  sponsor  of  the  bill,  I  heard  that  this  was  based  on  8  million 
—  it  Avould  appear  to  me  that  very  few  people  in  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire  are  familiar  with  the  cost  of  what  this  opera- 
tion -would  be.  It  provides  all  these  things,  but  there  is  no  break 
down  of  what  these  things  are  going  to  cost  and  how  much 
it  is  going  to  cost  before  they  can  take  in  even  a  nickel.  There 
is  a  grave  question  as  to  how  they  are  going  to  be  able  to  trans- 
port tickets.  The  House  passed  this  bill  —  passed  it  on  a  stu- 
dent basis.  It  would  seem  to  me  that  if  this  bill  passes  and  the 
s^veepstake  is  run  —  the  first  year  would  be  the  best  year  be- 
cause of  the  curiosity,  but  after  that,  and  the  novelty  has  -^vorn 
off,  and  after  a  couple  of  years,  and  this  program  falls  flat  on 
its  face,  where  do  the  tOAvns  go?  This  provides  no  reduction  in 
the  budgets  of  the  towns.  I  have  no  argument  ^vith  the  local 
option.  I  still  think  that  we  have  a  valid  proposal  and  I  am 
disappointed  that  this  higher  court  here  would  not  vote  to  ask 
for  an  opinion  and  to  rule  on  this  question.  I  intend  to  pursue 
this  measure  further.  I  don't  believe  that  most  people  are 
concerned  with  the  moral  aspects,  but  I  am  concerned  ^vhen 
a  state  stoops  to  such  tactics  for  re\'enue." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President, 
I  rise  in  opposition  to  this  bill.  I  am  imder  no  illusions  as  to 
my  remarks  changing  the  result  of  the  voting  in  this  chamber 
today.  Those  of  us  who  have  convictions  on  this  subject  made 
up  their  minds  long  ago,  yes  or  no.  I  do,  however,  want  this 
statement  on  the  record  because  I  believe  firmly  in  the  stand 
I  am  taking. 

"I  oppose  this  bill  because  further  extension  of  legalized 
gambling  is  not  good  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  I  do 
not  think  it  is  a  moral  issue  in  the  sense  that  if  one  buys  a 
sweepstakes  ticket  or  a  pari-mutuel  ticket  or  a  raffle  ticket,  one 
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is  a  sinner  for  that  reason.  I  do  think  the  extent  to  which  one 
indulges  in  gambling  is  a  moral  issue.  I  have  been  to  the  race 
track  several  times,  once  in  New  Hampshire  and  a  few  times 
in  other  states.  I  hope  to  go  again  here  sometime  if  I  have  time. 
I  do  not  consider  these  few  excursions  indulgence  to  the  degree 
of  being  immoral,  but  if  I  spent  most  of  my  time  at  the  race 
track  gambling,  or  gambling  in  any  form,  I  would  consider  it 
definitely  immoral.  So  it  is  with  a  state.  If  it  depends  too  much 
on  this  kind  of  revenue,  its  dependence  has  serious  moral 
significance.  The  state  of  New  Hampshire  is  leaning  too  much 
on  this  type  of  revenue  already.  Increase  our  dependence  on 
it  and  we  increase  the  influence  on  government  of  those  who 
cater  to  man's  weaknesses.  This  causes  a  general  weakening 
of  moral  fibre,  as  we  all  know,  and  I  am  not  ashamed  to  want 
to  avoid  this.  Although  the  moral  issue  of  gambling  is  not 
black  and  white  to  me  as  it  is  to  some  others,  but  rather  one 
of  degree,  I  respect  the  opinions  of  those  who  see  it  as  black 
and  white,  and  deplore  the  tendency  of  certain  people  to  sneer 
at  them.  If  anything  is  going  to  weaken  our  character  as  a  na- 
tion and  make  us  ripe  for  communism  it  is  this  attitude  of 
being  afraid  to  stand  up  for  moral  principle  and  being  scornful 
of  those  Avho  have  the  courage  to  stand  up  for  one. 

"Secondly,  I  oppose  this  bill  because  it  will  bring  many 
problems.  It  will  not  eliminate  illegal  gambling  —  every  law 
enforcement  who  has  had  experience  in  this  kind  of  thing 
will  tell  you  that  for  every  legal  gambling  scheme,  you  will 
get  two  or  three  illegal  ones.  This  problem  of  enforcement 
and  the  increased  welfare  rolls  will  take  up  a  good  bit  of  your 
revenue  realized  from  the  scheme,  and  I  make  no  guess  at  to 
how  much,  as  I  know  no  way  of  estimating  it.  It  may  be  one 
million,  four  million,  ten  million.  I  do  know  that  whatever 
amount  it  may  be  cut  down  by  federal  action  and  surely  will 
be  reduced  by  added  expenses,  not  to  mention  the  Pandora's 
box  it  will  open  for  all  kinds  of  schemes. 

"Specifically,  this  amended  bill  will  cause  problems.  It  is 
a  very  confusing  piece  of  legislation  and  makes  a  mockery  of 
local  option.  Let  it  be  clearly  understood  that  it  does  not  pro- 
vide referendum.  It  does  not  ask  the  people  if  they  wish  to  es- 
tablish a  sweepstakes,  it  establishes  sweepstake  and  a  sweep- 
stakes commission.  Further,  it  specifically  states  that  tickets  be 
sold  only  at  tracks  and  liquor  stores.  It  looks  as  though  one 
person  wrote  the  first  part  and  another  the  last  part  and  they 
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forgot  to  get  their  heads  together  in  the  middle!  For  then  it 
goes  on  to  state  that  local  option  can  be  exercised  by  the  voters 
having  on  the  ballot  the  question  of  whether  they  want  tickets 
sold  in  their  town  or  city.  If  a  city  or  town  has  neither  track 
nor  liquor  store,  how  can  they  sell  tickets?  What  kind  of  local 
option  is  that?  Would  then  the  Sweepstakes  Commission  order 
the  Liquor  Commission  to  set  up  stores  wherever  the  voters 
wanted  tickets  sold'  This  handling  of  local  option  is  inadequate, 
misleading  and  confusing.  And  what  confusion  would  result 
in  the  exercise  of  authority  of  these  three  commissions  — 
Sweepstakes,  Liquor  and  Racing  —  each  of  which  would  have 
a  finger  in  this  pie. 

"Thirdly,  I  think  it  is  sad  irony  to  link  this  bill  with  edu- 
cation. It  will  make  the  job  of  the  educator  more  difficult  be- 
cause it  will  contradict  many  of  the  basic  ideals  the  educator  is 
trying  to  inculcate.  Education  is  not  simply  learning  to  read 
and  write  and  run  machines  or  handle  test  tubes,  but  develop- 
ing character  and  a  sense  of  values.  If  the  state  shows  by  ex- 
ample that  the  'something  for  nothing'  policy  is  its  main  fiscal 
standby,  then  how  can  youth  be  taught  otherwise?  In  short, 
Mr.  President,  the  emphasis  is  wrong  and  the  cart  is  before  the 
horse. 

"Let  us  face  up  to  the  fiscal  problem  of  the  state  if  we, 
the  people,  want  services  from  the  state.  Let  us  provide  these 
services  through  revenue  from  the  most  reasonable  and  equi- 
table taxes  we  can  plan.  I  make  no  brief  for  either  broad  base 
or  patchwork  plans  —  there  are  plenty  of  patches  that  can  be 
put  on  the  quilt  if  broad  base  is  not  acceptable  or  practicable. 
Then,  when  we  have  a  fiscal  set  up  that  is  soimd  and  depend- 
able, vote  your  gambling  schemes  if  you  are  so  enamored  of 
them,  and  so  eager  to  increase  and  encourage  gambling.  Then 
at  least,  tliese  schemes  ^vill  have  a  subsidiary,  not  a  controlling 
place  in  our  government.  And  if  the  people  can  afford  to  spend 
millions  on  gambling,  they  can  surely  afford  to  pay  taxes. 

"Finally,  then,  we  are  answering  just  one  question  today. 
Do  we  think  the  extension  of  legalized  gambling  at  this  time 
is  the  best  answer  to  the  state's  fiscal  problem?  Is  it  good  for  the 
state?  No  senator,  I  am  sure,  wants  to  vote  for  what  he  thinks 
is  not  a  good  answer  to  the  state's  problems  or  for  what  is  not 
good  for  the  state.  No  amount  of  rationalizing  or  double  talk 
or  quibbling  over  detail  will  obscure  this  simple  issue.  I  am 
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glad  to  say  that  the  majority  of  people  in  District  12  who  con- 
tacted me  in  regard  to  this  issue,  are  in  agreement  with  me 
that  it  is  not  good  for  the  state,  and  I  shall  vote  today  as  I  have 
for  twelve  years  against  the  extension  of  legalized  gambling  as 
the  answer  to  the  state's  fiscal  problem." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President, 
I  should  like  to  read  a  brief  excerpt  from  a  'Concord  Report' 
written  by  me  for  the  CLAREMONT  EAGLE  eleven  years  ago. 
In  writing  on  a  so-called  local  aid  bill,  I  said,  'There  is  a  pro- 
ration clause,  of  couse,  just  as  there  is  in  the  timber  tax  bill, 
in  the  state  aid  bill,  etc.,  etc.,  etc.  Wouldn't  it  be  nice  if  some  day 
we  could  say  —  'This  is  what  you  should  get,  and  what  you 
should  get,  you  will  get!  Our  word  is  our  bond!'  And  while 
I'm  dreaming,  can  you  imagine  the  reaction  if  local  govern- 
ments were  to  attempt  proration  in  their  services  or  obligations? 
To  my  mind,  proration  is  a  bald  admission  of  bankruptcy.  The 
bankrupt's  just  debts  and  obligations  cannot  be  met,  so  they 
are  prorated  by  the  bankruptcy  court.  If  our  State  is  bankrupt, 
then  it  is  time  for  our  day  in  court;  then  a  fresh  start  with  an 
adequate  revenue  program  for  the  just  debts  and  obligations  of 
the  State. 

"My  next  title  was  'Oh  no  you  don't!'  Indefinite  postpone- 
ment was  the  final  loud  action  on  HB  373,  providing  for  more 
sources  of  taxation  by  local  communities.  We  don't  like  it,  we 
don't  understand  it,  we  don't  want  it.  But  not  as  brief  as  that. 

"The  following  action,  I  titled  'Indictment.'  That  HB  375 
could  have  passed  by  the  change  of  a  baker's  dozen  votes  should 
be  food  for  serious  thought.  It  is,  of  course,  the  perennial,  lot- 
tery bill.  This  time  the  revenue  was  to  be  used  for  education 
aid.  A  measure  which  has  always  been  heavily  defeated  was 
within  inches  of  success.  Desperate  circumstances  surely  pro- 
duce desperate  action! 

"This  was  in  1953,  Mr.  President.  The  circumstances  today 
are  more  desperate  with  no  action  by  the  State  to  alleviate  the 
local  property  tax  burden.  The  circtimstances  today,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, are  even  worse  and  perhaps  it  takes  an  act  of  desperation 
to  awaken  us  to  the  needs  of  our  people. 

"I  am  tired,  Mr.  President,  of  this  morality  of  ours  which 
is  taken  out  of  mothballs  every  biennium  only  to  defeat  such  a 
measure  as  the  one  before  us  and  then  carefully  put  back  in 
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mothballs  before  it  can  be  used  to  promote  any  good  for  the 
State  or  her  people.  In  1951,  we  passed  legislation  for  a  tri-state 
compact  on  defective  delinquents  because  we  acknowledged  a 
very  real  need  in  this  area  of  government.  Unfortunately,  one 
of  the  three  states  did  not  pass  this.  I  sat  down  with  a  group 
not  long  ago  to  discuss  a  burning  problem  of  today  —  the  same 
one,  Mr.  President  —  because  in  12  years  we  have  done  abso- 
lutely nothing  about  this  admittedly  grave  problem.  At  that 
same  conference,  I  learned  of  the  death  of  a  child  I  had  had 
referred  to  the  Child  Guidance  Clinic.  The  child  was  admitted 
as  an  emergency  case  although  it  is  well  known  that  we  always 
have  a  long  waiting  list.  What  little  I  was  able  to  do,  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, was  too  little  and  too  late.  The  child  died  the  following 
Monday.  This  is  a  moral  issue  with  me,  Mr.  President  far 
greater  because  of  our  unwillingness  to  accept  these  responsi- 
bilities. Whether  many  of  us  here  in  this  chamber  wish  to  ad- 
mit it  or  not,  and  indeed  many  of  us  may  be  luiaware  of  the 
problem,  the  property  tax  burden  in  some  parts  of  the  state  is 
unbearable.  At  a  tax  forum  attended  by  me,  we  had  a  banker 
testify  that  people  are  losing  their  homes  by  foreclosure  because 
of  their  inability  to  meet  their  property  taxes.  If  it  requires  an 
act  of  desperation  to  awaken  our  legislators  to  the  needs  of  their 
people,  then  it  is  my  decision  to  act  in  a  desperate  manner." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  have  voted  against  the  sweepstakes  many  times  since  it 
has  come  up  during  my  12  years  as  a  member  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature. I  am  proud  of  this  record.  I  shall  vote  against  the  sweep- 
stakes today. 

"From  what  I  have  read  during  the  last  few  days,  I  judge 
that  the  Senate  is  about  to  pass  the  sweepstakes  bill.  In  my 
opinion,  this  is  a  sorry  day  in  the  history  of  the  Granite  State. 

"We  are  about  to  set  an  awful  example  for  our  younger 
citizens.  I  think  we  could  set  no  worse  example  for  another  gen- 
eration. We  are  about  to  tell  our  younger  people  that  the  only 
way  to  help  solve  their  problems  is  to  increase  gambling  in  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire.  At  the  same  time,  we  scold  them  for 
their  mistakes;  we  urge  them  to  grow  up  to  be  solid,  inde- 
pendent, reliable  citizens.  Who  are  we  fooling?  I  doubt  that 
we  are  fooling  the  young  people.  The  Good  Book  says  that,  as 
we  sow,  so  shall  we  reap.  If  more  and  more  gambling  is  to  be 
the  official  state  policy,  then  ^ve  shall  reap  increased  crime  and 
corruption  and  increase  social  unrest  in  New  Hampshire. 
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"There  are  those  who  say  some  people  who  are  going  to 
gamble  anyway,  and,  therefore,  we  might  as  well  have  the  sweep- 
stakes. If  you  carry  that  thought  to  its  logical  conclusion,  you 
could  say  that  because  some  citizens  live  loosely,  we  might  as 
well  legalize  all  vices. 

"One  newspaper  suggested  that  because  we  already  have 
partimutuel  betting,  there  is  no  moral  issue  where  the  sweep- 
stakes is  concerned. 

"Mr.  President,  I  am  not  considering  this  issue  on  the 
basis  of  personal  morals.  I  am  considering  it  on  the  basis  of  a 
good,  moral  atmosphere  of  State  government.  On  that  score, 
I  submit  there  is  a  moral  issue  and  we  will  live  to  regret  disre- 
garding it. 

"Some  say  that  those  who  speak  as  I  do  today  are  hypocrites 
and  prudes.  Mr.  President,  I  am  willing  to  be  judged  according 
to  my  own  sincerity  and  my  own  light.  I  will  say,  Mr.  President, 
that  if  the  claim  that  a  majority  of  our  people  favor  increased 
gambling  is  true,  I  have  not  found  it  to  be  so  in  my  District. 
Therefore,  if  those  who  oppose  this  measure  are  hypocrites  and 
prudes,  there  are  certainly  many  of  us. 

"Finally,  Mr.  President,  just  why  is  this  issue  before  us 
anyway? 

"The  Governor,  elected  by  the  people  to  lead  State  Govern- 
ment these  two  years,  has  not  asked  for  the  sweepstakes.  He 
event  refuses  to  take  a  stand  on  it,  and  does  not  know  whether 
or  not  he  will  sign  it  if  it  reaches  his  desk. 

"The  Chief  Executive  elected  by  the  people  has  submitted 
a  budget  to  us  which  he  says  is  balanced  and  does  not  require 
new  taxes. 

"Therefore,  I  say:  why  are  Republicans  about  to  impose 
this  poor  example  upon  our  youth?  If  this  bill  passes,  it  will  be 
the  Republican  Party  which  has  indulged  in  this  weakness;  it 
will  be  the  Republican  Party  writing  the  gambling  prescrip- 
tion for  all  state  governments'  financial  problems. 

"Mr.  President,  as  a  Republican,  and  as  a  State  Senator,  I 
refuse  to  yield  to  the  pressures  of  the  moment.  And  I  shall  be 
proud  to  cast  my  vote  against  the  sweepstakes  in  the  interest  of 
good  government." 
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The  Louisiana  lottery  ran  from  1869  to  1894.  While  it 
operated  its  receipts  approximated  $4,000,000  per  year.  It  paid 
out  in  prizes  and  expenses  about  $2,776,500  annually.  The  li- 
censees netted  about  $823,500,  and  the  state  received  $40,000. 

As  a  revenue  measure,  the  Louisiana  lottery  was  as  produc- 
tive to  the  state  as  an  attempt  to  get  wool  from  a  hog.  The  pro- 
ceeds were  small,  but  the  commotion  was  terrific.  The  commo- 
tion ^vas  heard  all  the  way  to  Washington,  where  Congress  took 
official  note  of  the  goings  on  at  the  mouth  of  the  Mississippi. 

In  a  message  to  Congress,  President  Benjamin  Harrison 
said  in  1890  that  the  people  were  being  "debauched  and  de- 
frauded" by  lotteries.  Members  of  Congress,  not  to  be  outdone, 
described  lotteries  as  "swindling  and  demoralizing  agencies" 
and  "skin  games  of  the  most  corrupting  order." 

The  result  of  this  flow  of  invective  Avas  federal  legislation 
closing  the  channels  of  interstate  commerce  to  almost  all  ma- 
terials relating  to  lotteries.  Indirectly,  this  law  may  well  be  the 
means  of  defeating  the  1963  attempt  to  establish  a  sweepstakes 
in  New  Hampshire.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Battles:  "I  rise  in  sup- 
port of  the  passage  of  this  bill.  Surely  the  urge  to  gamble  can- 
not be  all  wrong.  Much  of  the  greatness  and  power  of  America 
stems  from  the  urgency  of  spirit  which  prompts  man  to  back 
his  hunches  or  judgment  with  a  few  dollars  to  make  more  dol- 
lars. Many  people  insist  that  gambling  is  a  social  problem. 
There  are  thousands  of  problems  affecting  the  well  being  of 
mankind,  but  there  is  none  with  only  one  facet. 

"Bernard  Baruch  has  said  that  off-track  betting  should  be 
legalized  and  every  man  should  have  the  privilege  of  backing 
his  judgment  with  a  bet  if  he  so  desires.  I  give  you  these  details 
merely  to  show  you  that  people  ^vant  to  bet.  If  you  give  a  man 
an  honest,  above-board  place  he  will  bet  there;  if  you  don't, 
he  will  creep  into  the  dungeons  of  the  underworld  and  do  it 
there.  This  is  a  fact  that  seems  to  be  overlooked  by  many. 

"The  anti-gambling  contingent  argues  that  the  real  evil 
lies  not  so  much  in  the  gambling  itself  but  in  the  corruption 
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of  public  officials.  With  the  legalizing  of  sweepstakes  the  dis- 
honest gambling  element  will  be  eliminated. 

"The  cost  of  gambling  is  no  greater  for  a  person  who  gam- 
bles than  it  is  for  a  person  who  buys  entertainment  such  as  go- 
ing to  the  movies,  hunting,  fishing,  dancing  or  other  sorts  of 
entertainment.  Each  purchaser  of  a  sweepstakes  ticket  pays  not 
for  the  mathematically  slim  chance  at  a  prize,  but  rather  for 
the  privilege  of  dreaming.  The  hopes  and  dreams  of  people 
cannot  be  stifled.  It  has  long  been  common  knowledge  that  the 
elements  of  vice  and  corruption  exist  on  the  profits  of  illegal 
gambling.  I  feel  that  the  legalizing  of  sweepstakes  will  react  in 
the  same  way  that  the  legalizing  of  liquor  —  that  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  will  be  much  better  off  because  both  will  be 
under  legal  control." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Olson:  "Mr.  President, 
as  far  as  this  bill  is  concerned,  I  go  along  with  Senators  Holmes 
and  DeLude  that  there  cannot  be  a  moral  issue  here,  but  we 
seem  to  have  gone  by  that.  I  agree  with  Senator  Drake  that 
the  question  of  legality  should  be  explored,  but  they  do  not 
seem  to  care.  We  will  be  spending  85  cents  to  make  a  dollar 
and  we  do  not  seem  to  care  about  that." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Gardner:  "This  legisla- 
tion has  been  altered  so  many  times  since  being  introduced 
that  it  is  perfectly  clear  the  proponents  of  the  bill  are  ready  to 
accept  any  amendment  not  to  improve  the  bill,  but  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  providing  assurance  of  its  passage  in  any  form. 

"To  me  no  matter  how  many  amendments  you  attach  to 
the  bill,  it  is  still  the  same  old  legislation  that  has  haunted 
these  halls  for  years,  a  scheme  to  encourage  people  to  spend 
money  hoping  to  get  something  for  nothing. 

"Lotteries  encourage  indifference  to  good  and  creative 
activities  and  tempt  the  victims  by  empty  promises.  Patronizing 
a  lottery  is  an  irresponsible  use  of  money  where  the  odds  are 
very  great  and  the  investor  has  no  control  whatsoever  over 
this  investment.  It  exploits  human  weaknesses.  Why  did 
Congress  pass  legislation  banning  lotteries?  Could  it  possibly 
have  been  because  of  the  immoral  influence  on  society? 

"The  Congressional  Record,  May  31,  1962  stated  that  out 
of  43  countries  who  have  lotteries  an  average  of  only  29%  of 
the  gross  amounts  wagered  has  found  its  way  into  state  treasuries. 
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"Corruption  in  government  almost  always  accompanies 
legalized  gambling.  I  believe  most  of  us  are  familiar  with  re- 
cent happenings  in  Massachusetts.  Are  we  so  reluctant  to  accept 
our  responsibilities  that  we  would  encourage  a  like  situation 
in  our  own  state?  Let's  not  kid  ourselves,  those  undesirables 
are  only  a  few  miles  from  our  border.  Should  this  bill  pass  and 
become  law  it  wouldn't  take  long  until  we  had  visitors,  quite 
unlike  the  ones  New  Hampshire  people  are  accustomed  to.  It 
is  a  well  documented  fact  that  wherever  legalized  gambling  is 
introduced  or  expanded,  illegal  gambling  grows  even  faster. 
Statistics  prove  with  illegal  gambling  comes  increase  in  crime, 
for  illegal  gambling  is  controlled  by  the  criminal  underworld. 

"Lotteries  are  supported  largely  by  the  ones  who  can  least 
afford  it  so  that  they  tend  to  become  a  regressive  sort  of  taxation. 

"If  this  legislation  passes,  merchants  can  expect  a  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  number  and  size  of  charge  accounts. 
It  has  been  proven  beyond  a  doubt  that  the  cost  to  the  state 
increases  in  relief  to  families  who  have  tried  to  solve  their 
financial  problems  gambling  with  the  hopes  of  a  WIN. 

"Some  people  in  this  state  are  concerned  about  the  de- 
moralizing effect  obscene  literature  has  on  our  youth.  Ask 
yourselves,  "Would  this  kind  of  legislation  be  an  asset  to  the 
character  building  of  our  youth?"  Juvenile  delinquency  is 
increasing  every  year.  I  am  concerned  more  with  the  effect 
upon  the  youth  than  I  am  with  the  effect  upon  adults.  Will  a 
law  such  as  this  one,  tend  to  build  up  the  moral  character  of 
our  younger  generation  —  our  future  citizens  of  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire'  It  seems  to  me  a  terrific  price  to  pay  in  ex- 
change for  promises  which  the  experiences  of  others  have  never 
proven  beneficial  but  always  detrimental  to  society.  This  kind 
of  legislation  is  unsound  and  if  passed  will  be  an  independable 
way  to  finance  any  services  of  our  state. 

"Is  this  the  heritage  we  wish  to  pass  along  to  our  furture 
citizens?" 

The  President  recognized  Senator  English:  "Mr.  President, 
This  body  is  composed  of  distinguished,  able  and  honorable 
members  and  I  ask  myself  how  it  is  that  approximately  one-half 
of  the  members  of  the  Senate  can  find  the  sweepstakes  a  reason- 
able proposal  while  the  other  half  have  grave  doubts.  I  think  the 
resolution  of  the  question  is  that  we  are  all  trying  as  best  we 
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may  to  represent  our  constituents,  that  the  difference  comes 
from  our  appraisal  of  what  our  people  back  home  want  as  a 
means  of  solving  our  tax  problem, 

"At  the  most  recent  hearing,  after  much  advanced  pub- 
licity, it  turned  out  those  present  were  two  to  one  opposed  to 
this  measure  which  suggests  the  possibility  that  the  public  even 
now  is  not  in  favor  of  the  sweepstakes. 

"At  this  hearing  and  in  almost  all  the  discussions  I  have 
heard,  the  question  has  not  been  on  the  merit  or  lack  of  merit 
of  the  sweepstakes  bill.  It  has  been  'do  you  or  do  you  not  think 
gambling  is  all  right  if  it  helps  to  raise  revenue  for  the  state?' 
The  question  as  to  whether  this  was  or  was  not  a  workable  pro- 
posal was  not  discussed  and  the  grave  doubts  about  its  successful 
operation  in  view  of  federal  laws  was  given  no  consideration. 

"The  proponents  assert  that  this  bill  will  raise  $4,000,000. 
and  they  have  acknowledged  that  $8,000,000.  must  be  wagered 
to  achieve  this  result.  In  other  words,  it  means  that  $8,000,000. 
must  be  taken  from  the  people  of  New  Hampshire  in  order 
that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  have  $4,000,000.  I  say  the 
people  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  because  even  the  pro- 
ponents do  not  pretend  that  these  sweepstakes  tickets  can  be 
sold  outside  the  borders  of  our  state. 

"I  am  deeply  concerned  that  the  people  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire  least  able  to  afford  it,  are  to  be  the  victims  of 
this  dubious  measure. 

"At  the  present  time  fifty  states  have  laws  forbidding  lot- 
teries and  sweepstakes.  Of  the  fifty  states  thirty-eight  have  this 
written  into  their  constitution.  Surely  this  suggests  something 
grievously  wrong  with  this  proposal. 

"In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  ask  the  members  of  the  Sen- 
ate to  carefully  consider  whether  or  not  they  are  indeed  repre- 
senting the  views  of  their  constituents.  I  would  remind  them 
of  how  noisy  a  small  group  may  be.  I  would  also  remind  them 
that  what  the  public  thinks  it  wants  based  upon  inadequate  in- 
formation may  change  rapidly  when  the  realities  of  this  un- 
fortunate proposal  becomes  apparent  to  them." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  wish  to  state  for  the  record  that  I  will  apologize  in  ad- 
vance to  my  friends  in  other  states  who  will  come  into  our  state 
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at  various  seasons  by  offering  the  information  that  if  they  buy 
s^veepstake  tickets  here,  on  their  way  home,  they  may  be  picked 
up  for  being  in  violation  of  the  federal  statutes." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Rainie:  "If  we  pass  this 
bill,  what  we  are  doing  is  taking  money  from  those  who  can 
least  afford  it  —  from  the  poor  people  in  the  community  — 
from  those  who  hope  they  may  be  winners.  Are  the  good  people 
going  to  support  this?  I  don't  believe  so.  This  is  not  the  group. 
You  are  going  to  take  the  money  out  of  the  very  poorest  people. 
The  people  who  have  nothing  and  they  are  carried  with  the 
thought  that  they  might  win  $10,000  if  they  are  lucky.  It  seems 
to  me  that  we  are  not  going  to  take  the  money  out  of  ourselves, 
but  out  of  those  who  cannot  afford  it.  I  think  it  is  a  betrayal 
of  our  trust  in  putting  this  load  on  the  state  of  New  Hampshire. 
A  load  that  is  going  to  be  increased  as  time  goes  on.  This  gives 
me  great  grief  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  —  it  is  a  dis- 
graceful affair  and  I  am  planning  to  cast  my  vote  against  it." 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Paquette,  seconded  by  Senator  Provost  moved  the 
previous  question. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed. 

Question  now  being:  Shall  the  bill  be  ordered  to  a  third 
reading? 

On  this  question,  Senator  Monahan  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Mitchell,  Howard,  DeLude,  Paquette, 
Carter,  Green,  Martel,  Provost,  Hartman,  Chasse,  Battles  and 
Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative:  Sen- 
ators Drake,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  Olson,  English, 
Holmes,  Rainie,  Karkavelas,  and  Hunter. 

The  President  voted  in  the  negative. 

Thirteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
eleven  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative 
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prevailed,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 


On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne,  the  Senate  voted  to  recall  the  following  entitled  bill 
from  the  Governor: 

HB  240,  relating  to  service  exemption. 

Senator  Green  stated  this  request  was  being  made  because 
of  an  omission  in  the  amendment. 

Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Holmes,  served  notice 
that  tomorrow,  when  the  Senate  is  in  possession  of  the  bill,  he 
would  move  reconsideration  of  the  vote  whereby  the  Senate 
ordered  the  bill  to  a  third  reading.  This  would  put  the  bill  back 
on  second  reading  and  open  to  amendment,  which  he  would 
offer. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Holmes, 
the  Senate  voted  to  reconsider  its  action  whereby  it  voted  HB 
240  to  a  third  readino;.

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives  the  Senate  con- 
curring that  in  recognition  of  their  selfless  devotion  to  duty 
and  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  New  Hampshire,  the  General 
Court  conveys  its  deepest  sympathy  to  the  families  and  friends 
of  those  who  gave  their  lives  in  the  service  of  their  country  on 
the  Thresher. 

Be  it  further  Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  the  Commandant  of  the  Portsmouth  Naval  Shipyard 
and  to  the  bereaved  families.

Committee  Report 

HB  445,  relative  to  the  Lancaster-Whitefield  cooperative 
school  district.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Educa- 
tion: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  the  Lancaster-Whitefield 
District  comprises,  in  addition  to  these  two  towns,  Dalton,  Car- 
roll and  Jefferson.  They  want  to  form  a  cooperative  school  dis- 
trict and  the  people  in  the  area  appear  to  be  wholeheartedly  in 
favor.  In  a  sense,  there  is  no  reason  for  this  bill,  for  the  existing 
law  makes  possible  exactly  what  they  aim  to  achieve;  but  the 
bond  underwriters,  as  so  often  happens,  wanted  some  I's  dotted 
and  some  T's  crossed,  hence  this  bill." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  these  towns  voted  by  better 
than  90%  to  cooperate  in  this  program.  The  tie-up  here  is  that 
May  14th  has  been  set  for  this  meeting,  and  there  is  a  time  ele- 
ment involved.  It  may  not  be  necessary  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Education  Committee  to  pass  this  bill,  but  if  the  bonding  com- 
pany is  not  willing  to  underwrite  this  project,  I  think  it  is  im- 
portant that  this  bill  should  pass  and  I  would  ask  that  the 
recommendation  of  the  committee,  ought  to  pass,  be  adopted." 

The  committee  recommendation  was  adopted,  and  the  bill 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

But  in  behalf 
of  the  industry  in  my  area  who  objected  to  a  similar  bill  —  they 
have  removed  their  objection.  I  think  it  is  a  good  bill  and  I 
would  urge  passage  of  this  bill." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  was  the  one  who  made 
the  motion  for  Special  Order  for  next  Tuesday.  I  join  in  sup- 
port of  Senator  Drake's  motion  for  reconsideration  —  my  ques- 
tions about  the  bill  have  been  answered." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  concur  with  what 
Senator  Drake  has  said.  Industry  in  my  area  is  also  in  favor  of 
the  bill." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion:  "Mr. 
President,  I  concur  with  the  comments  made  and  I  hope  the 
bill  will  pass  today." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  I  also  wish  to  add  my 
best  wishes." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  motion  for  reconsideration  carried. 

Committee  Report 

HB  58,  relative  to  minimum  treatment  standards  for 
sewage  and  industrial  wastes.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Joint 
Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development  and 
Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  sure  that  Senator 
Hunter  was  not  aware  of  the  fact  that  this  bill  was  to  be  con- 
sidered this  morning.  Ho\\ever,  I  assure  you  that  he  will  have 
no  objection  to  taking  action  on  this  bill  this  morning.  The 
prime  purpose  of  this  bill  has  to  do  with  maximum  treatment 
standards  where  there  is  excessive  waste.  The  controversial 
section  1  —  has  been  a  well  adapted  program  and  they  have 
not  pushed.  All  classifications  are  under  study  —  generally. 
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it  is  two  years  or  more  before  the  classification  of  a  stream  is 
made.  There  is  only  one  stream  to  be  affected  now  —  the 
Pemigewasset  river." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Yes,  that  is  true.  It  will  be  a  lengthy 
process  and  all  will  be  given  a  chance  to  be  heard.  I  urge  pass- 
age of  this  bill.  As  Vice  Chairman  of  the  Committee  that  con- 
sidered this  bill,  I  believe  that  I  can  speak  for  the  bill.  It  is  a 
good  move  by  the  Senate  now  to  adopt  these  rules  at  the  present 
time  by  interpreting  the  rules  which  we  now  have," 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

Motion  for  Reconsideration 

Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  moved  that 
the  Senate  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  passed  HB  240,  re- 
lating to  service  exemption. 

The  motion  carried. 

On  further  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator 
Battles,  the  Senate  voted  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the 
above  entitled  bill  was  placed  on  third  reading. 

The  bill,  being  on  its  second  reading,  was  open  to  amend- 
ment. 

Senator  Green  offered  the  following  amendment;  seconded 
by  Senator  Drake: 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "60 
days  after"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  that  this 
act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  favor  of  the  amendment:  "Mr. 
President,  as  I  explained  yesterday,  all  this  amendment  does 
is  to  clear  the  situation  as  explained  to  me  by  Senator  Paquette 
that  there  are  four  veterans  in  Nashua  who  are  affected  by  this 
bill.  To  await  the  60  days  would  put  them  beyond  the  present 
situation  where  they  can  apply  for  this.  The  committee  had  so 
voted,  but  the  Senator  failed  to  file  the  amendment." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 
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Concurrent  Resolution 

Senator  Monahan  offered  the  following  Concurrent  Reso- 
lution seconded  by  Senator  Hodgdon,  and  spoke  in  support 
thereof: 


Concurrent  Resolution 

Petitioning  congress  of  the  United  States  to  reject  and  defeat  a 

proposal  to  amend  the  internal  revenue  code  by  abolishing 

the  capital  gains  treatment  of  forest  products. 

Whereas  it  is  proposed  to  amend  the  internal  revenue  code 
of  the  United  States  in  a  manner  which  virtually  eliminates  the 
capital  gains  treatment  of  receipts  from  harvesting  of  forest 
products,  and 

Whereas  the  effect  of  such  amendment  would  be  to  dis- 
courage the  owners  of  forest  lands  from  holding  their  lands 
without  cutting  until  the  forest  crop  has  reached  its  full  ma- 
turity, and  is  in  conflict  with  the  entire  concept  of  timber  as  a 
natural  renewable  capital  asset  or  crop,  and 

Whereas  the  forests  of  New  Hampshire  cover  84%  of  the 
State's  entire  land  area,  and  are  of  priceless  value  in  that  they: 

1)  Provide  a  means  of  livelihood  for  one-fifth  of  all  per- 
sons employed  in  manufacturing  in  New  Hampshire, 
and  an  annual  payroll  of  $52,000,000; 

2)  Provide  invaluable  protection  for  the  watersheds  of  our 
brooks,  rivers  and  streams,  and  their  continued  flow 
of  pure  waters; 

3)  Provide  cover  and  protection  for  the  State's  wildlife, 

its  fish,  birds  and  game; 

4)  Provide  a  natural  playground  for  millions  of  our  fellow 
Americans  who  reside  and  must  work  in  the  metropol- 
itan areas  of  the  Eastern  United  States,  and  who  travel 
to  this  State  for  rest  and  recreation.  Now,  Therefore: 

Be  it  resolved  by  the  Senate  the  House  of  Representatives 
concurring: 

That  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  peti- 
tions the  congress  of  the  United  States  to  defeat  and  reject  said 
proposed  changes  in  the  taxation  of  timber,  and  thereby  lend 
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its  continued  support  to  the  encouragement  of  the  growth  of 
this  valuable  natural  resource  of  the  United  States,  and 

That  a  duly  attested  copy  of  this  resolution  be  immediately 
transmitted  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate  of  the  United  States, 
the  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States 
and  to  each  member  of  the  congressional  delegation  of  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire. 

"Prior  to  1944  only  timber  sold  outright  on  the  stump,  or 
together  ^vith  the  land,  received  the  capital  gains  advantage. 
The  effect  was  to  favor  such  sales  strongly  as  against  the  develop- 
ment of  well  planned  long-term  management  and  was  harmful 
to  the  forest  throughout  the  nation. 

"In  1944,  the  law  was  changed  so  that  the  difference  be- 
tween  book  value  and  the  going  rate  for  standing  timber  could 
be  returned  as  a  capital  gain  rather  than  straight  business  in- 
come when  the  owner  cut  his  own  timber.  The  capital  gains 
rate  for  industry  is  25%  instead  of  52%  for  all  earnings  over 
$25,000. 

"Private  enterprise  can  do  a  good  job  and  is  strongly  in- 
clined to  do  a  better  job  as  the  Forest  Service  reports.  But  taxa- 
tion at  too  high  rates  will  surely  kill  off  the  good  start  already 
made. 

"Therefore,  we  of  New  Hampshire  who  have  an  important 
wood  using  industry,  well  diversified  by  product  and  locality, 
yet  hampered  by  shortage  of  quality  forest  products,  should 
strongly  urge  the  Federal  Government  not  to  change  the  present 
capital  gains  tax  law  as  applied  to  timber.  We  feel  the  proposed 
change  will  surely  undermine  the  glowing  interest  of  private 
capital  in  the  long-term  endeavor  to  grow  good  timber. 

"We  have  made  real  progress  Avithour  own  timber  tax  law, 
but  that  local  effort  will  be  of  no  avail  if  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment now  doubles  its  tax." 

The   Concurrent   Resolution   was   unanimously   adopted. 

*         *         * 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Howard,  under  personal 
privilege:  "}ames  M.  Langley  of  the  Concord  Monitor  had  this 
to  say  yesterday  in  his  editorial  referring  to  the  senators  who 
voted  for  the  sweepstakes,  and  three  in  particular,  and  I  quote, 
'The  trio  in  the  past  have  been  Powell  partisans.  Was  the  for- 
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mer  Governor  involved  in  an  attempt  to  embarrass  the  party 
which  threw  him  out  of  office  rather  unceremoniously  in  last 
year's  primary?  Powell  in  the  past  has  publicly  personally  op- 
posed sweepstakes.  But  Powell  has  also  been  vindictive  in  the 
past. 

"  'Moreover,  the  word  is  out  that  Powell  will  seek  the  Re- 
publican nomination  again  in  1964. 

"  'The  Republican  party  as  such  has  not  taken  a  position 
on  the  sweepstakes,  but  in  the  House,  Republicans  voted  against 
the  bill  by  two  to  one  and  very  nearly  defeated  it.  The  majority 
of  Republicans  in  the  Senate  are  still  expected  to  oppose  the 
bill,  despite  the  reported  defection  of  the  freshman  trio.  The 
Republican  Senators  who  will  join  the  Democrats  in  favor  of 
the  sweepstakes  bill  are  mainly  Powell  partisans.'  End  of  quote. 

"I  want  James  M.  Langley  of  the  Concord  Monitor  to  know 
that  ex-Governor  Wesley  Powell  called  me  Monday  night  and 
told  me  how  disappointed  he  was  that  I  was  going  to  vote  for 
the  sweepstakes.  People  come  to  expect  this  sort  of  editorializ- 
ing from  James  M.  Langley,  a  long-time  Powell  hater." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  comment 
—  contrary  to  what  some  have  implied,  I  believe  that  Gover- 
nor Powell  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  passage  of  the  sweep- 
stake. I  think  Governor  Powell  is  honest  —  he  has  not  asked 
anything  of  me  nor  has  he  conferred  with  me." 

Senator  Gardner:  "I  am  quite  sure  that  he  did  not." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "The  two  terms  that  Wesley  Powell 
served  as  Governor  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  he  opposed 
the  sweepstake.  As  late  as  last  Sunday,  I  had  conversation  with 
him  and  he  was  firmly  opposed  to  the  sweepstakes." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  only  had  an  opportunity 
to  glance  at  the  editorial  this  morning.  I  think  the  remarks  of 
Mr.  Langley  are  wholly  uncalled  for,  incorrect  and  false,  and 
I  think  come  close  to  being  scurrilous.  I  think  that  those  of  us 
who  voted  for  the  sweepstake  voted  for  it  because  we  felt  that 
we  were  doing  what  we  thought  was  right.  I  was  not  approached 
by  Governor  Po^vell  on  the  sweepstake  issue  nor  have  I  been 
approached  by  him  on  any  other  bill  in  the  general  court.  I 
have  heard  from  Governor  Powell  —  he  sent  me  a  birthday 
card,  but  I  think  this  statement  of  wild  journalism  on  the  part 
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of  the  Concord  Monitor  is  more  akin  to  the  views  of  papers 
in  larger  cities.  Instead  of  attacking  various  members  of  the 
Senate  on  their  vote,  I  think  he  should  advise  or  at  least  run 
for  office  himself  and  vote  the  way  the  people  wish  him  to 
vote  instead  of  sitting  on  the  sidelines  and  doing  nothing." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  wish  to  compliment  both  those 
who  voted  in  favor  of  the  sweepstakes  and  also  those  who  voted 
in  opposition.  After  the  very  controversial  session  was  over, 
I  talked  with  other  Senators  and  it  was  good  to  talk  with  them. 
I  wish  also  to  compliment  the  President  who  really  conducted 
the  session  fairly  on  the  most  controversial  issue  that  we  have 

had  this  session."

Then  we  can  all  follow  each  other 
over  to  the  Portsmouth  Naval  Shipyard  from  there."

It  is  further  amended  by  changes  submitted  by 
Bank  Commissioner  and  in  agreement  with  Banking  Associa- 
tion. It  now  provides  that  all  shortages  of  $500  or  more  be  re- 
ported to  the  Commissioner  within  two  banking  days.  The  bill 
is  needed  because  such  prompt  action  would  enable  the  depart- 
ment to  investigate  any  questionable  situation  immediately 
and  probably  prevent  further  ones.

Dear  President  Dunlap: 

This  is  to  acknowledge  and  thank  you  for  your  referral  of 
April  10,  1963  relative  to  correspondence  from  Judge  Kenneth 
F.  McLaughlin,  of  Nashua  Municipal  Court,  concerning  a 
foster  home  for  a  boy  in  the  Industrial  School. 

I  am  pleased  to  advise  that  Superintendent  Michael  Morel- 
lo  has  been  successful  in  securing  a  foster  home  for  the  boy  in 
the  City  of  Manchester. 

However,  this  incident  provides  an  excellent  opportunity 
to  appraise  you  of  the  serious  situation  we  now  face  in  the  state 
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in  locating  adequate  foster  homes  for  teen-agers.  We  daily  ex- 
perience difficulty  in  locating  suitable  homes  for  adolescents 
who  have  no  behavior  problems  because  of  the  inadequate 
board  rate  provided  by  the  political  subdivisions  and  good 
foster  parents  refuse  to  board  a  child  at  a  financial  loss.  It  is 
more  difficult  to  find  foster  homes  for  children  who  do  manifest 
behavior  problems.  As  a  result  of  these  factors  many  adolescent 
children  are  being  detained  in  institutions  when  they  should 
be  enjoying  the  benefits  of  community  living. 

For  your  further  information,  the  maximum  rate  for  board 
and  care  is  $45.00  monthly  and  many  communities  pay  less 
than  this  amount  with  a  statewide  average  in  the  vicinity  of 
$40.00  a  month.  In  a  few  exceptional  cases  based  upon  unusual 
circumstances  cities,  counties,  and  towns  have  exceeded  the 
$45.00  monthly  maximum.  This  average  rate  for  board  and 
care  is  grossly  insufficient  and  fails  to  provide  the  potentially 
good  foster  home  with  any  incentive  to  open  its  doors  to  our 
troubled  youth.  The  private  child-placing  agencies  pay  a  higher 
rate  for  board  and  care  of  adolescents  and  consequently  have 
more  success  in  locating  foster  homes  which  provide  appropriate 
care  and  supervision. 

A  bill  to  establish  an  arrangement  for  adjusting  board 
rates  ^vas  introduced  in  this  session  of  our  General  Court  by 
Representative  Willibert  Gamache,  of  Manchester,  who  has  a 
real  concern  regarding  this  problem.  This  bill  was  reported  out 
as  inexpedient  to  legislate  by  the  Committee  on  Public  Welfare 
and  State  Institutions  and  this  recommendation  ^vas  adopted 
by  the  House  of  Representatives. 

There  is  a  dire  need  to  recruit  capable  foster  parents  to 
serve  our  neglected  and  dependent  youngsters  and  in  order  to 
recruit  and  maintain  such  homes  a  more  liberal  board  payment 
is  essential.  The  placement  of  a  teen-ager  in  the  home  of  a  cap- 
able foster  parent  provides  the  setting  for  a  sound  program  of 
social  readjustment,  a  reduction  in  the  period  of  dependency, 
and  the  possibility  of  a  more  expeditious  retmn  of  the  child 
to  his  own  home. 

In  conclusion,  I  can  only  reiterate  that  the  need  for  foster 
homes  for  adolescent  youth  is  an  urgent  one  and  a  more  ade- 
quate board  and  care  rate  is  essential  if  we  are  to  meet  this  need.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, as  you  know,  the  Rules  Committee  has  a  meeting  sched- 
uled for  10  a.m.  next  Tuesday.  This  would  be  a  good  time  for 
consideration  of  late  bills."

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  concvirs  with 
the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
amendment,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendment  the  House 
asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate: 

SB  16,  relative  to  sales  of  liquor  and  beverages  by  rest- 
aurants. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  First  Class  Restaurants.  Amend  RSA  178:3-a  (supp) 
as  inserted  by  1957,  47  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  town  of  Newington  has 
voted  or  votes  in  any  referendum  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor 
and  beverages,  a  permit  as  provided  in  RSA  181:4  and  a  license 
to  sell  liquor  by  the  glass  and  fortified  wines  by  the  bottle,  if 
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the  cork  is  drawn,  to  bona  fide  customers  with  meals  at  tables 
only,  may  be  issued  to  any  first-class  restaurant  in  said  town  of 
Newington,  but  only  if  the  restaurant  is  open  and  does  busi- 
ness at  least  ten  months  of  every  calendar  year  and  said  res- 
taurant shall  meet  all  other  requirements  of  this  section,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

178:3-a  Licenses  for  Restaurants.  The  commission  may 
issue  a  license  to  any  first  class  restaurant  in  any  town,  if  such 
restaurant  also  holds  a  permit  provided  under  RSA  181:4, 
which  shall  entitle  the  licensee  to  sell  liquor  by  the  glass  and 
fortified  wines  by  the  bottle,  if  the  cork  is  drawn,  with  meals 
at  tables  only  in  the  restaurant;  said  liquor  and/or  fortified 
wines  to  be  consumed  with  meals  at  tables  only  in  the  approved 
dining  rooms  of  said  restaurant.  Minimum  charge  for  said 
meals  shall  be  not  less  than  one  dollar  ach.  The  determina- 
tion of  what  is  a  first  class  restaurant  is  to  be  within  the  discre- 
tion of  the  commission.  Licenses  shall  be  granted  only  to  such 
restaurants  as  the  commission  at  its  discretion  shall  approve 
and  then  only  to  such  restaurants  as  can  show  the  commission 
on  forms  and  under  regulations  prescribed  by  the  commission 
that  at  least  sixty  per  cent  of  the  gross  sales  shall  fall  within 
the  category  of  food.  Annually  thereafter  or  as  may  seem 
necessary  the  commission  shall  review  each  license  and/or  each 
application  for  renewal  on  the  conditions  stated  in  this  section. 
No  license  shall  be  granted  to  any  restaurant  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  in  any  town  or  city  that  has  voted  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  alcoholic  beverages  within  its  confines.  Not- 
-^vithstanding  the  fact  that  the  to^vn  of  Newington  has  voted  or 
votes  in  any  referendum  to  prohibit  the  sale  of  liquor  and 
beverages,  a  permit  as  provided  in  RSA  181:4  and  a  license  to 
sell  liquor  by  the  glass  and  fortified  wines  by  the  bottle,  if  the 
cork  is  drawn,  to  bona  fide  customers  with  meals  at  tables  only, 
may  be  issued  to  any  first  class  restaurant  in  said  town  of  New- 
ington, but  only  if  the  restaurant  is  open  and  does  business 
at  least  ten  months  of  every  calendar  year  and  said  restaurant 
shall  meet  all  other  requirements  of  this  section. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  if  you  will  recall,  origin- 
ally the  bill  called  for  the  allowance  of  the  state  liquor  commis- 
sion to  grant  a  first  class  liquor  license  and  beer  license,  not- 
withstanding that  the  town  had  voted  dry  on  either  A  or  B 
question  or  both.  The  objections  to  the  bill,  such  as  they  were, 
that  it  would  impose  on  approximately  40  dry  towns  in  the  state 
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where  the  license  might  be  wanted.  The  bill  was  amended  in 
the  Senate  originally  by  amendment  offered  by  Senator  Hunter 
which  excluded  the  town  of  Hampton.  The  Senate  passed  this 
amendment  and  sent  it  into  the  House.  The  House  submitted 
the  amendment  which  has  been  passed.  In  the  Senate,  there 
were  four  or  five  people  who  objected.  The  amendment  was 
drawn  up  and  submitted  to  the  Attorney  General  for  legality. 
The  House  named  a  sub  committee  to  investigate  and  pass  on 
this  amendment.  The  sub  committee  held  an  additional  public 
hearinsT  in  the  town  of  Newin^ton  at  which  time,  all  elected 
town  officials  were  present.  There  was  no  objection.  The  ap- 
proval was  unanimous  at  this  public  hearing.  Many  citizens  of 
the  town,  including  a  former  Representative,  Mr.  Mott,  sup- 
ported the  amendment.  The  committee  reported  it  in  and  the 
House  passed  it.  Now,  the  provisions  do  not  affect  any  town 
which  has  voted  dry  in  the  state  except  Newington.  That  town 
is  excepted  only  in  the  Class  A  restaurants  —  nothing  else  but 
Class  A  restaurants." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, the  Senate  voted  to  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the  above 
amendment.

SB  76,  to  establish  a  uniform  motor  vehicle  certificate  of 
title  and  anti-theft  act.  (Rainie)  Referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary. 

SB  77,  to  clarify  the  status  of  passenger  tramway  devices. 
(Monahan)  Referred  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Committee  Reports 

SB  31,  relative  to  reciprocity  in  the  purchase  of  liquor. 
Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Laws: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  what  this  bill  does  is 
to  require  reciprocal  buying  by  contiguous  states  mainly  as 
near  as  possible  in  the  purchase  and  sale  of  liquor.  At  the  public 
hearing,  it  was  brought  out  the  number  of  people  employed 
in  the  manufacture  of  liquor  in  New  Hampshire.  Also  in 
Maine,   they  manufacture  some   liquor  and  some  companies 
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there  have  refused  any  reciprocity.  This  does  not  make  it 
mandatory.  I  think  this  is  something  that  the  liquor  commis- 
sion needs  as  far  as  the  statutes  are  concerned  so  that  they  may 
deal  accordingly  with  the  situation.  In  Manchester,  quite  an 
industry,  employing  quite  a  number  of  people  is  in  operation. 
That  company  has  had  difficulty  because  of  refusal  to  list  these 
particular  brands.  The  Senate  Liquor  Committee  was  unanim- 
ous in  its  motion  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Monahan  asked  of  Senator  Whalen:  "Did  the 
state  liquor  board  ask  for  or  endorse  this  bill?" 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "No.  Personally,  I  feel  that  this  bill 
is  of  great  importance,  especially  to  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
where  we  are  concerned  with  employment.  There  is  no  question 
that  this  will  do  anything  but  good  for  the  state.  Maine  is 
transporting  some  of  this  product  in  and  bottling  same  and 
calling  it  a  Maine  product.  I  cannot  see  why  the  product  should 
be  purchased  by  a  neighboring  state." 

Senator  Rainie  inquired:  "Why  has  not  the  liquor  com- 
mission been  questioned  about  this  matter  and  why  has  their 
advice  not  been  asked?  The  commission  has  been  in  business 
a  long  time  and  they  have  acquired  the  experience.  Why  were 
they  not  consulted?" 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  did  not  wish  to  go  and  ask  per- 
mission and  put  them  in  any  way  where  they  might  have  to 
answer  any  questions  to  me.  In  the  state  of  Maine,  they  also 
have  a  special  law,  not  a  regulation,  which  says  that  Maine 
products  shall  be  posted  on  a  special  list  and  I  would  like  to 
see  this  happen  in  this  state,  too.  A  New  Hampshire  product 
should  certainly  be  posted  in  our  New  Hampshire  liquor  stores. 
This  is  a  law  in  the  state  of  Maine  right  now." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Whalen:  "The  state  of  Maine  has  a  law  that  any- 
thing that  is  bottled  in  Maine  is  automatically  listed.  This  has 
developed  quite  a  bottling  industry  in  that  state.  I  think  this  is 
a  good  bill  for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire." 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "How  many  brands  which  are 
bottled  in  New  Hampshire  are  now  on  the  present  liquor  store 
list?" 

Senator  Provost:  "Three  brands  out  of  twelve." 
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Senator  English:  "This  all  seems  very  confusing  to  me. 
It  appears  to  me  a  possibility  that  there  is  something  uncon- 
stitutional about  this  —  I  would  like  to  be  sure." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  would  have  no  objection  if  Sena- 
tor English  would  like  to  make  this  a  Special  Order  of  Business." 

On  motion  of  Senator  English,  seconded  by  Senator  La- 
montagne, the  Senate  voted  to  make  further  consideration  of 
the  above  bill  and  the  accompaning  report  a  Special  Order  of 
Business  for  Thursday  morning  at  11:01  o'clock. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  English:  "Are  you 
going  to  take  this  upon  yourself  to  find  out?" 

Senator  English:  "I  had  not  thought  of  doing  that.  I  had 
thought  the  members  of  the  Committee  would  take  it  up  with 
the  Attorney  General." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  think  it  would  be  better  for  this 
matter  to  remain  in  the  hands  of  the  present  committee,  with 
the  suggestions  that  when  the  bill  comes  in  on  Thursday  the 
following  tAvo  questions  be  answered:  1.  Does  our  own  state 
liquor  board  consider  this  might  jeopardize  the  sale  in  this 
state.  2.  Find  out  through  the  Attorney  General's  office  whether 
this  is  a  bill  of  benefit  to  the  state  or  not." 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  34,  prohibiting  reference  to  athletic  and  sports  events 
in  alcoholic  beverage  advertising.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for 
the  Committee  on  Liquor  La^vs:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  move  that  we  substitute 
the  words,  Ought  to  pass,  for  the  committee  report,  Inexpedient 
to  legislate." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Rainie. 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  "The  rea- 
son for  this  bill  is  a  change  in  the  la^vs  and  regulations  of  the 
state  liquor  commission.  The  copy  published  on  January  1, 
1956  under  rule  17  on  page  44  reads:  No  advertising  of  liquor 
or  alcoholic  beverages  shall  contain  any  reference  to  athletic 
and  sports  events.  In  the  new  copy  which  was  published  on 
January  1,  1962,  that  has  been  deleted.  Now,  I  am  sure  that 
all  of  you  watch  TV  and  I  am  sure  that  all  of  you  are  somewhat 
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cognizant  of  the  advertising  that  is  in  newspapers.  I  think  it  is 
a  subject  that  should  be  considered  seriously  for  the  good  of 
our  young  people.  All  young  people  are  taken  by  what  the 
better  athletes  do  and  they  endeavor  to  copy  or  take  part  in 
athletics  because  of  this  aspect  of  being  a  superior  athlete  in 
their  minds  is  a  picture  usually  of  the  athlete  doing  something 
extra  or  giving  some  extra  fine  performance.  This  is  being 
utilized  by  the  liquor  industry  to  advertise  their  product.  .  .  . 
I  think  the  effect  this  may  have  on  our  young  people  should 
seriously  be  considered.  ..." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Green  spoke  against  the  motion  to  substitute. 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion  to 
substitute:  "If  it  were  possible  for  us  in  New  Hampshire  to 
legislate  the  advertising  of  the  entire  United  States  and  Canada. 
I  think  it  might  be  sensible  to  consider  this,  but  it  is  not  pos- 
sible to  do  this.  The  news  media  from  all  over  the  United 
States  comes  into  our  state.  I  know  that  at  one  time,  one  of  our 
papers  had  to  decline  a  full  page  ad.  It  is  ridiculous  to  say 
that  our  o^cn  people  cannot  advertise  and  must  lose  money 
when  it  is  going  to  be  before  the  public  anyway.  If  we  were 
legislating  for  the  entire  United  States,  that  would  be  one  thing, 
but  I  think  it  is  ridiculous  for  us  to  legislate  this  for  the  state 
of  Neu'  Hampshire.  I  am  assuming  that  the  liquor  commission 
dropped  this  regulation  because  it  was  not  doing  what  they 
had  hoped  it  would  do." 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  against  the  motion  to  substitute: 
"The  committee  was  unanimous  in  the  adoption  of  the  recom- 
mendation. Senator  DeLude  has  stated  the  case  very  well.  The 
liquor  commission  has  the  authority  to  approve  or  disapprove 
any  advertising  in  the  state." 

Senator  Green  moved  the  previous  question,  seconded  by 
Senator  Provost. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed. 

Question  now  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Hunter  to 
substitute. 

On  this  motion.  Senator  Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 
The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 
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The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Rainie,  Karkavelas  and  Hunter. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Drake,  Mitchell,  Hodgdon,  Monahan, 
Howard,  DeLude,  English,  Paquette,  Green,  Martel,  Provost, 
Hartman,  Chasse,  Battles  and  Whalen. 

Three  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  sixteen 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  motion  to  substitute  was  lost. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  La- 
montagne, the  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient 
to  legislate  was  adopted. 

Committee  Report  (continued) 

HB  129,  relative  to  the  sale  of  liquor  and  beverages  in 
first  class  hotels.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on 
Liquor  Laws:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  proposes  that 
hotels  be  allowed  to  sell  liquor  in  cocktail  lounges  as  well  as 
in  the  dining  room  with  meals  on  Sunday.  The  committee  was 
unanimous.  Representative  Bean  of  Waterville  appeared  for 
the  bill.  He  made  the  point  of  national  conventions  being  much 
in  favor  of  this.  He  stated  that  most  conventions  were  held 
over  week  ends.  Some  200,  300  or  400  people  attend.  It  has 
become  increasingly  difficult  for  managers  of  hotels  to  sign  up 
for  conventions  because  of  this  restriction.  At  the  same  time, 
they  can  purchase  this  liquor  in  Class  A  restaurants  and  in 
dining  rooms;  it  does  not  seem  fair  to  the  OAvners  who  have 
spent  money  in  building  cocktail  lounges  not  to  have  this 
privilege.  Mr.  Palmer,  President  of  the  Hotel  Association 
brought  out  the  fact  that  this  is  the  same  as  is  permitted  in 
clubs.  Walter  Dunfey  appeared  and  spoke  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
Steve  Smith  of  Plymouth  also  spoke  in  support  and  cited  that 
one  group  held  their  convention  at  Lake  George  rather  than 
in  New  Hampshire  because  of  this  existing  condition.  ..." 

Senator  Rainie  spoke  against  the  bill:  "It  is  understood 
that  anyone  who  opposes  anything  of  this  sort  has  very  little 
opportunity  to  prevail.  I  am  going  to  speak  briefly  about  people 
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who  have  been  killed  in  this  state  by  drinking  or  by  drunken 
drivers.  The  question  seems  to  be  that  we  are  more  interested  in 
selling  more  booze  and  getting  more  money  than  in  what  is 
good  for  our  people.  According  to  statistics,  in  the  past  8  years 
there  were  415  people  killed  due  to  drunken  driving,  244 
drivers  were  killed;  154  passengers,  17  pedestrians  killed.  For 
a  total  of  832  people  in  8  years.  100  per  year." 

(Discussion  ensued) 
Senator  Green  spoke  in  support.  Also  Senator  Lamontagne. 

Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan,  moved 
the  previous  question. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
motion  carried. 

Question  being  on  adoption  or  recommendation  of  the  com- 
mittee: Ought  to  pass. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Rainie  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  preceded  to  call  the  roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Drake,  Mitchell,  Monahan,  Howard, 
DeLude,  Olson,  English,  Paquette,  Green,  Martel,  Provost, 
Hartman,  Chasse,  Karkavelas,  Battles  and  Whalen.

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  Senate  voted  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  House  of  a 
Committee  of  Conference;  the  President  appointed  as  members 
of  such  Committee  in  the  Senate,  Senators  Holmes  and  Paquette. 

Committee  Reports 

SB  66,  to  require  notation  of  line  agreements.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  reported  unani- 
mously by  the  committee.  It  will  require  any  agreement  which 
involves  the  setting  up  of  a  line  agreement  to  be  recorded  in  the 
Registry  of  Deeds  and  notation  also  made  by  the  parties  who 
sign  the  agreement.  It  was  brought  to  the  attention  of  the  com- 
mittee that  when  a  line  dividing  two  pieces  of  property  has  be- 
come obliterated  or  has  been  lost  and  the  two  parties  cannot 
designate  the  lines  on  their  deeds  and  do  not  report  it,  this  in- 
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formation  will  be  recorded  on  margin  of  agreement  and  will  so 
be  recorded  in  registry  of  deeds." 

Senator  English  inquired:  "I  presume  this  has  to  do  only 
with  lands  under  question,  and  has  nothing  to  do  with  agree- 
ments made  on  lands  in  the  past?" 

Senator  Green:  "This  bill  will  take  effect  60  days  after  pas- 
sage. But  if  you  know  of  any  such  case,  it  should  be  reported." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

SB  70,  authorizing  the  adoption  of  fire  prevention  codes 
by  cities.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  will  permit  the 
various  cities  and  towns  to  adopt  by  referendum  a  fire  preven- 
tion code.  Under  RSA  47,  the  cities  and  towns  do  have  the 
authority,  but  they  are  limited  in  the  interpretation  by  council, 
and  attorney  general,  to  construction  only.  This  will  permit 
the  adoption  of  the  national  code  of  fire  underwriters  by  refer- 
ence to  fires.  This  simply  adds  the  words,  for  the  prevention 
of  fires.  As  it  is  now,  they  have  the  authority  on  buildings  under 
construction,  but  after  the  building  is  completed,  they  have 
no  authority  on  fire  prevention." 

Senator  Hunter  inquired:  "Is  this  permissive  legislation?" 

Senator  Green  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Battles  inquired:   "Is  this  the  same  bill  we  had 

last  year?" 

Senator  Green  replied  in  the  negative  and  explained: 
"Some  of  the  serious  fires  that  we  had  in  Manchester  recently, 
where  people  burned  to  death,  raised  this  question.  It  was  dis- 
covered that  the  only  time  the  fire  department  can  go  in  is 
before  the  building  is  built.  Nothing  permits  them  to  go  in 
after  the  building  is  completed." 

Senator  Whalen  inquired:  "Does  this  apply  to  towns  and 
cities?" 

Senator  Green  replied  in  the  affirmative. 
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Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  rise  in  support  of  this 
bill.  As  an  old  time  fireman,  and  having  seen  all  the  haywire 
wiring  and  electrical  hazards  that  appear  in  homes  day  after 
day  —  I  believe  that  this  bill  is  long  overdue." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  100,  providing  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  a 
special  head  tax  for  state  purposes.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for 
the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  the  committee  had 
a  hearing  yesterday  on  this  head  tax  bill.  Of  course,  this  bill 
is  no  different  than  in  the  previous  years.  This  bill  is  for  the 
funds  to  be  placed  into  the  general  funds.  There  was  an  amend- 
ment that  appeared  yeasterday  to  increase  the  tax  to  $10  for 
a  part  to  be  turned  back  to  the  towns.  In  favor,  were  the  ma- 
jority and  minority  floor  leaders  of  the  House.  Also,  a  repre- 
sentative of  the  Governor,  in  favor  of  the  bill.  The  main 
reason  that  the  committee  made  this  report  today  instead  of 
tomorrow  is  because  of  the  tax  commission  —  Mr.  Chandler, 
who  appeared  neither  for  or  against  this  bill,  recommended 
to  the  committee  that  it  would  be  necessary  to  have  this  bill 
passed  by  May  1st.  If  this  is  not  enacted  into  law  by  May  1st, 
it  will  mean  extra  expense  in  the  sending  of  the  money  in  from 
the  head  tax.  Also,  the  passing  of  this  bill  today  would  help 
the  Engrossed  Bills  Committee," 

Senator  Green:  "I  was  at  the  hearing  yesterday,  but  had 
to  leave  early.  I  am  interested  in  that  amendment  you  speak 
of  —  I  did  not  know  there  was  any  amendment," 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "There  was  no  amendment  offered 
by  the  Committee.  It  took  the  recommendation  of  the  House."

Third  Reading  &  Final  Passage  of  Bill 

SB  80,  relative  to  a  five  day  week  for  the  city  of  Man- 
chester police  department. 

SJR  11,  in  favor  of  the  New  Hampshire  Savings  Bank  and 
the  SBD  Realty  Corporation.  (Mitchell  —  thru  Rules)  Re- 
ferred to  the  Committee  on  Finance. 


On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  the  rules  were  so  far  suspended  to  permit  taking  up  at 
the  present  time  the  Special  Order  scheduled  for  this  morning 
at  11:02  o'clock. 


Committee  Report 

HB  100,  providing  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  a 
special  head  tax  for  state  purposes.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for 
the  Committee  on  Ways  &:  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  in  support  of  the  committee  report: 
"The  local  assessors  must  get  this  out  and  it  is  a  convenience 
to  them,  if  we  are  going  to  pass  the  bill,  that  they  may  send  it 
along  with  their  poll  tax  warrants.  They  should  be  able  to  act 
on  it  by  May  1st.  When  we  held  the  hearing,  there  was  no  one 
there  to  support  the  bill.  Finally,  we  did  get  a  few  people  in  — 
from  the  Governor's  office  on  down.  This  $5  head  tax  is  to  be 
assessed  at  the  local  level  and  returned  to  the  state  for  general 
purposes.  There  was  an  amendment  which  was  turned  down 
by  the  committee  which  would  have  raised  the  head  tax  to  $10 
and  would  have  tinned  $3  back  to  the  state.  The  committee 
rejected  this  amendment.  This  is  the  usual  head  tax  bill.  It  is 
urgent  that  the  bill  be  passed  in  order  to  make  it  easier  for  the 
tax  commission." 
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Senators  Monahan,  Lamontagne  and  Drake  spoke  in  sup- 
port of  the  recommendation  of  the  committee. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present  time. 

Third  Reading  8c  Final  Passage  of  Bill 

HB  100,  providing  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  a 
special  head  tax  for  state  purposes. 

On  the  question  of  passage  of  the  above  entitled  bill,  Sen- 
ator Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Lamontagne,  Drake,  Mitchell,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Howard, 
DeLude,  Olson,  English,  Holmes,  Paquette.  Rainie,  Green, 
Martel,  Provost,  Hartman,  Karkavelas,  Battles,  Hunter  and 
Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senator  voted  in  the  negative: 
Chasse. 

Twenty  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  one 
Senator  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  prevailed, 
and  the  bill  passed. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  257,  relative  to  railroad-highway  grade  crossing.  Sen- 
ator Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  Mr.  Fred  Clarke,  Chair- 
man of  P.U.C.  appeared  for  the  bill.  The  bill  provides  author- 
ity to  P.U.C.  to  require  the  layout,  construction  and  protection 
of  any  existing  grade  crossing  that  is  being  used  as  a  public 
highway  and  the  adjacent  approaches  are  maintained  in  a  man- 
ner similar  to  a  public  highway.  The  costs  would  be  appor- 
tioned according  to  provisions  of  RSA  373  (now  in  use).  Several 
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crossings  in  Winnisquam  area  now  need  attention,  where  rapid 
expansion  has  taken  place.  Less  than  20  crossings  involved  state- 
wide. Primarily  covers  the  area  between  rails." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  199,  relative  to  the  classification  of  a  highway  in  the 
town  of  Goffstown  and  the  city  of  Manchester.  Senator  Drake, 
for  the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  road  was  reclassified 
in  1961  from  class  Five  to  class  Two.  There  are  5.55  miles  in 
Goffstown  and  1.59  miles  in  Manchester.  Cost  of  rebuilding 
road  would  be  very  expensive  to  Goffstown  and  Manchester 
on  a  50-50  basis.  By  reclassification  back  to  class  Five,  it  can  be 
improved  by  TRA  funds  on  6.67  to  1  formula.  To  rebuild  as 
class  Two  would  cost  about  $150,000  a  mile.  As  class  Five,  can 
be  done  for  $15,000  to  $20,000.  Present  road  hard  surfaced  as 
16  to  18  foot  road.  State  road  connection  on  Route  114  in 
1965  will  relieve  traffic  flow.  Selectmen  and  city  officials  con- 
cerned are  in  favor  of  the  bill.  The  highway  department  (Mr. 
Floyd  Avery)  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Mr.  Nathan  Tirrell 
of  Goffstown  appeared  for  the  bill  and  there  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

SB  48,  relating  to  probate  courts.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  a  development  has  arisen 
which  requires  some  change  in  this  bill.  I  request  the  privilege 
of  withdrawing  this  committee  report  for  the  time  being." 

The  Chair:  "The  request  is  granted." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Mr.  President,  is  it  going  to  be 
the  procedure  that  we  must  have  the  vote  of  the  Senate  in  order 
to  withdraw  bills?  Does  this  mean  that  from  now  on,  the  Com- 
mittee Chairman  cannot  withdraw  committee  reports  without 
the  consent  of  the  Senate?" 
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The  President  replied  in  the  affirmative, 

SB  71,  relative  to  filling  vacancies  in  the  office  of  United 
States  Senator:  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  that  in 
case  of  vacancy  in  the  office  of  United  States  Senator,  by  death/ 
resignation  or  otherwise,  the  Governor,  with  the  advice  of  the 
council,  shall  cause  precepts  to  be  issued  to  the  selectmen  of  the 
towns  and  cities  for  an  election  to  fill  such  vacancy.  If  it  is 
while  the  U.S.  Senate  is  in  session,  the  Governor  is  authorized 
to  appoint  someone  to  fill  this  position  until  an  election  has 
been  held.  There  was  no  opposition  and  it  seems  to  take  care 
of  a  situation  that  needs  remedy.  The  committee  voted  unanim- 
ously ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  I  propose  that  further  con- 
sideration of  SB  71  be  indefinitely  postponed!  What  this  bill 
will  accomplish  is  grossly  unjust,  financially  unwise  and  cer- 
tainly is  contrary  to  the  spirit  of  fair  play  which  has  continuous- 
ly animated  the  members  of  this  august  body. 

"The  1962  Fall  elections  have  brought  about  the  election 
of  a  governor  affiliated  with  the  Democratic  party. 

"Now  that  the  ball  game  has  been  going  along  for  some 
time,  the  other  team  having  lost  a  game  would  like  to  change 
the  rules  in  order  to  allow  them  to  win  all  games.  Do  you  think 
it  fair,  Mr.  President  to  deny  a  prerogative  to  a  Democratic 
governor  which  you  have  continuously  allowed  to  a  Republican 
governor? 

"If  our  present  Governor  was  a  Republican,  would  this 
bill  have  been  introduced? 

"Definitely  not! 

"Furthermore,  I  am  firmly  convinced  that  the  people  of 
New  Hampshire  are  not  going  to  relish  this  change  of  rules  in 
mid-stream  saddling  them  with  the  additional  cost  of  a  special 
election. 

"Even  if  the  roles  were  inversed  I  would  oppose  it  just  as 
strongly  as  I  am  opposing  this  change  at  this  time.  I  am  sur- 
prised that  two  of  my  Democratic  colleagues  have  lent  their 
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names  to  this  bill.  I  have  been  a  member  of  this  General  Court 
for  many  years,  but  seldom  have  I  seen  such  unfair  tactics. 

"In  closing,  I  would  like  to  assume  that  those  who  have 
affixed  their  names  to  this  bill  will  agree  that  they  have  made 
a  mistake.  We  all  make  mistakes.  I  make  mistakes,  but  we 
should  be  courageous  enough  to  admit  that  a  mistake  has  been 
made  in  this  instance. 

"Even  if  the  governor  was  of  the  same  political  affiliation 
as  the  majority  of  the  elected  representatives  to  the  General 
Court,  I  would  oppose  it,  for  we  are  here  not  only  to  find  new 
sources  of  revenue  to  provide  additional  services  to  the  tax- 
payers but  also  to  save  some  of  their  money. 

"The  passage  of  this  bill  clearly  shows  our  disregard  for 
this  principle! 

"I  hope  this  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  is  adopted!" 

Senator  Green  spoke  against  the  motion:  "Mr.  President, 
as  one  of  the  sponsors  of  the  bill  in  conjunction  with  fourteen 
other  Senators,  there  was  no  ulterior  motive  in  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  bill.  There  are  several  states  in  the  union  that  makes 
this  provision.  All  this  bill  does  is  to  provide  that  the  people 
of  the  state  of  Ncav  Hampshire  should  select  the  man  or  'woman 
that  they  feel  should  represent  the  state  in  the  United  States 
Senate  in  the  event  a  vacancy  occurs.  The  mere  fact  that  the 
bill  is  being  introduced  at  this  time  does  not  mean  that  it  was 
not  needed  previously.  I  am  glad  to  see  that  some  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  minority  party  have  joined  in  the  introduction  of 
this  bill.  I  think  it  is  a  good  bill  and  one  that  is  needed  and  1 
believe  that  the  voters  of  the  state  should  be  asked  in  the  case 
of  a  vacancy.  If  the  U.S.  Senate  is  in  session,  the  Governor  is 
permitted  to  appoint  someone  for  the  time  until  the  election 
is  held,  which  must  be  held  within  90  days.  Any  representative 
of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  United  States  Congress 
should  be  elected  by  the  people  of  the  state.  That  is  all  this  bill 
does.  I  am  not  going  into  what  Senator  Martel  has  said.  He 
says  that  if  he  makes  a  mistake,  he  changes  his  mind.  I  think 
he  has  made  a  mistake  in  opposing  this  bill." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  against  the  motion:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, this  procedure  is  followed  in  most  other  states;  Arizona 
being  the  very  latest  to  see  the  wisdom  in  taking  such  a  course. 
There  was  no  opposition  at  the  committee  hearing  —  I  was 
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present.  That  is  the  time  when  opposition  should  be  expressed. 
On  the  floor  here  today,  I  feel  that  we  should  adopt  this  measure. 
It  may  be  a  change  in  the  rules,  but  it  is  a  generally  recognized 
rule  elsewhere." 

Senator  Martel  inquired  of  Senator  Monahan:  "Do  you 
believe  this  bill  would  have  been  introduced  this  year  if  a 
Republican  Governor  had  been  in  office?" 

Senator  Monahan  replied:  "It  could  have  appeared  just 
as  well." 

Senator  DeLude:  "In  all  deference  to  Senator  Martel,  I 
think  he  has  created  party  politics  here.  I  would  remind  him 
that  the  Governor  vetoed  the  early  primary  bill.  To  allow  ab- 
sentee voting  in  the  primary;  this  was  my  only  interest  in  the 
early  primary  bill.  I  would  like  to  remind  the  Senator  that  my 
name  has  appeared  on  both  party  tickets  in  the  past  and  I 
simply  believe  that  this  is  a  good  measure  for  the  people  of  the 
state  as  I  did  about  the  early  primary." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion:  "I 
would  like  to  make  clear  that  this  bill  is  not  really  aimed  at 
Governor  King.  I  don't  think  that  is  the  question  that  is  before 
us.  Although  I  am  doing  a  lot  of  thinking  that  this  could  be 
because  of  what  has  happened  by  the  previous  Governor.  Un- 
fortunately, we  had  a  Senator  die  during  a  Republican  admini- 
stration. A  good  man  was  appointed  by  the  Governor  and  no 
one  had  made  any  attempt  to  make  changes.  The  reason  I 
rise  in  support  of  the  motion  of  Senator  Martel  is  because  I 
feel  that  the  Democratic  Governor  can  appoint,  although  I  am 
hoping  this  will  not  happen,  but  in  case  of  an  emergency,  I  am 
sure  that  Governor  King  is  qualified  to  find  a  good  person  to 
appoint  to  represent  the  people  of  New  Hampshire." 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion:  "This 
law  is  not  going  to  be  passed  just  for  next  year.  We  are  not 
voting  for  or  against  any  administration,  but  we  are  voting  on 
the  principles  of  legislation  by  the  voters." 

Senator  Paquette:  "Mr.  President,  in  committee,  I  voted 
without  looking  at  the  bill.  I  voted  ought  to  pass.  After  I  got 
home,  and  found  that  it  would  cost  $10,000  for  a  special  elec- 
tion, my  people  told  me  to  vote  against  the  bill.  That  is  why 
I  am  going  to  turn  the  other  way  and  change  my  vote." 
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Senator  Holmes:  "I  reserved  the  right  to  vote  in  com- 
mittee on  this  bill.  I  think  it  is  a  good  enough  bill.  I  did  not 
sign  the  bill  as  a  sponsor  because  there  were  so  many  names  of 
my  party  on  the  bill.  If  there  is  party  politics  behind  it,  and 
I  expect  there  is,  it  is  not  for  the  reason  that  anyone  here  doubts 
the  qualification  of  the  Governor.  I  would  like  to  say  to  Senator 
Martel,  a  little  word  of  consolation.  This  is  a  very  great  re- 
sponsibility of  appointing  a  United  States  Senator.  If  you  will 
look  back  —  I  hope  it  will  not  happen  during  this  administra- 
tion." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Martel:  "Have  you 
consulted  with  the  Governor  on  this?" 

Senator  Martel:  "I  have  not.  I  am  not  always  so  concerned 
with  what  the  Governor  thinks  about  some  things.  Every  one 
of  you  here  know  that  I  speak  my  mind  at  all  times." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  do  wish  to  say  this  — 
when  I  approved  of  this  bill,  I  had  no  thought  of  party  politics 
at  all.  There  is  a  very  interesting  situation  which  occurred  a 
few  years  ago  when  there  was  a  vacancy  in  the  delegation  in  the 
Senate.  The  Governor  at  that  time  appointed  a  very  able  man 
—  a  man  that  I  regard  very  highly.  But  there  was  a  man  who 
had  served  an  apprenticeship  for  8  years  in  the  Congress  who 
had  the  right  to  look  forward  to  this  as  a  result  of  his  experience. 
I  felt  that  it  was  a  gross  injustice  to  disregard  that  man  entirely 
after  his  years  of  apprenticeship  and  appoint  a  man  no  matter 
how  worthy  to  fill  the  vacancy,  so  I  was  thinking  of  the  situation 
without  any  party  bias  at  all.  At  the  present  time,  all  of  our 
representatives  in  Congress  are  in  good  health  with  no  anticipa- 
tion of  anything  happening,  so  this  is  kind  of  a  toy  debate  here. 
It  is  a  good  bill  and  I  hope  it  will  pass." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Mitchell  moved  the  previous  question,  seconded 
by  Senator  Whalen. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed  and  the 
motion  carried. 

Question  now  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  sec- 
onded by  Senator  Lamontagne,  that  further  consideration  of 
this  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

On  this  motion,  Senator  Martel  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 
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The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Lamontagne,  Paquette,  Martel  and  Chasse. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Drake,  Mitchell,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Howard,  DeLude,  Olson, 
English,  Holmes,  Rainie,  Green,  Provost,  Hartman,  Karka- 
velas.  Battles,  Hunter  and  Whalen. 

Four  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  seven- 
teen Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  pre- 
vailed, and  the  motion  was  lost. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  251,  relative  to  ice  fishing.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  paragraph  (2)  of  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking 
out  in  lines  seventeen  and  eighteen  of  the  bill  the  words  "at 
Great  Bay,  Little  Bay,  and  the  Piscataqua  River"  so  that  said 
paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

(2)  Any  owner  of  a  smelt  shanty  or  bob  house  who  shall 
allow  said  structure  to  remain  on  the  property  of  another  person 
for  more  than  thirty  days  after  ice  out  state-wide,  or  thirty  days 
after  April  first  without  first  obtaining  written  permission  to 
do  so,  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  twenty  five  dollars,  and  the 
fish  and  game  department  may  claim  such  property  and  con- 
tents thereof  and  sell  at  a  public  auction  to  be  held  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  director,  or,  if  of  no  value  and  the  owner  cannot 
be  apprehended,  said  structure  and  its  contents  may  be  de- 
stroyed. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  situation  that  this 
deals  with  is  this:  In  the  wintertime,  when  the  ice  is  on,  these 
bobhouses  are  put  out  on  the  ice  for  fishing.  They  serve  their 
purpose  and  then  are  forgotten.  They  are  left  on  private  prop- 
erty sometimes.  There  is  legislation  on  this  subject  on  the 
books  at  the  present  time,  but  not  drastic  enough.  This  bill 
provides  that  if  these  bobhouses  remain  on  private  property 
after  April  1st,  without  permission  of  the  owner,  they  shall  be 
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fined  $25.  The  relief  that  this  bill  creates  is  that  the  Fish  &  Game 
Department  may  take  this  bobhouse  and  may  sell  it  at  public 
auction  or  may  dispose  of  it,  if  it  is  of  no  value.  The  committee 
eliminated  the  three  towns  that  were  listed  there.  If  it  is  good 
for  three  towns,  it  is  good  for  everyone.  It  simply  clears  up  a 
somewhat  troublesome  situation  for  people  who  leave  these 
bobhouses  on  ponds  and  lakes.  The  Fish  R:  Game  Department 
is  going  to  get  the  money." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  124,  providing  a  penalty  for  falsely  reporting  a  bomb 
scare.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Explosive.  Amend  RSA  572:49 
(supp)  as  inserted  by  1955,  116:1  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  572:49  False  Reports 
of  Crime.  Whoever,  knowing  the  same  to  be  false,  makes  or 
causes  to  be  made  a  false  alarm  or  a  false  report  of  crime  or 
that  an  explosive  or  other  dangerous  substance  threatens  the 
safety  of  any  person,  persons  or  property,  shall  be  punished  by 
a  fine  of  not  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  for 
not  more  than  six  months. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  representative  of  the 
Judicial  Council  brought  to  our  committee  suggestions  which 
were  going  to  be  a  separate  paragraph.  It  is  very  undesirable 
to  have  three  or  four  or  five  paragraphs  covering  the  same 
offense  when  1  paragraph  may  take  care  of  them  all.  We  amend- 
ed the  bill  by  making  it  a  part  of  law  that  is  already  on  the 
books.  There  is  provision  now  that  says  who  ever  makes  false 
report  of  crime,  false  alarm,  etc.  shall  be  penalized  in  the  way 
that  this  provides  for.  We  added  the  word  explosives,  etc.  — 
this  becomes  a  part  of  the  present  law." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  16,  providing  supplemental  appropriation  for  school 
building  aid.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Hodgdon:  "The  appropriation  of  $67,067.12  is 
needed  to  provide  the  full  amount  due  the  school  districts  for 
the  second  year  1962-1963  under  RSA:15-a  for  debt  service 
for  school  construction.  Some  districts  become  eligible  for  this 
aid  after  the  legislature  adjourns  and  this  is  the  reason  for 
HJR  16.  145  districts  were  aided  in  the  amount  of  $1,078,981.89 
already  paid  ,and  $67,067.12  is  needed  to  make  the  full  amount 
due  for  a  total  $1,146,049.12.  No  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resohuion  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  15,  relative  to  \'alley  Forge  Memorial.  Senator  Hodg- 
don, for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "HJR  15  asks  for  an  appropriation  of 
$1000.  for  providing  a  memorial  to  the  1300  N.  H.  residents 
who  served  at  Valley  Forge  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 
A  N.  H.  granite  boulder  with  a  bronze  plaque  is  proposed  to 
mark  the  encampment  site.  This  is  to  be  done  under  the  direc- 
tion of  the  State  Historical  Commission.  Of  the  13  original 
states  6  states  have  a  memorial.  The  land  is  owned  and  main- 
tained by  the  State  of  Penn.  The  sponsor  of  the  bill  (Mrs. 
Berry)  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Historical  Comm.  (Ralph 
Sanborn)  spoke  in  favor  of  the  bill.  There  was  no  opposition. 
D.A.R.  interested  and  initiated  this  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

HB  123,  relating  to  trailers.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the 
Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  merely  a  house- 
keeping bill.  It  changes  the  wording  on  travel  trailers  and  puts 
them  in  the  category  that  they  should  have  been  in  as  defined 
in  Chapter  259.  It  puts  the  travel  trailer  under  the  state  tax 
commission.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  89,  relating  to  the  exemption  from  property  taxes  of 
certain  parts  of  the  state  airways  system.  Senator  Lamontagne, 
for  the  Committee  on  Ways  &:  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  pertains  to  23 
privately  owned  airports  which  have  runway  facilities.  All  of 
these  airports  do  keep  their  runways  open  to  the  public.  They 
provide  a  public  service.  Mr.  Crowley,  Chairman  of  the  Aero- 
nautics commission,  and  a  member  of  the  aeronautics  commis- 
sion appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill.  The  original  bill  provided 
a  blanket  tax  exemption  for  all  of  these  airports.  This  has  been 
amended  to  apply  to  local  option.  There  is  a  strong  feeling  that 
local  communities  might  by  their  own  vote  —  desiring  to  give 
some  aid  to  these  private  airports  who  are  doing  a  public  serv- 
ice. No  opposition  to  the  bill." 

Senator  Whalen  presiding. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  wish  to  have  the  record  show  that  the  Senator  from  the 
Seventh  District  views  with  considerable  concern,  the  remarks 
made  by  an  associate  professor  at  our  State  University. 

"I  refer  to  the  news  story  on  Page  1  of  Tuesday's  MAN- 
CHESTER UNION  LEADER.  According  to  this  report.  Dr. 
G.  Harris  Daggett,  speaking  before  a  group  of  students,  said 
—  among  other  things: 

'The  President  of  the  United  States  threatened  world 
peace  when  he  told  Cuban  exiles  that  Castro  will  someday  be 
destroyed  —  The  Chinese  people  are  better  off  under  Com- 
munism than  they  were  under  Chiang  Kai-Shek  —  It  is  unwise 
for  the  United  States  to  recognize  Free  China,  and  not  Com- 
munist China  —  We  should  have  a  one  world  government  — 
And  the  flag  of  the  United  Nations  should  fly  above  the  flag 
of  the  United  States.' 

"I  do  not  quarrel  with  the  professor's  right  to  his  own 
personal  opinions,  no  matter  how  contrary  they  are  to  straight- 
thinking  Americanism.  I  do  feel  however,  that  he  should  not 
be  allowed  to  peddle  this  kind  of  personal  thinking  —  disguised 
as  education  —  to  the  young  men  and  women  at  our  State 
University. 

"The  weird  ideas  expressed  by  Professor  Daggett  certainly 
do  not  represent  the  kind  of  thought  that  went  into  making 
New  Hampshire  a  great  state,  or  America  a  great  country.  Nor 
is  it  the  kind  of  thinking  that  should  be  instilled  in  the  minds 
of  our  young  people  who  will  someday  be  the  citizens  and 
leaders  of  our  state  and  nation. 

"As  a  citizen  and  taxpayer,  I  am  appalled  at  the  thought 
of  my  taxes  being  used  to  support  this  type  of  higher  learning. 
And  as  a  State  Senator,  I  intend  to  give  this  matter  serious  con- 
sideration before  casting  my  vote  in  favor  of  appropriating 
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state  funds  for  the  salaries  of  professors  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  who  preach  such  views  to  our  youngsters." 

Senator  Monahan  offered  the  following  remarks:  "Having 
requested  our  Recorder,  Esther  Hurd,  to  produce  in  the  JOUR- 
NAL for  Tuesday,  April  16  as  complete  and  correct  a  summary 
as  possible  of  our  lengthy  discussion  on  the  sweepstakes  bill, 
I  feel  I  owe  her  our  appreciation  for  reporting  faithfully  the 
principal  points  raised  in  that  debate  on  both  sides  of  the 
question. 

"Quite  recently  a  member  of  the  N.  H.  Supreme  Court  re- 
quested the  loan  of  my  SENATE  JOURNAL  for  1957  in 
connection  with  some  case  then  before  the  court.  This  indi- 
cates that  the  question  of  legislative  intent  can  be  very  useful. 
It  is  not  only  what  we  say  here  but  what  is  recorded  as  our 
having  said  here  that  is  important. 

"In  the  same  thought,  I  believe  I  speak  for  the  entire  Sen- 
ate when  I  express  to  the  reporter  of  the  Loeb  press,  Robert 
E.  Connor,  who  covers  our  activities,  our  gratitude  for  the  ob- 
jective manner  in  which  he  summarized  the  sweepstakes  debate. 
Despite  the  well  known  editorial  position  of  his  papers  on  this 
controversial  issue,  Mr.  Connor  wrote  an  impartial  review  of 
our  floor  action.  This  objectivity  is  not  new  on  his  part  but  it 
was  dramatically  apparent  in  his  sincere  efforts  to  report  to  the 
public  what  occurred  in  the  Senate  Chamber  on  April  16." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President, 
I  was  present  when  a  group  of  young  people  came  into  the  Sen- 
ate Chamber  alone  without  the  state  house  guide.  I  wish  to  pay 
due  homage  to  Senator  DeLude  for  taking  on  another  duty  in 
holding  an  interesting  talk  with  the  young  people.  I  think  she 
should  be  commended  for  taking  on  this  one  more  duty  as  I 
realize  she  is  a  very  busy  person."

Senator  Battles:  "Personal  privilege.  Mr.  President,  I  feel 
that  the  criticism  of  professor  Daggett  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire  by  at  least  one  member  of  the  United  States 
Congress  and  members  of  this  Senate  is  entirely  justified.  Pro- 
fessor Daggett's  complete  irresponsibility  should  not  go  un- 
noticed. Any  person  who  puts  selfish,  political  views  ahead  of 
patriotism  and  respect  for  the  country  which  allows  him  to 
express  these  views  freely,  deserves  condemnation. 

"I  think  one  fact  that  has  gone  unnoticed  in  this  criticism 
is  the  fact  that  of  the  approximately  4,000  students  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire,  only  10  saw  fit  to  go  and  listen  to 
Mr.  Daggett's  views.  I  suggest,  Mr.  President,  that  these  stu- 
dents wlio  chose  to  ignore  him  show  more  responsibility,  more 
patriotism  and  certainly  more  sense  than  Mr.  Daggett  himself, 
and  recognize  Daggett's  views  as  nothing  more  than  the  ram- 
blings  of  a  crank. 

"I  feel  that  the  student  body  in  general  should  be  praised, 
and  we  as  members  of  this  Senate  should  go  on  public  record 
commending  the  students  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
for  being  aware  of  Mr.  Daggett's  subversive  and  radical  views."

"In  monopoly  states  there  is  only  ONE  customer  to  whom 
a  manfacturer  can  sell.  That  is  the  State. 

"This  bill  does  not  say  that  our  liquor  commission  SHALL 
NOT  buy  from  monopoly  states  —  if  such  states  do  not  buy 
New  Hampshire  liquir  products  —  it  merely  says  that  the  com- 
mission shall  —  only  so  far  as  possible  —  look  for  reciprocal 
buying. 

"Whether  New  Hampshire  has  ONE  —  or  t^vo  dozen  — 
liquor  manufacturers,  it  is  our  duty  to  do  whatever  we  can  to 
help  —  just  as  we  do  with  our  ski  operators  and  the  operators 
of  our  summer  places. 

"There  is  absolutely  nothing  in  this  bill  that  involves  any 
constitutional  question. 

"Do  not  know  how  the  attorney  general  can  tell  whether 
any  bill  this  legislature  passes  'is  of  benefit  to  the  state.'  That 
is  up  to  the  legislature  to  decide  —  to  start  with.  And  time  will 
tell. 

"Anything  we  do  that  tends  to  help  out  employment  in 
our  state  —  whether  it  is  paper  manufacturing,  shoe  manu- 
facturing —  or  any  other  kind  of  manufacturing  —  as  this  bill 
does,  is  something  good  that  should  receive  the  support  of  the 
legislature. 

"In  committee,  I  shall  offer  the  following  amendment: 
V-A  The  commission  shall  display  in  state  stores,  authorized 
under  a  section,  a  separate  list  of  all  alcoholic  beverage  products 
manufactured  or  bottled  in  this  State  of  New  Hampshire  and 
listed  by  the  commission,  suitably  marked  to  indicate  that  the 
same  are  New  Hampshire  products.  Such  display  shall  be  in 
addition  to  the  regular  listings  of  all  the  products  sold  by  the 
commission."

There  was  no  opposition.  This  involves  no  great  expense  to 
the  state  to  permit  this  deduction." 

What 
happens  now,  as  they  retire,  they  must  take  care  of  tlieir  own 
payment.  This  bill  provides  that  the  payment  may  be  made

the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  196,  relating  to  the  Gale  Home  for  Aged  and  Destitute 
Women.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  simply  makes  three 
changes  in  the  charter:  First,  it  changes  the  title  to  the  Gale 
Home.  Secondly,  it  changes  the  amount  of  property  that  the 
home  may  hold  —  the  amount  is  now  set  at  one  million,  five 
hundred  thousand  dollars.  It  does  not  set  any  amount,  but  states 
that  they  will  be  able  to  accept  at  pleasure.  Third,  it  increases 
the  number  of  members  on  the  board  from  1 1  to  'not  to  exceed 
25'  —  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  216,  relative  to  reports  to  the  tax  commission.  Senator 
Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  & 
County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  makes  several 
changes  and  several  clarifications.  It  pertains  to  the  reports  by 
towns,  villages  and  school  districts  to  the  tax  commission.  The 
reason  for  the  necessity  of  this  bill  —  at  the  present  time,  towns 
are  supposed  to  report  to  the  tax  commission  by  July  1st.  It  is 
not  always  feasible  for  the  selectmen  to  get  these  reports  in  by 
that  date  so  the  bill  would  provide  for  report  by  October  1st. 
In  another  part  of  the  bill  there  is  a  penalty  if  not  made  by 
October  1st.  The  reason  for  this  is  that  in  one  or  two  instances 
there  have  been  towns  that  have  questioned  the  need  for  re- 
porting to  the  tax  commission  and  the  need  of  approval  by 
the  tax  commission.  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  say  to  you  that 
there  have  been  many  conflicting  reasons  for  this  report.  This 
not  only  affects  the  local  community,  but  also  affects  many  tax 
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rates  within  the  state.  The  tax  commission  had  difficulty  with 
one  town  —  they  were  told  in  the  latter  part  of  December  that 
they  could  mind  their  own  business  and  the  town  would  get 
it  in  when  they  got  good  and  ready.  This  does  spell  out  that  the 
reports  from  the  towns,  and  village  districts  shall  be  in  by 
October  1st.  It  also  provides  a  penalty  for  not  complying.  The 
other  changre  is  that  the  school  boards  must  send  in  line  items 
on  the  budget.  At  the  present  time,  the  tax  commission  has  the 
right  to  change  (they  may  add  to  or  delete  from)  —  they  feel 
that  it  is  almost  impossible  to  scrutinize  the  local  school  district 
budget  in  the  same  manner. ..." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  Senator  DeLude 
has  explained  the  case  well.  I  would  call  the  atttention  of  the 
Senate  to  the  cases  where  there  have  been  mistakes  —  in  the 
towns  as  well  as  in  the  cities.  I  think  we  were  all  impressed  with 
the  problem  that  they  have.  Also,  the  different  attorney  gen- 
erals have  made  different  rulings.  This  is  a  good  bill,  I  believe, 
it  sets  a  date  and  also  sets  a  penalty  after  October  1st,  $10  a 
day  for  failure.  I  think  this  is  long  overdue.  What  it  does  really 
is  to  clarify  the  rules  for  the  tax  commission  in  setting  rates." 

Senator  Rainie  inquired:  "Does  this  bill  have  the  full  ap- 
proval of  the  tax  commission." 

Senator  Whalen  replied  in  the  affirmative  and  stated  that 
the  bill  also  has  the  approval  of  the  state  assessors  association. 

Senator  Hartman:  'Trom  personal  experience  —  informa- 
tion that  we  have  submitted  has  been  eliminated  when  it  got 
up  here  to  Concord  and  subsequently  we  suffered  for  years. 
I  am  sorry  that  I  was  not  at  this  public  hearing  to  hear  all  of 
the  discussion.  This  is  something  that  I  am  very  much  con- 
cerned with  from  personal  experience  in  Derry.  The  tax  com- 
mission will  not  approve  an  $80  tax  rate  or  a  $100  tax  rate. 
There  is  confusion  and  if  the  tax  commission  will  not  approve 
the  rate,  we  are  going  to  be  in  all  kinds  of  trouble.  Does  the  tax 
commission  have  the  right  to  stop  towns  from  sending  tax  bills 
out?  I  understand  that  one  town  has  done  this.  I  am  greatly 
disturbed  about  this  whole  set  up.  If  it  would  be  in  order,  I 
would  like  to  move  to  make  this  a  Special  Order  of  Business 
for  Thursday  at  11:01.  I  will  spend  some  time  in  making  a 
study  of  the  matter." 

Motion  for  Special  Order  seconded  by  Senator  Chasse. 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
motion  for  Special  Order  carried. 

HB  239,  relative  to  emergency  payments  by  county  com- 
missioners. Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government;  Inexpedient  to 
legislate. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
the  matter  of  exceeding  appropriations  again.  This  bill  is  sim- 
ilar but  not  exactly  the  same.  The  county  commissioner  in  ex- 
ceeding any  emergency  payment  may  go,  after  a  public  hearing, 
to  the  county  convention.  After  public  hearing,  the  authority 
may  be  granted.  The  committee  was  unanimously  against  the 
bill." 

Senator  DeLude:  'Tor  many  years,  I  have  been  a  member 
of  the  County  Convention.  It  does  not  say  at  all  when  the 
County  Convention  is  going  to  vote  that  the  commissioners  go 
before  them  instead  of  before  the  executive  committee.  Pre- 
sumably, the  county  convention  would  be  at  such  a  public 
hearing  and  could  vote  their  opinion  at  that  time.  If  the  sponsor 
had  wished  to  make  the  convention  responsible  —  but  at  this 
rate,  I  think  there  are  adequate  safeguards  at  the  present  time. 
The  executive  committee  must  hold  a  public  hearing  after 
request  by  the  county  commissioners.  The  county  committee 
would  be  and  should  be  there." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  136,  providing  for  reports  to  the  legislature  of  filings 
by  lobbyists.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Inexpedient  to  legis- 
late. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  have  pro- 
vided that  on  the  first  legislative  day  of  each  month,  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  would  be  required  to  furnish  the  House  and 
Senate  a  list  of  lobbyists,  the  name  of  employer,  and  what  legis- 
lation they  were  interested  in.  The  committee  was  unanimous 
in  feeling  that  it  was  unnecessary  to  put  this  on  the  statutes 
because  the  Speaker  and  the  President  get  this  information 
and  it  is  put  in  the  Journals.  They  could  see  no  need  for  this 
bill.  The  only  one  appearing  in  favor  was  the  sponsor." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  123,  relating  to  trailers.  Senator  Hartman,  for  the 
Committee  on  Engrossed  Bill:  Under  Joint  Rule  No.  6,  offer 
the  following  amendment  and  recommend  that  the  bill  as 
amended  ought  to  pass:

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  Joint  Resolution 
calls  for  $38,738.15  which  is  to  replace  money  that  has  been 
expended  on  the  hospital  budget  for  the  operation  of  two 
children's  rooms.  There  was  no  appropriation  and  the  money 
has  already  been  spent."  ^ 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  mo- 
tion carried. 

Third  Reading  &  Final  Passage  of  Joint  Resolution 

HJR  31,  providing  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  the 
state  hospital. 

The  following  captioned  Joint  Resolution  was  read  a  first 
and  second  time: 

HJR  32,  providing  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  the 
division  of  buildings  and  grounds. 

Senator  Hodgdon  moved,  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan, 
that  the  rules  be  suspended  to  dispense  with  printing  and  re- 
ferral to  committee  of  the  above  Joint  Resolution  and  that  the 
Joint  Resolution  be  placed  on  its  third  reading  and  final  pas- 
sage at  the  present  time. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  another  deficit 
appropriation  which  applies  to  the  division  of  buildings  and 
grounds  which  is  to  replace  money  that  they  have  spent  on 
projects  that  they  have  undertaken  on  behalf  of  the  Legislature 
—  approved  by  the  Speaker  for  legislative  purposes.  The  cost 
was  $13,990  and  this  provides  for  $7,968.50  which  is  sufficient 
to  carry  them  through  June  30,  1963." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "Do  I  understand  that  this  is  a 
deficit  in  remodelling  of  the  House  Chamber?" 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "This  covers  several  projects,  but  that 
is  the  big  one.  The  others  all  pertain  to  legislative  purposes. 
Includes  an  item  for  accoustics  in  Room  100,  etc." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  know  that  during  the 
last  session,  there  was  some  money  appropriated  to  be  expended 
by   the  Senate  Finance  Committee  and  the  President  —  for 
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repairs  and  renovation  of  the  Senate  Chamber,  etc.  I  know  that 
Senator  Cheney  was  very  very  careful  in  making  sure  that  we 
did  not  go  beyond  the  sum  of  money  appropriated  and  budget- 
ed. Room  100  is  used  by  both  the  House  and  Senate,  but  when 
the  Legislature  is  not  in  session,  it  is  used  by  other  departments. 
In  other  words,  I  do  not  like  to  see  the  General  Court  going 
over  a  budget  item.  The  various  departments  state  in  their 
figures,  expenses  in  emergency  when  they  require  consent  of 
the  Governor  and  Council.  I  am  going  to  vote  for  this,  but  for 
future  guidance,  I  think  the  budget  bills  should  carry  some 
notation  as  to  what  the  Speaker  can  do." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  concur  with  the  remarks  of  Senator 
Green." 

The  Clerk:  'Tor  the  benefit  of  the  Senate,  I  wish  to  state 
that  the  $5,000  appropriated  for  renovation  of  the  Senate 
Chamber  was  not  overdrawn.  We  completed  it  under  the 
$5,000." 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "In  reply,  I  wish  to  say  that  $4,609  was 
spent  on  the  Senate.  The  balance  went  into  general  funds." 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Hodgdon:  "Is  there 
some  reason  that  you  must  suspend  the  rules?" 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "No.  There  is  no  particular  urgency. 
If  you  wish  to  have  a  public  hearing,  that  is  all  right  —  I  have 
no  objection.  There  is  no  particular  urgency  except  that  these 
departments  would  like  to  have  this  money  to  plan  for  the 
future." 

Senator  Green:  "I  am  in  opposition  to  the  motion  to  sus- 
pend. I  think  we  members  of  the  Senate  are  going  to  put  the 
Legislature  in  a  very  odd  situation  where  we  are  passing  over- 
drafts, which  is  nothing  more  than  this  is,  without  having  the 
matter  considered  by  a  committee.  I  think  the  Finance  Com- 
mittee can  set  up  an  early  hearing.  I  don't  think  we  should 
merely  pass  by  an  overdraft.  I  would  oppose  the  motion." 

Senator  Drake  inquired  of  Senator  Green:  "Having  just 
passed  by  suspension  an  appropriation  for  some  $35,000  which 
was  an  expenditure  made  by  Governor  and  Council  rtile,  with- 
out appropriation,  it  would  seem  that  this  argmnent  is  less 
valid.  That  authorized  something  to  be  spent  without  legisla- 
tive approval." 
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Senator  Green:  "I  am  not  as  conversant  as  to  the  act  of 
the  Governor  and  Council,  but  in  this  particular  instance 
where  it  affects  the  General  Court  itself,  the  public  impression 
can  easily  be  that  we  can  curb  our  department  heads,  but  when 
it  affects  us,  there  is  no  limit.  I  know  that  we  have  got  to  pay  it, 
but  I  think  it  should  be  considered  by  the  Senate  committee, 
when  there  is  no  urgency  or  emergency." 

Senator  Drake:  "Perhaps  it  would  be  just  as  well  that  the 
other  Joint  Resolution  should  go  before  a  committee  of  the 
Senate.  I  think  that  might  well  be  the  means  of  the  executive 
branch  usurping  the  powers  of  the  General  Court." 

Senator  Green:  "I  don't  know  about  that,  but  maybe  I 
feel  a  personal  feeling  about  this  —  this  happened  when  I  was 
President  and  I  know  nothing  about  it." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  am  in  agreement  with  Senator  Drake 
to  reconsider  and  put  them  both  back  in  committee." 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "As  I  have  said,  there  is  no  emergency. 
If  you  wish  to  do  this,  I  have  no  objection." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  no  great  interest 
in  this,  but  it  seems  to  me  that  if  we  put  it  back  in  to  committee 
and  advertise  it  more,  we  will  bring  more  censure  on  ourselves. 
It  has  to  be  done  and  must  be  paid.  We  can  raise  objections 
and  wish  that  it  had  not  been  done,  but  after  all,  it  has  been 
done  and  we  must  pay  it." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "You  say  this  has  already  been 
done  and  we  must  pay  it  anyway.  Is  that  going  to  be  your  view 
in  all  cases  in  the  future?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  will  not  commit  myself  for  the  future. 
We  can  hash  this  over  —  have  a  lot  of  talk  and  criticism,  but 
it  has  to  be  paid.  We  are  just  wasting  our  time." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Are  we  not  setting  a  precedent?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "If  you  are  going  to  start  a  big  commotion 
here  —  I  am  just  thinking  of  saving  time.  Why  waste  time  and 
call  people  names  —  you  are  going  to  end  up  just  where  you 
are  now." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Whalen  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded 
by  Senator  DeLude. 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
motion  carried. 

Question  now  being  on  motion  to  suspend  the  rules. 

On  this  motion.  Senator  Green  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative:

Withdrawal  of  Committee  Report 

Senator  Provost  requested  permission  to  withdraw  the 
committee  report  on  SB  64,  abolishing  the  school  district  of 
Wentworth's  Location  and  transferring  the  education  of  chil- 
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dren  in  Wentworth's  Location  to  the  state.  In  order  that  the 
committee  might  consider  another  bill  on  the  same  subject. 

Without  objection  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  the  Chair 
granted  the  permission. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  57,  authorizing  towns  and  cities  to  provide  life  and 
health  insurance  for  its  employees.  Senator  Howard,  for  the 
Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  allow 
Towns  and  Cities  to  set  up  health,  life  and  accident  insurance 
plans  for  employees,  by  paying  a  portion  or  all  of  the  premium. 
Action  in  Towns  would  be  taken  by  Town  Meeting.  In  Cities, 
by  Board  of  Aldermen  or  Council  or  similar  body.  It  is  per- 
missive legislation.  We  had  this  bill  in  om^  possession  for  some 
time.  It  was  originally  a  bill  which  applied  only  to  the  Town 
of  Hanover,  but  was  amended  in  the  House  to  cover  all  Towns 
and  Cities.  As  only  the  sponsor  of  the  original  bill  appeared  at 
the  hearing,  the  committee  took  some  time  to  make  sure  there 
was  no  strong  opposition  to  the  bill  and  that  City  and  Town 
officials  had  ample  time  to  become  acquainted  with  the  changed 
bill.  The  bill  also  provides  that  the  village  precinct  of  Hanover 
have  the  powers  granted  under  this  bill." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  have  the 
record  show  that  personally  myself  I  was  in  opposition  to  this 
type  of  legislation  because  I  felt  that  you  might  as  well  put  in 
the  word  "shall."  But  this  morning,  I  have  received  an  answer 
to  the  letter  that  I  had  sent  to  the  Berlin  City  Council,  saying 
that  they  were  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Therefore,  I  will  vote  as 
they  wish  me  to  do,  but  personally,  I  think  it  is  a  wrong  bill. 
If  any  City  or  Town  wishes  to  amend  their  charter,  they  can 
do  this  and  I  would  have  no  objection,  but  now  it  is  making  it 
a  state  law  with  the  word  "may."  This  means  that  the  City 
Council  or  Town  can  be  pressured.  It  will  have  to  be  on  the 
warrant  in  the  towns.  But  as  far  as  the  City  Coimcil  is  con- 
cerned, it  will  be  up  to  them  to  make  the  necessary  appropria- 
tion. The  majority  of  the  people  will  not  have  an  opportunity 
of  voting  on  the  referendum." 
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Senator  Holmes:  "We  know  that  there  has  been  a  history 
on  this  bill.  We  have  taken  the  matter  up  with  the  Mayor  of 
Nashua  and  he  has  no  objection.  Also,  Mayor  Mongan  who 
gave  no  opposition  to  the  bill.  There  has  been  plenty  of  op- 
portunity to  look  at  this  bill.  I  have  no  feeling  —  it  is  not  my 
bill.  But  I  am  willing  to  have  this  bill  go  through." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Is  this  the  same  idea  that  we 
had  two  years  ago  —  before  the  Legislative  Council?  Is  there 
any  cost?" 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Yes.  I  remember  perfectly  two  years 
ago  —  there  are  426  employees  in  Berlin  and  it  would  cost  the 
city  $86,000." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  we  are  missing 
the  point  here.  I  am  speaking  not  only  as  a  Senator  from  Ports- 
mouth, but  also  as  a  former  City  Manager.  This  does  not  set 
any  figure  of  participation.  Manchester  might  contribute  10%. 
Another  city  might  not  contribute  anything.  The  amount  would 
be  left  up  to  any  town  or  city.  It  could  cost  them  nothing.  It 
says  'may'  and  not  'shall.'  " 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "When  I  was  a  member  of  the  Legis- 
lative Council,  we  considered  this  matter.  The  mayor  of  Nashua 
voiced  against  it.  In  Dover,  it  has  been  put  into  effect.  I  think 
it  is  a  good  bill.  It  is  an  enabling  bill." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  concur  in  passage  of  the  bill.  It  is 
another  permissive,  home  rule  type  of  legislation." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  believe  there  should 
be  a  change  in  the  title.  I  would  ask  Senator  Hartman  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Engrossed  Bills  Committee,  can  you  change  the 
word  'its'  to  'their?'  " 

Senator  Hartman:  "I  am  sorry  but  I  do  not  know  whether 
it  comes  under  Rule  6  or  not.  I  would  think  it  might  be  done 
on  the  floor." 

Senator  Monahan:  "There  is  some  question  about  making 
grammatical  changes." 

Senator  Holmes  offered  the  following  amendment,  sec- 
onded by  Senator  Monahan: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  title  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  authorizing  towns  and  cities  to 
provide  life  and  health  insurance  for  their  employees.

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The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  181,  relating  to  the  purchase  of  data  processing  systems 
by  insurance  companies.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee 
on  Banks  &;  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  recom- 
mitted. We  had  a  discussion  on  leasing  and  purchasing  equip- 
ment. We  had  a  long  discussion  with  the  Deputy  Insurance 
Commissioner,  Mr.  Sheldon.  Basically,  it  boils  down  to  this. 
They  have  admitted  assets  in  all  these  insurance  companies 
which  affect  the  amount  and  the  percentage  reserved  to  protect 
the  policyholders.  We  are  putting  casualty  companies  in  the 
provisions  of  the  bill.  This  is  left  up  to  the  insurance  company. 
There  is  no  legislation  covering  what  amount  these  companies 
can  spend.  Through  competition,  they  are  limited  as  to  what 
they  can  spend." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  212,  authorizing  the  use  of  the  name  New  Hampshire 
Life  Insurance  Company.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee 
on  Banks  R:  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  allow  the 
New  Hampshire  Insurance  group  now  operating  in  fire  and 
casualty  fields  to  use  the  name  "New  Hampshire  Life  Insurance 
Company"  for  a  life  insurance  company.  The  company  can  be 
incorporated  without  the  permission  from  the  Legislature,  but 
if  it  wishes  to  use  the  name  without  listing  "Inc."  after  its 
name,  it  must  have  legislative  permission.  There  was  no  op- 
position. The  executive  vice  president  of  the  New  Hampshire 
Insurance  group  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill.  The  Insurance 
Commissioner  and  Counsel  for  another  domestic  life  insurance 
company  were  present  for  a  hearing  on  other  bills,  and  both 
indicated  their  approval.  The  committee  voted  unanimously 
that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  375,  relative  to  veterinarians.  Senator  Mitchell,  for 
the  Committee  on  Agriculture:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  5  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take 
effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  merely 
changes  the  date  of  takes  effect  from  the  60  day  takes  effect 
clause  to  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  If  this  bill  was  to  take 
effect  60  days  after  its  passage,  it  would  bring  the  time  too  close 
to  the  time  the  examination  is  held.  Three  appeared  in  favor 
and  no  one  in  opposition." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

Senator  Whalen, 
for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County 
Government:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  2  the  following 
new  section: 

3  Amend  RSA  103  by  inserting  after  section  21  thereof 
the  following  new  subdivision: 

Retention  of  Membership 

103:22  Retention  Authorized.  Any  other  provision  of 
this  chapter  notwithstanding  any  person  who  has  been  a  per- 
manent policeman  and  a  qualified  member  of  the  policemen's 
retirement  system  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for 
fifteen  years  or  more  and  who  has  ceased  to  be  such  and  so 
qualified  but  who  has  become  eligible,  without  intervening 
employment  elsewhere,  to  be  a  member  of  the  state  employees' 
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retirement  system  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  chapter  100, 
may  elect  within  three  months  of  the  date  he  has  ceased  to  be

Employees  Association  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Also  Mr. 
Pariseau.  It  gives  men  the  same  right  as  women  to  retire 
at  age  62.  I  will  yield  to  Senator  Battles  for  the  amendment." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  is  a 
housekeeping  amendment,  but  I  am  sure  that  it  has  not  been 
drawn  right  at  the  present  time."

That  the  comptroller  is  hereby  directed  to  make,  and  keep 
current  as  hereinafter  provided,  an  inventory  of  all  real  prop- 
erty owned  or  held  by  the  state,  whether  outright  or  in  trust, 
excluding,  however,  lands  or  rights  in  land  acquired  for  high- 
way rights-of-way.  Such  inventory  shall  show  the  location  of 
each  tract  of  land  and  a  description  thereof  in  terms  sufficient 
to  identify  it,  although  deed  descriptions  need  not  be  used 
unless  the  property  can  be  identified  in  no  other  way.  Reference 
will  be  made  to  the  record  of  the  title  of  each  tract  by  deed 
reference  or  other  convenient  way  and  the  method  of  acquisi- 
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tion  will  be  indicated.  Improvements  will  be  described,  and 
the  extent  of  each  tract  will  be  stated.  The  purpose  for  which 
each  tract  was  acquired  shall  be  set  forth,  as  well  as  the  use  to 
which  the  same  is  currently  put.  Each  department  and  agency 
of  the  state,  including  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  hav- 
ing real  property  under  its  jurisdiction  shall  cooperate  with 
the  comptroller  in  the  preparation  and  revisions  of  said  in- 
ventory, and  shall  furnish  him  such  information  concerning 
such  real  property  as  he  shall  request.  Such  inventory  shall  be 
completed  on  or  before  January  1,  1965,  and  shall  be  revised 
and  made  current  by  the  comptroller  from  time  to  time  at  in- 
tervals not  exceeding  two  years.  The  inventory  and  the  revi- 
sions thereof  shall  be  filed  and  retained  in  the  office  of  the 
secretary  of  state,  and  copies  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the 
governor,  the  president  of  the  senate  and  speaker  of  the  house. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  directs  the  comp- 
troller to  prepare  and  make  an  inventory  of  all  real  property 
OTvned  and  held  by  the  state.  Mr.  Bevan  brought  out  that  in 
Durham  91/9%  of  the  land  \vd.s  o^vned  by  the  state.  That  is  also 
true  in  Portsmouth.  The  amendment  offered  changes  the  in- 
ventory from  annual  to  biennial.  Land  transfers  for  highway 
right  of  way  is  to  be  excluded.  I  believe  this  is  long  overdue 
in  this  state.  As  it  is  now,  no  agency  can  give  a  clear  picture 
covering  this  information.  There  was  no  opposition  and  the 
committee  voted  unanimously  that  the  joint  resolution  as 
amended  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment  and 
also  the  entire  joint  resolution  as  amended. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  joint  resolution 
as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 

o'clock.

Concurrent  Resolution  Relative  to  the  Use  of  Synthetic 
Detergents 

Whereas,  the  use  of  detergents  for  household  and  indus- 
trial purposes  is  increasing  at  an  alarmingly  rapid  rate,  and 

Whereas,  these  synthetic  detergents  have  already  resulted 
in  the  development  of  serious  problems  with  regard  to  benefi- 
cial uses  of  some  of  the  surface  and  groimd  water  resources  of 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  and 

Whereas,  nationwide,  there  is  a  compelling  and  urgent 
necessity  for  effective  controls  in  order  to  alleviate  existing 
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difficulties,  and  of  even  greater  and  significant  importance,  to 
prevent  further  and  more  widespread  damage  to  water  quality 
throughout  the  nation  which  otherwise  will  inevitably  result 
from  the  mounting  use  of  detergent  compounds, 

Noiv  Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  in  General  Court  convened,  that  the  Secretary 
of  the  Department  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare  be  re- 
quested to  undertake  promptly  any  and  all  actions  which  are 
required  to  establish  adequate  remedial  controls  for  tb.e  deter- 
gent problem,  the  same  to  include  sponsorship  of  appropriate 
Federal  legislation  whereby  nationwide,  the  use  and  sale  of  de- 
tergents would  be  regulated  should  it  appear  that  this  means 
of  approach  affords  the  most  effective  and  expeditious  method 
for  obtaining  reasonable  relief  for  the  immediate  future.

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  apologize  to  the  Senate 
for  having  to  go  through  the  series  of  motions,  but,  in  passing 
the  following  entitled  bill,  which  was  the  bill  providing  local 
option  for  both  cities  and  towns  to  provide  exemption  from 
property  taxes  of  certain  parts  of  the  state  airways  system;  the 
House  had  amended  the  bill.  In  the  typing  of  the  amendment, 
there  was  an  error  in  the  provision  pertaining  to  towns.  The 
words  'and  voting'  were  left  out.  The  bill  is  now  in  the  Gov- 
ernor's office  and  I  would  like  to  get  you  to  recall  the  bill  and 
then  amend  it  on  the  floor  and  send  it  on  its  way.  The  amend- 
ment will  simply  add  the  two  words  'and  voting'  omitted  by 
error." 

On  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  Senate  voted  to  recall  the  following  bill  from  the  Governor's 
office: 

HB  89,  relating  to  the  exemption  from  property  taxes  of 
certain  parts  of  the  state  airways  system. 

On  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  Senate  voted  to  suspend  the  rules  to  reconsider 
its  vote  whereby  the  above  entitled  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading  and  passed. 
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The  bill,  being  on  its  second  reading,  was  open  to  amend- 
ment. 

Senator  DeLude  offered  the  following  amendment,  sec- 
onded by  Senator  Whalen: 

Amend  section  2  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"present"  in  the  third  line  the  words,  and  voting,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2  Exemption  from  Property  Tax.  Amend  RSA  72  (supp) 
as  amended  by  1957,  299:1,  by  inserting  after  section  37  the 
following  new  section:  72:38  Exemption  for  Aviation  Facili- 
ties. A  town,  by  vote  of  a  majority  of  those  present  and  voting 
at  any  regular  town  meeting,  acting  under  an  article  duly  in- 
corporated in  the  warrant  for  said  meeting,  and  a  city,  by  vote 
of  the  governing  body  thereof,  may  exempt  the  owner  of  a 
privately  owned  air  navigation  facility  available  for  public  use 
without  charge,  who  holds  as  of  April  first  of  any  year  a  certifi- 
cate for  such  facility  from  the  New  Hampshire  aeronautics 
commission  that  the  facility  is  necessary  for  the  maintenance 
of  an  effective  airway  system,  from  taxation  of  such  facility  for 
each  such  year.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  the  term  air 
navigation  facility  includes  all  the  surfaces  of  an  airport  en- 
compassed within  the  principal  boundaries  that  are  maintained 
and  available  for  the  take-off,  landing,  taxiing,  and  open  air 
parking  of  an  aircraft  using  said  airport,  any  air  navigation  or 
communications  facility  associated  with  the  airport  and  any  pas- 
senger terminal  building  available  for  public  use  without 
charge. 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  further  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  seconded  by  Sen- 
ator Whalen,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  place  the  above  en- 
titled bill  as  amended  on  its  third  reading  and  final  passage  at 
the  present  time.

SB  86,  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  industrial  park  au- 
thority. (Senators  Monahan  S:  Martel)  Referred  to  the  Com- 
mittee on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County  Government. 
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SB  87,  relative  to  contract  for  leasing  of  concessions  on 
state  reservations.  (Hunter)  Referred  to  Executive  Depts.,  Mu- 
nicipal &:  County  Government. 

SB  88,  increasing  the  rate  for  minimum  wages.  (Battles) 
Referred  to  Labor. 

SB  89,  making  an  appropriation  for  educational  television. 
(Holmes)  Referred  to  Joint  Committee  of  Education  and  Fi- 
nance. 

SB  91,  relative  to  the  water  department  of  the  city  of  Ber- 
lin. (Lamontagne  —  thru  Rules  Committee)  Referred  to  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary. 

Committee  Reports 

SB  29,  specifying  the  rear  lights  required  on  motor  ve- 
hicles. Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  transporta- 
tion: Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced 
by  Senator  Martel,  by  request.  This  bill  specifies  that  the  rear 
light  system  be  changed.  We  found  that  this  would  not  be 
uniform  as  far  as  other  states  are  concerned.  It  was  suggested 
that  this  be  taken  up  with  automobile  dealers  as  a  safety  measure 
and  see  if  this  might  be  included  by  manufacturers.  If  we 
passed  this  bill,  we  would  be  the  only  state  having  this  require- 
ment." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  for  the  matter  of  record, 
what  Senator  Karkavelas  has  said  is  quite  correct.  However,  I 
think  we  are  in  agreement  with  the  bill,  but  until  such  time 
as  the  requirement  becomes  uniform,  it  would  serve  no  useful 
purpose  and  be  of  no  benefit  to  adopt  this  legislation  at  the 
present  time." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  153,  relative  to  motor  vehicle  fees.  Senator  DeLude, 
for  the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  applies  to  those 
heavy  trailer  beds  or  tractors  that  are  used  simply  to  transport 
large  heavy  equipment  from  one  state  to  another.  There  are 
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very  few  —  less  than  30,  to  be  exact.  They  do  weigh  a  great 
deal  from  34,000  pounds  to  40,000  pounds.  On  a  per  pound 
basis,  the  fee  for  using  this  a  few  times  a  year  was  great.  The 
PUC  appeared  in  favor  of  this  bill.  This  sets  a  flat  fee  of  $5  per 
unit  per  year.  On  a  mileage  basis,  it  is  an  excessive  cost  to  regis- 
ter these  trailers  at  the  present  time.  There  was  no  opposition 
and  the  committee  voted  ought  to  pass." 

The  recomendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  308,  relative  to  taxation  of  property  moved  into  town 
after  April  first.  Senator  DeLude,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways 
&  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  you  might  call  this  a 
housekeeping  bill.  It  provides  now  that  towns  may  tax  on 
equipment  that  is  moved  in  after  April  first.  It  also  provides 
that  towns  with  prior  taxes  have  the  right  to  collect.  This  refers 
mainly  to  well  digging  machinery,  etc.  This  equipment  is 
moved  from  community  to  community  as  the  jobs  arise.  The 
community  that  taxes  them  for  the  equipment  will  have  the 
right  to  collect.  In  many  cases,  where  this  machinery  has  been 
located  in  the  past,  a  tax  bill  has  been  sent  and  the  owner  has 
refused  to  pay  the  tax  and  then  has  been  taxed  and  forced  to 
pay  the  tax  in  another  community  where  there  is  a  low  tax  rate. 
This  bill  will  spell  out  the  fact  that  the  community  where  the 
machinery  is  on  April  first  has  the  right  to  tax  it  and  has  the 
right  to  collect  for  taxes.  In  addition,  it  spells  out  again  that 
which  has  been  done  by  a  community  that  a  partial  tax  may 
be  assessed  against  anyone  moving  this  equipment  after  April 
first.  In  other  words,  if  they  were  to  move  it  in  November,  then 
they  might  be  taxed  on  a  pro  rata  basis  to  April  first.  It  clears 
up  a  problem  of  the  towns." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  6,  relative  to  the  classification  of  a  highway  in  Newton. 
Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  has  to  do  with  .3  of  a 
mile  of  road  in  Newton;  changes  it  from  class  2  to  class  5.  It 
was  brought  out  that  this  was  an  oversight  in  1959  when  the 
road  was  reclassified  as  being  in  Kingston.  The  three  selectmen 
appeared  in  favor  of  this  legislation.  This  problem  was  solved 
after  1959,  by  appointment  of  a  commission.  The  committee 
voted  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Drake:  "The  selectmen 
have  written  to  the  committee,  saying  that  they  are  in  favor  of 
such  legislation  and  the  state  highway  department  has  agreed  to 
lay  out  an  access  road  and  maintain  such  and  all  are  happy?" 

Senator  Drake:  "That  is  correct  —  I  have  the  letters  here." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  81,  relative  to  the  authority  of  the  Commissioner  of 
public  works  and  highways.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  committee 
on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  there  have  been  some  ar- 
rangements previously  which  have  not  been  too  satisfactory  an 
arrangement  for  state  work  to  towns  and  cities.  Previously, 
they  had  to  submit  estimates  or  bids  for  doing  this  work  and 
payment  had  been  made  in  advance.  Then  if  there  was  a  short- 
age or  an  overpayment,  readjustment  had  to  be  made.  This 
will  provide  that  the  highway  department  may  do  the  work 
and  after  the  work  has  been  completed,  bill  the  town  for  the 
cost.  Also,  provides  that  other  state  departments  may  request 
this  work.  They  wish  to  have  specific  authority  to  work  for 
other  divisions  of  state  government,  do  the  work  and  bill  them 
for  it.  The  question  involved  was  whether  all  the  people  were 
actually  covered  by  workmen's  compensation  as  to  whether 
they  were  working  on  state  jobs  or  city  jobs.  They  would  be 
required  to  carry  workmen's  compensation  coverage  while  they 
were  engaged  in  doing  this  work  for  towns  and  cities.  There 
has  never  been  any  such  case,  but  this  is  what  is  being  done 
under  TRA  on  projects  in  the  state.  The  committee  voted  ought 
to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  321,  relative  to  the  deposit  of  securities  by  domestic 
life  insurance  companies.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee 
on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  HB  321  would  make  the 
existing  statute  requiring  deposit  of  securities  by  insurance 
companies  with  the  Commissioner,  consistent  with  actual 
practice  by  substituting  in  appropriate  places  the  term  "ag- 
gregate reserves,"  in  place  of  the  term,  "net  cash  value." 

"Sections  6,  8,  9  and  11  of  Chapter  411  of  the  Revised 
Statutes  require  a  life  insurance  company  organized  under  New 
Hampshire  law  to  deposit  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner, 
for  the  security  of  its  policyholders,  bonds,  mortgage  notes, 
etc.,  the  value  of  which  is  equal  to  the  net  cash  value  of  each 
policy  in  force.  In  practice  domestic  companies  (of  which  there 
are  now  only  two,  United  Life  and  Accident  Insurance  Com- 
pany and  Christian  Mutual  Life  Insurance  Company)  actually 
deposit  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  bonds,  mortgage 
notes,  etc.  with  a  value  equal  to  the  net  reserves  for  all  policies 
in  force.  This  amount  is  greater  than  the  net  cash  value  of  all 
the  policies. 

"Passage  of  the  bill  will  not  prejudice  the  position  of 
policyholders  and  will  eliminate  the  possibility  that  an  examiner 
from  another  state  might  at  some  time  require  a  local  company 
to  make  a  computation  of  the  net  cash  value  of  all  policies. 
This  would  be  an  expensive  and  meaningless  computation. 

"The  provision  in  New  Hampshire  law  for  deposit  of 
securities  with  the  Insurance  Commissioner  is  unique.  No 
other  state  requires  this  of  its  domestic  companies. 

"Mr.  Reno,  Counsel  for  United  Life  and  Accident  Com- 
pany appeared  for  the  bill,  and  the  insurance  commissioner 
approved." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  322,  relative  to  real  estate  owned  by  domestic  life 
insurance  companies.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on 
Banks  &:  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  RSA  411:15  specifically 
lists  the  kind  of  investments  which  a  domestic  life  insurance 
company  can  make.  These  include  U.  S.  bonds;  loans  secured 
by  first  mortgages;  loans  insured  by  the  Federal  Housing  Ad- 
ministrator; loans  on  its  own  policies;  loans  secured  by  the 
pledge  of  certain  state  and  municipal  organizations;  and  such 
other  securities  as  are  legal  investments  for  New  Hampshire 
savings  banks. 

"In  addition,  RSA  411:19  provides  that,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Insurance  Commissioner,  domestic  life  insur- 
ance companies  may  invest  up  to  10%  of  their  total  admitted 
assets  in  loans  or  investments  which  do  not  qualify  under  RSA 
411:15. 

"RSA  411:16  permits  New  Hampshire  life  insurance  com- 
panies to  hold  real  estate  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  their 
business  and  also  real  estate  acquired  through  the  foreclosure 
of  defaulted  mortgages.  However,  real  estate  which  is  acquired 
through  foreclosure  can  be  held  only  for  10  years  unless  the 
company  each  year  procures  a  certificate  from  the  Insurance 
Commissioner  that  the  interests  of  the  company  will  suffer 
materially  by  a  forced  sale  and  extending  the  time  for  sale  for 
a  fixed  period. 

"HB  322  would  require  a  domestic  company  which  ac- 
quires real  estate  through  foreclosure  to  get  the  written  ap- 
proval of  the  Insurance  Commissioner  to  hold  such  real  estate 
for  longer  than  10  years  as  an  investment  permitted  under  Sec- 
tion 411:19.  Once  the  Commissioner  approved  the  holding  of 
such  real  estate,  a  company  could  continue  to  hold  it  until  he 
specifically  disapproved  it,  rather  than  getting  his  consent  each 
year." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  470,  providing  for  a  referendum  for  dissolving  the 
Hillsborough  Bridge  Village  Fire  Precinct  and  transferring  its 
functions  to  the  town  of  Hillsborough.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  as  the  bill  indicates  by 
its  title  —  it  is  self  explanatory.  This  is  an  unique  situation

where  a  town  does  not  do  many  things  vital  to  it.  They  have 
all  the  money,  all  the  equipment  and  all  the  services.  This 
simply  provides  that  after  many  many  years,  they  have  decided 
this  is  cumbersome.  This  provides  that  the  funds,  after  referen- 
dum, may  do  so.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  394,  relative  to  validation  of  deeds  lacking  witnesses. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  spite  of  the  vigilance 
of  the  various  officials  in  the  register  of  deeds,  deeds  do  get  on 
the  record  that  are  not  properly  executed.  After  a  deed  has 
been  registered  for  10  years  and  it  is  discovered  that  witnesses 
were  not  adequate,  this  violates  the  deed.  It  must  be  remem- 
bered that  signatures  must  be  witnessed.  This  is  not  unreason- 
able and  is  a  desirable  bill.  This  rarely  happens." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  410,  relative  to  investments  of  guardians  and  con- 
servators. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  the  statutes,  there  are 
various  directions  given  to  guardians  and  conservators  as  to 
how  the  funds  of  the  wards  may  be  invested;  covers  several 
paragraphs,  but  when  it  comes  to  adults,  any  provision  of  that 
sort  is  omitted  entirely.  This  merely  transfers  the  same  require- 
ments relative  to  investments  pertaining  to  control  over  adults. 
It  transfers  those  same  requirements  as  to  those  over  children." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  228,  relative  to  fees  for  medical  referees.  Senator 
Gardner,  for  the  committee  on  Health,  Welfare  Sc  State  Institu- 
tions: Ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  all  this  bill  does  is  to 
raise  the  fee  from  $10  to  $15,  per  day  for  inquest.  There  was  no 
opposition.  The  committee  felt  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  231,  relative  to  compensation  for  members  of  board  of 
medical  examiners.  Senator  Gardner,  for  the  Committee  on 
Health,  Welfare  &  State  Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  raises  the  fees  from 
$15  to  $35  per  diem  for  meetings  and  examinations  by  the 
board.  That  is  the  only  change.  The  board  makes  the  rules  and 
the  regulations  as  always.  The  secretary  conducts  the  meetings. 
They  usually  meet  two  times  a  year.  The  bill  was  amended  in 
the  House  and  the  committee  voted  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock.

Special  Order  of  Business  for  11:01 

Senator  Whalen  called  for  the  Special  Order. 

HB  216,  relative  to  reports  to  the  tax  commission. 

Consideration  of  committee  report:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hartman  moved  that  further  consideration  of  the 
above  bill  be  indefinitely  postponed  and  spoke  in  support: 
"Mr.  President,  under  this  bill,  the  tax  commission  will  have 
the  authority  to  delete  items  submitted  by  the  town  which 
have  previously  been  voted  on  at  the  town  meetings.  On  these 
problems,  I  feel  that  the  towns  are  nearer  to  this  problem  than 
the  tax  commission.  I  do  not  believe  that  the  tax  commission 
should  have  the  power  to  eliminate  items.  Many  towns  appro- 
priate money  for  various  things  that  I  am  sure  the  tax  com- 
mission might  say  were  not  in  the  public  interest.  But  they 
might  still  be  in  the  interest  of  the  town.  The  same  wording 
is  on  page  2  relative  to  the  town  reports.  On  page  3,  relative  to 
other  town  reports  and  on  page  6,  relative  to  school  districts. 
...  I  disagree  with  this  bill.  It  is  taking  away  from  the  towns 
the  right  that  they  have  had  for  many,  many  years  of  setting 
their  own  tax  rate.  I  would  mention  the  town  of  New  Ipswich 
who  sends  out  their  bills  in  July.  I  am  sure  that  the  tax  com- 
mission would  not  delay  in  getting  the  bills  out,  but  I  am  also 
sure  that  the  tax  commission  is  overburdened  already.  In  Derry, 
we  have  three  selectmen  who  have  to  make  a  living  and  they 
are  in  charge  of  assessing  property,  livestock,  etc.  It  was  one 
time  into  November  before  they  got  their  figures  up  here.  I  do 
not  feel  that  it  is  the  responsibility  of  the  tax  commission  to 
put  this  kind  of  pressure  onto  the  towns  in  the  form  of  penalty 
for  not  getting  the  figures  in  before  October  1st.  ...  " 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  will  speak  against  the 
motion.  There  was  no  opposition  at  the  public  hearing  on  this 
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bill.  The  three  members  of  the  state  tax  commission  were  pres- 
ent. In  my  estimation,  and  that  of  the  committee,  it  was  felt 
that  they  made  an  excellent  explanation  of  the  case.  ..." 

Senators  DeLude  and  Monahan  spoke  against  the  motion. 

Senator  Martel  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Rainie  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded  by 
Senator  Whalen. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
motion  carried. 

Question  now  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Hartman, 
seconded  by  Senator  Provost,  to  indefinitely  postpone. 

On  this  motion.  Senator  Hartman  requested  a  Division 
vote. 

Eight  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  eleven 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  motion  to  indefinitely  postpone  was  lost. 

Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  moved 
that  the  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government. 

On  this  motion,  Senator  Hartman  requested  a  Division 
vote. 

Thirteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and 
five  Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  pre- 
vailed, the  motion  carried,  and  the  bill  was  recommitted  to 
committee. 

Special  Order  of  Business  for  1 1 :02

long  as  he  is  eligible  to  be  a  member  of  the  state  employees' 
retirement  system. 

4  Personnel  Already  Effected.  Any  person  who  on  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  would  be  entitled  to  exercise  the  elec- 
tion provided  for  in  section  3  of  this  act  excepting  for  the  fact 
that  the  time  limit  of  three  months  therein  provided  has  al- 
ready expired  shall  be  entitled  to  make  such  election  within 
three  months  from  the  effective  date  of  this  act. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  thereof 
to  read  section  5. 

Senator  Battles  explained  the  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment, and  spoke  in  support. 

Senator  Hartman  spoke  in  support. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

SB  90,  authorizing  the  licensing  of  motor  vehicle  dealers 
and  motor  vehicle  salesmen.  (Karkavelas,  by  request) .  Referred 
to  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County 
Government. 

SB  92,  relative  to  chiropodists.  (DeLude)  Referred  to 
Committee  on  Ways  &  Means.

SB  93,  legalizing  a  meeting  of  the  Monadnock  regional 
school  district.

On  motion  of  Senator  Olson,  seconded  by  Senator  Holmes, 
the  rules  were  suspended  to  dispense  with  printing  and  referral 
to  committee  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  and 
final  passage  at  the  present  time. 

Third  Reading  &  Final  Passage  of  Bill 

SB  93,  legalizing  a  meeting  of  the  Monadnock  regional 
school  district. 

Committee  Reports 

SB  64,  abolishing  the  school  district  of  Wentworth's  Loca- 
tion and  transferring  the  education  of  children  in  Wentworth's 
Location  to  the  state.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on 
Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  SB  64  abolishes  the 
school  district  of  Wentworth's  Location.  It  seems  there  are  now 
six  pupils  in  Wentworth's  Location  and  they  are  being  trans- 
ported to  Errol.  There  has  been  no  school  in  the  Location  for 
35  years  and  the  population  has  been  on  a  steady  decline.  The 
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net  effect  of  this  bill  will  be  to  have  the  Tax  Commission  assess 
the  citizens  for  school  costs  in  accordance  with  procedures 
worked  out  for  unincorporated  places.  It  does  not  appear  that 
this  will  be  a  charge  upon  other  citizens  of  the  State.  The  bill 
was  supported  by  a  number  of  prominent  persons  present  at 
the  hearing  at  which  it  was  pointed  out,  among  other  things, 
that  the  bill  parallels  one  dealing  with  Ellsworth  which  was 
passed  some  years  ago.  On  behalf  of  the  Tax  Commission,  I 
offer  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Authority  of  State  Board  of  Education.  On  and  after  the 
effective  date  of  this  act  the  education  of  school  children  within 
Wentworth's  Location  shall  become  the  responsibility  of  the 
state  board  of  education  as  provided  by  paragraph  IV  of  RSA 
186: 1 1  and  future  amendments  thereof." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment 
and  of  the  bill  as  amended. 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  this  is 
a  good  bill  to  straighten  out  their  affairs.  I  support  the  bill 
and  the  amendment.  It  seems  that  the  town  never  has  been  an 
incorporated  place.  There  are  six  pupils;  five  are  in  high  school, 
one  in  elementary  and  one  slipped  in  under  pre-school  age." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  121,  relative  to  the  construction  of  physical  education 
facilities  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  Senator  English, 
for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  HB  121  concerns  the 
construction,  furnishing  and  equipping  of  physical  education 
facilities  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  They  will  cost 
three  million  six  hundred  sixty  thousand  dollars,  so  this  pro- 
posal will  necessarily  have  to  go  to  the  Finance  Committee.  I 
don't  believe  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  point  out  that  the  facili- 
ties for  physical  education  at  U.N.H.  have  been  a  crying  need 
for  many  years  and  the  importance  of  improvement  urgent." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules. 
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SB  56,  to  authorize  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  assist 
in  the  industrial  development  of  airport  cites.  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  and  SB  57,  to 
authorize  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  protect,  develop 
and  foster  scheduled  air  service  and  make  appropriations  there- 
for, are  closely  akin  to  each  other  and  I  will  explain  both  bills 
at  the  same  time. 

"I  wish  to  explain  the  nature  and  purpose  of  Senate  Bills 
56  and  57  which  I  sponsored.  My  remarks  will  cover  both  bills 
which  were  originally  drafted  by  the  Aeronautics  Commission 
subsequent  to  several  discussions  between  commission  mem- 
bers, the  Director  of  Aeronautics  and  myself. 

"Administrator  Halaby  of  the  Federal  Aviation  Agency, 
his  able  Assistant  Administrator  Mr.  Oscar  Bakke,  and  Gover- 
nor John  King  all  recognize  the  direct  correlation  that  exists,  as 
between  the  industry  and  economy  of  a  state,  and  the  health 
and  growth  of  its  air  industry.  Moreover,  there  has  been  a 
national  recognition  in  recent  years  of  the  fact  that  small  indus- 
tries are  attracted  to  small  communities,  where  good  air 
transportation  facilities  and  services  are  available.  By  and  large, 
the  State  of  New  Hampshire  has  failed  to  recognize  the  tremen- 
dous potential  of  this  new  era  of  state  industrial  development. 
We  are,  in  my  opinion,  on  the  threshold  of  a  break-through  in 
locating  industry  in  this  state,  and  in  providing  a  stimulus 
which  ^vill  enhance  the  expansion  and  economic  well-being  of 
our  existing  industries. 

"Senate  Bill  56  ^vould  provide  funds  for  the  survey  and 
development  of  municipal  airport  sites  with  the  specific  objec- 
tives of  defining:  where  an  airport  industrial  park  should  be 
located;  the  cost  of  the  project;  the  availability  of  labor,  hous- 
ing, schools,  etc.,  all  of  which  are  vital  statistics  to  any  industrial 
activity  interested  in  locating  at  a  new  Hampshire  community; 
and  finally  to  permit  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  engage 
directly  in  negotiations  with  any  prospective  industry  interested 
in  locating  in  New  Hampshire. 

"To  encourage  and  foster  the  development  of  industry, 
resources  must  be  made  available  to  the  Commission.  You  may 
logically  ask  why  the  Aeronautics  Commission  concerns  itself

with  this  type  of  development.  My  answer  is  that  the  activities 
of  the  Commission  would  be  concentrated  on  the  development 
of  air  industrial  parks,  and  that  the  efforts  of  the  Commission 
would  complement  the  fine  work  now  being  accomplished  by 
the  Department  of  Resources  and  Economic  Development. 

"The  Manchester  Airport  Authority  has  made  vast  strides 
in  the  development  of  an  air  industrial  park.  All  evidence  how- 
ever, points  to  the  fact  that  the  future  is  even  brighter  in  this 
new  type  of  development.  Sound  planning,  hard  work  and 
initiative  can  make  possible  an  expansion  of  our  present  indus- 
try and  the  location  of  new  industry  at  air  industrial  parks 
in  New  Hampshire.  This  bill  represents  progress  with  a  small 
outlay  of  funds.  I  commend  it  to  you  for  consideration. 

"I  turn  now  to  Senate  Bill  57.  This  bill  would  provide 
needed  funds  to  the  Aeronautics  Commission  for  special  studies, 
expert  counsel  and  civil  legal  counsel  in  furthering  the  in- 
terests of  aviation  in  this  state. 

"Most  of  you,  I  am  sure,  are  not  aware  of  the  extensive 
work  now  being  accomplished  by  the  Commission  in  fostering 
the  development  of  aviation  in  N.  H.  This  bill  would  provide 
funds  to  assist  in  the  development  of  a  master  plan  for  our 
state  airways  system.  None  of  you  would  build  a  home  or  per- 
mit the  construction  of  a  bridge  or  highway  vvrithout  a  master 
plan,  yet  we  find  this  situation  exists  in  large  part,  with  respect 
to  airport  and  airways  development  plans  for  New  Hampshire. 
The  Federal  Aviation  Agency  master  plan  presently  extends 
to  1968  and  soon  will  be  amended  to  reflect  airport  and  airways 
improvements  to  1970.  In  the  interests  of  economy  and  effi- 
ciency New  Hampshire  must  develop  a  master  plan  which  will 
dovetail  with  the  Federal  plan.  We  must  not  overdevelop,  un- 
derdevelop,  overexpend  or  underexpend  on  any  of  our  state 
airways  projects.  Our  resources  are  too  meagre  to  permit  of 
this  luxury. 

"In  recent  years  New  Hampshire  has  been  on  the  defen- 
sive in  every  proceeding  before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board. 
These  proceedings  are  complicated  from  a  technical  and  legal 
viewpoint  and  require  the  strongest  and  most  persuasive  argu- 
ments in  support  of  any  position  taken  by  the  state.  Most  states 
and  communities  recognize  the  vital  implications  of  decisions 
rendered  by  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board,  some  of  which,  may 
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seriously  and  adversely  affect  air  transportation  within  the 
state.  From  time  to  time  our  Commission  requires  the  assistance 
of  known  experts  in  the  field  of  aviation  to  assist  in  preparing 
positions  developed  by  the  Director  of  Aeronautics  in  proceed- 
ings before  the  Civil  Aeronautics  Board.  The  funds  provided 
in  this  bill  would  be  used  in  large  part  for  this  purpose. 

"Finally,  in  the  acquisition  of  federal  air  navigational 
aids,  detailed  and  accurate  technical  data  is  required.  For  ex- 
ample, in  the  Keene  and  Lebanon  projects  for  an  instrument 
landing  system,  some  $2,000.  is  required  for  the  purpose  of 
establishing  the  cloud  ceiling,  wind  condition  and  visability 
for  these  t^vo  airports  over  a  five  year  period.  The  state  must 
pay  the  Weather  Bureau  for  compiling  this  information  from 
archive  records.  The  FAA  requires  that  these  data  support  any 
request  for  an  instrument  landing  system. 

"Another  example  of  this  type  of  commission  activity  is 
the  determination  of  existing  and  projected  glide  paths  for 
airport  runway  approaches  with  respect  to  instrument  landing 
systems.  Another  example  relates  to  airways  traffic  count  and 
analysis  with  respect  to  proposed  visual  omni  range  installa- 
tions at  Laconia  and  Berlin, 

"These  data  are  slowly  being  acquired  by  the  Aeronautics 
Commission  but  at  present  the  only  person  capable  of  develop- 
ing these  type  statistics  is  the  Director.  His  time,  however,  can 
be  more  profitably  used  in  directing  all  aspects  of  an  expanding 
air  program  for  aviation  in  the  state. 

"Both  bills  represent  a  relatively  small  outlay  of  fimds.  I 
strongly  recommend  your  favorable  consideration  of  these  im- 
portant bills." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  concur  with  the 
remarks  of  Senator  Green  and  thoroughly  endorse  both  bills." 

The  recommendation  of  the  bill  was  adopted,  and  SB  56 
was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules. 

SB  57,  to  authorize  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  protect, 
develop  and  foster  scheduled  air  service  and  make  appropria- 
tions therefor.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on 
Transportation:  Ought  to  pass,  (explanation  by  Senator  Green, 
above) 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules. 

HB  63,  relative  to  hunting  from  motor  vehicles  by  disabled 
persons.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  & 
Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  extends  the 
present  situation.  At  the  present  time,  the  law  provides  for 
veterans,  non-paraplegics  or  disabled,  to  hunt  from  a  motor 
vehicle  with  permits.  This  would  allow  other  individuals,  not 
veterans,  to  have  the  privilege." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  ^vas  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  65,  relative  to  non-resident  hunting  and  fishing 
licenses.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  & 
Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  at  the  present  time,  a 
resident  is  not  permitted  by  law  to  hold  two  hunting  licenses 
at  the  same  time.  This  would  prohibit  the  non-resident  from 
holding  two  licenses  at  the  same  time." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  66,  relative  to  fish  and  game  licenses  for  persons  over 
seventy  years  of  age.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on 
Fisheries  &:  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  for  a 
permanent  license  for  all  persons  over  70  years  of  age.  At  the 
present  time,  they  are  allowed  a  free  license,  but  have  to  have 
it  renewed  each  year.  This  will  allow  a  permanent  license  for 
life.  This  applies  even  though  an  applicant  has  never  had  a 
previous  hunting  license." 

Senator  Hunter  inquired:  "How  are  these  licenses  going 
to  be  terminated?" 

Senator  Battles  replied:  "When  the  man  dies." 
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Senator  Hunter:  "Perhaps  I  might  use  my  father's  license 
as  well  as  my  own." 

Senator  Battles:  "There  is  no  way  other  than  the  conserva- 
tion officers  will  be  able  to  tell  with  reasonable  inquiry  whether 
or  not  you  are  75  or  35.  It  is  good  for  the  life  of  the  person." 

Senator  Hunter:  "I  believe  there  should  be  a  termination 
date." 

Senator  Battles:  "This  is  nothing  different  than  what  you 
can  do  today.  You  can  use  the  license  of  someone  else  —  per- 
haps you  can  get  away  with  it  —  but  you  are  in  violation  and 
if  you  are  caught  — .  This  can  be  done  now  if  anyone  wishes 
to  take  the  chance.  After  we  pass  a  law,  it  is  up  to  the  law  en- 
forcement officers  to  enforce  the  law." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Would  it  not  be  a  good  idea  to  have  it 
renewed  every  five  years?" 

Senator  Battles:  "The  idea  of  this  bill  is  to  relieve  the 
work  load.  I  believe  having  to  do  it  every  five  years  would  con- 
flict with  the  idea  of  the  bill." 

Senator  Monahan  inquired:  "Is  the  Fish  8:  Game  Depart- 
ment in  favor  of  this?" 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  perhaps  I  neglected  to 
say  diat  the  Fish  &:  Game  Department  supports  all  four  of  these 
bills." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  274,  relating  to  fishing  without  license  by  patients  at 
veterans  hospitals  and  inmates  of  certain  institutions.  Senator 
Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  &  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  will  allow  patients 
of  the  various  veterans  hospitals,  State  Hospital  in  Concord, 
State  School  in  Laconia  and  Soldiers  Home  in  Tilton  to  fish 
without  a  license  when  such  fishing  would  be  of  therapeutic 
value.  This  is  at  the  discretion  of  the  doctor  in  charge  or  the 
superintendent  and  an  attendant  is  required  to  accompany  the 
patient."

On  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  the  reading  of  the  pro- 
posed amendment  was  dispensed  with  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  proposed  amendment  had  been  printed  in  the  Journal  of 
Thursday,  May  2,  Page  465. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  as  it  came  in  to 
us  from  the  House  had  provisions  which  were  imdoubtedly 
unconstitutional.  As  it  was  passed  by  the  House,  we  were  in- 
formed that  there  would  be  a  court  challenge.  So  we  felt  that 
rather  than  have  the  supreme  court  pass  on  this  and  declare  it 
unconstitutional,  we  would  leave  it  as  it  is  and  provide  for 
those  veterans  the  exemption  of  $1,000  regardless  of  the  value 
of  the  property.  They  need  this  benefit  much  more  when  tiiey 
are  older  than  when  they  are  young  and  earning  good  wages. 
It  does  not  change  the  present  statute  in  any  other  way.  On 
behalf  of  the  veterans,  we  felt  that  this  was  the  wiser  bill." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Is  there  any  provision  whereby 
people  moving  from  another  state  into  New  Hampshire  next 
year,  will  they  be  allowed  the  exemption?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "They  must  be  residents  one  year." 

Senator  Green:  "This  bill  as  it  came  from  the  House  had 
all  the  changes  which  Senator  DeLude  has  explained.  There 
was  some  question  by  the  various  veterans  organizations  as  to 
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the  proposed  passage  of  the  bill.  This  amendment  will  clear 
up  the  situation  and  take  care  of  the  older  veteran.  It  is  ap- 
proved by  the  American  Legion.  Last  Sunday,  I  spoke  with 
the  Department  Commander  of  the  Veterans  of  Foreign  Wars. 
They  are  in  favor  of  the  amendment  as  recommended  by  the 
committee." 

Senator  Lamontagne  requested  a  one  minute  Recess, 
which  request  was  granted  by  the  Chair. 

(Recess)

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  further  consideration  of  the  bill  and  the  proposed 
amendment  was  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  Wednes- 
day morning  at  11:01  o'clock.

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles, 
the  above  committee  report  was  withdrawn  and  the  bill  was 
recommitted  to  committee  on  the  basis  of  further  study  and 
proposed  amendment. 

HB  365,  relative  to  definitions  under  the  teachers'  retire- 
ment system.  Senator  Carter,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  adds  one  para- 
graph at  the  end  of  the  present  statutes.  What,  in  effect,  it  does 
is  to  allow  a  teacher  who  for  any  reason  has  taken  a  position 
with  less  compensation.  The  earnable  compensation  will  not 
be  reduced.  Where  a  person  would  like  to  go  back  to  teaching 
at  a  reduced  rate  of  pay,  they  may  ask  that  the  compensation  be 
at  the  higher  rate.  This  also  applies  to  several  service  workers. 
Is  based  on  the  highest  5  years.  This  is  a  coming  idea  through- 
out the  country.  No  objection.  Miss  Hart,  Mr.  Hartford  and 
Mr.  Bean  appeared  in  favor.  Committee  was  unanimous." 
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Senator  Holmes  inquired:  "Do  you  feel  that  the  effect  of 
this  would  be  to  cause  the  teachers  to  teach  longer?" 

Senator  Whalen  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Hartman  inquired:  "If  they  go  back  to  work  at  a 
higher  rate,  would  they  then  be  able  to  get  a  higher  pay?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "Yes,  based  on  the  higher  figure." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  144,  relative  to  retired  members  of  the  policemen's 
retirement  system.  Senator  Carter,  for  the  Committee  on  Execu- 
tive Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  there  are  a  few  members 
who  have  retired  at  an  amount  less  than  $100.  Don  Matson 
spoke  in  favor.  Also  Representative  Sherman.  There  was  no 
objection  and  the  committee  voted  unanimously  that  the  bill 
be  reported  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Does  this  $100  a  month  include 
the  contribution  on  the  part  of  the  towns?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "This  would  aply  to  contribution  by 
the  towns,  but  it  can  be  worked  if  the  state  appropriates." 

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  support  of  the  committee  report. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "I  introduced  this  bill  several  years 
ago.  This  has  to  be  renewed  every  two  years  by  law.  As  the 
years  go  by,  the  number  involved  will  decrease.  It  started  off 
with  some  14,000.  It  is  now  down  to  5,000.  Eventually,  there 
will  be  no  necessity  for  a  bill  of  this  type.  This  just  provides,  as 
Senator  Whalen  has  said,  $100  or  $110  minimum.  This  is  all 
these  police  officers  have  to  live  on.  We  do  the  same  thing  for 
teachers  also." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  358,  relative  to  the  time  for  filing  of  permanent 
journal.  Senator  Carter,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  present  statutes  rela- 
tive to  this  says  that  it  will  be  filed  within  30  days  after  the 
conclusion  of  the  session.  This  has  never  been  a  practical  time. 
The  Clerk  of  the  House  and  Representative  Upton  both  ap- 
peared in  favor  of  this  bill.

HB  217,  relative  to  pharmacy  fees  and  board  assistants. 
Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health,  Welfare,  k  State 
Institutions:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  217 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  1  the  following 
new  sections:  2  Separate  Fund  Established.  Amend  RSA  318:7 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  318:7  Disposal  of  Fees,  Fines,  and  Penalties.  The 
secretary-Treasurer  shall  receive  and  account  for  all  moneys 
derived  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  state  treasurer,  who  shall  keep  such  moneys  in  a 
separate  fund  to  be  known  as  the  "Pharmacy  Fund".  Such  fund 
shall  be  kept  separate  and  apart  from  all  other  moneys  in  the 
treasury,  and  shall  be  paid  out  only  for  the  purposes  hereof. 
All  moneys  in  the  fund  are  hereby  specifically  appropriated  for 
the  use  of  the  commission.  Under  no  circumstances  shall  the 
total  amount  of  payments  made  hereunder  exceed  the  amount 
of  moneys  collected  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  3 
Employees.  Amend  RSA  318:9  by  striking  out  said  section  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  318:9  Clerical  and 
Inspectional  Services.  The  commission  may  employ  such  cler- 
ical assistance  and  obtain  such  inspectional  services  as  may  in 
in  their  judgment  be  deemed  necessary,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council,  and  payment  therefor  shall  be 
made  from  the  pharmacy  fund. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  sections  2,  3,  4 
and  5  to  read  4,  5,  6  and  7  respectively. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  as  same  had 
been  printed  in  the  Journal. 
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Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  restores 
HB  2,17  to  its  original  state  as  drafted  and  presented,  with  one 
addition.  The  only  opposition  at  the  public  hearing  was  con- 
cerned with  the  bill  as  passed  by  the  House,  which  amended 
the  bill  before  passage  to  rob  the  bill  of  its  very  intent.  The 
House  approved  version  allowed  the  increase  in  fees  for  com- 
pensation of  Board  members,  fees  for  pharmacists'  examination, 
reregistration,  etc.  The  proposed  amendment  reinstates  ori- 
ginal bill's  proposal  of  establishment  of  a  pharmacy  fund.  The 
pharmacy  commission  budget  is  small,  just  $1,535,  but  the 
principle  involved  is  large.  Shall  these  self-supporting  boards 
and  commissions,  set  up  to  operate  out  of  their  own  fees  and 
to  regulate  their  participating  membership,  be  turned  into 
fund-raising  organizations  for  the  general  fund?  If  they  volun- 
tarily desire  to  raise  their  own  fees  to  provide  better  protection 
to  the  public,  should  they  not  be  able  to  provide  better  pro- 
tection to  the  public.  Should  they  not  be  able  to  hire  the  per- 
sonnel necessary  to  do  the  job?  The  committee  received  over 
ninety  cards  from  the  drug  store  owners  and  pharmacists  of  the 
state  in  favor  of  these  increases  and  the  bill  as  originally  pro- 
posed in  the  House.  We  desire  to  give  them  some  protection 
by  establishing  a  pharmacy  fund  and  giving  them  authority  to 
hire  additional  personnel  for  inspection  purposes,  subject  to 
Governor  and  Council  approval,  to  police  their  industry." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

SB  58,  permitting  property  tax  exemptions  of  ski  areas 
under  certain  conditions.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee 
on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  rise  in  support  of  the 
Committee's  ought  to  pass  report  on  SB  58  and  also  its  com- 
panion bill,  SB  59.  They  are  identical  to  SB  37  and  38,  intro- 
duced on  February  1,  1961,  by  Senator  Cleveland.  On  April  4 
of  that  year,  after  hearings  before  the  Judiciary  Committee  and 
with  the  endorsement  of  the  Winter  Facilities  Development 
Committees,  which  was  created  by  Senate  Joint  Resolution  1 
of  the  1961  session,  both  bills  were  passed  by  the  Senate. 

"According  to  the  record,  they  were  "lost"  in  the  House, 
which  prompted  Senator  Cleveland  on  June  28,  1961,  to  intro- 
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duce,  under  suspension  of  the  rules,  two  new  bills,  SB  159  and 
160,  with  the  same  subject  matter.  Both  were  passed  by  the 
Senate  that  date  but  it  was  apparently  too  late  in  the  session 
for  the  House  to  concur. 

"Mr.  President,  I  am  happy  to  revive  both  bills  in  this 
session,  because  readily  accessible  neighborhood  ski  areas  of 
low  cost  should  be  our  first  concern  in  promoting  this  sport 
for  the  public  good. 

"SB  58,  as  the  title  suggests,  permits  tax  exemptions  under 
certain  conditions,  notably  when  the  ski  area  operator  agrees 
to  permit  residents  of  the  town  or  city  where  the  area  is  located 
to  use  its  facilities  at  special  reduced  rates  and  provided  the 
town  meeting  or  city  government  shall  so  vote,  from  year  to 
year. 

"SB  59,  and  both  of  these  bills  were  originally  drafted  by 
the  Tax  Commission,  permits  towns  and  cities  to  contribute 
to  ski  areas  under  certain  conditions. 

"Mr.  President,  both  bills  are  permissive,  home-rule  types 
of  legislation  with  adequate  safeguards.  They  should  have  been 
enacted  two  years  ago.  The  Senate  should  again  approve  them 
this  session,  as  it  did  on  two  separate  occasions  two  years  ago." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  as  a  former  member  of 
the  Winter  Facilities  Development  Committee,  and  also  a  mem- 
ber of  the  committee  in  the  House  that  heard  these  bills  last 
session,  I  wish  to  add  my  remarks  to  those  of  Senator  Monahan. 
I  would  not  say  the  bills  were  'lost.'  We  did  try  to  make  a  floor 
fight,  etc.  I  am  very  glad  to  see  that  they  were  introduced  and 
I  heartily  support  both  bills."

SB  59,  to  enable  towns  and  cities  to  contribute  to  ski  areas 
under  certain  conditions.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee 
on  Resources,  Recreation  &:  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  my  preceding  comments 
apply  equally  to  this  bill.  I  might  add  that  both  bills  had  a  full 
hearing  and  there  was  no  opposition  of  any  kind." 
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The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  243,  relative  to  investments  of  school  district  funds. 
Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  HB  243  simply  puts  in 
legal  form  what  has  been  going  on  for  some  time.  The  State 
Board  of  Education  wanted  this  bill  in  order  that  the  funds  on 
hand  with  the  School  District  Treasurer  could  be  properly 
handled  and  if  desired,  invested  in  short  term  obligations  of 
the  United  States." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  26,  in  favor  of  Albert  E.  Jones  and  Theresa  Jones. 

Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  HJRs  26,  27  and  28 
relate  to  three  pieces  of  adjoining  properties  at  the  intersection 
of  Routes  93  and  102  in  Londonderry.  The  artesian  wells  of  all 
three  were  spoiled  by  salt  contamination.  The  highway  had  a 
well  drilled  on  the  property  in  the  middle  and  that  too  was 
contaminated  with  salt  and  iron.  The  water  engineer  of  the 
department  explored  the  area  and  advised  against  further  efforts 
for  water.  Derry  would  not  extend  their  water  lines  into  Lon- 
donderry. The  highway  department  recommends  these  resolu- 
tions be  passed  and  Mr.  Flanders  and  Mr.  Otis  appeared  in 
favor  of  them.  Suggested  a  possible  use  of  the  land  as  a  rest  area 
—  L2  acres  covered.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  27,  in  favor  of  Arthur  Webster  and  Helen  Webster. 
Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to 
pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  the  same  remarks  apply 
as  above." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  28,  in  favor  of  Chanel  L.  Lavoie.  Senator  Hodgdon, 
for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  my  remarks  above  also 
cover  this  case." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

SB  51,  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  parallel 
to  the  General  Sullivan  Bridgre.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Com- 
mittee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  —  same  having 
been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Thursday,  May  2nd,  page  466. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  offer  an  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment:  Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "six"  wherever  it  occurs  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word,  three. 

Amendment  to  SB  51 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  256-A:2  as  inserted 
by  section  1  of  the  bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 256-A:2  Funds  Provided.  A  sum  not  exceeding  3  mil- 
lion dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  as  hereinafter  provided  for 
the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  chap- 
ter. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  256-A:3  as 
inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  256-A:3  Borrowing  Power.  The  state  treasurer 
is  hereby  authorized  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
:ouncil  to  borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding 3  million  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into 
effect  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  and  for  that  purpose  may 
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issue  bonds  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  gov- 
ernor and  council.  The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  shall  be 
determined  by  the  governor  and  council  but  in  no  case  shall 
they  be  later  than  thirty  years  from  the  date  of  issue  and  may 
be  redeemable  before  maturity  at  the  option  of  the  governor 
and  council  at  such  price  or  prices  and  under  such  terms  and 
conditions  as  may  be  fixed  by  the  governor  and  council  prior 
to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds.  Such  bonds  shall  contain  an  ex- 
press guarantee  which  shall  be  deemed  a  contract  on  the  part 
of  the  state  that  tolls  will  be  collected  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  and  chapter  256  until  the  date  of 
maturity  of  said  bonds  or  until  sufficient  money  shall  have 
accumulated  to  pay  said  bonds  and  the  interest  thereon  at  or 
prior  to  the  dates  of  maturity.  The  bonds  shall  be  in  such  form 
and  such  denominations  as  the  governor  and  council  shall  de- 
termine, may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and  interest, 
shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor,  and  shall  be  deemed  a 
pledge  of  the  full  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  governor 
may  authorize  his  countersignature  on  said  bonds  to  be  by 
facsimile  signature.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  such  bonds  showing  the  number  and  amount  of  each, 
the  time  and  date  of  countersigning,  the  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The  state  treasurer  shall 
keep  an  account  of  each  bond  showing  the  number  thereof,  the 
name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  received  from 
the  same,  the  date  of  the  sale  and  the  date  of  maturity. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  256-A:4  as 
inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  '256-A:4  Short  Term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issu- 
ance of  the  bonds  hereunder  the  state  treasurer,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  governor  and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof 
borrow  money  from  time  to  time  on  short  term  loans  which 
may  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  hereunder.  Provided, 
however,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short  term  loans  exceed  the  sum  of  3  million  dollars. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  in  viewing  this  entire  bill, 
we  tried  first  to  be  concerned  with  the  long  range  plan  con- 
necting the  Spaulding  and  the  Eastern  Turnpike.  The  original 
bill  would  have  provided  for  a  four-lane  bridge  and  the  clover- 
leaf  which  are  necessary  to  run  to  the  bridge.  Commissioner 
Morton  stated  that  when  the  Spaulding  Turnpike  was  author- 
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ized  and  built,  they  were  unable  to  provide  for  construction  of 
a  four-lane  bridge.  However,  they  did  acquire  the  land  to  build 
an  expressway  right  through.  Growth  of  commercial  enterprise 
on  present  approaches  creates  traffic  hazards  and  problems. 
Present  bridge  and  access  roads  would  allow  for  commercial 
growth,  etc.  on  a  service  area  basis.  There  is  always  the  pos- 
sibility that  the  turnpikes  built  with  our  own  money  would  be 
reimbursed  by  federal  money  and  then  would  become  part  of 
the  interstate  system.  Edward  Butler,  Civil  Defense  Director  of 
Portsmouth  stated  that  civil  defense  needs  of  seacoast  towns 
and  cities  dictate  need  for  bridge.  Dover  City  Council  adopted 
unanimously  a  resolution  calling  for  the  bridge.  I  am  offering 
the  amendment  to  the  amendment  to  cut  the  figure  from  six 
million  to  three  million  dollars.  This  amount  will  be  required 
for  the  underwater  work  and  sub  structures  to  take  care  of 
four  lanes.  It  was  felt  that  it  would  be  a  more  cautious  approach 
to  provide  the  three  million  now  to  do  all  the  underwater  work, 
sub  structures,  pier  caps,  etc.  now  and  then  on  a  long  range 
program  (1972)  the  four  lanes  could  be  completed,  rather  than 
throwing  in  the  entire  amount  of  six  million  now.  The  support 
structure  will  all  be  completed.  One  point  at  the  hearing  was 
brought  out  that  under  Civil  Defense  measures  in  case  of  evacu- 
ation there  would  be  a  traffic  bottleneck.  When  the  turnpike 
was  built,  there  were  25,000  travelling  over  same.  Now,  ap- 
proximately 40,000.  We  think  this  is  a  proper  amendment." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  concur  with 
the  remarks  of  Senator  Drake.  He  has  gone  into  great  detail  as 
to  the  merits  of  this  project.  I  would  like  to  give  a  few  statistics. 
In  1935  there  were  725,000  cars.  At  that  time,  it  was  a  toll 
bridge.  The  tolls  went  off  in  1948  and  there  were  1  million, 
117  thousand.  Now,  approximately  2  million,  229  thousand.  Of 
course,  the  Pease  Air  Base  has  had  a  great  deal  to  do  with  the 
increase.  This  will  provide  '2  lanes  now,  with  the  underwater 
work,  sub  structure,  etc.  ready  to  make  it  a  four  lane  bridge 
when  the  time  comes.  The  state  highway  is  in  favor.  Dover  is 
in  favor.  I  do  not  know  of  any  opposition  to  the  bill  at  all." 

Senator  Battles  inquired?  "Is  this  to  be  a  toll  bridge?" 

Senator  Drake:  "No.  The  income  from  the  Eastern  turn- 
pike and  other  turnpikes  will  be  used." 

Senator  Battles:  "The  Spaulding  is  not  paying  its  way  at 
the  present  time  and  the  only  one  making  any  money  is  the 
Eastern,  going  into  Maine?"

Senator  Drake  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Battles:  "Will  this  bill  in  any  way  jeopardize  our 
present  highway  program?" 

Senator  Drake  replied:  "In  no  way  at  all.  There  are  funds 
enough  to  carry  the  6  million,  but  it  was  shaky.  That  is  why  it 
was  felt  that  the  figure  of  3  million  would  be  the  better  one." 

Senator  Chasse:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor  of  the  bill. 
My  city  has  gone  in  favor  of  it.  I  approve  it." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  president,  having  given  this  very 
considerable  thought  and  personally  knowing  the  need  for  more 
traffic  flow  in  that  area,  particularly  in  the  summer  months, 
and  being  in  my  area,  I  would  be  in  favor." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  not  in  opposition 
to  the  bill,  but  I  would  merely  like  to  introduce  a  new  note  — 
I  would  like  the  Senate  to  concern  itself  about  the  western  part 
of  the  state.  I  understand  that  Lebanon  is  soon  going  to  benefit, 
but  in  the  western  part,  south  of  Lebanon,  we  do  not  even  have 
a  turnpike;  much  less,  a  decent  bridge.  There  is  nothing  in  our 
part  of  the  state  to  bring  people  into  New  Hampshire.  I  would 
like  the  Senate  to  concern  itself  with  this  problem  as  it  affects 
the  progress  and  well  being  of  those  people  in  my  district.  It  is 
important  to  the  people  in  my  part  of  the  state,  and  I  would 
like  to  have  the  Chairman  of  the  Public  Works  Committee  look 
into  this  and  make  a  report  on  it.  I  do  not  intend  to  oppose 
this  bill.  But,  I  would  like  the  Senate  to  concern  itself  with  the 
western  part  of  the  state  where  we  are  being  forgotten  or  ig- 
nored." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  concur  ^vith  the  remarks 
of  Senator  DeLude.  I  think  that  in  the  past  few  years  we  have 
been  concentrating  our  efforts  on  interstate  highways.  I  do 
think  the  commissioner  of  Public  Works  should  give  some  con- 
sideration to  the  primary  and  secondary  roads  in  New  Hamp- 
shire, which  would  help  our  home  folks  and  not  just  consider 
the  matter  of  people  coming  into  our  state." 

Senator  Battles:  "Perhaps  the  Chairman  of  Public  Works 
Committee  might  take  this  up." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  be  very  happy 
as  Chairman  of  the  Public  Works  Committee  to  review  together 
with  any  Senators  concerned  with  roads  in  their  district  and 
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take  this  matter  up  with  the  highway  commissioner  as  to  roads 
in  their  districts." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  amendment  to  the  amendment 
offered  by  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Hunter,  was 
adopted. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, under  the  rules. 

Introduction  of  Committee  Reports  Not  Previously  Advertised

amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take 
effect  when  it  shall  have  been  adopted  by  an  affirmative  vote 
by  the  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Martel, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with.  Same  having 
been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Tuesday,  May  7,  page  490. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  for  an 
increase  in  the  salary  of  the  moderators  in  the  city  of  Man- 
chester. Originally,  it  provided  for  $75,  an  increase  from  $25. 
The  House  amended  the  bill  to  provide  for  $50.  The  special 
delegation  has  further  amended  the  bill  to  provide  that  the 
increase  will  not  take  effect  imless  and  until  approved  by  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  the  city  of  Manchester.  We  feel  that 
this  is  a  matter  that  should  be  decided  by  the  governing  body 
of  the  city." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  286,  relative  to  the  salary  of  the  mayor,  aldermen  and 
members  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Manchester. 
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Senator  Green,  for  the  Special  Committee,  consisting  of  Sen- 
ators Green,  Martel  and  Provost:  Ought  to  pass  with  amend- 
ment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Manchester. 
Amend  section  1  of  chapter  223  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  as  Amended 
by  chapter  203  of  the  Laws  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  280 
of  the  Laws  of  1945  and  section  1  of  chapter  437  of  the  Laws 
of  1957  by  striking  out  the  words  "six  thousand"  in  the  second 
line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  ten  thousand,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  1. 
The  salary  of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Manchester  shall  be  ten 
thousand  dollars  per  year  payable  in  equal  semi-monthly  pay- 
ments. Said  salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  services 
performed  and  personal  expenses  incurred,  either  as  executive 
or  as  member  of  any  board  or  committee  of  said  city. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  3  the 
following  new  section.  4  Fixing  Salaries.  Notwithstanding 
the  provisions  of  any  other  statute  to  the  contrary,  the  mayor 
and  board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Manchester  is  hereby  em- 
powered and  authorized  to  fix,  increase  or  change  the  salaries 
of  any  of  the  following:  the  mayor,  aldermen  and  members  of 
the  school  committee,  provided  that  no  increase  of  any  such 
salary  shall  take  effect  until  the  term  of  office  subsequent  to  the 
term  during  which  said  increase  was  voted. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  4  to  read 
section  5. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Martel, 
reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Tuesday,  May  7th,  page  490. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  originally  pro- 
vided an  increase  in  the  salary  of  the  Mayor  from  $6,000  to 
$12,500;  Aldermen  from  $500  to  $1,000;  and  school  committee 
from  $200  to  $500.  The  House  amended  the  bill  to  increase 
the  Mayor's  salary  from  $6,000  to  $8,500.  The  special  committee 
held  a  hearing  on  this  bill  and  have  recommended  a  further 
amendment:  1.  Would  change  the  salary  of  the  Mayor  from 
$6,000  to  $10,000.  Would  also  provide  that  in  the  future  the 
Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  will  fix  the  salaries  of  the 
Mayor  and  Aldermen  and  set  the  salaries  of  the  school  com- 
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mittee.  To  take  effect  at  the  beginning  of  the  following  term. 
No  Mayor  and  Aldermen  will  increase  their  own  salary  under 
this  amendment.  Also  renumbers  section  4  to  section  5.  The 
committee  was  unanimous  in  this  report." 

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  I  concur  with  the  remarks 
of  Senator  Green." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

she  is  otherwise  qualified  under  the  provisions  hereof,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  72:28  Service  Ex- 
emption. Every  resident  of  this  state  who  served  not  less  than 
ninety  days  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in  any  of  the 
following  wars  or  armed  conflicts,  the  Spanish  War,  Philippine 
Insurection,  Boxer  Rebellion,  World  War  I,  World  War  II,  or 
Korean  Conflict,  as  hereinafter  defined  who  have  been  dis- 
charged or  separated  therefrom  under  conditions  other  than 
dishonorable  or  the  spouse  of  such  resident,  or  the  widow  of 
such  resident,  and  every  resident,  or  the  spouse  of  such  resident, 
whose  services  were  terminated  for  a  service-connected  disabil- 
ity, and  the  widow  of  any  resident  who  suffered  a  service-con- 
nected death,  in  consideration  of  such  service,  shall  be  exempt 
each  year  from  taxation  upon  his  or  her  residential  real  estate, 
to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  provided  the  value  of  such 
residential  real  estate  in  this  state  as  assessed  by  the  selectmen 
does  not  exclusive  of  bona  fide  encumbrances  of  record  thereon, 
exceed  five  thousand  dollars,  and  provided  further  that  the 
resident  qualified  for  exemption,  excepting  those  with  a  serv- 
ice-connected disability,  shall  not  be  delinquent  in  the  pay- 
ment of  any  taxes  due  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  or  any 
political  subdivision  thereof.  The  tax  exemption  hereinabove 
provided  shall  be  allowed  to  every  resident  of  this  state  who  is 
sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  irrespective  of  the  assessed  value  of 
his  or  her  residential  real  estate,  provided  he  or  she  is  otherwise 
qualified  imder  the  provisions  hereof.  The  following  terms  as 
used  in  this  section  shall  be  construed  as  follows: 

(1)  "Spanish  War"  between  April  21,  1898  and  April 
11,  1899. 

(2)  "Philippine  Insurrection"  between  April  12,  1899 
and  July  4,  1902  extended  to  July  15,  1903  for  service  in  the 
Moro  Provinces. 

(3)  "Boxer  Rebellion"  between  June  16,  1900  and  May  2, 
1901. 
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(4)  "World  War  I"  between  April  6,  1917  and  November 
11,  1918  extended  to  April  1,  1920  for  service  in  Russia,  pro- 
vided that  military  or  naval  service  on  or  after  November  12, 
1918  and  before  July  2,  1921  where  there  was  prior  service 
between  April  6,  1917  and  November  11,  1918  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  World  W^ar  I  service. 

(5)  "World  War  11"  between  December  7,  1941  and 
December  31,  1946. 

(6)  "Korean  Conflict"  between  June  25,  1950  and  July 
27,  1953. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  called  for  this 
Special  Order  because  Senator  Battles  had  brought  up  the  ques- 
tion of  veterans'  exemptions  being  increased  from  one  year  to 
five  years.  It  came  to  my  mind  that  might  be  a  good  idea,  but 
after  consideration,  I  will  not  try  to  delay  the  bill  at  the  present 
time.  Perhaps  an  amendment  could  be  offered  in  the  House. 
But  before  I  do  anything  about  this,  I  will  discuss  it  with  mem- 
bers of  veterans  organizations.  I  would  move  for  the  passage  of 
the  bill  as  amended."

Committee  Reports 

HB  229,  relative  to  the  personnel  advisory  board  of  the 
city  of  Portsmouth.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Special  Commit- 
tee, consisting  of  Senators  Whalen  and  Hunter:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  applies  to  the 
personnel  advisory  board  only  in  the  city  of  Portsmouth.  It 
provides  for  a  change  in  the  naming  of  the  board.  It  is  a  local 
bill.  We  have  had  one  provided  for  in  the  city  charter  for  many 
years,  but  it  has  been  ineffective  because  of  the  way  that  the 
board  was  appointed.  The  bill  provides  the  change  in  appoint- 
ment. The  amendment  tacked  on  in  the  House  provides  sub- 
poena powers.  The  bill  as  previously  written  was  approved  by 
the  city  council.  As  a  former  member  of  the  city  council,  I  was 
concerned  with  removing  any  powers  that  the  city  council 
might  have.  However,  we  have  felt  that  these  changes  were 
necessary  and  there  is  no  disagreement  in  the  governing  body. 
I  did  appear  at  the  public  hearing  held  in  the  city  of  Ports- 
mouth and  objected  to  the  subpoena  powers  on  the  grounds 
that  it  was  not  necessary.  We  have  had  trouble  in  Portsmouth 
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of  their  making  public  records.  The  court  ruled  that  they 
must  be  shown,  so  this  has  been  taken  care  of  and  therefore  I 
felt  this  requirement  was  not  necessary.  The  other  power  was 
to  subpoena  witnesses  to  appear.  In  my  opinion,  it  was  not  fair 
to  compel  the  employees  to  appear.  If  they  had  any  case  on 
worthwhile  grounds,  they  would  appear.  So  it  was  felt  that 
this  should  be  removed.  There  was  no  objection  to  the  bill  in 
the  city  of  Portsmouth." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at 
2  o'clock. 

HB  25,  providing  an  appropriation  for  state  council  on 
aging.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  there  was  only  an  ap- 
propriation of  $750  made  in  1961  which  was  insufficient  to 
carry  them  through  the  past  year.  They  have  been  meeting 
since  last  June  without  reimbursement.  At  the  hearing,  it  was 
indicated  that  they  are  doing  a  good  job  and  a  very  worthwhile 
one.  They  had  been  instrumental  in  getting  $22,000  for  the 
Claremont  hospital.  These  federal  funds  were  available,  but 
only  to  hospitals.  The  Council  has  been  very  valuable  in  as- 
sisting in  all  aging  programs.  The  committee  voted  the  bill  as 
ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President  as  a  former  member  of 
this  Council  and  familiar  with  its  work,  I  would  like  to  be 
recorded  in  favor  of  the  bill.  I  know  they  do  a  valuable  work 
in  the  field  and  I  support  the  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock.

1  Clam  Licenses.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum 
of  seven  hundred  forty-five  dollars,  to  compensate  agents  au- 
thorized to  issue  clam  licenses,  for  licenses  issued  by  them  dur- 
ing the  period  January  1,  1960  through  June  30,  1961,  for 
which  such  agents  were  not  compensated.  The  director  shall 
examine  his  records  to  determine  the  number  of  licenses  issued 
without  compensation  by  such  agents,  and  remit  to  each  agent 
the  sum  of  twenty  cents  for  each  license  which  such  agent  issued 
without  compensation  during  said  period.  To  the  extent  that 
the  funds  therein  are  sufficient,  such  remittances  shall  be  paid 
from  the  separate  account  for  the  taking  of  clams  established 
by  RSA  211:59;  and  any  balance  required  to  make  the  remit- 
tances herein  directed  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  fish  and  game 
fund  established  by  RSA  206:33. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Takes  Effect.   This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same 
having  been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  May  7,  page  448. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  asks  for  an 
appropriation  of  $745  to  reimburse  agents  who  sold  clam 
licenses  during  the  years  of  1960  and  1961.  The  1959  law  relat- 
ing to  clam  licenses  did  not  provide  for  a  fee  to  the  agents.  What 
happened  was  that  some  of  the  50  agents  involved  took  out  the 
fee  of  20  cents  and  others  did  not.  This  is  to  compensate  the 
agents  who  did  not  take  the  fee  ovit.  This  appropriation  will 
come  out  of  the  clam  fund  under  RSA  211-59.  This  bill  is 
effective  upon  passage.  The  sponsor  of  the  bill.  Representative 
Merrill,  appeared  for  the  bill  and  there  was  no  opposition. 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  216,  relative  to  reports  to  the  tax  commission.  Senator 
Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &: 
County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  is  it  required  to  have 
an  executive  session  when  a  bill  is  recommitted  and  if  so,  when 
was  it  held  on  this  bill?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  executive  session 
was  held  following  the  recommittal  of  the  bill  to  the  committee." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  in  talking  with  members 
of  the  committee,  no  one  seems  to  know  anything  about  it  and 
that  is  why  I  am  making  this  inquiry.  Who  was  there?" 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  it  was  discussed  with 
every  member  of  the  committee.  They  all  felt  that  the  bill  should 
be  reported  in  as  ought  to  pass.  Out  of  courtesy  to  Senator  Hart- 
man, the  report  was  held  off  an  additional  day  at  his  request. 
I  do  not  have  too  much  to  add  to  the  original  report  which  I 
gave.  There  was  no  opposition  from  any  member  in  either 
the  Senate  or  anyone.  The  Senate  saw  fit  to  recommit  the  bill 
to  the  committee.  Mr.  Chandler  was  invited  to  appear  at  the 
hearing  for  questioning.  We  held  that  hearing  in  the  Governor's 
Council  Chamber  on  Tuesday  of  this  week,  and  if  there  was 
any  doubt  in  anyone's  mind  prior  to  that  meeting  as  to  the 
merits  of  the  bill,  they  would  certainly  not  have  any  doubts 
after  that  hearing.  Speaking  for  myself,  I  was  more  convinced 
of  the  need  for  this  bill.  One  thing  particularly  that  impressed 
me  was  the  matter  of  finding  errors  in  the  amount  of  3  million 
dollars.  Additional  information  was  brought  out  particularly 
to  the  town  of  Derry.  They  voted  $25,000  appropriation  towards 
the  retirement  of  their  bonds  for  the  water  system.  Mr.  Chand- 
ler went  to  his  office  and  brought  back  the  report  required  to 
be  submitted.  Obviously,  the  Town  Clerk  had  made  an  error  — 
some  |6,700.  There  is  an  example  there  where  the  town  clerk, 
or  someone,  had  made  an  honest  mistake.  It  has  been  said  that 
this  bill  would  give  the  tax  commission  the  right  to  set  the 
amount.  That  is  not  so.  This  allows  the  tax  commission  to 
delete  any  items  which  are  illegal.  The  other  thing  is  to  require 
that  these  reports  be  in  not  later  than  October  1st,  and  pro- 
vides a  $10  penalty  to  the  towns  that  do  not  do  this.  I  submit 
to  you  that  this  is  good  legislation.  The  committee  on  two 
occasions  voted  that  this  bill  ought  to  pass.  I  have  tAvo  towns 
in  my  district  and  they  are  in  favor  of  the  bill.  The  committee 
made  a  reasonable  change.  The  15  days  has  been  changed  to  30 
days  as  far  as  sending  out  tax  bills,  etc.  I  stand  corrected  on 
that.  There  is  not  much  else  I  can  say.  Mr.  Chandler  did  write  a 
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personal  letter  to  a  member  of  the  Senate  and  without  his  per- 
mission, I  do  not  feel  that  I  should  divulge  it.  As  far  as  this  bill 
is  concerned,  we  believe  it  is  good  legislation  and  long  overdue. 
The  tax  commission  has  indicated  to  us  if  this  legislation  does 
not  pass,  they  do  not  feel  that  they  can  do  this  any  longer  with- 
out legal  authority  being  given  them.  They  refuse  to  do  this 
any  longer  without  being  backed  up  by  proper  statute.  As  you 
know,  this  has  been  brought  about  by  different  rulings  of  dif- 
ferent Attorney  Generals.  I  think  that  it  is  time  for  the  air  to  be 
cleared.  The  people  on  the  tax  commission  are  well  trained 
and  experienced  men  —  well  qualified  and  that  is  where  this 
type  of  thing  should  be  done.  I  am  not  indicating  that  anyone 
here  is  making  these  mistakes  on  purpose.  I  think  we  should 
go  ahead  and  give  the  tax  commission  this  authority." 

Senator  Rainie  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded  by 
Senator  Hunter. 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Is  there  any  way  that  motion  for 
previous  question  can  be  stopped?" 

The  President:  "It  can  be  withdrawn." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  know  that  before  that  motion  was  made, 
there  were  four  or  five  Senators  who  rose  on  their  feet  and  they 
might  wish  to  inquire." 

The  Chair:  "The  only  way  the  previous  question  can  be 
stopped  is  to  have  it  withdrawn.  If  the  motion  prevails,  we  must 
vote." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Is  the  previous  question  debat- 
able?" 

The  Chair  replied  in  the  negative. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  if  I  wish  to  give  Senator 
Hartman  the  right  to  speak  on  this  matter,  I  would  vote  no  on 
the  question?" 

The  Chair:  "If  you  wish  to  defeat  the  motion,  you  will 
vote  no." 

Senator  Battles:  "If  I  wish  to  hear  further  debate,  I  will 
vote  no?" 

The  Chair:  "If  you  wish  to  defeat  the  motion,  you  will 
vote  no.  If  the  motion  does  not  prevail,  then  further  debate 
is  in  order." 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  motion 
for  previous  question  was  lost. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  direct 
remarks  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee.  I  did  request  extra 
time  —  I  am  waiting  to  receive  an  opinion  from  the  Attorney 
General  and  also  a  poll  of  the  assessors.  I  had  assumed  that  he 
would  hold  this  bill  until  I  checked  these  figures.  It  is  impossible 
in  this  short  space  of  time  to  get  replies.  I  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  he  was  going  to  do  this.  To  say  the  least,  I  am 
disappointed.  The  last  time,  there  were  two  amendments  tacked 
onto  the  bill  in  the  House,  that  are  not  mentioned  here.  One 
was  the  15  day  limit.  I  objected  to  it  and  it  was  changed  to  30. 
If  I  had  known  this,  I  would  have  had  no  objection.  The  part 
I  objected  to  and  still  do  is:  What  is  in  the  public  interest.  This 
is  the  serious  objection  to  the  bill.  What  is  in  the  interest  of  the 
tax  commission  and  what  is  in  the  public  interest.  Senator 
Whalen  mentioned  the  letter  —  which  was  obviously  directed 
to  me.  One  of  the  outstanding  things  Avas  that  Derry  had  sub- 
stantial errors.  One  —  surplus  in  the  school  district  report.  In 
February,  we  estimate  a  cash  surplus.  The  figures  are  simply 
an  estimate.  There  is  no  way  of  knowing  what  this  correct 
figure  may  be.  The  state  tax  commission  put  this  report  out 
showing  errors  and  omissions.  The  amount  was  approximately 
$724,000  —  which  would  reduce  the  rate  by  $5.18.  Of  this 
S724.000,  95%  was  in  cash  surplus  in  to^vns  of  this  state.  The 
tax  commission  is  trying  to  reduce  the  surplus.  Towns  have 
built  up  surplus  for  many  years.  One  town  had  a  surplus  of 
$200,000.  By  having  that  surplus,  they  can  take  care  of  their 
welfare  cases  without  trouble.  I  feel  that  this  bill  is  going  to 
seriously  affect  the  Selectmen  and  Tax  Assessors  in  this  state. 
It  will  not  affect  every  one  of  them  next  year.  It  will  take  five 
or  ten  years  maybe  for  these  towns  to  realize  what  has  been 
done.  It  is  going  to  revert  right  back  to  this  bill." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President.  I  am  a  member  of  this 
committee.  I  was  at  the  first  hearing  on  this  bill.  As  far  as  I  am 
concerned,  the  bill  is  a  good  bill.  As  I  understand  it.  Senator 
Hartman  is  seeking  an  opinion  from  the  Attorney  General.  I 
think  out  of  courtesy  to  that  Senator  that  he  should  be  given  an 
opportunity  to  receive  a  reply.  Personally,  I  have  heard  nothing 
to  change  my  mind,  but  I  do  think  that  Senator  Hartman  should 
be  given  the  opportunity  to  get  a  reply.  I  would  move  that  this 
be  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  Thursday,  May  16th,  at 
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11:01.  If  there  is  some  legal  question  that  should  be  resolved,  I 
think  it  should  be  resolved  before  we  vote  on  this  bill.  Do  you 
know  how  much  time  you  need?  If  this  was  put  over  until  next 
Thursday,  would  you  have  the  opinion  by  that  time?" 

Senator  Hartman  replied:  "I  am  not  sure  of  the  time  that 
they  might  take  to  reply  —  whether  they  usually  reply  prompt- 
ly  -." 

Question  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Green  for  Special 
Order.  Seconded  by  Senator  Holmes. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  did  receive  a  letter 
from  the  tax  commission  because  of  my  remarks  on  the  floor, 
but  I  do  not  wish  to  read  the  letter.  My  position  is  this:  If 
Senator  Hartman  and  Senator  Whalen  had  not  complimented 
New  Ipswich,  I  would  not  be  on  the  spot  as  I  am.  I  wrote  to 
the  Selectmen  Representative  from  New  Ipswich,  asking  for 
information.  Yesterday,  I  read  a  comment  from  New  Ipswich 
and  I  have  discussed  this  matter  with  the  Representative  from 
New  Ipswich.  I  did  not  bring  the  question  up,  but  I  am 
familiar  with  the  matter.  New  Ipswich  is  in  my  district.  I  would 
like  to  vote  for  this  bill,  but  I  will  not  vote  for  it  without  more 
time  and  information.  I  would  suport  the  motion  for  Special 
Order." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced 
on  February  12th.  I  will  not  oppose  the  Special  Order  if  we  can 
handle  the  matter  next  Thursday.  Will  we  be  able  to  dispose 
of  this  next  Thursday  or  are  we  going  to  be  asked  for  more  time. 
I  will  support  the  motion  for  Special  Order  only  if  we  can  dis- 
pose of  the  bill  next  Thursday." 

Senator  Green:  "As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  believe  in 
giving  everyone  a  chance.  If  the  information  of  Senator  Hart- 
man is  not  available  next  Thursday,  I  think  the  Senate  has 
given  every  opportunity  to  obtain  it.  I  think  that  Senator  Hart- 
man is  entitled  to  one  chance.  If  it  is  not  obtained  by  next 
Thursday,  the  matter  should  take  its  course." 

Senator  Whalen  inquired  of  Senator  Hartman:  "What  is 
the  question?" 

Senator  Hartman:  "I  raise  the  question  of  the  wording  in 
the  best  public  interest.  I  have  said  that  I  would  like  to  have 
the  Attorney  General's  opinion  as  to  what  is  in  the  best  public 
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interest.  Is  this  to  be  according  to  the  tax  commission  or  to  the 
towns." 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  would  not  oppose  the  Special  Order. 
I  would  like  to  make  the  statement  that  as  far  as  the  Executive 
Depts.,  Committee  is  concerned,  I  do  not  object  to  the  work 
load.  Next  to  Judiciary,  the  Executive  Depts.  Committee  has 
had  a  tremendous  work  load.  Our  work  is  pretty  cleared  up.  I 
think  this  committee  has  done  a  tremendous  job  and  I  would 
like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  commend  the  members  of  the 
committee.  I  would  look  for  the  same  courtesy  if  I  asked  for  it. 
I  would  repeat  what  Senator  DeLude  has  said.  This  bill  goes 
back  to  February  12th.  After  one  hearing  in  the  House,  duly 
advertised  —  I  regret  that  this  information  was  not  forthcoming, 
and  after  recommittal  of  the  bill  —  why  was  not  this  information 
brought  forth.  There  has  been  nothing  given  to  me  to  indicate 
that  any  municipal  association  in  this  state  opposed  this  bill.  I 
would  not  oppose  the  motion  for  Special  Order." 

Senator  Michell:  "Mr.  President,  Senator  Whalen  has  said 
no  one  appeared  against  the  bill.  I  realize  that  this  is  a  tax 
commission  bill.  I  also  realize  that  the  Selectmen  in  my  town 
are  not  in  favor  of  it.  They  cannot  come  down  to  any  hearing 
—  and  take  the  time.  They  send  us  here  to  take  care  of  things 
like  this.  We  have  heard  a  lot  about  home  rule.  If  this  is  home 
rule,  I  must  look  up  in  the  dictionary  and  see  ^vhat  this  is.  We 
have  also  heard  about  concentration  of  power.  I  take  exception 
to  what  the  tax  commission  has  said  will  happen  if  we  do  not 
pass  this  bill;  that  they  are  not  going  to  do  this  or  that.  They 
are  getting  a  pretty  fair  salary.  I  hope  that  you  will  all  vote  no 
and  be  consistent." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion  and 
in  support  of  the  bill. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote  the  motion  for  Special  Order  was 
unanimously  carried. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  33,  to  provide  an  industrial  agent  for  the  three  northern 
counties.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation  k  Development:   Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "an 
industrial  agent  for  the  three  northern  counties"  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following,  additional  industrial  agents. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Senior  Industrial  Agents. 
Amend  RSA  12-A  by  inserting  after  section  12  the  following 
new  sections:  12-A:  13  Northern  County  Industrial  Agent. 
A  special  position  shall  be  provided  in  the  industrial  develop- 
ment section  of  the  division  of  economic  development  of  the 
New  Hampshire  department  of  resources  and  economic  devel- 
opment known  as  senior  industrial  agent  for  the  counties  of 
Coos,  Grafton  and  Carroll.  The  job  classification  and  descrip- 
tion of  such  senior  industrial  agent  shall  be  identical  to  that 
now  in  force  in  the  department  of  personnel  for  senior  indus- 
trial agent.  Such  person  shall  be  selected  by  the  industrial  di- 
rector, with  the  permission  and  approval  of  the  commissioner 
of  the  department  and  his  division  director,  and  shall  be 
trained,  directed,  and  under  the  supervision  of  the  industrial 
director  in  the  same  way  that  all  other  industrial  agents  are. 
He  shall  maintain  his  residence  in  one  of  said  three  counties 
and  his  duties  shall  be  primarily,  but  not  limited  to,  assisting 
the  political  subdivisions  of  the  state,  regional  development 
organizations  or  groups,  and  individuals  to  maintain  and  ex- 
pand existing  industries  and  to  encourage,  assist,  and  aid  new 
industries  to  establish  operations  in  said  three  counties,  and 
his  efforts  shall  be  wholly  directed  to  the  economic  development 
of  the  three  counties  of  Coos,  Grafton  and  Carroll. 

12-A:  14  Industrial  Agent  for  Areas  of  Unemployment. 
There  shall  be  a  senior  industrial  agent  in  the  division  of  eco- 
nomic development  of  the  New  Hampshire  department  of 
resources  and  economic  development  in  addition  to  the  in- 
dustrial agent  provided  for  by  section  13  of  this  chapter  and 
any  other  industrial  agents  now  employed  by  the  department. 
He  shall  be  employed  by  the  department  in  accordance  with 
and  subject  to  the  general  statutes  of  the  state.  His  primary 
duty,  however,  shall  consist  of  aiding  and  working  in  those 
areas  of  the  state  which  have  the  most  continuous  and  excessive 
unemployment  or  such  other  areas  which,  by  geographic  loca- 
tion or  the  possession  of  other  labor  potentials  are  capable  of 
benefiting  through  further  industrial  expansion. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  2  Appropriation.  In 
addition  to  any  other  appropriations  made  for  the  department 
of  resources  and  economic  development,  there  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  and  expenses  of  the 
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senior  industrial  agents  hereby  authorized  the  sum  of  twenty- 
four  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  July  1,  1964, 
and  twenty-four  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
July  1,  1965. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hunter,  seconded  by  Senator  Drake, 
reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  Journal  of  May  7,  page  488. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  ask  Senator  De- 
Lude  to  explain  the  amendment  as  it  was  hers." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  original  bill  called 
for  an  industrial  agent  for  the  three  northern  counties  and  for 
the  agent  to  reside  there.  The  amendment  does  not  change  that 
portion  of  the  bill.  That  is  exactly  the  same.  The  amendment 
does  provide  for  an  additional  industrial  agent  whose  duty  it  is 
to  Avork  in  areas  of  serious  unemployment.  It  was  felt  by  the 
committee  and  certainly  by  me  that  we  should  be  looking  to 
the  future  in  trying  to  provide  against  excessive  unemployment. 
It  does  provide  that  he  may  work  in  parts  of  the  state  to  prevent 
unemployment.  As  in  the  case  of  the  three  northern  counties, 
this  additional  agent  would  also  have  a  more  or  less  specific 
function  to  perform.  He  will  work  imder  the  director.  The 
salary  is  set  at  $12,000  each.  I  feel  very  strongly  that  we  should 
be  concerned  now,  and  not  after  trouble  happens  and  we  have 
gotten  into  a  serious  area  of  trouble  —  we  should  be  concerned 
now  with  these  trouble  spots  of  the  state.  It  is  my  feeling,  as 
proposed  by  this  amendment,  that  areas  with  potential  need 
should  be  thought  about.  Now,  Laconia,  Somersworth,  Man- 
chester have  problems.  We  have  only  four  industrial  agents  for 
the  entire  state.  If  we  are  to  be  effective  for  better  economy,  I 
think  that  providing  for  an  additional  industrial  agent  is  the 
least  that  we  can  do." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  favor  of  these 
amendments  as  proposed  by  the  committee  except  I  would  like 
to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  amendment  as  follows: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  striking  out  in  line  seventeen 
of  RSA  12-A:13  as  inserted  thereby  the  word  "wholly"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  primarily.  Further  amend 
the  amendment  by  striking  out  in  lines  eleven  and  twelve  of 
RSA  12-A:14  as  inserted  thereby  the  words  "excluding  however 
the  counties  of  Carroll,  Grafton  and  Coos. 
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Senator  Monahan  seconded  the  above  amendment  to  the 
amendment. 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  offered  by  the  committee  as  amended  was 
adopted. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  referred  to  the  Finance  Commit- 
tee, under  the  rules. 

SB  45,  to  provide  special  rates  for  residents  at  state-owned 
ski  facilities.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation   8c  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Resident  Ski  Rates.  Amend  RSA 
227  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  subdivi- 
sion: 

Resident  Ski  Rates 

227:13  Establishment  of  Rates.  The  commission  shall  not 
exercise  its  authority  pursuant  to  section  1  and  section  8  of  this 
chapter,  to  establish  fees,  fares  and  tolls  at  Cannon  Mountain 
and  Mt.  Sunapee  so  as  to  discriminate  against  or  to  the  detri- 
ment of,  financially  or  otherwise,  resident  skiers,  either  directly 
or  indirectly. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  2  Takes  Effect.  This  act 
shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its  passage. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  which 
the  Clerk  has  just  read  was  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Tuesday, 
May  7,  page  487.  This  bill  was  introduced  by  Senator  DeLude. 
It  gives  the  residents  some  break  down  in  fees  at  state-owned 
ski  facilities.  At  the  hearing,  there  was  only  one  skier,  a  man 
from  Manchester,  who  supported  the  bill.  Fifteen  to  twenty 
owners  or  operators  or  users  of  privately  developed  ski  areas 
objected  on  the  grounds  of  unfair  competition.  The  problem 
arose  when  the  larger  area  owners  and  operators  cooperated 
with  the  two  state-owned  facilities.  This  was  applicable  to  mid- 
week out  of  state  skiers.  The  daily  rates  are  somewhat  less. 
Normally,  our  residents  cannot  take  days  off  during  the  week. 
However,  there  was  so  much  objection  on  the  part  of  privately 
owned  ski  areas  that  the  committee  voted  to  strike  out  all  of 
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the  bill  —  the  general  intent.  It  was  felt  that  the  Legislature 
should  not  establish  rates  at  state-owned  facilities,  either  di- 
rectly, or  indirectly." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

Engrossed  Bills 

The  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  have  examined  and 
found  correctly  engrossed  the  following  entitled  House  Bills:

However,  without  further  ratifica- 
tion by  the  U.  S.  Congress,  our  efforts  are  of  no  avail.  This  is  a 
reminder  to  the  U.  S.  Congress  that  we  wish  them  to  take 
action." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  it  is  more  than  a  re- 
minder. Congressman  Wyman  is  the  sponsor  there.  I  was  the 
sponsor  here  and  I  have  been  in  Washington  on  this  compact.  I 
would  urge  that  we  place  this  on  passage  at  the  present  time 
without  referral  to  committee.  I  think  it  is  time  that  we  made 
known  how  strongly  we  feel  on  this  matter.  This  has  been 
adopted  by  all  of  the  New  England  states  with  the  exception  of 
Vermont  and  Maine  and  I  do  believe  that  Maine  has  it  in  the 
works  this  year."

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  not  going  to  offer 
any  objection  to  this,  but  I  would  call  to  the  attention  of  the 
Senate  that  there  is  a  broader  matter  involved  here.  As  far  as 
Hillsborough  County  was  concerned  —  my  impression  is  that 
this  amount  is  not  very  far  out  of  line.  But  I  do  think  this 
should  all  be  considered  and  a  solution  arrived  at.  Doing  it  this 
way  is  a  hit  or  miss  proposition,  in  considering  the  amount  of 
work  that  is  done.

Special  Order  of  Business  for  11:01  O'clock 

Senator  Battles  called  for  the  Special  Order.  Being  con- 
sideration of: 

Concurrent  Resolution  relative  to  pay  scales  in  New 
Hampshire  state  government  service.  Printed  on  page  476, 
Journal  of  May  7,  1963. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  everybody,  by  this 
time,  should  have  had  the  opportunity  to  read  this  Concurrent 
Resolution.  It  sets  up  a  four  member  committee  to  receive 
suggestions  by  State  employees  as  to  how  we  may  better  handle 
the  business  of  state  government.  I  received  a  letter  this  morn- 
ing from  a  Concord  resident  who  has  been  employed  for  26 
years  and  I  will  quote  some  parts  of  the  letter: 

"  'The  report  of  your  Concurrent  Resolution  re:  soliciting 
suggestions  from  State  employees  is  a  step  in  the  right  direc- 
tion. There  is,  without  doubt,  a  wealth  of  experience  in  the 
collective  years  of  the  clerks  and  typists  and  stenos  employed  by 
the  state.  Experience,  if  given  a  voice,  would  undoubtedly  shake 
the  very  core  of  the  state  service  to  its  foundations. 
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"  'But,  how  best  to  gather  that  experience  and  put  it  to 
work  for  the  state.  Some  of  the  top  echelon  in  the  state  depart- 
ments are  plods  who  jealously  guard  their  own  position  and 
strike  down  any  practical  suggestions  made  by  'underlings.' 
The  will  to  improve  service  is  wrung  from  this  mother-lode  of 
thought  available  from  the  mass  in  the  service  for  the  simple 
reason  that  thinking  (out  loud,  or  privately)  is  stifled  by  the 
entrenched  superiors. 

"  'Sincerely  do  I  believe  that  all  progress  is  made  from 
taking  the  best  of  the  old  and  adapting  it  to  the  needs  of  the 
present.  Holding  on  to  old  methods  and  adding  more  pro- 
cedure to  it  is  not,  in  my  mind,  conducive  to  cutting  expenses, 
or  freeing  funds  for  other,  more  vital  work.  Years  ago,  when 
life  was  more  leisurely  and  less  complex,  work  for  the  sake  of 
work,  was  a  rule  of  life.  In  the  rapid  moving  days  of  this  era, 
and  the  ever  mounting  expenses  of  operating  any  enterprise 
(business  or  government)  frittering  time,  and  money,  away  on 
unnecessary  detail,  simply  because  it  had  always  been  done 
that  way  is  a  crime. 

"  'Your  endeavor  should  be  adopted;  however,  I  would 
caution  that  the  anonymity  of  the  suggestee;  some  department 
heads  are  vicious  infighters;  be  protected.  Do  THAT,  and  then 
really  do  something  about  the  suggestions  received,  and  you 
will  go  far  toward  weeding  out  a  tremendous  amount  of  un- 
necessary make-work  in  the  state  service.  Success  be  with  you.' 

"This  letter,  I  think,  explains  what  my  feelings  were,  in 
connection  with  this  Concurrent  Resolution.  I  felt  that,  as  this 
letter  says,  we  might  be  surprised  by  what  might  be  received  as 
suggestions." 

Senator  Drake:  "Part  of  the  reason  that  I  asked  that  this 
be  held  over  —  what  some  of  the  remarks  might  be,  if  this 
Questionnaire  is  to  be  sent  out  if  they  will  be  of  some  benefit  to 
the  state.  Do  you  feel  that  this  is  the  type  of  thing  that  we  may 
get.  Is  this  what  we  are  looking  for?" 

Senator  Battles:  "I  wondered  whether  I  should  read  these 
words  or  not.  I  thought  I  might  be  accused  of  quoting  out  of 
context.  I  feel  that  the  employees  have  something  to  give  if 
they  are  given  the  chance.  I  have  faith  in  who  ever  the  Presi- 
dent might  appoint." 
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Senator  Drake:  "Does  this  fix  the  questions  —  or  will  this 
committee  be  able  to  re-write  them?" 

Senator  Battles:  "As  far  as  I  am  concerned,  they  may  add 
or  subtract.  If  the  committee  wishes  to  add  more  —  it  is  all 
right  with  me." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  believe  that  the  committee  should  be  al- 
lowed to  choose  between  the  wheat  and  chaff." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  have  complete  confidence  and  faith  in 
my  fellow  Senators." 

Senator  Green:  "I  think  this  is  an  increasing  problem.  I 
think  we  should  see  what  can  be  done  for  more  efficiency  with 
less  expense  to  the  state.  I  am  sure  there  is  a  duplication  of 
work  between  the  state  and  the  counties.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  session,  I  introduced  a  so-called  baby  Hoover  commission.  In 
Manchester,  I  know  that  there  was  a  survey  made  in  the  city. 
I  believe  the  proposed  Concurrent  Resolution  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction.  I  think  we  must  go  to  the  people  that  are  work- 
ing, check  into  the  various  departments,  and  see  what  we  can 
do  for  efficiency.  I  think  it  is  about  time  to  do  something  about 
this.  Let's  take  a  look  at  our  organization." 

Senator  Drake:  "Is  there  any  grounds  that  this  committee, 
after  appointment,  may  add  further  questions?  Your  suggestion 
does  not  appear  in  here  as  it  is  written.  I  think  there  should  be 
grounds  for  this  committee  to  amend  the  questions  if  desirable 
before  being  sent  out." 

Senator  Green:  "Obviously,  that  is  in  the  form.  While  the 
Concurrent  Resolution  sets  up  the  questions,  I  would  assume 
that  the  committee  would  be  able  to  change  the  questions  and 
the  wording." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  if  I  am  reasonably  assured 
that  this  committee  will  have  the  authority  to  amend  —  I  will 
have  no  objection." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  would  suggest  that  his  words  be  added 
to  the  Concurrent  Resolution." 

Senator  Green  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
Concurrent  Resolution: 
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Amend  paragraph  5,  by  adding  after  the  word,  question- 
naire in  line  4,  the  words,  substantially,  as  follows:  so  that  said 
paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:

The  President  recognized  Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, while  the  preparatory  work  on  the  New  Hampshire  sweep- 
stakes is  in  the  very  early  stages,  here  are  a  few  facts  and 
figures  on  the  Irish  Sweepstakes  that  may  be  of  interest  to  New 
Hampshire  people. 
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"Since  its  modest  beginning,  back  in  1929,  the  Irish  Sweep- 
stakes has  taken  in  more  than  400  million  dollars.  Half  of  this 
amount  has  gone  for  prizes,  the  other  half  has  been  divided 
between  the  Associated  Hospitals'  Committee  —  and  the  Hos- 
pitals' Trust  Limited. 

"The  money  the  Committee  has  received  from  its  share  of 
the  Sweepstakes  has  gone  to  build  and  maintain  many  hospitals 
in  Ireland.  The  Committee  allocates  two  million  dollars  a  year 
to  help  supplement  some  of  the  hospitals  running  expenses, 
but  by  and  large,  the  largest  amount  goes  into  building  new 
hospitals. 

"The  Irish  Sweepstakes  is  a  lottery  conducted  legally  and 
honestly  in  Dublin,  Ireland.  In  its  thirty  odd  years  of  exist- 
ence, it  has  kept  its  respectability. 

"Today  the  Irish  Sweepstakes  is  the  largest  business  in 
Ireland,  with  an  annual  take  larger  than  the  entire  volume  of 
all  its  other  exports.  Approximately  nine  million  Americans 
buy  Irish  Sweepstakes  tickets  every  year. 

"The  Irish  Sweepstakes  is  based  on  the  three  big  English 
races:  —  the  Grand  National,  the  Cambridgshire  and  the 
Derby.  The  tickets  are  sold  in  booklets  —  1 2  tickets  to  the  book 
and  are  $3.00  each  ticket.  The  prize  money  is  divided  into  as 
many  units  of  $366,000  as  possible.  The  $366,000  units  are 
divided  in  shares  of  $140,000  for  the  holders  of  the  ticket  on 
the  winning  horse,  $56,000  for  the  second  horse  and  $28,000 
for  the  third.  The  holders  of  Tickets  on  the  also-ran  divide 
$84,000  among  them. 

"The  sweepstakes  is  now  law  in  New  Hampshire.  I  believe 
it  will  be  administered  honestly  by  a  Commission  appointed 
by  an  honest  and  sincere  Governor  and  Council."

The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
as  some  of  the  members  are  well  aware  —  and  I  am  sorry  that 
Senator  Whalen  is  absent  —  last  night,  the  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &:  County  Government  Committee  held  a  joint  hear- 
ing on  the  Milk  Control  bills.  I  think  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  is  to  be  commended  for  the  way  in  ^vhich  he  con- 
ducted the  hearing.

terest thereon  from  the  date  of  the  writ  or  the  filing  of  the 
petition,  even  though  such  interest  brings  the  amount  of  the 
verdict  or  findings  beyond  the  maximum  liability  imposed  by 
law.  The  total  thus  arrived  at  shall  thereafter  constitute  the 
damages  under  section  1  of  this  chapter. 

2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
and  shall  apply  to  all  existing  causes  of  action,  whether  suit  is 
pending  or  not,  in  which  such  verdicts  or  findings  are  or  may 
have  been  rendered  subsequent  to  August  30,  1957,  and  with 
respect  to  which  judgments  remain  unsatisfied  of  record  on 
passage  of  this  bill. 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  explanation  of  the  above  bill:  "Mr. 
President,  the  bill  changing  the  law  on  interest  sponsored  by 
the  then  Senator  James  C.  Cleveland  came  to  the  House 
and  I  was  then  Chairman  of  the  House  Judiciary  Committee. 
There  was  opposition  from  the  insurance  companies.  It  was 
the  opinion  of  the  Committee,  concurred  in  by  the  House 
representatives,  that  interest  should  be  added  from  the  date  of 
the  writ  in  all  tort  actions  which  had  nothing  to  do  with  con- 
tract actions.  Those  of  you  who  were  in  the  Senate  at  that  time, 
remember  there  was  a  Committee  of  Conference,  including 
the  now  Governor  King,  myself,  and  Representative  Smith, 
now  deceased.  Jim  Cleveland,  King  and  I  got  together  and  it 
was  our  opinion  that  the  interest  should  run  from  the  date  of 
the  writ  in  order  not  to  clog  the  courts.  It  was  brought  out  the 
intention  of  the  committee  at  that  time.  In  some  cases,  the 
matter  drags  on  and  on.  It  was  never  the  intent,  at  least  of  the 
House  Committee,  and  I  feel  as  expressed  by  the  then  Senator 
Jim  Cleveland,  that  we  are  only  making  the  case  applicable  in 
case  of  personal  injury.  After  that  became  law,  the  court  stated 
that  it  was  the  intent  of  the  Legislature.  Since  the  supreme 
court  has  misconstrued  of  the  intent  to  apply  —  this  bill  is 
being  introduced  to  make  our  intent  clear.  This  will  stop  the 
stalling.  It  is  my  personal  opinion  that  the  supreme  court  ha^ 
misconstrued,  I  am  not  criticizing  the  supreme  court,  but  I 
feel  that  the  court  has  not  applied  the  intent  of  the  General 
Court  in  1957  in  enacting  that  law. 

"The  purpose  of  the  General  Court  in  enacting  RSA  524, 
Sections  1-a  and  1-b  as  Chapter  201  of  the  Laws  of  1957,  was  to 
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clarify  and  simplify  the  existing  law  and  to  make  plain  that  in 
all  cases  where  the  trial  court  awarded  money  to  the  party 
entitled  to  be  compensated,  interest  at  the  legal  rate  is  to  be 
added  to  the  award,  either  from  the  date  upon  which  the 
parties  had  contracted  that  interest  was  due,  or,  "in  the  ab- 
sence of  demand",  from  the  date  upon  which  legal  action  was 
started.  The  law  actually  has  always  recognized  that  the  ag- 
grieved party  was  entitled  to  such  interest  in  all  cases,  but  dif- 
ferent and  complicated  procedural  rules  had  developed  that 
resulted  in  interest  being  lost  in  some  cases. 

"  During  the  years  since  1957,  it  has  been  generally  under- 
stood by  our  trial  courts  and  practicing  attorneys  who  try  cases 
for  both  plaintiffs  and  defendants  that  the  1957  amendments 
made  that  legislative  intention  clear,  and  litigation  has  been 
disposed  of  on  that  understanding  somewhat  more  expeditious- 
ly than  previously.  The  act,  so  understood,  has  been  helpful  in 
reducing  delay  in  the  courts,  and  has  speeded  settlements. 

"On  April  30,  1963,  however,  the  Supreme  Court  pointed 
out  in  its  Docket  No.  5095,  that  while  the  words  used  in  the 
1957  act  'in  their  broadest  legal  sense'  would  embrace  all  of 
the  'great  variety  of  actionable  wrongs',  still  'in  a  more  re- 
strictive sense,  the  meaning  is  limited  to  physical  injuries  to 
the  person',  and,  upon  review  of  certain  Legislative  records, 
the  Court  concluded  that  the  Legislative  intention  was  to  allow 
interest  in  tort  cases  only  in  such  limited  situations.  The  Court 
stated: 

"  'If  it  be  thought  that  Section  1-b  (supp.)  should  be  amend- 
ed to  cover  libel  and  other  tort  actions  of  that  nature,  the  remedy 
lies  with  the  Legislature  and  not  with  the  Court.' 

"Since  the  Supreme  Court  has  misconstrued  our  intention 
to  have  this  remedial  statute  applied  in  all  cases  where  money 
damasres  are  awarded,  this  bill  is  introduced  to  make  our  mean- 
ing  clear,  and  so  that  all  persons  entitled  to  awards  be  treated 
equally  under  the  law,  without  regard  to  the  nature  of  the 
wrong  which  entitles  them  to  recover. 

"The  purpose,  intention,  and  effect  of  this  act  is  simply 
and  solely  to  advise  the  Supreme  Court  of  our  broader  inten- 
tion, and  to  employ  language  that  will  more  appropriately 
state  that  intention  in  view  of  the  Court's  opinion.  The  bill 
will  not  actually  change  what  our  basic  law  is  and  has  been 
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over  the  years,  but  its  passage  is  now  necessary  to  avoid  techni- 
calities that  will  develop  under  the  Court's  decision  and  which 
it  was  thought  the  1957  act  had  eliminated. 

"Since  this  April  30  decision  affects  pending  causes  and 
cases,  this  bill  proposes  that  its  effective  date  be  its  date  of  pas- 
sage, and  makes  clear  that  it  is  intended  to  apply  to  all  causes 
and  cases  arising  since  the  original  1957  act,  in  order  to  mini- 
mize as  much  as  possible  the  unfortunate  effect  of  the  Supreme 
Court's  decision.  This  is  proper,  as  the  Court  decided  in  con- 
nection with  the  1957  act,  in  Pepin  v.  Beaulieu,  102  N.  H.  84." 


Committee  Reports 

SB  51,  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  parallel 
with  the  General  Sullivan  Bridge.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  already  been 
heard  on  the  floor  and  I  have  explained  same.  The  committee 
recommends  its  passage." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  27,  relative  to  debt  service  for  the  Eastern  New  Hamp- 
shire Turnpike.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  the  1961  budget  earmarked 
a  specific  amount  of  money  to  be  transferred  from  the  sinking 
fund  to  take  care  of  the  deficit  on  the  Spaulding  Turnpike. 
This  has  been  taken  care  in  the  present  year  and  this  will 
transfer  from  the  highway  fund  back  to  the  sinking  fund  to 
make  up  the  amount  advanced.  There  are  funds  as  of  June  1st 
to  take  care  of  this  and  still  have  a  reasonable  balance." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  w-as  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 
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HB  164,  providing  for  recompilation  of  volume  2  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  calls  for  an 
appropriation  of  $16,000  for  the  purpose  of  dividing  vokime  2 
of  R.S.A.  into  2  volumes.  The  present  supplement  for  volume 
2  is  408  pages.  There  is  the  possibility  that  volume  4  will  have 
to  be  divided  in  the  near  future.  It  has  reached  a  supplement  of 
270  pages.  When  this  is  done,  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  a  com- 
plete revision  for  a  long  time.  The  amendment  from  the  House 
on  distribution  simply  changed  7  copies  to  14  copies  to  the  office 
of  the  Attorney  General.  Judge  Kenison,  the  Governor's  Coun- 
sel, Deputy  Attorney  General  and  Deputy  Secretary  of  State 
appeared  for  this  bill  and  nobody  appeared  against." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  282,  to  provide  for  cumulative  pocket  supplements 
for  Revised  Statutes  Annotated.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the 
Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  requires  an 
appropriation  of  $11,000  for  the  printing  of  the  pocket  sup- 
plements to  R.S.A.  It  is  the  same  bill  that  is  passed  every  session. 
The  amendment  to  this  bill  in  the  House  eliminates  competi- 
tive bidding  under  R.S.A.  8.  The  only  legal  publishing  com- 
pany in  New  Hampshire  is  the  Equity  Publishing  Company  of 
Orford,  N.  H.  Deputy  Secretary  of  State  appeared  for  this  bill 
and  there  was  no  opposition." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  140,  relating  to  group  life  insurance.  Senator  Howard, 
for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  initiated 
by   the   State   Police   Benevolent  Association.   They  presently 
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collect  dues  from  their  members  and  they  have  accumulated 
enough  so  that  they  wish  to  purchase  this  type  of  life  insurance. 
This  bill  will  give  this  right  to  any  group  of  state  employees." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  403,  relative  to  motor  vehicle  financial  responsibility 
act.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &:  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  deals  with  the 
financial  responsibility  law.  The  first  section  is  changing  the 
present  wording  and  making  it  that  when  license  is  suspended 
the  person  has  10  days  in  which  to  get  the  license  and  plates 
back  to  the  department.  Section  2  —  was  originally  for  chang- 
ing from  7  years  to  3  years.  If  you  are  under  financial  responsi- 
bility, you  are  required  to  file  it  for  7  years.  The  House  changed 
it  to  5  years.  The  Senate  recommends  the  5  years.  Mr.  Bartlett 
from  the  Department  of  Safety  appeared.  Mr.  Soden  repre- 
senting the  casualty  companies  stated  that  they  liked  the  7  years, 
but  would  accept  the  5  years.  Mr.  Rouilliard,  representing  the 
insurance  agents,  wished  the  7  year  period.  Another  change 
makes  it  possible  when  people  have  had  an  accident,  that  they 
may  pay  off  damages  in  partial  payments,  instead  of  all  at  one 
time.  There  was  a  chart  showed  at  the  hearing,  showing  the 
break  down  among  the  various  states.  One  State,  New  Hamp- 
shire, only  has  the  7  year  period.  The  committee  felt  that  5 
years  was  a  long  enough  period  of  time  to  require  the  filing 
of  this  certificate.  In  New  Hampshire,  with  our  7  year  period, 
we  have  92%  of  our  cars  insured." 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amending  of  sec- 
tion 2  of  the  bill.  'Tor  some  time,  New  Hampshire  was  the  first 
state  that  has  the  set  up  as  it  is  now,  requiring  the  best  financial 
responsibility  to  take  care  of  any  future  accidents.  I  would 
offer  an  amendment  to  strike  out  section  2  of  the  bill." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  Senator  Hartman  re- 
ported this  bill  in  and  conducted  the  hearing  as  I  was  called 
out.  I  would  welcome  a  vote  of  the  Senate.  I  reserved  the  riffht 
to  vote  if  this  came  on  the  floor.  The  question  is  should  we 
keep  it  at  3  years  as  in  the  House,  5  years  as  a  compromise  or 
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keep  the  7  year  requirement  as  it  is  now.  As  Chairman  of  the 
Committee,  I  do  not  oppose  this,  but  the  Committee  voted 
three  to  two.  I  believe  that  I  am  speaking  for  most  of  the  Com- 
mittee, that  we  would  welcome  a  vote  of  the  Senate  on  this', 
I  think  the  7  year  requirement  has  been  good.  As  Chairman  of 
the  Committee,  I  have  no  opposition." 

Senator  Whalen  presiding. 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment  to 
retain  the  7  year  provision. 

Senator  Howard  stated  that  as  a  member  of  the  Committee, 
he  would  be  very  glad  to  have  a  Senate  vote  on  this  bill. 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amend- 
ment and  stated  that  he  believed  that  the  Insurance  Depart- 
ment is  the  agent  of  the  Insurance  Companies. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Hunter  stated  that  he  concurred  100%  with 
Senator  Green.  "I  am  one  of  those  who  would  like  to  say,  let's 
stand  on  our  own  record  from  past  experience.  We  find  that 
we  do  not  need  compulsory  insurance.  If  we  now  have  92%  of 
insurance  on  the  cars  on  the  road,  I  think  that  speaks  for  itself. 
As  far  as  maintaining  these  records,  we  spend  a  great  deal  of 
money  every  year  for  maintaining  safety  ...  I  second  the  motion 
of  Senator  Green." 

Senator  Chasse  spoke  against  the  amendment.  Also  Senator 
Lamontagne. 

Senator  Dunlap:  "Mr.  President,  I  hesitate  to  speak  on 
this  because  I  think  that  I  should  have  communicated  these 
thoughts  to  the  committee,  but  I  apologize  for  having  failed 
to  do  that.  This  state  has  a  model  financial  responsibility  law. 
The  record  has  been  read  that  many  states  have  a  requirement 
of  less  than  7  years.  In  many  states,  and  perhaps  in  most  states, 
if  not  all,  the  premium  paid  by  the  average  driver  is  far  in 
excess  of  what  we  pay  in  New  Hampshire.  When  we  were  faced 
with  the  compulsory  law  several  years  ago,  the  Legislature  in 
its  wisdom,  passed  the  law  as  it  is  now.  They  gave  real  teeth  to 
this  law.  They  provided  that  if  you  had  no  responsibility,  you 
must  file  this  and  for  that  length  of  time.  The  objection  has 
always  come  from  people  who  have  to  do  the  work  on  this 
thing.  The  Insurance  Department  and  Motor  Vehicle  Depart- 
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ment  and  I  am  in  sympathy  with  them;  I  would  like  to  relieve 
their  burden.  However,  anything  that  we  do  to  break  down 
this  law,  which  is  a  model  in  this  country,  is  not  going  to  better 
the  state.  This  would  result  in  a  higher  rate.  It  will  provide 
that  we  must  make  an  increase  in  the  charge  for  the  uninsured 
motorist.  This  amount  was  first  mentioned  as  $3,  then  was  put 
into  law  at  $2,  and  now  has  been  reduced  to  $1.25,  to  give  you 
and  me  and  other  responsible  drivers  the  benefit.  If  an  unin- 
sured driver  has  no  trouble,  he  has  no  problem.  The  insurance 
agents  would  be  better  off  if  this  was  5  years  instead  of  7,  but  I 
think  responsible  agents  will  tell  you  that  as  you  reduce  these 
limitations,  you  make  the  irresponsible  driver  eligible  sooner 
than  he  should  be  eligible  and  he  can  very  well  cause  damage 
again.  I  would  support  the  amendment  of  Senator  Green." 

Senator  Green  moved  that  section  2  of  the  bill  be  stricken 
out  and  the  other  sections  be  renumbered  accordingly. 

Seconded  by  Senator  DeLude. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  English  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded 
by  Senator  Howard. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  carried. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  DeLude. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Martel:  "In  view  of  the  feeling  about  this  bill  and 
the  fact  that  some  Senators  may  have  amendments  to  offer,  I 
would  move  it  be  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next 
Tuesday  at  11:01." 

Seconded  by  Senator  Chasse. 

Senator  DeLude  inquired:  "Can  you  inform  us  who  wishes 
to  offer  further  amendment?" 

Senator  Chasse  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
spoke  in  support  of  same: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  Clause  (4) 
therein  and  renumbering  (5)  to  read  (4) . 

Seconded  by  Senator  Martel. 
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(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator   Martel  withdrew  his  motion  for  Special  Order. 

Senator  Lamontagne  moved  that  further  consideration 
be  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next  Wednesday  at   11:01. 

Seconded  by  Senator  Martel. 

Senator  Drake:  "How  much  of  this  is  new?" 

Senator  Hartman:  "The  only  new  part  is  to  require  10 
days  in  which  to  get  financial  responsibility." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Question  being  on  motion  for  Special  Order. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed. 

On  this  motion,  Senator  Lamontagne  requested  a  Division. 

Five  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  fourteen 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Senator  Dunlap:  "I  think  that  we  are  pretty  much  agreed 
that  the  financial  responsibility  law  has  operated  well.  We  are 
requiring  people  to  be  responsible  if  they  are  going  to  be  on 
the  highway.  If  a  driver  is  responsible,  and  he  has  insurance,  he 
has  no  problem.  If  he  becomes  habitual,  and  after  two  con- 
victions, if  he  has  no  responsibility,  I  think  the  state  should 
make  him  responsible.  That  is  the  only  way  that  we  can  stave 
off  compulsory  insurance.  I  would  urge  the  Senate  to  leave 
the  financial  responsibility  law  alone.  There  is  no  urgent  need 
to  change  it.  If  you  wish  to  do  what  is  in  the  best  interest  of 
the  public  leave  this  law  alone." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  English  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded 
by  Senator  Green. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Chasse. 

Senator  Mitchell  moved  that  further  consideration  of  the 
bill  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Seconded  by  Senator  Green. 
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On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the 
motion  carried.  Senator  Lamontagne  desired  to  be  recorded  as 
voting  in  opposition  to  the  motion. 

(Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  497,  relative  to  restoration  to  service  under  the  teach- 
ers' retirement  system.  Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on 
Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  fills  in  a  gap  that 
was  discovered  in  the  teachers'  retirement  system.  In  the  case 
where  teachers  return  to  teaching  after  a  period  of  ill  health, 
she  would,  under  this  bill,  be  entitled  to  what  is  considered  to 
be  fair  treatment.  Without  this,  the  mechanics  of  the  present 
law  would  discriminate.  It  was  stated  that  an  actuary  has  been 
consulted;  and  there  is  no  apparent  cost  to  the  state." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock, 

SB  83,  relative  to  non-judicial  punishment  in  the  militia. 
Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Military  &  Veterans 
Affairs:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  2  Takes  Effect.  This 
act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  the  militia,  which  is  the 
National  Guard,  is  covered  by  the  rules  of  the  U.  S.  Army  code. 
A  year  ago.  Congress  amended  the  non-judicial  penalty  by 
changing  various  items.  The  amendment  provides  the  bill  to 
take  effect  upon  its  passage.  We  are  in  violation  if  we  proceed 
under  the  law  as  set  forth  in  our  statutes." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  126,  relating  to  liens  of  attorneys.  Senator  Rainie,  for 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  lines  17-20 
thereof  the  words  "provided  that  the  provisions  of  this  section 
shall  not  apply  to  any  case  where  the  method  of  determination 
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of  attorneys'  fees  is  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  statute" 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  provided  that  this 
section  shall  not  apply  to  matters  arising  under  RSA  282  (supp) 
and  any  case  where  the  method  of  determination  of  attorneys' 
fees  is  otherwise  expressly  provided  by  statute,  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  1  Lien  Created.  Amend 
RSA  31 1  by  inserting  after  section  12  thereof  the  following  new 
section:  311:13  Lien  on  Verdict.  From  the  commencement 
of  an  action,  bill  in  equity  or  other  proceeding  in  any  court, 
the  filing  of  a  counterclaim  or  plea  in  set-off  or  recoupment,  or 
appearance  in  any  proceeding  before  any  state  or  federal  de- 
partment board  or  commission,  the  attorney  who  appears  for  a 
client  in  such  proceeding  shall  have  a  lien  for  his  reasonable 
fees  and  expenses  upon  his  client's  cause  of  action,  upon  the 
judgment  decree  or  other  order  in  his  client's  favor  entered  or 
made  in  such  proceeding,  and  upon  the  proceeds  derived  there- 
from, and  the  lien  cannot  be  affected  by  any  settlement  between 
the  parties  before  or  after  judgment  decree  or  other  order. 
Upon  the  request  of  the  client  or  the  attorney,  the  court  in 
which  the  proceeding  is  pending,  or  if  the  proceeding  is  not 
pending  in  a  court,  the  superior  court,  may  determine  and 
enforce  the  lien;  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
matters  arising  under  RSA  282  (supp)  and  any  case  where  the 
method  of  determination  of  attorneys'  fees  is  otherwise  ex- 
pressly provided  by  statute. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  calculated  to 
take  care  of  situations  where,  after  an  attorney  has  brought  a 
case  to  a  successful  conclusion  and  then  is  not  able  to  collect 
his  fee;  that  there  has  been  attachment  by  creditors  and  the  at- 
torney finds  that  he  gets  no  fee  for  his  services." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Green  oflFered  the  following  amendment;  seconded 
by  Senator  Rainie: 

Amend  the  bill  to  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

SB  37,  relative  to  recounts.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 
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Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  reason  for  the  bill 
is  the  rather  large  number  of  recounts  resulting  from  the  Sep- 
tember 1962  primary.  These  requests  are  steadily  increasing. 
The  last  recounts  cost  the  taxpayers  $4,400.  The  State  took  in 
fees  of  $750.  Neither  I  as  sponsor,  nor  the  committee,  has  any 
criticism  of  persons  asking  for  recounts  where  there  is  a  small 
margin.  This  has  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State  and 
the  Taxpayers  Association.  There  was  no  objection  at  the  hear- 
ing held  some  time  ago.  There  is  a  slight  increase  in  the  fees 
in  the  case  of  higher  offices.  Some  increase  in  number  of  names 
required  for  petition.  No  change  whereby  anyone  can  request 
a  recount." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  409,  to  exempt  from  inheritance  tax  property  passing 
to  an  adopted  grandchild.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  sentence 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  For  the  purposes 
of  this  section  all  adopted  children  in  the  decedent's  line  of 
succession  shall  be  treated  as  natural  children  in  determining 
"lineal  decedents",  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

1  Taxation  of  Legacies  and  Successions.  Amend  RSA  86:6 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  86:6  Taxable  Property  and  Tax  Rate.  All  property 
witliin  the  jurisdiction  of  the  state,  real  or  personal,  and  any 
interest  therein,  belonging  to  domiciliaries  of  the  state,  and  all 
real  estate  within  the  state,  or  any  interest  therein,  belonging 
to  persons  who  are  not  domiciliaries  of  the  state,  which  shall 
pass  by  will,  or  by  the  laws  regulating  intestate  succession,  or 
by  deed,  grant,  bargain,  sale  or  gift,  made  in  contemplation  of 
death,  or  made  or  intended  to  take  effect  in  possession  or  en- 
joyment at  or  after  the  death  of  the  grantor  or  donor,  to  any 
person,  absolutely  or  in  trust,  except  to  or  for  the  use  of  the 
husband,  wife,  father,  mother  or  lineal  descendant,  or  for  the 
care  of  cemetery  lots,  or  to  a  city  or  town  in  this  state  for  public 
municipal  purposes,  or  to  or  for  the  use  of  educational,  reli- 
gious, cemetery,  or  other  institutions,  societies  or  associations 
of  public  charity  in  any  state,  other  than  this  state,  territory  or 
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country  the  laws  of  which,  at  the  time  of  the  death  of  the  dece- 
dent, either  (1)  do  not  impose  a  transfer  tax  or  death  tax  of 
any  kind  or  (2)  grant  an  exemption  similar  to  that  hereby 
provided  to  the  domiciliaries  of  such  state,  territory  or  country 
in  favor  of  property  passing  to  charities  in  this  state,  shall  be 
subject  to  a  tax  of  eight  and  one-half  per  cent  of  its  value,  for 
the  use  of  the  state.  For  the  purposes  of  this  section  all  adopted 
children  in  the  decedent's  line  of  succession  shall  be  treated  as 
natural  children  in  determining  "lineal  decedents". 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  only 
with  inequities.  At  the  present  time,  the  law  says  that  an 
adopted  son  or  heir  shall  be  treated  the  same  as  an  actual  son. 
It  provides  that  adopted  children  in  the  decedent's  line  of  suc- 
cession shall  be  treated  as  natural  children  in  determining 
lineal  decedents." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  109,  relative  to  limitation  of  recovery  of  damages  for 
wrongful  death.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Ju- 
diciary: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
wrongful  death  where  the  decedent  does  not  leave  either  a 
father  or  mother.  At  the  present  time  the  limitation  is  $10,000 
and  $25,000.  If  you  kill  a  man  who  has  no  dependents,  under 
the  present  law,  the  limitation  is  $10,000.  That  limitation  has 
been  raised  to  $20,000  under  this  bill.  Also,  the  $40,000  as 
against  $10,000  and  $20,000  at  the  present  time.  The  present 
law  is  wholly  inadequate.  There  was  no  opposition  to  this  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  48,  relative  to  probate  courts.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Compensation  Increased.  Amend 
RSA  547:16  as  amended  by  1953,  106,  by  striking  out  in  line 
two  thereof  the  word  "twenty"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  word,  forty;  further  amend  said  section  by  striking  out  in 
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lines  four,  five  and  six  the  words  "executor,  administrator, 
guardian  or  trustee  of  the  estate  in  relation  to  which  such  case 
may  arise,  and  shall  be  allowed  on  settlement  of  his  account." 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following,  county  in  which 
he  sits.,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
547:16  Compensation  of  Acting  Judge.  Such  judge  shall  be 
allowed  forty  dollars  for  each  day  he  may  be  employed  in  at- 
tending such  court,  and  a  reasonable  compensation  for  his 
travel  and  expenses,  which  shall  be  paid  by  the  county  in  which 
he    sits. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  has  to  do  with  the 
judges  of  probate.  If  a  judge  is  called  from  one  court  to  an- 
other to  replace  a  judge  who  disqualified  himself,  he  gets  only 
$20,  which  seems  wholly  inadequate.  This  raises  the  amount 
to  $40.  Also,  there  is  a  provision  in  the  present  law  that  says 
when  an  executor  has  a  special  session  with  the  judge  that  he 
shall  pay  the  fee  and  expenses.  This  is  taken  care  of  by  another 
section  of  the  statutes.  So  the  amendment  has  removed  this 
from  this  bill." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading.

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  49,  to  amend  certain  probate  laws.  Senator  Rainie,  for 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Enlarge  Matter  Not  Requiring 
Notice.  Amend  paragraph  V.  of  RSA  550:4  by  striking  out  in 
line  two  the  word  "two"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
word,  five,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows: 

V.  In  licensing  the  sale  of  real  estate  whenever  the  heirs  at 
law  or  devisees  consent  thereto  in  writing,  or  it  is  of  less  than 
five  hundred  dollars  in  value. 
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Amend  RSA  550:4  as  amended  by  1957,  162:2  by  insert- 
ing at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  paragraphs: 

XIV.  In  allowing  the  payment  of  a  sum  not  exceeding  five 
hundred  dollars  for  the  perpetual  care  of  a  cemetery  lot  and 
the  monuments  thereon  where  the  decedent  is  buried. 

XV.  When  an  accounting  is  filed  by  a  guardian  who  is  a 
parent  of  or  a  person  standing  in  loco  parentis  to  a  minor  hav- 
ing his  home  with  such  guardian. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  thereof. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  4  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  3  Maximum  Increased. 
Amend  RSA  561:20  by  striking  out  in  lines  4  and  5  thereof  the 
words  "seven  hundred"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
one  thousand,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  561:20  Minors  Not  Under  Guardianship.  Whenever 
any  minor  not  being  under  legal  guardianship  shall  be  entitled 
to  receive  from  any  administrator  or  executor  any  distributive 
share  as  heir  or  next  of  kin,  or  any  legacy,  the  full  amount  of 
which  share  or  legacy  is  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars,

filed  and  accepted  by  the  probate  court  in  discharge  of  the 
administrator's  or  executor's  liability  therefor  in  the  same 
manner  and  effect  as  though  said  parents  or  parent  or  other 
person  had  been  legally  appointed  guardian  by  the  probate 
court.  Publication  of  notice  upon  the  petition  to  the  probate 
court  shall  not  be  required  unless  ordered  by  the  court. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  7  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  6  Use  of  Minor's  Fimds. 
Amend  RSA  463  by  adding  after  section  23  thereof  the  follow- 
ing new  section:  463:23-a.  Purchase  of  Homestead.  The  judge, 
on  petition  after  notice,  may  authorize  the  guardian  of  a  minor 
to  purchase  with  his  ward's  funds  real  estate  situate  in  the  state 
as  a  home  for  him,  provided  such  guardian  complies  with  the 
requirements  set  forth  in  RSA  464: 14  and  15. 
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Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  10  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  9  Repeal.  RSA  462:3-a. 
(supp),  as  inserted  by  1959,  112;  RSA  462:26,  464:16  and  RSA 
559: 12  are  hereby  repealed. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  sections  5,  6,  8,  9 
and  1 1  to  read  respectively  4,  5,  7,  8  and  10. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
various  provisions  in  the  probate  law,  and  was  suggested  by  the 
judges  themselves.  We  have  gone  over  them  very  carefully  in 
committee,  and  followed  the  suggestions,  generally  speaking. 
It  is  a  kind  of  housekeeping  bill  which  makes  more  practical 
the  probate  laws  that  are  on  the  books  today." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HJR  22,  in  favor  of  Fred  Reed  and  Esther  Reed.  Senator 
Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  this  Resolution  in  favor 
of  Fred  and  Esther  Reed  called  for  $1750  to  reimburse  the 
Reeds  for  the  cost  of  a  garage,  driveway  and  culvert  pipes,  which 
expense  was  caused  by  the  revocation  of  two  driveway  permits 
issued  in  error  by  the  State  Highway  Department.  Rep.  Gilbert 
Upton  of  Concord  who  introduced  the  resolution  and  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Reed  appeared  in  favor  of  the  resolution. 

"Mr.  Homer  Richardson  of  the  Highway  Department 
appeared  to  explain  the  position  of  the  Department. 

"The  House  has  amended  the  resolution  calling  for  |800 
instead  of  $1,750.00.  The  payment  is  full  and  final  and  charged 
to  the  Highway  Department  fund. 

"It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  $800  is  a  fair 
settlement. 

"The  committee  voted  Ought  to  Pass  as  amended  by  the 
House." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 
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HJR  23,  in  favor  of  Roland  LaPerle.  Senator  Howard,  for 
the  Committee  on  Claims:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  this  Resolution  called 
for  the  sum  of  $500  to  be  appropriated  to  reimburse  Roland 
LaPerle  for  damages  to  a  water  pipe  sustained  following  the 
construction  by  the  state  of  a  storm  sewer. 

"I  sent  Mr.  LaPerle  and  Rep.  Marsh  of  Colebrook,  who 
introduced  the  Resolution,  a  notice  of  the  hearing. 

"Nobody  appeared  in  favor  of  the  Resolution.  William 
Bean  and  Jack  Flanders  of  the  Highway  Dept.  appeared  to 
explain  the  Department's  position. 

"The  House  amended  the  resolution  appropriating  $250 
instead  of  $500.  The  payment  is  full  and  final  and  charged 
to  the  Highway  fund. 

"It  is  the  judgment  of  the  committee  that  $250  is  a  fair 
settlement.  The  committee  voted  Ought  to  Pass  as  amended  by 
the  House." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  after- 
noon at  2  o'clock. 

SB  69,  relative  to  the  timber  yield  tax.  Senator  Whalen, 
for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.  Municipal  &  County 
Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill,  introduced  by 
Senator  Hodgdon,  simply  changes  the  date  from  September 
30th  to  October  1st.  From  October  1,  1963  to  March  31,  1964 
inc.  From  that  time,  it  will  be  from  April  1st  to  March  31  of 
the  next  year.  It  makes  this  tax  reference  to  what  is  called  the 
tax  year.  That  is  the  main  change  in  the  bill." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  87,  relative  to  contract  for  leasing  of  concessions  on 
state  reservations.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Execu- 
tive Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 
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The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  request  for  this  bill 
came  from  Commissioner  Rowe  for  Mr.  Tobey's  department, 
who  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill.  Some  60  leases  or  contracts 
are  made  out  per  year.  Some  20  of  these  perhaps  will  have  to 
go  to  the  Governor  and  Council.  Many  leases  are  for  pasture 
land,  etc.  and  some  leases  for  parking  privileges.  At  Hampton 
Beach,  for  example,  some  of  the  hotels  pay  $30  per  year  for 
the  use  of  parking  privileges  for  their  guests,  etc." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  Senator  Whalen 
neglected  to  mention  —  the  reason  for  this  legislation,  the 
parks  department  has  had  this  in  the  past  and  should  have  it 
now,  but  it  was  unintentionally  deleted  from  the  re-organiza- 
tion bill." 

Senator  Drake  offered  the  following  amendment,  seconded 
by  Senator  Hunter: 

Takes  Effect.    This  bill  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock. 

HB  389,  relative  to  the  practice  of  architecture.  Senator 
Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &: 
County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  amends  the 
previous  statute  that  relates  to  the  practice  of  architecture.  The 
main  change  —  it  takes  out  the  word  registered.  Another 
change,  on  page  6  of  the  proposed  bill,  provides  that  the  roster 
shall  include  name  and  address.  Changes  the  date  from  January 
to  February.  The  change  also  makes  the  examination  all  writ- 
ten. Previously,  it  was  both  oral  and  written.  .  .  .  There  was  no 
opposition  to  the  bill  and  the  committee  was  unanimous  that 
it  ought  to  pass." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  469,  relative  to  rescinding  provisions  for  adoption  of 
town  manager  plans.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on 
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Executive  Depts.,   Municipal   &  County  Government:   Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  relatively  simple. 
Under  present  statutes,  if  a  town  employs  a  town  manager  and 
votes  not  to  adopt  to  have  a  town  manager,  he  is  automatically 
out  on  his  ear,  so  to  speak,  immediately  after  the  town  meeting. 
This  bill  provides  that  the  town  manager  has  a  one  month's 
notice  and  that  is  all." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

HB  527,  relating  to  the  assessment  of  taxes  for  the  Tilton- 
Northfield  Fire  precinct.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee 
on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought 
to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  requested 
by  the  state  tax  commission.  In  the  Tilton-Northfield  fire  dis- 
trict, the  taxable  property  is  about  two  to  one  with  Tilton  hav- 
ing assessed  valuation  two-thirds  and  Northfield  having  one- 
third.  However,  the  town  of  Northfield  has  evaluation  of  100% 
and  Tilton  has  stayed  at  the  same  valuation  —  about  34%. 
Under  the  present  valuation  figures,  Northfield  would  in  effect 
have  only  one-third  of  assessed  valuation  but  would  now  be 
required  to  pay  two-thirds  of  the  fire  tax  and  Tilton  one-third. 
This  legislation  is  required  to  put  it  back  to  what  it  was  and 
allow  the  state  tax  commission  to  use  the  same  valuation," 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President, 
I  wish  to  serve  notice  that  I  will  ask  reconsideration  of  the  vote 
whereby  the  Senate  ordered  the  following  entitled  bill  to  a 
third  reading: 

HB  389,  relative  to  the  practice  of  architecture. 
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Committee  Report  (continued) 

HB  507,  relative  to  printing  ballots.  Senator  Whalen,  for 
the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Gov- 
ernment: Ought  to  pass. 

The  report  was  accepted. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  provides  that  the 
boxes  for  yes  or  no  will  be  printed  after  the  names." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  this  afternoon  at  2 
o'clock. 

SB  86,  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  industrial  park  au- 
thority. Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  Sc  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  section  4  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  4  Additional  Aid. 
Amend  RSA  162-A  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1955,  254  by  inserting 
after  section  7  the  following  new  section:  162-A:7-a  Refund- 
ing; Financing  of  Equipment  and  Machinery.  In  order  to 
carry  out  the  purpose  set  forth  in  section  1  hereof  the  authority 
may  loan  or  expend  money  to  a  local  or  regional  development 
corporation  for  the  purpose  of  refimding  existing  obligations 
provided  such  refunding  represents  a  minor  portion  of  the 
total  cost  of  the  project.  The  authority  may  in  connection  with 
any  project  loan  or  expend  money  to  a  local  or  regional  devel- 
opment corporation  for  the  purpose  of  financing  purchase  and 
installation  of  any  equipment  or  machinery  provided  the  total 
cost  of  such  equipment  or  machinery  shall  be  a  minor  portion 
of  the  total  cost  of  the  project. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  7  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  7  Takes  Effect.  This 
act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  former  Senator  Rogers 
appeared  and  gave  a  full  and  very  thorough  explanation  and 
discussion  by  the  committee.  .  .  .  (explained  the  bill  and  amend- 
ment in  detail)  .  .  .  This  broadens  the  scope  of  the  industrial 
authority." 
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Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  as  co-sponsor  of  this 
bill  with  Senator  Martel,  I  thank  Senator  Whalen  for  his  ex- 
planation and  hope  that  the  Senate  will  support  the  bill." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Martel,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  dispense  with  referral  of 
the  above  entitled  bill  to  the  Finance  Committee,  with  ap- 
proval of  Chairman  of  said  Committee,  and  the  bill  was  ordered 
to  a  third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present  time. 

Third  Reading  and  Final  Passage  of  Bill 

SB  86,  to  extend  the  powers  of  the  industrial  park  au- 
thority. 


Senator  Drake  moved,  seconded  by  Senator  Lamontagne, 
that  the  Senate  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  ordered  the  fol- 
lowing entitled  bill  to  a  third  reading: 

HB  389,  relative  to  the  practice  of  architecture. 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, due  to  the  fact  that  we  were  away  yesterday  and  did  not 
know  what  bills  were  coming  to  the  floor  this  morning,  I  feel 
that  further  study  of  this  bill  is  in  order.  I  wish  to  review  the 
examination  clause  in  section  12." 

Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan,  moved 
that  the  above  motion  for  reconsideration  be  made  a  Special 
Order  of  Business  for  next  Wednesday,  May  22,  at  11:01. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  mo- 
tion for  Special  Order  carried.

HB  216,  relative  to  reports  to  the  tax  commission.  Ques- 
tion being  on  adoption  of  Committee  Report:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  Special  Order  was 
requested  in  order  that  I  might  get  a  ruling  from  the  Attorney 
General.  I  have  received  the  following  letter  from  the  Attorney 
General:

Dear  Senator  Hartman: 

You  have  requested  the  interpretation  of  two  sentences  in 
the  proposed  amendment  to  HB  216  relative  to  reports  to  the 
Tax  Commission,  which  amendment  was  printed  on  page  30 
of  the  Journal  of  the  House  on  Tuesday,  March  5,  1963.  The 
two  sentences  read: 

"...  The  tax  commission  shall  examine  such  certificates 
and  delete  any  appropriation  which  is  not  made  in  accord- 
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ance  with  the  law.  It  may  adjust  any  sum  which  may  be 
used  as  a  set  off  against  the  amount  appropriated  when  it 
appears  to  the  commission  that  such  adjustment  is  in  the 
best  public  interest ..." 

The  questions  which  you  have  propounded  with  respect 
to  these  two  sentences  are  as  follows: 

1.  Does  this  language  give  the  Tax  Commission 
final  and  complete  authority  over  budgets  of  cities  and 
towns? 

2.  Can  they  adjust  and  delete  any  item  in  the  budget 
such  as  reserves,  cash  surpluses,  surpluses,  contingency 
funds  or  unusual  items  such  as  appropriations  for  termite 
control? 

In  reply  to  your  first  question  the  language  does  not  give 
the  Commission  final  and  complete  authority  over  budgets  of 
cities  and  towns.  However  it  does  give  the  Commission  au- 
thority to  delete  any  appropriation  not  legally  made,  or  made 
for  an  illegal  purpose.  It  does  not  give  the  Commission  author- 
ity to  alter  any  appropriation  legally  made.  As  to  the  finality 
of  the  action  taken  in  this  regard  by  the  Commission,  the  action 
would  be  reviewable  by  the  Court  on  certiorari. 

In  reply  to  your  second  question  the  language  would  au- 
thorize the  Commission  to  raise  or  lower  any  pre-estimated 
revenue  items  to  be  used  as  a  set  off  against  the  amount  to  be 
raised  by  taxation  to  the  amount  that  may  reasonably  be  ex- 
pected to  be  received  from  that  source  at  the  time  the  tax  rate 
is  computed,  and  to  this  extent  the  answer  is  yes.

In  regards  HB  216. 

From  what  I  know  about  it,  from  reading  your  letter  I 
would  not  support  it.  However  there  are  some  things  about  it 
I  could  support. 

I  believe  that  the  Tax  Commission  can  be  of  great  help 
in  determining  the  tax  rate.  For  instance  they  can  know  the 
exact  amount  the  towns  will  receive  from  the  State  for  schools, 
the  amount  of  interest  and  dividends  tax.  Savings  Bank  tax  etc. 
So  I  would  answer  your  first  question  yes. 

On  the  second  question  I  would  say  no  but  I  would  give 
the  Tax  Commission  power  to  recommend.  I  believe  local 
conditions  have  to  enter  into  this  matter. 

On  the  third  question  I  will  have  to  say  no  for  the  town 
but  the  school  could  get  along  without  a  surplus,  as  the  School 
District  meeting  in  March  can  take  care  of  any  deficiency  a 
District  may  have.  I  believe  the  towns  could  carry  a  modest  sur- 
plus. 

The  last  two  questions  I  would  answer  Yes  as  that  is  a 
matter  of  local  interest. 

Over  the  years  I  have  been  a  selectman  I  have  found  the 
tax  commission  very  helpful  and  I  believe  they  can  be  of  help 
to  our  towns  but  the  selectmen  of  a  town  certainly  know  local 
conditions  and  the  reasons  for  certain  actions. 

I  will  take  your  letter  up  Monday  nite  at  our  regular  meet- 
ing of  the  selectmen  and  you  may  hear  from  the  board.  This 
letter  is  my  own  personal  thoughts  on  the  matter.

HB  216  —  Reports  to  Tax  Commission  Controversy  —  Set  for 
Senate  Floor,  Thursday,  May  16,  11:00  a.m. 

A.  This  bill  will  give  the  State  Tax  Commission  the  fol- 
lowing powers: 

1.  To  examine  any  local  tax  certificate  and  delete  any  appro- 
priation not  made  legally. 

2.  To  adjust  any  sum  (revenues,  surplus,  etc.)  as  set-off  against 
local  amounts  appropriated  "when  it  appears  to  the  Com- 
mission that  tlie  adjustment  is  in  the  best  public  interest." 

3.  To  set  the  local  tax  rates  from  tax  certificates. 

4.  To  fine  any  town,  unless  excused,  $10  a  day  that  fails  to  sub- 
mit the  tax  certificate  to  the  Tax  Commission  by  October  1. 

B.  Senator  Kenneth  Hartman's  position: 

1.  "Senator  Hartman  protested  the  bill  is  a  'sleeper'  because 
while  it  reads  innocently,  it  carries  brooder  implications." 
He  contended  that  the  bill  would  take  away  from  the  towns 
the  "right  to  set  their  own  tax  rates"  and  would  hamper 
them  in  setting  rates  and  getting  the  tax  bills  out  early.  "I 
feet  that  the  people  are  closer  to  the  problems"  than  the 
Tax  Commission,  he  said.  Union  Leader  5/3/63 

2.  Ninety-five  percent  (95%)  of  the  $716,504  reduction  in 
"tax  saving"  by  the  Tax  Commission  was  in  reduction  of 
town  and  school  cash  surplus.  The  present  practice  of  the 
Tax  Commission  in  cutting  any  town  surplus  out  leaves 
nothing  for  a  rainy  day  in  the  town  treasury. 

3.  The  attorney  general  has  been  requested  for  an  interpreta- 
tion of  "what's  in  the  best  public  interest"  as  far  as  the  Tax 
Commission  adjusting  local  budgets.  See  No.  A  2 

Senator  Hartman  of  Derry,  a  former  town  tax  collector 
and  budget  committee  chairman,  is  a  public  accountant  by 
profession. 

C.  State  Tax  Commission  position: 

1.  A  few  towns  like  New  Ipswich  have  sent  out  tax  bills  with- 
out consulting  or  getting  approval  from  the  Tax  Commis- 
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sion.  Two  opinions  from  the  attorney  general  as  to  whether 
or  not  towns  can  do  this  have  been  conflicting.  If  we  do  not 
have  the  power  to  approve  tax  rates,  we  will  quit  approving 
all  tax  rates  and  take  no  responsibility  for  any  mistakes. 
Approval  or  fixing  of  tax  rates  by  the  Tax  Commission  saves 
local  tax  payer's  suits. 

2.  Property  taxes  were  reduced  by  $724,000  in  1962  by  Tax 
Commission  examination  of  local  reports,  as  used  $460,000 
unencumbered  surplus  found  in  town  and  city  reports 
($218,000,  school  reports).  $600,000  taxable  property  was 
added  to  local  tax  rolls.  Letter  to  Sen.  Hartman,  5/3/63. 

3.  The  delay  by  33  towns  not  submitting  tax  reports  un- 
til after  October  1  delayed  our  serting  average  state  tax  needed 
to  compute  $2,076,500  phone  tax  and  cost  state  $8,500  in  in- 
terest. Such  towns  had  higher  tax  anticipation  borrowing  ex- 
penses. 

D.  Senator  Margaret  DeLude,  Unity.  "The  bill  is  not  a 
case  of  'the  Tax  Commission  wanting  authority  for  the  sake  of 
authority'  but  the  bill  was  designed  to  aid  the  taxpayer  — 
someone  should  supervise  these  reports." 

E.  Senator  Lester  F.  Mitchell,  Sr.,  Campion.  Speech  on 
Senate  floor.  May  9,  on  HB  216. 

1.  "Though  no  one  appeared  against  the  bill,  the  select- 
men in  my  district  do  not  favor  the  bill". 

2.  "If  this  is  home  rule,  I've  got  to  check  the  dictionary." 

3.  "If  this  isn't  concentrated  power,  I  don't  know  what  is!" 

"I  don't  like  the  insinuation  the  Tax  Commission  is  not 
going  to  play  ball  if  no  power  to  set  tax  rates."

SB  1,  relative  to  the  form  of  ballots.  Senator  Whalen,  for 
the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Gov- 
ernment: Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  sections  3  and  4 
to  read  2  and  3  respectively. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  strikes 
out  section  2  and  renumbers  sections  2  and  3  respectively.  The 
bill  provides  that  boxes  be  printed  to  the  left  on  each  Party 
ballot.  Below  the  designation  will  be  printed:  Vote  for  not 
more  than  1,  etc.  and  will  be  followed  by  a  spelled  out  number, 
designating  how  many  will  be  voted  for.  For  anything  further, 

1  would  yield  to  Senator  Monahan." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  seeks  to  clarify 
a  long  standing  source  of  confusion  in  the  minds  of  many 
voters.  I  think  I  can  demonstrate  from  this  sample  ballot  — 
which  happens  to  be  from  GoflFstown.  It  lists  4  Republicans  and 

2  Democrats  under  the  general  heading  of  Representatives  to 
the  General  Court  and  I  defy  anybody  to  know  the  number  to 
be  voted  for.  I  decided  that  my  first  bill  would  be  a  Senate  Bill 
to  clarify  this  situation  and  I  hope  the  Senate  will  adopt  the 
committee  report." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  44,  to  authorize  cities  and  towns  to  establish  historic 
districts.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  31:89-b  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  and  insert  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
31:89-b  Authority  Granted.  For  the  purposes  of  this  sub- 
division the  legislative  body  of  any  city  or  town  shall  have  the 
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authority  to  establish,  change,  lay  out  and  define  districts  as 
provided  in  this  chapter.  Within  said  districts,  the  municipality 
is  empowered  to  regulate  the  construction,  alteration,  repair, 
moving,  demolition  or  use  of  such  structures  and  places.  Such 
regulations  may  from  time  to  time  be  amended  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  chapter.  All  districts  and  regulations  shall  be 
established  in  relation  to  the  comprehensive  plan  and  the  com- 
prehensive zoning  ordinance  of  the  city  or  town. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced 
by  me  and  I  feel  that  this  is  a  very  important  piece  of  legisla- 
tion. It  was  brought  to  my  attention  by  the  Strawberry  Banke 
which  we  have  started  in  Portsmouth,  originally  as  an  urban 
renewal.  We  were  concerned  throughout  the  city  of  Portsmouth 
and  the  seacoast  area  that  many  of  the  historic  homes  in  the 
area  were  being  demolished.  These  sites  were  not  being  pro- 
tected. They  were  being  encrouched  upon  by  prospective 
owners  of  motels,  advertising,  etc.,  with  no  thought  of  the 
historic  value.  The  first  paragraph  states  the  purpose  of  the 
bill  which  I  felt  should  be  in.  It  protects  the  heritage  of  the 
municipality.  It  concerns  the  historic  places  in  the  district  — 
for  the  education  and  pleasure  of  the  citizens  of  the  municipal- 
ity. It  grants  the  authority  to  cities  and  towns  to  establish 
historic  districts.  Every  city  or  town  does  not  necessarily  estab- 
lish historic  districts.  It  is  enabling  legislation  to  do  so  if  it  is 
desired  locally.  It  says  how  the  commission  shall  be  appointed, 
the  lay  out  and  defines  the  district.  It  is  the  authority  for  this 
to  be  done,  if  desired.  Such  legislation  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time.  This  is  all  to  be  established  according  to  the 
comprehensive  plan.  In  order  to  carry  out  the  purpose  of  this 
bill,  the  bill  provides  for  the  establishment  of  such  a  regula- 
tory committee.  It  provides  for  the  method  of  appointment  of 
the  commission  —  not  less  than  5  or  more  than  7  members.  It 
spells  out  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  committee;  to  establish 
policy.  To  be  fair,  I  think  that  I  should  mention  some  com- 
ment contained  in  a  letter  to  me  from  Ralph  Sanborn,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Historical  Commission  of  New  Hampshire. 
He  is  very  much  interested  in  this  type  of  thing.  I  will  read 
parts  of  the  letter.  He  states  that  the  commission  met  and  dis- 
cussed the  bill  and  approved  in  principal.  But  in  its  present 
form,  they  consider  it  to  be  inexpedient.  The  commission  is 
against  such  legislation  at  this  time.  I  believe  Mr.  Sanborn's 
point  is  well  taken  and  I  gave  this  serious  thought.  I  discussed 
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this  with  Mary  Louise  Hancock  as  to  whether  it  should  apply 
only  to  the  city  of  Portsmouth  and  not  to  other  parts  of  the 
state.  When  the  Strawberry  Banke  took  this  over  from  the 
federal  government  —  we  were  told  by  the  federal  government 
as  to  what  could  be  done  and  what  could  not  be  done.  We  have 
many  places  of  this  type  in  Portsmouth  and  at  this  time,  we 
do  not  have  protection.  From  Mr.  Sanborn's  letter  again  — 
Massachusetts  passed  the  first  law  in  1955  for  a  similar  thing 
—  the  Beacon  Hill  District.  In  1959,  for  another  district.  On 
the  basis  of  the  Beacon  Hill  legislation,  they  failed  —  it  was 
not  too  good.  Then  in  1960,  Massachusetts  passed  a  bill,  state- 
wide for  any  eligible  city  or  town.  On  this  basis,  Mr.  Sanborn 
stated  that  perhaps  we  could  pass  this  bill  and  iron  out  some 
of  the  bugs  as  they  developed.  Many  people  are  interested  in 
having  this  legislation  passed,  in  order  that  their  towns  may 
benefit  from  this  legislation.  Mr.  Sanborn  went  on  to  say  that 
the  tax  exemption  provision  was  not  good  and  we  have  amend- 
ed that.  It  is  my  feeling,  and  that  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee, that  any  further  amendment  of  the  bill,  other  than  the 
ones  that  we  have  offered,  would  do  nothing  to  help  the  pas- 
sage of  this  bill.  I  have  discussed  this  bill  with  Mr.  Sanborn 
and  explained  the  two  amendments  Aviiich  the  committee  has 
offered.  Chapter  36  has  been  deleted.  All  concerned  agreed 
that  the  reference  to  Chapter  36  of  RSA  was  not  necessary.  The 
change  —  to  exempt  any  or  all  of  the  property  under  Chapter 
72  of  RSA  1955  —  this  was  done  in  the  amendment.  That  in 
general  is  the  subject  matter.  The  committee  was  unanimous 
in  feeling  that  this  bill  ought  to  pass.  There  were  no  objec- 
tions to  the  bill  with  the  exception  of  Mr.  Sanborn,  and  we 
have  taken  care  of  his  objections.  We  have  not  agreed  that  this 
legislation  should  apply  only  to  the  city  of  Portsmouth.  Any- 
thing detrimental  can  be  taken  care  of  at  the  next  session  of 
the  legislature,  or  when  this  bill  goes  to  the  House,  it  can  be 
taken  care  of  there.  We  believe  this  is  a  well  written  bill." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  having  spent  at  least  two 
hours  with  Mr.  Sanborn,  I  would  like  to  offer  an  amendment  to 
the  amendment.  I  admire  this  bill.  I  am  a  conservatist  by 
nature.  I  like  all  things  good  and  I  believe  and  I  try  to  help 
them.  Portsmouth  is  a  special  case  and  has  been  well  presented 
by  Senator  Whalen.  I  believe  that  a  study  committee  should 
be  named  to  study  this  matter  —  to  prevent  every  to^vn  from 
going  through  this  hassle,  more  or  less,  it  is  well  within  the 
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thoughts  of  people  to  understand  that  there  should  perhaps 
be  some  study  committee  appointed  to  bring  this  thing  to  the 
public  attention  before  they  appoint  a  commission.  I  do  not 
have  such  an  amendment  in  proper  form,  but  that  is  my  feeling 
and  I  wish  to  offer  such  an  amendment  to  the  amendment. 
This  will  in  no  way  affect  the  bill.  It  will  not  hurt  the  bill  or 
slow  it  down.  It  will  help  to  bring  to  light  the  things  that  will 
be  a  stumbling  block.  Portsmouth  has  been  through  this.  I  am 
not  taking  the  position  that  it  should  be  a  Portsmouth  bill, 
akhougjh  that  is  the  belief  of  the  Historical  Commission.  I 
could  asrree  with  the  fact  that  it  should  be  amended  to  have 
someone  look  into  this  before  town  meeting,  etc." 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  he  was  not  opposed  necessarily 
to  anyone  studying  the  facts  in  a  city  or  town  before  they  pro- 
ceed. Stated  that  the  proposed  amendment  of  Senator  Hunter 
had  no  provision  for  number  to  be  appointed,  or  how  they 
were  to  be  appointed.  He  felt  that  all  this  would  be  up  to  the 
commission. 

(Discussion  ensued)

RSA  by  inserting  after  RSA  98:17-a  (supp),  as  inserted  by  1959, 
238:1,  the  following  new  section:  98:17-b  Temporary  Em- 
ployees of  the  department  of  public  works  and  highways  whose 
positions  have  been  approved  for  continuance  for  a  period  of 
more  than  one  year  as  provided  in  this  chapter  shall  be  classified 
as  permanent  employees  if  and  after  they  shall  have  continuous- 
ly occupied  and  carried  otit  the  duties  of  their  respective  posi- 
tions for  a  period  of  two  years. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  need  for  this  bill  is 
because  of  the  urgency  that  the  department  of  Highways  finds 
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in  getting  qualified  workers  under  the  general  statute  which 
provides  for  temporary  help.  The  temporary  help  is  not  able 
to  enjoy  any  of  the  benefits  that  the  permanent  employees  have. 
It  was  felt  that  having  held  a  job  for  two  years,  they  should  be 
entitled  to  enjoy  these  benefits.  It  is  difficult  to  recruit  and 
difficult  to  hold  after  recruitment.  This  only  applies  to  em- 
ployees of  the  department  of  Public  Works  Sc  Highways.  It 
will  give  them  the  right  to  benefits  after  a  period  of  two  years 
employment." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  335,  relating  to  the  discharge  or  removal  from  office 
of  county  employees.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on 
Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  R:  County  Government:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  title  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

An  Act  relating  to  discharge  or  removal  from  office  of 
coimty  employees  and  the  choosing  of  a  vice-chairman  of  the 
convention. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Appeal  Provided.  Amend  RSA  28:10-a  (supp)  as  in- 
serted by  1959,  295:1,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  28:10-a  Discharge  from  Employ- 
ment. Any  employee  of  a  county  institution,  except  the  super- 
intendent of  the  coimty  farm,  who  has  served  at  least  one  year 
shall  not  be  discharged  or  removed  from  employment  except 
for  dishonesty,  intoxication,  immoral  behavior  or  other  mis- 
conduct, neglect  of  duty  or  negligence,  wilful  insubordination 
or  lack  of  cooperation,  inefficiency,  incapacity  or  unfitness  to 
perform  his  duties  or  for  the  good  of  the  institution  to  which 
he  is  assigned.  Prior  to  the  discharge  or  removal  of  any  such 
employee  a  statement  of  the  grounds  and  reasons  therefor  shall 
be  prepared  by  the  county  commissioners  and  signed  by  a 
majority  of  the  board  and  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  to  said 
employee  not  less  than  ten  days  nor  more  than  thirty  days  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  such  discharge  or  removal.  \Vithin 
thirty  days  of  receipt  of  such  notice  the  employee  may  request 
in  writing  a  public  hearing  thereon  before  the  county  per- 
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sonnel  committee,  consisting  of  the  chairman,  vice  chairman 
and  clerk  of  the  county  convention.  If  upon  such  hearing  said 
committee  shall  find  good  cause  for  discharge  or  removal  of 
said  employee  they  shall  approve  his  discharge  or  removal  as 
ordered  by  the  county  commissioners.  Said  personnel  committee 
may  establish  reasonable  rules  for  procedure  and  the  admission 
of  evidence,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  proceedings  hereun- 
der. Any  action  or  decision  made  hereunder  shall  be  subject  to 
rehearing  and  appeal  as  provided  in  RSA  541.  The  county  per- 
sonnel committee  when  acting  under  the  provisions  of  this 
section  shall  be  deemed  a  commission  within  the  meaning  of 
RSA  541:1.  The  salary  of  said  employee  shall  terminate  on  the 
effective  date  of  his  discharge,  provided  however,  if  the  em- 
ployee has  been  discharged  without  good  cause,  he  shall  be 
reinstated  to  his  former  position  without  loss  of  pay  for  the 
period  of  suspension  and  shall  be  reimbursed  for  his  legal  costs 
and  reasonable  attorneys'  fees  as  determined  by  the  personnel 
committee,  or  in  the  event  of  appeal  from  its  ruling,  by  the 
Supreme  Court.  This  section  shall  not  apply  to  county  employ- 
ees laid  off  by  reason  of  abolition  of  a  position,  change  in 
organization,  lack  of  work  or  insufficient  funds,  nor  to  employees 
of  county  jails  not  located  at  the  county  farm. 

Amend  section  2  of  said  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word 
"meeting"  the  words,  or  at  any  subsequent  meeting  when  neces- 
sary, so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

2  Election.  Amend  RSA  24:2  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  24:2  Officers  and 
Executive  Committee.  At  its  first  regular  meeting,  or  at  any 
subsequent  meeting  when  necessary,  the  county  convention 
shall  choose  a  chairman,  vice-chairman  and  clerk,  all  of  whom 
shall  be  representatives,  and  an  executive  committee.  The 
chairman,  vice-chairman  and  clerk  shall  be  members  of  the 
executive  committee,  ex  officio. 

Amend  section  3  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words 
"January  1,  1965"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words, 
upon  its  passage,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows. 

3  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  amendment  in  a  sense 
makes  some  minor  changes  in  the  bill  as  adopted  by  the  House. 
There  has  been  some  question  as  to  tenure  of  employment. 
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Merrimack  County  had  a  very  distasteful  situation  resulting  in 
expense  to  the  county  and  this  bill  in  a  sense  sets  up  tenure  for 
employees  at  a  county  institution  who  have  served  at  least  one 
year.  There  are  three  amendments.  The  first  one  provides 
that  they  cannot  be  discharged  except  for  dishonesty,  lack  of 
cooperation,  discourtesy,  ineffective,  or  not  for  the  good  of  the 
institution.  It  also  provides  that  if  a  person  is  discharged  or 
removed  from  a  job,  if  he  so  desires,  he  may  have  a  hearing 
before  a  commission  composed  of  the  chairman,  the  vice  chair- 
man and  the  Clerk  of  the  county  delegation.  But  not  before  the 
same  group  that  ordered  his  discharge  or  removal.  This  com- 
mission would  have  the  right  to  approve  the  discharge  or  re- 
moval. It  further  provides  that  he  may  go  to  the  state  supreme 
court.  The  second  amendment  has  to  do  with  the  election  of  the 
executive  committee.  It  was  found  that  some  delegations  had 
not  elected  a  vice  chairman.  We  have  provided  that  this  is  to  be 
done.  Third,  provides  instead  of  taking  effect  January  1,  1965, 
it  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.  It  was  felt  if  there  is  an 
undesirable  employee,  can  see  no  reason  to  keep  him  until 
1965." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie.  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  above  entitled  bill  with  accompanying  reports  was 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Judiciary  for  further  study 
and  discussion. 

HB  493,  relative  to  compensation  of  the  special  justice  for 
Portsmouth  municipal  court.  Senator  Rainie  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Special  Justices.  Amend  RSA  502:8  (supp)  as  amended 
by   1955,  253:1;   1957,   125:2,   175:2,  204:1,  209:2;   1961,   16:1, 
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124:2,  by  striking  out  the  vv^ords  "of  Portsmouth  four  hundred 
dollars"  in  the  ninth  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  of  Portsmouth  twelve  hundred  dollars,  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  502:8  Compensation  of 
Special  Justices.  The  special  justice  and  justice  of  the  peace 
requested  to  sit  owing  to  the  disqualifications  of  the  justice  and 
special  justice  shall  be  paid,  from  the  treasury  of  the  city  or 
town  wherein  said  court  is  located,  ten  dollars  a  day  for  each 
day  or  part  thereof  that  he  shall  serve  in  said  capacity,  pro- 
vided that  the  annual  salaries  of  the  special  justices  of  the 
miniicipal  courts  of  the  following  cities  and  town  shall  be  as 
follows,  of  Manchester  two  thousand  dollars,  of  Nashua  two 
thousand  five  hundred  dollars,  of  Dover  six  hundred  dollars, 
of  Concord  one  thousand  two  hundred  dollars,  of  Portsmouth 
twelve  hundred  dollars,  of  Laconia  five  hundred  dollars,  of 
Somersworth  two  hundred  dollars  and  of  Hampton  three  hun- 
dred and  fifty  dollars,  to  be  paid  by  said  cities  and  town,  re- 
spectively, quarterly,  and  shall  be  in  lieu  of  any  other  compen- 
sation or  fees  to  such  justices;  provided,  further,  that  the  special 
justice  of  the  municipal  court  of  Berlin  shall  be  paid  from  the 
treasury  of  the  city  six  hundred  dollars  per  annum. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  re- 
numbering section  3  to  read  section  2. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr,  President,  the  only  change  that  has 
been  made  in  the  bill  has  to  do  with  the  salary  of  the  special 
justice.  There  may  be  one  in  every  court  and  there  is  one  in 
Portsmouth.  In  the  past,  this  justice  has  been  paid  for  each  day's 
service  rendered,  but  after  taking  into  consideration,  and  dis- 
cussion with  those  close  to  Portsmouth  municipal  court,  it  was 
felt  that  a  salary  of  $1200  is  a  reasonable  figure  and  that  is  what 
the  bill  does.  It  does  away  with  the  per  diem,  and  is  in  line  with 
that  paid  other  justices  in  the  state." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  77,  to  clarify  the  status  of  passenger  tramway  devices. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  only  problem  here  is 
to  remove  passenger  tramways  from  the  status  of  common  car- 
riers. Common  carriers  are  under  very  heavy  obligations  to  the 
public  which  do  not  apply  to  passenger  tramways.  The  com- 
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mittee  was  unanimous  that  this  connection  with  the  common 
carriers,  as  far  as  passenger  tramways  are  concerned,  should  be 
eliminated.  There  was  no  opposition  and  a  very  satisfactory  ap- 
pearance of  those  interested  in  the  bill." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  as  sponsor  of  the  bill, 
I  concur  with  the  report  of  the  committee.  I  agree  with  the 
remarks  of  Senator  Rainie.  Such  action  is  being  taken  in  several 
other  states  and  I  hope  that  New  Hampshire  will  follow 
through." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  343,  establishing  minimum  standards  for  mobile  homes 
under  city  building  codes.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee 
on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  up  to  this  point  in  this 
state,  there  has  been  no  recosjnition  of  the  existence  of  a  na- 
tional  construction  code  that  sets  standards  for  mobile  homes. 
There  is  no^v  such  a  code  available.  This  provides  for  the  gov- 
erning body  of  any  city  to  adopt  one  of  these  nationally  recog- 
nized codes  for  the  control  of  mobile  homes." 

Senator  Hartman  inquired:  "Does  this  have  to  do  with  the 
construction  of  the  trailer  or  the  placing  of  the  trailer?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  has  to  do  with  the  construction  of 
the  trailer.  It  would  set  standards  which  might  be  referred  to 
by  the  governmental  body.  Has  nothing  to  do  with  location  — 
that  is  a  local  matter  anyway.  The  town  would  have  complete 
control  with  reference  to  location." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  345,  prescribing  the  time  within  which  certain  articles 
for  the  warrant  are  to  be  presented.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  has  to  do  with  the 
insertion  in  the  warrant  which  calls  for  expenditures  of  money 
which  must  be  presented  to  the  selectmen  at  a  stated  time  be- 
fore the  date  of  the  annual  meeting.  When  the  bill  was  first 
presented  in  the  House,  it  provided  for  40  days  and  that  was 
reduced  to  35  days  in  the  House,  and  we  have  approved  the  bill. 
It  would  cut  down  the  time  a  little  and  yet  gives  ample  time."

Whereas,  both  houses  of  the  Eighty-Seventh  Congress  of 
the  United  States  of  America,  by  a  constitutional  majority  of 
two-thirds    thereof   have   made    the   following   proposition    to 
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amend  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  of  America,  in  the 
following  words,  to  wit: 

Joint  Resolution 

Proposing  an  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States  relating  to  the  qualification  of  electors. 

Resolved  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of 
the  United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled.  That  the 
following  article  is  hereby  proposed  as  an  amendment  to  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States,  which  shall  be  valid  to  all 
intents  and  purposes  as  part  of  the  Constitution  only  if  ratified 
by  the  legislatures  of  three-fourths  of  the  several  States  within 
seven  years  from  the  date  of  its  submission  by  the  Congress: 

"Article  — 

"Section  1.  The  right  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  to 
vote  in  any  primary  or  other  election  for  President  or  Vice  Presi- 
dent, for  electors  for  President  or  Vice  President,  or  for  Senator 
or  Representative  in  Congress,  shall  not  be  denied  or  abridged 
by  the  United  States  or  any  State  by  reason  of  failure  to  pay  any 
poll  tax  or  other  tax. 

"Sec.  2.  The  Congress  shall  have  power  to  enforce  this 
article  by  appropriate  legislation." 

Therefore,  Be  it  Resolved  by  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire,  the  Senate  concurring: 
That  the  said  proposed  amendment  to  the  Constitution  of 
the  United  States  of  America  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby  ratified 
by  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire. 

Further  Resolved,  that  certified  copies  of  this  preamble 
and  concurrent  resolution  be  forwarded  by  His  Excellency  the 
Governor  to  the  Secretary  of  State  at  Washington,  to  the  pre- 
siding officer  of  the  United  States  Senate,  and  to  the  Speaker  of 
the  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  would  it  be  in  order  to 
lay  this  on  the  table  temporarily.  There  are  two  or  three  more 
states  that  are  needed  to  have  adequate  number  for  ratification. 
It  is  always  a  matter  of  some  importance  as  to  who  will  be  the 
last  to  ratify.  The  House  has  taken  action;  all  we  need  to  do 
is  wait  until  the  state  takes  action  that  is  next  to  the  last;  we 
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can  then  move  in  and  be  the  last  state  to  ratify.  It  is  the  matter 
of  timing  in  legislative  circles  in  the  other  states." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  would  not  this  be  referred 
to  Judiciary  Committee.  Such  Concurrent  Resolutions  are 
usually  considered  by  committee.

Notwithstanding  anything  contained  to  the  contrary  in  any 
statute,  said  special  license  shall  also  entitle  the  holder  to  hunt 
deer  with  bow  and  arrow  on  any  island  or  islands  for  such  time 
or  times  and  subject  to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  di- 
rector shall  specify  and  establish,  and  the  director  is  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  specify  such  island  or  islands, 
establish  such  time  or  times  and  establish  such  rules  and  regu- 
lations as  in  his  sole  discretion  appear  in  the  public  interest 
and  benefit  and  he  may  rescind  or  revoke  any  such  action  or 
actions  taken  by  him  hereunder,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows: 

208:5  Bow  and  Arrow.  Any  resident  holding  a  valid  New 
Hampshire  hunting  license  upon  the  payment  of  an  additional 
fee  of  three  dollars,  or  any  nonresident  holding  a  valid  New 
Hampshire  hunting  license  upon  the  payment  of  an  additional 
fee  of  four  dollars,  or  a  nonresident  not  holding  a  New  Hamp- 
shire hunting  license,  upon  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  ten  dollars, 
shall  be  issued  a  special  license.  Said  special  license  shall  en- 
title the  holder  to  hunt  deer  with  bow  and  arrow  for  a  period 
of  thirty-one  days  immediately  prior  to  the  open  season  for 
taking  deer  in  Bear  Brook  Reservation  and  for  a  period  of 
twenty  days  immediately  prior  to  the  open  season  for  taking 
deer  elsewhere,  provided  that  if  said  nonresident  not  holding 
a  New  Hampshire  hunting  license  shall  be  a  person  under  six- 
teen years  of  age  he  shall  not  be  entitled  to  hunt  under  said 
special  license  except  when  accompanied  by  a  properly  licensed 
person  who  is  twenty-one  years  of  age  or  over.  A  special  license 
shall  not  be  required  for  residents  less  than  sixteen  years  of 
age,  but  such  person  while  hunting  with  bow  and  arrow  must 
be  accompanied  by  a  properly  licensed  person  who  is  twenty- 
one  years  of  age  or  over,  and  must  further  comply  with  all  pro- 
visions of  this  chapter.  Any  person  taking  a  deer  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  shall  notify  a  conservation  officer 
within  twenty-four  hours  of  such  taking.  Notwithstanding  any- 
thing contained  to  the  contrary  in  any  statute,  said  special  li- 
cense shall  also  entitle  the  holder  to  hunt  deer  with  bow  and 
arrow  on  any  island  or  islands  for  such  time  or  times  and  sub- 
ject to  such  rules  or  regulations  as  the  director  shall  specify 
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and  establish,  and  the  director  is  hereby  authorized  and  em- 
poAvered  to  specify  such  island  or  islands,  establish  such  time 
or  times  and  establish  such  rules  and  regulations  as  in  his  sole 
discretion  appear  in  the  public  interest  and  benefit  and  he  may 
rescind  or  revoke  any  such  action  or  actions  taken  by  him  here- 
under. 

2  Hunting^  with  Muzzle-Loaders.  Amend  RSA  208  bv  in- 
serting  after  208:5  (supp)  the  following  new  section:  208:5-a 
Muzzle  Loaders.  The  special  license  provided  for  by  section  5 
of  this  chapter  shall  entitle  the  holder  to  hunt  deer  with  a 
muzzle-loading  rifle  or  musket  for  one  day  only,  said  day  to  be 
designated  by  the  director  and  he  may  change  said  day  at  his 
discretion,  provided  that  no  person  who  has  not  passed  his 
sixteenth  birthdav  shall  be  entitled  to  hunt  under  the  provi- 
sions of  this  section. 

3  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
its  passage. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  SB  3  as  amended  pro- 
vides for  deer  hunting  on  islands  by  bow  and  arrow,  subject  to 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  the  Director  shall  specify  and  on 
such  islands  as  the  Director  shall  specify.  In  addition,  the  bill 
provides  for  hunting  with  muzzle-loading  guns  for  one  day 
only.  Said  day  to  be  designated  by  the  Director.  No  person 
under  the  age  of  16  may  hunt  with  these  guns.  The  fee  for  both 
of  these  privileges  is  $3.00  additional  for  residents  and  $4.00 
additional  for  non-residents.  The  Fish  R:  Game  Department 
did  not  oppose  either  one  of  these  provisions." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Resolutions 

Senator  Provost,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  offered  the 
following  Concurrent  Resolution:

Noiv,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  by  the  Senate,  the  House 
of  Representatives  concurring,  that  the  department  of  resources 
and  economic  development  is  hereby  requested  to  immediately 
make  a  study  and  submit  plans  to  the  governor  and  council 
pursuant  to  its  duties  and  authority  imder  chapter  263  of  the 
laws  of  1961  as  to  how  said  Pine  Island  Park  can  best  be  ac- 
quired and  developed  as  part  of  the  recreational  areas  and 
facilities  of  the  state  and  the  governor  and  council  is  requested 
to  exert  every  effort  possible  to  provide  that  said  Pine  Island 
Park  shall  not  be  lost  to  the  residents  of  Manchester  as  a  recrea- 
tional area;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  copies  of  this  resolution  be 
transmitted  to  the  governor,  each  member  of  his  council  and 
the  commissioner  of  resources  and  economic  development. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  Concurrent  Resolution  was  amended  by  striking  out  the 
word  "can"  in  the  5th  line  of  the  4th  paragraph  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  word,  may. 

The  above  Concurrent  Resolution,  as  amended,  was  unani- 
mously adopted. 

Senators  Lamontagne,  Drake  and  Hartman  offered  the  fol- 
lowing Concurrent  Resolution,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted: 

Whereas,  Major  L.  Gordon  Cooper,  a  distinguished  mem- 
ber of  the  Armed  Forces  of  the  United  States,  has  completed 
successfully  a  multiple  orbit  of  the  earth  in  a  highly  efficient 
and  commendable  manner;  and 

Whereas,  said  accomplishment  has  materially  advanced 
the  position  of  the  United  States  in  space  exploration;  and 

Whereas,  this  state  is  particularly  closely  associated  with 
and  conscious  of  our  advance  in  space  exploration  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  our  own  native  son  Alan  Shepard  of  Derry  was  the 
first  of  our  astronauts; 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved,  that  the  Senate,  the 
House  of  Representatives  concurring,  shall  hereby  congratu- 
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late  and  commend  Major  L.  Gordon  Cooper  for  his  excellent 
and  outstanding  effort  which  has  so  advanced  the  cause  of  our 
country  in  the  eyes  of  the  entire  world;  and 

Be  It  Further  Resolved,  that  a  copy  of  this  resolution  be 
transmitted  to  Major  L.  Gordon  Cooper. 

Senator  Lamontagne  offered  the  following  Resolution,  sec- 
onded by  Senator  Drake,  which  was  unanimously  adopted:

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, yesterday  the  Senate  for  good  reason  recommitted  to  the 
Judiciary  Committee  HB  402,  relating  to  posting  lands  against 
trespass.  I  have  here  a  supply  of  material,  which  the  President 
has  authorized  the  distribution  of,  for  home  reading.  It  is  not 
controversial;  some  notes  of  interest  for  man  and  beast,  etc. 
I  recommend  this  as  good  fact-finding  reading  before  we  have 
another  controversial  session  on  this  bill." 

Special  Order  of  Business  for  11:01 

Senator  Drake  called  for  the  Special  Order.  Being  con- 
sideration of  HB  389,  relative  to  the  practice  of  architecture. 
Report  of  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government: 
Ought  to  pass. 
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Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  having  spent  some  hours 
in  reviewing  this  bill,  I  am  prepared  this  morning  to  move  that 
there  be  an  amendment  to  the  bill;  first,  to  eliminate  that  part 
of  the  section  that  previously  was  not  in  the  law  —  it  appears 
to  me  that  this  is  a  very  nebulous  sort  of  a  proposal  as  far  as 
home  owners  and  towns  are  concerned.  These  two  proposals 
are  entirely  new,  have  never  been  in  the  bill,  have  never  been 
in  any  requirement  of  the  board  since  it  was  founded.  I  feel 
that  this  would  be  detrimental  to  home  owners.  If  a  person 
takes  in  a  roomer  or  boarder,  he  no  longer  is  considered  to  be  a 
single  home  owner.  I  feel  that  it  is  too  broad  a  scope  —  even 
the  towns  are  affected  —  even  sheds  and  storage  sheds  are 
covered  by  this.  I  feel  that  this  is  too  broad  and  a  little  more 
than  the  control  of  architects;  it  is  too  restricting  a  provision. 
I  wool:!  favor  the  elimination  of  the  two  sections  of  the  exemp- 
tion in  the  bill  —  sections  b  and  c." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  as  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee that  heard  this  bill,  I  feel  that  some  of  our  questions 
were  not  properly  answered  at  the  hearing.  I  think  there  has 
been  a  lot  of  misunderstanding  on  the  bill.  I  would  be  happy 
to  support  a  proposal  to  amend.  I  think  that  for  the  thought  of 
the  Senate,  I  would  like  to  review  in  general  the  three  things 
that  the  sponsor  of  the  bill  is  trying  to  do  here.  1.  The  change 
in  the  architecture  law  to  produce  a  greater  conformity  with 
other  New  England  states.  2.  To  remove  the  misunderstanding 
about  the  present  law.  3.  To  improve  the  operating  procedures 
under  the  law.  It  provides  for  reciprocal  operation.  More  than 
50%  of  those  who  apply  are  from  other  states.  Practically  all 
states  have  the  so-called  practice  law.  This  bill  provides  for 
written  examination  only  instead  of  both  written  and  oral  as 
previously.  It  makes  clear  that  it  is  a  practice  law.  I  think  the 
remarks  of  Senator  Drake  are  well  thought  out  and  I  would 
compliment  him,  not  being  a  member  of  the  committee,  for 
spending  several  hours  in  studying  this." 


Reconsideration 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  Senate  voted  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  ordered  to 
third  reading  and  final  passage  the  following  entitled  bill: 

HB  389,  relative  to  the  practice  of  architecture. 
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On  further  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator 

Whalen,  the  above  entitled  bill  was  recommitted  to  the  com- 
mittee on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  8:  County  Government. 

Senator  Drake  stated  that  he  had  decided  against  offering 
an  amendment,  but  would  move  that  the  bill  be  recommitted 
to  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County 
Government. 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen  and  the  bill  was 
recommitted. 

Reconsideration 

Senator  DeLude  moved  that  the  Senate  reconsider  its  vote 
whereby  it  placed  the  following  entitled  bill  on  its  third  read- 
ing and  final  passage: 

HB  343,  establishing  minimum  standards  for  mobile  homes 
under  city  building  codes. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  unfortunately,  when  this 
bill  was  passed  by  the  Senate  yesterday,  I  was  out  of  the  Cham- 
ber with  a  telephone  call.  This  bill  only  applies  to  cities  but 
I  think  Senator  Holmes  raised  the  question  whether  it  should 
not  include  towns.  I  hesitate  to  ask  the  Judiciary  Committee  to 
take  this  bill  back.  But  I  do  know  that  there  are  many  towns 
that  do  have  building  codes.  I  don't  like  to  make  extra  work, 
but  if  we  are  going  to  take  the  time  to  consider  legislation  —  it 
should  be  correct.  I  wish  to  offer  an  amendment  to  the  bill. 

Senator  Rainie  stated  that  the  Judiciary  Committee  would 
be  pleased  to  follow  the  request  of  Senator  DeLude. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  respectfully  suggest  to 
Senator  DeLude  that  she  may  complicate  the  matter  if  she 
wishes  to  include  towns.  As  I  recall,  RSA  47  primarily  deals 
with  cities.  There  is  a  separate  RSA  dealing  with  towns.  Perhaps 
the  Rules  Committee  will  permit  the  introduction  of  a  bill  to 
clear  this  up." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  while  I  appreciate  the 
remarks  of  Senator  Green,  I  would  say  that  I  have  checked 
with  the  Senate  Counsel  who  assures  me  that  this  bill  can  be 
amended,  but  not  possible  to  make  the  amendment  on  the 
floor.  A  little  time  will  enable  me  also  to  get  together  with 
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House  members  for  Committee  of  Conference  instead  of  follow 
ing  a  bill  all  the  way  through." 

Question  being  on  motion  to  reconsider.  Seconded  by 
Senator  Whalen. 

The  motion  carried. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  DeLude, 
further  consideration  of  the  bill  was  made  a  Special  Order  of 
Business  for  next  Wednesday,  May  29,  at  11:01.

After  its  creation  the  commission  shall  con- 
duct surveys,  investigations  and  hearings  with  the  end  in  view 
of  producing  a  city  or  town  ordinance  of  greatest  acceptability 
and  to  decide  whether  in  its  opinion  it  shall  or  shall  not  recom- 
mend the  establishment  of  an  historic  district.  It  shall  make  a 
report  to  the  local  legislative  body  of  the  municipality  at  a 
time  established  by  said  body  when  the  commission  was  created. 
Upon  receipt  by  said  legislative  body  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mission, it  shall  accept  or  reject  said  report.

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mission to  develop  a  policy  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  pur- 
poses of  this  subdivision  within  said  historical  district  and  with- 
in the  provisions  of  the  ordinances  and  to  relate  said  policy  to 
the  comprehensive  plan  of  such  town  or  city.  The  commission 
shall  have  the  power  to  accept,  review  and  act  upon  all  applica- 
tions for  building  permits  in  reference  to  properties  situated 
within  the  boundaries  of  any  historic  district  established  here- 
under. Such  power  of  review  and  approval  or  disapproval  shall 
be  limited  to  those  considerations  which  affect  the  relationship 
of  the  applicant's  proposal  to  its  surroundings,  to  the  location 
and  arrangement  of  structures,  to  the  architectural  treatment 
of  the  exterior  features  and  finish  of  structures,  and  to 
the  compatibility  of  land  uses  within  the  district  as  they 
may  be  deemed  to  affect  the  character  and  integrity  of  said 
district  to  achieve  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision.  It  shall  be 
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the  duty  of  the  commission  to  request  reports  and  recommenda- 
tions regarding  the  feasibility  of  the  applicant's  proposal  from 
the  planning  board,  fire  chief,  building  inspector,  health  officer 
and  such  other  administrative  officials  who  may  possess  in- 
formation pertinent  to  the  application.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commission  to  seek  advice  from  such  professional,  educa- 
tional, cultural  or  other  groups  or  persons  as  may  be  deemed 
necessary  for  the  determination  of  a  reasonable  decision.  The 
commission  shall  have  the  power  to  engage  such  technical 
assistants  and  consukants  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  to  carry 
out  the  purposes  of  this  subdivision.  The  commission  shall 
have  the  power  to  accept  and  use  gifts,  grants,  or  contributions 
for  the  exercise  of  its  functions.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  com- 
mission to  file  with  the  building  inspector  or  other  duly  dele- 
gated authority  either  a  certificate  of  approval  or  a  notice  of 
disapproval  following  the  review  and  determination  of  the 
application.  Said  certificate  shall  be  filed  with  the  building  in- 
spector or  other  duly  delegated  authority  within  forty-five  days 
after  the  filing  of  the  application  for  said  certificate,  unless 
the  applicant  shall  agree  to  a  longer  period  of  time.  No  build- 
ing permit  shall  be  issued  until  a  certificate  of  approval  has 
been  filed  with  the  building  inspector,  but  in  the  case  of  dis- 
approval, such  notice  shall  be  binding  upon  the  building 
inspector  or  other  duly  delegated  authority  and  no  permit 
shall  be  issued.  Failure  to  file  said  certificate  within  the  speci- 
fied period  of  time  shall  be  deemed  to  constitute  approval  by 
said  commission. 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment:  "Mr. 
President,  the  new  part  is  to  provide  that  a  committee  shall 
be  formed  to  investigate  and  bring  a  recommendation  in  to  the 
town  meeting,  so  that  the  town  may  be  advised  wisely  whether 
or  not  they  need  a  commission  to  decide  this  question.  The 
amendment  just  puts  that  matter  into  the  present  bill.  I  would 
move  that  this  amendment  be  aded  to  SB  44." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Battles. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  as  I  understood  the 
original  amendment  offered  by  the  Senator  you  had  proposed 
a  historic  study  committee.  As  I  understand  this  amendment, 
you  have  omitted  that,  and  this  refers  to  the  original  commis- 
sion in  the  bill.  I  objected  to  the  proposed  amendment  because 
I  felt  that  it  was  overlapping  legislation.  My  objection  has  been

removed  by  this  amendment.  How  does  this  change  as  far  as 
the  acceptance  by  the  town  or  reviewing,  I  cannot  see  any 
change  in  this  from  the  original  bill." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  again  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

Senator  Whalen  repeated  again  (as  in  the  Journal  of  Tues- 
day, May  21st)  the  Committee's  consideration  of  the  bill,  con- 
versations with  Mr.  Sanborn  of  the  Historical  Commission,  etc. 

Senator  Holmes  stated  that  she  was  concerned  with  what 
the  people  in  the  towns  want  to  do.  Stated  that  it  was  the  voters 
in  the  towns  that  have  the  authority  to  decide  whether  things 
be  done  or  not.  Further  stated  that  in  the  towns,  the  town 
meeting  is  the  governing  body  in  the  town. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  specifies  31:89-B. 
The  legislative  body  of  a  town  is  the  town  meeting  and  in 
order  for  them  to  act  on  that  question,  there  must  be  an  article 
in  the  warrant  for  the  voters  to  act  on.  Therefore,  it  will  be  the 
voters  in  the  town  that  decide  what  is  to  be  done  and  not  done." 

At  the  request  of  Senator  Drake,  the  President  declared  a 
one  minute  Recess. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Hunter. 

Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Chasse,  moved  that 
the  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee. 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  against  the  motion.  Also  Senator 
Monahan. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Battles  withdrew  his  motion  to  recommit. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  of  Senator 
Hunter. 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  in  support. 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  against. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed. 
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Senator  Battles  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Six  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  eleven 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Question   being  on  adoption  offered  by  the  committee. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

SB  19,  relative  to  access  roads  to  privately  owned  ski  de- 
velopments. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  248,  requiring  certain  marking  for  so-called  native 
farm  products.  Senator  Mitchell,  for  the  Committee  on  Agri- 
culture: Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Standards  for  Farm  Products.  Amend  RSA  428  by  insert- 
ing after  section  4  the  following  new  section:  428:4-a  Use  of 
Word  "Native".  No  farm  products  sold,  offered  or  exposed  for 
sale  or  distribution  in  the  state  shall  be  labelled  or  described 
as  "native"  unless  the  name  of  the  state  in  which  they  were 
grown  or  produced  appears  immediately  after  the  word  "native". 
The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  eggs. 

2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Mitchell,  the  reading  of  the  amend- 
ment was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
the  use  of  the  word,  native,  on  farm  products.  It  was  brought 
out  at  the  hearing  that  the  Attorney  General  had  ruled  that 
eggs  would  be  included  in  this  and  the  committee  felt  that  it 
was  practically  impossible  for  eggs  to  be  included  in  the  bill 
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because  we  cannot  tell  by  looking  at  an  egg  whether  it 
has  been  laid  yesterday  or  two  weeks  ago.  Two  appeared  in 
favor,  but  about  twelve  distributors  appeared  in  opposition. 
We  asked  in  executive  session  to  have  the  Commissioner  of 
Agriculture  appear  before  the  committee,  which  he  did,  and 
he  agreed  that  it  would  be  practically  impossible  to  enforce 
the  law  if  eggs  were  to  be  included.  The  first  amendment 
takes  eggs  out.  The  second  amendment  has  to  do  with  the  takes 
effect  clause.  It  will  take  effect  upon  passage  rather  than  60 
days." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  313,  relative  to  the  bank  advisory  board.  Senator 
Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  adds  one  mem- 
ber to  the  bank  advisory  board,  a  representative  of  consumer 
finance  companies  with  principal  offices  in  New  Hampshire. 
This  increases  the  membership  from  9  to  10.  It  also  eliminates 
the  word  'banking'  before  types  of  institutions  represented  on 
the  Board.  There  was  no  opposition  to  this  bill.  Members  of 
several  groups  represented  on  the  Board  appeared  in  favor  of 
the  bill." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  adds  one  mem- 
ber to  the  bank  advisory  board,  increasing  it  from  9  to  10 
members.  There  was  no  opposition  to  the  bill.  Several  members 
of  the  board  appeared  in  favor.  The  House  had  amended  the 
Bill  by  inserting  the  word  "banking"  before  the  word  "institu- 
tion." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  268,  providing  for  the  classification  of  the  waters  of 
Newfound  Lake.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Re- 
sources, Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  Chairman  of  the 
Committee  has  asked  me  to  explain.  At  a  prior  session,  Squam 
Lake  was  classified  as  Class  A.  The  people  along  Newfound 
Lake  have  asked  for  the  same  classification.  No  opposition.  It 
changes  it  from  B-1  to  Class  A.  We  are  protecting  the  quality  of 
water  at  Newfound  Lake.  It  does  tighten  the  control  and  this 
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control  is  set  forth  in  the  water  pollution  booklet.  This  will  not 
change  the  swimming  or  boating  at  the  lake." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  339,  relative  to  assessing  abutters  for  sidewalks.  Senator 
Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Works:   Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  first,  it  makes  provision 
in  the  law  for  payment  of  assessment  of  sidewalk  abutters  in 
one  year  or  pro-rated  over  a  period  not  to  exceed  ten  years  in 
the  discretion  of  the  board.  There  is  no  other  change  of  law 
involved." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  74,  relative  to  renaming  a  highway.  Senator  Drake,  for 
the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  will  give  some  rec- 
ognition to  private  education  facility.  It  renames  the  John 
Stark  Highway  to  be  the  John  Stark  and  New  England  College 
Highway." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  84,  authorizing  indemnification  agreements  with  the 
United  States.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Works:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  appearing  for  the  bill 
were  the  Attorney  General,  William  Maynard,  and  Mr.  Fred 
Auer  of  the  Highway  Department.  We  were  advised  that  such 
authority  was  required  by  federal  contract  regulation  to  make 
the  United  States  safe  and  harmless  from  suit.  The  state  would 
indemnify  if  judgment  were  made  against  U.  S.  Chapter  124 
(reference)  are  regulations  dealing  with  federal  aid." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HJR  13,  in  favor  of  Mount  Washington  Observatory. 
Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  non-profit  organi- 
zation which  renders  a  great  public  service  in  that  they  provide 
reports  on  weather,  search  facilities  for  people  lost  on  the  moun- 
tain. They  provide  quarters  for  stray  people  who  wander  in 
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and  out,  out  of  season.  It  is  supported  by  dues  and  contribu- 
tions of  individual  members.  It  seemed  very  worthwhile.  The 
appropriation  is  for  $3,500." 

The  above  joint  resolution  was  referred  to  Finance,  under 
the  rules. 

HB  144,  relative  to  retired  members  of  the  policemen's 
retirement  system.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  asks  for  an 
appropriation  of  $5,000  for  the  policemen's  retirement  system. 
This  money  is  to  bring  any  retired  permanent  policeman  whose 
benefits  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  103  are  less  than  $100. 
It  will  bring  this  up  to  $100  per  month.  The  number  of  persons 
eligible  grows  less  each  biennium  and  will  be  eventually  zero. 
Under  our  constitution,  a  bill  has  to  be  presented  each  bien- 
nium for  this  purpose.  The  Chairman  of  the  policemen's  re- 
tirement system  and  a  representative  of  the  517  members  of  the 
system  appeared  in  favor.  There  was  no  opposition." 

Senator  Drake:  "This  figure  has  decreased  from  $10,000 
to  $5,000  from  2  years  ago." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HJR  29,  providing  additional  funds  for  cancer  commis- 
sion. Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  joint  resolution 
asks  for  an  appropriation  for  the  sum  of  $35,000  for  the  cancer 
commission  to  meet  expenses  to  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  June 
30,  1963.  Of  this  sum,  $30,000  shall  be  for  current  expenses 
and  $5,000  for  professional  services.  Care  and  treatment  for  317 
patients  to  April  1st  cost  $108,924,  out  of  a  total  appropriation 
of  $109,000.  It  is  anticipated  at  least  75  patients  will  need  care 
and  treatment  to  June  30,  1963,  at  a  cost  of  $35,000.  About 
20%,  or  $7,000,  is  expected  to  be  paid  back  by  towns  and  coun- 
ties, making  a  net  cost  to  the  state  of  $28,000.  Members  of  the 
Commission  and  Commissioner  Barry  appeared  in  favor  and 
there  was  no  opposition."

HB  442,  relating  to  the  sale  of  state  land  at  Intervale  Ski 
Area.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Rec- 
reation &;  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  House  Bill  442  provides 
for  the  sale  of  thirteen  acres  of  isolated  State-owned  land  in 
the  Intervale  section  of  the  Town  of  Bartlett.  It  was  sponsored 
by  the  member  from  Bartlett,  Mrs.  Donalda  Howard,  and  is 
supported  by  the  Selectmen  of  that  town. 

"Because  so  called  'land  deals'  affecting  the  state  are  often 
misunderstood,  I  want  to  take  more  time  than  usual  in  explain- 
ing this  case  for  the  committee.  First,  we  have  been  assured  in 
writing  by  Mr.  Tobey,  Director  of  the  Parks  Division,  that 
there  are  no  strings  attached  to  the  original  donation  of  this 
land  which  would  prevent  the  state  from  disposing  of  it.  I  hap- 
pen to  have  known  the  deceased  donor,  Chuck  Emerson,  and 
feel  sure  he  would  have  no  objection  to  use  of  this  land  for 
enlarged  private  development  as  a  ski  area.  In  fact,  I  believe 
he  would  welcome  such  a  change.  At  the  hearing  Mr.  Tobey 
testified  that  his  Parks  Division  had  no  objection  to  releasing 
the  property  under  the  negotiation  provisions  spelled  out  in  the 
bill. 

"There  has  been  some  question  raised  but  not  at  the  hear- 
ing that  if  and  when  the  lessee  of  this  property  for  the  past  17 
years,  Richard  M.  Stimpson,  Owner-Manager  of  the  Intervale 
Ski  Area,  might  secure  title  to  the  land  from  the  state,  he  would 
immediately  sell  the  property  at  a  substantial  profit.  The  com- 
mittee has  inquired  into  this  speculation  and  can  report  the 
following  statement  of  May  18  by  Mr.  Stimpson:

Dear  Sen.  Hunter: 

I  have  been  informed  that  some  members  of  your  Commit- 
tee have  requested  that  I  should  engage  that  if  House  Bill  No. 
442,  An  Act  Relating  to  the  Sale  of  Land  at  Intervale  Ski  Area 
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should  pass,  I  would  not  sell  the  property  for  a  period  of  three 
years. 

As  stated  at  the  hearing  on  this  bill  before  your  Commit- 
tee, I  have  for  some  time  felt  that  I  would  need  to  sell  the  ski 
area,  and  from  time  to  time  have  had  discussions  with  interested 
purchasers.  I  have  also  been  considering  recently  expanding 
the  facilities  there  if  I  obtain  ownership. 

In  view  of  this  request,  however,  you  are  respectfully  ad- 
vised that  I  solemnly  engage  that  if  House  Bill  442  is  enacted 
and  my  corporation  buys  the  property,  the  property  will  not 
be  sold  at  any  time  within  three  years,  barring  my  death  or 
total  incapacitation  for  all  business. 

I  would  assume  that  this  would  not  prevent  my  taking  in 
a  partner  or  partners  in  the  corporation;  they  would  ordinarily 
be  for  the  purpose  of  realizing  funds  for  expansion.

"The  committee  has  been  assured  by  the  Division  of  Parks 
that  the  State  has  no  further  need  for  the  property.  The  com- 
mittee feels  that  its  private  development  as  a  neighborhood  ski 
area  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  public  and  recommends  that 
our  favorable  report  on  HB  442  be  adopted." 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  I  thoroughly  concur 
with  the  remarks  of  Senator  Monahan.  It  is  giving  assistance  in 
helping  the  ski  industry." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "I  do  not  understand  this  situation." 

Senator  Monahan:  "The  state  owns  the  land,  but  it  has 
been  leased  for  the  past  17  years  to  Mr.  R.  M.  Stimpson,  Presi- 
dent, Intervale  Ski  Area,  Inc.,  and  the  lease  has  about  12  years 
to  go.  He  cannot  get  additional  capital  under  this  condition. 
Under  this  bill,  he  will  have  an  opportunity  now  to  get  funds 
from  any  source  whereas  he  will  own  the  land  and  is  not  leas- 
ing it." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "How  much  is  the  lease?" 
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Senator  Monahan:  "During  the  17  years,  he  has  paid 
$5800.  He  has  12  years  more  to  go.  It  expires  in  1975.  He  has 
paid  about  $'340  per  year." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "What  is  the  selling  price?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "That  has  not  been  decided  upon.  That 
will  be  determined  by  the  state  agency  responsible  for  this." 

Senator  Battles:  "Under  the  provisions  of  the  present  law, 
cannot  they  do  this  now?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "It  has  to  be  a  special  bill  —  that  is  my 
understanding.  The  Governor  and  Council  still  have  the  final 
authority  as  to  what  is  worked  out  Avith  Mr.  Stimpson." 

Senator  Battles  states  that  he  did  not  understand  why  this 
has  to  be  a  special  bill. 

Senator  Monahan  stated  again  that  it  was  his  understand- 
ing that  it  must  be  a  separate  bill. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  the  Senate  Counsel:  "Under 
our  present  system,  cannot  we  enter  into  negotiation  —  put 
up  for  bid  to  sell  public  land?" 

The  Senate  Counsel:  "We  have  set  up  procedures,  yes. 
Generally  speaking,  there  must  be  a  hearing,  public  advertising, 
etc.,  in  some  instances.  I  have  not  studied  this,  but  I  would 
doubt  that  the  department  could  do  this  with  an  individual 
without  public  bids,  etc.  As  they  are  doing  here  now,  I  believe 
they  must  have  a  special  bill.  This  is  different  than  in  the  case 
of  highway  land.  They  have  particular  authority  given  to  them 
in  the  highway  laws.  I  would  have  to  look  into  this  special 
matter  —  it  can  differ  every  time." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "We  have  a  very  peculiar  situation 
here.  The  man  has  leased  the  land  from  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire for  17  years.  He  has  assets  on  that  land.  He  has  10  more 
years  to  go.  Mr.  Stimpson  would  not  go  for  bid  price.  He  is  in 
a  financial  bind.  He  cannot  bet  a  loan  on  leased  property. 
What  you  are  doing  here  is  to  ask  us  to  put  aside  state  laws  for 
bidding,  etc.  Then,  that  man  in  turn  can  get  some  money  and 
help  indirectly  the  town  of  Bartlett." 

Senator  Monahan:  "It  seems  logical  that  the  state  could 
not  sell  this  property  until  after  1975  without  agreement  with 
the  present  lessee." 
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Senator  Karkavelas  inquired  as  to  the  feasibility  of  an 
amendment  to  that  Mr,  Stimpson  will  not  sell. 

Senator  Monahan:  "We  have  his  assurance  that  he  will 
not  sell.  I  submit  the  previous  letter,  addressed  to  Senator 
Hunter." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  perhaps  it  would  clear 
the  air  a  bit  if  I  were  to  go  through  what  happened  at  the  hear- 
ing. There  were  friends  of  this  gentleman  at  the  hearing. 
This  involves  a  triangular  piece  of  land  right  in  the  middle 
of  the  area  that  he  now  uses  —  where  his  tow  comes  down. 
Therefore,  this  bill  is  necessary  in  order  for  him  to  get  any 
more  money.  I  understand  that  the  town  of  Bartlett  is  happy 
because  it  would  be  a  private  organization.  It  appears  that 
all  who  spoke,  spoke  for  the  proposition  and  it  was  felt  by  the 
committee  that  this  was  the  right  thing  to  do  because  the  nego- 
tiation of  the  price  would  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Commission  of 
Recreation  &  Development.  If  I  am  wrong,  I  would  ask  the 
Senator  from  the  5th  District  to  correct  me." 

Senator  Monahan:  "That  is  correct,  but  I  would  add  that 
the  Governor  and  Council  must  approve  whatever  tentative 
changes  are  agreed  upon." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

Senators  DeLude,  Green,  Karkavelas,  Battles,  Carter  and 
Paquette,  for  a  Majority  of  the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:

Senator  Lamontagne,  for  a  Minority  of  the  Committee  on 
Ways  &:  Means:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

The  Clerk  read  a  communication  from  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne: 

Dear  Mr.  President: 

In  the  agenda  today  there  is  a  minority  report  that  I  have 
submitted  before  the  Ways  and  Means  Committee.  My  main 
reason  for  filing  a  minority  report  was  because  I  received  many 
letters  from  various  superintendents  who  have  been  question- 
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ing  the  appropriation  which  is  usually  paid  by  local  communi- 
ties throughout  the  state  on  a  per  capita  basis. 

Since  I  have  put  in  this  minority  report,  I  have  discussed 
this  matter  with  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  Senator  De- 
Lude,  and  she  has  assured  me  that  the  House  Appropriations 
Committee  will  recommend  to  the  General  Court  an  appro- 
priation of  $206,000.  to  take  care  of  the  contributions  from 
the  local  communities.  I  have  been  assured  that  the  money  is 
available,  has  been  put  aside  and  an  appropriation  will  be 
made  to  take  care  of  the  matter  that  I  was  questioning.  As  there 
is  an  assurance  of  the  funds,  I  will  take  no  further  action  on  this 
matter.

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  my  discussion  with  Sen- 
ator Lamontagne  was  after  he  had  filed  the  minority  report 
and  I  think  perhaps  it  was  remiss  on  myself  as  to  what  has  been 
going  on.  This  is,  as  you  know,  the  repeal  of  the  school  per  capita 
tax.  This  payment  of  $2  per  child  has  been  paid  in  to  the  de- 
partment of  education  and  has  been  used  for  the  superintend- 
ents' salary.  The  majority  party  has  agreed  that,  rather  than 
taking  it  out  of  the  school  district  funds,  it  should  be  paid  out 
of  general  funds.  There  had  been  a  vote  taken  by  the  superin- 
tendents of  the  state.  It  seems  only  fair  that  this  year  when  we 
are  trying  to  do  something  for  education  —  that  this  should  be 
done.  Most  of  the  money  comes  from  the  larger  school  districts 
—  in  the  cities.  We  are  in  a  position  now  where  by  mutual 
agreement,  the  House  Appropriations  and  the  Senate  Finance 
Committees  have  agreed  that  this  money  will  be  inserted  in 
the  budget,  but  it  cannot  be  done  until  such  time  as  we  pass 
the  bill  repealing  the  school  per  capita  tax.  We  must  pass  this 
bill  before  anything  along  this  line  can  be  done." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  am  in  support  of  the  report  of  the  com- 
mittee. I  think  it  is  about  time  that  we  showed  that  the  Legis- 
lature can  repeal  a  tax." 

Senator  Green:  "I  am  happy  to  learn  that  we  have  taken 
away  the  head  tax  on  children.  It  is  not  often  that  we  repeal  a 
tax.  The  only  opposition  there  was  to  the  bill  was  that  some 
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superintendents  did  not  understand  that  there  was  an  item 
in  the  budget  bills  to  take  care  of  the  situation.  Otherwise, 
everybody  who  appeared  were  very  happy  to  endorse  this  bill. 
I  speak  for  myself  and  I  think  it  is  a  credit  to  the  general  court 
as  Senator  Drake  has  said,  that  we  are  now  repealing  a  tax 
that  has  been  on  the  books  for  a  good  many  years." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  referred  to 
the  Interim  Commission  on  Education  as  a  result  of  last  session's 
consideration  of  the  bill.  The  Interim  Commission  felt  that 
it  should  not  be  repealed.  The  Interim  Commission  voted  that 
this  tax  should  be  retained  until  such  time  as  the  state  is  ready 
to  assume  this  cost.  However,  at  this  time,  I  am  very  glad  to 
support  the  recommendation  of  the  Senate." 

Senator  DeLude:  "The  state  is  not  assuming  the  entire 
cost.  The  state  is  assuming  the  cost  that  is  now  being  furnished 
by  the  per  capita  tax.  It  is  for  the  second  year  of  the  biennium." 

Senator  Holmes:  "That  does  not  change  my  mind.  These 
people  are  state  employees.  The  state  should  pay  them  and  this 
is  a  move  in  that  direction." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

House  Message 

The  House  of  Representatives  refuses  to  concur  with  the 
Senate  in  the  adoption  of  the  amendment  to  the  following  en- 
titled bill: 

HB  248,  requiring  certain  marking  for  so-called  native 
farm  products  and  requests  a  Committee  of  Conference;  the 
Speaker  has  appointed  as  members  of  said  Committee  of  Con- 
ference on  the  part  of  the  House:  Messrs.  Hayward  of  Milford 
and  Underwood  of  Chester;  and  Mrs.  Martel  of  Manchester. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Mitchell,  Seconded  by  Senator  Mon- 
ahan,  the  Senate  voted  to  accede  to  the  request  of  the  House  for 
a  Committee  of  Conference. 

Pursuant  to  the  above,  the  President  appointed  as  mem- 
bers of  said  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  part  of  the  Senate, 
Senators  Mitchell  and  Chasse.

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  last  Wednesday  after- 
noon, when  most  Senators  were  involved  with  hearings  before 
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their  own  committees,  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  held  a 
hearing  on  SB  71,  which  was  co-sponsored  by  fifteen  Senators. 
This  is  an  important  bill  relative  to  filling  vacancies  in  the 
office  of  United  States  Senator. 

"I  did  try  to  attend  that  hearing  after  the  Resources  Com- 
mittee hearings,  but  the  House  Committee  was  then  in  execu- 
tive session.  Other  Senators  had  similar  experiences. 

"Very  significantly,  the  Resources  Committee  simultane- 
ously voted  to  continue  hearings  on  four  House  bills,  because 
either  their  sponsors  were  not  present  or  because  more  in- 
formation was  needed.  I  hope  other  Senate  committees  will 
continue  to  give  every  courtesy  possible  to  the  sponsors  of 
House-approved  bills.  This  courtesy  is  apparently  being  re- 
ceived by  the  House  Judiciary  Committee  on  its  action  regard- 
ing the  question  of  filling  vacancies  in  the  office  of  the  United 
States  Senate. 

"I  understand  that  the  House  will  today  recommit  SB  71  to 
its  Judiciary  Committee  for  continued  hearing.  I  hope  the 
committee  obligations  of  the  Senate  co-sponsors  will  enable  at 
least  some  of  them  to  participate  in  the  continued  hearing." 

Senator  Martel:  "May  I  inquire  —  is  the  opposition  also 
invited?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "Everybody  is  invited  to  attend  all 
hearings." 

Senator  DeLude:  "I  show  here  a  Journal  that  I  have 
checked.  I  have  four  different  places  that  I  should  be  tomor- 
row. It  is  a  little  difficult.  All  Senators  have  a  big  work  load." 

The  President  stated  that  he  did  not  appear  at  the  hearing 
to  oppose  the  bill. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  as  far  as  being  absent  is 
concerned,  as  the  President  is  well  aware,  the  members  of  the 
Senate  were  tied  up  with  three  or  four  committees.  Last  week, 
in  Senate  Judiciary  Committee,  we  had  4  House  bills  posted 
for  hearing.  No  one  appeared  for  the  bills.  So  we  just  put  these 
bills  aside."

This  bill  is  being  introduced 
because  of  the  fact  that  in  the  House  they  amended  the  SJR  4 
to  provide  for  tax  exemption.  An  amendment  relative  to  tax 
exemption  must  be  offered  to  a  bill  and  not  to  a  Joint  Resolu- 
tion. This  is  the  reason  for  the  introduction  of  this  bill.  We 
have  heard  all  this  information  at  the  public  hearing,  etc.

hearing,  and  place  this  bill  on  third  reading  and  final  passage 
at  the  present  time."

The  motion  carried,  and  the  Joint  Resolution  was  read 
a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time.

SB  13,  amending  the  statute  relative  to  taking  fisher.  Sen- 
ator Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  Sc  Game:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Counties  Added.  Amend  RSA 
210:3-a  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1961,  147  by  inserting  in  line  4 
thereof  after  the  word  "of"  the  following  words,  Merrimack, 
Belknap,  Carroll,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  210:3-a  [New]  Open  Season.  There  shall  be  no  open 
season  for  fisher,  except  that  fisher  may  be  taken  and  possessed 
from  November  first  to  November  thirtieth  with  the  aid  of 
and  by  the  use  of  dog  and  gun  and/or  traps  in  the  counties  of 
Merrimack,  Belknap,  Carroll,  Strafford  and  Rockingham.  All 
fisher  skins  shall  be  sealed  within  ten  days  after  the  close  of  said 
season  in  the  same  manner  and  at  the  same  fee  as  outlined  in 
section  8.  Whoever  violates  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall 
be  fined  not  less  than  ten  dollars  for  the  first  and  not  more  than 
fifty  dollars  for  each  additional  fisher  taken  and  possessed  in 
violation  hereof. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Howard,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  —  same 
having  been  printed  in  Journal  of  Thursday,  May  23,  Page  606. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  there  is  now  an  open 
season  in  Rockingham  and  Strafford  Counties  for  taking  fisher. 
This  amendment  would  also  add  the  Counties  of  Merrimack, 
Belknap  and  Carroll  to  the  bill.  The  reason  for  the  bill  — 
fisher  have  become  so  plentiful  in  these  Counties  that  unless 
something  is  done,  there  will  be  no  rabbit  hunting  or  very  poor 
rabbit  hunting.  The  fisher  has  also  been  killing  house  cats.  The 
object  of  this  bill  is  to  control  the  fisher  and  not  eradicate  it. 
The  fisher  is  an  animal  of  the  weasel  family  and  is  very  vicious." 
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Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  no  objection  to 
the  bill  as  amended.  I  would  strenuously  object  to  any  amend- 
ment to  include  Coos  and  Grafton  Counties  because  we  find 
that  the  easiest  way  to  prevent  damage  by  porcupines  is  to  con- 
trol the  fisher  which  indirectly  controls  the  porcupine." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  22,  to  provide  or  retain  public  access  to  recreational 
bodies  of  water.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Re- 
sources, Recreation  Sc  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amend- 
ment. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Chasse,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  — 
same  having  been  printed  in  Journal  of  Thursday,  May  23, 
Page  606. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  258-B:2  as  inserted 
by  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following: 

258-B:2  Acquisition  and  Retention.  Any  transaction  by 
any  state  agency  or  department  to  acquire  or  dispose  of  any 
land,  real  estate,  or  easement  which  leads  to  or  is  adjacent  to 
any  impoundment  of  water,  stream,  lake,  pond,  or  any  other 
body  of  water  shall  provide  for  the  acquisition  or  retention  of 
a  right  of  way  to  any  such  water  commensurate  with  its  poten- 
tial for  boating,  bathing,  fishing,  or  other  recreational  use,  by 
the  Governor  and  Council  on  the  recommendation  of  the  board 
herein  established.  All  such  transactions  shall  be  investigated 
by  the  board  herein  established  prior  to  the  consumation  of 
same  and  said  board  shall  make  its  recommendations  to  the 
Governor  and  Council  for  the  acquisition  or  not  of  suitable 
rights  of  way.  When  such  rights  of  way  are  deemed  advisable 
for  vehicular  travel,  right  of  way  shall  be  at  least  fifty  feet  wide 
with  suitable  parking  area  included.  Whenever  entry  is  to  be 
restricted  to  foot  travel  said  right  of  way  shall  be  not  less  than 
ten  feet  in  width.  This  chapter  shall  not  apply  to  or  include 
any  projects  jointly  sponsored  as  provided  under  PL  566  as 
amended  and  RSA  481:25  or  to  any  land,  real  estate  or  ease- 
ment leading  to  or  adjacent  to  any  project  so  sponsored.  In  so 
far  as  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  are  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  any  other  law,  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall 
be  controlling. 
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Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  only  effect  of  the 
amendment  is  that  it  specifically  excludes  from  the  operation 
of  this  provision  those  areas  which  come  under  what  is  called 
Public  Law  566,  essentially  flood  control  projects,  and  con- 
servation agencies.  The  committee  provided  for  exclusion  in 
this  amendment.  Otherwise,  the  bill  remains  the  same  as  it  was 
introduced.  The  object  of  this  bill,  which  I  was  glad  to  sponsor, 
is  that  it  clarifies  the  proceedings  of  right  of  way  to  public  waters. 
For  example,  say  that  the  Highway  Department  has  acquired  a 
tract  of  land  for  development  —  same  might  be  between  the 
highway  and  a  body  of  water.  The  highway  might  dispose  of 
this  land  and  then  later  on,  the  Fish  &:  Game  or  Resources  8c 
Development  might  discover  that  it  could  have  been  used  for 
recreational  purposes.  The  committee  was  unanimous  in  favor 
of  passage  as  amended." 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "Does  this  bill  not  in  effect  alter 
the  statutes  by  the  way  in  which  rights  of  way  have  been  ac- 
quired in  the  past?" 

Senator  Monahan  replied:  "No,  not  as  I  recall  it.  It  is  a 
protection." 

Senator  Drake:  "The  present  provision  of  law  is  the  con- 
text of  a  willing  buyer  and  a  willing  seller;  and  no  right  of 
eminent  domain.  Does  this  bill  provide  for  the  taking  by 
eminent  domain?" 

Senator  Monahan  replied  in  the  negative. 

Senator  Drake:  "Will  it  not  affect  the  highway  department 
if  there  was  a  problem  —  to  have  the  highway  step  in  and  take 
it  by  eminent  domain?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "That  is  not  the  intent  of  the  bill.  It 
does  not  g^ive  the  rigrht  of  eminent  domain."

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Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  HB  121  calls  for  a 
bond  issue  of  $3,660,000  for  the  purpose  of  constructing,  furn- 
ishing and  equipping  physical  education  facilities  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire.  The  facilities  are  as  follows:  1.  The 
building  of  a  new  gymnasium  (to  seat  6,000)  and  remodeling 
of  the  present  field  house  at  a  cost  of  $3,150,000.  2.  The  con- 
struction of  a  multi-purpose  cage  and  skating  rink  building 
and  alterations  to  New  Hampshire  Hall  at  a  cost  of  $460,000. 
3.  A  new  women's  athletic  field,  including  the  required  drain- 
age, tuft,  etc.  at  a  cost  of  $50,000.  This  bill  is  similar  to  the  one 
passed  by  the  1961  Legislature.  The  debt  service  of  this  bond 
issue  ^vill  be  taken  out  of  the  University  of  New  Hampshire 
appropriation  by   the  Treasurer.   There  was  no  opposition."

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Madam  President,  this  bill  provides 
for  the  addition  of  two  senior  industrial  agents  to  work  under 
the  Department  of  Resources  &  Economic  Development,  one 
to  work  primarily  in  Coos,  Carroll  and  Grafton  counties.  It 
provides  for  an  appropriation  of  $24,000  for  each  year  of  the 
biennium.  There  was  no  opposition." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support  of  the  committee  re- 
port. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  329,  relative  to  initial  registration  plates  for  boats. 
Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation 
&  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Madam  President,  there  were  five  main 
speakers,  all  of  them  were  in  favor  of  a  registration  fee  for  boat 
licenses.  The  main  thought  was  that  it  would  give  some  funds 
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for  teaching  young  people  to  run  boats  properly.  The  safety 
services  was  represented  by  Mr.  Hancock.  Also,  Mr.  Dodge 
from  Fish  &  Game.  The  general  feeling  was  that  this  was  a  bill 
that  would  do  some  good  in  the  next  few  years.  The  funds  could 
be  used  for  some  worthwhile  program  in  the  future." 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "As  you  are  probably  aware,  we 
have  a  similar  bill  before  the  Public  Works  Committee.  Is 
there  a  provision  in  this  bill  that  the  cost  may  be  deducted 
before  the  use  of  these  funds?" 

Senator  Hunter:  "There  is  no  such  provision  or  thought 
in  this  bill  as  we  see  it.  The  thought  was  given  on  the  floor  that 
the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  should  be  considered  from  the 
funds  that  would  be  provided.  But  there  was  no  amendment 
offered  and  this  is  not  in  the  bill." 

Senator  Drake:  "Madam  President,  under  the  House 
amendment,  my  question  is  answered." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  147,  relative  to  the  use  of  boats  and  outboard  motors 
on  small  ponds.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Re- 
sources, Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Madam  President,  this  is  the  so-called 
small  ponds  bill  which  is  somewhat  different  in  its  amended 
form  by  the  House  committee  than  in  the  bill.  In  some  years, 
the  boating  division  of  the  PUC  have  had  broad  authority  to 
restrict  the  operation  of  boats  on  public  waters.  Session  after 
session  though,  would  come  bills  affecting  individuals.  There 
has  been  a  belief  that  there  should  be  a  law  to  cover  these  small 
ponds.  This  is  the  bill.  At  the  hearing  yesterday.  It  was  sug- 
gested that  all  bodies  of  water  in  Coos  County  be  covered  in 

this  restriction,  but  the  committee  felt  that  the  bill  as  amended 
by  the  House  committee  is  acceptable.  It  was  pointed  out  that 
it  seemed  ridiculous  to  have  a  35  foot  boat  on  such  small  bodies 
of  water,  but  in  cases  of  rescue,  it  might  be  necessary.  There 
must  be  a  local  hearing  —  to  be  held  in  the  locality  of  the  body 
of  water.  The  committee  thinks  it  is  a  good  bill  and  moves  its 
adoption." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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Committee  of  Conference  Report 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  183,  relative  to  the  definition  of  a  hair  dressing 
shop,  having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  house  recede  from  its  position  of 
non-concurrence  and  concur  with  the  senate  amendment.

Special  Order  of  Business  at  11:01 

Senator  Green  called  for  the  Special  Order. 

Being:  HB  343,  establishing  minimum  standards  for 
mobile  homes  under  city  building  codes.  Senator  DeLude 
offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Mobile  Homes. 
Amend  RSA  47  by  inserting  after  section  22  the  following  new 
section:  47:22-a  Mobile  Homes  and  Travel  Trailers.  The 
board  of  mayor  and  aldermen,  or  the  corresponding  govern- 
mental body  of  any  city  or  the  local  legislative  body  of  any 
municipality  or  town  is  hereby  empowered  and  authorized  to 
establish  minimum  construction  standards  for  mobile  homes 
and  travel  trailers  used  as  dwellings  in  the  city,  by  adopting 
by  reference  any  nationally  recognized  code  for  mobile  homes 
or  travel  trailers  that  has  been  printed  as  a  code  or  any  portions 
thereof,  or  any  amendments  to  such  code,  to  apply  to  all  mobile 
homes  and  travel  trailers  manufactured  on  or  after  January  1, 
1964;  provided  that  upon  adoption  of  such  ordinance  wherein 
such  code  or  portions  thereof  have  been  incorporated  by  refer- 
ence, there  shall  be  filed  three  copies  of  such  code  in  the  office 
of  the  building  inspector,  if  any,  and  three  copies  in  the  office 
of  the  city  or  town  clerk.  All  copies  of  any  code  filed  as  pro- 
vided herein  shall  be  for  the  use  and  examination  by  the  public. 

On  motion  of  Senator  DeLude,  reading  of  amendment 
was  dispensed  with  —  printed  in  Journal  of  Monday,  May  27th, 
Page  618. 

Senator  DeLude:  Madam  President,  this  amendment  does 
provide  now  that  towns  may  adopt  this  provision  as  well  as 
cities.  As  you  will  recall,  the  bill  originally  applied  only  to 
cities,  allowing  them  to  adopt  a  uniform  code.  Many  towns  do 
wish  to  adopt  provisions  like  this.  The  amendment  simply 
allows  towns  to  adopt  same." 
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Senator  Green:  "Madam  President,  it  is  agreeable  to  give 
the  towns  the  rights  to  adopt  these  codes.  However,  I  do  think 
that  there  is  a  proper  place  for  it  in  the  RSA.  This  amendment 
puts  it  in  under  the  powers  of  the  cities.  I  was  under  the  im- 
pression that  there  was  going  to  be  a  new  RSA.  I  think  it  is 
going  to  lead  to  a  little  confusion  and  complication  to  put  it 
in  that  way." 

Senator  DeLude:  "I  am  very  happy  to  yield  to  the  Senate 
Counsel  as  I  did  not  draft  this  amendment.  If  you  are  concerned 
about  it,  perhaps  we  need  a  complete  revision." 

Senator  Green:  "In  the  chapter  having  to  do  with  cities, 
it  says  that  they  shall  have  all  the  powers  of  the  towns.  But  that 
does  not  mean  that  the  towns  shall  have  all  the  power  that  the 
cities  have.  If  I  am  looking  for  the  chapter  having  to  do  with 
towns,  I  would  not  be  looking  in  the  city  chapter.  I  think  you 
are  going  to  find  it  a  little  awkward  if  you  do  this." 

Senator  DeLude:  "I  will  ask  the  Senate  Counsel." 

Senate  Counsel:  "I  checked  with  the  Attorney  General's 
office  and  they  were  agreeable.  They  would  see  to  it  that  there 
would  be  a  cross  index  to  show  this.  They  stated  that  they  had 
done  it  before  and  they  would  be  agreeable  with  this  pro- 
cedure." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  permit  all  business  in  order 
for  this  afternoon  at  2  o'clock  to  be  in  order  at  the  present 
time.

The  presiding  officer  recognized  Senator  Lamontagne: 
"Madam  President,  I  am  very  sorry,  but  I  have  been  requested 
by  two  members  of  the  House  to  make  a  motion  which  should 
have  been  made  before  we  went  into  the  afternoon  session. 
Being  in  the  afternoon  session,  the  rules  would  have  to  be 
suspended,  I  would  make  that  motion." 

The  Chair:  "It  will  have  to  be  by  vote  of  the  Senate  to 
suspend  the  rules." 

Senator  Howard  seconded  the  motion  of  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  wish  to  vacate  the  order  whereby 
HB  249  was  referred  to  the  committee  on  Liquor  Laws  so  the 
bill  can  be  acted  on  and  placed  on  third  reading  at  the  present 
time." 

Senator  Battles:  "Madam  President,  I  rise  in  opposition 
to  the  motion.  I  do  not  know  just  exactly  what  the  purpose  is, 
but  I  do  not  think  it  is  the  proper  time  to  vacate  bills.  If  the 
Chairman  of  the  Liquor  Committee  says  that  he  does  not  care, 
then  that  is  a  different  story.  I  believe  that  the  Committee 
Chairmen  should  bring  these  bills  in." 

Senator  Green:  "We  have  already  gone  into  afternoon 
session.  I  do  not  see  how  we  can  go  back  into  the  morning  ses- 
sion. I  think  we  can  stay  in  the  morning  session  until  8  o'clock 
at  night,  but  after  having  gone  into  the  afternoon  session,  I  do 
not  think  this  can  be  done.  I  am  questioning  the  procedure  for 
suspending  the  rules.  I  don't  understand  this  reasoning." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "I  would  like  to  say  that  after  yielding 
the  floor  to  Senator  Lamontagne  I  believe  this  can  be  resolved 
without  vacating  from  the  committee." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  think  that  Senator  Green  is  cor- 
rect. I  did  not  realize  it  until  this  time.  I  will  withdraw  the 
motion." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  wish  to  make  parliamentary  inquiry 
from  the  Senate  Counsel.  Is  it  possible  to  suspend  the  rules  so 
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that  we  may  have  a  first  reading,  second  reading,  etc.  at  any 
time?" 

The  Senate  Counsel:  "I  would  think  that  once  you  have 
gone  into  the  afternoon  session,  you  cannot  suspend  the  rules 
to  go  back  into  the  morning  session.  That  would  be  my  ruling." 

The  Chair:  "As  a  temporary  presiding  officer,  I  would 
not  wish  to  make  a  ruling  when  there  is  no  question  before  the 
Senate  requiring  a  ruling  for  action.  The  above  is  the  ruling  of 
the  Counsel  and  is  not  the  ruling  of  the  Chair."

Senator  Whalen:  "Madam  President,  under  personal  privi- 
lege: Memorial  Day,  with  its  sad  and  sacred  memories,  has 
come  again.  And  as  each  new  Memorial  Day  makes  its  advent, 
it  is  proper  that  we  recall  anew  the  great  and  tragic  events  that 
have  made  this  the  occasion  it  is  today.  Time,  in  its  rapid  plight 
has  born  us  on  until  today  we  are  ten  years  from  the  close  of 
the  Korean  War  and  over  twenty  years  has  elapsed  since  the 
outbreak  of  World  War  II.  In  both  of  these  most  recent  strug- 
gles, thousands  of  lives  were  sacrificed  and  billions  of  dollars 
were  expended  to  save  our  country  from  dismemberment.  The 
asperities  and  alienations  engendered  by  the  great  struggle 
between  freedom  and  slavery  which  resulted  in  the  great  Civil 
War  have  largely  passed  away.  Yet  in  some  parts  of  our  country 
today  many  people  have  not  accepted  the  fact  of  freedom  for 
all  and  fail  to  recognize  the  human  sacrifices  that  were  made 
to  guarantee  these  freedoms.  During  the  years  that  followed  the 
Civil  War,  this  country's  freedom  was  again  threatened  by 
slavery  of  another  kind,  slavery  in  the  ambitions  of  the  Kaiser 
which  resulted  in  World  War  II.  Years  later  we  again  faced  the 
issue  of  slavery  versus  freedom,  this  time  in  the  persons  of 
Hitler  and  Mussolini  and  Tojo,  and  again  freedom-loving 
people  all  over  the  world  met  the  test,  many  with  their  lives. 
The  most  recent  threat  involved  yet  another  threat  toward 
freedom,  the  threat  of  communism  and  of  its  ugly  implications. 
This  threat  was  stopped  by  the  sacrifice  of  American  lives  in 
Korea,  and  while  this  threat  was  stopped  and  localized,  the 
threat  of  communism  has  since  sprung  up  in  other  sections  of 
the  world  and  is  presently  all  around  us  today.  It  is  present  in 
Viet  Nam,  in  Laos,  in  Cuba,  in  Berlin,  and  even  today,  Ameri- 
can lives  are  still  being  sacrificed  in  a  continuing  struggle 
between  freedom  and  slavery. 
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"I  am  a  little  bit  oppressed  with  a  sense  of  the  impropriety 
of  uttering  many  words  on  this  occasion.  If  silence  is  ever 
golden,  it  must  be  on  a  day  such  as  this,  and  it  must  be  here 
near  by  the  graves  of  many  men  whose  lives  were  more  signifi- 
cant than  speech.  With  words  we  make  promises,  plight  our 
faith  and  praise  virtue;  however,  promises  may  be  broken, 
plighted  faith  may  be  broken  and  vaunted  virtue  may  be  onl) 
the  cunning  mask  of  vice.  We  do  not  know  of  one  promise 
made  by  any  of  the  thousands  of  men  who  have  given  theii 
lives  in  any  of  these  struggles  for  freedom,  we  do  not  know 
one  pledge  they  gave  or  one  word  they  spoke;  but  we  do  know 
this  —  we  know  that  they  summed  up  and  perfected  by  one 
supreme  act  the  highest  virtues  of  men  and  of  citizens  of  this 
great  land.  For  love  of  country  they  accepted  death  and  thus 
resolved  all  doubts,  and  made  immortal  their  patriotism  and 
virtue. 

"For  those  of  us  here  today,  for  all  freedom  loving  people 
throughout  the  world,  there  still  remains  a  conflict.  We  must 
still  withstand  the  assaults  of  time  and  fortune  and  must  still 
withstand  the  assaults  on  our  cherished  freedoms  and  way  of 
life.  Perhaps  the  message  for  all  of  us  gathered  here  today  is 
for  us  to  re-examine  our  own  daily  efforts  and  actions  toward 
the  preservation  of  all  the  freedoms  for  which  these  men  have 
died.  Furthermore,  we  should  also  remember  the  daily  sac- 
rifices that  are  still  being  made  every  day  by  the  members  of 
our  armed  forces  and  by  people  that  are  serving  in  government. 
These  sacrifices  are  not  the  same  that  were  made  at  Gettysburg 
during  the  Civil  War  in  the  face  of  fire  or  cannon;  these  are 
not  the  same  sacrifices  that  were  made  in  the  cold  wet  mud  in 
the  fields  of  France  during  World  War  I;  these  are  not  the  same 
sacrifices  made  at  Normandy  Beach,  Guadalcanal  during  World 
War  II  and  they  differ  from  the  sacrifices  made  in  the  freezing 
snow  and  mud  of  Korea,  but  sacrifices  probably  differ  only  in 
time  and  location  and  circumstances  and  we  should  remember 
that  regardless  of  time  and  circumstances,  that  all  of  them  have 
been  made  with  the  same  thought  in  mind  —  freedom  from 
slavery  and  adherence  to  the  principles  on  which  this  great 
land  was  founded.  We  should  take  cognizance  on  this  Memorial 
Day,  1963  as  we  listen  to  the  powerful  jets  fly  over  the  peaceful 
countryside  of  New  Hampshire  and  our  beautiful  seacoast  area 
and  as  we  watch  from  our  nearby  shoreline  as  our  modeiTi 
sleek  polaris  submarines  slide  out  of  our  harbor  and  out  to  sea, 
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of  the  continuing  sacrifices  being  made  by  the  men  who  man 
these  crafts  of  war  and  of  the  sacrifice  that  all  of  us  are  making 
in  contributing  thousands  to  the  cost  of  same.  And  so  in  closing, 
I  would  like  to  suggest  that  it  behooves  all  of  us  as  members 
of  this  Honorable  Senate  to  take  cognizance  of  these  facts  of 
history  and  to  mold  our  daily  acts  and  deliberations  with  the 
thought  in  mind  that  these  men  shall  not  have  died  in  vain. 
Thank  you  Madam  President." 


On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  Senate  adjourned  at  1  p.m.  in  memory  of  the  129  men  who 
lost  their  lives  aboard  the  Thresher,  to  meet  next  Tuesday 
morning  at  1 1  o'clock.

Upon  a  third  or  subsequent 
conviction  in  the  same  calendar  year  of  a  violation  of  this  title, 
the  commissioner  may  forthwith  revoke  the  license  of  the  per- 
son so  convicted,  and  no  new  license  shall  be  issued  to  such 
person  for  at  least  thirty  days  after  the  date  of  such  revocation. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
English,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with; 
same  having  been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Tuesday,  May  28th, 
Page  631. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment 
strikes  out  the  whole  bill  and  changes  the  title.  The  amend- 
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ment  strikes  out  the  word  "shall"  and  inserts  in  place  the  word, 
may.  This  is  in  reference  to  a  person  who  has  three  violations. 
At  the  present  time,  if  you  have  three  violations,  for  example, 
if  a  truck  driver  gets  a  half  inch  over  in  width  or  over  in  height, 
or  may  have  an  overload  charge  against  him,  automatically, 
under  the  present  law,  the  individual  would  lose  his  license. 
Under  this,  the  director  could  give  back  the  license  to  the  per- 
son and  not  create  a  hardship  in  not  being  able  to  earn  a  living 
for  his  family.  The  commissioner  approved  of  this  and  there 
was  no  opposition." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  351,  relative  to  vehicles  of  non-residents  not  regularly 
used  on  highways.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on 
Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  allows  that 
no  permit  shall  be  required  for  the  registration  of  heavy  high- 
way equipment.  These  are  of  special  design  because  of  their 
weight.  This  would  provide  that  non-residents  would  have  to 
register  as  well  as  license.  No  permit  fee.  In  the  past,  this  type 
of  equipment  comes  into  a  town  and  they  would  say  that  they 
were  covered  by  law.  This  provides  that  they  shall  be  taxed 
according  to  the  equipment." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  421,  relative  to  fees  for  motor  vehicles  under  motor- 
vehicle  junk  license.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee 
on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
motor  vehicles  ^vhich  deal  exclusively  with  junk.  Up  to  now, 
they  have  been  paying  $25  per  year  for  such  license  for  trans- 
porting. This  bill  provides  that  when  they  go  over  6,000  pounds 
weight,  there  will  be  a  different  amount  to  be  paid.  This  means 
more  revenue  for  the  motor  vehicle  department." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  readinq;. 

HB  131,  relating  to  the  prevention  of  fires  by  railroad 
locomotives.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation  R:  Development:  Ought  to  pass. 
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Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  seeks  to  reduce 
the  steadily  increasing  number  of  forest  and  grass  fires  caused  by 
defective  equipment  on  railroad  engines.  The  rate  at  which 
these  fires  are  occurring  has  been  a  matter  of  serious  concern 
to  forest  protection  agencies  in  New  England  for  some  time. 

"A  typical  case  in  point  occurred  on  May  7  when,  on  a 
very  highly  hazardous  day,  a  Maine  Central  Railroad  locomotive 
started  a  fire  in  the  town  of  Dalton,  north  of  Littleton  and 
Whitefield.  This  fire  consumed  62  acres  of  merchantable  timber 
and  young  growth  with  an  estimated  value  of  $2250.  The 
heavy  suppression  costs  amounting  to  $2130  have  been  initially 
shared  by  the  towns  of  Dalton  and  Whitefield,  Presently,  these 
towns,  working  with  the  State  Division  of  Resources  Develop- 
ment, are  filing  a  claim  against  said  railroad  to  recover  the  full 
amount  of  suppression  expenses. 

"The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  reduce  the  forest  fire  risk  of 
railroad  caused  fires  to  a  minimum  and  to  prevent  many  that 
are  occurring  each  year.  It  simply  gives  the  Public  Utilities 
Commission  the  power  to  require  the  railroads  to  install  and 
maintain  more  effective  forest  fire  prevention  equipment  than 
the  records  show  they  are  now  providing. 

"William  H.  Messeck,  Jr.,  Director,  Division  of  Resources 
Development  and  Frederick  N.  Clarke,  Chairman,  Public 
Utilities  Commission,  both  testified  for  this  bill.  The  only  ob- 
jector, Walter  Hinkley,  a  registered  lobbyist  for  the  Maine  Cen- 
tral and  Canadian  National  Railroads,  suggested  an  amendment 
that  would  take  the  teeth  out  of  the  bill.  The  Dalton  fire,  oc- 
curring a  few  days  after  the  hearing  and  other  subsequent  rail- 
road caused  fires,  clearly  indicates  that  such  teeth  are  necessary. 

"The  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development  Committee 
voted  unanimously  "ought  to  pass".  I  hope  the  Senate  will  now 
do  likewise  and  move  adoption  of  the  committee  report." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  support  of  the 
committee  report  —  having  been  involved  in  suppressing  a 
good  many  of  these  fires  over  the  past  ten  years.  We  definitely 
need  some  authority  to  curtail  this  threat.  The  last  14  woods 
fires  in  my  district  have  been  the  result  of  train  fires." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  having  heard  this  bill 
two  and  four  years  ago  in  committee  in  the  House  and  at  that 
time  having  been  assured  that  proper  arrangements  would  be 
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made  and  then  having  found  that  there  has  been  no  improve- 
ment by  the  railroad,  I  believe  that  this  bill  will  cut  down  the 
woods  fires  caused  by  sparks  from  locomotives  along  the  right 
of  way.  They  used  to  cut  the  brush  along  the  right  of  way,  but 
now  they  spray  the  brush.  It  dries  and  then  the  sparks  set  fires, 
and  if  anything,  cause  more  fires  than  in  the  past  when  the 
brush  was  cut." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  414,  relative  to  the  operation  of  motor  boats  by  cer- 
tain minors.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources, 
Recreation  &:  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  RSA  270:30  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  in  line  2  the  word  "under"  and  inserting  in  line  3 
after  the  word  "age"  the  words,  or  under,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  270:30  Operation  when  Accom- 
panied by  Adult.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  a  person  twelve  years  of 
age  or  under  to  operate  a  motor  boat  or  outboard  motor  having 
a  power  in  excess  of  twenty-five  horse  power  when  accompanied 
by  an  adult;  but  such  adult  shall  be  liable  for  personal  injury 
or  property  damage  which  may  result  from  such  operation. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  there  were  present  mem- 
bers of  the  safety  services  of  the  highway  department  and  others 
who  were  familiar  with  the  lakes  and  the  use  of  boats  thereon. 
It  was  the  general  consensus  that  the  operation  of  motor  boats 
by  minors  under  the  age  of  12  was  a  detriment  to  others  who 
might  use  the  edge  of  the  pond  for  swimming  and  general 
good  behavior  on  the  pond.  It  was  also  stated  by  the  members 
of  the  safety  services  that  there  were  some  young  people  who 
handle  a  boat  very  well;  those  living  on  islands  where  trips  to 
the  mainland  are  common,  etc.  They  also  went  on  to  say  that 
there  are  very  few  '25  horsepower  motors  being  manufactured 
as  of  now  and  most  of  the  motors  are  18  horsepower  on  the 
average  boat  used  by  the  family  and  then  there  is  the  40  horse- 
power motor.  It  was  the  contention  that  the  40  horsepower  was 
the  one  that  was  getting  the  young  people  into  difliculty.  It 
was  the  general  consensus  of  the  people  who  appeared  for  the 
bill,  as  well  as  the  committee,  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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HB  401,  relative  to  training  of  fire  fighters.  Senator  Eng- 
lish, for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  HB  401  would  facilitate 
the  training  of  fire  fighters  in  New  Hampshire.  It  rewrites  in 
part  RSA  154  and  will  permit  training  at  places  other  than 
the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  The  changes  are  minor,  but 
according  to  those  supporting  this  bill,  they  will  greatly  im- 
prove instruction  to  fire  fighters.  The  House  amended  para- 
graph 5  on  page  5  of  the  bill  and  removed  the  appropriation. 
Money  for  this  program  is  now  in  the  budget." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  support  of  the 
committee  report.  One  of  the  objectionable  features  of  this 
program  was  that  it  had  to  be  given  at  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire.  This  bill  improves  that  situation." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  it  is  a  real  pleasure  to 
be  able  to  back  up  Senators  Drake  and  English.  It  is  proven 
throughout  the  state  that  those  who  have  taken  the  training  are 
useful  members  when  they  get  to  a  fire.  It  is  certainly  worth- 
while to  train  these  men." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  94,  providing  for  an  additional  justice  for  the  superior 
court.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  we  now  have  six  justices 
of  the  superior  court.  I  think  the  last  one  was  added  six  or  eight 
years  ago.  There  has  been  a  substantial  addition  in  the  popu- 
lation of  the  state  during  that  time  and  other  conditions  have 
changed.  The  chief  justice  of  the  superior  court  appeared  be- 
fore our  committee  and  told  of  the  increase  in  the  work  load 
and  recommended  that  another  justice  be  added.  There  were 
other  supporters  of  substantial  standing.  There  was  no  opposi- 
tion and  the  committee  felt  that  it  was  in  the  best  interests  of 
the  state  to  report  the  bill  as  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  to  add  to  the  remarks  of 
Senator  Rainie.  The  chief  justice  and  the  chairman  of  the 
Judicial  Council  reported  to  the  committee  that  in  Rocking- 
ham, Strafford  and  Hillsborough  counties  particularly  there  is 
a  backlog  of  cases.  It  is  very  apparent  that  there  is  a  necessity  for 
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making  this  increase  and  adding  another  justice.  The  legal 
counsel  for  the  Governor  appeared  in  support  and  there  was 
no  opposition." 

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  under 
the  rules. 

HB  150,  providing  for  the  calling  of  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  merely  imple- 
ments the  calling  of  a  Constitutional  Convention.  It  merely 
takes  care  of  the  dates,  etc.  It  also  provides  for  an  appropria- 
tion for  the  expenses  of  the  Convention." 

The  bill  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Finance,  under 
the  rules. 

HB  279,  relative  to  the  penalty  for  escape  from  houses  of 
correction.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  keepers  of  Houses  of 
Correction  and  jails  wished  some  penalty  for  those  prisoners 
who  escape.  It  provides  that  they  shall  be  penalized  by  not  less 
than  $100  fine  and  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  one  year. 
It  simply  takes  care  of  a  situation  which  they  feel  can  be  helped 
a  little  by  imposing  a  penalty  for  escape." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  346,  relative  to  the  authority  of  police  employees. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
the  state  police,  although  they  had  nothing  to  do  with  the  in- 
troduction of  this  bill.  When  the  state  police  was  first  organized, 
there  was  a  great  feeling  among  some  towns,  and  also  some 
cities,  that  here  was  a  body  coming  in  and  taking  over.  It  pro- 
vided that  no  state  police  officer  should  go  into  a  town  where 
there  was  an  organized  police  force.  Now,  as  time  has  gone  on, 
and  as  Councilor  Hayes  stated,  he  believes  that  the  state  police 
has  become  of  age.  People  have  learned  to  appreciate  their 
work  and  they  should  be  given  extension  of  their  authority.  It 
simply  allows  the  state  police  to  come  into  towns  of  less  than 
3,000  people  where  there  is  an  organized  f>olice  force.  This  is 
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just  a  start  to  see  how  the  concurrent  jurisdiction  of  the  two 
forces  works  out.  It  seemed  to  the  committee  that  the  state 
poHce  is  of  enough  importance  and  has  enough  standing  that 
they  should  be  recognized.  This  is  a  step  in  that  direction." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  424,  relative  to  the  water  works  in  the  town  of  Green- 
ville. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  authority  in  the  town 
thought  that  they  would  be  able  to  take  the  land  by  eminent 
domain;  the  right  to  take  or  seize  a  certain  portion  of  land  that 
would  furnish  water  to  the  town  and  pay  for  the  land.  The 
House  refused  to  give  them  that  authority  although  authority 
of  that  sort  had  been  given  in  four  different  instances  in  dif- 
ferent towns.  The  town  of  Greenfield  has  made  arrangements 
with  the  town  of  New  Ipswich  to  furnish  water  and  this  legalizes 
that  transaction." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  New  Ipswich  being  in 
my  district,  I  am  interested.  I  am  sure  that  all  Senators  here 
can  appreciate  the  quarrel  between  them.  Greenfield  is  a  town 
that  is  growing  —  very  small  in  square  miles  of  area.  These 
nearby  towns  are  also  growing  towns.  Greenville  cannot  by 
eminent  domain  take  land  from  another  town.  I  have  great 
sympathy  for  Greenfield,  but  I  hope  that  the  Senate  will  under- 
stand that  these  other  towns  are  growing  also.  This  bill  suits 
all  parties." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  474,  providing  for  the  judicial  review  of  orders  trans- 
ferrins  incorri^ibles  from  industrial  school  to  other  state  insti- 
tutions.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  that  if 
any  incorrigibles  or  any  child  committed  to  the  state  school 
at  Manchester,  become  incorrigible  and  dangerous  to  the  oc- 
cupants of  the  school,  the  trustees  may  order  this  minor  to  be 
transferred  to  another  institution  —  the  state  prison.  Immedi- 
tely,  notice  of  this  transfer  must  be  given  to  the  father  or  mother 
or  guardian  either  personally  or  by  certified  mail.  This  really 
is  quite  a  problem.  No  one  appeared  in  opposition  to  the  bill. 
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but  since  that  time,  a  woman  who  did  not  come  to  the  hearing 
has  been  quite  vocal  about  this  and  has  made  threats,  etc.  We 
have  therefore  concluded  that  it  will  save  everybody's  time  if 
we  recommit  this  bill  and  I  so  move." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  don't  know  who  this 
person  is,  but  I  would  like  to  second  the  motion  to  recommit 
for  an  entirely  different  reason.  I  had  spoken  to  the  Chairman 
of  the  Health  &  Welfare  Committee,  thinking  that  this  bill 
would  go  to  that  committee,  about  this  bill  and  an  amendment. 
In  1953,  they  had  a  similar  problem  at  the  Laconia  state  school 
and  we  provided  that  they  might  be  tranferred  to  other  state 
institutions.  In  the  statutes  of  1953,  we  have  the  same  provi- 
sion as  we  now  have  in  this  bill.  In  1957,  we  found  that  this 
did  not  work.  Whenever  it  was  necessary  to  transfer  these 
youngsters,  the  application  had  to  be  approved  by  the  superior 
court  and  delayed  the  transfer.  We  did  find  the  solution  in 
1957.  In  those  laws  171:15A  —  this  only  applies  to  Laconia 
state  school,  but  I  would  suggest  that  the  committee  look  into 
this.  I  think  it  might  be  amended  to  correct  this  problem.  To 
provide  that  any  superior  court  judge  rather  than  the  court 
itself.  This  facilitates  the  transfer  so  that  there  is  no  long  delay. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  committee  consider  an  amend- 
ment of  this  sort." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  De- 
Lude, the  above  bill  was  recommitted  to  the  committee  on 
Judiciary. 


Orders  Vacated 

On  motion  of  Senator  English,  seconded  by  Senator  Hodg- 
don,  the  order  whereby  HB  188,  relative  to  the  construction 
of  a  new  instructional  building  and  remodeling  of  certain 
present  buildings  at  the  University  of  New  Hampshire,  was 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education  was  vacated  and  the 
bill  was  referred  to  the  Joint  Committee  of  Education  and 
Finance. 

On  motion  of  Senator  English,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  order  Avhereby  HB  281  was  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Education  was  vacated  and  the  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Joint  Committee  on  Education  and  Finance.

Senator  Howard,  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan,  offered 
the  following  Concurrent  Resolution  which  was  unanimously 
adopted: 

Whereas,  This  year  marks  the  one  hundred  fiftieth  anni-

Whereas,  The  said  second  largest  textile  manufacturing 
firm  had  its  New  Hampshire  start  when  the  Stevens  family  pur- 
chased the  Griffin  R:  Taylor  Woolen  Mills  located  in  Franklin 
in  1870;  and 

Whereas,  The  J.  P.  Stevens  &  Co.,  Inc.  now  has  mills  in 
Franklin  and  Northfield,  New  Hampshire  employing  six  hun- 
dred thirty-five  employees  and  is  an  important  part  of  the  eco- 
nomic life  of  the  Franklin,  Tilton  and  Northfield  area;  and 

Whereas,  The  phenomenal  growth  of  the  Stevens  woolen 
mills  into  one  of  the  largest  and  most  diversified  textile  opera- 
tions in  the  world  is  not  only  an  inspiring  success  story,  but  a 
deserved  tribute  to  the  vision  and  the  business  acumen  and 
the  progressiveness  of  the  successive  managers  of  the  Stevens 
manufacturing  firm  during  the  past  century  and  a  half;  and 

Whereas,  The  responsibility  for  guiding  the  current  affairs 
of  the  J.  P.  Stevens  &  Co.,  Inc.  is  in  the  hands  of  Robert  T. 
Stevens,  who  has  achieved  fame  not  only  as  an  outstanding 
industrialist  and  leader  in  the  textile  industry,  but  also  as  Sec- 
retary of  the  Army  imder  President  Eisenhower;  now  therefore 
be  it  resolved. 

By  the  Senate,  the  House  of  Representatives  concurring, 
that  the  General  Court  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  extends 
its  sincere  congratulations  to  the  J.  P.  Stevens  Sc  Co.,  Inc.  on  the 
occasion  of  the  sesquicentennial  anniversary  of  the  founding 
of  the  Stevens  textile  manufactviring  firm,  and  also  extends  its 
best  wishes  for  its  continued  success. 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
yesterday,  a  great  man  died.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "In  the  1961 
session  this  body  helped  to  enact  Chapter  116,  authorizing  the 
establishment  of  an  interstate  school  district  by  Hanover,  New 
Hampshire,  and  Norwich,  Vermont.  This  pending  reorgani- 
zation should  not  be  confused  with  the  Hanover  Town-Pre- 
cinct merger  authorized  by  this  session  and  only  awaiting  Jan- 
uary 1,  1964  for  its  inauguration. 

"On  May  22  of  this  year  the  voters  of  Hanover  approved 
the  new  interstate  school  district.  On  June  10,  next  Monday, 
the  voters  of  Norwich,  across  the  Connecticut  River  in  Vermont, 
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will  vote  and  I  hope  favorably  upon  the  merger,  the  Vermont 
Legislature  having  previously  authorized  such  local  action,  as 
we  did  in  New  Hampshire. 

"On  May  29  the  United  States  Senators  of  both  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont  jointly  sponsored  a  bill  ratifying  this 
action  by  both  towns  in  both  states. 

"I  report  this  pioneering  development  as  a  suggestion  to 
those  Senators  from  several  other  Districts  bordering  on  Ver- 
mont, Maine  or  Massachusetts  where  larger  school  districts 
may  be  considered  desirable,  especially  if  municipalities  on 
both  sides  of  state  boundaries  can  be  included. 

"This  is  believed  to  be  the  first  merger  by  twin-state  super- 
visory agreement  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  country. 

"It  can  be  done.  Developments  of  recent  months  have 
proved  it  and  I  feel  confident  the  new  organization  to  be  known 
as  the  Dresden  School  District  will  flourish  now  that  the  legal 
preliminaries  are  almost  completed,  thanks  to  the  efforts  of 
many,  many  people  in  Hanover,  Norwich  and  elsewhere,  espe- 
cially officials  in  the  State  Boards  of  Education  of  both  New 
Hampshire  and  Vermont."

The  President  recognized  Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  want  to  thank  the  Senators  from  the  23rd  and  24th 
Districts  for  their  contributions  to  our  Memorial  Day  observ- 
ance on  May  29.  Their  remarks  meant  much  to  all  of  us.  I 
especially  appreciated  them  having  lost  during  this  session  my 
father  —  a  veteran  of  the  Spanish  American  War  —  and  my 
father-in-law. 

"On  the  brighter  side  at  midnight  of  the  same  day  I  became 
a  grandfather  for  the  first  time.  Perhaps  sometime  that  little 
girl.  Heather  Haynes  Monahan,  will  also  serve  in  the  New 
Hampshire  Senate,  and  maybe  in  the  same  session  as  one  of  the 
grandchildren  of  the  prolific  Senator  from  the  Thirteenth  Dis- 
trict." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President, 
not  too  long  ago,  the  Press  took  avid  note  of  the  fact  that  no 
Senators  appeared  to  testify  in  favor  of  a  bill.  This  was  on  a 
day  when   I,   for  one,   had  multiple  commitments  all  day.  I 
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would  like  to  point  out,  Mr.  President,  that  the  Ways  &  Means

on  any  of  them.  The  Ways  &  Means  Committee  will  hold  a 
hearing  on  Monday  next  at  1  P.M.  on  these  bills.  If  no  one 
appears  at  that  time,  we  will  report  the  bills  out  without  any 
recommendation."

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  strongly  support  the 
pending  motion.  I  am  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  Sugar  Hill 
question.  I  think  this  step  is  long  overdue.  I  think  we  should 
do  this  now  so  that  they  will  know  that  they  are  not  forgotten." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  support 
this  motion  for  suspension  of  the  rules.  I  am  glad  to  do  some- 
thing for  Sugar  Hill  at  this  time.  I  well  remember  two  years 
ago,  when  my  head  was  in  conflict  with  my  heart.  I  am  very 
happy  to  support  this  bill  for  them.  I  hope  that  we  will  pass 
the  bill." 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  much  happier  than 
I  was  two  years  ago  at  this  time.  I  wish  to  support  this  motion." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  having  been  almost  put 
in  the  same  position,  I  can  appreciate  the  situation  of  Sugar  Hill 
and  I  would  like  to  add  whatever  strength  my  saying  so  that 
this  bill  be  passed  this  session."

HJR  13,  in  favor  of  Mount  Washington  Observatory.  Sen- 
ator Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  this  HJR  has  already  been 
before  the  Senate,  having  been  reported  in  by  the  Public  Works 
Committee.  We  find  substantially  the  same  information.  This 
is  a  non-profit  organization,  rendering  valuable  services  to 
people  of  New  Hampshire  in  search,  rescue  operations;  pro- 
vides emergency  shelter;  makes  frequent  weather  reports  by 
radio  and  TV;  does  valuable  research,  attracts  tens  of  thou- 
sands of  visitors;  maintains  a  free  museum  on  climatic  and 
geological  aspects  of  the  mountain." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  repeat  my  re- 
marks made  when  the  bill  was  reported  out  of  Public  Works 
Committee.  I  support  the  legislation  and  hope  that  the  Senate 
will  adopt  the  report  of  the  committee." 

The  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HJR  32,  providing  for  a  deficiency  appropriation  for  the 
division  of  buildings  and  grounds.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the 
Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  on  January  21,  1963, 
$7,000  was  transferred  from  the  buildings  and  groimds  budget 
to  take  care  of  the  extra  help  for  the  Legislature.  In  order  to  get 
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this  money  back  in  the  buildings  and  grounds  budget,  to  take 
care  of  their  expenses  to  the  end  of  June,  1963,  it  was  necessary 
to  have  this  HJR,  according  to  advice  of  the  Attorney  General. 
The  sum  of  $7,968.50  is  the  amount  needed  according  to  the 
list  of  expenditures  to  June  30,  1963." 

The  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  65,  providing  for  a  hearing  after  suspension  of  a  liquor 
license  or  beverage  permit.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee 
on  Liquor  Laws.  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  ask  that  this  bill  be 
recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Laws.  This  is  with 
the  approval  of  the  members  of  the  Committee." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Battles,  the  motion  carried, 
and  the  bill  was  recommitted. 

HB  307,  relative  to  salary  of  the  sheriff  of  Rockingham 
County.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  raises  the  salary 
of  the  sheriff  of  Rockingham  County.  He  was  taken  off  the  fee 
system  at  a  previous  session.  He  now  receives  $8,500  a  year  with 
all  fees  to  go  into  the  Treasury  of  Rockingham  County.  The 
bill  originally  called  for  $9,500  until  a  maximum  of  $11,100 
was  reached.  This  bill  was  amended  in  the  House  to  make  the 
bill  call  for  just  a  raise  of  $1,000.  The  original  bill  also  called 
for  going  into  effect  60  days  after  passage.  The  bill  was  amended 
to  have  it  take  effect  January  1,  1964." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  supported  this  in 
1961  with  the  feeling  that  we  should  try  in  at  least  one  county, 
the  salary  basis  instead  of  the  fee  system.  I  would  ask  Senator 
Whalen  how  it  has  worked  out  as  far  as  public  service  and 
economy  are  concerned." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Without  going  into  too  much  detail 
as  to  personalities  —  the  sheriff's  department  is  now  on  a  24 
hour  basis  under  the  sheriff  that  we  now  have.  The  group  has 
testified  that  we  are  now  effecting  a  savings  —  we  have  effected 
a  saving  on  mileage  and  cost  of  transportation.  In  Rockingham 
County,  an  excellent  job  is  being  done.  Under  this  new  system, 
I  might  say  that  it  is  indicated  to  me  from  fairly  good  authority 
that  under  the  old  system,  the  old  sheriff  could  make  $15,000 
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or  more.  We  now  have  good  connections  with  the  state  police, 
etc.  I  am  not  saying  or  casting  any  reflections  against  the  old 
sheriff.  Our  assets  have  increased  by  many  thousands  of  dollars 
under  the  new  sheriff  and  under  the  new  system.  I  have  always 
been  in  favor  of  salary  rather  than  fees  for  all  county  officers. 
I  think  this  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction.  I  would  not  want 
the  job  on  the  present  salary  basis  when  I  reflect  on  the  number 
of  hours  that  the  sheriff  puts  in  on  his  job.  I  certainly  support 
the  committee's  recommendation." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  proud  to  say  that 
I  was  Chairman  of  the  Committee  when  this  change  took  place 
and  I  am  proud  of  the  way  the  system  is  working  out.  I  can 
substantiate  anything  that  has  been  said." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  I  don't  know  whether 
it  is  an  oversight,  but  I  would  like  to  call  to  the  attention  of 
Rockingham  County  that  I  am  a  member  of  the  Rockingham 
County  delegation  —  I  represent  two  towns  in  Rockingham 
County  and  I  too  go  along  with  the  recommendation  for  Rock- 
ingham County." 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
spoke  in  support  thereof: 

Amend  section  2  to  read  January  1,  1965  instead  of  Jan- 
uary 1,  1964. 

Seconded  by  Senator  Green. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President.  I  don't  expect  that  this 
Senate  is  going  to  vote  for  this  amendment,  but  I  would  like 
to  give  you  all  a  chance  anyway.  I  don't  think  there  is  any 
question  on  the  efficiency  of  the  sheriff's  department.  I  think 
it  is  a  matter  of  opinion.  I  think  many  members  of  the  Senate 
support  various  amendments  on  the  matter  of  principle.  I  think 
we  should  make  this  effective  when  the  sheriff  is  elected  the 
next  time  instead  of  giving  him  a  salary  increase  when  he  is 
still  in  office.  I  think  we  will  come  up  for  criticism.  I  do  think 
that  the  people  of  Rockingham  County  should  be  given  a  chance 
to  vote  on  this." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  against 
this  amendment.  Having,  as  expressed  by  my  colleague.  Sen- 
ator Whalen,  seen  the  proven  fact  that  this  thing  can  work  — 
I  don't  think  that  at  this  point  there  is  any  question  that  a  good 
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job  has  been  done,  and  to  do  that  job,  and  to  prove  it,  the  man 
has  had  to  take  a  smaller  salary  for  the  past  two  years.  There- 
fore, at  this  point,  I  would  think  that  it  would  be  an  imposition 
not  to  do  this.  I  think  he  should  be  paid  for  the  faith  that  he 
has  shown." 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  against  the  amend- 
ment. The  amendment  was  approved  unanimously  by  the 
House  committee  and  was  given  great  consideration  as  I  have 
said  before.  I  think  we  must  keep  in  mind  that  the  net  salary 
in  Rockingham  County  has  previously  gone  as  high  as  $16,000. 
When  this  sheriff  was  elected,  he  was  elected  under  a  fee  system 
and  he  accepted  a  cut  of  from  three  to  four  thousand  dollars. 
He  was  in  favor  of  this  being  done.  He  has  been  on  the  job 
now  going  into  a  fourth  year.  I  don't  think  this  would  be  the 
right  thing  to  do.  In  the  House,  the  Rockingham  County  dele- 
gation considered  this,  I  have  to  speak  against  the  proposed 
amendment  and  I  am  very  sincere  in  my  remarks." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  negative  prevailed,  and  the  amend- 
ment was  not  adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  404,  relative  to  salaries  of  mayor  and  councilmen  of 
the  city  of  Laconia.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on 
Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County  Government:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  raises  the  salary 
of  the  councilmen  and  mayor  of  the  city  of  Laconia.  There  was 
no  opposition  at  the  public  hearing,  but  to  be  fair,  I  must  say 
that  there  was  no  one  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill  either.  I 
have  discussed  this  with  Senator  Gardner,  who  represents  La- 
conia and  also  the  Laconia  delegation.  There  was  a  conflict 
with  Mr.  Prescott  who  sponsored  the  bill  and  who  was  unable 
to  be  there.  The  salary  of  the  mayor  is  now  $1,600  and  this 
raises  it  to  $2,500.  In  the  House,  it  was  set  at  $3,000.  The  coun- 
cilmen are  now  receiving  $400  and  under  this  bill  it  brings  it 
up  to  $800.  The  committee  was  unanimous  that  the  bill  ought 
to  pass." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  do  not  rise  in  opposition 
to  the  bill,  but  I  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  make  a 
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few  comments.  I  think  this  is  a  case  of  where  the  Representa- 
tives are  trying  to  handle  the  affairs  of  the  city.  Manchester  is 
getting  away  from  it  and  County  is  getting  away  from  it.  I  think 
it  is  just  ridiculous  to  suppose  that  a  group  of  people  here  who 
have  no  important  interest  in  the  affairs  of  cities,  should  be 
setting  salaries.  The  result  is  likely  to  be  influenced  by  all  sorts 
of  considerations  and  not  by  the  people  so  concerned.  I  hope 
this  change  will  be  made  in  all  cities  in  the  state." 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  the  voters  in  Laconia 
feel  that  these  raises  are  justified." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading^. 

HB  543,  relative  to  submission  to  voters  of  Littleton  of 
question  on  adoption  of  act  providing  for  Littleton  Parking 
District.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive 
Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  another  type  bill 
that  I  think  Senator  Rainie  was  referring  to.  I  believe  that  in 
1959  the  Legislature  established  the  authority  and  this  bill 
sets  up  the  mechanics  whereby  the  town  clerk  shall  prepare 
the  ballots  and  the  wording  on  the  ballots,  etc.  and  further 
states  that  a  majority  of  those  voters  present  and  voting  shall 
approve  this  before  being  adopted." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  support  of  the 
committee  report."

Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Whalen;  "Mr.  President,  this  bill,  I  think,  is  a 
very  important  piece  of  legislation,  but  the  committee  has 
come  in  with  an  inexpedient  report.  However,  I  would  like  to 
go  down  through  the  bill  and  explain  each  part. 

(explanation) 

"I  believe  the  licensing  and  authority  should  be  with  the 
Motor  Vehicle  Commissioner." 

Senator  Lamontagne  inquired  if  there  was  any  part  of 
the  bill  that  might  be  salvaged. 

Senator  Whalen  replied:  "I  think  every  member  of  the 
committee  felt  that  some  control  was  necessary  for  the  pro- 
tection of  the  public.  For  your  information,  at  the  hearing,  Mr. 
Fred  Clarke,  Jr.  of  the  safety  department  was  recently  sent  to 
Manchester  to  check  on  plates.  At  that  time,  they  picked  up 
41  sets  of  plates  out  of  171  in  Manchester,  which  shows  that 
we  need  to  have  some  work  done  on  this  situation.  There  are 
some  good  points  in  the  bill,  but  it  was  felt  that  the  way  this 
bill  was  written  the  needed  control  would  not  be  achieved." 
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Senator  Lamontagne  moved  that  the  bill  be  recommitted 
to  the  Committee. 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  against  recommittal  and  stated  that 
if  Senator  Lamontagne  would  withdraw  his  motion,  she  would 
move  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Council  or 
similar  committee.

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  what  the  amendment 
does  is  to  put  Section  1  of  the  capital  budget  of  1961  under 
Governor  and  Council  approval.  In  reviewing  the  capital 
budget  acts  over  the  past  30  years,  we  find  it  was  customary  to 
leave  the  time  of  payment  of  the  bonds  to  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil. The  Treasurer  tells  me  the  usual  procedure  has  been  for 
the  Treasurer  to  recommend  to  the  Governor  and  Council  the 
time  for  the  maturity  of  bonds  so  as  to  keep  the  amount  of 
payments  and  the  debt  service  on  an  even  basis.  The  average 
length  of  time  under  the  above  procedure  has  been  about  16 
years.  In  reviewing  Section  1,  we  find  the  major  portion  al- 
located to  new  buildings,  additions  to  buildings,  and  purchase 
of  land,  therefore,  we  go  along  with  the  usual  procedure  of 
Governor  and  Council  approval  on  Section  1.  Sections  4  and  5, 
relating  to  the  new  office  building,  and  the  two  self  liquidating 
dormitories  at  the  Teachers  Colleges  remain  at  20  years."

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HB  449,  relative  to  on-sale  permits  for  alcoholic  beverages. 
Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Liquor  Laws:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  2  the  following 
new  section.  3  Off-Sale  Permits.  Amend  RSA  176:11,  as  amend- 
ed by  1963,  50,  by  inserting  after  the  word  "licenses"  in  the 
sixth  line  of  chapter  50  laws  of  1963  the  words,  or  permits  and 
by  inserting  after  the  figure  "9"  in  said  sixth  line  the  letters 
and  figures,  RSA  181:5,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  176:11  Rules  and  Regulations;  Restrictions  on 
Sales.  Said  Commission  shall  have  power  to  make  all  necessary 
and  proper  rules  and  regulations  for  carrying  out  the  provi- 
sions hereof,  and  such  rules  and  regulations  shall  have  the 
effect  of  law.  No  sale  of  liquor  or  beverages  shall  be  made  on 
Sundays  or  election  days  while  the  polls  are  open  except  by 
persons  holding  licenses  or  permits  under  the  provisions  of 
RSA  178:3,  4,  6,  7,  9,  RSA  181:5,  provided  that  persons  holding 
licenses  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  178:3  when  making  sales 
of  beverages  on  Sundays  or  election  days  while  the  polls  are 
open  shall  sell  only  to  bona  fide  guests  with  meals  in  the  dining 
room  or  in  the  rooms  of  the  guests  and  except  that  a  wholesale 
permittee  may  sell  and  deliver  beverages  at  any  time  on  elec- 
tion days  for  resale  only.  Liquor  or  beverages  shall  not  be  sold 
in  any  establishment  where  booths  that  are  not  open  at  the  end 
of  that  are  more  than  forty-two  inches  high  are  used  for  serving 
patrons.  Costumers  may  be  erected  and  attached  to  the  ends  of 
booths.  Such  costumers  shall  be  of  such  design  and  constructed 
in  such  manner  as  approved  by  the  commission. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  4  Takes  Effect.  This  act 
shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  inserting  after  the  word  "on- 
sale"  the  words,  and  off-sale,  so  that  said  title  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  An  Act  relative  to  on-sale  and  off-sale  permits 
for  alcoholic  beverages. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  Journal  of  Tuesday,  June  4th,  Page  660. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  changes 
RSA  178,  paragraph  3,  which  has  to  do  with  restriction  of  sales 
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of  alcoholic  beverages  on  Sundays  and  election  days.  The 
amendment  to  this  bill  adds  section  9  and  adds  the  word  "nine" 
in  the  6th  line  of  the  present  statutes.  Paragraph  9,  under  the 
present  statutes  has  to  do  with  off-sales  in  grocery  stores.  It 
provides  to  allow  the  sale  on  Sundays  and  elections  days  on 
hours  prescribed  by  the  Liquor  Commission.  The  committee 
felt  that  the  amendment  ought  to  pass  with  the  thought  in 
mind  that  at  the  present  time  in  this  state,  people  are  able  to 
purchase  alcoholic  beverages  in  Class  A  restaurants,  Clubs  and 
in  hotels.  The  feeling  in  the  Committee  was  that  the  liquor 
laws  should  be  brought  up-to-date.  It  seems  unreasonable  to 
me  that  where  the  only  business  that  the  small  grocery  stores 
might  have  (and  I  have  had  calls  from  over  40  stores)  that  have 
requested  this  type  of  legislation.  I  think  the  time  has  come 
when  we  should  correct  an  inequity  in  our  local  laws." 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  been  with  the 
liquor  commission  for  about  20  years  and  I  think  I  know  where- 
of I  speak.  There  is  no  question  in  my  mind,  that  there  are  one 
or  more  stores  that  are  selling  beer  on  Sunday.  It  is  not  fair 
for  the  fellow  who  wishes  to  abide  by  the  law.  This  restriction 
is  very  difficult  to  enforce.  Because  if  a  storekeeper  is  going  to 
sell  beer  on  Sunday,  he  is  going  to  sell  only  to  his  friends,  and 
certainly  his  friends  are  not  going  to  squeal  on  him.  You  can 
go  to  a  Club  and  get  a  drink.  It  only  seems  fair  that  this  inequity 
should  be  taken  care  of  and  I  favor  this  amendment." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  to  do  with 
the  rules  of  the  Liquor  Commission  as  referring  to  permits 
for  on-sale  beverages.  The  changes  made  in  this  bill  have  to  do 
with  clubs  only.  Presently,  the  law  provides  that  more  than  6 
people  in  a  private  room,  seated  at  tables.  This  bill  makes  the 
following  changes:  in  the  case  of  hotels,  in  rooms,  at  tables  and 
over  bars.  It  is  no  secret  that  the  clubs  throughout  the  state 
actually  have  been  violating  the  present  stattites  for  a  good 
number  of  years.  The  law  is  very  difficult  to  enforce.  On  fact, 
it  is  not  being  enforced.  The  liquor  commission  has  not  seen 
fit  to  enforce  this  throughout  the  state.  This  applies  to  clubs 
only." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  am  in  support  of  the  bill.  There 
was  an  error  in  the  bill  when  it  was  drafted.  That  was  not  the 
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intent  of  the  sponsors  to  include  hotels.  This  was  introduced 
only  to  apply  to  bars  in  clubs.  The  amendment  to  the  bill  we 
had  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  committees  in  the  Senate 
and  House." 

Senator  Mitchell  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill.  Stated  that 
he  thought  it  was  an  excellent  idea  and  that  it  was  a  step  in  the 
right  direction. 

Senator  Monahan  inquired  if  the  liquor  commission  took 
a  position  on  this  bill. 

Senator  Whalen  replies  in  the  affirmative  —  that  they 
were  in  favor  of  both  the  bill  and  the  amendment. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  79,  prohibiting  the  delivering  of  articles  to  prisoners 
in  jails  and  houses  of  correction.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Jails  and  Houses  of  Correction.  Amend  RSA  chapter 
619  by  inserting  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  new  sections: 

619:29  Delivery  of  Articles  Prohibited.  No  person  shall 
deliver  or  procure  to  be  delivered  or  have  in  his  possession  with 
intent  to  deliver  to  a  prisoner  confined  in  a  jail  or  house  of 
correction,  or  deposit  or  conceal  in  any  building  or  upon  any 
land  appurtenant  thereto,  any  article  with  intent  that  a  prisoner 
shall  receive  or  obtain  it,  or  receive  from  a  prisoner  any  article 
with  intent  to  convey  it  out  of  said  jail  or  house  of  correction 
without  the  knowledge  of  the  person  in  charge  of  said  jail  or 
house  of  correction. 

619:30  Penalty.  A  person  convicted  of  violating  any  of 
the  provisions  of  section  29  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  one 
hundred  dollars  or  imprisoned  for  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  both. 

2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han, the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same 
having  been  printed  in  Journal  of  Tuesday,  June  4th,  Page 
661. 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  calculated  to 
remedy  a  situation  where  friends  of  prisoners  bring  material 
in  that  causes  trouble  to  the  jailers.  It  provides  that  no  person 
shall  deliver  or  attempt  to  deliver  any  article  with  intent  that 
a  prisoner  might  escape  or  cause  trouble  or  damage.  The  pur- 
pose of  this  bill  is  to  try  to  prevent  the  bringing  in  of  illicit 
stuff.  It  is  really  a  housekeeping  bill." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  103,  relative  to  service  fees  from  initial  plates.  Senator 
Drake,  for  the  Committe  on  Public  Works:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  I  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Service  Fees.  Amend  RSA  262:1 -a  (supp) ,  as  inserted  by 
1957,  292:1,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  262: 1-a  Driver  Training.  The  proceeds 
from  service  fees  for  initial  number  plates  collected  in  accord- 
ance with  RSA  260:10-a,  as  inserted  by  1957,  8:1,  after  costs  of 
plates  and  issuance  of  same  have  been  appropriated  and  de- 
ducted, shall,  subject  to  budgetary  requirements  of  RSA  9,  be 
expended  solely  for  courses  of  instruction  and  training  in  safe 
motor  vehicle  driving  conducted  in  or  under  the  supervision 
of  secondary  schools.

All  unexpended  appropriations  at  the  end  of  each  fiscal 
year  shall  lapse  to  the  highway  fund  as  provided  for  other  motor 
vehicle  fees  in  RSA  6:12. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  Journal  of  Tuesday,  June  4,  Page  658. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  the  reason  for  the  amend- 
ment was  because  of  the  opposition  to  the  bill  as  drafted  by 
the  House.  It  did  not  spell  out  that  the  cost  of  the  plates  could 
be  deducted  before  allocation  of  the  money  was  made.  This 
removes  any  objection.  This  can  be  done  by  footnote  in  the 
biennium." 
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The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  459,  relative  to  the  powers  of  Belknap  College.  Senator 
English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  sets  up  Belknap 
College  as  a  voluntary  corporation.  It  has  to  do  with  conferring 
degrees  by  the  college.  Provides  that  they  may  be  granted  only 
after  approval  by  an  agency  of  the  state.  No  such  agency  now 
exists,  but  this  will  be  provided  for  in  a  bill  to  be  presented  to 
the  Senate  shortly." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  89,  making  an  appropriation  for  educational  television. 
Senator  English,  for  the  Joint  Committee  of  Education  &  Fi- 
nance: Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  two  paragraphs  of 
said  bill. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Appropriation.  A  sum  of  not  exceeding  two  hundred 
and  forty-five  thousand,  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appro- 
priated to  be  expended  by  the  university  of  New  Hampshire 
for  the  purpose  of  expanding  the  WENH-TV  transmitter  to 
full  power. 

Amend  section  2  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Bonds  or  Notes  Authorized.  For  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding funds  necessary  for  the  appropriation  made  by  section  1 
the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized,  under  the  direction  of 
the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  state 
from  time  to  time,  a  total  of  two  hundred  forty-five  thousand, 
five  hundred  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the 
provisions  hereof  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  notes 
in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  at  a 
rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  governor  and  council. 
The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  determined 
in  each  case  by  the  governor  and  council  but  in  no  case  shall 
they  be  later  than  1980. 
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Amend  section  4  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

4  Short-term  Loans.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  on  short-term  loans,  which  may  be  refunded 
by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  at  no  one  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short-term  loans  exceed  the  sum  of  two  hundred  forty-five 
thousand,  five  hundred  dollars. 

Amend  section  6  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

6  Federal  Funds.  The  university  of  New  Hampshire  is 
authorized  and  empowered  to  apply  for  and  receive  any  federal 
funds  which  are  now  or  may  at  any  future  date  become  avail- 
able for  educational  television. 

On  motion  of  Senator  English,  seconded  by  Senator  Drake, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  Journal  of  Wednesday,  May  29,  page  641. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  SB  89  as  amended  pro- 
vides greatly  increased  power  to  WENH-TV  in  Durham.  This 
measure  is  important  because  it  is  a  step  toward  modernizing 
educational  methods,  namely,  making  the  best  talents  of  in- 
struction available  to  a  large  number  of  students. 

"The  bill  provides  $245,500  by  bonding  for  bringing  into 
the  classrooms  of  the  most  populous  section  of  the  state  a  strong, 
clear  picture  and  sound.  The  present  setup  represents  a  mere 
hint  of  the  potential  represented  by  educational  TV  because 
of  its  uncertain  signal  strength. 

"The  New  Hampshire  network  will  tie  into  networks  from 
adjacent  states  and  immense  developments  in  this  field  may  be 
foreseen  with  this  increased  strength.  The  annual  cost  of  the 
service  will  not  be  substantially  increased  because  primarily 
involved  will  be  minor  replaceable  electrical  equipment  and 
the  use  of  current. 

"I  cannot  emphasize  my  personal  opinion  that  this  repre- 
sents a  very  significant  step  forward  in  the  quality  of  education 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire." 
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Senator  Hodgdon  added  that  it  provided  for  a  $245,000 
bond  issue. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  tliis  is  a  bill  that  I  spon- 
sored. I  am  glad  that  this  much  is  being  done,  although  I  do 
hope  that  a  great  deal  more  may  be  done  in  the  future.  I  should 
like  to  read  a  paragraph  in  testimony  given  by  Reverend  George 
E.  Murray,  Ed.D.  Superintendent  of  New  Hampshire  Parochial 
Schools:  'As  all  of  us  are  aware,  the  curriculum  in  schools  is 
in  the  process  of  tremendous  change.  This  is  especially  true  in 
the  field  of  mathematics  and  science  but  changes  in  the  other 
areas  are  already  beginning  to  appear.  One  of  the  difhcult  tasks 
of  school  administrators  today  is  to  provide  opportunities  for 
teachers  at  all  levels  to  keep  abreast  of  these  changes.  Educa- 
tional television  holds  a  tremendous  promise  for  providing  the 
means  for  professional  advancement  of  teachers  right  in  their 
own  community  and  even  in  their  own  homes.  This,  I  feel,  is 
justification  enough  for  giving  very  serious  consideration  to 
this  important  bill.'  I  am  grateful  that  this  much  is  being  done." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  95,  relating  to  presentment  for  payment  by  ibanks.  Sena- 
tor Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &:  Insurance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  passed  at  re- 
quest of  the  federal  reserve  system.  It  amends  the  Uniform 
Commercial  Code  to  allow  presentment  of  collection  items 
at  a  centralized  bookkeeping  center  or  electronic  processing 
center  maintained  or  used  by  the  payor  bank.  This,  therefore, 
refers  to  business  between  banks  and  has  no  connection  with 
private  individuals  presenting  checks  for  collection," 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  218,  relating  to  the  filing  of  certificates  of  insurance 
by  carriers  of  property  and  passengers  for  hire  by  motor  vehicle. 
Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr,  President,  this  bill  would  simply 
put  into   the  section  of  the  law  which  deals  with  common 
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carriers,  as  supervised  by  the  PUC  the  same  as  the  motor  ve- 
hicle law  where  insurance  protection  has  to  be  shown.  It  would 
allow  them  to  file  a  certificate  rather  than  send  in  the  policy. 
Commissioner  Clarke  was  in  favor  and  there  was  no  opposi- 
tion." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  235,  relative  to  the  disposition  of  fines  imposed  for 
shooting  a  human  while  hunting.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Fisheries  &  Game:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  proposes  to 
turn  over  the  fines  collected  as  a  result  of  careless  or  negligent 
shooting  accidents  to  the  person  injured  or  to  the  relatives  of 
the  deceased  if  it  is  a  fatal  accident.  The  committee  felt  that 
this  would  not  achieve  much  to  the  person  injured  or  to  the 
relative,  in  the  case  of  death.  No  one  appeared  for  the  bill  and 
two  appeared  against  it." 

Senator  Monahan  inquired:  "Why  did  these  two  people 
oppose  the  bill?" 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Some  of  the  evidence  that  they  brought 
up  was  that  it  would  eventually  get  the  state  into  the  insurance 
business  to  some  extent.  They  felt  that  it  would  create  a  fund 
that  the  state  would  be  paying." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted. 

HB  276,  relative  to  the  sale  of  certain  animals  and  birds. 
Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  &:  Game:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  prohibits  the 
artificial  coloring  of  chickens,  ducklings,  rabbits,  from  being 
sold.  The  sponsor  of  this  bill  read  several  letters  of  recom- 
mendation for  the  bill.  No  one  appeared  against  the  bill.  The 
committee  recommends  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass.  I  would 
expect  this  would  refer  particularly  to  coloring  chicks  for 
Easter.  The  sponsor  of  the  bill  is  an  agent  of  the  SPCA.  He 
brought  out  testimony  that  these  were  bought  for  children  who 
cannot  take  care  of  them  and  usually  they  are  taken  to  the 
SPCA." 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill  and  stated 
that  he  was  a  little  sorry  that  the  bill  did  not  go  a  little  further 
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and  place  some  control  over  stores  who  sell  these  animals  and 
birds.  Stated  that  he  felt  we  should  have  a  little  more  legislation 
to  control  sales  of  birds  and  animals  in  stores. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  been  asked  by 
several  of  my  constituents  to  support  this  bill.  They  think  it 
is  a  humane  bill  and  I  wish  to  support  it." 

Senator  DeLude  also  spoke  in  support. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  23,  requiring  the  use  of  approved  brake  meters  by 
inspection  stations.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee 
on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Battles:  "I  sponsored  this  bill  by  request  of  Andrew 
White.  It  is  not  opposed  by  the  motor  vehicle  department.  I 
wish  to  offer  the  following  amendment,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  thereof  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  on  January  1,  1964. 

Senator  Whalen  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "Is  there  an  indication  here  that 
presently  these  stations  are  not  equipped  with  this  equipment?" 

Senator  Battles:  "This  is  the  same  as  checking  lights.  The 
equipment  can  cost  from  $60  to  much  higher." 

Senator  Drake:  "Are  they  able  to  meet  the  inspection 
qualifications  without  this?" 

Senator  Battles  answered  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Drake  inquired  if  there  was  opposition. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "A  few  people  appeared  against  the 
bill.  Russ  MacCleery  of  the  Petroleum  Association  and  Tom 
McKoan  of  the  New  Hampshire  Automobile  Dealers  Associa- 
tion. The  hearing  was  widely  advertised  through  the  proper 
channels.  This  followed  the  usual  procedure  as  other  bills  in 
being  posted  for  hearings." 
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The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Committee  of  Conference  Report 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  286,  relative  to  the  salary  of  the  mayor,  alder- 
men and  members  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Man- 
chester, having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the 
recommendation  that  the  senate  recede  from  its  position  in 
adopting  its  amendment  to  Section  1  of  the  bill,  that  the  house 
recede  from  its  position  in  adopting  its  amendment  to  section 
1  of  the  bill,  and  that  the  following  amendment  be  adopted: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  seventh, 
eighth,  tenth  and  eleventh  lines  the  words  "twelve  thousand 
five  hundred"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  nine 
thousand,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Manchester.  Amend  section  1  of 
chapter  223  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  as  amended  by  chapter  203  of 
the  Laws  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  280  of  the  Laws  of 
1945  and  section  1  of  chapter  437  of  the  Laws  of  1957  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "six  thousand"  in  the  second  line  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  words,  nine  thousand,  so  that  said  sec- 
tion as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  The  salary  of 
the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Manchester  shall  be  nine  thousand 
dollars  per  year  payable  in  equal  semi-monthly  payments.  Said 
salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  services  performed  and 
personal  expenses  incurred,  either  as  executive  or  as  member 
of  any  board  or  committee  of  said  city.

Bill  Recalled  from  the  Governor 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, the  Senate  voted  to  recall  from  the  Governor  the  following 
entitled  bill: 

HB  467,  relative  to  use  of  bond  proceeds  and  temporary 
loan  under  municipal  finance  act. 

On  further  motion  of  the  same  Senator,  seconded  by  the 
same  Senator,  the  rules  were  to  be  suspended  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  above  entitled  bill  passed. 

On  further  motion  of  the  same  Senator,  seconded  by  the 
same  Senator,  the  rules  were  to  suspended  to  reconsider  the 
vote  whereby  the  above  entitled  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third 
reading. 

The  bill  now  being  on  its  second  reading  was  open  to 
amendment.  Senator  Whalen  offered  the  following  amendment 
and  stated  that  due  to  an  oversight  the  amendment  had  not 
been  offered  when  the  bill  had  been  under  consideration 
yesterday: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1.  Municipal  Finance  Act.  Amend  RSA  33  by  inserting 
after  section  3  the  following  new  section: 

33:3-a  Use  of  Bond  Proceeds.  The  proceeds  of  any  sale  of 
bonds  or  notes  shall  be  used  only  for  the  purposes  for  which 
the  loan  was  incurred  except  as  otherwise  authorized  by  this 
section,  provided  however  that  any  premium  received  shall  not 
be  used  to  increase  the  amount  to  be  spent  for  the  purpose  for 
which  the  loan  was  originally  incurred.  If  after  notes  or  bonds 
have  been  issued  and  no  expenditure  of  the  proceeds  has  been 
made  for  the  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  the  debt  was  in- 
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curred,  or  if  a  balance  remains  after  the  completion  of  the  proj- 
ect or  projects  for  which  the  debt  was  authorized,  a  city  by  a  vote 
of  two  thirds  of  the  city  council  or  a  town,  school  district  or 
village  district  by  a  vote  of  two  thirds  of  the  voters  present  and 
voting  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  a  county  by  a  two  thirds  vote 
of  all  the  members  of  the  county  convention  may  authorize  the 
expenditure  of  the  sum  or  sums  on  hand,  including  any  pre- 
miums received,  for  any  purpose  or  purposes  for  which  bonds 
or  serial  notes  may  be  issued  for  an  equal  or  longer  period  of 
time  at  any  time  which  said  sum  or  any  portion  thereof  re- 
mains available;  provided  however  that  if  the  sum  obtained 
by  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes,  as  aforesaid,  or  any  balance  there- 
of, including  any  premium,  is  not  appropriated  as  aforesaid, 
then  the  same  shall  be  used  to  pay  the  principal  of  the  loan  as 
it  matures.  Notwithstanding  the  provisions  hereof,  no  appro- 
priation for  a  loan  or  balance  thereof  shall  be  made  which  will 
increase  the  amount  available  from  borrowed  money  for  any 
purpose  to  an  amount  in  excess  of  any  limit  imposed  by  general 
law  or  special  act  for  such  purpose. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2.  Towns  and  Districts.  Amend  RSA  33:l-a  (supp)  as 
amended  by  1957,  89:1  by  striking  out  said  section  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

33:7-a  Temporary  Loans.  If  a  municipality  votes  to  issue 
bonds  or  serial  notes  in  accordance  with  this  chapter,  and  if  in 
the  opinion  of  the  tax  commission,  such  action  was  in  accord- 
ance with  the  provisions  of  law  in  all  respects,  the  officers 
authorized  to  issue  the  same  may,  in  the  name  of  the  munici- 
pality, make  a  temporary  loan  or  loans  payable  not  later  than 
two  years  from  the  date  of  such  vote  in  anticipation  of  the 
money  to  be  derived  from  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  serial  notes 
and  may  issue  temporary  notes  therefor,  but  the  time  within 
which  final  payment  shall  be  made  on  the  securities  to  be  is- 
sued represented  by  any  such  temporary  loan  or  loans  shall  not 
be  extended  by  reason  of  the  making  of  such  temporary  loan 
or  loans  beyond  the  time  fixed  by  law  or  by  the  vote  authoriz- 
ing the  issue  of  such  bonds  or  serial  notes.  A  temporary  note 
or  notes  issued  hereunder  for  a  shorter  period  than  two  years 
may  be  refunded  by  the  issue  of  other  temporary  notes  maturing 
not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of  such  vote,  provided  that 
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if  a  temporary  note  or  notes  are  issued  under  the  provisions  of 
this  section  the  first  payment  on  account  of  the  principal  sum 
authorized  to  be  borrowed  by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or 
bonds  shall  be  made  not  later  than  two  years  from  the  date  of 
the  vote  authorizing  the  issue  of  such  serial  notes  or  bonds.  The 
opinion  of  the  tax  commission  shall  be  evidenced  by  a  written 
certificate  signed  by  any  member  thereof. 

Seconded  by  Senator  Monahan. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  move  that  the  rules  be  so  far  suspended  as  to  permit  the 
introduction  of  a  committee  report  not  previously  advertised 
in  the  Journal." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Monahan. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  SB  99,  providing  that 
village  districts  may  take  land  for  water  works  purposes  within 
the  towns  in  which  they  are  established  in  the  same  manner 
as  in  the  laying  out  of  a  highway,  has  been  in  the  hands  of  the 
Judiciary  Committee,  We  had  a  hearing  on  it.  There  has  been 
a  little  delay  in  reporting.  It  would  be  helpful  if  this  matter 
could  be  disposed  of  this  morning.  It  involves  the  procuring  of 
authority  for  the  water  commissioners  to  take  land  for  water 
works  purposes  in  the  same  manner  as  they  are  in  the  taking  of 
land  for  highways.  It  appears  that  there  has  been  some  difficulty 
in  getting  the  land  for  water  purposes.  This  would  give  the 
power  of  eminent  domain  and  the  town  to  pay  for  the  damages. 
All  this  is  in  the  best  interests  of  the  community.  There  was  no 
opposition  to  the  bill.  Either  party  may  apply  to  the  superior 
court  if  there  is  disagreement.  This  follows  a  procedure  which 
is  already  in  existence  in  connection  with  layout  of  highways." 

Senator  Drake:  "I  believe  presently  only  towns  have  this 
authority.  Is  that  right?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "Yes.  No  provision  in  the  case  of  precincts. 
It  is  my  understanding  that  this  is  a  protection  for  the  town. 

Senator  Whalen  presiding. 

(Discussion  ensued) 
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Senator  Rainie:  "I  think  the  most  satisfactory  thing  to  do 
is  for  me  to  withdraw  my  motion  as  I  am  unable  to  answer  all 
of  your  questions." 

Senator  Dunlap:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  a  legal 
vehicle  for  a  village  precinct  to  do  what  it  can  already  do  under 
existing  law  more  easily  and  more  quickly.  In  the  case  of  the 
layouts  of  highways,  it  is  well  established  that  the  board  of 
selectmen  have  the  right  to  acquire  land  and  if  they  are  unable 
to  negotiate,  they  have  the  right  to  take  it  and  then  the  matter 
is  in  the  hands  of  the  court,  and  this  is  all  agreed  to  and  we 
recognize  this  practice.  In  the  case  of  water,  it  is  so  cumbersome 
under  the  present  law;  the  precinct  or  water  commissioners 
must  go  to  the  board  of  selectmen,  then  the  selectmen  must 
apply  to  the  county  commissioners.  The  county  commissioners 
must  hold  a  hearing.  Having  held  the  hearing,  then  they  can 
do  what  this  bill  will  let  the  selectmen  do.  It  gets  this  thing  into 
the  hands  of  the  court  for  a  settlement.  Just  as  any  other  action 
of  eminent  domain  might  be  started.  Actually,  the  statute  that 
applies  to  Hopkinton  at  the  moment  could  have  had  a  special 
local  type  of  bill  introduced,  but  it  was  felt  that  it  was  a  good 
thing  for  the  general  statutes  to  provide  this  right  to  towns. 
Cities  have  the  right  now,  and  now  towns,  because  of  compact 
areas,  growth  in  population,  etc.  it  is  necessary  that  the  towns 
have  the  same  right.  The  aqueduct  in  Hopkinton  was  rather 
broken  down.  Repairs  were  badly  needed.  The  fire  condition 
is  bad.  Test  wells  have  been  made  and  they  found  an  adequate 
supply.  The  trouble  is  at  this  moment  the  person  on  whose  land 
water  has  been  discovered  in  sufficient  quantity  does  not  and 
has  not  been  able  to  decide  what  he  wants  to  do  and  is  not 
negotiating  with  the  water  commissioners.  If  this  bill  passes, 
he  is  placed  in  a  position  where  he  can  negotiate.  If  not  satis- 
factory, he  goes  into  court."

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Rainie:  "I  still  am  going  to  stand  on  my  with- 
drawal motion." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Dunlap,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han, the  rules  were  suspended  to  permit  the  introduction  of  a 
committee  report  not  previously  advertised  in  tihe  Journal. 
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SB  99,  providing  that  village  districts  may  take  land  for 
water  works  purposes  within  the  towns  in  which  they  are 
established  in  the  same  manner  as  in  the  laying  out  of  a  high- 
way.

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  concurs  with 
the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  House 
asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate: 

SB  30,  providing  for  the  development  and  redevelopment 
of  areas  of  vacant  or  predominantly  vacant  land  which  are 
sub-standard  or  blighted.

2  Authority  Granted.  Amend  RSA  205  by  inserting  after 
section  2-a  as  inserted  by  1959,  52  the  following  new  section: 
205:2-b  Development  Authorized.  Any  housing  authority  now 
or  hereafter  established  pursuant  to  RSA  203  may  carry  out  as  a 
redevelopment  project  or  as  a  part  of  a  redevelopment  project 
in  any  area  in  which  a  redevelopment  project  is  determined  to 
be  necessary  by  a  housing  authority,  any  work  or  undertaking  to 
develop  or  redevelop  an  area  of  vacant  or  predominantly  vacant 
land  which  is  substandard  or  blighted  or  in  the  process  of  becom- 
ing blighted  (1)  because  it  is  unduly  costly  to  develop  or  redevel- 
op such  an  area  through  the  ordinary  operations  of  private  enter- 
prise (a)  by  reason  of  the  existence  of  ledge,  rock,  unsuitable 
soil  or  other  physical  conditions  or  because  of  the  necessity 
for  unduly  expensive  excavation,  fill  or  grading,  or  (b)  by 
reason  of  the  need  for  unduly  expensive  foundations,  retaining 
walls  or  unduly  expensive  measures  for  waterproofing  struc- 
tures or  for  draining  the  area  or  for  the  prevention  of  the  flood- 
ing thereof  or  for  the  protection  of  adjacent  properties  and 
the  water  table  therein  or  for  unduly  expensive  measures  inci- 
dent to  building  around  or  over  rights-of-way  through  the 
areas  or  for  otherwise  making  the  area  appropriate  for  sound 
development,  or  (2)  because  obsolete,  inappropriate  or  other- 
wise faulty  platting  or  subdivision,  division  of  the  area  by 
rights-of-way,  diversity  of  ownership  of  plots,  inadequacy  of 
transportation  facilities  or  other  utilities,  inadequacy  of  access 
to  the  area,  tax  and  special  assessment  delinquencies,  a  sub- 
stantial charge  in  business  or  economic  conditions  or  practices, 
a  deterioration  of  site  improvements  or  facilities,  an  abandon- 
ment or  cessation  of  a  previous  use  or  of  work  on  improvements 
begun  but  not  feasible  to  complete  without  the  aids  provided  by 
this  chapter  or  any  combination  of  the  foregoing  or  other  con- 
ditions in  any  such  areas  which  are  not  being  remedied  by  the 
ordinary  operations  or  private  enterprise,  result  in  any  such 
area  not  being  used  at  all  or  result  in  any  such  area  being  used 
in  an  unplanned,  haphazard,  or  piecemeal  manner  with  build- 
ing on  small  parcels  or  sections  of  any  such  area  without  any 
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overall  plan  or  design,  so  that  in  essence  any  such  area  is  de- 
trimental to  the  safety,  health,  morals,  welfare  or  sound  growth 
of  the  community  in  which  it  is  situated.  The  powers  granted 
in  this  section  are  in  amplification  of  and  in  addition  to  the 
powers  granted  in  sections  2  and  2-a  of  this  chapter,  with  respect 
to  the  inclusion  of  areas  of  vacant  or  predominantly  vacant 
land  in  a  redevelopment  project.  Notwithstanding  the  provi- 
sions of  paragraph  VI  of  RSA  203:3,  the  authority  conferred  by 
this  section  shall  be  exercised  only  within  the  territorial  limits 
of  the  municipality  for  which  the  housing  authority  is  created. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  and  Senator 
Green  explained  same. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  Senate  voted  to  concur  in  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment offered  by  the  House  to  the  above  entitled  bill.

Introduction,  First  &  Second  Reading  of  Senate  Bill 

SB  126,  relative  to  beauty  parlors.  (Rules  —  Paquette) 
Referred  to  Public  Health,  Welfare  &  State  Institutions. 

Committee  Reports 

SB  68,  establishing  a  state  board  of  higher  education  for 
governing  all  institutions  engaged  in  post-secondary  education. 
Senator  English,  for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to 
pass  in  new  draft  and  with  new  title. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  SB  68  puts  Keene  Teach- 
ers College  and  Plymouth  Teachers  College  under  a  single 
Board  of  Trustees  together  with  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. In  addition  it: 

(1)  Describes  the  composition  and  powers  of  this  Board; 

(2)  Provides  retirement  procedures; 

(3)  Directs  the  State  Board  of  Education  to  prepare  the 
way  for  junior  colleges; 

(4)  Creates  a  continuing  Board  of  Advanced  Education 
which  will  pass  on  future  granting  of  degrees,  for  this 
Board  $15,000  is  appropriated  annually  for  expenses; 

(5)  A  one  year  expenditure  of  |77,750  for  the  new  Keene 
State  College  and  Plymouth  State  College. 

"This  has  been  a  much  worked  over  bill.  A  hundred  per- 
sons or  more  have  played  an  active  part  in  the  thinking  behind 
it.  Various  proposals  were  considered,  dozens  of  amendments 
weighed   and   two  large  public  hearings  held.   The   teachers 
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colleges  apparently  accept  the  bill  as  now  drafted,  also  UNH, 
the  State  Board  of  Education  and  others. 

"The  final  draft  was  the  work  of  three  dedicated  persons 
—  Senator  Nelle  H.  Holmes,  Rep.  James  O'Neil  and  Rep. 
Dorothy  Berry.  All  three  worked  long  hours  making  final  ad- 
justments to  create  a  workable  plan,  basically  acceptable  to  all. 
I  want  here  to  pay  them  special  tribute. 

"In  my  mind,  I  think  of  this  as  a  piece  of  machinery  care- 
fully assembled  after  stacks  of  blue  prints  have  been  sifted.  I 
regard  it  as  a  piece  of  machinery  which  is  ready  for  "road  test- 
ing," there  is  no  other  way  of  seeing  how  this  or  any  other  like 
plan  will  work. 

"Two  years  from  now,  adjustments  can  be  made  and  may 
very  well  have  to  be.  I  personally,  and  others  on  the  Committee, 
want  the  teachers  colleges  to  retain  their  identify  and  independ- 
ence within  the  new  framework.  The  present  bill  would  seem 
to  provide  this.  It  would  also  seem  to  enhance  tiieir  future  in 
the  academic  world  and  also  provide  the  State  with  better 
teachers. 

"This  is  a  very  important  proposal.  For  this  reason,  it  has 
been  subject  to  the  most  careful  scrutiny." 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  a  minor  amend- 
ment to  offer  later  and  I  believe  Senator  Holmes  also  wishes 
to  offer  an  amendment." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
the  Interim  Commission  on  Education  had  a  sub  committee  on 
Higher  Education,  composed  of  myself  as  Chairman,  Senator 
Holmes,  Mrs.  Douglas  Horton,  Mr.  Bissell  and  Judge  Emile 
Lemelin  who  was  unable  to  attend  most  of  the  meetings.  The 
sub  committee  held  meetings,  checked  on  matters  of  education 
in  other  states  and  came  up  with  the  following  recommenda- 
tions: one  state  University;  two  state  colleges  (Keene  and 
Plymouth)  6  state  junior  colleges,  etc. 

"The  subconunittce  has  concluded  that  it  is  desirable  for 
the  state  to  j)r()vidc  strategically  placed  facilities  throughout 
the  state  for  high  school  graduates  and  for  adults  who  may  not 
be  graduates,  so  that  young  people  may  have  two  years  of  higher 
education  within  comnuiting  distance  ol  their  homes.  There 
are  already  several  independent  colleges  started  and  maintained 
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by  local  communities.  There  seems  to  be  no  present  need  for 
establishing  state-supported  institutions,  other  than  those  al- 
ready approved. 

"The  opinion  of  the  subcommittee,  supported  by  advice 
by  experienced  educational  leaders  within  and  without  the 
state,  is  that  these  two-year  institutions  should  provide  both 
general  and  vocational  instruction.  They  should  provide  two 
years  of  standard  college  work  for  those  high  school  graduates 
who  wish  to  terminate  their  formal  education  after  two  years 
of  study  or  to  complete  elsewhere  the  requirements  for  the 
baccalaureate  degree.  Such  colleges  should  also  provide  instruc- 
tion in  vocational-technical  education  and  train  students  to 
prepare  for  occupations  which  require  two  years  of  training 
leading  to  an  associate  degree  (A.A.) .  Programs  in  this  category 
might  include  the  creation  of  a  nursing  program,  secretarial 
training,  and  the  training  of  skilled  technicians. 

"The  subcommittee  also  proposes  that  these  institutions 
should  provide  similar  training  for  part-time  students  includ- 
ing adults,  and  provide  counseling  services  sufficiently  exten- 
sive to  meet  the  needs  of  a  non-selected  group  such  as  the  part- 
time  student  and  those  who  have  been  out  of  school  some  years. 
These  colleges  should  also  offer  remedial  training  for  those 
whose  preparation  is  inadequate,  and  thereby  make  it  possible 
to  make  up  high  school  deficiencies  or  failures. 

"The  admission  standards  shall  be  such  that  all  graduates 
of  the  state's  secondary  schools,  operating  within  the  minimum 
requirement  structure,  be  admitted  for  desired  study  toward 
the  associate  degree,  and  in  any  event  that  students  of  minimum 
age   18  be  admitted  for  vocational  and/or  remedial  training. 

"Programs  of  study  shall  be  approved  by  the  State  Board 
of  Higher  Education  upon  recommendation  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees  of  each  State  Junior  College. 

"Chapter  267  of  the  session  laws  of  1961  (RSA  188-A) 
provides  for  the  establishment  of  one  central  technical  institute 
and  for  not  more  than  five  area  vocational-technical  trade 
schools.  The  subcommittee  feels  that  by  proper  amendment  to 
this  chapter  by  the  1963  legislature  the  authority  so  contained 
can  be  broadened  to  set  forth  the  state  junior  college  concept, 
within  which   the   trade  school   and  institute  would  operate, 
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without  adding  additional  facilities  other  than  those  authorized, 
and  without  increasing  the  budget  estimate. 

"This  new  bill  takes  care  of  most  of  the  recommendations 
except  one.  The  bill  provides  that  the  State  Board  of  Education 
be  given  jurisdiction  over  elementary  school  grades  1  through 
12,  technical  schools  and  institutes  and  that  a  study  be  made 
of  junior  colleges.  Just  what  is  the  junior  college  —  this  is  some- 
thing that  the  committee  worked  on.  The  sub  committee  has 
concluded  that  it  is  desirable  that  the  state  do  provide  facilities 
for  junior  colleges,  so  that  young  people  may  have  two  years 
of  higher  education  within  commuting  distance  of  their  homes. 
It  was  also  pointed  out  that  naturally  technical  institutes  and 
vocational  training  schools  generally  come  under  a  junior  col- 
lege. It  seems  to  me  that  the  main  purpose  of  stepping  up  the 
establishment  of  state  junior  colleges  which  would  permit  the 
graduates  of  high  schools  throughout  the  state  to  participate 
is  good,  but  the  state  education  department  seems  to  be  more 
interested  in  going  through  with  technical  institutes  as  they 
have  planned  rather  than  considering  this  possibility.  If  it 
were  not  so  late  in  the  session,  I  would  move  that  the  state 
junior  colleges  be  established.  I  think  that  has  been  a  package 
recommendation.  This  should  be  done.  However,  under  the 
new  bill,  that  is  not  possible  for  a  city  to  be  doing.  I  do  not 
intend  to  oppose  it.  It  seems  to  be  the  thought  in  the  House  to 
grab  a  little  and  not  make  an  issue.  I  do  not  intend  to  fight  it, 
but  as  far  as  I  am  concerned,  I  think  the  state  is  being  short 
changed  mainly  because  a  group  of  bureaucrats  are  placing 
their  own  selfish  ideas  above  the  people  of  the  state." 

Senator  Holmes  offered  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  in  RSA  187:4-b  as  inserted  by 
section  1  of  the  bill  at  the  end  thereof  the  following,  Keene 
State  College  and  Plymouth  State  College  are  hereby  empower- 
ed to  offer  a  two  year  course  in  general  education  and  award 
the  degree  of  associate  in  arts  to  those  who  successfully  com- 
plete the  program,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  187:4-b  Purposes.  Each  said  state  college  shall  become  a 
multipurpose  college  by  expanding  the  current  programs  to 
provide  instruction  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences  and  in 
selected  applied  fields  to  better  serve  the  needs  in  its  respective 
area  of  location.  Each  state  college  shall  continue  to  provide 
special   instruction   in   teacher   training.   Procedures  for  inte- 
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grating  the  various  functions  of  these  colleges  into  the  univer- 
sity system  shall  be  developed  by  the  board  of  trustees  as  the 
need  for  integration  and  coordination  arises.  Each  college  shall 
be  subject  to  all  statutory  regulations  governing  said  university 
of  New  Hampshire.  Keene  State  College  and  Plymouth  State 
College  are  hereby  empowered  to  offer  a  two  year  course  in 
general  education  and  award  the  degree  of  associate  in  arts  to 
those  who  successfully  complete  the  program. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  apologize  for  a  sentence 
that  was  left  out  of  this  final  draft.  We  made  four  different 
drafts.  I  am  in  accord  with  the  remarks  of  Senator  Green  and 
I  believe  this  is  the  place  to  offer  this  amendment.  This  would 
be  a  beginning  of  the  junior  college  program.  I  am  sure  that 
Senator  Green  agrees  with  me.  The  irony  of  it  is  that  I  was  in 
favor  of  this  and  yet  it  was  left  out." 

Adoption  of  the  amendment  seconded  by  Senator  Green. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  for  the  information  of 
the  Senate,  which  is  the  important  thing  at  this  moment,  I 
have  yielded  on  many  questions  here.  But  in  order  to  get  this 
bill  on  the  way  and  do  something  for  the  teachers  colleges,  we 
want  to  get  the  best  features  of  this  bill  passed.  This  bill  does 
something  for  the  teachers  colleges.  I  personally  feel  that  they 
have  been  treated  like  orphans  in  the  past.  I  think  that  under 
this  bill,  they  will  be  much  better  off  than  now." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  say  that  I 
concur  with  the  remarks  made.  Adding  to  the  matter  of  junior 
colleges,  I  would  like  to  say  that  in  Berlin  we  have  a  special 
committee  organized  and  raising  money  for  this.  I  am  sure  if 
the  gentlemen  working  on  this,  Mr.  Dwyer  and  Mr.  Bagley, 
had  known  they  would  have  been  represented  here." 

Senator  DeLude:  "As  I  recall  it,  we  have  8  more  working 
days.  I  think  this  is  extremely  important.  It  would  seem  to  me 
that  we  might  expedite  this,  if  after  referral  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  they  might  suspend  the  rules  and  pass  the  bill  to- 
day. It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  possibility  that  we  may  be 
sounding  the  death  knell  to  this  bill." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  amendment  offered  by  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by 
Senator  Green,  was  adopted. 
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Senator  English  offered  the  following  amendment. 

Amend  Section  16  of  the  bill  by  inserting  in  line  31  after 
the  word  "board"  where  it  first  appears  in  said  line  the  follow- 
ing: the  board  may  approve  individual  courses  at  community 
colleges,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

16  Coordinating  Board  of  Advanced  Education.  A  co- 
ordinating board  of  advanced  education  of  nine  members  shall 
be  established  with  the  following  membership:  The  commis- 
sioner of  education,  president  of  the  university  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, president  of  Keene  state  college,  president  of  Plymouth 
state  college,  chairman  of  the  state  board  of  education  or  his 
delegated  representative,  ex-ofhcio,  and  four  members  to  be 
appointed  by  the  governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  council,  one 
of  these  four  appointive  members  shall  be  an  educator  selected 
from  one  of  the  private  institutions  of  higher  learning  in  New 
Hampshire.  Appointive  members  of  this  board  shall  be  appoint- 
ed for  five  years  each.  Of  the  original  appointments  t^vo  mem- 
bers shall  be  appointed  for  three  years  each  and  the  remaining 
two  shall  be  appointed  for  the  full  five-year  term.  Thereafter 
each  appointive  member  shall  have  a  five-year  term.  Vacancies 
shall  be  filled  for  unexpired  terms  only.  The  board's  function  is 
to  coordinate  the  activities  of  higher  education  in  the  state  in- 
cluding community  colleges  and  work  with  the  New  Hamp- 
shire members  of  the  New  England  Board  of  Higher  Education 
insofar  as  possible.  It  shall  have  the  responsibility  for  accredit- 
ing institutions  of  higher  learning  that  wish  to  issue  diplomas 
or  grant  degrees.  The  procedure  and  criteria  for  accreditation 
will  be  established  by  the  board.  The  board  may  approve  indi- 
vidual courses  at  community  colleges.  The  board  is  hereby 
authorized  to  employ  such  staff  as  may  be  necessary  to  carry 
on  its  work,  within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation  made  herein. 
The  members  of  the  board,  except  the  ex-ofhcio  members,  and 
any  committee  of  accreditation  established  by  them  shall  serve 
without  compensation  but  may  be  reimbursed  for  actual  travel 
and  other  expenses  incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  duties 
hereunder.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any 
institution  of  learning  authorized  by  law,  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  act,  to  grant  degrees  or  use  the  term  "college  or  any 
other  descriptive  name. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  recessed,  to  meet  at  2:15  o'clock. 
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(Recess) 
The  Senate  re-assembled.

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  being  somewhat  fa- 
miliar with  the  affairs  at  Lebanon  College,  and  the  need  of 
such  legislation,  I  support  the  amendment." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  there  is  nothing  manda- 
tory about  this  —  it  is  permissive,  so  I  will  support  the  amend- 
ment." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  was  referred  to 
Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  De- 
Lude,  the  rules  of  the  Senate  were  suspended  to  dispense  with 
public  hearing  on  this  bill  by  the  Finance  Committee. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SJR  11,  in  favor  of  the  New  Hampshire  Savings  Bank  and 
the  SBD  Realty  Corporation.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  com- 
mittee on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  said  resolution  by  striking  out  the  title  thereof 
and  inserting  in  place  the  following  new  title:  In  favor  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Savings  Bank  and  the  SPD  Realty  Corpora- 
tion. 

Further  amend  said  resolution  by  striking  out  the  words 
"SBD  Realty  Corporation"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words  SPD  Realty  Corporation,  so  that  said  resolution  shall 
read  as  follows: 

The  sum  of  five  thousand  five  hundred  dollars  is  hereby 
appropriated  to  be  paid  to  the  New  Hampshire  Savings  Bank 
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of  Concord,  New  Hampshire,  and  the  SPD  Realty  Corporation 
as  their  respective  interests  may  appear  to  pay  the  amount  of 
rental  at  the  rate  of  five  hundred  dollars  per  month  incurred 
and  unpaid  as  a  result  of  occupancy  by  the  office  and  staff  of 
the  bank  commissioner  of  premises  owned  by  the  above  parties 
from  the  period  of  August  1,  1960  to  June  30,  1961.  The  ap- 
propriation made  hereunder  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  funds 
of  the  Bank  Commissioner. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with, 
same  having  been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Wednesday,  June 
5,  page  672. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  the  amendment  makes 
two  changes;  it  changes  the  initials  from  SBD  to  SPD  Realty 
Corporation;  and  makes  the  appropriation  a  charge  on  funds 
of  the  Bank  Commissioner.  This  joint  resolution  calls  for  an 
appropriation  of  $5,500  which  is  to  pay  the  rental  for  the  office 
of  the  Bank  Commissioner  from  August  1,  1960  to  June  30, 
196il.  The  first  5  months  at  $500  per  month  is  due  the  New 
Hampshire  Savings  Bank  of  Concord,  N.  H.  The  building  then 
became  the  property  of  the  SPD  Realty  Corporation  and  the 
remaining  6  months  rent  is  due  the  SPD  Realty  Corporation. 
This  appropriation  is  to  be  a  charge  upon  the  funds  of  the 
Bank  Commissioner.  In  case  you  are  curious,  SPD  stands  for 
Shapiro,  Palazzi  and  D'Arcy." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 

HB  332,  relative  to  the  practice  of  dentistry  and  registra- 
tion provisions.  Senator  Gardner,  for  the  Committee  on  Public 
Health,  Welfare  &:  State  Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  every  person  licensed  to 
practice  dentistry  or  dental  hygiene  shall  in  1964  and  biennial- 
ly in  even-numbered  years  pay  a  fee  of  $5.  Changes  registration 
from  annual  to  biennial  and  raises  fee  from  $2  to  $5.  A  dentist 
or  dental  hygienist  licensed  under  RSA  317  who  does  not  in- 
tend to  engage  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  upon  written 
request,  may  have  his  name  transferred  to  the  inactive  list  and 
shall  not  be  required  to  register  biennially  or  pay  any  registra- 
tion fee  as  long  as  he  remains  inactive.  He  may  be  restored  to 
active  status  by  the  board  upon  filing  of  a  written  request  with 
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the  board,  accompanied  by  the  required  registration  fee  of 
$5.00.  If  a  license  is  suspended  for  failure  to  register,  it  shall 
not  be  restored  except  after  hearing  before  the  board  and  on 
payment  of  a  fee  of  $25.  The  fee  for  each  person  applying  for 
examination  for  a  license  is  $50  and  for  every  duplicate  license 
$5.  If  a  person  fails  to  pass  the  1st  time,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
reexamination  once  at  a  future  board  meeting  without  addi- 
tional payment.  The  committee  recommended  that  the  bill 
ought  to  pass." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  250,  relative  to  adoptions.  Senator  Gardner,  for  the 
Committee  on  Public  Health,  Welfare  Sc  State  Institutions: 
Recommend  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Coun- 
cil or  Legislative  Services. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  modifies  the 
existing  law  by  preventing  the  natural  mother  from  placing 
her  child  with  whomever  she  pleases  for  purpose  of  adoption. 
Mothers  with  real  interest  in  their  children  are  careful  in  their 
selection  of  parents  for  purpose  of  adoption.  When  children 
are  placed  in  circumstances  that  are  undesirable,  they  can  be 
removed  under  statutes  administered  by  the  division  of  Wel- 
fare. This  bill,  in  effect,  makes  it  mandatory  that  mothers 
wishing  to  place  her  children  with  persons  other  than  relatives 
must  select  a  properly  established  and  duly  licensed  agency. 
This  means  a  mother  has  no  jurisdiction  over  where  her  chil- 
dren will  go  for  adoptive  purposes.  In  New  Hampshire,  no  one 
can  adopt  a  child  without  a  decree  of  our  courts  and  no  decree 
can  be  entered  under  existing  statute  unless  the  petition  is 
forwarded  to  the  division  of  Welfare  or  one  of  its  licensed  agen- 
cies for  review  and  subsequent  report  to  the  court  prior  to 
official  decree.  The  rights  of  the  father  are  not  even  considered. 
The  committee  felt  as  a  result  of  the  hearing  and  the  wide- 
spread interest,  that  this  law  requires  further  study  and  recom- 
mends that  it  be  referred  to  Legislative  Council  or  Legislative 
Services." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted,  and 
the  bill  was  referred  to  Legislative  Council  or  Legislative  Serv- 
ices. 

SB  100,  relating  to  the  practice  of  accountancy.  Senator 
Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  Sc 
County  Government:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 
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Amend  section  3  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  words  "in 
commercial  law  as  affecting  public  accounting"  in  the  thirteenth 
and  fourteenth  lines  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows: 

3  Requirements.  Amend  RSA  309:3  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  309:3 
Certified  Public  Accountants.  The  certificate  of  "certified 
public  accountant"  shall  be  granted  by  the  board  to  any  person 
who  (a)  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  (b)  is  a  resident  of  this 
state,  (c)  has  a  place  of  business  therein  or  as  an  employee  is 
regularly  employed  therein,  at  the  time  of  his  application,  (d) 
has  attained  the  age  of  twenty-one  years,  (e)  is  of  good  moral 
character,  (f)  who  shall  have  passed  a  written  examination  in 
theory  of  accounts,  in  accounting  practice,  in  auditing,  and  in 
such  other  related  subjects  as  the  board  shall  determine  to  be 
appropriate,  (g)  and  who  meets  the  educational  and  experience 
requirements  as  provided  in  section  3-a. 

Amend  RSA  309:15  as  inserted  iby  section  7  of  said  bill  by 
adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words,  and  each  partner  thereof 
must  be  a  certified  public  accountant  of  some  state  in  good 
standing,  so  tihat  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
309:15  Partnerships.  Nothing  contained  in  this  chapter  shall 
prevent  a  partnership  from  using  the  words  "Certified  Public 
Accountants"  or  the  abbreviation  "C.  P.  A.s"  in  connection  with 
its  firm  name  provided  that  the  resident  partners  or  managers 
of  such  partnership  directly  engaged  in  the  conduct  of  such 
practice  within  this  state  shall  hold  C.  P.  A.  certificates  issued 
hereunder,  and  each  partner  thereof  must  be  a  certified  public 
accountant  of  some  state  in  good  standing. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Chasse. 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with,  same  having 
been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Wednesday,  June  5,  Page  673. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  the  first  amendment  has 
to  do  with  requirement. 

"In  309:3  the  different  requirement  under  the  certificate 
of  certified  accountant  provides  for  a  written  examination  to 
be  passed  and  also  commercial  law.  The  first  amendment  de- 
letes that.  Page  5  of  the  original  bill.  The  other  amendment, 
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section  7  of  the  bill,  makes  an  addition  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
tion —  adds  provision  as  to  partnership.  Each  partner  must  be  a 
CPA  of  some  state  in  good  standing." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  read  this  over  very  care- 
fully and  I  am  happy  to  be  able  to  rise  in  support  of  the  bill. 
It  is  a  good  bill;  a  good  housekeeping  bill  and  does  give  some 
authority  to  the  board." 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, I  would  like  to  say  here  that  the  officers  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Society  of  Certified  Public  Accountants  and  the  New 
Hampshire  Association  of  Public  Accountants  had  a  joint 
meeting  after  the  initial  hearing  on  this  bill  and  were  in  com- 
plete accord  with  the  bill.  I  wish  to  have  this  printed  in  the 
Journal  for  future  reference  when  the  bill  appears  in  the 
house." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  297,  authorizing  counties  to  provide  life  and  health 
insurance  for  their  employees. 

Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts., 
Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  simply  to  authorize 
the  counties  to  provide  life  and  health  insurance  for  their  em- 
ployees. It  puts  the  counties  on  the  same  basis  as  cities  and 
towns." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  350,  relative  to  legislative  attaches.  Senator  Whalen, 
for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &:  County 
Government:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  that 
those  legislative  attaches  who  have  served  five  sessions  will  re- 
ceive 50c  per  day  in  addition  to  their  regular  pay  on  longevity." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  538,  relating  to  the  subdivision  of  land.  Senator 
Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal 
Sc  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass. 
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Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  simply  amends  the 
present  statute  by  striking  out  the  word  new.  The  word  new 
has  been  deleted  so  that  it  applies  to  any  land,  old  or  new.  Any 
request  must  be  considered  within  30  days  and  must  make  a 
decision  within  90  days." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  575,  relative  to  ranks  and  qualifications  of  personnel 
of  division  of  state  police.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee 
on  Executive  Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  provides  that  state 
trooper  must  have  not  less  than  two  years'  service  before  pro- 
motion. This  was  requested  by  request  of  the  state  police 
and  they  favor  the  bill." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Senator  Hartman,  for  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills 

HB  351,  relative  to  vehicles  of  non-residents  not  regularly 
used  on  highways.  Senator  Hartman,  for  the  Committee  on 
Engrossed  Bills;  Under  Joint  Rule  No.  6,  ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  figure 
"260:35"  in  the  third  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
figure,  260:36. 

Further  amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the 
word  "county"  in  the  eighteenth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  country. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur  in  adoption  of  amend- 
ment.

Amend  section  384:36,  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill, 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  384:36  Report  of  Shortages  to  Bank  Commissioner. 
Every  shortage  in  funds  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  more  in  any 
banking  or  lending  institution  under  the  supervision  of  the 
bank  commissioner,  shall,  within  three  banking  days  following 
day  of  discovery,  be  reported  in  writing  to  the  bank  commis- 
sioner by  the  treasurer  of  the  institution  in  or  with  respect  to 
which  any  such  shortage  occurs,  or  in  the  absence  of  said  officer 
by  the  officer  performing  his  duties.

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Provost,  the  rules  of  the  Senate  were  suspended  to  permit  the 
introduction  of  a  Committee  Report  not  previously  advertised 
in  the  Journal. 

SB  82,  establishing  a  council  of  resources  and  development. 
Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation 
&:  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Council  Established. 
There  shall  be  a  council  on  resources  and  development  com- 
posed of  ten  members  one  from  each  of  the  following  state 
agencies:  department  of  agriculture;  department  of  education; 
fish  and  game  commission;  department  of  public  works  and 
highways;  water  pollution  commission;  water  resources  board; 
department  of  resources  and  economic  development;  each  of 
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the  three  divisions  of  the  department  of  resources  and  economic 
development,  namely,  division  of  economic  development,  divi- 
sion of  resources  and  division  of  state  parks. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  2  Duties  of  the  Council. 
The  council  shall  consult  upon  common  problems  in  the  field 
of  natural  resources  and  their  development;  consult  with,  nego- 
tiate with  and  obtain  information  from  any  federal  agency  that 
may  or  could  be  involved  or  concerned  with  any  of  its  problems, 
reports,  recommendations  or  studies;  make  such  reports  and 
recommendations  as  may  be  desirable  in  its  opinion  to  the 
governor  and  council;  and,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board, 
commission  or  commissioner  of  the  agency  or  department  af- 
fected, make  such  studies  and  recommendations  upon  its  own 
initiative,  or  upon  request,  to  the  general  court  concerning  such 
changes  as  it  may  deem  advisable  to  coordinate  effectively  the 
work  of  the  agencies  which  have  membership  in  the  council. 
Its  decisions  shall  be  advisory  only. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  3  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  3  Appointment  and 
Tenure  of  Members.  The  commissioner  of  agriculture,  the 
commissioner  of  education,  the  fish  and  game  commission, 
commissioner  of  public  works,  the  water  pollution  commission, 
the  water  resources  board,  shall  each  appoint  the  member  to 
represent  their  respective  agency.  The  commissioner  of  the 
department  of  resources  and  economic  development  shall  ap- 
point four  members,  one  to  represent  his  department  as  a  whole 
and  one  to  represent  each  of  the  divisions  under  his  direction. 
Any  vacancy  shall  be  filled  by  appointment  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  original  appointments.  Members  shall  serve  without 
compensation  and  shall  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year  or 
until  his  successor  is  appointed,  provided,  however,  that  a  mem- 
ber may  be  appointed  to  succeed  himself.  In  any  case  the  mem- 
ber's term  of  office  shall  terminate  when  he  ceases  to  be  a 
member  of  the  state  agency  he  has  been  appointed  to  represent. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  4  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  4  Organization  and 
Meetings.  The  first  meeting  of  the  council  shall  be  held  no 
later  than  thirty  days  after  the  passage  of  this  act  at  the  call  of 
the  commissioner  of  the  department  of  resources  and  economic 
development  who  shall  be  the  chairman  of  said  first  meeting, 
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and  Who  shall  prepare  and  have  delivered  at  least  seven  days 
before  every  meeting  of  the  council  an  agenda  for  said  meeting. 
Thereafter  the  council  shall  meet  no  less  often  than  once  in 
every  three  months  but  may  meet  more  often  if  it  deems  it  ad- 
visable. The  chairmanship  of  the  council  shall  be  rotated  so 
that  each  of  its  members  in  sequence  shall  be  chairman  and  no 
member  shall  be  chairman  for  two  successive  meetings.  The 
purpose  of  this  provision  is  to  give  equal  representation  to  each 
of  the  agencies  of  the  state  represented  on  the  council. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Battles,  the  reading  of  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  SB  82  which  was  sched- 
uled by  error  for  hearing  today,  whereas  the  committee  has 
already  heard  the  bill,  it  should  have  been  scheduled  for  Senate 
action.  It  is  not  controversial  and  should  be  passed  on  to  the 
House  without  delay.  The  amendment  was  printed  in  the 
Journal  of  Thursday,  June  6th,  Page  694.  The  amendment 
constitutes  a  new  bill,  but  the  amendments  are  very  minor. 
They  are  simply  housekeeping  amendments  to  shape  up  and 
make  the  bill  more  uniform.  Representatives  from  various  state 
agencies  appeared  in  support." 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  in  support. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

Committee  of  Conference  Report 

The  Committee  of  Conference,  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  286,  relative  to  the  salary  of  the  mayor,  alder- 
men and  members  of  the  school  committee  of  the  city  of  Man- 
chester, having  considered  the  same,  report  the  same  with  the 
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recommendation  that  the  senate  recede  from  its  position  in 
adopting  its  amendment  and  that  the  house  recede  from  its 
position  of  non-concurrence,  and  that  the  following  amend- 
ment be  adopted: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  in  the  seventh, 
eighth,  tenth  and  eleventh  lines  the  words  "twelve  thousand 
five  hundred"  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  words,  nine 
thousand,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

1  Mayor  of  the  City  of  Manchester.  Amend  section  1  of 
chapter  223  of  the  Laws  of  1883,  as  amended  by  chapter  203 
of  the  Laws  of  1907,  as  amended  by  chapter  280  of  the  Laws  o\ 
1945  and  section  1  of  chapter  437  of  the  Laws  of  1957,  by  strik- 
ing out  the  words  "six  thousand"  in  the  second  line  and  insert 
ing  in  place  thereof  the  words,  nine  thousand,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  Section  1.  The  salary 
of  the  mayor  of  the  city  of  Manchester  shall  be  nine  thousand 
dollars  per  year  payable  in  equal  semi-monthly  payments.  Said 
salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  services  performed  and 
personal  expenses  incurred,  'hither  as  executive  or  as  member 
of  any  board  or  committee  of  said  city. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  3  the 
following  new  section:  4  Fixing  Salaries.  Notwithstanding  the 
provisions  of  any  other  statute  to  the  contrary,  the  mayor  and 
board  of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Manchester  is  hereby  empower- 
ed and  authorized  after  January  1,  1964  to  fix,  increase  or

Committee  Reports 

SJR  12,  making  deficiency  appropriation  for  the  Interim 
Commission  on  Education,  Senator  English,  for  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Education  and  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  SJR  12  provides  a  defi- 
ciency appropriation  for  the  Interim  Commission  on  Educa- 
tion. The  joint  committee  examined  the  records  and  listened 
to  detailed  testimony.  It  finds  that  it  is  proper  for  the  Legisla- 
ture to  pay  this  deficiency.  It  will  be  noted  that  the  amendment 
to  the  bill  provides  for  reducing  the  $5,033.50  by  amounts  that 
have  been  received  or  may  be  received  which  can  be  properly 
applied  against  the  deficiency.  It  is  my  impression  that  at  least 
$1,000  may  be  expected  to  be  available  to  reduce  the  sum  stated 
in  the  resolution. 

"The  problems  of  the  Commission  arose  in  connection 
with  the  printing  of  the  reports.  There  ^vas  a  preliminary  re- 
port and  a  final  report  and  the  cost  of  these  reports  was  high 
because  colored  maps  were  used.  There  is  good  reason  to  be- 
lieve that  these  maps  were  a  significant  and  important  portion 
of  the  report. 

"The  chairman  of  the  Commission  was  aware  that  the  ex- 
penditures would  exceed  the  appropriation,  although  other 
members  of  the  Commission  may  or  may  not  have  been  aware 
of  this.  There  was  reason  for  the  chairman  to  think  that  some 
money  might  be  available  through  the  Governor's  Emergency 
Fund  and,  more  importantly,  from  a  foundation  or  founda- 
tions that  he  had  talked  with.  It  was  the  chairman's  impression 
that  he  had  received  a  firm  commitment  from  these  sources  and 
that  the  accounts  of  the  Commission  would,  therefore,  be  in 
balance. 
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"The  expiration  of  the  tenn  of  the  Governor  eliminated  a 
possibility  of  money  from  this  source  and  the  supposed  meet- 
ing of  minds  in  connection  with  the  foundations  was  vetoed 
by  action  of  the  Trustees  of  the  foundations.  This  then  was  the 
real  cause  of  the  difficulties  which  this  resolution  will  correct. 
Your  joint  committee  found  no  hint  of  wrongdoing,  nor  of 
gross  negligence. 

I  do  wish  to  offer  the  following  amendment: 

Amend  the  Resolution  by  striking  out  everything  after  the 
resolving  clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

That,  in  addition  to  any  other  money  heretofore  appro- 
priated for  the  purposes  of  chapter  291  of  the  laws  of  1961,  the 
sum  of  five  thousand  thirty-three  dollars  and  fifty  one  cents, 
less  any  grants  or  contributions  received  for  said  purposes  be- 
fore or  after  the  effective  date  of  this  resolution,  be  and  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  said  purposes  and  the  governor  is 
authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for  said  sum  from  any  money 
in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated." 

The  amendment  was  adopted. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  English:  "As  I  under- 
stand the  situation  now,  this  Commission  overspent  by  some 
$5,000.  Under  our  present  provisions,  is  there  anything  that 
can  be  done  to  stop  this  happening  again  in  the  future?" 

Senator  English:  "I  think  you  must  understand  that  the 
Chairman  of  the  Commission  has  suffered  severely  on  this.  It 
is  possible  for  mistakes  to  be  made." 

Senator  Battles:  "What  is  to  prevent  this  same  thing  hap- 
pening in  the  future?  Are  there  mechanics  set  up  to  take  care  of 
circumstances  like  this?  Don't  you  think  that  we  are  in  danger 
of  setting  a  precedent  in  handling  this  in  this  way?  What  is 
there  to  prevent  this  same  situation  arising  again?" 

Senator  English:  "I  do  not  think  that  this  sets  up  any 
precedent." 
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Senator  Battles:  "I  think  we  should  have  something  on  the 
statutes  that  would  warn  any  commission  chairman  if  they  are 
going  to  overspend.  There  should  be  some  procedure.  If  they 
are  not  granted  the  money  then,  it  should  be  absolutely  clear 
in  everybody's  mind  that  they  cannot  come  to  the  Legislature 
and  get  money  for  any  amount  that  they  might  overspend." 

Senator  English:  "In  this  case,  the  committee  has  found 
extenuating  circumstances." 

The  Senate  Joint  Resolution  as  amended  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 


House  Message

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  dispense  with  referral 
to  committee,  the  holding  of  public  hearing,  and  the  bill  was 
read  a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 


Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  281,  relative  to  the  remodeling  of  certain  buildings 
and  the  construction  of  a  new  greenhouse  at  the  University  of 
New  Hampshire.  Senator  English,  for  the  Joint  Committee  of 
Education  &:  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  appropriates 
$145,000  for  certain  alterations  to  buildings  at  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire.  Work  is  proposed  on  the  dairy  building 
to  remodel  it  as  an  administration  building  for  the  College  of 
Agriculture   and   other   purposes.    Morrill    Hall    is    to   be   re- 
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modeled.  This  is  one  of  the  older  buildings.  Rebuilt,  it  will 
house  the  Whittemore  School  of  Business  and  Economics.  The 
third  alteration  is  to  the  greenhouse  of  the  Thompson  School 
of  Agriculture.  Because  of  new  offerings  in  forestry,  the  de- 
mand for  additional  facilities  is  important." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  3'82,  requiring  registration  for  physical  therapists.  Sen- 
ator Gardner,  for  the  Committee  on  Health,  Welfare  Sc  State 
Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "This  bill  would  require  the  registration 
of  physical  therapists  which  up  to  this  time,  has  not  been  re- 
quired. There  was  no  opposition." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say  that 
the  President  of  the  New  Hampshire  Optometrists  contacted 
me  and  requested  that  Optometrists  be  included  on  Page  10 
of  this  bill.  Page  10  refers  mainly  to  Chiropractors  and  Osteo- 
paths, and  through  oversight,  optometrists  were  not  included. 
Because  of  the  late  date,  and  the  chance  of  jeopardizing  the 
passage  of  this  important  bill,  I  advised  the  President  of  the  Op- 
tometrists, after  discussion  with  both  committees  to  delay  their 
request  and  take  it  up  in  the  1965  session  of  the  Legislature." 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  in  connection  with  this 
matter,  we  have  a  letter  which  was  presented  to  the  committee 
by  the  attorney  who  normally  represents  the  optometrist  pro- 
fession. His  exact  words  were  that  it  might  be  a  safeguard  and 
might  be  written  into  the  bill.  If  there  is  any  question  of  in- 
fringement in  this  field  . . ." 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  we  talked  with  the  com- 
mittee in  the  House  and  we  felt  that  if  we  should  send  the  bill 
back  to  the  House,  perhaps  it  would  go  to  a  Committee  of  Con- 
ference and  perhaps  other  amendments  might  be  tacked  on  to 
this  bill,  and  it  might  well  result  in  killing  the  bill.  There  is  no 
objection  to  include  the  optometrists,  but  because  of  the  late- 
ness in  the  session,  it  was  not  felt  to  be  wise.  I  think  both  agreed 
that  in  another  session,  they  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  accept 
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this  amendment.  I  believe  the  optometrists  were  satisfied  at 
this  time,  too." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  104,  relative  to  advisory  commission  and  transfer  of 
powers  under  the  department  of  health  and  welfare.  Senator 
Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health,  Welfare  8c  State  Institu- 
tions: Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  could  make  a  lengthy 
description  of  this  bill,  but  actually  the  committee's  recom- 
mendation was  based  on  the  review  of  this  bill  in  connection 
with  the  reorganization.  I  think  we  all  realize  that  there  are 
some  inequities  in  new  legislation.  After  only  1  year's  operation, 
we  did  not  feel  that  we  should  do  any  piecemeal  job  on  this 
particular  subject.  I  believe  that  we  have  reached  accord.  This 
will  be  carried  on  for  another  year  before  making  changes  in 
this  law.  At  the  time,  I  believe  that  a  review  of  all  the  major 
parts  of  reorganization  would  be  proper." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  Inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

HB  448,  relative  to  the  conveyance  of  part  of  Rye  Harbor 
Reservation  to  the  town  of  Rye.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  ,1  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Authority  Granted.  The 
governor  and  council  are  hereby  authorized  to  convey,  or  lease 
upon  terms  mutually  agreed  upon,  to  the  town  of  Rye  some 
fifty  acres,  more  or  less,  in  Rye,  a  part  of  the  property  known  as 
Rye  Harbor  Reservation  which  is  now  under  the  administra- 
tion of  the  division  of  parks  in  the  department  of  resources  and 
economic  development,  the  exact  number  of  said  acres  to  be 
determined  by  the  governor  and  council.  The  condition  for 
the  conveyance  or  letting  hereby  authorized  shall  be  that  said 
town  of  Rye  shall  use  the  property  for  recreation  and  other 
municipal  purposes. 
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Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  on  Page  696  of  the 
Journal  of  Thursday,  June  6th,  the  amendment  is  printed  and 
I  will  explain.  There  was  a  great  deal  of  come  and  go  between 
the  representatives  of  the  town  of  Rye  and  the  Parks  Depart- 
ment of  the  state.  In  the  beginning,  the  parks  department 
offered  to  Rye  some  35  acres,  more  or  less.  They  agreed  that 
this  could  go  to  50.  The  town  of  Rye  asked  for  118  acres  and 
the  parks  department  disagreed  with  this  amount;  rather  than 
give  the  land  to  the  town,  and  then  having  to  ask  for  it  back  — 
because  of  changes  occurring  there.  At  the  last  hearing  that  we 
had,  they  agreed  that  they  would  submit  to  Governor  and 
Council  to  decide  what  should  be  done  in  the  case.  There  was 
another  question  —  whether  or  not  the  town  of  Rye  would  be 
setting  a  precedent  in  asking  that  state  land  be  given  to  the 
town  of  Rye.  So  it  was  further  amended  that  the  town  of  Rye 
through  Governor  and  Council.  This  gives  sufficient  width 
and  breadth  in  the  amendment  to  permit  discretion  on  the 
subject  so  as  to  be  in  the  best  interests  of  all  parties  concerned. 
I  would  recommend  that  the  bill  be  passed  as  amended." 

Senator  Drake  inquired:  "Is  part  of  this  land,  new  land 
that  was  created  as  a  part  of  the  harbor  improvements?" 

Senator  Hunter:  "No.  It  is  the  area  in  back  where  the  fill 
was  made.  It  is  a  nice  piece  of  land  for  recreation.  They  are 
willing  to  have  the  town  of  Rye  use  it  for  recreational  purposes. 
The  parks  department  did  agree  that  there  would  be  35  acres, 
more  or  less,  given  to  the  town  of  Rye  and  they  extended  that 
to  50  acres.  It  is  the  high  land  in  the  back." 

Senator  Drake:  "What  was  this  land  previously  used  for?" 

Senator  Hunter:  "It  is  just  country  land  that  has  been 
treed  over.  It  has  been  the  property  of  the  state  for  some  many 
years,  but  I  do  not  know  how  the  state  acquired  it." 

Senator  Drake  inquired  if  this  required  an  appropriation. 

Senator  Hunter  replied  in  the  negative. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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HB  551,  relative  to  tree  wardens.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the 
Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  very  simple  bill. 
It  was  brought  about  by  the  final  judgment  of  the  removal  of 
trees  being  put  in  the  hands  of  one  man  —  the  tree  warden  — 
in  any  town  or  any  city.  All  the  hearing  was  against  this  power 
being  put  into  one  man  without  recourse  to  hearing.  This  bill 
takes  care  of  that.  It  asks  that  there  shall  be  notice  of  hearing 
in  towns,  etc.  and  there  shall  be  a  hearing  before  final  judgment 
is  made  by  the  governing  body.  The  committee  felt  that  it  was 
a  good  bill.  It  was  felt  that  this  is  clear  as  written." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  118,  relative  to  the  improvement  of  Hampton  Harbor 
entrance  and  the  restoration  of  sand  lost  by  erosion  on  state- 
owned  land  at  Hampton  Beach.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resources,  Recreation  &:  Development:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  "whereas"  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  Whereas, 
the  United  States  is  considering  a  navigation  project  to  im- 
prove the  entrance  channel  at  Hampton  Harbor  by  extending 
the  north  jetty  one  thousand  feet,  raising  the  end  of  the  south 
jetty,  and  dredging  an  eight-foot  deep,  one  hundred  fifty  foot 
wide  entrance  channel,  but  may  construct  and  maintain  such 
project  only  if  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  and  its  political 
subdivisions,  or  other  local  interests,  share  in  the  construction 
cost  and  make  certain  other  commitments  with  respect  thereto, 
including  maintenance  of  (1)  two  public  landings,  (2)  at  least 
twenty-two  acres  of  channels  and  anchorage  six  feet  deep  in 
the  harbor,  (3)  the  existing  entrance  jetties,  (4)  a  channel  with 
anchorage  leading  to  the  public  landing  at  Seabrook,  and  (5) 
Sea'brook  Beach  if  it  is  damaged  by  the  improvement;  furnish- 
ing any  lands  needed  and  holding  the  United  States  free  from 
damages  resulting  from  the  improvement,  and  whereas  the 
federal  participation  would  be  at  least  fifty  per  cent  of  the  esti- 
mated construction  cost  of  three  hundred  five  thousand  dollars; 
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Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  RSA  216-B:1  as 
inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following:  216-B:1  Authority.  The  governor  with  the  ad- 
vice of  the  council  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
undertake  in  cooperation  with  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  United 
States  Army,  a  project  to  improve  navigation  in  the  entrance 
to  Ham^pton  Harbor  together  with  a  corrective  project  to  re- 
store damaged  beach  areas  resulting  from  coastal  erosion  on 
Hampton  Beach  between  Great  Boar's  Head  and  Hampton 
River.  The  governor,  with  the  advice  of  the  council,  is  further 
authorized  and  empowered  to  act  in  behalf  and  for  the  town 
of  Hampton  and  the  town  of  Seabrook  and  other  public  local 
interests  as  may  be  required  in  the  costruction  of  the  coopera- 
tive projects.  Provided,  however,  that  no  action  shall  be  taken 
under  the  authority  hereof  except  upon  a  finding  by  the  gover- 
nor and  council  that  federal  funds  will  be  made  available  for 
the  projects  herein  described  and  upon  a  determination  that 
the  state  expenditure  with  respect  to  such  projects  is  econom- 
ically justified. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hunter,  seconded  by  Senator  Wha- 
len,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  —  same 
having  been  printed  in  previous  Journal. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  has  a  consider- 
able amount  of  back  history.  Part  of  this  bill  is  subject  matter 
that  was  discussed  many  years  ago,  I  believe  1954  was  the  first 
contact  that  was  made  on  this  subject.  In  1955,  a  breakwater 
project  was  discussed,  and  the  jetty  was  eliminated.  This  is  a 
state  park  completely.  In  1936,  the  parks  department  gave  to 
the  state  all  of  the  highway,  breakwater,  beach,  sand  from 
Hampton  Harbor  to  the  coast  by  designating  all  this  as  a  state 
park.  In  1955,  the  beach  had  changed  and  sand  was  dumped 
in  to  make  it  again  a  nice  beach.  This  beach  was  completed  as 
far  as  the  sand  was  concerned  but  the  building  of  the  jetty  at 
the  mouth  of  the  river  was  eliminated.  This  sand  has  all  been 
washed  along,  closing  the  harbor  entrance  and  has  filled  the 
harbor  with  sand.  We  are  doing  three  projects.  We  are  taking 
away  this  sand  to  make  a  harbor;  we  are  taking  this  sand  and 
putting  it  back  on  the  beach  which  the  state  is  obligated  to  do; 
and  we  are  asking  that  this  jetty  which  should  have  been  built 
in  the  first  place,  be  built  at  the  same  time  as  the  sand  is  put 
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back  on  the  beach,  which  is  a  must.  The  state  is  obligated  in 
the  amount  of  $192,000  at  this  point.  The  cost  of  putting  the 
sand  back  on  the  beach,  etc.  will  cost  the  state  $109,000.  There 
is  a  considerable  saving  over  what  the  sand  woud  cost  the  state 
to  put  back  at  this  point.  If  we  pass  this  bill,  the  job  will  be 
done  this  fall  or  early  in  the  spring." 

The  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
referred  to  Finance,  under  the  rules. 

SB  46,  relative  to  motor  vehicle  tolls.  Senator  DeLude,  for 
the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  Mr.  John  J.  Mara,  Road 
Toll  Administrator  appeared  in  committee  on  the  bill.  The 
bill  is  composed  of  three  parts,  none  connected  directly.  They 
all  request  certain  changes  in  265,  which  is  the  motor  vehicle 
road  toll  law.  These  changes  are  requested  more  or  less  to 
clarify  each  section  and  to  remove  misunderstanding  as  to  the 
true  interpretation.  It  has  been  found,  in  administering  this 
section  that  there  has  been  considerable  misunderstanding  and 
misinterpretation.  This  defines  a  retail  dealer  as  he  should  be 
without  any  question  as  to  the  other  phases  of  the  operation. 
The  three  sections  constitute  the  whole  bill  —  clarifying  and 
removing  misunderstanding  of  the  interpretation." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading

SB  92,  relative  to  chiropodists.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for 
the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  would  change 
the  word  chiropodist  to  podiatrist.  It  increases  the  fees  slightly. 
The  need  for  the  increase  has  been  determined  —  they  are 
self-supporting  as  most  of  them  are.  They  have  not  been  able 
to  do  the  job  in  education  that  they  would  like  to  do.  The  fee 
for  initial  examination  has  not  been  changed,  but  they  have 
added  that  the  fee  for  re-examination  shall  be  the  same  as  the 
fee  for  initial  examination.  Raises  it  from  $3  to  $5.  Revival  of 
license,  raised  up  to  $6.  This  is  mainly  a  housekeeping  bill  and 
necessary  only  because  they  do  need  a  slight  increase  in  their 
budget  for  educational  purposes." 
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The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

HB  419,  relating  to  the  school  tax  in  unincorporated 
places,  unorganized  towns,  and  towns  whereby  act  of  the  Legis- 
lature the  school  districts  have  been  abolished  and  the  aboli- 
tion of  certain  school  districts.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the 
Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "This  bill  was  introduced  by  mutual 
consent  on  the  part  of  the  tax  commission,  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion and  timberland  owners  in  unorganized  places  —  who  pay 
the  biggest  part  of  the  tax  referred  to. 

"The  amendment  to  HB  419  was  made  in  the  house. 
Changes  in  the  laws  affecting  the  school  taxes  assessed  in  the 
unincorporated  and  unorganized  places  and  in  towns  where 
the  school  districts  have  been  abolished  and  the  education  of 
the  children  made  the  responsibility  of  the  state,  the  duties  of 
the  state  board  of  education  in  relation  to  the  education  of 
the  children  in  such  towns  and  places,  the  abolishment  of  cer- 
tain school  districts,  and  the  use  of  certain  federal  money  re- 
ceived under  the  Weeks  Law  from  the  National  Forest. 

"A  provision  relating  to  the  taxation  of  real  property  in 
the  unorganized  parts  of  the  state  for  the  benefit  of  public 
schools  has  been  on  the  statute  books  since  1919  to  which  a 
provision  was  added  in  1921  to  include  towns  in  which  no 
schools  are  maintained.  The  rate  was  $3.50  per  thousand  of 
value  from  1919  to  1955  and  was  increased  in  1955  to  $5.00 
per  thousand.  In  addition  the  1955  amendment  constituted  the 
unexpended  proceeds  of  this  tax  as  a  continuing  fund,  no  por- 
tion of  which  should  lapse  nor  be  used  for  any  other  purpose 
than  for  the  education  of  the  children  from  such  places. 

"In  1961  the  tax  commission  made  a  complete  reappraisal 
of  all  the  property  in  the  unincorporated  places  and  Ellsworth 
effective  April  1,  1962  and  brought  the  values  up  to  what  at 
the  time  was  considered  to  be  100%  of  full  and  true  value.  In 
some  cases  this  increased  the  values  50%  or  more  and  as  a  con- 
sequence with  the  tax  rate  set  at  $5.00  by  statute  considerably 
more  money  was  received  from  this  tax  than  before.  In  fact. 
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nearly  double  the  amount.  Consequently  the  unexpended  pro- 
ceeds of  the  tax  took  a  quick  jump  and  at  the  end  of  the  1962 
school  year  there  was  a  balance  of  nearly  $14,000  in  the  fund 
and  depending  on  the  amount  to  be  expended  this  year  there 
will  be  somewhere  in  the  vicinity  of  $20,000  by  July  1  of  this 
year.  Since  it  was  felt  it  never  was  the  intent  that  any  such 
amount  should  be  allowed  to  build  up  which  could  and  should 
not  be  used  except  for  the  education  of  the  children  from  these 
towns  and  places  the  situation  was  given  a  considerable  amount 
of  study  and  the  amendment  proposed  passed  by  the  house  is 
the  result. 

Under  section  1  a  change  in  the  wording  of  paragraph  VI  of 
RSA  186:11  has  been  proposed.  This  is  the  first  change  in  this 
section  that  I  can  find  since  the  law  setting  up  the  state  board 
of  education  was  passed  in  1919.  The  intent  does  not  differ. 
Added  to  the  education  of  the  children  in  the  unorganized 
places  are  the  children  from  those  towns  where  by  act  of  the 
legislature  the  school  districts  have  been  abolished  and  the 
education  of  such  children  made  the  responsibility  of  the  state. 
The  1955  amendment  to  RSA  198:16  made  this  addition  but 
it  never  appeared  specifically  in  the  statute  which  delineated 
the  duties  of  the  state  board  of  education.  The  wording  used 
in  the  amendment  of  the  house  is  that  provided  by  the  depart- 
ment of  education. 

"As  a  result  of  the  studies  it  was  felt  that  these  towns  and 
places  should  be  treated  as  nearly  like  the  incorporated  places 
as  possible  and  that  they  should  be  taxed  each  year  for  the  costs 
of  the  education  of  the  children  residing  in  such  places.  We 
found  it  impossible  to  treat  each  place  or  town  as  an  individual 
unit  simply  because  of  the  vast  amount  of  federally  owned  land 
located  in  these  towns  and  places.  In  some  cases  there  were 
children  residing  in  tax  exempt  property  in  unincorporated 
places  where  there  were  only  one  or  two  taxpayers.  So  it  was 
necessary  to  use  such  towns  and  places  as  one  big  taxing  dis- 
trict and  the  taxpayers  in  all  pay  for  the  education  of  the 
children  no  matter  from  which  individual  town  or  place  they 
came. 

"Consequently  under  section  3  of  the  amendment  the 
state  department  of  education  is  required  annually  to  certify 
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to  the  tax  commission  the  amount  of  money  they  deem  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  by  taxation  for  the  education  of  the  children 
in  such  towns  or  places. 

"Under  section  2  of  the  amendment  the  tax  commission 
will  continue  the  assessment  of  the  school  taxes  in  these  towns 
and  places  but  will  only  assess  the  amount  certified  to  it  by  the 
department  of  education.  Also  under  this  section  any  unex- 
pended proceeds  of  the  taxes  so  assessed  and  any  balance  re- 
maining from  the  taxes  assessed  heretofore  will  constitute  a 
fund  to  be  used  from  time  to  time  by  the  department  of  educa- 
tion as  they  feel  advisable  for  the  education  of  such  children. 
By  using  some  of  this  accumulated  surplus  they  will  reduce 
the  amount  needed  to  be  raised  by  taxation  which  in  effect  is 
what  is  done  in  the  incorporated  towns  when  and  if  a  surplus 
accumulates. 

"We  would  call  your  attention  next  to  section  6  of  the 
amendment  passed  by  the  house.  Since  it  was  physically  impos- 
sible to  complete  our  study  and  arrive  at  a  solution  which  ap- 
pears now  to  be  satisfactory  to  all  concerned  in  time  to  ask  for 
the  passage  of  this  bill  so  that  the  effective  date  could  be  set 
for  April  1,  1963  and  since  it  was  felt  to  be  desirable  not  to 
continue  the  $5.00  rate  and  further  increase  the  surplus,  we 
were  advised  that  if  we  wished  to  reduce  the  rate  we  would 
have  to  do  it  in  the  manner  set  forth  in  section  6.  The  proceeds 
of  a  $2.00  rate  probably  will  just  about  meet  the  1963-64  educa- 
tion expenses  for  such  towns  and  places. 

"Section  4  of  the  amendment  abolishes  the  school  districts 
of  the  towns  of  Waterville  and  Hart's  Location.  The  educa- 
tion of  the  children  will  then  under  RSA  186:11  as  provided 
by  this  amendment  become  the  responsibility  of  the  state. 

"Section  5  has  to  do  with  the  money  received  from  the 
Federal  Government  under  the  Weeks  Law  to  be  expended  in 
the  unorganized  towns  and  unincorporated  places.  This  amend- 
ment simply  requires  that  expenditures  of  this  money  will  be 
made  as  determined  by  the  Governor  and  Council  after  re- 
ceiving the  advice  of  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and 
highways  and  the  commissioner  of  education,  but  due  con- 
sideration shall  be  given  to  the  use  of  a  part  of  the  education 
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funds  directly  for  the  education  of  the  children  residing  in 
such  places. 

"Mr.  Evans  of  the  Tax  Commission  who  explained  this 
bill  to  the  committee  with  the  support  of  Paul  Fillion,  from 
the  Department  of  Education  and  Mr.  Ed  Reichert  from  Brown 
Company  of  Berlin,  were  in  favor  of  the  bill." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  508,  relative  to  house  trailers.  Senator  Lamontagne, 
for  the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  merely  raises  the 
time  limit  in  which  a  trailer  is  not  taxed,  from  30  days  to  45 
days.  According  to  the  tax  commission,  it  has  been  discovered 
that  when  this  law  was  originally  enacted,  it  permitted  the 
trailers  to  come  in  during  the  track  season.  The  state  tax  com- 
mission recommended  the  bill.  No  one  appeared  in  opposition 
and  no  one  else  in  favor." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  515,  relative  to  distribution  of  normal  yield  taxes. 
Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways  &  Means: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  merely  permits 
that  the  normal  yield  tax  revenue  in  any  unorganized  and  unin- 
corporated places  that  funds  will  be  given  to  the  state  forestry 
for  the  benefit  of  those  places." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  258,  to  increase  the  fees  for  licensing  for  propagation 
of  fish  and  game.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Joint  Com- 
mittee of  Ways  &:  Means  and  Fisheries  &:  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  only  pertains 
to  people  who  apply  for  and  get  licenses.  This  is  a  license  for 
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the  propagation  of  fish  and  game.  Raises  the  fee  from  $2  to  $5. 
There  are  about  95  people  at  the  present  time.  There  has  been 
no  increase  since  1935." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  259,  to  increase  the  fees  for  special  fish  and  game 
licenses.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Joint  Committee  on 
Ways  &  Means  and  Fisheries  and  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  again  increases  the 
fees  for  license  from  |2  to  $5.  Only  35  people  involved." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  260,  to  establish  a  fee  for  importation  of  fish  and 
game.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Joint  Committee  of  Ways 
&  Means  and  Fisheries  &  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  pertains  only 
to  those  people  who  require  and  obtain  licenses  for  importa- 
tion within  the  state.  About  60  people  now  hold  such  licenses. 
No  fee  at  the  present  time,  but  they  do  feel  that  since  there  is 
a  necessity  for  inspection,  etc.  there  should  be  a  fee.  $5  fee 
provided." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  85,  enacting  the  interstate  compact  on  motor  vehicle 
safety  equipment.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judi- 
ciary: Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  Congress  has  evidenced 
its  approval  of  highway  traffic  safety  compacts  by  Public  Law 
85-685,  the  so-called  "Beamer  Resolution,"  adopted  jointly  by 
both  houses  of  Congress  in  1958.  This  pamphlet  is  to  set  forth 
the  need  for,  and  the  basic  content  of  the  Vehicle  Equipment 
Safety  Compact. 

"The  Compact  is  designed  to: 
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1.  Foster  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  in  state  law 
regulating  vehicle  equipment. 

2.  Establish  procedural  machinery  to  reduce  the  time 
interval  between  the  development  of  new  or  improved  safety 
equipment  and  the  legal  use  of  such  equipment  in  or  on  ve- 
hicles. 

3.  Retain  jurisdiction  over  the  regulation  of  highway 
traffic  safety  matters  in  the  hands  of  the  states  where  it  can  be 
administered  most  efficiently  and  effectively. 

"The  present  system  of  regulation  is  based  upon  independ- 
ent legislative  study  and  action  by  each  of  the  fifty  states  which 
prescribe  standards  for  vehicle  safety  equipment.  Sometimes 
action  is  taken  without  adequate  attention  to  available  re- 
search findings  and  recognized  national  standards. 

"In  the  past  it  has  been  necessary  to  change  the  statutes 
in  as  many  as  two-thirds  of  the  states  before  improved  safety 
equipment  could  be  incorporated  into  vehicles. 

"The  Vehicle  Equipment  Safety  Compact  offers  a  means 
of  minimizing  or  eliminating  these  two  problems. 

"Under  the  Compact,  the  costs  will  be  shared  by  the  mem- 
ber states  in  accordance  with  the  following  formula:  one-third 
in  equal  shares  and  two-thirds  in  proportion  to  motor  vehicle 
registration.  The  formula  reflects  the  fact  that  all  party  states 
have  a  stake  in  the  Commission  and  benefit  from  its  work.  At 
the  same  time,  it  takes  into  account  the  fact  that  some  states 
have  many  more  vehicles  than  others,  and  in  that  sense  derive 
greater  benefit." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  96,  relative  to  tax  abatements.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the 
Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  has  to  do  with  ap- 
plication for  abatement  and  is  sponsored  by  the  tax  commission. 
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It  provides  that  appeal  must  be  made  within  60  days  after  date 
of  tax,  when  undue  hardship  or  when  such  abatement  shall 
be  made.  No  opposition.  This  should  be  of  great  help  to  some 
people  in  dire  circumstances." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Battles  requested  a  one  minute  Recess. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

Senator  Green  explained  and  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  473,  reducing  the  time  for  the  presentation  of  claims 
in  the  administration  of  insolvent  estates.  Senator  Rainie,  for 
the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  in  settlement  of  estates 
of  this  kind,  under  the  present  law,  the  time  limit  is  one  year. 
This  bill  cuts  the  time  to  6  months.  This  seems  to  be  a  very 
reasonable  change  in  the  procedure.  This  matter  of  insolvent 
estates  can  drag  along  at  great  length." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  21,  relative  to  the  Concord  city  charter.  Senator  Rainie, 
for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  simply  takes  the 
matter  of  the  salaries  of  the  mayor  and  aldermen  of  Concord 
out  of  the  charter  which  was  approved  by  the  Legislature  in 
1957  and  puts  them  into  the  government  of  the  city  of  Concord. 
This  and  the  next  two  bills  seem  to  be  very  desirable  ones.  It 
puts  the  responsibility  of  salaries,  etc.  in  the  hands  of  the  local 
government.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  364,  relative  to  the  city  charter  of  Concord.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  under  the  present  charter, 
the  responsibility  for  financial  affairs  was  put  into  the  hands 
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of  the  city  clerk.  This  was  first  done  by  the  charter  before  that 
for  8  years.  That  was  a  mistake.  It  was  out  of  the  question  that 
the  city  clerk  should  take  on  this  responsibility,  and  by  common 
consent,  the  auditor  assumed  the  responsibility  of  the  supervi- 
sion of  the  financial  affairs  of  the  city.  This  puts  the  responsi- 
bility where  it  belongs  —  in  the  hands  of  the  auditor.  This 
puts  on  paper,  what  has  been  done."

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  just  corrects  the 
method  of  the  expenditure  of  funds.  In  the  original  amendment, 
there  was  no  provision  as  to  who  would  spend  the  funds  and 
how.  Under  this  amendment,  the  director  of  safety  services  is 
authorized  to  establish  a  training  program  for  young  persons 
operating  boats  and  to  expend  for  such  program,  funds  from 
the  separate  fund  established  hereunder.  Provided,  however, 
that  no  funds  shall  be  so  expended  until  after  March  1,  1964." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hunter,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  amendment  was  adopted  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Committee  Reports 

HB  150,  providing  for  the  calling  of  a  Constitutional  Con- 
vention. Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  the  people  of  New 
Hampshire,  having  voted  for  the  General  Court  to  call  a  Con- 
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stitutional  Convention,  as  provided  under  Article  99  in  the 
Constitution  of  New  Hampshire,  this  bill  provides  for  delegates 
to  be  chosen  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  March,  1964  and  the 
date  of  the  Convention  to  be  the  second  Tuesday  of  May,  1964 
at  11  a.m.  An  appropriation  of  $100,000  is  asked  for  to  pay  the 
expenses  of  said  Convention.  There  was  no  opposition." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  94,  providing  for  an  additional  justice  for  the  superior 
court.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  for 
an  additional  justice  for  the  superior  court.  The  last  justice  to 
be  added  was  in  1953,  making  seven.  This  will  make  eight.  It 
was  pointed  out  the  backload  of  cases  and  the  number  of  new 
cases  are  increasing  due  to  several  reasons,  such  as  more  eminent 
domain  cases,  more  accidents,  and  an  increasing  population. 
This  is  further  substantiated  in  the  9th  Report  of  the  Judicial 
Council  on  pages  30,  31  and  32  which  has  a  table  showing  the 
new  entries  and  backload  of  cases  annually  from  1949  to  1962, 
inclusive.  The  appropriation  being  $17,062  for  the  fiscal  year 
of  June  30,  1964  and  $17,062  for  the  fiscal  year  June  30,  1965. 
There  was  no  opposition." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  108,  relative  to  the  application  of  federal  funds  for 
civil  defense.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  changes  Chap- 
ter 216,  Laws  of  1961,  which  appropriated  $36,500  to  be  ex- 
pended by  the  civil  defense  agency  for  the  establishment  of  a 
Fire  and  Rescue  training  center.  First,  it  takes  out  the  break- 
down as  to  hoAv  much  could  be  spent  for  several  purposes.  Sec- 
ond, it  takes  out  the  provision  that  any  federal  funds  would  be 
used  to  reduce  the  appropriation.  None  of  this  appropriation 
has  been  used  and  is  still  available.  By  being  able  to  add  the 
federal  money,  it  will  enable  the  people  who  have  worked  hard 
on  this  project  (firemen  of  the  area)  to  get  what  they  would  like 
according  to  plans  which  have  been  submitted  by  Mr.  Noble 
of  the  Public  Works  department.  This  training  center  will  be 
available  to  the  whole  state.  There  was  no  opposition." 
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The  bill  ^vas  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  61,  relative  to  credit  unions.  Senator  Holmes,  for  the 
Committee  on  Banks  Sc  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass  with  amend- 
ment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Defining  Term.  Amend  RSA  394:2  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

394:2  Limitation  on  Use  of  Words  "Credit  Union."  Except 
associations  heretofore  incorporated,  no  person,  corporation, 
partnership,  or  association  shall  use  a  name  or  title  containing 
the  words  "Credit  Union"  or  any  derivation  thereof  or  be  rep- 
resented in  his  or  its  advertising  or  otherwise,  as  conducting 
business  as  a  credit  union,  except  a  credit  union  organized  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  or  under  the  Federal  Credit 
Union  Act,  or  except  organizations  whose  membership  is  com- 
posed exclusively  of  credit  unions. 

2  At  Special  Meeting  Permitted.  Amend  RSA  394:7 
(supp)   as  amended  by  1957,  304  by  inserting  in  the  first  line 

after  the  ^vord  "meeting"  the  words,  or  special  meeting  called 
for  the  purpose,  and  in  the  first  line  after  the  word  "a"  the  word, 
credit,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
394:7  Amendment.  At  any  annual  meeting,  or  special  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose  the  members  of  a  credit  union  may 
amend  the  by-laws  by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  pres- 
ent and  entitled  to  vote;  provided,  that  a  copy  of  the  proposed 
amendment  shall  have  been  sent  to  each  member  with  the  no- 
tice of  the  meeting  or  provided  that  copies  of  the  notice  and 
proposed  amendment  shall  have  been  posted  in  two  public 
places  within  the  to^vn  or  city  in  which  the  credit  union  office  is 
located  at  least  twenty-one  days  prior  to  the  day  of  the  meeting. 

3  Deletes  Relating  Fee  to  Stock  and  Reference  to  Divi- 
dends. Amend  RSA  294:12  (supp)  as  amended  by  1961,  156 
by  striking  out  in  the  first  line  the  word  "Dividends"  and  the 
words  "which  may  be  made  proportional  to  the  number  of 
shares  issued  to  a  member  and  upon  recommendation  of  the 
board  of  directors,  may  declare  dividends,"  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  394:12  Entrance  Fee.  The 
members  at  each  annual  meeting  shall  fix  the  amount  of  the  en- 
trance fee,  if  any,  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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4  Method  of  Filling  Vacancies.  Amend  RSA  394:14  as 
amended  by  1961,  156  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  394:14  Filling  Vacancies.  In  the 
event  of  the  death,  resignation  or  removal  from  office  of  any 
member  of  the  board  of  directors  or  the  credit  committee,  the 
board  of  directors  shall  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  annual 
meeting,  at  which  any  unexpired  terms  shall  be  filled  by  vote 
of  the  members.  The  supervisory  committee  shall  fill  vacancies 
in  its  own  number  until  new  members  shall  have  been  duly 
elected  and  qualified. 

5  Real  Estate  Mortgages.  Amend  RSA  394:17  (supp)  as 
amended  by  1955,  213:1  and  1959,  88:1,  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  394:17  Use 
of  Funds.  While  awaiting  calls  of  its  members  for  loans,  it  may 
deposit  its  money  in  any  cooperative  bank,  building  and  loan 
association,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  federal  savings  and 
loan  association,  or  national  bank  in  this  state,  or,  by  majority 
vote  of  the  board  of  directors  in  any  cooperative  bank,  building 
and  loan  association,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  federal  sav- 
ings and  loan  association,  or  national  bank  in  New  England  or, 
with  like  vote,  on  approval  may  make  loans  to  other  credit 
unions  chartered  under  the  laws  of  this  state  provided  that  the 
lending  credit  union  has  assets  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars 
or  more.  It  may  invest  any  surplus  funds  in  obligations  of  the 
United  States  government  or  of  the  state,  or  of  any  county,  city 
or  town  of  the  state,  issued  pursuant  to  authority  of  law.  Any 
credit  union  with  assets  of  two  million  dollars  or  more  may  pur- 
chase real  estate  mortgages  wherever  situate  which  are  guaran- 
teed by  the  federal  housing  administration. 

6  Minimum  Requirements  for  Ownership.  Amend  RSA 
394:19-a  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1961,  215  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  394:19-a 
O^vnership  of  Real  Estate.  No  such  corporation,  except  those 
owning  real  estate  as  of  the  date  of  this  act,  shall  purchase,  con- 
struct or  own  any  real  estate  for  its  own  use  unless  its  assets 
amount  to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars.  Corporations  with 
assets  in  excess  of  three  hundred  thousand  dollars  shall  not  in- 
vest in  such  property  more  than  five  percent  of  their  total  share 
and  deposit  accounts,  and  such  investments  shall  be  subject  to 
the  approval  of  the  bank  commissioner. 

7  Identical  Terms  of  Office.  Amend  RSA  394:23  by  strik- 
ing out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
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394:23  Terms  of  Directors  and  Officials.  Directors  and  members 
of  credit  committees  and  of  supervisory  committees  shall  be 
elected  for  a  term  of  not  less  than  one  year  nor  more  than  three 
years,  as  the  by-laws  shall  provide.  If  the  term  is  more  than  one 
year  they  shall  be  divided  into  classes,  and  an  equal  number,  as 
nearly  as  may  be,  elected  each  year.  They  shall  hold  their  sev- 
eral offices  until  others  are  elected  and  qualified  in  their  stead. 

8  Authorizes  Directors  to  Declare  Dividends.  Amend  RSA 
394:26  (supp)  as  amended  by  1961,  156  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  394:26  Directors' 
Powers.  The  board  of  directors  shall  have  the  general  direction 
of  the  affairs  of  the  credit  union,  and  shall  meet  monthly.  It 
shall  be  their  special  duty  to  act  upon  all  applications  for  mem- 
bership and  upon  the  expulsion  of  members;  to  determine  the 
rate  of  interest  to  be  charged  on  loans;  to  declare  dividends;  to 
declare  interest  on  deposits  not  to  exceed  four  per  cent;  to  fix 
the  maximum  amount  to  be  loaned  any  one  member;  to  provide 
for  the  compensation  of  necessary  clerical  auditing  assistance 
requested  by  the  supervisory  committee;  and  to  fill  vacancies  on 
the  board  of  directors  and  credit  committee  until  new  members 
shall  be  elected  and  qualified.  At  the  annual  or  special  meeting 
of  the  members,  the  board  shall  make  recommendations  relative 
to  the  entrance  fee,  if  any,  to  be  charged  new  members,  the  need 
for  amendments  to  the  by-laws,  and  any  other  matters  upon 
which,  in  their  opinion,  the  members  should  act  at  such  meeting. 

9  Regulating  Loans  to  Officials.  Amend  RSA  394:30  by 
striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  follow- 
ing: 395:30  Loans  to  Officials.  Members  of  the  board  of  directors, 
credit  committee  or  supervisory  committee  may  borrow  from  the 
credit  union  except  that  no  such  member  shall  borrow  more 
than  the  amount  of  his  holdings  in  the  credit  union,  as  repre- 
sented by  his  total  shares  and  deposits  thereof,  at  any  one  time; 
provided,  however  that  upon  election  of  a  credit  union  member 
to  one  of  said  committees  he  shall  be  permitted  to  continue  as 
a  debtor  of  the  credit  union  concerned  as  to  any  loans  made  to 
him  prior  to  the  date  of  such  election,  in  accordance  with  the 
terms  of  such  loan,  if  any;  however,  members  of  the  board  of 
directors  may  borrow  or  become  surety  for  any  loan  in  excess  of 
their  holdings  provided  such  loan  is  approved  by  all  members 
of  the  credit  and  supervisory  committees. 

10  Deletes  Authority  of  Board  of  Directors.  Amend  RSA 
394:32  (supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  150  by  striking  out  in  lines 
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eleven  thru  fifteen  thereof  the  words  "provided,  however,  that 
by  majority  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  any  credit  union  may 
make  loans  to  its  members  without  approval  of  the  credit  com- 
mittee provided  such  loans  do  not  exceed  eighty  per  cent  of  the 
value  of  the  borrower's  shares  and  that  the  borrower  does  not 
have  any  other  direct  or  indirect  liability  to  the  said  credit 
union"  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 
394:32  Credit  Committee.  The  credit  committee  shall  hold 
meetings,  of  which  due  notice  shall  be  given  its  members,  for 
the  purpose  of  considering  applications  for  loans,  and  no  loan 
shall  be  made  unless  all  members  of  the  committee  who  are 
present  when  the  application  is  considered,  and  at  least  two- 
thirds  of  all  members  of  the  committee  approve  the  loan  and  are 
satisfied  that  it  promises  to  benefit  the  borro^ver. 

11  Method    and    Date    Changed.    Amend    RSA    394:42 
(supp)   as  amended  by  1961,  258  by  striking  out  the  same  and 

inserting  in  place  thereof,  the  following:  394:42  Declaring.  At 
the  annual  meeting  the  board  of  directors  shall  report  to  the 
members  the  rate  of  dividend  paid  from  income  which  has  been 
actually  collected  during  the  dividend  period  next  preceding, 
and  ^vhich  remains  after  the  deduction  of  all  expenses,  interest 
on  deposits  not  exceeding  four  per  cent  per  annum  and  the 
amount  required  to  be  set  apart  as  a  guaranty  fund,  or  that  such 
dividend  was  paid  in  whole  or  in  part  from  undivided  earnings 
of  preceding  years,  not  to  exceed  twenty  per  cent  thereof,  in  any 
one  year;  provided  that  such  earnings  are  a  part  of  the  surplus 
of  the  union  in  excess  of  all  requirements  of  the  guaranty  fund. 

12  Grace  Period.  Amend  RSA  394:43  by  adding  at  the 
end  thereof  the  words,  except  that  such  shares  fully  paid  up  dur- 
ing the  first  ten  days  of  a  month  may  be  entitled  to  a  propor- 
tionate part  of  such  dividend  calculated  as  if  they  had  been  fully 
paid  on  the  first  day  of  such  month,  so  that  said  section  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  394:43  Participation.  Such  divi- 
dends shall  be  paid  on  all  fully  paid  shares  outstanding  at  the 
close  of  the  dividend  period;  but  shares  which  become  fully  paid 
during  the  dividend  period  shall  be  entitled  only  to  a  propor- 
tional part  of  said  dividend,  calculated  from  the  first  day  of  the 
month  following  such  payment  in  full,  except  that  such  shares 
fully  paid  up  during  the  first  ten  days  of  a  month  may  be  en- 
titled to  a  proportionate  part  of  such  dividend  calculated  as  if 
they  had  been  fully  paid  on  the  first  day  of  such  month. 
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13  Authority  to  Directors.  Amend  RSA  394:44-a  (supp) 
as  inserted  by  1955,  259  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  follo^ving:  394:44-a  Interest  Refund.  After 
an  amendment  to  the  by-laws  by  the  credit  union  members  the 
board  of  directors  of  a  credit  union  may  authorize  an  interest  re- 
fund to  members  of  record  at  the  close  of  business  on  June  30  in 
proportion  to  the  interest  paid  by  them  during  the  year. 

14  Changing  Voting  Requirement.  Amend  RSA  394:49 
by  striking  out  in  line  four  the  words  "entitled  to  vote"  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  w'ords,  present  and  voting,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  RSA  394:49  Dis- 
solution. At  any  meeting  specially  called  for  the  purpose  the 
members,  upon  recommendation  of  not  less  than  two  thirds  of 
the  board  of  directors,  may  dissolve  the  union  by  the  vote  of  two 
thirds  of  the  members  present  and  voting. 

15  Repeal.  RSA  394:31,  36  and  37  are  hereby  repealed. 

16  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Holmes,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with, 
same  having  been  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Tuesday,  June  1 1th, 
Pages  716,  717,  718,  719,  and  720.  Senator  Hartman:  "Mr. 
President,  the  bill  was  initiated  by  the  credit  union  people  of 
New  Hampshire  and  they  appeared  at  the  hearing.  There  was 
considerable  discussion  because  of  the  length  of  the  bill.  The 
amendment  would  delete  two  sections  of  the  original  bill, 
substitute  a  House  Bill  in  another  section,  and  changes  various 
words  throughout  the  bill.  There  is  no  major  change  in  the 
intent  of  the  bill,  other  than  the  two  sections  that  were  deleted." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say  that 
Senators  Hartman,  Howard,  and  part  of  the  time.  Senator 
Lamontagne,  served  as  a  sub  committee  to  handle  this  bill. 
They  went  over  it  very  carefully.  They  did  a  very  thorough 
job  and  if  there  is  anything  more  to  be  done,  the  House  will 
have  an  opportunity  to  find  it." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  115,  relative  to  early  land  acquisition  by  Nashua  Hous- 
ing Authority.  Senator  Holmes,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks 
&:  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 
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Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  Nashua  has  been  selected 
as  one  out  of  five  or  six  small  cities  in  the  country  to  serve  as  a 
pilot  study  of  a  relatively  new  phase  of  urban  redevelopment 
known  as  early  land  acquisition.  However,  New  Hampshire's 
enabling  statutes  on  urban  redevelopment  do  not  authorize 
such  a  procedure  and  this  bill  is  intended  to  give  Nashua  such 
authority.  It  is  limited  to  Nashua,  to  see  how  early  land  acquisi- 
tion works,  and  later  may  be  applied  state-wide.  National  ex- 
perience has  shown  that  urban  redevelopment  projects  take 
anywhere  from  two  to  six  years  to  complete  from  the  time  a 
specific  project  is  announced  to  its  completion.  For  example, 
Nashua's  High  Street  project  is  now  in  its  fourth  year.  Im- 
mediately after  an  announcement  of  a  specific  project,  land- 
lords suffer  because  they  lose  tenants,  businesses  suffer  income 
losses  and  land  values  deteriorate  pending  the  lengthy  time 
between  announcement  of  a  project  and  its  execution.  Early 
land  acquisition  is  intended  to  speed  up  the  acquisition  phase 
of  land  and  buildings  in  order  to  alleviate  suffering. 

"Inasmuch  as  the  Myrtle  Street  project  will  involve  total 
clearance  of  existing  dwellings  and  mixed  use  units  and  the 
Park  Street  project  is  to  include  partial  clearance  of  like  exist- 
ing units.  Early  Land  Acquisition  of  a  portion  of  the  Park 
Street  Project  is  essential. 

"The  relocation  of  displaced  families,  as  a  result  of  these 
urban  renewal  projects,  can  be  properly  carried  out  by  obtain- 
ing local  approval  by  the  Mayor  and  Board  of  Aldermen  of  the 
City  of  Nashua  of  the  Early  Land  Acquisition  method  of  proj- 
ect execution." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  think  that  within  the 
State,  there  are  presently  four  housing  authorities;  Manchester, 
Nashua,  Portsmouth  and  Concord.  As  I  understand,  there  is 
a  bill  in  the  House  which  will  permit  the  same  effect  to  the 
other  cities.  I  agree  with  Senator  Holmes  on  this  early  acquisi- 
tion. I  know  that  in  Manchester,  our  first  project  started  in 
1956,  yet  we  did  not  and  could  not  move  to  take  over  the 
property  until  1959.  There  was  a  lot  of  business  lost  during 
that  time.  This  would  permit  the  early  acquisition  of  buying 
the  land  now,  rather  than  later  on." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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HB  194,  relating  to  investments  of  savings  banks.  Senator 
Holmes,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  simple  bill.  The 
bill  would  allow  corporations  with  a  net  worth  of  not  less  than 
$250,000  to  have  one  signer  on  a  note  which  would  be  a  legal 
investment  by  savings  banks.  That  is  all  the  bill  does." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  275,  relative  to  taxation  exemption  for  disabled  veter- 
ans. Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Joint  Committee  on  Ways 
&  Means  and  Military  &  Veterans  Affairs:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  House  Bill  275  by  striking  out  section  2  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  foUo'uing: 

2  Amend  RSA  72  by  inserting  after  section  29  the  follow- 
ing new  section: 

29-a.  Widows.  The  widow  of  any  person  who  was  killed 
or  died  while  on  active  duty  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United 
States  or  any  of  the  armed  forces  of  any  of  the  governments  as- 
sociated with  the  United  States  in  the  wars  or  armed  conflicts 
set  forth  in  section  28,  so  Ions:  as  she  remains  his  widow,  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation  upon  her  real  and  personal  property  to 
the  value  of  eight  thousand  dollars  under  the  conditions  set  forth 
in  sections  28  and  30  of  this  chapter  so  far  as  the  same  are  ap- 
plicable except  that  the  limitations  of  ownership  of  taxable 
property  in  this  state  shall  not  apply  to  persons  eligible  under 
this  section;  and  provided  further  that,  in  the  case  of  undivided 
ownership,  the  limit  of  exemption  shall  be  eight  thousand  dol- 
lars as  regards  the  interest  of  such  entitled  persons  therein. 

Further  amend  H.B.  275  by  adding  the  following  section: 

3  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of  April  1, 
1964. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  the  bill  as  it  originally 
came  from  the  House  provided  that  the  totally  disabled  veter- 
an instead  of  having  $5,000  exemption  would  have  an  $8,000 
exemption  on  the  property  tax.  During  the  committee's  de- 
liberations, the  point  was  raised  as  to  the  widow  of  the  veteran 
who  was  killed  or  died  on  duty.  Under  the  state  tax  commission, 
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if  a  veteran  died  or  was  killed,  he  was  not  totally  disabled  as 
far  as  the  tax  law  was  concerned.  The  amendment  adds  the  fact 
that  a  widow  of  a  veteran  who  was  killed  or  died  in  time  of  war 
as  long  as  she  remains  a  widow  she  is  entitled  to  this  exemp- 
tion. If  she  remarries,  she  loses  the  exemption." 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  have  been  receiving  inquiries  from 
veterans  in  my  district  as  to  what  legislation  has  been  passed 
regarding  veterans.  Can  you  tell  me?" 

Senator  Green:  "In  HB  75  and  now  this  HB  275.  There 
were  two  other  bills,  but  one  was  killed  by  the  House  and  the 
other  bill,  the  House  is  having  a  hearing." 

Senator  Monahan  inquired:  "Do  you  have  any  idea  of 
how  many  widows  there  are?" 

Senator  Green:  "No,  but  keep  in  mind  that  in  World  War 
II  there  were  over  half  a  million  men  killed.  This  particular 
amendment  was  drawn  by  the  State  Tax  Commission  who  felt 
that  it  was  inequitable." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  67,  relative  to  the  power  of  the  town  of  Hampton  to 
make  by-laws.  Senator  Whalen,  for  the  Committee  on  Execu- 
tive Depts.,  Municipal  &  County  Government:  Ought  to  pass 
with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Power  Granted.  The  town  of 
Hampton  shall  have  the  same  power  to  make  by-laws  as  is 
granted  to  city  councils  by  RSA  47:17,  as  amended  by  1961,  26. 
And  as  the  same  may  be  at  any  date  after  the  effective  date  of 
this  act  amended. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  to  regulate 
music  machines  and  mechanical  devices  from  playing  too  loudly 
or  at  odd  times  in  public  places.  The  town  did  not  have  the 
power  to  regulate  those  things  that  disturb  the  peace  at  odd 
hours.  Usually,  two  or  three  o'clock  in  the  morning,  etc.  That 
is  the  reason  for  this  bill.  I  would  move  its  passage  at  this  time." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 
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SB  103,  adopting  the  bus  taxation  proration  and  recipoc- 
ity  agreement.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on 
Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill,  if  enacted, 
will  permit  fleet  owners  to  prorate  the  registration  of  their 
buses  in  each  state.  The  proration  formula  is  based  upon  the 
percentage  of  total  fleet  miles  traveled  in  each  state.  The  agree- 
ment leaves  each  state's  fee  structure  untouched.  It  merely 
determines  how  much  on  each  owner's  registration  fees  go  to 
each  state  based  on  the  mileage  traveled  in  each  state." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  offer  the  follow- 
ing remarks  relative  to  this  bill  and  also  to  the  next  bill,  SB  109: 

"A  meeting  of  the  Commission  on  Interstate  Cooperation 
was  called  to  order  by  Attorney  General  William  Maynard  at 
3:00  P.M.  on  Wednesday,  June  12,  1963.  Present  were  Senators 
Edith  B.  Gardner,  Robert  S.  Monahan,  Margaret  B.  DeLude; 
Representative  Greta  M.  Ainley;  Commissioner  of  Safety, 
Robert  W.  Rhodes;  Director  of  Motor  Vehicles,  Ralph  V. 
Gould;  Road  Toll  Administrator,  John  J.  Mara;  Mr.  Frederick 
N.  Clarke,  Jr.,  Inspector,  Division  of  Motor  Vehicles;  Mr. 
Frederick  N.  Clarke,  Sr.,  Chairman,  Public  Utilities  Commis- 
sion; Attorney  R.  P.  Bass,  Jr.,  representing  New  England  Bus 
Association. 

"The  purpose  of  the  meeting  was  to  discuss  Senate  Bill 
No.  109  adopting  a  compact  on  motor  fuel  consumed  by  inter- 
state buses,  and  Senate  Bill  No.  103  adopting  the  bus  taxation 
proration  and  reciprocity  agreement. 

"Attorney  General  Maynard  stated  that  at  the  hearing  held 
this  morning  by  the  Senate  Transportation  Committee  both 
he  and  Commissioner  Clarke  had  requested  a  continued  hear- 
ing until  the  Commission  on  Interstate  Cooperation  could 
meet  with  the  appropriate  state  officials  to  discuss  these  two 
compacts  and  agree  on  a  position  by  the  Commission. 

"Mr.  Mara  stated  that  the  compacts  posed  no  problem  for 
New  Hampshire  as  far  as  he  could  determine  and  that  he 
favored  their  enactment. 

"Mr.  Gould  recorded  himself  as  being  in  favor  of  both 
compacts.

"Commissioner  Rhodes,  speaking  for  the  Department  of 
Safety,  stated  that  he  was  highly  in  favor  of  both  compacts  and 
indicated  that  they  should  produce  more  revenue  than  New 
Hampshire  now  receives  under  the  present  statutes. 

"Mr.  Bass  offered  to  answer  any  questions,  but  there  being 
none,  the  Commission  went  into  Executive  Session. 

"It  was  moved  by  Commissioner  Clarke,  seconded  by 
Senator  Gardner,  that  Senate  Bill  No.  103  and  Senate  Bill  No. 
109  be  unanimously  endorsed  by  the  Commission  on  Interstate 
Cooperation,  and  that  the  Commission  recommend  their  pas- 
sage to  the  Senate  Transportation  Committee.

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  similar  to 
the  bus  registration  proration  in  that  it  also  leaves  the  state  tax 
structure  untouched.  It  merely  limits  the  amount  of  fuel  which 
may  be  taxed  to  the  amount  consumed  within  the  state.  The 
amount  is  determind  by  dividing  mileage  within  the  state  by 
the  average  number  of  miles  per  gallon  obtained  by  a  bus,  or 
in  the  case  of  a  fleet,  obtained  by  the  entire  fleet.  The  compact 
covers  all  motor  fuels,  but  all  busses  presently  used  in  interstate 
commerce  are  diesel  operated  so  far  as  I  can  determine." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  407,  relating  to  the  salaries  of  members  of  the  Somers- 
worth  City  Council.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee 
on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  bill  that 
concerns  the  city  of  Somersworth  and  the  city  council.  At 
present,  the  city  councilors  are  paid  $150  a  year.  If  they  miss  a 
meeting,  $12  is  deducted.  This  bill  would  pay  them  $12  for 
special  meetings.  It  was  supported  by  the  Mayor  and  he  ap- 
peared in  favor  of  the  bill.  There  was  no  opposition." 
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The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

541  relative  to  rehearings  and  appeals  shall  be  available  to  any 
party,  taxpayer,  town  or  city  aggrieved  by  the  granting  or  refusal 
of  an  abatement  under  this  section. 

Senator  Hartman  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  all 
this  does  is  to  spell  out  that  anybody  not  agreeing  with  the 
decision  on  this  can  appeal  or  reappeal,  whether  the  Tax 
Commission  refuses  or  consents." 

Senator  Monahan  inquired:  "Has  this  proposition  been 
approved  or  discussed  by  the  tax  commission?" 

Senator  Hartman:  "No.  I  might  point  out  that  this  is  a 
common  all  conclusive  statement." 

Senator  Rainie  spoke  against  the  proposed  amendment: 
"I  wish  to  call  to  the  attention  of  the  Senate  that  this  chapter 
which  was  amended  by  the  original  bill  has  to  do  with  taxation 
on  income  and  section  25  deals  in  the  chapter  entirely  with 
application  for  abatement  on  income  taxes.  Now,  it  seems  to 
me  very  odd  to  introduce  here  in  this  chapter  something  that 
has  nothing  to  do  with  this  chapter  —  it  is  not  germane  to  the 
bill.  It  seems  ridiculous  to  me  that  we  should  be  hitching  this 
amendment  to  a  bill  that  has  no  relation  to  the  specific  matter 
in  this  chapter." 

Senator  Hartman:  "I  agree  with  Senator  Rainie  that  this 
chapter  only  deals  with  interest  and  dividends  tax.  But,  this 
amendment  says  that  towns,  cities,  or  counties,  or  taxpayers  — 
this  would  give  them  the  right  to  appeal.  I  think  any  decision 
should  have  an  appeal  clause."

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  discussed 
here  in  the  Senate  last  Tuesday  and  it  comes  through  the 
Finance  Committee  unchanged  with  the  report  that  it  ought 
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to  pass.  I  do  believe  that  Senator  Drake  has  an  amendment  that 
he  wishes  to  offer  to  this  bill." 

Senator  Drake  offered  the  following  amendment,  seconded 
by  Senator  Green: 

Amend  section  17  of  the  bill  by  ading  at  the  end  thereof 
the  following:  The  sums  appropriated  by  this  section  shall  be 
used  only  by  and  for  Keene  and  Plymouth  state  colleges  respec- 
tively, pursuant  to  RSA  187:4-b  as  inserted  by  this  chapter, 
and  no  part  shall  be  transferred  to  any  other  account  or  ex- 
pended for  any  other  purpose,  so  that  said  section  as  amended 
shall  read  as  follows:  17  Colleges.  In  addition  to  any  other  funds 
appropriated  for  the  teachers  colleges  there  are  hereby  appro- 
priated the  following  sums  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1965: 

Keene  state  college,  additional 

operating  cost  $37,750 

additional  capital 

equipment  15,000 

Plymouth  state  college,  additional 

operating  cost  22,500 

additional  capital 

equipment  2,500 


$77,750 


The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  ^varrants  for 
the  sums  appropriated  by  this  section  out  of  any  money  in  the 
treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated.  The  sums  appropriated 
by  this  section  shall  be  used  only  by  and  for  Keene  and  Plymouth 
state  colleges  respectively,  pursuant  to  RSA  187:4-b  as  inserted 
by  this  chapter,  and  no  part  shall  be  transferred  to  any  other 
account  or  expended  for  any  other  purpose. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  English,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  above  entitled  bill  was  read 
a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  English, 
the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the  above  en- 
titled bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 
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Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  371,  relating  to  curfew  regulations  in  Rochester.  Sen- 
ator Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  city  of  Rochester  asked 
us  for  permission  to  change  their  curfew  regulations.  We  felt 
that  this  was  a  matter  for  them  to  decide  in  their  own  good 
judgment.  The  committee  voted  in  favor  of  the  bill  and  there 
was  no  opposition." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  466,  relating  to  extradition  of  juveniles.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  provides  that  if 
a  person  under  the  age  of  18  has  committed  what  constitutes 
a  felony  and  is  not  within  the  jurisdiction  of  this  state  —  it  sets 
forth  the  nature  of  the  offense.  Eventually,  the  permission  is 
granted  to  the  County  Attorney  to  start  extradition  proceed- 
ings so  that  this  juvenile  may  be  returned  to  this  jurisdiction. 
The  superior  court  has  some  control  over  this  —  they  decide 
whether  they  shall  be  considered  as  juvenile  or  whether  it  shall 
be  considered  on  general  proceedings.  The  case  of  a  person 
who  has  committed  a  crime  in  this  state  and  has  left  this  state 
is  covered  by  this  legislation." 

The  bill  Avas  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  474,  providing  for  the  judicial  review  of  orders  trans- 
ferring incorrigibles  from  industrial  school  to  other  state  insti- 
tutions. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  bill  which  stirred 
up  quite  a  little  bit  of  agitation.  I  will  try  and  present  to  the 
Senate  the  provisions  of  this  bill.  Under  the  present  law,  if  a 
minor  committed  to  the  House  of  Correction  in  Manchester 
shall  be  found  by  the  Trustees  to  be  dangerous  and  incorrigible 
there,  they  may  order  such  minor  to  be  transferred  to  another 
state  institution;  which  may  mean  to  the  state  school  or  to  the 
state  hospital.  The  amendment  to  the  law,  which  is  the  gist  of 
this  bill,  was  recommended  by  the  Judicial  Council;  by 
people  who  are  anxious  to  do  the  best  that  they  can  for  the 
juvenile,  and  this  is  what  we  are  taking  care  of  today.  The 
trustees  shall  cause  a  copy  of  their  committal  to  be  served  on 
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the  minor,  his  father  or  mother,  or  guardian,  by  certified  mail. 
The  minor  may,  within  30  days,  file  request  for  review.  He  may 
petition  the  court  for  a  re-consideration  of  the  committal.  We 
had  a  very  agitated  hearing  on  this  matter  and  it  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  three  people  there  who  were  very  much  disturbed 
because  they  felt  that  this  law  was  going  to  cause  more  trouble 
to  the  minor.  This  is  to  the  contrary.  This  addition  to  the  law 
was  submitted  by  people  interested  in  the  welfare  of  the  minor. 
They  were  anxious  to  correct  any  injustice  that  had  been  done. 
The  head  of  the  school  is  not  in  favor,  because  he  feels  that  it 
is  a  mark  against  the  trustees  of  the  institution  there.  The 
amendment  is  solely  in  the  interest  of  the  minor  and  the  com- 
mittee feels  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

Senator  Battles:  "Senator  Rainie,  what  happens  in  the 
case  where  the  superior  court  is  on  vacation  —  or  in  the  sum- 
mer time  when  no  court  is  going  on?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  question  was  raised  before  and  I 
have  talked  with  the  chief  justice  of  the  superior  court.  He  is 
in  favor  of  this  bill  and  appeared  in  favor  of  the  bill,  at  the 
hearing.  He  stated  that  the  courts  have  had  no  trouble  when 
this  arises,  and  they  see  no  difficulty  in  undue  delay.  The  court 
is  in  vacation  for  some  two  months  in  the  summer,  but  it  is 
possible  that  a  justice  may  be  found  within  that  time.  I  am 
convinced  that  the  minor  will  be  amply  cared  for.  Judge  Kenis- 
ton  has  considered  this  matter  and  he  feels  that  the  superior 
court  can  be  trusted  to  take  care  of  this  situation  promptly.  I 
think  it  will  be  taken  care  of  promptly." 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  "clarifying"  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  last  three 
sentences  thereof  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 
The  minor,  or  any  interested  person  in  his  behalf,  may,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  entry  of  the  order  of  commitment,  petition 
the  superior  court  or  any  justice  thereof  for  a  review  of  the 
findings  and  order  of  commitment  to  determine  whether  the 
order  was  justified.  The  court  or  justice  shall  forthwith  fix  a 
time  and  place  for  hearing,  and  shall  make  such  orders  relative 
to  the  giving  of  notice  thereof  as  may  be  proper,  and  upon 
hearing  all  relevant  evidence  such  order  shall  be  entered  as 
justice  may  require,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows, 
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1.  Transfers  from  Industrial  School.  Amend  RSA  621:24 
by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
following:  621:2b  Incorrigibles,  etc.  If  any  minor  committed 
to  the  school  shall  be  found  by  the  trustees  to  be  incorrigible, 
and  dangerous  to  the  discipline  of  the  school,  the  trustees  may 
order  such  minor  to  be  transferred  and  committed  to  some 
other  state  institution  for  such  time  as  they  see  fit,  but  not 
exceeding  the  time  when  his  commitment  to  the  industrial 
school  expires.  The  trustees  shall  cause  an  attested  copy  of 
their  order  of  commitment  to  be  served  on  the  minor  and  his 
father  or  mother  or  guardian,  or  other  person  standing  in  loco 
parentis,  either  personally  or  by  certified  mail,  but  no  defect 
or  insufficiency  in  the  service  of  such  copy  shall  invalidate  the 
order  of  commitment.  The  minor,  or  any  interested  person  in 
his  behalf,  may,  within  thirty  days  from  the  entry  of  the  order 
of  commitment,  petition  the  superior  court  or  any  justice  there- 
of for  a  review  of  the  findings  and  order  of  commitment  to 
determine  whether  the  order  was  justified.  The  court  or  justice 
shall  forthwith  fix  a  time  and  place  for  hearing,  and  shall  make 
such  orders  relative  to  the  giving  of  notice  thereof  as  may  be 
proper,  and  upon  hearing  all  relevant  evidence  such  order 
shall  be  entered  as  justice  may  require. 

Senator  Battles:  "There  is  a  lot  of  language  in  there  —  I 
went  to  the  legal  counsel  and  asked  him  to  do  two  things.  If  the 
court  is  in  recess,  one  justice  may  hear  this  petition,  and  within 
a  reasonable  length  of  time." 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  in  opposition  to  the 
amendment.  I  think  it  is  unnecessary.  I  think  it  is  included 
within  the  bill.  As  far  as  a  justice,  or  the  superior  court  —  you 
do  not  expect  the  entire  court  to  come  together.  When  the 
chief  justice  and  the  six  justices  come  together,  in  case  of  death, 
etc.  Ordinarily,  when  you  say  superior  court  —  the  intent  is 
justice.  The  court  is  in  session  every  day  of  the  year.  Some  of 
the  justices  are  available.  Even  though  the  court  is  in  recess, 
you  can  always  obtain  a  justice.  It  is  already  inherent  in  the 
bill.  Judge  Keniston  felt  that  it  would  be  a  great  help  to  have 
this  bill  passed.  I  dislike  to  disagree  with  Senator  Battles,  but 
this  is  not  necessary,  in  my  opinion." 

Senator  Battles:  "You  say  that  there  is  no  need  for  it.  Is 
there  any  harm  in  it?" 
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Senator  Green:  "Just  like  wearing  two  coats.  No  harm,  but 
you  do  not  need  it.  We  are  in  the  closing  days  of  the  session  — 
I  would  oppose  this  amendment.  If  adopted,  the  bill  will  have 
to  go  back  to  the  House  for  concurrence  —  and  will  cause  a 
delay." 

Senator  DeLude  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment,  stat- 
ing that  it  was  the  amendment  that  she  had  offered  when  the 
bill  was  re-referred  to  the  committee. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  DeLude. 

Senator  Battles  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Thirteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  six 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  prevailed, 
and  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  above  entitled  bill  was  read 
a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Mitch- 
ell, the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the  above 
bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

SB  52,  relative  to  firemen's  retirement  system.  Senator 
Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  3  the  following 
new  section  4: 

4  Appropriation.  Notwithstanding  any  provisions  of  RSA 
102  to  the  contrary,  for  the  purpose  of  paying  the  state's  share 
for  the  firemen's  retirement  system  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
June  30,  1964  there  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum  of  one  hun- 
dred and  eight  thousand  dollars  and  a  like  sum  is  hereby  ap- 
propriated for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1965.  The  sums 
hereby  appropriated  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  funds  of  the  state 
as  provided  in  RSA  102:8, 1. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  4  to  read 
section  5. 
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Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  when  this  bill  came  to  us, 
it  called  for  $145,000.  The  other  terms  of  the  bill  were  built 
upon  that  amount.  We  made  some  investigation  and  some  ob- 
jection to  the  amount,  and  there  was  a  meeting  of  the  group  in 
the  State  House  in  charge  of  this  firemen's  fund;  the  Treasurer 
and  Comptroller  and  also  Captain  Zing  of  Manchester,  repre- 
sentative of  the  fimd.  They  cut  the  figure  down  to  $108,000. 
Then  we  tried  to  get  some  actuarial  information  which  I  am 
told  must  be  presented  to  the  Finance  Committee.  This  in- 
formation has  never  been  presented  to  me  or  to  my  committee. 
We  are  simply  passing  the  bill  along  to  the  Finance  Committee, 
explaining  the  progress  that  we  made." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support: 

"Mr.  President  and  Members  of  the  Senate,  I  rise  in  sup- 
port of  the  Committee  report  in  amending  SB  52,  an  act  rela- 
tive to  firemen's  retirement  system,  which  the  committee  has 
recommended  for  an  appropriation.  Personally,  If  SB  52  did 
not  have  an  appropriation,  I  would  have  to  oppose  this  bill  for 
this  reason.  The  retirement  system  is  in  need  of  this  appro- 
priation because,  if  this  bill  was  enacted  into  law  without  the 
appropriation,  it  would  mean  that,  with  the  percentage  of  re- 
tirement which  is  being  asked,  the  only  way  it  could  be  done  is 
by  using  the  funds  that  are  now  in  the  retirement  system.  That 
amount  in  the  fund  as  of  March  14,  1963  was  $3,004,559.93.  Of 
course,  it  would  mean  that  the  funds  eventually  would  be  ex- 
hausted. At  the  present  time,  if  they  wanted  to  continue  with 
the  retirement  system,  the  Retirement  Board,  under  section 
102-9  under  the  N.  H.  Retirement  System  Handbook  of  In- 
formation it  says  that  the  Board  has  the  right  to  assess  the  mem- 
bers of  the  firemen's  retirement  system.  There  is  another  reason 
why  I  felt  the  appropriation  is  needed  if  this  bill  is  to  be  en- 
acted into  law.  Giving  you  an  example  —  a  fireman  right  at  the 
present  time  is  paying  better  than  $11  per  week,  which  is  de- 
ducted from  his  check  and,  therefore,  without  an  appropriation, 
it  could  almost  mean  that  a  new  fireman  who  is  replacing  the 
person  Avho  has  retired  would  almost  double  the  amount  I  have 
just  mentioned.  It  would  make  it  almost  impossible  for  a  new 
man  making  the  replacement  to  accept  the  job.  I  am  sure  this 
is  not  the  intention  of  the  sponsor  and  the  firemen  who  are  in 
favor  of  this  bill.  I  have  worked  out  this  bill  and  spent  a  great 
deal  of  time  on  it  and  from  my  study  I  can  submit  figures  to 
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the  Finance  Committee  which  I  hope  will  be  helpful  to  them. 
As  of  March  14,  the  retirement  system  had  $3,004,559.93.  The 
cost  per  month,  which  is  paid  out  of  the  present  fund,  amounts 
to  $14,300.00;  total  paid  out  per  year  $158,570.22  Also  out  of 
the  fund  those  who  have  withdrawn  from  the  retirement  sys- 
tem amounts  of  $20,719.00.  The  amount  paid  to  the  fund  from 
members  and  from  cities  and  towns  amounts  to  $282,334.71; 
the  state  contribution  amounts  to  $65,511.45.  Now  the  fund, 
which  is  getting  an  income  for  its  investment,  brings  in  a  total 
amount  of  $100,694.00.  These  are  some  of  the  figures  I  am 
hoping  will  be  helpful  to  the  Finance  Committee.  I  have  men- 
tioned I  am  supporting  SB  52  and  the  amendment  at  the  pres- 
ent time.  I  don't  feel  I  would  like  to  put  in  an  amendment  to 
the  Committee  report  at  this  late  hour  of  the  session.  I  am 
hoping  the  Finance  Committee  will  see  fit  to  report  this  bill 
with  an  increase  of  $64,000.00  per  year  to  be  a  continuous  in- 
crease instead  of  the  $108,000.00  which  was  recommended  by 
the  Judiciary  Committee. 

"Now  I  will  explain  the  different  sections  of  SB  52.  This 
will  give  you  a  reason  why  in  order  to  have  SB  52  enacted  into 
law  it  is  necessary  for  the  appropriation.  If  you  will  refer  to  page 
2  of  SB  52  and  if  you  will  look  under  the  section  where  it  says 
'Age  at  Retirement,  Retirement  Benefits  (per  cent  of  average  fi- 
nal salary),  the  figures  are  changed  from  48.9  to  36.7;  52.0  to 
39.0;  .55.3  to  41.5;  58.8  to  44.1;  62.5  to  46.9;  66.7  to  50.0.  'The 
benefits  to  exceed'  66.7  per  cent  is  changed  to  50  per  cent.  In  the 
3rd  line  of  the  2nd  paragraph  on  page  2,  we  are  replacing  'last 
five  years'  with  'any  five  consecutive  years.'  On  page  3,  section 
3,  'Benefits'  in  the  8th  line,  we  are  changing  'one-half  to  'two- 
thirds.'  On  page  6,  7th  line,  we  are  changing  'one-half  to  'two- 
thirds.'  Now  I  have  given  you  my  figures  and  at  the  same  time 
I  have  explained  this  bill  to  you  and,  as  I  have  mentioned,  there 
is  a  reason  why  this  appropriation  is  necessary  if  these  people 
are  to  retire  on  the  percentages  I  have  just  mentioned  to  you 
in  explaining  the  bill." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules. 

SB  97,  relating  to  the  operating  of  business  on  Sundays. 
Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass 
with  amendment. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  2  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

2  Exceptions.  Amend  RSA  578:4  by  striking  out  the 
same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  578:4  Excep- 
tions. The  prohibitions  of  section  3  of  this  chapter  shall  not  ap- 
ply to  restaurants,  hotels,  motels  and  lodging  houses  of  every 
description;  public  utilities  or  fuel  dealers,  garages  and  motor 
vehicle  service  stations;  souvenir  and  gift  shops;  marinas;  green- 
houses; stores  specializing  in  the  sale  of  sports  supplies  and 
equipment;  roadside  stands  selling  farm  or  dairy  products;  and 
to  such  educational,  religious,  scientific  and  cultural  establish- 
ments as  shall  contribute  to  the  general  purpose  of  the  day.  Nor 
shall  they  apply  to  the  sale  of  necessities  in  separate  departments 
of  drug,  grocery  or  department  stores  provided  that  no  more 
than  two  persons  plus  the  proprietor  or  manager  shall  at  one 
time  be  engaged  in  making  such  sales  and  provided  further  that 
all  other  departments  of  said  stores  shall  be  closed  to  the  public. 
Nor  shall  they  apply  to  golf,  tennis,  skiing,  or  any  recreational 
activity  in  a  gymnasium  or  on  any  court,  field  or  body  of  water, 
for  which  a  charge  is  made  only  for  the  privilege  of  engaging 
therein  and  not  for  the  privilege  of  being  present  as  a  spectator. 
Nothing  in  this  chapter  shall  prevent  the  selectmen  of  any 
town,  or  the  city  council  of  any  city  from  adopting  by-laws  and 
ordinances  permitting  and  regulating  spectator  or  commercial 
plays,  games  or  sports;  exhibitions  of  physical  skill,  theatrical  or 
vaudeville  performances;  or  the  showing  of  motion  pictures  at 
^vhich  admission  is  charged  or  donations  accepted  on  Sunday 
provided  that  in  no  case  may  any  such  commence  earlier  than 
one  o'clock  in  the  after  noon  and  provided  further  that  public 
dancing,  horse  racing  or  prize  fights  shall  not  be  permitted  at 
any  time  on  Sunday. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  4  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

4     Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  —  same 
having  been  previously  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  amendment  is  of  little 
consequence  as  far  as  the  detail  is  concerned  and  involves  only 
a  few  words  which  I  will  try  to  explain  as  we  go  along.  It  has

been  a  sort  of  hodge  podge  —  this  matter  of  Sunday  opening. 
Many  people  feel  that  it  should  be  put  in  better  shape.  In  La- 
conia,  they  had  difficulty  in  the  observance  of  Sunday.  The 
general  attitude  toward  Sunday  has  changed  greatly  in  the  last 
25  years.  It  is  now  regarded  as  a  day  of  rest,  rather  than  a  day 
of  worship.  This  has  been  recognized  by  the  supreme  court 
decision.  In  other  words,  they  are  adopting  Sundays  rather  than 
an  other  day  because  Sunday  is  a  day  on  which  work  is  restricted 
as  far  as  possible.  That  is  the  theme  that  runs  through  this 
rather  long  bill.  Of  course,  garages,  gas  stations,  drug  stores, 
etc.  many  of  them  stay  open. ..." 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  second  the 
committee  report  that  we  would  pass  this  bill  as  amended.  I 
have  a  great  deal  of  mail;  I  have  a  petition  with  28  names  and 
I  have  correspondence  from  two  of  Portsmouth's  larger  stores 
and  from  the  Portsmouth  Chamber  of  Commerce.  All  are  in 
favor  of  SB  97  as  amended.  I  am  glad  to  second  the  committee 
report  at  this  time." 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  say  that 
the  Committee  who  studied  this  bill  worked  very,  very  hard 
for  months  on  this  legislation  before  submitting  it  to  me.  The 
laws  of  Vermont,  Maine  and  Massachusetts  were  studied.  34 
states  have  some  kind  of  Sunday  law^s.  This  bill  amends  RSA 
578:3  and  4  and  as  the  Senator  from  the  15th  District  has  said, 
and  which  has  not  been  changed  for  years.  As  a  state  grows,  it 
becomes  necessary  to  provide  legislation  in  keeping  with  the 
times.  This  amendment  to  Chapter  578  broadens  somewhat 
the  existing  law  and  makes  legal  certain  practices  that  are  being 
carried  on  at  the  present  time.  However,  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant parts  of  this  bill  is  that  of  protecting  the  health  of  our 
labor  force.  It  provides  for  a  day  of  rest.  There  is  much  support 
for  this  bill  throughout  the  w^hole  state.  I  ^vould  like  to  urge 
its  passage," 

Senator  Karkavelas  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill,  stating 
that  the  bill  was  of  great  concern  to  the  people  in  his  area. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Gardner,  seconded  by  Senator  How- 
ard, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  above  entitled  bill  was 
read  a  third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Gardner,  seconded  by  Senator 
Karkavelas,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby 
the  above  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

House  Message 

The  House  of  Representatives  has  voted  to  adopt  the 
amendments  offered  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed  Bills,  to 
the  following  Senate  Bills,  in  the  adoption  of  which  amendments 
the  House  asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate: 

SB  84,  authorizing  indemnification  agreement  with  the 
United  States. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  ninth 
line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  agreements 
in  the  name  of  the  state  with  and  for  the  benefit  of  the  United 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Rainie,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 

SB  49,  to  amend  certain  probate  laws. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Enlarge  Matter  Not  Requiring  Notice.  Amend  paragraph 
V  of  RSA  550:4  by  striking  out  in  line  two  the  word  "two"  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  five,  so  that  said  paragraph 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  V.  In  licensing  the  sale  of 
real  estate  whenever  the  heirs  at  law  or  devisees  consent  thereto 
in  writing,  or  it  is  of  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  in  value. 

2  New  Paragraph.  Amend  RSA  550:4  by  inserting  after 
paragraph  XIII  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1957,  167:2  the  following 
new  paragraph:  XIV.  In  allowing  the  payment  of  a  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  for  the  perpetual  care  of  a 
cemetery  lot  and  the  monuments  thereon  where  the  decedent 
is  buried.  XV.  When  an  accounting  is  filed  by  a  guardian  who 
is  a  parent  of  or  a  person  standing  in  loco  parentis  to  a  minor 
having  his  home  with  such  guardian. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  sections  2  to  10, 
inclusive,  to  read  sections  3  to  11,  inclusive. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Rainie,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 
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HB  260,  to  establish  a  fee  for  importation  of  fish  and 
game. 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  first  five 
lines  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Fish  and  Game.  Amend  RSA  207:14  by  striking  out  the 
words  "or  sell"  in  the  second  line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  words,  for  sale,  and  by  inserting  at  the  end  of  said  section  the 
words,  the  fee  for  such  permit  shall  be  five  dollars,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

207:14  Importing  and  Releasing.  No  person  shall  bring 
or  have  brought  into  this  state,  for  sale  or  release  therein,  from 
any  other  state  or  country,  any  living  fish 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Green,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 

HB  449,  relative  to  on-sale  and  off -sale  permits  for  alcoholic 
beverages. 

Amend  section  3  by  striking  out  the  first  two  lines  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following: 

3  Off-Sale  Permits.  Amend  RSA  176:11  (supp)  as  amended 
by  1963,  50:1  by  inserting  after  the  word  "licenses"  in  the  sixth 
line  the 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

SB  101,  relating  to  interest  from  date  of  writ  in  certain 
cases.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Amend  RSA  524: 1-b  as  inserted  by  1957,  201  by  striking 
out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof,  the  following:  524: 
1-b  Interest  from  Date  of  Writ.  In  all  other  civil  proceedings  at 
law  or  in  equity  in  ^vhich  a  verdict  is  rendered  or  a  finding  is 
made  for  pecuniary  damages  to  any  party,  whether  for  personal 
injuries,  for  wrongful  death,  for  consequential  damages,  for 
damage  to  property,  business  or  reputation,  or  for  any  other  type 
of  loss  for  ^vhich  damages  are  recognized,  there  shall  be  added  by 
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the  clerk  of  court  to  the  amount  of  damages  interest  thereon 
from  the  date  of  the  writ  or  the  filing  of  the  petition  to  the  date 
of  entry  of  final  judgment,  even  though  such  interest  brings  the 
amount  of  the  verdict  or  findings  beyond  the  maximum  liability 
imposed  by  law. 

2  Repeal.  RSA  524:1  is  hereby  repealed. 

3  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage 
and  shall  apply  to  all  existing  causes  of  action,  whether  suit  is 
pending  or  not,  in  which  such  verdicts  or  findings  are  or  may 
have  been  rendered  subsequent  to  August  30,  1957,  and  with 
respect  to  which  judgments  remain  unsatisfied  of  record  on 
passage  of  this  bill. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  introduced 
and  fully  explained  on  the  day  of  its  introduction,  to  provide 
that  in  all  cases  interest  was  to  be  added  to  the  judgment,  not 
only  in  personal  injuries,  but  in  all  other  cases.  This  amend- 
ment would  provide  that  interest  is  added  only  at  the  time  of 
the  final  verdict  when  the  case  is  heard  and  over  with  so  it  is 
not  compounded  interest  on  interest." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  107,  relating  to  the  unlawful  practice  of  professional 
engineering.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

1  Unlawful  Practice.  Amend  RSA  319  by  inserting  at  the 
end  thereof  the  following  new  section:  319:31  Restraint  of  Viola- 
tions. The  superior  court  shall  have  jurisdiction  in  equity  to 
restrain  violations  of  section  29  of  this  chapter  on  proceedings 
brought  by  the  attorney  general  or  by  any  society  of  professional 
engineers  duly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  state. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  the  minor  amendment  was 
presented  by  the  engineering  association.  Most  of  the  bill  had 
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to  do  with  the  regulation  of  their  affairs,  and  was  of  no  conse- 
quence. The  amendment  —  the  authority  was  given  under  this 
bill  for  certain  organizations  or  individuals  to  take  action  on 
those  who  were  violating  the  terms  of  the  bill.  Four  were  au- 
thority under  this  bill  which  was  cumbersome,  so  we  cut  down 
to  two;  one  \vas  the  attorney  general  and  the  other  authority  is 
the  organization  itself  through  its  board  of  directors.  No  oppo- 
sition." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  12,  providing  for  a  commission  to  study  the  state  con- 
stitution. Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  5  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

5  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  commission  to  be  expended  as  here- 
in provided.  The  governor  is  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for 
the  sum  hereby  appropriated  out  of  any  money  in  the  treasury 
not  otherwise  appropriated. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  ^vas  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  routine  authoriza- 
tion for  a  commission  to  study  the  state  constitution.  In  the 
second  paragraph  —  it  was  provided  that  the  $10,000  appro- 
priation could  be  augmented  by  contributions  of  organizations 
and  individuals  within  the  state.  It  was  felt  that  this  provision 
was  very  unwise.  We  were  assured  by  Robert  Upton,  who  has 
had  wide  experience,  that  this  appropriation  of  $10,000  was 
ample  to  take  care  of  all  expenses  in  this  connection." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed  at  the  present  time. 

HB  465,  relative  to  posting  warrants  for  election  of  school 
district  officers  at  touai  meeting.  Senator  Rainie.  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Judiciary:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  thereof. 
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Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  to  read 
section  2. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Rainie 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  came  from  the 
House  with  an  amendment  which  the  House  had  put  on.  The 
original  bill  provided  for  posting  of  warrants  for  school  district 
offices.  There  was  an  amendment  put  on  that  the  town  offices 
be  put  on  the  same  ballot  and  voted  on  at  town  meeting.  This 
was  felt  to  be  unwise.  The  amendment  would  require  every 
voter  to  have  a  copy  of  RSA  if  he  was  going  to  vote  intelligently. 
The  committee  felt  that  those  who  go  to  the  school  district 
meetings  are  the  ones  that  are  showing  the  interest,  and  that 
this  should  not  be  added  to  the  town  ballot.  The  committee 
voted  to  strike  out  that  amendment  put  on  by  the  House  and 
leave  the  bill  as  originally  introduced." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  475,  relating  to  trustee  process  on  banks  and  similar 
corporations.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary: 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  HB  475 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following  new  section: 

1  Trustee  Process.  Amend  RSA  512  by  inserting  after  sec- 
tion 9-a  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1959,  102:1,  the  following  new 
section:  512:9-b  Bank  Accounts.  When  a  bank,  trust  company, 
building  and  loan  association  or  similar  corporation  is  named  as 
trustee,  the  trustee  shall  be  summoned  by  service  on  an  officer, 
person  in  charge,  teller  or  office  employee  of  such  bank,  trust 
company,  building  and  loan  association  or  similar  corporation 
at  its  office  if  service  is  made  during  banking  hours,  and  if  serv- 
ice is  made  at  a  time  other  than  banking  hours,  by  serving  on  an 
officer,  of  such  bank,  trust  company,  building  and  loan  associa- 
tion or  similar  corporation,  and  not  otherwise. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Rainie, 
the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 
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Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  originally  this  bill,  which 
is  a  Judicial  Council  bill,  provided  that  service  on  banks  and 
financial  institutions  should  be  made  at  the  bank  upon  the 
various  officials  and  tellers  during  banking  hours,  but  after 
banking  hours,  it  could  only  be  made  by  officers  of  the  bank. 
The  Judicial  Council  felt  that  it  was  fair  to  require  that  after 
banking  hours  only  that  an  official  be  served.  This  has  been 
amended  the  same  way  as  the  Judicial  Council  recommended." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SJR  9,  in  favor  of  Kathleen  Valley.  Senator  Howard,  for 
the  Committee  on  Claims:  Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  Mrs.  Valley  claims  that 
the  State  Highway  Department  caused  Sandogtardy  Pond  to 
get  dirty  when  they  were  working  on  a  project  1  mile  upstream 
from  the  Pond  on  the  inlet  to  the  Pond.  Mrs.  Valley  claims  she 
did  not  rent  her  cabins  on  the  pond  because  of  the  riling  and 
dirtying  of  the  water.  Her  first  complaint  of  this  condition  was 
on  May  12,  1960.  The  Highway  Department  took  all  the  neces- 
sary steps  to  clear  up  what  little  silt  may  have  been  in  the  water, 
but  at  no  time  was  there  enough  silt  and  clay  to  even  be 
measured  with  a  hydrometer,  which  method  is  used  for  such 
measuring  purposes.  The  water  was  perfectly  clear  by  June  12 
and  a  big  majority  of  the  people  who  have  cottages  on  Sand- 
ogtardy Pond  wrote  Commissioner  Morton  in  September 
thanking  him  for  taking  care  of  the  matter  and  stating  that 
they  had  enjoyed  the  pond  all  summer.  Jack  Flanders  of  the 
State  Highway  Department  appeared  and  opposed  this  resolu- 
tion. Mrs.  Valley  was  notified  of  this  hearing,  but  did  not  show. 
It  was  voted  by  the  committee  that  the  claim  was  not  justified 
and  the  committee  unanimously  voted  "inexpedient  to  legis- 
late." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee,  Inexpedient  to 
legislate,  was  adopted. 

SB  41,  to  restrict  the  right  of  eminent  domain  for  the 
implementation  of  the  laws  of  1961  chapter  263.  Senator  Hun- 
ter, for  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Develop- 
ment: Recommend  that  the  bill  be  referred  to  the  Legislative 
Council  or  Legislative  Services. 
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Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  after  considerable  con- 
sideration and  hearing  by  the  committee,  I  agree  with  Senator 
Gardner,  that  the  best  way  to  handle  the  bill  was  to  recommend 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Legislative  Council  or  Legislative 
Services." 

The  recommendation  of  the  committee  was  adopted  and 
the  bill  was  referred  to  the  Legislative  Council  or  Legislative 
Services. 

HB  252,  authorizing  the  establishment  of  conservation 
commissions  by  cities  and  towns.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  the  hearing  was  held  on 
June  5th  and  all  those  present  were  in  agreement.  What  this 
bill  does  is  to  permit  the  establishment  of  a  local  commission 
to  work  with  the  national  conservation  counsel.  All  were  in 
favor.  It  can  take  200  towns  to  be  reasonable  and  1,000  people 
working  for  conservation." 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in 
support  of  the  committee  report." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  221,  relative  to  state  guarantee  of  municipal  bonds 
and  water  pollution  projects.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  concerns  the  adding 
of  municipal  bonds  for  water  pollution  projects.  The  state 
now  furnished  the  backing  for  towns  who  wish  to  take  care  of 
water  pollution  projects.  In  this  bill,  it  just  assures  the  fact  that 
enough  money  will  be  available  for  those  towns  who  wish  to 
take  this  step  in  water  pollution." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  463,  relative  to  tenure  of  office  of  the  chief  of  police 
of  the  city  of  Dover.  Senator  Karkavelas,  for  the  Special  Com- 
mittee: Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  grants  tenure 
of  office  to  the  chief  of  police  of  the  city  of  Dover." 
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The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  374,  granting  tenure  to  the  superintendent  of  the 
Strafford  County  Farm.  Senator  Karkavelas,  for  the  Special 
Committee:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  grants  tenure  of 
office  to  the  superintendent  of  the  Strafford  County  Farm." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Concurrent  Resolution  re  Special  Interim  Uniform  Ve- 
hicle Laws  Study  Committee.  Senator  Karkavelas,  for  the  Com- 
mittee on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Special  Interim  Uniform  Vehicle  Laws  Study  Committee 

Whereas,  the  Special  Interim  Uniform  Vehicle  Laws  Study 
Committee  created  by  the  1961  session  of  the  New  Hampshire 
General  Court  has  completed  the  comparison  of  our  rules-of- 
the-road  laws  with  the  corresponding  section  of  the  Uniform 
Vehicle  Code  and  will  report  to  the  current  session  with  recom- 
mended legislation  to  bring  our  traffic  laws  into  closer  con- 
formity with  the  Code;  and 

Whereas,  the  task  of  comparison  and  preparation  of  cor- 
rective legislation  were  so  time  consuming  that  only  a  compari- 
son of  the  rules-of-the-road  section  of  the  Code  Avas  completed; 
and 

Whereas,  comparison  with  other  sections  of  the  Uniform 
Vehicle  Code  should  be  completed,  including  certificates  of 
title,  registration  of  vehicles,  operator's  and  chauffeur's  licenses, 
civil  liability,  accidents  and  accident  reports,  equipment  of 
vehicles,  and  others;  and 

Whereas,  it  is  important  that  a  complete  job  be  done  so 
that  our  enforcement  agencies  will  have  the  best  and  most 
modern  motor  vehicle  laws  possible  to  administer  to  the  end 
that  there  may  be  a  safe  and  efficient  flow  of  vehicles  over  our 
streets  and  highways; 

Therefore  be  it  Resolved,  that  another  special  interim 
uniform  vehicle  laws  study  committee  be  authorized  to  con- 
tinue the  comparison  of  our  state's  motor  vehicle  laws  with  the 
Uniform  Vehicle  Code  and  prepare  legislation  to  be  presented 
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to  the  next  session  of  the  Legislature  to  bring  our  state's  traffic 
laws  into  closer  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  the  Code;  and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  the  committee  shall  consist 
of  three  members  of  the  Senate  to  be  appointed  by  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Senate;  four  members  of  the  House  to  be  appointed 
by  the  Speaker  of  the  House;  the  Commissioner  of  Safety;  the 
Attorney  General;  and  five  citizens  at  large,  representing  organ- 
ized groups  of  motor  vehicle  owners  and  industries  associated 
with  highway  transportation,  to  be  appointed  by  the  Governor; 
and 

Be  it  Further  Resolved,  that  any  funds  which  may  be  nec- 
essary for  the  hiring  of  extra  personnel  to  do  the  actual  job  of 
comparison  and  preparation  of  legislation  may  be  taken  from 
the  budget  of  the  Department  of  Safety. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  this  Concurrent  Res- 
olution just  extends  the  time  of  the  survey  of  this  uniform 
study  committee  to  the  next  biennium.  Members  are  appointed 
by  the  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker." 

The  Concurrent  Resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  permit  the  introduction  of 
a  Committee  Report,  not  previously  advertised  in  the  Journal. 

SB  128,  to  amend  the  Portsmouth  City  Charter.  Senators 
Whalen  and  Hunter,  for  the  Special  Committee:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amendment  to  SB  128 

Amend  section  4  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  4  Compensation  In- 
creased. Amend  section  16  of  chapter  398  of  the  laws  of  1947, 
as  amended  by  1953,  338  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  16  Compensation.  Each  coun- 
cilman shall  receive  twenty  five  dollars  for  each  council  meeting 
he  attends,  but  no  more  than  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars 
in  the  aggregate  in  any  year.  The  compensation  herein  provided 
shall  be  in  full  for  all  services  and  expenses. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  5  and  in- 
serting  in   place   thereof   the  following:    Method  of  Printing 
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Names  on  Ballot  and  Time  for  Filing.  Amend  section  6  of 
chapter  398  of  the  laws  of  (1947  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  6  Preparation  of 
Ballots.  The  city  clerk  shall  prepare  the  ballots  to  be  used  at 
the  municipal  elections  in  form  as  nearly  like  the  ones  used  in 
state  biennial  elections  as  the  requirements  of  this  amended 
charter  permit.  The  ballot  shall  contain  the  names  without 
party  designation  of  all  who  file  with  the  city  clerk  as  candi- 
dates for  councilman  or  for  members  of  the  board  of  education, 
not  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  fortieth  day 
before  the  election.  Candidates  shall  pay  the  city  clerk  a  fee  of 
five  dollars  except  those  on  whose  behalf  a  petition  shall  have 
been  filed  by  at  least  fifty  qualified  voters.  No  name  shall  be 
printed  on  the  ballot  by  reason  of  such  petition  unless  consent 
thereto  shall  be  endorsed  on  the  petition  by  the  candidate  him- 
self not  later  than  five  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  the  thirty- 
ninth  day  before  the  election.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  the 
names  of  all  qualified  candidates  for  the  office  of  councilman 
and  member  of  the  board  of  education  printed  on  the  ballot  in 
alphabetical  order.  Below  the  list  of  names  of  candidates  for 
councilman  there  shall  be  as  many  blank  spaces  as  there  are 
councilmen  to  be  elected.  There  shall  similarly  be  as  many 
blank  spaces  below  the  names  of  candidates  for  members  of  the 
board  of  education  as  there  are  members  to  be  elected  to  said 
board.  The  city  clerk  shall  have  the  same  powers  and  duties 
with  reference  to  municipal  elections  as  has  the  secretary  of 
state  with  reference  to  general  biennial  elections  so  far  as  such 
powers  and  duties  are  not  inconsistent  herewith 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  local  bill  which 
makes  minor  changes.  We  had  a  Joint  Delegation  meeting  last 
night.  All  amendments  have  been  agreed  upon  unanimously. 
I  would  like  to  get  this  bill  into  the  House  today." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed  at  the  present  time.

We  then 
proceeded  (I  realize  that  the  words  liquor  and  breweries  are 
dirty  words  to  some  people,  but  I  cannot  think  of  anything  that 
brings  in  more  revenue)  to  the  Ballantine  breweries  and  I  pre- 
sented the  President  with  a  can  of  New  Hampshire  maple  syrup. 
After  inspecting  the  brewery,  we  had  lunch  there  and  then  pro- 
ceeded to  the  Yankee  Stadium  for  dinner  and  to  watch  the  ball 
game.  They  have  a  large  electric  score  board  there  and  in  the 
center,  there  is  a  place  for  advertising.  In  the  6th  inning,  they 
flashed  the  words  that  Legislators  from  New  Hampshire  were 
present.  I  feel  that  New  Hampshire  got  a  lot  of  publicity  from 
that  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that  other  committees  have  made 
visits  and  obtained  their  mileage  and  I  see  no  reason  why  they 
cannot  be  excused  and  paid  their  mileage  as  was  done  the  day 
before." 
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Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  concur  with  the  above  remarks. 
I  made  the  trip  and  there  is  no  doubt  about  it.  New  Hampshire 
will  recieve  a  lot  of  good  publicity."

HB  318,  relative  to  branch  banking  and  bank  holding 
affiliates.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &;  In- 
surance: Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  HB  318  is  known  as  the 
'Branch  Banking  Bill'. 

"Concerns  state  banks,  does  not  deal  with  national  banks 
which  are  under  supervision  of  Federal  Reserve  Board  and  gov- 
erned by  Federal  Law. 

"This  bill  was  drawn  up  by  a  committee  of  28  people  rep- 
resenting ibanks  from  all  over  the  state.  The  final  draft  was 
approved  by  a  joint  council  made  up  of  representatives  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Bankers  Association  and  the  Savings  Bank  As- 
sociation of  New  Hampshire. 

"The  bill  would: 

1.  Permit  branching  with  the  approval  of  the  Board  of 
Trust  Company  Incorporation  after  public  hearing  and  in- 
vestigation: 
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A.  Within  the  town  in  which  the  original  bank  is  located. 

B.  In  a  contiguous  town  unless  there  is  a  bank  already 
established  in  such  contiguous  town. 

C.  In  any  other  town  any  portion  of  which  is  within 
fifteen  miles  of  a  bank's  principal  office,  provided  the 
proposed  location  is  not  within  10  miles  of  an  already 
existing  bank. 

2.  Permit  the  operation  as  a  branch  of  a  bank  acquired  by 
another  through  consolidation  or  merger,  provided  the  result- 
ing branch  is  within  30  miles  of  the  principal  office  of  the  ac- 
quiring bank.  It  also  would  permit  the  continued  operation  of 
any  branches  previously  operated  by  the  bank  acquired  through 
consolidation  or  merger. 

3.  Prohibit  branching  in  cases  where  the  resulting  bank 
would  have  total  deposits  greater  than  20  f>er  cent  of  the  total 
time  and  demand  deposits  of  all  banks  in  the  state. 

4.  Limit  the  size  of  holding  companies  to  20  per  cent  of 
the  state's  total  bank  deposits  and  to  not  more  than  12  affiliates. 

5.  Require  the  Board  of  Trust  Company  Incorporation 
to  take  into  consideration  the  following  factors  in  deciding 
whether  or  not  to  grant  applications  for  branches: 

A.  Convenience,  needs  and  welfare  of  the  community  con- 
cerned. 

B.  The  financial  history  and  condition  of  the  bank. 

C.  Prospects  for  future  development  of  the  bank. 

D.  Character  of  the  bank's  management. 

E.  Whether  or  not  the  granting  of  the  application  would 
expand  the  bank  beyond  limits  consistent  with  sound 
banking,  preservation  of  competition  and  the  general 
public  interest. 

Banks  applying  for  branches  would  be  required  to  pay  a 
non-refundable  application  fee  and  also  to  pay  for  "the  reason- 
able cost  of  processing,  hearing  and  deciding"  upon  the  applica- 
tion. 

Senator  Karkavelas  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  I 
wish  to  state  that  at  a  meeting  of  the  savings  banks  in  my  area 
around  Dover,  etc.  I  was  urged  to  support  the  bill." 
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Senator  Drake:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  speak  in  support 
of  the  committee  report.  In  my  area,  we  are  not  so  much  con- 
cerned with  this  question  as  in  the  southern  part  of  the  area  in 
the  state.  It  was  felt  that  it  was  a  good  bill  and  they  would  not 
oppose  it." 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment,  seconded 
by  Senator  Green: 

Amend  384-B:l  Definitions  —  by  inserting  I.  after  the 
words  guaranty  savings  bank  the  following:  "building  and 
loan  association,  cooperative  bank,  credit  union,  Morris  Plan 
Bank"  so  that  as  amended  said  section  will  read  as  follows: 

I.  "Bank"  means  any  bank,  trust  company,  savings  bank 
and  trust  company,  loan  and  banking  company,  commercial 
bank,  mutual  savings  bank,  guaranty  savings  bank,  building 
and  loan  association,  cooperative  bank,  credit  union,  Morris 
Plan  Bank,  or  similar  institution  which  is  chartered  as  such 
by  this  state  and  actively  engaged  in  business  as  such  therein. 

Add  the  following  definition  to  384-B:l  Definitions. 

XI.  Time  Deposits:  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  words 
time  deposit  shall  include  all  of  the  following:  (1)  Time  de- 
posits of  trust  companies,  savings  banks  and  trust  companies, 
loan  and  banking  companies,  commercial  banks,  mutual  sav- 
ings banks,  guaranty  savings  banks  and  national  banks;  (2) 
Share  accounts  of  co-operative  banks;  and  (3)  Share  accounts 
and  deposits  of  credit  unions. 

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  it  is  my 
understanding  that  the  committee  has  looked  at  this  amend- 
ment, but  that  they  did  not  feel  that  this  amendment  should 
be  put  on  the  bill.  What  this  does  is  to  put  cooperative  banks, 
credit  unions,  etc.  in  the  same  category  so  that  they  all  have 
equal  rights.  This  is  the  main  purpose  of  this  amendment." 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  I  rise  against  the  amend- 
ment. This  amendment  was  submitted  and  I  am  relying  now 
on  the  legal  testimony  at  the  hearing.  It  was  stated  that  coopera- 
tive banks  were  covered  by  an  entirely  different  section.  At 
that  time,  they  were  not  interested  —  if  they  now  wish  to  be 
included,  it  should  be  under  a  separate  bill." 

Senator  Green  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment:  "Mr. 
President,  we  are  talking  about  financial  institutions  that  are 
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of  service  and  of  benefit  to  the  public.  They  are  looked  upon 
as  the  bank  of  the  community,  regardless  of  whether  they  are 
called  cooperative  banks,  etc.  I  think  they  should  all  be  con- 
sidered in  the  same  bill.  I  support  it  and  do  not  know  why  the 
committee  just  limited  it  to  those  communities  that  wish  to 
have  branch  banking.  You  have  banking  institutions  all  over 
the  state,  call  them  what  you  may.  In  some  towns,  it  is  a  co- 
operative bank,  credit  union,  building  &  loan  association,  etc. 
I  believe  that  within  a  radius  of  20  miles  of  Manchester,  you 
have  all  of  these  different  types  of  banks." 

Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  add, 
although  I  can  see  the  reason  behind  it  might  be  a  part  of  an- 
other law,  but  now  is  the  time  to  include  it.  It  would  be  my 
opinion  that  the  cooperative  banks  particularly  should  be 
considered  in  the  naming  of  these  institutions  which  reads  as 
follows:  Bank  —  means  any  bank,  trust  company,  savings  bank, 
commercial  bank  and  mutual  savings  bank.  At  that  point,  I 
think  the  cooperative  banks  should  be  included.  Certainly,  as 
has  been  pointed  out  by  Senator  Green,  many  of  the  towns 
are  dependent  upon  a  cooperative  bank.  It  does  seem  that  these 
banks  should  be  considered  for  the  public  work  that  they  do." 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  I  voted  against  this 
bill  and  wish  to  be  so  recorded.  If  we  are  going  to  have  it,  then 
I  am  in  favor  of  this  amendment.  As  I  understand  it,  there  was 
a  Questionaire  sent  out  to  all  the  banks,  asking  if  they  were 
interested.  Then  I  believe  a  second  Questionaire  was  sent  out. 
I  believe  they  ignored  the  first  Questionaire  and  followed  the 
second.  What  this  branch  banking  is  going  to  do  is  to  eat  up 
the  small  banks  and  take  over  the  small  banks  in  New  Hamp- 
shire." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Green. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Green  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Senators  Lamontagne,  Mitchell,  Howard,  Green,  Provost,  Bat- 
tles and  Hunter. 
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The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Senators  Drake,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  DeLude,  Eng- 
lish, Holmes,  Paquette,  Carter,  Rainie,  Martel,  Hartman,  and 
Karkavelas. 

Seven  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  thir- 
teen Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  pre- 
vailed, and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment  and 
spoke  in  support  thereof,  seconded  by  Senator  Green: 

Amend  384-B:2  III 

To  Read: 

"Written  applications  for  branch  offices  shall  be  submitted 
by  the  bank,  in  the  first  instance,  to  the  commissioner  and 
shall  be  verified  under  oath  and  made  upon  forms  which  may 
be  prescribed  by  him  for  the  purpose  with  all  the  information 
required  by  such  form  fully  set  forth  thereon,  including  the 
types  of  service  to  be  offered  at  such  branch  office.  Each  ap- 
plication shall  be  accompanied  by  a  fee  of  five  hundred  dollars 
in  the  case  of  a  new  branch  and  one  thousand  dollars  in  the 
case  of  a  new  branch  as  a  result  of  consolidation,  payable  to 
the  state  treasurer,  for  the  credit  of  the  commissioner.  The 
commissioner  shall  examine  each  application  and  if  he  finds 
with  on  a  temporary  basis  and  shall  then  refer  the  application 
that  it  is  duly  completed,  he  may  approve  the  application  forth- 
to  the  board  for  consideration.  If  an  application  is  referred  to 
the  board  without  temporary  authorization  being  granted  by 
the  commissioner,  the  board  may  grant  temporary  authoriza- 
tion without  notice.  The  board  may  prescribe  reasonable  pro- 
cedural rules  to  govern  its  proceedings,  and  it  may  be  convened 
to  consider  any  pending  business  on  call  of  the  commissioner. 
There  shall  be  no  refund  allowed  on  any  application  fee  once 
it  has  been  filed.  In  addition  to  the  application  fee,  each  ap- 
plicant for  a  branch  office  shall  be  obligated  to  pay  the  reason- 
able cost  of  processing,  hearing  and  deciding  each  such  ap- 
plication, as  assessed  by  the  board,  which  cost  may  be  collected 
by  the  commissioner  in  an  action  of  debt  unless  paid  within 
thirty  days  after  demand." 

Amend  384-B:2  V 

To  Read: 
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"The  board  shall  render  its  decision  granting  or  denying 
each  application  in  writing  and  file  it  in  the  office  of  the  com- 
missioner, who  shall  forthwith  furnish  a  certified  copy  thereof 
to  the  applicant  bank.  No  application  shall  be  granted  except 
upon  the  affirmative  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
board.  Full  power  is  delegated  to  the  board  to  grant  a  particu- 
lar application  without  notice  upon  such  reasonable  condi- 
tions, including  limitations  on  the  scope  of  service  which  may 
be  offered  and  given,  consistent  with  the  general  purposes  of 
this  chapter  and  sound  banking  principles  as  the  board  may 
determine  and  set  forth  in  its  decision.  The  authority  derived 
from  an  application  which  has  been  granted  in  whole  or  upon 
conditions  shall  lapse  and  terminate  unless  business  is  actually 
commenced  thereunder  not  later  than  one  year  after  the  date 
of  the  board's  decision:  provided,  however,  that  the  board, 
for  good  cause  shown,  may  extend  the  time  after  which  such 
authority  shall  lapse.  Rehearings  of  and  appeals  from  deci- 
sion of  the  board  shall  be  governed  by  RSA  541. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  touched  briefly  on  the 
committee's  position  on  this  amendment.  I  think  the  objective 
is  worthy,  but  the  committee  did  not  favor  the  temporary  au- 
thorization and  turned  it  down.  Therefore,  we  thought  it  im- 
practical  to  use  this  amendment." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Battles  stated  that  he  felt  that  the  state  banks 
should  be  in  the  same  position  as  are  the  national  banks. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  hatched 
up  by  the  New  Hampshire  Bankers  Association.  All  of  these 
banks  had  the  opportunity  to  get  in  on  the  drafting  of  this  bill. 
Obviously,  as  you  have  seen  from  amendments  that  have  been 
submitted,  there  is  still  some  disagreement  among  the  bankers. 
Mr.  Hill,  the  President  of  the  New  Hampshire  Association  of 
Savings  Banks  said  that  New  Hampshire  banks  still  disagree 
among  themselves,  but  generally,  they  agree  on  the  bill  itself. 
Most  of  them  believe  that  there  should  be  branch  banking." 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Rainie  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded  by 
Senator  Drake. 
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The  motion  prevailed. 

Previous  question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered 
by  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Green. 

The  negative  prevailed,  and  the  adoption  of  the  amend- 
ment failed. 

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  rise  in  opposition  to  the 
bill.  I  think  the  title  is  misleading  —  the  title  should  be  an 
act  to  do  away  with  the  small  banks.  This  has  been  considered 
for  years  in  this  general  court,  by  the  bank  shares  who  has 
slowly  and  surely  been  taking  over  the  small  banks  in  this  state. 
It  is  very  simple  to  say  that  the  banks  want  it,  and  yet  no  body 
appears  at  the  public  hearing.  One  of  the  supporters  (Senator 
Hartman)  says  that  this  was  drawn  by  the  bankers  association 
and  therefore  no  amendment  should  be  considered.  If  anyone 
wanted  an  amendment,  they  should  have  presented  it  here  — 
this  is  the  place  where  any  amendment  should  be  presented.  I 
think  that  this  bill  is  going  to  permit  certain  banks  and  bank 
shares  to  go  into  towns,  where  there  are  cooperative  banks  and 
everyone  is  happy,  and  open  up  branch  banking.  Now,  as  a 
matter  of  being  practical,  there  is  only  so  much  money  around 
the  various  towns  and  only  just  so  many  deposits.  If  a  bank 
opens  up  a  branch,  —  either  the  interest  on  mortgages  is  going 
up  or  the  dividend  rates  are  going  to  be  cut  down.  That  is  the 
responsibility  that  rests  upon  everybody  here.  Every  Senator 
has  got  to  make  a  decision  for  himself;  whether  the  small  banks 
are  going  to  continue  to  serve  the  public  or  whether  we  are  go- 
ing to  allow  these  large  banks  to  gobble  up  these  small  banks." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  as  one  of  the  Senators 
has  to  leave,  I  have  been  asked  to  move  to  suspend  the  rules  to 
place  the  above  entitled  bill  on  its  third  reading  and  final  pas- 
sage at  the  present  time." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Battles. 

The  above  entitled  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  seconded  by  Senator 
Holmes,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the 
above  entitled  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  and  final 
passage. 
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SB  110,  authorizing  insurance  companies  to  join  together 
to  offer  to  senior  citizens  of  New  Hampshire  health  insurance 
against  major  financial  loss. 

Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &:  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "This  bill  would  permit  insurance  com- 
panies to  join  together  to  offer  major  medical  coverage  to  New 
Hampshire  citizens  over  65.  Such  plans  known  as  the  'Connecti- 
cut 65'  and  'Massachusetts  65'  have  been  enacted  for  citizens  in 
those  states  and  also  in  New  York.  Many  other  states  are  explor- 
ing this  possibility. 

"It  would  allow  association  for  such  a  plan  on  a  regional 
basis  also,  because  a  plan  for  Maine,  New  Hampshire  and  Ver- 
mont seems  more  feasible  due  to  larger  population. 

"This  bill  does  not  put  the  state  in  the  Insurance  business, 
it  does  not  require  that  any  companies  formulate  such  a  plan. 
It  simply  takes  the  first  step  in  enabling  them  to  do  so. 

"The  reason  for  introducing  this  bill  is  that  the  specter  of 
catastrophic  medical  expense  is  the  greatest  fear  of  the  aged.  It 
is  one  of  the  principal  social  problems  of  our  times.  I  think 
people  should  be  allowed  to  help  themselves  through  private 
industry  as  long  as  possible.  When  they  can  no  longer  do  this 
such  plans  as  Kerr-Mills  meet  their  need.  This  bill  in  no  way 
conflicts  with  the  Kerr-Mills  plan  which  helps  the  needy,  it  is 
designed  to  encourage  private  industry  to  help  people  to  help 
themselves  and  keep  them  off  the  needy  list.  If  the  General 
Court  enacts  this  bill  it  will  be  approving  the  policy  of  people 
helping  themselves.  It  might  even  encourage  our  sister  states  of 
Connecticut  or  Massachusetts  to  permit  New  Hampshire  citi- 
zens to  be  added  to  the  'eligible  enrollees'  to  their  plans,  so  that 
New  Hampshire  citizens  would  not  be  second  class  citizens  in 
this  area. 

"I  feel  it  my  duty  to  bring  this  matter  concerning  which  I 
feel  so  strongly  to  the  attention  of  the  legislators,  so  that  legis- 
lation would  be  on  the  books  to  meet  any  developments  which 
might  occur  during  the  interim. 

"I  hope  the  General  Court  will  approve  this  principle  by 
enacting  this  permissive  legislation  on  behalf  of  the  Senior 
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citizens  of  this  state  who  want  to  stand  on  their  own  feet  and 
protect  themselves." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  348,  to  authorize  banks  to  invest  in  service  corpora- 
tions. Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insur- 
ance: Inexpedient  to  legislate. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  and  with  consent  of  the 
Senate,  permission  was  granted  to  withdraw  the  above  com- 
mittee report  as  the  committee  wishes  to  consider  the  bill  fur- 
ther. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes  further  consideration  of  the 
committee  report  was  made  Special  Order  of  Business  for  next 
Tuesday  morning  at  11:01  A.M. 

HB  504,  relative  to  inter-bank  deposits.  Senator  Howard, 
for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  gives  the  banks 
the  right  to  have  their  deposits  over  week  ends  or  within  a 
specific  period  of  time  100%  of  surplus.  This  is  an  act  to  facili- 
tate savings  banks  to  make  deposits  —  over  weekends  or  holi- 
days. There  have  been  cases  where  the  amount  has  exceeded." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  528,  relative  to  investment  of  funds  of  the  University 
of  New  Hampshire.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on 
Banks:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  establishes  a 
committee  on  the  board  of  trustees  of  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  to  handle  investments.  The  intent  of  this  bill  is 
not  to  avoid  controls;  its  sole  purpose  is  to  enable  the  trustees 
of  the  University  to  manage  the  University's  investment  portfo- 
lios more  effectively  and  efficiently.  Under  present  statutes, 
we  are  required  to  seek  prior  approval  of  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil before  purchasing  or  selling  any  securities.  This  leads  to  a 
minimum  of  three  weeks  from  the  time  of  the  original  recom- 
mendation to  initiating  market  action." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  273,  relating  to  investments  of  savings  banks.  Senator 
Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 
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Amend  section  4  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  4  Reserves.  Amend 
RSA  387:2  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  387:2  Requirements;  Exception.  Savings 
banks  and  savings  departments  of  banking  and  trust  companies 
shall  maintain  a  reserve  of  not  less  than  five  per  cent  of  the 
amount  of  their  deposits  in  cash,  including  balances  in  other 
banks,  and/or  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America  at 
par  value  the  maturity  of  which  shall  not  exceed  five  years,  and 
shall  make  investment  of  the  balance  of  their  funds  only  in 
the  classes  of  securities  and  loans  authorized  by  this  chapter, 
provided,  however,  that  said  requirement  with  respect  to  said 
reserve  shall  not  apply  to  any  bank  which  is  a  member  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  System;  and  provided  further  that  a  savings 
bank  or  savings  department  of  a  banking  and  trust  company 
which  as  of  July  1,  1963,  is  unable  to  comply  with  the  require- 
ments of  this  section  without  loss,  on  account  of  holding  cer- 
tain long-term  obligations  of  the  United  States  of  America, 
may  delay  compliance  with  the  requirements  hereof  with  the 
approval  of  the  bank  commissioner. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, reading  of  amendment  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  Original  bill  enlarged 
to  7  sections.  Bankers  and  bank  commissioner  took  active  part 
in  hearing.  Agreed  on  all  sections  except  4  and  7.  The  bill  in 
general  liberalizes  the  regulation  of  investments  allowed  by 
savings  banks. 

Provisions  are  to  make  legal  the  following: 

Section  1  —  Participation  in  Small  Business  Administra- 
tion mortgage  loans. 

Section  2  —  Increase  from  20  to  25  years  term  of  mortgages 
loans  on  over  70%,  but  not  more  than  80%  loans. 

Section  3  —  Increase  in  bank  building  investments  be- 
yond charter  limit. 

Section  4  —  Liquid  reserve  lower  than  present  law.  This 
covered  amendment  discussion. 

Section  5  —  Increase  in  mortgage  loans  from  85  to  90%. 

Section  6  —  Educational  Loans.  Guaranteed  by  N.  H. 
Educational  Assistance  Foundation. 
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Section  7  —  Other  investments  by  banks  with  capital 
funds  equal  to  at  least  50%  of  deposits  "to  the  extent  by  which 
their  capital  funds  exceed  5%  deposits.  This  replaces  present 
provisions  allowing  banks  with  capital  funds  equal  to  at  least 
10%  of  deposits  to  invest  not  exceeding  5%  of  deposits  under 
the  'Prudent  man'  rule." 

Amendment  reduces  liquid  reserve  to  not  less  than  5% 
of  the  amount  of  their  deposits  in  cash,  including  balance  in 
other  banks  and  short  term  obligations  of  the  U.  S.  government. 
A  "grandfather"  clause  protects  banks  which  would  suffer  from 
having  to  sell  Ions:  term  U.  S.  obligations.

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  579,  to  amend  the  charters  of  various  savings  banks. 
Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  fe  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  refers  to  charters 
of  mutual  savings  banks.  It  brings  up  to  date  several  charters, 
1823-1899,  to  make  them  conform  to  present  day  statutes.  The 
banks  concerned  are  Stafford  Savings  Bank  of  Dover,  Portsmouth 
Savings  Bank,  Pittsfield  Savings  Bank,  Mascoma  Savings  Bank  of 
Lebanon  and  Newport  Savings  Bank.  In  general,  the  amend- 
ments concerned  amount  of  real  estate  which  a  bank  could 
hold,  specific  payment  of  officers  and  various  other  details.  The 
Executive  vice  president  of  the  Mascoma  bank,  Mr.  Whittier, 
brought  in  a  copy  of  the  bill  of  1899  chartering  this  bank  which 
has  been  in  the  bank's  file  for  64  years.  There  was  no  opposition 
to  this  bill,  of  course,  because  it  was  primarily  making  the  situa- 
tion conform  to  present  statutes." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  106,  relative  to  continuous  financial  responsibility 
certificates.  Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  Sc 
Insurance:  Ought  to  pass  with  amendments. 

4  Minimum  Security.  Amend  RSA  268:6  (supp)  as  amend- 
ed by  1957,  305  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  268:6  Form  of  Security.  Such  security, 
when  ordered,  shall  be  in  such  form  and  amount  as  the  com- 
missioner may  require,  but  in  no  case  in  excess  of  the  amount 
of   actual   damages,   as   determined   to   the  satisfaction  of  the 
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commissioner,  or  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  proof  of  financial 
responsibility  required  under  this  chapter.  Proof  of  responsi- 
bility as  prescribed  in  section  19  hereof  shall  in  all  cases  be 
deemed  sufficient. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  2  to  read  3. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  1  the  following 
new  sections:  2  Financial  Responsibility.  Amend  RSA  268:3 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1957,  305:1  by  inserting  at  the  end  there- 
of the  following:  Notice  of  suspension  and  of  the  requirement 
of  such  surrender  shall  be  sent  by  the  director  to  such  operator 
not  less  than  ten  days  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  suspension, 
so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  268:3 
Proof  Required  upon  Conviction  for  Motor- Vehicle  Law  Viola- 
tions. Upon  receipt  of  an  abstract  of  the  record  in  case  of 
conviction  of  any  person  for  (1)  driving  a  motor  vehicle,  trailer, 
or  semi-trailer  while  under  the  influence  of  intoxicating  liquor 
or  narcotic  drugs,  (2)  failing  to  stop  and  report  when  involved 
in  an  accident,  (3)  homicide  or  assault  arising  out  of  the  opera- 
tion of  a  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer,  (4)  the  second 
time  for  driving  a  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer  at  an 
excessive  rate  of  speed,  (5)  the  second  time  for  driving  a  motor 
vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer  in  a  reckless  manner  and  a  viola- 
tion of  such  other  of  the  provisions  of  any  state  law  relative  to 
motor  vehicles  as  the  director  shall  determine,  the  director  may 
suspend  the  license  of  the  person  so  convicted  and  the  registra- 
tion certificates  of  any  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  or  semi-trailer 
registered  in  the  name  of  such  person  and  require  the  surrender 
of  the  registration  plates  of  any  such  vehicle,  unless  and  until 
such  person  gives  and  thereafter  maintains  proof  of  the  financial 
responsibility  in  the  future.  The  director  may  take  action  as 
required  in  this  section  upon  receiving  proper  evidence  of  any 
such  conviction  of  any  person  in  another  state.  Notice  of  sus- 
pension and  of  the  requirement  of  such  surrender  shall  be  sent 
by  the  director  to  such  operator  not  less  than  ten  days  prior 
to  the  effective  date  of  suspension. 

3  Application  for  Payment  in  Installments.  Amend  RSA 
268  by  inserting  after  section  12  the  following  new  section: 
268:12-a  Exception  When  Consent  or  Agreement  is  Granted 
by  Creditor.  If  a  case  is  settled  by  agreement  and  the  creditor 
consents  in  writing,  on  such  form  as  the  department  mav  pre- 
scribe, that  the  agreement  debtor  be  allowed  license  and  regis- 
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tration,  or  non-resident's  operating  privileges,  the  same  way 
may  be  allowed  by  the  department,  in  its  discretion,  for  six 
months  from  the  date  of  such  consent  and  thereafter  until  such 
consent  is  revoked  in  writing,  notwithstanding  default  in  the 
payment  of  such  agreement.  In  the  event  that  agreement  debtor 
fails  to  pay  any  installment  as  specified,  then  upon  written 
notice  of  such  default  the  department  shall  forthwith  suspend 
the  license,  registration  or  non-resident's  operating  privileges 
until  such  agreement  is  satisfied  as  provided  in  this  act. 

4  Minimum  Security.  Amend  RSA  268:6  (supp)  as  amend- 
ed by  1957,  305  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  268:6  Form  of  Security.  Such  security, 
when  ordered,  shall  be  in  such  form  and  amount  as  the  com- 
missioner may  require,  but  in  no  case  in  excess  of  the  amount  of 
actual  damages,  as  determined  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  com- 
missioner, or  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  proof  of  financial  re- 
sponsibility required  under  this  chapter.  Proof  of  responsibility 
as  prescribed  in  section  19  hereof  shall  in  all  cases  be  deemed 
sufficient. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  2  to  read  5. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Holmes,  the  reading  of  the  amendments  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  bill  that 
salvages  the  good  parts  of  the  bill  that  we  discussed  here  previ- 
ously regarding  financial  responsibility  certificates.  This  bill 
makes  it  possible  to  have  a  continuous  certificate.  If  you  change 
from  one  insurance  company  to  another  company  —  this  is 
taken  care  of.  It  also  gives  10  days'  notice  in  case  of  suspension. 
The  bill  also  gives  discriminatory  power  to  the  commissioner 
where  he  may  suspend  and  issue  in  the  second  section.  It  also 
salvages  the  installment  payment  section  of  the  previous  bill 
and  provides  that  in  case  of  damages,  payment  may  be  paid  in 
installment  instead  of  all  at  once.  This  amendment  would 
only  require  up  to  the  amount  of  damages  to  your  car  for  post- 
ing bond." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 

HB  180,  relative  to  the  incorporation  of  trust  companies. 
Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass  with  amendments. 
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Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  State  Treasurer.  Amend  RSA 
392:1  by  striking  out  the  words  "deputy  bank  commissioner" 
in  the  first  and  second  lines  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the 
words,  state  treasurer,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  392:1  Incorporation  Board.  The  bank  com- 
missioner, the  state  treasurer  and  the  attorney-general  shall 
constitute  a  board  for  the  incorporation  of  trust  companies  and 
other  corporations  of  a  similar  character,  shall  be  known  as 
the  board  of  trust  company  incorporation,  and  shall  receive  no 
compensation  for  services  on  this  board.  The  deputy  bank 
commissioner  shall  serve  as  clerk  of  the  board.  Provided,  that 
if  at  the  effective  date  of  this  act  there  shall  be  pending  any 
matter  before  the  board  as  constituted  prior  to  such  effective 
date,  the  board  as  so  constituted  shall  remain  in  existence  with 
respect  to  such  matter  and  shall  retain  jurisdiction  thereof  until 
final  decision  shall  have  been  rendered  thereon. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  How- 
ard, the  reading  of  the  amendments  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  the  original  bill  pro- 
vided that  the  board  would  consist  of  the  bank  commissioner, 
the  deputy  commissioner  and  the  attorney  general.  The  House 
came  in  with  a  bill  this  year  to  take  off  the  bank  commissioner. 
The  Senate  committee  saw  fit  to  go  back  to  the  board  consisting 
of  the  Treasurer,  the  attorney  general  with  the  deputy  bank 
commissioner  serving  as  Clerk.  The  amendment  consists  of  two 
parts;  one,  going  back  to  the  original  HB  idea  and  two,  adds 
this  grandfather's  clause." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  was  ordered  to 
a  third  reading. 

HB  378,  relative  to  reporting  after  motor  vehicle  accident. 
Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &:  Insurance: 
Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  the  first  provision 
for  damage  over  $25  was  enacted  in  1937,  12  years  later,  in 
1949,  this  amount  was  raised  to  $50.  The  only  thing  that  this 
bill  does  is  to  change  the  $50  to  $100  —  14  years  later.  I  urge 
passage  of  this  bill." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  a  bill  upon  which 
members  of  the  committee  disagreed.  I  think  it  should  be  left 
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at  $50  in  the  interest  of  protecting  the  public  and  good  insur- 
ance regulation.  I  wish  to  be  recorded  as  voting  against  this 
bill." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  and  stated  that 
Mr.  Gould  had  asked  for  this  change. 

Senator  Howard:  "The  only  people  who  appeared  in  op- 
position to  this  bill  were  insurance  companies.  I  think  that  it 
is  a  break  for  the  8%  who  own  uninsured  cars." 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  vote  appeared  to  be  in  the  nega- 
tive. 

Senator  Lamontagne  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Seven  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  ten 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  report  was  not 
adopted. 

Senator  Green  moved  that  the  bill  be  indefinitely  post- 
poned. Seconded  by  Senator  Olson. 

The  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  motion  carried. 

SB  122,  providing  for  an  executive  secretary  for  the  cancer 
commission.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health, 
Welfare  &  State  Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  makes  it  legal  for 
the  secretary  to  pay  bills.  There  is  no  change  in  duties." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  127,  to  give  authority  to  the  director  of  the  division  of 
mental  health  to  make  transfers  of  residents  between  the  La- 
conia  State  School  and  the  State  Hospital.  Senator  Drake,  for 
the  Committee  on  Health,  Welfare  &  State  Institutions:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  makes  it  possible 
to  transfer  residents  from  one  department  of  health  to  another 
without  going  to  superior  court.  There  is  always  a  delay  and 
the  transfers  are  for  treatment  which  is  needed  immediately, 
but  for  a  temporary  period.  It  makes  it  simpler  to  provide 
ready  treatment  for  the  intellectually  retarded  children  at 
Laconia  State  School.  This  bill  permits  the  director  of  mental 
health  to  make  transfers  of  residents  between  the  Laconia  State 
School  and  the  State  Hospital  for  the  purpose  of  therapy.  It 
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does  not  alter  the  law  concerning  permanent  residence  —  it 
does  not  relocate  patients." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  270,  relative  to  use  of  poisons  for  the  control  of  cer- 
tain birds.  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health,  Wel- 
fare k  State  Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  there  was  no  opposi- 
tion to  the  bill.  Members  of  Fish  &  Game  and  members  from 
Merrimack  Farmers  Exchange  were  in  favor.  It  was  felt  this 
bill  was  necessary  as  no  reliable  method  has  been  found  to  ex- 
terminate these  birds  (pigeons) .  In  areas  they  are  a  public 
nuisance.  Animals  carry  germs  on  their  feet  from  the  droppings 
and  thus  spread  bacterial  diseases;  an  example,  encephalitis 
(inflammation  of  the  brain) .  In  addition,  the  filth  of  pigeons 
increase  flies,  mosquitoes,  bed  bugs,  mites,  fleas,  etc.  The  com- 
mittee recommends  that  the  bill  ought  to  pass." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  370,  relative  to  the  purity  of  foods  and  drugs.  Senator 
Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health,  Welfare  &  State  Institu- 
tions: Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  amends  present 
food  and  drug  law  and  brings  it  up  to  date  with  the  uniform 
law  with  respect  to  food  additives  and  color  additives  (dye, 
pigment,  or  other  substance)  .  It  authorizes  the  commissioner 
of  health  and  welfare  to  adopt  those  regulations  promulgated 
under  the  federal  act  prescribing  tolerances  and  exemption 
from  tolerances  for  any  added  poisonous  or  deleterious  sub- 
stances for  food  additives  for  pesticide  chemicals  in  or  on  raw 
agricultural  commodities,  or  for  color  additives  which  may  be 
safely  used  in  foods,  drugs  or  cosmetics.

HB  390,  to  authorize  the  change  of  name  of  Wentworth 
Hospital  and  Wentworth-Dover  City  Hospital  to  Wentworth- 
Douglas  Hospital,  Senator  Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Health, 
Welfare  &  State  Institutions:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  simply  changes 
the  name  of  Wentworth  Hospital  and  Wentworth-Dover  Hos- 
pital to  Wentworth-Douglas  Hospital.  Mrs.  Douglas  died  and 
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bequeathed  three  quarters  of  a  million  dollars  to  add  a  wing 
and  improve  Dover  Hospital.  This  legislation  was  introduced 
to  show  the  community's  appreciation." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  114,  relative  to  financing  of  park  operations  developed 
between  legislative  sessions.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee 
on  Resources,  Recreation  R:  Development:   Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hunter:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  to  permit  the 
recreation  division  group  to  make  progress  in  their  park  work 
between  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature.  I  think  on  the  first 
page  of  the  bill,  it  is  best  expressed  in  a  few  words.  It  permits 
the  development  to  become  operatable  between  legislative 
sessions  if  it  was  so  that  the  funds  could  not  have  been  con- 
sidered in  previous  legislatures  because  of  the  time  element, 
so  they  are  asking  for  the  right,  subject  to  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil, to  make  arrangements  of  new  state  park  development,  and 
also  redevelopment." 

Senator  Drake:  "It  would  seem  to  me  that  it  would  give 
the  power  to  the  Governor  and  Council.  There  is  a  provision 
appropriation  in  a  foot  note  —  $25,000  in  the  foot  note  in  the 
budget  for  the  extension  of  park  operation  during  the  next 
biennium.  I  am  reluctant  to  see  any  department  get  an  entree 
into  the  general  funds  after  such  an  appropriation  in  the  budg- 
et." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  I  realize  that  it  is  rather 
late  in  the  session  to  recommit  a  bill,  but  this  is  an  important 
bill  and  we  need  to  know  more  about  this  bill.  I  move  that 
the  bill  be  recommitted  to  the  Committee  on  Resources,  Rec- 
reation &  Development." 

Seconded  by  Senator  Battles. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  as  this  bill  is  drafted, 
it  gives  the  parks  department  and  the  supervisor  of  park  proj- 
ects, complete  carte  blanche  in  whatever  they  wish  to  do.

Senator  Monahan:  "Mr.  President,  the  title  of  this  bill 
is  a  little  misleading.  It  does  not  refer  to  highways  in  the  normal 
sense  of  the  word.  What  the  bill  attempts  to  do  is  to  provide 
access  to  isolated  property,  where  established  rights  of  way  do 
not  exist.  There  is  a  growing  need  for  this  type  of  legislation 
which  was  brought  out  at  the  hearing,  where  there  were  fifteen 
appeared  in  favor  and  nobody  opposed  ..." 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  being  in  the  lumber 
business,  I  would  like  to  express  my  opinion  that  it  is  a  good 
piece  of  legislation.  This  situation  causes  no  end  of  trouble. 
It  is  quite  difficult  sometimes  to  persuade,  especially  summer 
residents,  to  get  permission  to  cross  and  make  them  see  that  it 
can  do  no  damage.  I  believe  that  the  passage  of  the  bill  will  be 
of  great  assistance  to  the  lumber  operators." 

Senator  Battles  inquired:  "Do  I  understand  that  a  road 
can  be  laid  out  over  my  land  to  go  to  another  person's  land 
without  my  having  anything  to  say  about  it?" 

Senator  Monahan:  "A  public  hearing  notice  will  have  to 
be  posted.

setts,  Rhode  Island.  Vermont  and  Pennsylvania  have  similar 
legislation  pending.  The  increase  in  weight  from  66,400  to 
73,800  would  be  permissible  by  adding  one  axle  to  the  present

4  axle  tractor-trailers  (5  axle  combinations) .  There  would  not 
be  an  increase  in  axle  weight  and  therefore  no  increase  in  the 
impact  on  the  highway.  The  Highway  dept.  approves  the  in- 
crease and  states  that  it  does  not  jeopardize  federal  aid.  Over- 
the-road  trucking  has  standardized  on  40  ft.  trailers  (boxes)  in 
order  to  create  more  efficient  terminal  operations,  piggyback 
operation,  containerization  method  for  boat  loadings  and  inter- 
change with  other  carriers.  The  40  ft.  box  coupled  to  conven- 
tional tractor  with  tandem  axles  is  longer  than  our  allowable 
50  ft.  The  40  ft.  box  coupled  to  a  cab-over-engine  or  snub- 
nosed  tractor  with  tandem  axles  does  come  within  50  ft.  55  ft. 
is  requested  until  such  time  as  the  industry  can  convert  from  the 
conventional  tractor  to  the  cab-over-engine  or  snub-nose  type. 
Motor  vehicle  does  not  object  to  a  55  ft.  length.  Commissioner 
Rowe  of  the  Research  and  Development  Dept.  advocates  passage 
of  the  bill  in  order  that  New  Hampshire  industry  may  be  com- 
petitive with  other  states.  New  Hampshire  has  no  raw  materials 
excepting  forest  products,  therefore  we  have  to  import  our 
raw  materials,  process  them  and  export  the  finished  product 
and  compete  with  manufacturers  in  states  who  are  closer  to 
the  final  markets.  Our  transportation  rates  are  based  on  volume, 
therefore  our  allowable  volume  per  load  should  at  least  be 
equal  to  our  competing  states.  Our  present  registration  fee  is 
60  cents  per  100  lbs.  The  state  will  receive  greater  income  be- 
cause of  greater  registration  of  gross  load  from  66,400  to  73,- 
3280.  Each  tractor-trailer  registered  to  the  maximum  will  pro- 
vide $41.40  more  to  the  state  than  it  does  now.  An  increase  in 
the  rate  per  100  lbs.  would  neutralize  the  benefits  derived  from 
the  greater  gross  load  and  would  forestall  any  registration  to 
the  maximum.  However,  greater  gross  loads  will  require  larger 
motive  power  which  in  turn  will  increase  gas  consumption 
and  gas  tax." 

(Senator  Lamontagne  demonstrated  with  model  trucks) 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

SB  18,  relative  to  use  of  snow  tires  or  chains  on  pleasure 
motor  vehicles.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on 
Transportation:  Refer  to  Legislative  Council  or  Legislative 
Services. 
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Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  my  bill 
that  I  introduced  before  this  Senate.  This  bill  was  before  the 
Transportation  Committee.  No  one  appeared  in  opposition. 
Mr.  Gould  and  highway  dept.  were  in  favor  of  the  bill.  But 
after  talking  with  members  of  the  Committee,  I  finally  decided 
that  I  would  like  to  have  a  strong  and  very  good  bill  and  I  felt 
that  the  Legislative  Council  would  be  able  to  make  a  study 
during  the  next  two  years  and  come  in  with  a  very  good  bill 
for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  the  only  thing  that 
this  bill  does  is  to  raise  the  use  of  agricultural  from  5  miles  to  10 
miles.  This  is  a  change  in  Chapter  262:1.  This  should  be 
changed  in  order  that  the  two  Chapters  may  be  the  same."

HB  413,  relative  to  emergency  lights  on  motor  vehicles 
and  penalty  for  vehicle  overload.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for 
the  Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  amend- 
ed by  the  House  by  striking  out  the  penalty  for  vehicle  over- 
load. The  committee  on  Transportation  felt  that  it  should  be 
left  the  same  as  passed  by  the  House.  I  believe  that  the  title  of 
the  bill  should  be  changed.  The  Senate  Counsel  tells  me  that 
this  can  be  done  under  Rule  6.  This  leaves  the  matter  in  the 
hands  of  the  director.  The  director  by  regulation  shall  deter- 
mine the  regulation  and  color  of  emergency  lights  for  the  en- 
forcement officers  as  follows:  forestry  depts.,  fire  depts.,  volun- 
teer members  of  the  fire  dept.,  state,  city  and  town  highway, 
public  works  dept..  Public  Utilities,  public  and  private  ambu- 
lances. It  does  not  conflict  with  the  motor  vehicle  code."

Bill  75,  the  so-called  Milk  Control  Bill  got  deadlocked.  Ap- 
parently, although  I  have  been  willing  to  make  concessions  to 
the  powerful  milk  lobby,  they  are  unwilling  to  concede  on  any 
point  whatsoever  that  will  in  any  way  affect  the  perpetuation  of 
their  dynasty.  Various  members  of  the  Senate  have  been  pres- 
sured to  kill  this  bill.  In  Manchester  alone,  a  Mr.  John  Lazar 
has  been  working  diligently  to  kill  the  bill.  I  am  sure  the  Sena- 
tor from  the  14th  District  is  familiar  with  this  pressure.  I  do  not 
suggest  that  it  is  improper  for  people  to  lobby;  on  the  contrary, 
it  is  perfectly  proper,  but  when  confronted  with  coming  out 
openly,  the  milk  lobby  tend  to  hide  from  public  view. 

"Radio  Station  WLNH  in  Laconia  tried  to  get  a  number  of 
different  people  in  favor  of  retaining  milk  controls  on  a  radio 
program  with  myself  and  all  refused.  I  have  been  told  by  peo- 
ple that  the  milk  interest  will  annihilate  me  politically.  This  I 
doubt  because  the  vast  majority  of  the  people,  although  they 
are  inclined  to  be  lazy  about  contacting  their  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives, I  am  sure  are  interested  in  the  abolishment  of  milk 
price  controls.  The  eventual  defeat  of  this  bill  will  come  about 
because  of  public  apathy.  I  predict  today  that  there  are  not 
enough  votes  in  this  Senate  to  abolish  milk  price  fixing  and  there 
never  will  be  as  long  as  the  public  remains  apathetic  to  the 
issue.  I  am  surprised  that  the  Republican  Party  has  not  rallied 
to  the  support  of  the  bill.  In  my  opinion,  they  have  neglected 
one  of  the  most  important  issues  in  this  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture. 

"The  milk  lobby  has  taken  the  place  of  the  once  powerful 
railroad  lobby  which  has  practically  faded  into  oblivion.  Until 
the  people  are  aroused,  milk  price  fixing  will  continue."

If  any  candidate,  excepting  can- 
didates for  county  offices  and  excepting  as  otherwise  provided 
in  this  section,  for  whom  a  vote  was  cast  and  recorded  for  any 
office  at  a  biennial  election  shall,  before  the  expiration  of  ten 
days  thereafter,  apply  in  writing  to  the  secretary  of  state  for  a 
recount  of  all  the  ballots  cast  and  recorded  for  such  office  and 
shall  state  in  his  application  the  names  of  all  opposing  candi- 
dates, the  secretary  of  state  shall  appoint  a  time  for  the  recount 
not  earlier  than  ten  days  after  the  receipt  of  the  application.  No 
person  shall  be  entitled  to  a  recount  upon  his  own  application 
unless  the  difference  between  the  vote  cast  for  him,  and  the  vote 
cast  for  his  closest  opposing  candidate  who  received  sufficient 
votes  to  be  declared  elected  shall  be  one  per  cent  or  less  of  the 
total  vote  so  cast  for  such  office  or  for  such  candidates.  If  such 
difference  is  greater  than  one  per  cent  the  application  of  a  per- 
son shall  require  payment  to  the  secretary  of  state  of  the  appli- 
cable fee  as  provided  for  in  RSA  56:59,  the  number  of  signa- 
tures of  qualified  voters  as  provided  by  RSA  59:97-a  and  shall 
be  in  the  same  manner  and  form  as  provided  in  RSA  56:65,  ex- 
cept that  in  no  event  shall  the  number  of  signatures  so  required 
exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  total  vote  so  cast,  or,  in  lieu  of  the 
signatures  and  fee  herein  required,  a  person  may  agree  in  writ- 
ing to  the  secretary  of  state  to  pay  the  full  expense  of  such  re- 
count, in  which  event  he  shall  deposit  with  said  secretary  an 
amount  of  money  reasonably  estimated  to  cover  such  expense, 
which  shall  be  subject  to  an  accounting  at  the  conclusion  of 
said  recount.  Any  person  who  has  requested  a  recount,  if  de- 
clared elected  by  reason  of  said  recount,  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
full  refund  of  the  fee  or  deposit  paid  by  him.  All  contested 
elections  for  county  offices  shall  be  determined  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  RSA  chapter  64.

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  As  the  Budget  for 
Fiscal  1964  was  requested,  it  called  for  a  Net  Appropriation  of 
$38,346,236.,  this  was  $12,209,047  more  than  the  net  appro- 
priation for  1963,  the  current  fiscal  year. 

"The  Governor  reduced  this  budget  to  an  amount  of 
$31,366,371  or  a  reduction  of  $6,979,865.  After  months  of 
deliberation  the  House  Appropriations  Committee  introduced 
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a  bill  which  had  added  $353,818.  to  the  Governor's  recom- 
mendation. Subsequently,  by  amendment  the  House  passed 
this  bill  with  a  Total  Net  Appropriation  of  $32,055,938. 

"These  proposed  amendments  if  adopted  as  recommended 
by  The  Finance  Committee  will  add  $163,657.  to  the  Bill.  The 
new  Net  Total  is  $32,219,595.  This  is  $6,126,641.  less  than  the 
amount  requested. 

"Although  we  all  are  aware  that  requested  budgets  reflect 
some  desire  for  expansion  as  well  as  need,  a  six  million  dollar 
reduction  takes  all  the  desire  for  expansion  and  some  of  the 
need  out  of  the  budgets. 

"In  spite  of  this  tremendous  reduction,  the  House  Ap- 
propriations Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  in  co- 
operation have  approved  some  substantial  increases  where  in 
our  opinion  the  need  was  greatest. 

"Education  has  fared  well.  The  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire has  been  granted  a  10%  increase  through  implementa- 
tion of  the  Millage  Formula.  Although  this  is  not  the  total 
request,  it  is  a  far  higher  percentage  of  increase  than  has  been 
granted  to  many  of  the  important  departments  of  our  State 
Government.  In  fact,  many  many  departments  will  be  operat- 
ing in  this  64-65  biennium  on  a  very  little  more  than  they 
expended  in  1962,  with  the  exception  of  the  normal  increments 
for  personal  services. 

"Foundation  Aid  has  been  increased  from  $1,800,000  in 
1963  to  $2,400,000,  or  an  increase  of  $600,000.  in  this  year,  and 
$700,000.  in  the  second  year.  Over  $100,000.  has  been  included 
in  each  year  for  the  20  school  districts  having  the  lowest  equal- 
ized valuation  per  pupil.  School  building  Construction  Aid 
has  been  granted  an  increase  of  $178,339  in  the  first  year  and 
$210,839  in  the  second  year.  We  have  increased  Education  of 
the  Deaf  by  over  $30,000  per  year.  The  Teachers  Colleges  have 
been  granted  increased  funds  to  continue  the  salary  scales  for 
instruction, 

"The  NET  BUDGET  for  the  entire  Education  Depart- 
ment for  this  Biennium  has  been  increased  by  $3,195,824.  And 
I  might  add  that  the  repeal  of  the  Per  Capita  Tax  reduced 
revenue  by  approximately  $260,000  in  the  second  year  of  the 
biennium. 
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"We  have  made  an  earnest  endeavor  to  provide  funds 
where  the  need  has  seemed  most  urgent  and  still  maintain  a 
balanced  budget. 

"Estimated  funds  available  have  not  permitted  us  to  grant 
all  requests  but  we  believe  all  departments  will  be  able  to 
function  well  under  these  budgets. 

"  The  Finance  Committee's  report  recommends  that  the 
bill  pass  with  the  amendments  as  printed  in  the  Journal  of 
Tuesday,  and  we  will  try  to  explain  any  amendments  and 
answer  any  questions  you  may  have." 

Senator  Hodgdon  explained  the  bill  covering  each  section 
in  detail. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  the  Crotched  Mountain 
project  has  caused  me  some  concern.  It  is  not  in  my  District  and 
I  am  not  on  the  Public  Health  Committee,  but  is  there  any 
way  of  consideration  being  given  for  more  money  to  them?" 

Senator  Hodgdon  replied  that  the  figure  is  $100,000  now. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  go  on 
record  as  desiring  further  funds  for  this  worthwhile  project 
which  is  doing  a  wonderful  job  in  helping  crippled  children. 
But  at  this  time,  I  will  not  offer  an  amendment." 

Senator  Green  inquired:  "Mr.  President,  parliamentary 
inquiry:  If  there  is  a  figure  set  in  the  budget  and  has  not  been 
amended  by  the  Senate,  can  it  be  changed  by  the  Conference 
Committee?" 

The  Chair:  "No." 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "I  always  understood  that  too,  but 
some  members  tell  me  that  two  years  ago  the  Attorney  General 
said  that  it  could  be  done." 

The  Chair  declared  a  brief  Recess,  for  conference  with 
the  legal  counsel. 

(Recess) 

The  Senate  re-assembled. 

The  Chair:  "The  rule  is  that  the  Committee  of  Conference 
in  its  possession  of  the  budget  bills  will  have  a  free  hand  to 
amend  in  the  Committee  of  Conference  any  part  of  the  bill. 
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Through  a  precedent  of  this  rule,  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and 
the  President  of  the  Senate  are  convinced  that  the  Legislature 
will  be  best  served  if  the  Committee  of  Conference  is  instructed 
to  work  on  the  entire  bill  during  the  Committee  of  Conference. 
Normally,  a  Committee  of  Conference  is  only  concerned  in 
areas  of  disagreement  and  they  do  not  otherwise  change  any 
other  part  of  the  bill.  Sometimes,  one  part  does  affect  other 
parts  of  the  budget  bill.  The  Conference  Committee  will  have 
the  authority,  under  the  ruling  of  the  Chair  in  the  House  and 
the  Chair  in  the  Senate,  to  work  on  any  part  of  the  bill,  so 
long  as  it  is  in  the  possession  of  the  Committee  of  Conference." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  the  reading  of  the  amendments  was  dispensed. 

Senator  Monahan  offered  the  following  amendment,  and 
spoke  in  explanation  and  support  thereof:

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  I  served  notice  to  the 
Finance  Committee  that  were  this  amendment  offered,  I  would 
support  it  and  I  heartily  give  my  support  to  this  amendment." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator  Holmes. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Monahan  demanded  a  Roll 
Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, under  personal  privilege,  I  wish  to  speak  on  the  Univer- 
sity of  New  Hampshire  budget.  Being  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  I  wish  to  state  that  I  did  release  an  article  concern- 
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ing  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  .  .  .  The  University  of 
New  Hampshire  wishes  to  thank  the  Senate  for  their  consider- 
ation. They  understand  the  problem,  and  at  this  time,  I  will 
not  offer  any  amendment.  Being  a  member  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  I  know  that  there  is  no  money  to  resolve  this 
question." 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment,  seconded 
by  Senator  Hunter:

They  did  ask 
for  $36,000  but  they  were  also  much  interested  in  the  Boston 
office  so  we  agreed  to  put  the  Boston  office  in  the  budget  in 
preference  to  adding  $9,000  to  the  regional.  We  felt  that  we  had 
taken  care  of  this  department  and  if  any  more  should  be  done 
for  this  department,  it  should  be  done  at  the  local  level." 

Senator  Hunter  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Hunter. 

On  this  question,  Senator  Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 
The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll.

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  support. 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  opposition. 

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  I  served  notice  in  Com- 
mittee that  there  were  two  things  that  I  felt  very  strongly  about 
and  if  they  came  on  the  floor,  I  would  vote  for  them.  From 
now  on,  I  intend  to  go  along  with  the  report  and  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Finance  Committee.  I  feel  that  we  have  done  very 
well  for  the  Liquor  department." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment  offered  by 
Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Karkavelas. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative:

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment,  seconded 
by  Senator  Karkavelas: 
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On  Page  72  of  the  printed  bill,  lines  3187,  3188  and  3189 
—  I  wish  to  add  $2,000  to  the  salary  of  the  commissioner  of 
public  works  &  highways,  to  make  it  $15,830.  $1,000  to  the 
salary  of  the  deputy  commissioner,  to  make  it  $12,903;  $1,000 
to  the  salary  of  the  assistant  commissioner,  to  make  it  $12,713. 

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  support. 

Senator  Martel  spoke  against  the  amendment  stating  that 
he  favored  a  raise  for  all  state  employees,  but  not  a  selected  few. 

On  this  question.  Senator  Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call. 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  Roll. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Lamontagne,  Carter,  Karkavelas,  Battles,  Hunter  and  Whalen. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative: 
Drake,  Mitchell,  Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  Howard,  De- 
Lude,  Olson,  English,  Holmes,  Paquette,  Rainie,  Martel  and 
Provost. 

Six  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  fourteen 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  amendment  was  not 
adopted. 

Senator  Whalen  questioned  the  Finance  Committee  as  to 
the  item  of  $20,000  for  the  biennium  in  connection  with  the 
New  Hampshire  Port  Authority. 

Senator  Drake  stated  that  the  Port  Authority  would  not 
be  in  operation  before  18  months  and  that  would  mean  that  it 
would  be  in  the  next  biennium  before  being  in  operation. 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  he  would  not  offer  an  amend- 
ment but  would  sincerely  request  that  the  Finance  members  in 
Committee  reconsider  this  item. 

Senator  Hunter,  under  personal  privilege:  "Mr.  President, 
as  you  perhaps  know,  I  have  considered  adding  a  million  dollars 
to  the  budget  for  pay  raises  for  all  the  state  employees.  This 
comes  after  considerable  consideration  and  I  am  sure  as  far  as 
I  am  concerned,  I  would  like  to  amend  this  bill.  I  feel,  however, 
that  with  the  latitude  given  this  Committee  of  Conference,  I 
would  like  this  subject  to  be  given  serious  consideration  of  a 
pay  raise  for  state  employees.  I  appreciate  all  the  consideration 
given    by    the   Finance    Committee   on    this   problem,    having 
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spent  a  great  deal  of  time  in  the  last  few  days  with  them.  I 
think  we  have  discussed  it  pro  and  con.  I  would  suggest  that 
this  is  needed  consideration  and  subsequently,  I  would  like  to 
say  that  after  a  reconsideration  of  all  the  matters  at  hand,  if 
this  Committee  of  Conference  can  see  anywhere  near  the  sum 
of  a  million  dollars,  that  it  be  transferred  to  a  salary  fund  where- 
by all  employees  can  receive  a  needed  raise,  due  to  the  higher 
cost  of  everything  . . ." 

Senator  Karkavelas  spoke  in  accord  with  remarks  of  Senator 
Hunter.  Also  Senator  DeLude. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  bill  as  amended  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading. 

Senators  Holmes,  English,  Hunter  and  Rainie  wished  to 
be  recorded  as  against  the  sweepstakes  appropriation. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Wha- 
len,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Battles,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it 
read  a  third  time  and  passed  the  above  entitled  bill.

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  The  amendments  in 
this  bill  are  similar  to  those  in  House  Bill  No.  545,  with  few 
exceptions.  In  instances  where  new  positions  have  been  granted 
in  1964,  sums  have  been  increased  in  this  bill  to  provide  for 
the  yearly  increments. 

"Amendments  have  been  made  for  the  four  State  institu- 
tions, Keene  and  Plymouth  Teachers  Colleges,  Laconia  State 
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School  and  the  State  Hospital  to  continue  the  maintenance 
projects  as  outlined  in  the  explanation  to  the  first  Budget  Bill. 

"The  only  significant  change  in  this  bill  over  House  Bill 
No.  545,  is  the  amount  added  to  School  Building  Construction. 
At  the  time  the  original  bills  were  drafted  and  even  at  the 
time  the  amendments  were  presented  to  the  House,  it  was  not 
possible  to  project  the  amount  needed  to  fulfill  the  State's  ob- 
ligation under  the  formula  for  this  type  of  aid.  Only  this  week, 
we  received  information  indicating  that  "known  commitments" 
at  this  time  would  require  an  additional  $210,839. 

"The  Department  of  Education  estimated  that  additional 
costs  over  original  budget  figures  would  run  in  the  vicinity  of 
$400,000  but  the  Finance  Committee  has  recommended  only 
an  additional  appropriation  to  cover  the  known  obligations. 

"Two  new  sections  have  been  added  to  the  Bill.  Section 
9,  is  for  the  purpose  of  continuing  the  authority  to  the  Re- 
search Analyst  to  hire  assistants.  Section  10,  continues  a  Sec- 
tion of  RSA  inserted  in  1961,  providing  that  the  Senate  Council 
shall  be  employed  the  first  Monday  after  the  biennial  election 
for  the  purpose  of  assisting  Senators-elect  in  the  drafting  of 
bills,  and  provides  for  stenographic  services  and  supplies."

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  deals  with  the 
compensation  of  the  special  justice  of  the  Rochester  municipal 
court.  Up  to  now,  he  has  been  paid  $10  for  each  day  he  serves. 
The  request  contained  in  the  bill  was  to  raise  this  to  $20  per 
day.  The  Judiciary  Committee  feels  that  it  is  unwise  to  handle 
this  on  a  per  diem  basis,  so  we  amended  the  bill  to  make  it  at  a 
yearly  salary  of  $300."

As 
sponsor  of  this  amendment,  I  would  like  to  make  sure  that  the 
liquor  commission  will  not  be  forced  to  take  products  that  they 
will  not  be  able  to  sell.  This  only  says  that  the  products  of  New 
Hampshire  shall  be  posted  on  a  separate  list." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  505,  relative  to  membership  of  the  school  board  of 
Tilton  k  Northfield  Union  School  District.  Senator  English, 
for  the  Committee  on  Education:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  HB  505  provides  that 
the  school  board  of  the  Tilton  &  Northfield  Union  School  Dis- 
trict be  elected  so  that  at  all  times  three  members  are  residents 
of  the  town  of  Tilton  and  two  members  residents  of  the  town  of 
Northfield.  That  is  all  that  the  bill  does."

Amend  Section  1  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof, 
The  degree  of  Bachelor  of  Business  Science  as  awarded  by  the 
aforesaid  institution  shall  represent  the  equivalent  of  a  four 
year  course  and  at  least  thirty  percent  of  the  total  credits  re- 
quired for  said  degree  shall  be  in  general  education,  so  that 
said  section  as  amended  shall  read:  1  Authority  Granted.  The 
college  conducted  by  the  N.  H.  College  of  Accounting  Sc  Com- 
merce, Inc.,  an  educational  institution,  is  hereby  authorized  to 
confer  upon  the  graduates  therefrom  the  degrees  of  Bachelor 
of  Business  Science  and  Associate  in  Business  Science.  The  de- 
gree of  Bachelor  of  Business  Science  as  awarded  by  the  afore- 
said institution  shall  represent  the  equivalent  of  a  four  year 
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course  and  at  least  thirty  percent  of  the  total  credits  required 
for  said  degree  shall  be  in  general  education. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  not  my  amend- 
ment —  it  is  a  committee  amendment  which  I  am  offering  from 
the  floor  to  expedite  matters.  —  I  wish  there  were  more  asso- 
ciate degrees  being  offered  in  New  Hampshire." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Eng- 
lish, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time.

Senator  English:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  revises  a  basic 
law  passed  more  than  10  years  ago,  and  subsequently  amended, 
setting  up  the  procedures  which  create  cooperative  school  dis- 
tricts. The  present  bill,  which  is  a  complete  rewrite,  is  long 
and  complicated.  It  has  been  worked  over  carefully  by  the 
Interim  Commission,  School  Board  Association,  lay  and  pro- 
fessional people  including  the  State  Tax  Commission  and  the 
bonding  companies  in  Boston.  The  Senate  Committee  has  in- 
vestigated and  is  satisfied  that  the  bill  represents  an  important 
step  forward  in  simplifying  the  present  procedures,  contains 
no  coercive  elements  and  adds  to  the  basic  principle  of  home 
rule.  In  short,  there  is  nothing  here  which  hammers  anything 
down  anybody's  throat.  It  sets  a  framework  which  should  make 
it  easier  for  towns  considering  cooperatives." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading.

Senator 
Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Motor  Vehicles.  Amend  paragraph 
VI  of  RSA  263:61  (supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  230:1  and  310:2 
by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  the  following: 
VI  Three  axle  vehicles  with  drive  on  two  rear  axles  and  bavins: 
a  gross  weight  of  more  than  55,000  pounds  or  more  than  47,500 
pounds  while  operating  on  the  interstate  and  defense  highway 
system. 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  This  is  what  this 
bill  does.  It  changes  the  weight  of  47,500  lbs.  to  an  increase  in 
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weight  of  55,000  pounds.  This  bill  passed  the  House  without 
an  amendment.  I  have  offered  this  amendment  that  I  am  going 
to  explain  to  you  at  the  present  time.  My  amendment  amends 
the  bill  by  excluding  these  trucks  on  the  Interstate  and  Defense 
Highway.  The  weight  under  the  present  law  would  not  be 
changed.  The  weight  will  be  47,500  pounds.  The  reason  to  ex- 
clude these  trucks  with  a  weight  of  55,000  pounds  is  a  com- 
promise made  with  John  Morton  who  feels  that  this  amendment 
is  necessary  so  that  it  will  not  jeopardize  federal  funds  for  these 
defense  highways. 

"Maine  and  Vermont  have  55,000  pounds.  New  Hampshire 
truck  owners  were  pleased  with  the  present  law  of  47,500 
pounds  and  the  special  permit,  but  Maine  and  Vermont  do 
not  recognize  New  Hampshire's  permit  and  the  only  thing  that 
both  states  recognize  is  a  registered  weight  vehicle,  which 
amounts  to  the  present  law  of  47,500.  Maine  and  Vermont  are 
using  New  Hampshire  highways  with  a  load  of  55,000  pounds 
in  New  Hampshire,  because  of  an  agreement  between  states. 
These  trucks  from  Maine  and  Vermont  can  carry  55,000  pounds 
in  New  Hampshire.  New  Hampshire  registered  trucks  can 
only  carry  into  Maine  and  Vermont  or  from  Maine  and  Ver- 
mont with  a  load  of  47,500  pounds  only  if  this  law  is  not 
changed.  I  believe  this  a  fair  request.  I  am  not  asking  anything 
that  is  not  being  done  today.  As  I  have  stated  before,  vehicles 
have  operated  in  New  Hampshire  with  a  greater  load  of  56,000 
pounds  with  a  special  permit.  It  can  be  obtained  from  the  High- 
way Department. 

"I  have  made  a  statement  by  giving  you  true  facts  about 
the  need  for  this  bill.  At  the  same  time,  it  would  stop  New 
Hampshire  registered  trucks  from  being  fined  for  over-load  in 
other  states  with  a  load  of  55,000  pounds.  I  will  explain  to  you 
that  this  bill  was  not  unanimous  before  the  Transportation 
Committee.  The  opposition  was  from  Mr.  Hinkley  from  Lan- 
caster, New  Hampshire,  lobbying  for  the  Canadian  Railroad. 
I  will  tell  you  why  the  Canadian  Railroad  is  in  opposition  to 
this  increase  in  weight.  The  railroad  is  hauling  wood  out  of 
Canada,  and  I  am  going  to  be  honest,  truckers  are  competing 
against  them.  There  were  no  other  railroads  who  appeared  in 
opposition  to  this  weight  increase. 

"Personally,  knowing  these  truckmen,  they  have  to  work 
many  hours  to  make  a  day's  pay.  I  am  sure  if  the  Senate  will 
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grant  them  this  increase  in  weight,  New  Hampshire  registered 
truck  owners  will  be  able  to  compete  with  other  people  in  the 
same  business  who  are  using  the  highways  with  this  weight, 
which  is  being  requested  at  the  present  time. 

"I  would  appreciate  your  support  and  ask  for  the  passage 
of  this  bill." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  would  move  that  this 
be  made  a  Special  Order  of  Business  for  11:02  next  Tuesday.  I 
don't  know  about  the  Canadian  Railroad  and  I  don't  know  what 
Maine  and  Vermont  are  doing,  but  I  do  know  that  federal  gov- 
ernment restricts  weight  on  highways  which  are  built  and  made 
better  than  our  roads.  I  would  like  to  get  some  information 
both  from  the  motor  vehicle  and  highway  department  on  this. 
I  recall  a  Northeast  Regional  Conference  which  specified  the 
extreme  danger  to  bridges,  etc.  I  would  like  to  be  convinced 
that  this  is  a  safe  measure.  If  I  can  get  the  information  prompt- 
ly, I  will  then  withdraw  my  motion  for  Special  Order  and  un- 
der suspension  make  it  for  the  present  time." 

Senator  Battles.  "I  don't  think  there  is  any  question  of 
safety.  We  allow  these  under  special  permit.  It  is  a  question  of 
whether  we  wish  to  allow  these  trucks." 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  motion, 
and  stated  that  he  wished  to  add  to  his  former  remarks  the  fact 
that  Mr.  Gould  of  Motor  Vehicle  was  in  favor  of  the  bill.

Senator  Monahan  called  for  the  Special  Order. 

Being  consideration  of  SB  125,  relative  to  laying  out  high- 
ways. Senator  Monahan  explained  the  bill  in  detail. 

Statement  by  Senator  Monahan  on  SB  125 

Mr.  PresidenJt:  I  hope  the  Senators  have  somehow  found 
time  since  yesterday's  discussion  to  read  this  short  bill  to  under- 
stand its  intent  as  well  as  its  operation. 

As  the  Senator  from  the  Eighth  District  ably  explained 
yesterday,  this  bill  is  in  two  parts.  The  first  section  extends 
present  law  under  RSA  238  so  that  roads  discontinued  prior  to 
1945  may  be  reopened,  upon  petition  to  the  Selectmen,  but 
maintained  by  the  petitioner  with  no  liability  obligation  upon 
the  town.  "The  Selectmen  shall  assess  the  damages  sustained  by 
each  owner  of  land  or  other  property  taken  by  such  high- 
way, which  damages  shall  be  paid  by  the  petitioner." 

The  second  part  provides  for  laying  out  rights-of-way  for 
removing  forest  products  across  the  land  of  another  when  no 
other  access  is  available.  This  action  is  entirely  at  the  discretion 
of  the  Selectmen,  following  adequate  notice  and  hearing  to  pro- 
tect any  land  owners  involved.  The  Selectmen  determine  the 
"necessity"  and  assess  the  damages  to  be  paid  by  the  person 
applying  for  this  right.  "Any  person  aggrieved  by  the  action 
hereunder  of  the  Selectmen  shall  have  the  same  right  of  appeal 
as  provided  by  Chapter  234." 
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This  is  intended  to  be  only  a  temporary  arrangement,  as 
provided  by  Section  A: 2:  "The  Selectmen  may  fix  the  length 
of  time  and  conditions  under  which  such  right  of  way  may  be 
used  and  may  order  the  same  closed  or  discontinued  when  in 
their  judgment  it  is  no  longer  necessary." 

Mr.  President.  This  bill  was  quite  properly  referred  to 
the  Resources,  Recreation  &:  Development,  because  without 
adequate  access  there  can  be  no  development  of  our  resources. 

Senator  Battles  stated  that  he  disagreed  with  the  basic 
right  behind  this  bill;  perhaps  would  consider  offering  an 
amendment. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Mitchell  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill.  Also  Senator 
Olson. 

Senator  Battles  requested  a  one  minute  Recess,  which  was 
granted  by  the  chair. 

(Recess) 
The  Senate  re-assembled. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  will  not  offer  an  amend- 
ment. Senator  Monahan  has  explained  to  me  that  the  damage 
will  be  paid  beforehand."

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Rainie, 
the  Senate  voted  to  discharge  the  present  Committee  of  Con- 
ference and  to  appoint  a  new  Committee  of  Conference  on  the 
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above  entitled  bill.  Pursuant  to  the  above,  the  President  ap- 
pointed as  members  of  new  Committee  of  Conference,  Senators 
Rainie  and  Martel. 


Senator  Howard,  under  personal  privilege:  "Mr.  President, 
we  have  a  new  Pope  of  Rome  as  of  this  morning.  Cardinal 
Montini,  Archbishop  of  Milan,  was  elected  the  new  Pope  and 
he  has  chosen  for  his  name  Pope  Paul  the  Sixth.  May  I  ask  on 
behalf  of  the  Senate  that  we  stand  one  moment  in  silent  prayer 
for  the  success  of  the  new  Pope." 

Committee  Reports 

HB  313,  relative  to  the  bank  advisory  board.  Senator 
Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought  to 
pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  section  2  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

2  Membership  of  Advisory  Board.  Amend  RSA  383:20 
(supp)  as  inserted  by  1961,  278:1,  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  383:20  Appoint- 
ment and  Term.  The  advisory  board  shall  consist  of  ten  mem- 
bers, seven  members  to  be  appointed  by  the  governor  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  council  from  nominations  made  from 
each  of  the  following  groups,  namely,  mutual  savings  banks,  the 
trust  companies,  the  guaranty  savings  banks,  the  national  banks 
with  principal  offices  in  New  Hampshire,  cooperative  banks  (in- 
cluding building  and  loan  associations) ,  consumer  finance  com- 
panies with  principal  offices  in  New  Hampshire,  and  the  credit 
unions,  each  of  whom  shall  select  a  panel  of  three  persons  repre- 
senting its  type  of  institution  and  from  each  of  the  seven  panels 
thus  selected  one  person  shall  be  appointed  to  the  advisory 
board.  The  terms  of  office  of  said  members  shall  be  for  six  years 
each,  except  that  for  the  first  appointments  one  member  shall 
be  appointed  for  a  term  of  one  year,  one  for  a  term  of  two 
years,  one  for  a  term  of  three  years,  one  for  a  term  of  four 
years,  one  for  a  term  of  five  years,  and  two  for  a  term  of  six 
years.  In  addition,  the  speaker  of  the  house  shall  appoint  two 
members,  who  shall  be  members  of  the  house,  and  the  presi- 
dent of  the  senate  shall  appoint  one  member  who  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  senate,  said  three  members  shall  serve  for  a 
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term  of  four  years  or  until  the  time  they  become  no  longer 
a  member  or  elected  member  of  the  senate  or  house  of  repre- 
sentatives whichever  is  earlier.  Each  member  of  the  board  shall 
serve  until  his  successor  has  been  appointed  and  qualified  and 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term  in  the  same 
manner  in  which  the  original  appointments  were  made.  The 
advisory  board  shall  also  act  as  a  committee  to  study  the  banking 
laws  and  make  such  recommendations  as  they  see  fit  to  any 
future  session  of  the  legislature.  The  chairman  shall  be  elected 
by  the  board  from  its  members  annually  at  the  first  regular 
quarterly  meeting.  A  vice-chairman  and  clerk  shall  be  elected 
at  the  same  meeting  and  the  clerk  may  be  other  than  a  member 
of  the  board.  Special  meetings  may  be  held  at  different  places 
about  the  state. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  inserting  after  section  2  the  fol- 
lowing new  section:  3  Time  of  Effectiveness  Relative  to  Terms 
of  Office.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to 
affect  or  change  the  term  of  office  of  any  of  the  members  of  the 
advisory  board  in  office  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  to  read  4. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  How- 
ard, the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  ^vith,  same 
having  been  printed  in  the  Journal. 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  increases  the 
Bank  Advisory  Board  to  ten  members  by  adding  a  representa- 
tive of  consumer  finance  companies  with  principal  offices  in 
New  Hampshire.  The  amendment  changes  the  terms  of  legis- 
lative members  to  coincide  with  their  terms  as  legislators,  but 
specifically  does  not  apply  to  present  board  members  until  the 
end  of  their  present  terms." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Pa- 
quette,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  place  the  above  bill  as 
amended  on  its  third  reading  and  final  passage  at  the  present 
time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Pa- 
quette,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  read 
a  third  time  and  passed  the  above  bill. 
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SB  98,  regulating  the  issuance  of  motor  vehicle  dealer 
plates.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Transporta- 
tion: Ought  to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Definition.  Amend  paragraph  VI  of  RSA  259:1  as 
amended  by  1947,  177  and  1949,  286  by  striking  out  in  lines 
18-21  the  words  "and  every  person  principally  engaged  in  the 
business  of  buying  promissory  notes,  secured  by  mortgage,  con- 
ditional sale  contract,  or  lease  upon  motor  vehicles,  trailers, 
semi-trailers  or  tractors";  by  inserting  in  line  three  after  the 
word  "maintains"  the  words,  in  operating  condition  and  in  op- 
eration and  at  which  the  dealer  does  a  major  portion  of  his 
business;  and  by  inserting  in  line  four  after  the  word  "in- 
doors" the  words,  in  one  building,  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows:  VI  "Dealer,"  every  person  prin- 
cipally engaged  in  the  business  of  buying,  selling,  or  exchang- 
ing new  and  secondhand  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers, 
or  tractors  on  commission  or  otherwise,  who  maintains  in  oper- 
ating condition  and  in  operation  and  at  which  the  dealer  does  a 
major  portion  of  his  business,  a  place  of  business  capable  of 
housing  indoors,  in  one  building,  five  average-sized  automo- 
biles, devoted  to  the  motor  vehicle,  trailer,  semi-trailer,  or  trac- 
tor business  and  gives  mechanical  service  on  the  same  and  who 
holds  a  written  contract  with  a  manufacturer  giving  such  per- 
sons selling  rights  for  new  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers, 
or  tractors  or  with  a  distributor  of  such  vehicles  who  as  such 
distributor  holds  a  manufacturer's  franchise  or  contract  giving 
selling  rights  on  new  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers,  or 
tractors,  and  every  person  principally  engaged  in  the  business  of 
buying,  selling,  and  exchanging  secondhand  motor  vehicles, 
trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors  and  maintaining  a  place  of 
business  capable  of  housing  indoors,  in  one  building,  five  aver- 
aged-sized  automobiles,  devoted  to  the  motor  vehicle,  trailer, 
semi-trailer,  or  tractor  business  and  gives  mechanical  service  on 
the  same,  in  which  the  repair  of  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi- 
trailers, or  tractors  is  subordinate  or  incidental  to  the  business 
of  buying,  selling,  and  exchanging  the  same. 

2  Application  for  Plates.  Amend  RSA  260:45  as  amended 
by  1947,  177  by  inserting  in  line  two  after  the  word  "purpose" 
the  words,  for  a  specific  designation  of  his  type  of  business  and; 
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so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  260:45 
Application.  A  manufacturer  or  dealer  may  make  application 
to  the  commissioner,  upon  blanks  furnished  by  him  for  that 
purpose,  for  a  specific  designation  of  his  type  of  business  and 
for  a  general  distinguishing  number  for  his  motor  vehicles, 
trailers,  semi-trailers  and  tractors. 

3  Notice  of  Sale  of  Unsafe  Vehicle.  Amend  RSA  260  by 
inserting  after  section  52  the  following  new  section:  260:5'2-a 
Sale  of  Unsafe  Motor  Vehicles.  A  dealer  selling  a  motor  vehicle 
at  retail  which,  in  his  judgment,  is  unsafe  for  operation  upon 
the  highways  shall  destroy  any  inspection  sticker  applied  to 
the  windshield  thereof  and  shall  within  five  days  after  said  sale 
file  w^ith  the  commissioner  notice  of  said  sale  on  a  form  pro- 
vided by  the  commissioner  and  signed  by  both  the  purchaser 
and  dealer.  A  copy  of  said  notice  shall  be  retained  by  the  dealer 
and  a  copy  shall  be  delivered  to  the  purchaser. 

4  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  seconded  by  Senator  La- 
montagne,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  wnth. 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Mr.  President,  This  Bill  was  intro- 
duced by  me  after  discussions  with  the  Motor  Vehicle  Depart- 
ment and  the  N.  H.  Automobile  Dealers  Association  who  were 
cooperating  to  clean  up  the  situation  which  had  existed  for  many 
years  with  regards  to  motor  vehicle  dealer  plates.  A  great  many 
people  and  firms  who  were  not  actually  in  the  business  of  buy- 
ing and  selling  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers  and  trac- 
tors were  able  to  obtain  dealer  plates  because  sometime  in  the 
past  they  qualified,  and  through  the  years  they  continued  to 
apply  for  and  received  three-sets  of  dealer  plates  for  $50.00. 
Actually  theye  were  depriving  the  local  communities  of  legit- 
imate permit  fees  by  doing  this.  This  situation  existed  to  a  great 
degree  because  the  Motor  Vehicle  Department  did  not  have  the 
personnel  to  police  the  situation.  Late  last  year,  the  Depart- 
ment assigned  one  man  to  concentrate  on  cleaning  up  the  prob- 
lem and  he  has  done  a  good  job.  but  it  is  the  belief  of  the  De- 
partment that  the  Amendments  contained  in  Senate  Bill  98  will 
not  only  help  to  clear  up  the  situation  but  to  keep  it  clear. 

"Briefly  this  Bill  would  allow  only  those  people  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying  and  selling  new  and  used  cars,  trailers,  and  semi- 
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trailers  and  tractors  to  have  dealer  plates.  As  far  as  the  Amend- 
ments are  concerned:  Section- 1  limits  the  definition  of  a  dealer 
to  those  people  in  business  and  secondly  it  requires  a  dealer  to 
keep  his  place  of  business  in  operation.  The  second  Section 
allows  the  Motor  Vehicle  Commissioner  to  issue  plates  indicat- 
ing a  particular  type  of  dealer  holding  a  set  of  plates  whether 
it's  new  cars,  used  cars,  trailers  or  tractors.  The  last  Section 
clarifies  a  condition  with  regard  to  the  issuance  of  ten-day  plates 
according  to  the  practice  within  the  Department  today.  When 
a  dealer  sells  a  motor  vehicle  which  is  unsafe  for  use  on  the 
highway,  he  issues  a  set  of  ten-day  plates  then  tears  them  up. 
The  slip  is  sent  to  the  Department  without  any  indication 
whether  the  vehicle  is  safe  or  unsafe  or  anything  else. 

"Section-3  proposes  to  change  that  type  of  operation  and 
requires  the  notification  to  the  Department  that  a  vehicle  has 
been  sold  to  a  retail  purchaser  that  is  unsafe  on  public  high- 
ways. The  Section  also  requires  the  dealer  to  destroy  any  in- 
spection stickers  which  may  be  attached  to  the  vehicle. 

"I  would  like  to  say  that  this  is  a  tighter  control  of  unsafe 
vehicles  and  it  was  suggested  by  the  New  Hampshire  Automo- 
bile Dealers  Association  to  improve  highway  safety.  Commis- 
sioner Gould  has  approved  these  Amendments." 

Senator  Battles  offered  the  following  amendment  to  the 
amendment: 

Amend  the  amendment  by  inserting  in  line  17  after  the 
word  "automobiles"  the  words,  said  space  may  be  used  for 
other  related  purposes,  so  that  said  section  1  of  the  bill  as  in- 
serted by  the  amendment  shall  read  as  follows:  1  Definition. 
Amend  paragraph  VI  of  RSA  259:1  as  amended  by  1947,  177 
and  1949,  286  by  striking  out  in  lines  18-21  the  words  "and 
every  person  principally  engaged  in  the  business  of  buying 
promissory  notes,  secured  by  mortgage,  conditional  sale  con- 
tract, or  lease  upon  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers  or 
tractors";  by  inserting  in  line  three  after  the  word  "maintains" 
the  words,  in  operating  condition  and  in  operation  and  at 
which  the  dealer  does  a  major  portion  of  his  business;  and  by 
inserting  in  line  four  after  the  word  "indoors"  the  words,  in  one 
building,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as  fol- 
lows: VI  "Dealer,"  every  person  principally  engaged  in  the  busi- 
ness of  buying,   selling,  or  exchanging  new  and  secondhand 
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motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors  on  commission 
or  otherwise,  who  maintains  in  operating  condition  and  in 
operation  and  at  which  the  dealer  does  a  major  portion  of  his 
business,  a  place  of  business  capable  of  housing  indoors,  in  one 
building,  five  averaged-sized  automobiles,  and  space  may  be 
used  for  other  related  purposes  devoted  to  the  motor  vehicle, 
trailer,  semi-trailer,  or  tractor  business  and  gives  mechanical 
service  on  the  same  and  who  holds  a  written  contract  with  a 
manufacturer  giving  such  persons  selling  rights  for  new  motor 
vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors,  or  with  a  distributor 
of  such  vehicles  who  as  such  distributor  holds  a  manufacturer's 
franchise  or  contract  giving  selling  rights  on  new  motor  ve- 
hicles, trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors,  and  every  person  prin- 
cipally engaged  in  the  business  of  buying,  selling,  and  exchang- 
ing secondhand  motor  vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors 
and  maintaining  a  place  of  business  capable  of  housing  indoors, 
in  one  building,  five  averaged-sized  automobiles,  devoted  to  the 
motor  vehicle,  trailer,  semi-trailer,  or  tractor  business  and  gives 
mechanical  service  on  the  same,  in  which  the  repair  of  motor 
vehicles,  trailers,  semi-trailers,  or  tractors  is  subordinate  or  in- 
cidental to  the  business  of  buying,  selling,  or  exchanging  the 
same. 

Senator  Battles,  what  this  amendment  does  is  to  clarify 
the  five  averaged-sized  automobiles.  A  person  who  has  a  five  car 
garage  and  is  in  the  automobile  business  —  this  would  allow 
him,  if  he  wishes  to  put  material,  parts,  supplies,  etc.,  in  one 
part.  This  will  permit  it." 

Senator  Karkavelas  spoke  in  support  of  the  amendment 
to  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  to  the  amendment  was  adopted. 

The  amendment  as  amended  was  adopted,  and  the  bill 
as  amended  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Kar- 
kavelas, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Kar- 
kavelas, the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the 
bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 
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HB  130,  relative  to  cost  of  vaccinating  infected  animals. 
Senator  Mitchell,  for  the  Committee  on  Agriculture:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  President,  the  first  line  tells  what 
the  bill  does.  In  repeals  the  cost  of  vaccinating  animals  to  the 
owners.  The  state  pays  for  it.  What  instigated  this  bill  at  the 
present  time  was  the  situation  that  they  have  in  the  northern 
part  of  the  state  where  they  are  having  an  epidemic  of  rabies. 
Foxes  are  coming  down  from  Canada.  They  are  in  hopes  of 
vaccinating  all  animals  in  Coos  County.  This  bill  transfers  the 
cost  of  vaccinating  from  the  owners  to  the  state.  There  was  no 
opposition. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  of  Senator  Mitchell:  "Is  the  in- 
tent of  this  bill  to  apply  only  to  the  vaccinating  for  the  disease 
of  rabies?" 

Senator  Mitchell  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Battles  inquired  further:  "Was  it  not  also  stated 
that  it  was  not  the  intent  on  the  department  to  make  this  a 
monstrous  vaccinating  program?" 

Senator  Mitchell:  "It  is  my  understanding  that  the  depart- 
ment had  no  intent  of  increasing  the  vaccinating  program  other 
than  the  vaccinating  for  rabies." 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support:  "This  is  a  serious  situa- 
tion. It  is  a  measure  toward  protecting  health  in  that  part  of 
the  state." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Mitchell,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a 
third  time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Mitchell,  seconded  by  Senator 
Battles,  The  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the 
bill  was  read  a  third  time  and  passed. 

HB  593,  relative  to  legal  assistance  for  land  acquisitions. 
Senator  Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Claims:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Howard;  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  calls  for  two 
additional  assistant  attorney-generals  which  is  imperative  by 
the  federal  government  in  preparing  land  acquisitions.  The 
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appropriation  for  the  two  assistant  attorney-generals  is  in  the 
budget.  The  Committee  voted  'ought  to  pass'." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Howard,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Howard,  seconded  by  Senator  Bat- 
tles, the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the  bill 
was  read  a  third  time  and  passed.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Battles:  "I  move  that 
the  Senate  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  it  voted  to  discharge 
the  conferees  on  the  part  of  the  Committee  of  Conference  on: 

HB  290,  relative  to  the  retirement  age  for  state  employees 
under  the  state  retirement  system. 

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  yester- 
day afternoon  when  we  came  back  from  Recess,  the  Senator 
from  the  8th  District  and  myself  found  that  we  had  been  dis- 
charged. I  think  this  is  a  little  bit  irregular  as  in  the  past,  we 
have  had  somewhat  of  an  understanding  in  this  Senate  that 
things  like  this  are  not  done  without  some  notice  from  the 
members  of  the  Senate.  We  never  had  a  chance  to  meet  with 
the  House  Conferees.  I  would  hope  that  the  Senate  would  go 
along  with  this  motion." 

Seconded  by  Senator  Olson. 

Senator  Howard  inquired  as  to  what  this  was  all  about. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  this  was  the  bill  that 
allowed  male  employees  to  retire  at  62  as  well  as  the  women 
employees.  It  was  pointed  out  to  the  Senator  from  the  22nd 
District  at  the  time  that  this  was  a  very  bad  situation  here.  One 
state  employee  was  not  taken  care  of  in  the  reorganization.  At 
that  time,  we  made  provision  for  transfer  from  motor  vehicle 
to  state  police,  but  it  apparently  did  not  occur  to  those  writing 
the  bill  two  years  ago  that  someone  from  the  state  police  might 
be  transferred  to  the  motor  vehicle.  There  was  no  provision 
made  to  take  care  of  this.  So  the  Senator  offered  an  amendment 
in  favor  of  the  person  affected.  The  Committee  of  Conference 
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was  on  the  amendment,  not  on  the  bill.  The  Committee  of 
Conference  was  set  up,  we  tried  to  work  out  a  solution." 

Senator  Monahan  inquired:  "Were  the  House  Conferees 
appointed  yesterday?" 

Senator  Battles:  "This  is  the  second  Committee  of  Con- 
ference. The  members  were  the  same  except  for  one  member. 
Yesterday,  Norm  McMeekin  came  in  and  we  were  in  Recess." 

The  President:  "The  Committee  of  Conference  that  was 
appointed  in  the  Senate  which  replaced  the  original  Committee 
of  Conference  was  appointed  on  the  basis  that  this  Conference 
Committee  would  have  a  week  to  function.  That  we  would 
not  let  this  bill  be  bottled  up.  If  the  Committee  of  Conference 
could  not  attend  to  it,  it  was  felt  that  a  motion  to  discharge 
the  Committee  of  Conference  would  be  in  order.  That  was 
understood.  I  was  told  by  the  House  people  that  the  second 
Committee  of  Conference  had  been  in  existence  for  some  time, 
and  we  had  gone  over  more  than  one  week.  The  Speaker  of 
the  House  was  in  here  yesterday  and  in  the  confusion  and  all  the 
discussion  —  the  Chair  understood  that  the  new  Committee 
of  Conference  that  had  been  appointed  was  the  third.  On 
motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Hunter,  and 
under  the  impression  that  this  was  the  third  Committee  of 
Conference  to  be  appointed,  the  Senate  voted  to  discharge 
that  Committee  of  Conference  and  to  appoint  a  new  one.  The 
motion  was  in  order  and  the  vote  prevailed.  The  new  Committee 
was  picked  once  again  from  the  Committee  that  originally 
heard  the  bill.  In  each  instance,  the  members  have  been  ap- 
pointed from  the  Committee.  The  motion  to  reconsider  the 
action  is  in  order." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  understand  what  you  are  saying,  but 
this  was  not  the  3rd  Committee  of  Conference  in  the  House. 
This  was  the  Committee  of  Conference  that  was  appointed  to 
meet  with  Senator  DeLude  and  myself.  They  really  did  not 
appoint  a  second  Committee  of  Conference." 

The  Chair:  "I  acted  in  good  faith  when  the  appointment 
was  made.  My  only  interest  is  to  see  that  things  move  along 
rapidly  and  we  are  not  going  to  let  any  important  bill  get 
bottled  up  and  go  down  the  drain.  I  apologize  to  Senator  De- 
Lude and  to  Senator  Battles  for  taking  what  seemed  to  be  mis- 
information at  the  time  this  matter  was  in  order." 
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Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  support  the  motion. 
This  vote  will  not  be  considered  as  a  criticism  on  the  President. 
I  understand  being  in  the  position  of  receiving  information 
from  those  supposed  to  know.  The  question  of  further  amend- 
ment has  always  been  important.  I  do  think  when  a  change  is 
made,  the  Senators  involved  should  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  explain  their  stand  or  to  ask  for  a  change.  This  is  not  in 
criticism  of  the  President  in  any  way.  I  do  think  that  Senators 
DeLude  and  Battles  certainly  do  have  a  right  to  defend  them- 
selves. They  are  being  thrown  off  without  being  able  to  say 
anything  in  their  defense." 

Question  being  on  motion  of  reconsideration. 

The  affirmative  prevailed,  and  the  motion  for  reconsidera- 
tion carried. 

Senator  Battles  moved  that  the  Committee  of  Conference 
be  discharged,  seconded  by  Senator  DeLude. 

Affirmative  prevailed,  and  motion  carried. 

Question  being  on  motion  to  discharge  the  Committee  of 
Conference  and  appoint  a  new  Committee  of  Conference. 

The  negative  prevailed,  and  the  motion  was  lost. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  for  the  matter  of  in- 
formation —  now  that  the  House  has  finally  appointed  mem- 
bers of  the  second  Committee  of  Conference,  we  will  be  very 
happy  to  get  together  with  them  and  work  on  the  problem. 
Norman  McMeekin  was  in  here  yesterday  and  I  assured  him 
that  we  would  get  together  with  the  House  members  as  soon 
as  possible.  That  was  my  understanding.  When  we  came  back 
in  here,  we  found  that  we  had  been  dishonorably  discharged." 


On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles, 
the  Senate  voted  to  suspend  the  rules  so  not  to  require  two 
days'  notice  of  Committee  Hearings  being  printed  in  the 
Journal  for  the  balance  of  the  session. 

*         *  * 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  I  am  afraid  that  the 
Senate  felt  me  somewhat  of  a  nuisance  yesterday.  My  concern 
was  for  the  roads  with  the  55,000  pound  weight.  In  order  to 
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clear  up  any  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  when 
I  stated  that  the  highway  department  could  not  approve  a  bill 
of  this  measure.  I  checked  with  Mr.  Whitaker  in  the  highway 
department  who  has  sent  me  a  letter  confirming  what  I  said 
in  the  Senate  yesterday  and  I  would  like  to  have  this  a  matter 
of  record  because  I  feel  it  is  a  very  serious  and  very  grave  prob- 
lem for  the  state.  I  do  not  wish  to  discriminate  against  the  New 
Hampshire  truckers,  but  two  wrongs  do  not  make  a  right  and 
three  wrongs  do  not  make  it  right.  I  think  this  explains  my 
opposition  very  clearly."

Dear  Senator  DeLude: 

This  letter  is  written  as  the  result  of  your  question  this 
afternoon  as  to  the  Department's  position  relative  to  House 
Bill  384  (55,000  lb.  load  on  3  axle  trucks  vs.  present  limit  of 
47,500  lbs.  on  3  axle  trucks) . 

The  Department  appeared  in  opposition  to  this  Bill  at 
both  the  House  and  Senate  hearings.  The  Department's  op- 
position to  the  Bill  is  based  on  the  fact  that  this  particular  load 
results  in  severe  over-stressing  of  its  H-15  bridges  (this  is  the 
designation  of  the  design  criteria)  .  Of  179  bridges  on  the  State 
Highway  System  from  the  Kancamagus  Highway  north,  116  of 
them  were  designed  on  the  H-15  basis. 

In  fairness  to  Senator  Lamontagne  in  this  matter,  I  should 
advise  that  he  was  instrumental  in  amending  the  Bill  to  ex- 
clude the  heavier  load  from  the  Interstate  Highway  System 
and  thus  avoid  what  the  Department  believes  to  be  a  conflict 
with  Federal  regulations.

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Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  cannot  speak  as  to  what  happened 
before  the  House  as  I  was  not  there,  but  as  far  as  Mr.  Whitaker 
and  Mr.  Morton  are  concerned,  I  was  present  at  the  Transporta- 
tion Committee  hearing  in  the  Senate  as  were  Senators  Kar- 
kavelas  and  Battles.

The  Chair:  "Bills  are  being  messaged  in  as  fast  as  soon  as 
possible.  This  bill  will  be  messaged  into  the  House  today." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  531,  relative  to  unemployment  compensation.  Senator 
Olson,  for  the  Committee  on  Labor:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Olson:  "Mr.  President,  this  is  the  unemployment 
compensation  bill.  It  was  agreed  upon  by  Labor  and  manage- 
ment. It  decreases  the  minimum  from  16  to  13  and  increased 
the  maximum  to  $45  per  week." 

Senator  Martel  spoke  in  support:  "Mr.  President,  I  am 
very  happy  to  seconded  the  remarks  of  Senator  Olson.  We 
here  in  New  Hampshire  are  blessed  with  having  over  the  years 
advisory  councils  composed  of  members  representing  Labor 
and  management.  Because  of  that,  it  has  made  working  con- 
ditions much  easier.  Between  the  sessions  of  the  Legislature, 
meetings  are  held  and  action  taken  in  both  interests  of  labor 
and  management.  I  feel  that  each  and  every  one  of  us  should 
be  very  proud  of  it." 

Senator  Drake  spoke  in  support  of  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Olson,  seconded  by  Senator  Martel, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Olson, 
the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote  whereby  the  bill  was 
read  a  third  time  and  passed. 
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HB  385,  relative  to  minimum  wage.  Senator  Olson,  for 
the  Committee  on  Labor:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Olson:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  was  amended  by 
the  House  and  would  increase  the  minimum  wage  in  New 
Hampshire,  as  of  January  1,  1964  will  be  $1.15  per  hour  and 
as  of  January  1,  1965,  will  be  $1.25  per  hour.  Outside  salesmen, 
employees  of  hospitals,  from  $0.80  to  $0.85.  People  with  no 
experience  will  be  paid  $0.95  per  hour  January  1,  1964." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Drake:  "I  rise  partially  in  support  of  this  bill  and 
I  wish  to  offer  an  amendment  at  the  present  time.  I  am  in  favor 
of  the  initial  increase  on  January  1,  1964,  but  against  the  fur- 
ther increase  on  January  1,  1965.  I  offer  the  following  amend- 
ment: 

Amend  section  1  of  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  foullowing:  1  Increase  in  Rate. 
Amend  RSA  279:21  (supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  288:1,  1957, 
311:1  and  1959,  275:1,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  279:21  Minimum  Hourly  Rate. 
No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  employ  any  employee  at 
a  rate  of  less  than  one  dollar  per  hour,  provided  that  on  and 
after  January  1,  1964  such  minimum  rate  shall  be  one  dollar 
and  fifteen  cents  per  hour.  The  limitations  imposed  hereby 
shall  be  subject  to  the  following  exceptions. 

I.  These  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  employees  engaged 
in  household  labor,  domestic  labor,  farm  labor,  outside  sales- 
men, summer  camps  for  minors,  restaurants,  hotels,  inns  and 
cabins. 

II.  These  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  employees  en- 
gaged as  newsboys  or  golf  caddies. 

III.  These  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  employees  of 
hospitals,  orphanages,  or  homes  for  the  aged  organized  as  non- 
profit corporations,  except  that  no  non-profit  hospital  corpora- 
tion or  non-profit  orphanage,  or  homes  for  the  aged  shall  employ 
a  laundry  employee  or  nurse  aide  or  practical  nurse  at  a  rate 
of  less  than  eighty  cents  per  hour;  provided,  that  on  and  after 
January  1,  1964  such  minimum  rate  shall  be  not  less  than 
ninety-five  cents  per  hour. 
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IV.  No  person,  firm  or  corporation  shall  employ  any  em- 
ployee as  usher  at  a  theatre  or  pin  boy  at  a  bowling  alley  at  a 
rate  of  less  than  seventy-five  cents  per  hour,  provided  that  on 
and  after  January  1,  1964  such  minimum  rate  shall  be  not  less 
than  ninety  cents  per  hour. 

V.  These  limitations  shall  not  apply  to  a  person  with  less 
than  six  months'  experience  in  an  occupation,  or  a  person 
eighteen  years  of  age  or  under,  provided  that  such  person  shall 
not  be  paid  less  than  eighty  cents  per  hour,  and  provided  fur- 
ther  that  on  and  after  January  1,  1964  such  minimum  rate 
shall  not  be  less  than  ninety-five  cents  per  hour. 

Senator  Battles  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  amendment. 
Also  Senator  Martel. 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by 
Senator  Howard. 

On  this  question,  Senator  Drake  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Eight  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  eleven 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  negative  prevailed, 
and  the  amendment  was  not  adopted. 

The  bill  was  referred  to  Finance  under  the  rules. 

The  President:  "Contemplating  a  further  misundertand- 
ing  about  procedures,  I  would  like  to  state  in  advance  that  the 
reconsideration  vote  taken  ^vhereby  we  reconsidered  our  action 
that  was  taken  when  the  supposedly  new  Committee  of  Con- 
ference members  were  not  in  the  Chamber,  so  Senator  Whalen 
and  Drake  are  advised  in  advance  that  they  are  not  members 
of  the  Committee  of  Conference."

Whereas,  the  need  for  a  change  has  been  recognized  by 
members  of  Congress  on  numerous  occasions  through  the  in- 
troduction of  various  proposals  for  amending  the  Constitution; 
now,  therefore  be  it 

Resolved,  by  the  House  of  Representatives,  the  Senate  con- 
curring, that  application  is  hereby  made  to  Congress  under 
Article  V  of  the  Constitution  of  the  United  States  for  the  calling 
of  a  Convention  to  propose  an  Article  of  Amendment  to  the 
Constitution  providing  for  a  fair  and  just  division  of  the  elec- 
toral votes  within  the  States  in  the  election  of  the  President  and 
Vice  President;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  if  and  when  Congress  shall  have  proposed 
such  an  Article  of  Amendment  this  application  for  a  Conven- 
tion shall  be  deemed  withdrawn  and  shall  be  no  longer  of  any 
force  and  effect;  and  be  it  further 

Resolved,  That  copies  of  this  application  be  transmitted  to 
the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States, 
and  to  our  senators  and  representatives  in  Congress. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  the  reading  of  the  Con- 
current Resolution  was  dispensed  with.

1)  Provide  a  means  of  livelihood  for  one-fifth  o'f  all  persons 
employed  in  manufacturing  in  New  Hampshire,  and  an  annual 
payroll  of  $52,000,000; 

2)  Provide  invaluable  protection  for  the  watersheds  of 
our  brooks,  rivers  and  streams,  and  their  continued  flow  of 
pure  waters; 

3)  Provide  cover  and  protection  for  the  State's  wildlife, 
its  fish,  birds  and  game; 

4)  Provide  a  natural  playground  for  millions  of  our  fellow 
Americans  who  reside  and  must  work  in  the  metropolitan 
areas  of  the  Eastern  United  States,  and  who  travel  to  this  State 
for  rest  and  recreation, 

Now,  Therefore,  Be  It  Resolved  By  The  Senate  The  House 
of  Representatives  Concurring: 

That  the  legislature  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  peti- 
tions the  congress  of  the  United  States  to  defeat  and  reject  said

Senator  Martel:  "Mr.  President,  HB  420  in  its  original 
form  provided  for  an  appropriation  of  $15,000.  While  the 
Finance  Committee  was  considering  this  bill,  and  in  talking 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Health  Sc  Welfare,  we  found  that 
he  could  provide  for  counseling  service  rather  than  going 
through  court  action.  In  the  past,  anyone  who  wished  to  avail 
themselves  of  this  service  had  to  go  through  the  court.  The 
Commissioner  stated  that  many  have  not  been  taking  advantage 
of  this  service  because  of  this.  The  statute  was  amended.  I  then 
went  over  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Judicial  Council  and  asked 
his  opinion  on  it  because  there  was  an  item  in  their  report 
referring  to  marriage  counseling  and  I  did  not  wish  to  do  any- 
thing without  consulting  him.  He  looked  it  over,  made  some 
slight  suggestions  and  sent  it  back  with  the  statement  that  it 
was  excellent.  The  Finance  Committee  agreed  to  tack  this  on 
to  the  bill.  The  amendment  provides  that  anyone  wishing  to 
obtain  such  counseling  service,  may  do  so,  either  through  court

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  voted  to  adopt  the  Report  of  the  Committee  of 
Conference  on  the  above  entitled  bill. 


Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  be  recorded 
as  being  greatly  disappointed  that  our  suggestions  for  the  bank 
commissioner  were  not  approved  by  this  committee." 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  at  the  time  that  we  were 
discussing  the  possibility  of  a  pay  raise  for  the  state  employees 
and  where  the  Committee  of  Conference  could  discuss  matters 
other  than  money  matters,  there  were  several  of  us  who  served 
notice  that  the  Committee  of  Conference  consider  a  pay  raise 
for  state  employees.  I  reserved  my  right  at  that  time  to  accept 
the  Committee  of  Conference  report.  Senator  Hunter  felt  as 
strongly  as  I  do  and  he  asked  me  to  speak  for  him  as  well  as 
for  myself,  as  he  had  to  leave  the  Chamber.  I  am  not  going  to 
oppose  the  Committee  of  Conference  report.  I  do  feel  very 
strongly  that  the  House  should  consider  everything  in  its  power 
to  find  some  way  to  increase  the  state  employees'  pay.  It  is  my 
understanding  that  there  is  a  possibility  of  such  a  bill  coming 
in  from  the  House  with  such  an  increase.  I  for  one,  and  Senator 
Hunter  for  another,  would  certainly  work  in  every  way  that  we 
know  how  for  a  raise  for  the  state  employees.  I  will  withdraw 
my  reservation  and  will  adopt  the  Committee  of  Conference 
report." 
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Senator  Holmes  inquired:  "Is  it  not  possible  to  have  such 
a  bill  passed?" 

Senator  DeLude:  "Yes.  That  bill  was  passed  on  a  biennial 
basis,  and  has  to  be  enacted  each  session.  It  is  possible  to  have 
such  a  measure  as  that  and  it  is  with  that  opinion  that  I  will 
not  protest  the  Committee  of  Conference  report."

been  cast  for  other  Elector  candidates;  and 

Whereas,  this  method  of  electing  the  President  and  Vice 
President  is  unfair  and  unjust  in  that  it  does  not  reflect  the 
minority  votes  cast;  and 

Whereas,  the  need  for  a  change  has  been  recognized  by 
members  of  Congress  on  numerous  occasions  through  the  in- 
troduction of  various  proposals  for  amending  the  Constitution;

The  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  depart- 
ment of  public  works  and  highways,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  governor  and  council,  for  the  layout  and  construction  of 
said  road.  In  order  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  the  ap- 
propriation made  in  this  section,  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to 
borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  state  from  time  to  time,  a  total  of 
three  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
into  effect  the  provisions  hereof  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue 
bonds  or  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  gover- 
nor and  council.  The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  or  notes 
shall  be  determined  in  each  case  by  the  governor  and  council 
but  in  no  case  shall  they  be  later  than  twenty  years  from  the 
date  of  issue. 

3  Form  and  Accounts.  All  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  in 
such  form  and  such  denomination  as  the  governor  and  council 
shall  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and 
interest,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor  and  shall  be 
deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  secre- 
tary of  state  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  such  account  of 
all  such  bonds  or  notes  as  are  kept  of  other  state  bonds  or  notes. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  by 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  state.  The  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  held  by  the  state 
treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
governor  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone  and  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his  war- 
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rants  for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for  herein  of  all 
sums  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized. 

4  Short-term  Loans.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  on  short-term  loans,  which  may  be  refunded 
by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder.  Provided, 
however,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short-term  loans  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  to  read 
section  5  and  by  striking  out  said  section  3  as  renumbered  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5  Layout  and  Classification.  Said  access  road  shall  be  laid 
out  and  constructed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  Class  II 
highways.  After  completion  of  construction,  said  road  shall  be 
designated  a  Class  III  road  and  maintained  by  the  Lancaster 
development  corporation.

The  President  recognized  Senator  Mona'han:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent: Last  Thursday  the  Senate  adopted  HB  384,  which  per- 
mits an  increase  in  the  gross  weight  of  certain  vehicles  using 
our  highways  from  47,500  pounds  to  55,000  pounds.  An  excep- 
tion was  made  in  the  case  of  Interstate  Highways  where  the 
lower  weight  would  continue  effective.  This  was  no  'com- 
promise' by  the  Dept.  of  Public  Works  &:  Highways  as  reported 
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by  the  Senator  from  the  First  District  at  the  bottom  of  page 
841  of  the  Senate  Journal,  It  was  a  necessity  and  involved  no 
yielding  on  anyone's  part,  because  of  the  strict  and  proper 
Federal  regulations  concerning  weight  limits  on  the  highways 
over  which  it  has  some  control. 

"We  again  discussed  this  question  last  Friday  and  it  will 
be  discussed  for  years  to  come.  I  simply  want  to  state  for  the 
record  that  the  trucking  industry  has  placed  our  Town  Select- 
men and  Road  Agents  and  also  the  taxpayers  at  a  serious  dis- 
advantage in  trying  to  meet  this  substantial  increase  in  gross 
weights.  They  may  post  and  enforce  so  many  roads  and  bridges 
with  load  limits  that  the  truckers  will  lose  what  they  sought  to 
gain. 

"All  Senators  must  agree  that  trucking  plays  an  essential 
role  in  our  commerce  of  today,  but  it  must  be  regulated,  along 
with  the  railroads.  The  Senator  from  the  22nd  District  last 
week  remarked  that  the  interests  seeking  to  protect  the  Milk 
Control  Board  from  abolition  have  replaced  the  notorious 
railroad  lobby.  I  believe  that  the  trucking  industry  can  be 
placed  in  the  same  category. 

"It  makes  no  difference  to  me,  as  the  Senator  from  the 
First  District  explained  last  week,  how  many  children  the 
truckers  may  have  or  how  high  fines  they  may  have  paid  for 
violating  the  law.  The  real  problem  occurs  not  so  much  in 
southern  New  Hampshire  where  roads  and  bridges  are  in 
pretty  good  shape,  but  in  central  and  northern  New  Hampshire 
where  many  of  our  bridges  will  not  stand  up  under  the  beating 
of  55,000  pound  loads.  The  local  taxpayers,  not  the  truckers, 
will  have  to  pick  up  the  bill  for  building  and  maintaining 
bridges  to  support  that  kind  of  a  load." 

Senator  Lamontagne:  "Mr.  President,  I  disagree  with  my 
good  friend,  the  Senator  from  the  5th  District  on  his  remarks 
that  55,000  pounds  was  overloading  the  bridges  in  the  northern 
part  of  New  Hampshire.  The  reason  I  disagree  with  the  Senator 
is  because  we  have  Maine  trucks  and  Vermont  trucks  traveling 
in  the  northern  part  of  New  Hampshire  with  a  weight  of  55,000 
poimds.  New  Hampshire  registered  trucks  have  been  traveling 
with  a  weight  of  over  55,000  pounds  with  a  registration  of 
47,500  plus  a  permit  that  they  have  from  the  Highway  Depart- 
ment giving  them   permission   to   travel  on  certain  roiues.   I 
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agree  with  the  Senator  from  the  8th  District  who  has  mentioned 
about  weights  of  New  Hampshire  registered  trucks  with  per- 
mits that  they  must  travel  on  certain  routes,  but  this  has  been 
going  on  and  these  people  are  hauling  pulp  from  another  state 
with  a  weight  of  55,000  pounds  and  hauling  pulp  to  the  Brown 
Company,  to  the  Groveton  Paper  Company  and  also  in  Lincoln 
where  there  is  also  a  paper  company.  This  bill  met  the  approval 
of  Director  Gould  of  the  Motor  Vehicle  Division  because  of  the 
relation  between  states  in  recognizing  the  weights  of  registra- 
tions in  other  states.  This  is  an  agreement  between  states.  If 
this  agreement  between  states  was  discontinued  it  would  cer- 
tainly create  a  hardship  not  only  for  the  truck  owners  but  also 
it  would  create  a  hardship  to  our  manufacturers  who  are  giving 
employment  to  New  Hampshire  people.  The  main  reason  for 
the  weight  bills  to  be  increased  to  55,000  pounds  was  to  give 
the  New  Hampshire  registered  trucks  the  same  opportunity  to 
haul  the  same  amount  of  weight  out  of  Maine  and  Vermont 
with  a  load  of  55,000  pounds  and  to  avoid  being  fined  for  being 
overloaded  in  other  states.  New  Hampshire  Highway  Permits 
are  not  recognized  in  other  states  and  that  is  the  reason  the 
weights  had  to  be  increased  to  55,000  pounds." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  the  Senate  voted  to  remain 
in  morning  session  in  order  to  receive  messages,  but  Recessed 
until  2:30  IP.M.

Introduction  of  Guests

Communication 

To  the  Honorable  Senate: 

The  undersigned  Justices  of  the  Supreme  Court  submit 
the  following  answers  to  the  questions  contained  in  your  reso- 
lution filed  June  20,  1963,  with  reference  to  Senate  Bill  No. 
55,  entitled  "An  Act  to  increase  the  interest  and  dividends 
tax  exemption."  The  bill  would  amend  RSA  77:5  to  provide 
that  persons  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  would  be  entitled 
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to  an  additional  exemption  of  four  hundred  dollars  on  their 
interest  and  dividends  income  taxable  under  RSA  ch.  77. 

Your  first  inquiry  is  whether  "any  constitutional  provi- 
sions [of  the  New  Hampshire  Constitution  would]  be  violated 
by  providing  for  an  additional  exemption  from  the  taxation  of 
income  as  provided  in  SB  55."  It  is  our  opinion  that  the  bill  if 
enacted  would  not  be  in  violation  of  the  state  constitution. 

The  interest  and  dividends  tax  from  its  inception  has  al- 
lowed an  exemption  (Laws  1923,  c.  65,  s.  2)  and  since  1951  the 
exemption  has  been  $600.  RSA  77:5;  Laws  1951,  c.  222,  s.  1. 
While  any  exemption  produces  a  theoretical  inequality  in  the 
tax  burden,  it  is  recognized  that  the  legislative  power  to  tax 
is  usually  based  on  the  proposition  "that  the  equality  sought 
is  a  practical  one."  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  82  N.  H.  561,  570. 
The  power  of  the  Legislature  to  grant  a  reasonable  exemption 
in  the  interest  and  dividends  tax  is  not  doubtful.  Conner  v. 
State,  82  N.  H.  126,  128;  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  81  N.  H.  563, 
564;  Sagendorph  v.  Marvin,  101N.H.79,  81. 

The  pending  bill  proposes  to  grant  an  additional  exemp- 
tion of  $400  from  the  interest  and  dividends  income  to  those 
persons  who  are  sixty-five  years  or  older.  "In  the  selective  proc- 
ess of  classifying  certain  property  for  taxation  and  exempting 
other  property,  the  Legislature  has  a  wide  discretion  which 
will  be  sustained  'providing  just  reasons  exist  for  the  selection 
made.'  "  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  95  N.  H.  548,  550.  While,  of 
course,  age  and  poverty  are  by  no  means  synonymous,  the  Leg- 
islature and  the  courts  have  recognized  that  in  many  cases  they 
may  have  some  common  attributes.  See  Briggs'  Petition,  29 
N.  H.  547,  552-553.  Cocheco  Mfg.  Co.  v.  Strafford,  51  N.  H. 
455,  459.  In  State  v.  Raihvay.  84  N.  H.  313,  315,  it  was  stated 
that  "poverty  and  misfortune  have  long  been  regarded  as  just 
grounds  of  relief"  for  the  abatement  of  taxes.  See  Kauper, 
Constitutional  Uniformity  and  Equality  in  State  Taxation  192 

(1959).  Under  RSA  167:6  (a)  a  person  is  "eligible  for  old  age 
assistance  who  is  sixty-five  years  of  age"  and  the  same  age  limit 
applies    to   "medical   assistance    to    the   aged."    RSA    167:6  (g) 

(supp);  Laws  1961,  c.  271,  s.  3.  Neither  poll  taxes  nor  head 
taxes  are  assessed  against  those  over  seventy  years  of  age.  RSA 
72:1;  Laws  1961,  43:1.  Today  retirement  at  sixty-five  years  of 
age  is  common  in  both  private  and  public  employment.  RSA 
100:6    (supp);  RSA  102:13    (supp);  RSA  192:5.  The  tax  im- 
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posed  by  RSA,  chapter  77  is  a  tax  upon  income  from  sources 
other  than  earnings.  We  cannot  say  that  the  legislative  power 
to  grant  an  additional  exemption  to  those  who  have  reached 
the  age  of  sixty-five  years  as  proposed  in  Senate  Bill  55  is  un- 
reasonable or  that  it  is  a  taxable  classification  which  violates 
the  state  Constitution.  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  95  N.  H,  540, 
542;  Opinion  of  the  Justices,  84  N.  H.  559,  571-572. 

Your  third  inquiry  is  whether  the  "totally  disabled"  may 
be  granted  an  exemption  from  the  payment  of  any  tax  under 
RSA  ch.  77.  Since  these  persons  are  eligible  for  special  assist- 
ance (RSA  167:6  (f)  and  presumably  will  have  no  earned  in- 
come, such  disability  may  reasonably  be  considered  a  ground 
for  exempting  their  unearned  income  from  the  tax  under  RSA 
chapter  77,  and  the  Legislature  has  a  just  reason  for  granting 
an  exemption  by  general  law.  See  Briggs'  Petition,  29  N.  H. 
547;  State  v.  Railway,  84  N.  H.  313,  315;  Opinion  of  the 
Justices,  101  N.  H.  539,  540.  Such  an  exemption  is  not  in  viola- 
tion of  the  state  Constitution. 

The  generality  of  your  second  question  precludes  any 
definitive  answer  and  therefore  we  are  unable  to  provide  advice 
which  would  be  of  present  assistance.

Senator  Gardner:  "Mr.  President,  This  bill  authorizes  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  at  such  time  as  it  feels  ready,  to  assume 
certain  licensing  functions  from  the  U.  S.  Atomic  Energy  Com- 
mission. 

"Because  the  development  of  atomic  energy  took  place  in 
wartime,  the  protection  of  health  and  safety  was  vested  in  the 
Federal  Government.  This  is  contrary  to  the  traditional  pattern 
whereby  States  are  responsible  for  the  public  health  and  safety. 
This  bill  reflects  this  traditional  responsibility  and  transfers  to 
the  State  the  control  of  radiation  for  the  public  health  and 
safety. 

"The  Commission  presently  regulates  practically  all  radia- 
tion sources  except  X-rays  and  radium.  Under  an  agreement 
with  the  State,  the  Commission  will  transfer  to  the  State  the 
responsibility  for  control  of  practically  all  radiation  sources 
except  reactors. 

"The  bill  recognizes  that  the  transfer  of  responsibility 
will  take  place  only  when  the  State  is  ready  and  desires  the 
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transfer.  There  is  no  change  in  the  requirements  imposed  on 
users  of  radiation  sources;  one  licensing  authority  is  simply 
exchanged  for  another. 

"The  program  of  transfer  has  been  endorsed  by  the  Gov- 
ernors' Conference,  the  National  Association  of  Attorneys  Gen- 
eral, the  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  the  United  States,  the  Ameri- 
can Bar  Association,  and  the  Council  of  State  Governments.

in  moving  household  goods,  and  as  may  be  defined  by  the 
Commission,  for  hire  between  points  in  this  State.  The  term 
shall  not  include  one  who  transports  his  own  goods  for  the 
purpose  of  sale,  delivery  or  in  the  furtherance  of  a  trade  or 
business  other  than  transportation. 

"Commission"   shall   mean   Public   Utilities   Commission.

not  less  than  seventy-five  days  after  the  filing  of  the  petition  with 
said  clerk.  A  charter  commission  of  five  members  shall  be 
elected  by  the  qualified  voters  at  the  same  time  as  public  ques- 
tion is  submitted.  Candidates  shall  be  listed  on  the  ballot  in 
the  same  manner  as  is  provided  for  by  law  for  candidates  for 
other  office,  except  that  they  shall  be  listed  without  any  party 
designation  or  slogan.  The  ballot  shall  instruct  each  voter  to 
vote  on  the  question  and  regardless  of  the  manner  of  his  vote 
on  the  question,  to  vote  for  five  members  of  a  charter  commis- 
sion who  shall  serve  if  the  question  is  voted  in  the  affirmative.

Members  shall  serve  without  pay  but 
within  the  appropriation  made  for  the  purpose  shall  be  re- 
imbursed by  the  city  for  expenses,  including  expenses  incurred 
for  consultants  and  clerical  and  professional  assistance.

Within  nine  months  from 
the  date  of  its  selection,  the  commission  shall  report  its  findings 
and  recommendations  to  the  governing  body  of  the  city  by 
filing  with  the  city  clerk  an  original  signed  copy  of  its  report. 
If  the  report  recommends  the  adoption  of  a  charter  hereunder, 
the  clerk  shall  cause  to  be  reproduced  sufficient  copies  of  said 
charter  to  inform  the  voters  and  shall  cause  their  distribution 
to  the  voters  not  less  than  thirty  days  prior  to  the  referendum 
herein  provided  for. 

Amend  RSA  49-A:12  as  amended  by  inserting  after  the 
word  "so"  in  line  12  of  the  amended  section  the  words  "under 
the  procedure  set  forth  in  section  8  of  this  chapter",  so  that  said 
amended  section  12  shall  read  as  follows: 

49-A:12  Amendments  and  Later  Referenda.  Amendments 
to  any  charter  adopted  hereunder  may  be  made  by  the  same 
procedure  hereinabove  outlined  in  the  preceding  four  sections 
at  any  regular  city  election  held  after  the  adoption  of  the  charter. 
At  any  regular  city  election  held  not  less  than  five  years  after 
the  adoption  of  one  optional  form  of  charter  herein  provided 
for,  a  different  optional  form  may  be  adopted  by  any  city  by  the 
procedure  hereinabove  established  by  this  chapter.  Any  city 
wishing  to  adopt  the  amendment  process  hereinabove  provided 
for  without  adopting  either  of  the  two  charters  provided  for  by 
this  chapter  may  do  so  under  the  procedure  set  forth  in  section 
8  of  this  chapter  by  submitting  the  following  question  to  the 

voters  at  any  regular  municipal  election:  Shall  the  city  of 

adopt  the  home  rule  amending  process  provided  for  in 

RSA  49-A  which  will  permit  the  city  to  adopt  amendments  to 
its  charter  by  popular  referendum  without  the  necessity  of 
legislative  act?  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  the  question 
answer  "Yes,"  the  city  shall  thereafter  be  empowered  to  adopt 
as  an  amendment  to  its  own  charter  any  provisions  contained  in 
the  charter  of  any  other  city  in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  or 
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any  provisions  contained  in  either  of  the  charters  provided  for 
by  this  chapter.  Upon  the  adoption  of  any  amendment  to  an 
existing  corporate  charter  or  upon  the  adoption  of  either  of  the 
charters  provided  for  by  this  chapter,  the  city  clerk  of  the  adopt- 
ing city  shall  not  later  than  ten  days  thereafter  file  with  the 
secretary  of  state  a  certified  copy  of  the  amendment  or  of  the 
charter  adopted. 

Amend  RSA  49-A:17  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill 
by  striking  out  the  sentence  "He  shall  have  no  negative  on  any 
ordinance,  resolution  or  vote  of  the  board  of  aldermen."  on 
page  15  of  the  bill,  so  that  said  section  shall  read  as  follows: 

49-A:17  Meetings.  The  mayor  shall  preside  over  all  meet- 
ings of  the  board  of  aldermen  and  the  city  clerk  shall  act  as  a 
clerk  of  the  board.  All  meetings  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall 
be  public.  Regular  meetings  shall  be  held  at  such  hours  on  such 
days  of  the  week,  at  such  intervals,  as  the  charter  may  designate 
and  special  meetings  upon  notice  mailed  to  the  mayor  and  to 
each  alderman  by  the  city  clerk  at  the  written  request  of  the 
mayor  or  of  a  majority  of  the  aldermen.

The 
mayor  shall  have  the  right  to  introduce  bills  and  initiate  other 
measures  in  the  board  of  aldermen,  and  to  speak  therein  upon 
pending  measures  without  resigning  the  chair;  but  he  shall  not 
be  counted  to  make  a  quorum  of  such  board,  nor  vote  therein 
except  in  case  of  equal  division.  The  mayor-elect  and  the  newly 
elected  members  of  the  board  of  aldermen  shall  assume  office  at 
the  first  regular  January  meeting  in  each  even  numbered  year. 

Amend  RSA  53-A:2  as  inserted  by  section  14  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  the  word  "solicitor"  after  the  word  "county"  in 
line  7  of  said  section  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  "at- 
torney", so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  originally,  this  bill  had 
5  sections.  All  of  the  first  4  have  been  struck  out.  The  only 
thing  remaining  is  the  change  in  time  —  it  is  impossible  to 
comply  in  getting  this  done  by  June  1st.  The  bill  now  reads, 
before  June  30th.  It  will  be  impossible  for  them  to  comply  this 
year  because  we  are  in  session.  We  would  have  preferred  July 
15th  but  there  would  have  been  many  other  sections  of  the 
statute  that  would  have  to  have  been  amended.  We  have  set 
June  30th,  well  realizing  that  in  some  years,  they  may  not  be 
able  to  comply  with  the  law."

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Interim  Commission.  There  is 
hereby  established  an  interim  commission  whose  function  it 
shall  be  to  study  the  stock-in-trade  taxes  imposed  by  the  laws 
of  the  state  and  to  recommend  a  substitution  or  substitutes 
therefor.  Said  commission  shall  be  composed  of  nine  members, 
one  of  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  and  who  shall  be  chairman  of  the  commis- 
sion; one  of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  president  of  the 
senate  and  who  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  commission;  two 
of  whom  shall  be  the  chairmen  of  the  ways  and  means  com- 
mittees in  both  the  senate  and  house  of  representatives;  four 
of  whom  shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall 
be  a  manufacturer,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  retailer,  one  of 
whom  shall  represent  the  professions  and  one  of  whom  shall  be 
a  wholesaler;  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  elected  by  the  other 
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members  of  the  commission  and  who  shall  represent  the  public 
at  large.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  necessary  ex- 
penses and  for  clerical  assistance.  The  commission  shall  render 
its  report,  including  drafts  of  appropriate  legislation,  to  the 
1965  session  of  the  general  court.  The  sum  of  two  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this 
chapter,  and  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  war- 
rant for  said  sum  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not  other- 
wise appropriated. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  as  this  amended  bill 
came  to  us,  they  had  stricken  out  everything  in  the  bill  and 
provided  for  the  study  commission;  one  member  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Speaker  of  the  House,  as  Chairman;  one  member 
appointed  by  the  President  of  the  Senate;  one  member  each 
representing  the  manufacturer,  the  retailer  and  the  professions. 
The  Chairmen  of  the  Ways  Sc  Means  Committees  in  the  House 
and  Senate  have  been  added.  It  was  called  to  our  attention  that 
nowhere  in  the  bill  was  there  provided  for  anyone  to  represent 
the  public,  so  another  member  has  been  added." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
referred  to  the  Finance  Committee,  under  the  rules.

HB  574,  relative  to  the  stock  in  trade  tax.  Senator  Lamon- 
tagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Ways  R:  Means:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  again,  we  have  a  bill 
that  was  greatly  amended  by  the  House.  The  bill  now  provides 
that  stock  in  trade  —  which  are  goods  that  have  been  sold  but 
now  have  to  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  manufacturer. 
This  bill  exempts  that  type  of  goods.  It  is  our  understanding  tliat 
the  practice  of  assessors  prior  to  this  supreme  court  opinion,  has 
been  not  to  exempt.  However,  there  is  a  reason  to  be  concerned 
about  future  interpretation  by  local  assessors.  Since  these  goods 
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do  not  belong  to  the  manufacturer,  there  was  unanimous 
agreement  on  the  part  of  the  committee  that  these  goods  should 
not  be  subject  to  the  stock  in  trade  tax." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  5i5i3,  to  establish  a  new  apportionment  for  the  assess- 
ment of  public  taxes.

.  .  .  This  is  the  right  of  the  landowner."

Senator  Green  spoke  in  support  of  motion  for  indefinite 
postponement.

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  title  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  following:  An  act  relative  to  bond- 
ing county  employees. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Gardner,  seconded  by  Senator  Green, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Gard- 
ner, the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Monahan,  seconded  by  Senator 
Martel,  the  Senate  recessed  until  2:45  p.m. 

(Recess)

HB  340,  relative  to  mileage  rate  for  all  state  employees 
using  privately  owned  passenger  vehicles.  Referred  to  Finance. 

HB  400,  to  provide  group  life  insurance,  and  group  hos- 
pital medical  and  surgical  care  for  state  employees,  their  fami- 
lies, and  for  retired  state  employees  and  their  spouses.  Referred 
to  Finance. 

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives has  voted  to  concur  with  the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the 
following  entitled  bill: 

SB   14,  relative  to  revocation  and  suspension  of  licenses. 

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  concurs  with 
the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled  bill,  with 
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amendments,  in  the  passage  of  which  amendments  the  House 
asks  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate: 

SB  94,  providing  for  an  additional  justice  for  the  superior 
court: 

Amend  said  bill  by  adding  after  section  2  the  following 
new  section: 

3  Superior  Court  Stenographers.  Amend  RSA  519:26 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  271:1,  1957,  129:1,  140:1  and 
1961,  221:14  by  striking  out  the  word  "eight"  in  the  second 
line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  nine,  so  that  said 
section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  519:26  Appointment. 
The  superior  court,  acting  as  a  body,  may  appoint  not  more 
than  nine  official  state  court  stenographers  who  shall  report 
the  proceedings  of  the  superior  court  of  any  county  to  which 
they  may  from  time  to  time  be  assigned  by  said  court.  Each 
court  stenographer  shall  be  sworn  to  the  faithful  discharge  of 
his  duties  and  shall  receive  from  the  state  an  annual  salary  of 
six  thousand  eighty-seven  and  twelve  hundredths  dollars.  He 
shall  take  full  notes  of  all  oral  testimony  and  other  proceedings 
in  the  trial  of  cases  either  at  law  or  in  equity  including  the 
charge  of  the  justice  in  all  trials  before  a  jury  and  all  comments 
and  rulings  of  said  justice  in  the  presence  of  the  jury  during 
the  progress  of  the  trial  as  well  as  all  statements  and  arguments 
of  counsel  addressed  to  the  court,  and  during  the  trial  shall 
furnish  for  the  use  of  the  court  or  either  of  the  parties  a  trans- 
cript of  so  much  of  his  notes  as  the  presiding  justice  may  direct. 
He  shall  also  furnish  a  transcript  of  so  much  of  the  evidence 
and  other  proceedings  taken  by  him  as  either  party  to  the  trial 
may  require  on  payment  therefor  by  such  party  at  the  rate 
fixed  by  the  court  as  provided  in  section  30. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  renumbering  section  3  to  read 
section  4. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  and 
Senator  Rainie  explained  same:  "When  the  bill  was  before 
the  Senate,  it  dealt  only  with  the  justice;  it  added  one  judge. 
They  neglected  to  put  in  for  the  additional  one  stenographer 
to  the  four,  to  take  care  of  the  new  judge.  It  is  necessary  in 
order  to  keep  the  court  performing  its  proper  functions.  Also 
provides  expenses,  etc." 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Rainie,  seconded  by  Senator  Hodg- 
don,  the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  has  voted  to 
adopt  the  amendments  offered  by  the  Committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills,  to  the  following  House  Joint  Resolution,  in  the  adop- 
tion of  which  amendments  the  House  asks  the  concurrence  of 
the  Senate: 

HJR  34,  in  favor  of  Marcus  E.  Diffenderfer  et  al. 

Amend  said  resolution  by  inserting  before  the  word  "Mar- 
cus" the  following:  That  the  following  named  persons  be  al- 
lowed the  sums  set  opposite  their  names  for  mileage  allowance 
for  the  1959  session  of  the  general  court,  which  said  allowance, 
although  approved  by  the  then  mileage  committee,  was  not 
paid  because  of  an  error.  The  sums  appropriated  hereunder 
shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  legislative  appropriation. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator  Mon- 
ahan,  the  reading  of  the  amendment  was  dispensed  with  and 
the  Senate  voted  to  concur. 

The  Message  further  stated  that  the  House  has  voted  to 
concur  with  the  Senate  in  the  passage  of  the  following  entitled 
bill: 

SB  51,  providing  for  the  construction  of  a  bridge  parallel 
to  the  General  Sullivan  Bridge. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Whalen, 
the  rules  were  suspended  to  permit  introduction  of  a  committee 
report  not  previously  advertised  in  the  Journal. 

HB  38,  providing  for  a  director  of  legislative  services.  Sen- 
ator Drake,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  section  5  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

5  Appropriation.  There  is  hereby  appropriated  the  sum 
of  thirty  thousand  dollars  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30, 
1964  and  a  like  sum  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1965, 
for  the  office  of  the  director  of  legislative  services.  An  addi- 
tional sum  of  five  thousand  dollars  for  the  period  from  July  1, 
1963  to  June  30,  1965  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  services 
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o£  a  consultant  to  the  director  of  legislative  services,  to  be  en- 
gaged by  him,  subject  to  the  approval  of  a  committee  composed 
of  the  president  of  the  senate,  the  speaker  of  the  house,  the 
minority  leader  of  the  house,  the  minority  leader  of  the  senate, 
the  chairman  of  the  senate  finance  committee  and  the  chairman 
of  the  house  appropriations  committee,  any  four  of  whom  may 
act  as  a  quorum.  If  a  member  of  the  staff  of  the  attorney  gen- 
eral's office  is  appointed  to  the  post  of  consultant  hereunder 
such  sums  as  he  may  be  paid  as  such  consultant  shall  be  in 
addition  to  his  regular  classified  salary.  The  sums  appropriated 
hereunder  shall  be  a  charge  upon  the  legislative  appropriation. 

Senator  Drake  explained  the  bill  and  the  amendment. 

Senator  Whalen  presiding. 

Senator  Dunlap  spoke  in  explanation  and  support  of  the 
bill  and  the  amendment. 

Senator  Karkavelas  spoke  in  support. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Karka- 
velas, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  seconded  by  Senator 
DeLude,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

The  President  presiding. 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  494,  relative  to  the  compensation  of  state  employees 
engaged  in  snow  removal.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee 
on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  is  for  the  pur- 
pose of  granting  equal  treatment  to  all  employees  assigned  to 
snow  removal  duties  at  State  installations  and  institutions. 
From  November  1  through  March  31,  each  year  in  addition  to 
their  regular  compensation  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  time  and  one- 
half  for  all  time  worked  over  40  hours,  and  for  time  worked  in 
excess  of  8  hours  in  any  one  day.  The  1962-63  overtime  cost 
of  snow  removal  for  all  institutions  was  $2,674.  If  this  bill  had 
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been  in  effect,  it  would  have  cost  an  additional  $1,337.  Mr. 
Pariseau  of  the  State  Employees  Association  appeared  in  favor. 
Also  Mr.  Flanders  of  the  Highway  Dept.  who  said  it  would 
only  apply  to  the  highway  garage  and  the  new  office  building. 
Their  own  snow  removal  of  overtime  taken  care  of  by  Laws  of 
1959  Chapter  99-B." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Monahan,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hodgdon,  seconded  by  Senator 
Drake,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

HB  '586,  extending  the  time  when  expenditures  can  be 
made  from  certain  aeronautical  appropriations.  Senator  Hodg- 
don, for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  bill  extends  the 
time  by  which  the  unexpended  balance  of  $2,202  may  be  used 
by  the  aeronautical  commission  as  provided  by  Chapter  281 
Laws  of  1947;  specifically  to  provide  for  radio  equipment  and 
runway  lighting.  No  opposition." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HJR  11,  providing  an  appropriation  for  Civil  War  Cen- 
tennial commission.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on 
Finance:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  appropriates  $2,50(1 
to  be  expended  by  the  Civil  War  Centennial  commission,  estab- 
lished by  Laws  of  1959,  Chapter  160.  There  are  40  members 
who  have  worked  without  pay,  primarily  with  school  children, 
showing  pictures,  etc.  of  the  Civil  War.  This  amount  of  money 
will  enable  the  commission  to  wind  up  its  work  in  the  next  two 
years  and  go  out  of  existence  along  with  the  National  Commis- 
sion on  July  1,  1965.  Any  balance  then  remaining  will  lapse. 
Three  people  appeared  in  favor  of  this  resolution  and  there 
was  no  opposition." 

The  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HJR  19,  providing  funds  for  completion  of  forest  con- 
servation aid  and  special  aid  to  heavily  timbered  towns  pay- 
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ments.  Senator  Hodgdon,  for  the  Committee  on  Finance:  Ought 
to  pass. 

Senator  Hodgdon:  "Mr.  President,  this  provides  the  sum 
of  311»350  to  complete  the  payments  of  forest  conservation  aid 
and  special  aid  to  heavily  timbered  towns  as  provided  by  RSA 
79:22  and  23  for  the  1961-1962  yield  tax  year.  Under  RSA 
79:22  and  23,  towns  qualifying  are  entitled  to  reimbursement 
for  the  loss  of  taxes  created  by  the  passage  of  the  Forest  Con- 
servation Act.  There  are  15  towns  which  will  s^et  reimbursement 
by  this  resolution.  Mr.  Crandler  of  the  Tax  Commission  ap- 
peared in  favor  and  explained  the  resolution.  There  was  no 
opposition." 

The  joint  resolution  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

HB  485,  relative  to  building  and  loan  associations.  Sena- 
tor Howard,  for  the  Committee  on  Banks  &  Insurance:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  1  Building  and 
Loan  Associations.  Amend  RSA  393:15  (supp)  as  amended  by 
1955,  131:2  by  striking  out  the  word  "twenty-five"  in  the  thir- 
teenth line  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  word,  thirty,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  393: 15  Loans. 
Any  such  corporation  may  loan  money  so  collected,  together 
with  interest,  premiums,  fines  and  profits  arising  from  the  busi- 
ness, to  its  shareholders  and  members  on  first  mortgages  on  real 
estate  situated  anywhere  in  New  Hampshire  or  within  a  fifty 
mile  radius  of  its  main  office  in  any  state  contiguous  to  New 
Hampshire,  provided  however  that  the  geographical  limitations 
shall  not  apply  to  Federal  Housing  Administration  and  Vet- 
erans Administration  insured  loans  purchased  from  an  indivi- 
dual, partnership,  association  or  corporation  duly  registered  as 
a  dealer  in  securities  in  this  state,  or  on  buildings  in  the  town  of 
Hampton  situated  on  land  not  belonging  to  the  owner  of  the 
building.  The  loans  shall  not  exceed  the  appraisal  value  of  said 
property.  Such  corporation  may  accept  other  satisfactory  col- 
lateral as  additional  security  for  the  loan.  A  premium  may  be 
charged  in  excess  of  the  established  rate  of  interest.  Said  loans 
shall  be  share  sinking  fund  or  direct  reduction  loans.  In  share 
sinking  fund  loans  serial  shares  of  the  corporation  shall  also  be 
pledged  sufficient  in  amount  to  repay  the  loan  upon  maturity. 
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Direct  reduction  loans  shall  be  repayable  in  monthly  install- 
ments sufficient  to  amortize  the  same  paying  off  interest  or 
premium  and  principal  in  any  period  of  time  not  exceeding 
thirty  years.  Any  such  corporation  holding  a  first  mortgage  on 
such  property  may  take  a  subsequent  mortgage  or  mortgages  on 
the  same  property  provided  that  there  are  no  intervening  liens. 
Any  shareholder  may  borrow  on  the  shares  of  such  corporation 
up  to  the  full  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  loan. 

2  Loans  and  Investments.  Amend  RSA  393:18  (supp)  as 
amended  by  1961,  136:4  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words, 
An  association  may  make  a  loan  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  association  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding offices  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  associa- 
tion or  under  a  foreclosure  or  a  deed  in  lieu  of  foreclosure,  in 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sale  price  the  association  receives 
for  such  real  estate,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  393:18  Limitations  on  Amount  of  Real  Estate  Loans 
and  Investments.  An  association  may  loan  its  funds  upon  the 
security  of  a  first  lien  on  real  estate  provided  that  not  more  than 
ten  thousand  dollars  shall  be  loaned  upon  the  security  of  a  first 
lien  on  any  one  property  except  that  if  the  aggregate  amount 
owing  to  it  on  all  its  mortgage  loans  exceeds  five  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  in  which  event  it  may  make  such  loan  in  an 
amount  equal  to  t^vo  and  one-half  per  cent  of  its  assets  or  fifteen 
thousand  dollars,  whichever  amount  is  greater,  but  in  no  event 
shall  any  such  loan  exceed  twenty  thousand  dollars  or  one-half 
of  one  per  cent  of  the  assets  of  the  association,  ^vhichever  is 
greater.  Loans  in  excess  of  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  not  exceed 
eighty  per  cent  of  the  appraised  value  of  the  property  in  ques- 
tion. Loans  of  tA\  enty  thousand  dollars  or  more  on  one  piece  of 
property  shall  not  exceed  seventy  per  cent  of  the  appraised  value 
of  the  property.  The  total  amount  o^ving  to  an  association  upon 
all  such  loans  and  investments  in  excess  of  twenty  thousand  dol- 
lars shall  not  exceed  ten  per  cent  of  the  aggregate  amount  owing 
to  it  on  all  of  its  mortgage  loans  at  the  time  any  such  loan  or 
investment  in  excess  of  twenty  thousand  dollars  is  made.  These 
limitations  shall  not  apply  to  loans  insured  with  the  Federal 
Housing  Administration  or  the  Veterans  Administration.  Not- 
withstanding the  foregoing  limitations,  an  association  may  make 
a  loan  in  connection  with  the  sale  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
association  vmder  a  foreclosure  or  a  deed  in  lieu  of  foreclosure, 
in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sale  price  the  association  re- 
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ceives  for  such  real  estate.  An  association  may  make  a  loan  in 
connection  with  the  sale  of  real  estate  acquired  by  the  associa- 
tion for  the  purpose  of  providing  offices  for  the  transaction  of 
the  business  of  the  association  or  under  a  foreclosure  or  a  deed 
in  lieu  of  foreclosure,  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sale  price 
the  association  receives  for  such  real  estate. 

3  Excess  Limits.  Amend  RSA  393:22  (supp)  as  amended 
by  1961,  136:5  by  striking  out  the  words  "seven  and  one-half" 
where  it  occurs  in  the  second  and  fifth  lines  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  word,  ten,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  393:22  Borrowing.  It  may,  without  consent  of 
the  commissioner,  borrow  not  in  excess  of  ten  per  cent  of  its 
share  capital  and  may  pledge  as  collateral  for  such  borrowings 
real  estate  mortgages,  notes  and  other  securities.  It  may  with  the 
consent  of  the  commissioner,  borrow  in  excess  of  ten  per  cent 
of  its  share  capital,  and  with  his  approval  may  pledge  as  col- 
lateral, real  estate  mortgages,  notes,  and  other  securities. 

4  Association  Offices.  Amend  paragraph  II  of  RSA  393:24 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  131:1  by  striking  out  said  para- 
graph and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  II.  In  the 
purchase  of  improved  or  unimproved  real  estate  and  in  the  con- 
struction or  improvement  of  buildings  thereon  for  the  purpose 
of  providing  offices  for  the  transaction  of  an  association's  busi- 
ness. Such  building  may  also  include  space  for  rental  purposes. 
The  cost  to  the  association  of  such  lands  and  buildings  shall  not 
exceed  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  sum  of  such  association's 
guaranty  fund,  surplus,  and  reserves  at  the  time  such  invest- 
ment is  made. 

5  New  Provisions.  Amend  RSA  393  by  inserting  after 
section  57  (supp)  as  inserted  by  1961,  136:9  the  following  new 
sections:  393:58  Power  to  Provide  Insurance,  Incentive  Plans, 
Deferred  Compensation  Plans  and  Other  Retirement  Benefits 
for  Officers  and  Employees.  Every  building  and  loan  association 
and  cooperative  bank  organized  under  this  chapter  shall  have 
the  power  to  provide  life,  health  and  casualty  insurance  for  its 
officers  and  employees  and  to  adopt  and  operate  reasonable  in- 
centive plans,  deferred  compensation  plans  and  other  forms  of 
retirement  benefits  for  such  officers  and  employees. 

393:59  Limited  Power  to  Act  as  Trustee.  Associations  and 
cooperative  banks  shall  have  the  power  to  act  as  trustee  within 
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the  contemplation  of  subsection  (d)  (1)  of  section  2  of  the  Federal 
Self-Employed  Individuals  Tax  Retirement  Act  of  1962  and  as 
custodian  within  the  contemplation  of  subsection  (f)  (1)  of 
the  same  section.  Associations  and  cooperative  banks  exercising 
the  trustee  and  custodian  powers  authorized  by  this  section  shall 
be  required  to  segregate  all  funds  held  in  such  fiduciary  capac- 
ities from  the  general  aspects  of  the  association  and  shall  keep 
a  separate  set  of  books  and  records,  showing  in  proper  detail  all 
transactions  engaged  in  under  the  authority  of  this  section. 
Provided  individual  records  are  kept  for  each  self-employed 
individual's  retirement  plan,  all  funds  held  in  such  trust  or 
custodial  capacity  by  the  association  or  cooperative  bank  may 
be  co-mingled  for  appropriate  purposes  of  investment.  No  funds 
held  in  such  fiduciary  capacity  shall  be  used  by  the  association 
in  the  conduct  of  its  business,  although  funds  held  in  such 
fiduciary  capacity  may  be  invested  in  the  savings  account  of  the 
institution  in  the  event  that  the  trust  or  custodial  retirement 
plan  does  not  prohibit  such  investment.  Whenever  the  laws  of 
this  state  require  corporations  acting  in  a  fiduciary  capacity  to 
deposit  securities  with  state  authorities  for  the  protection  of 
private  trusts  or  custodianships,  associations  so  acting  shall  be 
required  to  make  similar  deposits,  as  provided  by  the  law  of 
this  state. 

6  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after 
its  passage. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  the  reading  of  the  amend- 
ment was  dispensed  with,  same  having  been  printed  in  the 
Journal. 

Senator  Holmes  explained  the  amendment  and  the  bill: 
"Mr.  President,  the  bill  was  in  several  sections  when  introduced 
in  the  House.  They  cut  it  down  to  two  sections.  At  our  hearing 
we  restored  3  sections,  largely  through  the  help  of  Senator 
Hunter.  It  changes  the  25  year  limitation  to  30  years  .  .  .  The 
House  had  written  it  wrong  in  their  amendment.  It  also  allows 
fringe  benefits  for  their  employees.  There  was  no  opposition. 
It  is  a  much  better  bill  than  it  was  before." 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed  at  the  present  time. 
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On  motion  of  Senator  Holmes,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

SB  114,  relative  to  financing  of  park  operations  developed 
between  legislative  sessions.  Senator  Hunter,  for  the  Committee 
on  Resources,  Recreation  &  Development:  Ought  to  pass  with 
amendment. 

Amend  the  bill  by  inserting  on  page  four  in  line  twelve 
of  the  bill  the  word,  general,  and  by  adding  at  the  end  of  that 
sentence  in  line  fourteen  the  following,  this  authorization  shall 
lapse  as  of  January  1,  1965,  so  that  the  last  sentence  on  page 
four  shall  read  as  follows:  When,  after  governor  and  council 
approval,  certain  park  projects  may  be  developed  and  become 
operable  between  legislative  sessions  so  that  funds  for  their 
operation  could  not  have  been  considered  by  the  previous 
legislature,  the  governor  is  empowered  to  use  general  funds 
otherwise  unappropriated  to  carry  out  such  operations  as  he 
deems  in  the  public  interest,  this  authorization  shall  lapse  as 
of  January  1,  1965. 

Senator  Hunter  explained  the  bill  and  the  amendment. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hunter,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  rules  w^ere  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hunter,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

The  President:  'Tor  the  information  of  the  Senate,  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  has  requested  that  we  meet  with  him  to  set 
a  cut  off  date,  when  Senate  Bills  will  not  be  accepted  in  the 
House  and  House  Bills  will  not  be  accepted  in  the  Senate.

The  director  of  public  works,  with  the 
advice  of  the  mayor,  and  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  board 
of  aldermen,  shall  appoint  assistants  to  administer  the  various 
divisions  of  the  department,  including  but  not  limited  to  the 
following: 

(a)  A  superintendent  of  buildings,  who  shall  supervise 
and  maintain  all  public  buildings,  including  schools,  and  who 
shall  pass  on  applications  for  building  permits  and  administer 
the  building  code  of  the  city.  The  amount  to  be  spent  on  main- 
tenance of  school  buildings  shall  be  determined  by  and  be  part 
of  the  school  budget. 

(b)  A  superintendent  of  highways,  who  shall  supervise, 
manage  and  control  the  building,  repairing  and  maintenance  of 
all  highways,  sewers,  street  lights,  city  yards  and  public  parking 
areas  (including  parking  meters)  .  His  powers  over  city  high- 
ways shall  include  control  of  all  encumbrances  and  special  uses 
of  said  highways  by  any  person,  firm  or  corporation,  except  as 
otherwise  provided  in  this  charter. 
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(c)  A  superintendent  of  cemeteries,  who  shall  supervise 
the  care,  upkeep  and  maintenance  of  all  municipally  owned 
cemeteries  and  cemetery  lots,  and  shall  be  empowered  to  enter 
into  contracts  and  agreements  for  the  sale  and  care  of  burial 
lots  in  accordance  with  forms  to  be  approved  by  the  city  solici- 
tor. The  superintendent  of  cemeteries  shall  honor  all  pre- 
existing contractual  obligations  and  may  enforce  all  contractual 
rights  and  powers  accruing  to  the  board  of  cemetery  trustees 
heretofore  existing  in  the  city. 

(d)  A  board  of  examiners  of  plumbers,  who  shall  ad- 
minister the  provisions  of  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Chapter 
330,  concerning  the  licensing  of  plumbers.  All  members  of  the 
board  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  board  of  aldermen.  One  member  shall  be  a  master 
plumber  and  one  member  a  journeyman  plumber,  both  of 
whom  shall  be  appointed  for  terms  of  five  years,  and  both  of 
whom  shall  have  been  actually  engaged  and  licensed  as  such 
in  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  for  at  least  five  years  before  their 
appointment.  The  third  member  shall  be  the  plumbing  in- 
spector, whose  appointment  shall  be  for  an  indefinite  period, 
or  until  such  time  as  a  successor  is  named  and  qualified. 

Section  176.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

176.  Extensions.  No  streets  or  sewers  shall  be  extended 
to  new  areas  or  places  Avithout  first  obtaining  approval  in  writ- 
ing of  the  planning  board,  and  without  first  notifying  the  as- 
sessors office  of  the  estimated  cost  thereof  that  it  may  make  such 
special  assessments  against  the  property  to  be  benefited,  as 
provided  elsewhere  in  this  charter.  The  decisions  of  the  plan- 
ning board  shall  be  subject  to  an  appeal  by  any  aggrieved  party 
to  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  183.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  folloAving: 

183.  Department.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  parks 
and  recreation,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  director  of  rec- 
reation appointed  by  the  mayor,  subject  to  approval  of  the 
board  of  aldermen. 

Section  190.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 
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190.  Division.  There  shall  be  in  the  finance  department 
a  personnel  division,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  personnel 
director  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  mayor,  with  approval 
of  the  board  of  aldermen. 

Section  200.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

200.  Department.  There  shall  be  a  department  of  public 
health,  the  head  of  which  shall  be  the  director  of  health  ap- 
pointed by  the  mayor  with  the  approval  of  the  board  of  alder- 
men. The  director  shall  be  a  physician  licensed  by  the  state  to 
practice  medicine,  and  trained  by  experience  or  education  in 
the  field  of  public  health  and  sanitation. 

Section  216.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

216.  Corrections.  The  registrars  shall  cause  no  additions 
or  corrections  to  be  made  on  the  checklists  after  midnight  ten 
days  prior  to  election  day,  except  it  clearly  appears  that  the 
name  of  a  person  has  been  omitted  from  the  checklist  by  error, 
or  that  his  party  designation  has  been  incorrectly  designated  by 
error. 

Section  226.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

226.  Certificates.  The  registrars  shall,  on  the  day  of  an 
election,  give  to  a  voter  whose  name  has  been  omitted  from 
the  voting  list  by  error,  or  whose  party  designation  has  been 
incorrectly  designated  by  error,  a  certificate  of  registration  au- 
thorizing him  to  vote.  On  presentation  thereof  to  the  presiding 
election  officer  of  the  ^vard  in  Avhich  the  voter  was  registered, 
he  shall  be  allowed  to  vote,  and  his  name  shall  be  checked  on 
the  certificate,  which  shall  be  attached  to  and  considered  part 
of  the  voting  list  and  returned  and  preserved  therewith. 

Section  251.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

251.  Transfer  of  Functions.  Any  administrative  function 
of  municipal  government  not  specifically  enumerated  herein 
shall  be  performed  by  such  appropriate  department  under  the 
direction  of  the  mayor  as  the  board  of  aldermen  may  designate 
under  the  provisions  of  this  charter. 
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Section  263.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

263.  Prohibition.  No  publicly  elected  official  of  the  city, 
who  as  such  official  is  authorized  to  appropriate  or  expend  pub- 
lic funds  shall  be  employed  during  the  term  for  which  he  is 
elected  by  any  department,  board  or  agency  of  the  city  in  any 
other  than  his  elected  capacity,  or  in  any  other  position  of 
employment  Tvhere  compensation  is  allowed.  Upon  the  accept- 
ance of  any  such  prohibited  employment  by  a  publicly  elected 
official,  his  elective  office  shall  forth^vith  become  vacant  and 
shall  be  filled  as  otherwise  provided  in  this  charter.  The  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  not  prohibit  a  publicly  elected  offi- 
cial from  holding  the  position  of  auxiliary  policeman  or  ward 
official  concerned  with  the  conduct  of  elections. 

Section  275.  Amend  Section  275:V  by  striking  out  the  ref 
erence  to  Chapter  291,  Laws  of  1943,  so  that  said  subsection  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

V.  Chapters  202  and  273,  Laws  of  1921,  as  amended  by 
chapter  411,  Laws  of  1949;  chapter  303,  Laws  of  1887;  chapter 
165,  Laws  of  1885;  chapter  287,  Laws  of  1889;  chapter  213,  Laws 
of  1927;  chapter  244,  Laws  of  1927,  as  amended  by  chapter  383, 
Laws  of  1959;  chapter  302,  Laws  of  1915;  chapter  249,  Laws  of 
1915;  chapter  348,  Laws  of  1917;  chapter  226,  Laws  of  1921; 
chapter  347,  Laws  of  1911;  chapter  363,  Laws  of  1913;  chapter 
420,  Laws  of  1959. 

Section  276.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same 
and  substituting  the  following: 

276.  Referendum.  This  charter  shall  not  take  effect  un- 
less it  is  adopted  by  a  majority  vote  at  the  regular  municipal 
election  held  in  the  city  of  Manchester  on  November  8,  1963, 
as  hereinafter  provided.  The  city  clerk  then  in  office  shall  cause 
to  be  placed  at  the  bottom  of  the  regular  election  ballot  for  city 
officers  the  following  question:  "Shall  the  provisions  of  an  act 
entitled  'An  Act  establishing  a  charter  for  the  city  of  Manches- 
ter,' passed  at  the  1963  session  of  the  legislature,  be  adopted?" 
Beneath  this  question  shall  be  printed  the  Avord  "Yes"  and  the 
word  "No"  with  a  square  immediately  opposite  each  word,  in 
which  the  voter  may  indicate  his  choice.  The  referendum  rela- 
tive to  the  adoption  of  this  charter  shall  be  conducted  in  every 
way,  except  as  otherwise  herein  provided,  in  the  same  manner 
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as  the  election  of  candidates  for  officers  under  the  present  char- 
ter. If  a  majority  of  those  voting  on  this  question  at  said  elec- 
tion vote  in  the  affirmative  on  this  question,  this  act  shall  be 
declared  to  have  been  adopted. 

Section  179.  Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  first 
sentence  thereof  and  substituting  therefor  the  following  sen- 
tence: 

179.  Superintendent.  The  board  of  water  commissioners 
shall  appoint  a  superintendent  of  water  works. 

Section  180.     Amend  said  section  by  striking  out  the  same. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Martel, 
reading  of  amendments  was  dispensed  with. 

Senator  Green  explained  the  bill  and  the  amendments  in 
detail,  and  spoke  in  support. 

Senator  Monahan  raised  the  question  of  bringing  in  a  biUl 
of  this  size  and  importance  at  such  a  late  date. 

Senator  Green  explained  the  delay  by  explaining  the  great 
length  of  time  in  getting  the  amendments  together  and  agree- 
able to  the  Manchester  Delegation.  Stated  that  Senator  Martel 
still  had  objection  to  one  section  and  would  explain  his  stand. 

Senator  Martel  explained  his  opposition  to  the  section  of 
the  bill  providing  that  the  superintendent  of  the  water  board 
to  be  appointed  by  the  water  board,  instead  of  by  the  Mayor. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  amendments  were  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Provost, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Martel,  seconded  by  Senator  Provost, 
the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 


The  President  recognized  Senator  Drake  under  personal 
privilege:  "I  was  wondering  if  perhaps  we  would  adjourn  to 
meet  at  10  o'clock  on  Monday  morning,  July  1st,  in  order  to 
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provide  for  an  orderly  adjournment.  In  order  not  to  be  working 
under  pressure  and  haste  as  was  the  case  two  years  ago.  With 
the  week  end  coming  up,  etc.  —  I  think  we  should  plan  for  an 
orderly  prorogue." 

Senator  Green:  "I  wish  to  concur  with  the  remarks  of  Sena- 
tor Drake.  Unfortunately,  two  years  ago,  we  were  being  told 
'give  us  another  half  hour'  and  the  'half  hour'  went  on  for  25 
hours.  I  know  that  the  Engrossed  Bills  Committee  worked 
through  the  wee  hours  of  the  morning  before  we  adjourned 
and  I  think  the  opportunity  of  having  a  break  is  a  good  one  — 
it  would  give  everybody  a  break  ..." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  speak  in  full  support  of  the  position 
already  taken  by  Senators  Drake  and  Green.  I  too  survived  the 
25  hour  ordeal  and  have  no  desire  to  go  through  that  type  of 
thing  again." 

Committee  Reports  (continued) 

HB  612,  relative  to  re-examination  of  motor  vehicle  opera- 
tors over  seventy  years  of  age.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the 
Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne  explained  the  bill. 

Senator  Mitchell  spoke  in  opposition  to  the  bill. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Mona- 
han, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Karkavelas,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

HB  625,  providing  for  the  incorporation  of  a  public 
authority  for  the  purpose  of  the  operation  of  transit  companies 
operating  within  municipalities.  Senator  Lamontagne,  for  the 
Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne  explained  the  bill  and  stated  that 
Commissioner  Morton  of  the  Public  Works  appeared  in  favor 
of  the  bill  as  amended  by  the  House.  This  is  to  give  the  oppor- 
tunity to  the  operators  of  transit  companies  to  operate  within 
a  municipality. 
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The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
Mitchell,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

HB  219,  relative  to  motor  carriers  of  property.  Senator 
Lamontagne,  for  the  Committee  on  Transportation:  Ought  to 
pass. 

Senator  Lamontagne  explained  the  bill.  This  bill  was 
sponsored  by  the  PUC.  All  it  does  is  to  spell  out  what  a  carrier 
means  and  explains  the  difference  between  contract  carrier 
and  common  carrier. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Lamontagne,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

HB  319  (in  new  draft  and  new  title)  relative  to  clams  and 
mussels.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on  Fisheries  & 
Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Battles:  "This  puts  a  legal  limit  on  the  size  of 
clams,  to  2  inches.  It  removes  mussels  from  the  so-called  middle 
flats  of  Seabrook  and  Hampton." 

The  Chair:  "What  is  happening  here  is  the  amendment 
in  change  of  title." 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Wha- 
len, the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles, 
the  Senate  refused  to  reconsider  its  vote. 

Senator  DeLude:  "I  have  reference  Mr.  President  to  the 
Bill  on  Clams  and  Mussels. 
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Mr.  President: 

I've  just  been  informed 

In  fact  I've  been  warned 

That  this  body  has  erred  very  gravely. 

When  we  passed  with  good  will 

On  third  reading  a  bill 

Which  pertained,  Sir,  to  clams  and  contractiles. 

Now  we  thought  it  was  mollusks 
That  we  were  debating 
And  not  muscles  of  man 
In  our  spurts  of  orating. 

So  if  someone  has  slipped 
In  their  method  of  spelling. 
I  suggest  they  correct  this 
Grave  problem  compelling! 

HB  377,  (in  new  draft  and  with  new  title)  relative  to 
Congressional  Districts.  Senator  Battles,  for  the  Committee  on 
Fisheries  k  Game:  Ought  to  pass. 

Senator  Battles:  "This  is  the  exact  same  bill  as  SB  32.  I 
had  a  little  bit  of  difficulty  in  getting  SB  32  relased  from  the 
committee  and  in  order  to  get  this  before  the  entire  Senate,  I 
struck  out  the  previous  title  and  changed  it  to  Congressional 
Districts.  This  takes  two  or  three  towns  in  Hillsborough  County 
and  in  Merrimack  County  from  the  First  Congressional  Dis- 
trict and  puts  them  into  the  Second  Congressional  District." 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  previous  bill  was  sent  to  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee  early  in  the  session.  I  gave  it  some  considera- 
tion and  I  wrote  to  the  two  Congressmen.  My  reply  from  Con- 
gressman Wyman  was  that  it  was  aJll  right.  He  had  no  opposi- 
tion, but  expressed  no  enthusiasm.  Congressman  Cleveland 
objected  to  it  because  it  caused  a  greater  burden  on  him.  His 
territory  is  a  much  larger  area  than  the  First  District  and  he 
offered  objection.  I  brought  this  information  to  the  entire 
Senate  and  told  them  what  I  have  just  told  you  here.  After  con- 
sideration, the  Committee  decided  that  since  we  had  heard 
nothing  further  from  Senator  Battles  for  four  months,  that 
apparently  there  was  not  too  much  interest  in  the  matter." 

Senator  Battles:  "That  is  not  true.  I  asked  Senator  Rainie 
three  days  ago  when  he  was  going  to  bring  that  bill  out  and  he 
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said  that  he  was  going  to  keep  the  bill  in  the  committee.  I  also 
asked  other  Senators  and  they  said  the  same  thing." 

Senator  Holmes  stated  she  was  perfectly  willing  to  have 
the  committee  bring  out  SB  32  and  take  action.  Stated  that 
she  was  against  the  bill.  That  she  had  contacted  Congressman 
Cleveland  about  it.  He  had  not  asked  her  to  take  a  stand  on  it, 
but  her  position  on  the  bill  was  against  the  bill.  Stated  that 
she  felt  SB  32  should  have  been  brought  out  instead  of  bringing 
in  another  bill. 

Senator  Martel  moved  that  further  consideration  of  HB 
377  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Senator  Monahan  spoke  in  support  of  the  motion.  Stated 
that  the  handling  of  the  matter  by  bringing  in  another  bill 
was  not  what  might  be  called  cricket. 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  he  felt  the  position  was  the 
same  —  Judiciary  in  killing  SB  32  and  Senator  Battles  in  kill- 
ing the  raccoon  bill. 

Senator  Battles  spoke  against  the  motion. 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Green  stated  that  there  was  nothing  underhanded 
about  this  procedure. 

Senator  Lamontagne  moved  the  previous  question.  Second- 
ed by  Senator  Whalen. 

The  affirmative  prevailed. 

Previous  question  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Martel 
that  further  consideration  be  indefinitely  postponed.  Seconded 
by  Senator  Monahan. 

Senator  Battles  demanded  a  Roll  Call, 

The  Clerk  proceeded  to  call  the  RoM. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  affirmative: 
Hodgdon,  Monahan,  Gardner,  DeLude,  Olson,  English, 
Holmes,  Paquette,  Carter,  Rainie,  Martel  and  Chasse. 

The  following  named  Senators  voted  in  the  negative:  La- 
montagne, Mitchell,  Howard,  Green,  Provost,  Hartman,  Karka- 
velas.  Battles,  Hunter  and  Whallen, 
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Twelve  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  ten 
Senators  halving  voted  in  the  negative  the  affirmative  pofevailed, 
the  motion  carried,  and  ithe  bill  was  indefinitely  postponed. 

HB  366,  establishing  a  comprehensive  system  of  district 
courts.  Senator  Rainie,  for  the  Committee  on  Judiciary:  Ought 
to  pass  with  amendments. 

Amend  502:A-8  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

502-A:8  Duties  of  Clerks;  Disposition  of  Fines:  The  clerk 
shall  receive  alll  fines  and  forfeits  paid  into  the  district  court 
from  any  source.  After  deducting  witness  fees,  costs  of  clerk's 
bond,  if  any,  court  seal,  record  books,  printing  blanks,  and 
such  other  expenses  as  may  be  legally  incurred  in  the  main- 
tenance and  conduct  of  said  court  the  clerk  shall,  except  in 
cases  otherwise  provided,  pay  the  same  over  to  the  treasurer 
of  the  city  or  town  wherein  said  court  is  located  for  the  use  of 
said  city  or  town.  It  is  further  provided  that  whenever  fines  are 
assessed  on  account  of  violations  of  Title  XXXIV,  RSA,  rela- 
tive to  public  utilities.  Tide  XXXIX,  RSA,  relative  to  aero- 
nautics, Title  X,  RSA,  relative  to  public  health,  chapter  270, 
RSA,  relative  to  navigation,  chapter  282,  RSA,  relative  to  un- 
emplovment  compensation,  chapters  183,  184,  185,  341,  to  344, 
RSA,  inclusive,  and  chapters  284,  345,  425  to  429,  433,  434, 
436  to  439,  440  to  443,  RSA,  relative  to  agriculture,  or  any 
other  statutes  wherein  it  is  provided  that  the  fines  shall  be  paid 
to  the  state  or  to  a  department  or  agency  of  the  state,  the  clerk 
of  the  district  court  shall  deduct  from  each  of  said  fines  so  cdl- 
lected  by  the  court  the  sum  of  ten  dollars  and  twenty  per  cent 
of  that  part  of  the  fine  which  exceeds  ten  dollars,  and  after  de- 
ducting witness  fees,  if  any,  and  cost  of  clerk's  bond,  if  any, 
shall  pay  over  the  balance  to  the  state  or  department  or  agency 
to  whom  due,  within  seven  days  after  receipt  thereof.  The  part 
of  said  fines  deducted  by  the  clerk  as  hereinabove  provided  shall 
be  retained  and  used  for  payment  of  expenses  of  the  court. 

Amend  502: A- 14  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill  by 
striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

502-A:|14  Civil  Causes.  I.  Exclusive  Jurisdiction.  Dis- 
trict courts  in  which  the  salary  of  the  justice  exceeds  ten  thou- 
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sand  dollars  per  year  shall  have  original  and  exclusive  jurisdic- 
tion of  civil  cases  in  which  the  damages  claimed  do  not  exceed 
five  hundred  dollars,  the  title  to  real  estate  is  not  involved  and 
all  parties  live  within  the  district. 

II.  Concurrent  Jurisdiction.  All  district  courts  shall  have 
concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the  superior  court  of  civil  actions 
for  damages  in  which  the  damages  claimed  do  not  exceed  fifteen 
hundred  dollars  and  the  defendant  resides  within  the  county 
where  such  court  is  located.  In  alll  such  actions  unless  trial  by 
jury  is  claimed  as  hereinafter  provided,  the  parties  shall  be 
heard  by  the  justice  or  special  justice  and  the  findings  of  fact 
shall  be  final  but  questions  of  law  may  he  transferred  to  the 
supreme  court  in  the  same  manner  as  from  the  superior  court. 

III.  Transfers  to  Superior  Court.  If  the  defendant  upon 
entry  of  any  action  under  this  section  within  five  days  of  the 
entry  thereof  or  such  additional  time  as  the  district  court  may 
for  good  cause  allow  file  in  the  district  court  a  brief  statement 
setting  forth  that 

(a)  There  is  pending  in  the  superior  court  a  cause  arising 
out  of  the  same  transaction  or  situation  on  which  the  district 
cotirt  action  is  based,  or 

(b)  That  the  defendant  has  a  claim  arising  out  of  the 
same  transaction  or  situation  in  which  his  claim  for  damages 
exceeds  five  hundred  dollars,  and 

(c)  Accompanies  his  brief  statement  with  an  affidavit  un- 
der oath  supporting  the  same,  then  no  further  proceeding  shall 
be  had  in  the  district  court  but  the  cause  shall  be  at  once  trans- 
ferred to  the  superior  court  for  the  county  in  which  the  district 
is  located  to  be  heard  and  tried  as  if  originally  entered  in  the 
superior  court,  the  original  entry  fee  and  cost  of  transferring 
the  action  to  be  paid  by  the  plaintiff  be  recoverable  as  costs  if 
the  plaintiff  shall  prevail.  If  no  petition  to  remove  is  filed,  the 
cause  shall  be  heard  by  the  justice  or  special  justice  in  the  dis- 
trict court  and  the  findings  of  fact  shall  be  final  but  questions 
of  law  may  be  transferred  to  the  supreme  court  in  the  same 
manner  as  from  the  superior  court.

I  am 
completely  amazed  that  such  lustrous  learned  legal  luminaries 
could  have  labored  so  long  and  lovingly  with  such  legal  leg- 
erdemain and  arrived  at  so  ludicrous  a  formula  for  payment  in 
the  court  system  —  in  some  instances  they  literally  liquified 
the  salaries  of  the  persons  involved.  I  am  loathe  to  linger  on 
the  illogical  thinking  in  this  particular  matter.  It  did  not  take 
a  logician  but  a  mere  lowly  layman  such  as  myself  to  see  the 
ludicrous  pay  provision  offered  by  the  learned  brothers. 

"I  am  happy  to  report  I  shall  not  be  loquacious  on  the 
lukewarm  liberality  in  legal  tender  offered  by  the  learned 
brothers'  formula,  but  I  should  have  preferred  more  lucidity  in 
their  endeavors  to  raise  the  standards  of  the  municipal  court 
system.  One  does  not  raise  the  standards  by  lowering  the  sal- 
aries. 

"I  am  happy  to  see,  Mr.  President,  that  my  recommenda- 
tion has  been  adopted  on  page  1000  of  the  Journal.  I  still  vote 
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for  this  reluctantly,  Mr.  President,  since  my  stand  on  throwing 
municipal  court  systems  into  the  naw  of  petty  politics  is  well 
known.  Without  further  dissertation  I  can  refer  you  to  the 
Senate  Journal  of  1957."

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  section  1  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  1  Payments  Included  in  Establish- 
ing Wage  Rates.  Amend  RSA  280:1  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  280:1  Regu- 
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lation  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor.  The  rate  per  hour  of 
the  wages  paid  to  mechanics,  teamsters,  chauffeurs,  and  laborers 
employed  in  the  construction  of  public  works  by  the  state  of 
New  Hampshire,  or  by  a  county  or  town,  or  by  persons  con- 
tracting or  sub-contracting  for  such  work  shall  not  ibe  less  than 
the  rate  or  rates  of  wages  to  be  determined  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  as  hereinafter  provided;  provided,  that  the  wages  paid 
to  mechanics,  teamsters,  chauffeurs,  and  laborers  employed  on

the  wages  paid  to  said  employees  shall  not  be  iless  than  the  wages 
paid  to  said  employees  in  the  municipal  service  of  the  town 
paying  the  highest  rate;  provided,  further,  that  if,  in  any  of 
the  towns  where  the  works  are  to  be  constructed,  a  wage  rate  or 
wage  rates  have  been  established  in  certain  trades  and  occupa- 
tions by  collective  agreements  or  understandings  between  or- 
ganized labor  and  employers,  the  rate  or  rates  to  be  paid  on 
said  works  shall  not  be  less  than  the  rates  so  established;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  in  towns  where  no  such  rate  or  rates  have 
been  established,  the  wages  paid  to  said  employees  on  public 
works,  shall}  not  be  less  than  the  wages  paid  in  said  towns  to 
the  employees  in  the  same  trades  and  occupations  by  private 
employers  engaged  in  the  construction  industry.  This  section 
shall  also  apply  to  regular  employees  of  the  state  when  such 
employees  are  employed  in  the  construction,  addition  to,  or 
alteration  of  said  works  for  which  special  appropriations  are 
provided.

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number  of  said  Trustees  and  their  Successors  shall  not  at  any 
one  time  be  more  than  nine,  nor  less  than  five,  five  of  whom 
shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transacting  business;  and  the 
major  part  of  the  members  present  at  any  'legal  meeting  shall 
decide  all  questions  that  shall  come  before  them,"  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following,  And  be  it  further  enacted 
that  the  number  of  said  trustees  and  their  successors  shall  not 
at  any  one  time  be  more  than  twelve,  nor  less  than  seven,  seven 
of  whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  transacting  business; 
and  the  major  part  of  the  members  present  at  any  legal  meeting 
shall  decide  alll  questions  that  shall  come  bdfore  them. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Whalen,  the  rules  were  suspended  to  dispense  with  printing,  re- 
ferral to  committee,  holding  of  public  hearing  and  the  bill  was 
ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Hartman,  seconded  by  Senator 
Chasse,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time. 

On  further  motion  of  the  same  Senators,  the  Senate  re- 
fused to  reconsider  its  vote.

Amend  RSA  280:1  by  striking  out  said  sec- 
tion and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  280:1  Regu- 
ation  by  the  Commissioner  of  Labor.  The  rate  per  hour  of 
'he  wages  paid  to  mechanics,  teamsters,  chauffeurs,  and  laborers 
•imployed  in  the  construction  of  public  works  by  the  state  of 
Vew  Hampshire,  or  by  a  county  or  town,  or  by  persons  con- 
tracting or  sub-contracting  for  such  work  shall  not  be  less  than 
.he  rate  or  rates  of  wages  to  be  determined  by  the  commissioner 
of  labor  as  hereinafter  provided;  provided,  that  the  wages  paid 
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to  mechanics,  teamsters,  chauffeurs,  and  laborers  employed  on 
said  work  shall  not  be  less  than  the  wages  paid  to  said  em- 
ployees in  the  municipal  service  of  the  town  or  towns  Where 
said  works  are  being  constructed;  provided,  further,  that  where 
the  same  public  work  is  to  be  constructed  in  two  or  more  towns, 
the  wages  paid  to  said  employees  shall  not  be  iless  than  the  wages 
paid  to  said  employees  in  the  municipal  service  of  the  town 
paying  the  highest  rate;  provided,  further,  that  if,  in  any  of 
the  towns  where  the  works  are  to  be  constructed,  a  wage  rate  or 
wage  rates  have  been  established  in  certain  trades  and  occupa- 
tions by  collective  agreements  or  understandings  between  or- 
ganized labor  and  employers,  the  rate  or  rates  to  be  paid  on 
said  works  shall  not  be  less  than  the  rates  so  established;  pro- 
vided, further,  that  in  towns  where  no  such  rate  or  rates  have 
been  established,  the  wages  paid  to  said  employees  on  public 
works,  shall  not  be  less  than  the  wages  paid  in  said  towns  to 
the  employees  in  the  same  trades  and  occupations  by  private 
employers  engaged  in  the  construction  industry.  This  section 
shall  also  apply  to  regular  employees  of  the  state  when  such 
employees  are  employed  in  the  construction,  addition  to,  or 
alteration  of  said  works  for  which  special  appropriations  are 
provided.  Payments  by  employers  to  health  and  welfare  plans 
and  pension  plans  under  collective  bargaining  agreements  or 
understandings  between  organized  labor  and  employers  shall 
be  included  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  minimum  wage 
rates  as  herein  prescribed.

total  disability,  so  that  said  paragraph  as  amended  shall  read  as 
follows:  III.  Personal  injury,  or  injury  as  used  in  and  covered 
by  this  chapter  shall  mean  accidental  injury  or  death  arising  out 
of  and  in  the  course  of  employment  and  the  following  diseases 
or  death  therefrom  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employ- 
ment: Anthrax,  lead  poisoning  or  its  sequelae,  dermatitis  vene- 
nata, diseases  due  to  the  inhalation  of  poisonous  gases  or  fumes 
or  their  sequelae,  disability  due  to  radioactive  properties  or 
substances  or  exposure  to  ionizing  radiation,  and  silicosis  and 
other  pulmonary  dust  diseases  subject  to  the  provisions  herein- 
after set  forth.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  date  of  in- 
jury for  an  occupational  disease  the  first  date  of  treatment  by  a 
licensed  physician  shall  be  taken  as  the  date  of  injury,  except  as 
hereinafter  specifically  provided.  It  shall  not  include  other  dis- 
eases or  death  therefrom  unless  they  are  the  direct  result  of  an 
accidental  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employ- 
ment, nor  shall  it  include  a  disease  which  existed  at  commence- 
ment of  the  employment,  nor  a  disease  the  last  injurious  ex- 
posure to  the  hazards  of  which  occurred  prior  to  the  effective 
date  of  this  chapter.  When  silicosis  and  other  pulmonary  dust 
diseases  or  death  therefrom  occur  within  the  above  definition  of 
"personal  injury"  or  "injury,"  compensation  shall  be  payable 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  provided,  however,  that 
(1)  no  compensation  shall  be  payable  for  partial  disability;  (2) 
in  the  event  of  temporary  or  permanent  total  disability  or  death, 
notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of  this  chapter,  total  com- 
pensation if  disability  or  death  occurred  during  July,  1947,  shall 
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not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;  thereafter  the  limit 
for  total  disability  or  death  shall  increase  at  the  rate  of  fifty

No  proceedings  for  compensation, 
other  than  medical,  hospital  services,  other  remedial  care,  or 
property  damage  as  provided  in  the  following  sections,  shall  be 
maintained  unless  notice  of  the  injury  as  hereinafter  provided 
has  been  given  to  the  employer  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
happening  thereof,  and  before  the  employee  has  voluntarily  left 
the  employment  in  which  he  was  injured,  and  within  ninety 
days  from  the  occurrence  of  the  injury,  or  within  ninety  days 
after  the  employee  knew  or  ought  to  have  known  the  nature  of 
his  disability  and  its  relation  to  his  employment;  or  in  case  of 
the  death  of  the  workman,  or  in  the  event  of  his  physical  or

Loss  of  one  hand  at  or  above  the  wrist  and  one  foot 
at  or  above  the  ankle,  compensation  for  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

V.  Arm  lost,  compensation  for  two  hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery. 
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VI.  Hand  lost,  compensation  for  one  hundred  seventy- 
five  weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

VII.  Thumb  lost,  compensation  for  fifty  weeks,  plus  the 
period  of  recovery. 

VIII.  Index  finger  lost,  compensation  for  thirty-one 
weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

IX.  Middle  finger  lost,  compensation  for  twenty-six 
weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

X.  Ring  finger  lost,  compensation  for  nineteen  weeks, 
plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

XI.  Little  finger  lost,  compensation  for  thirteen  weeks, 
plus  the  period  of  recovery. 

XII.  Leg  lost,  compensation  for  two  hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  the  period  of  recovery.

XIX.  Compensation  for  the  loss  of  more  than  one  pha- 
lange of  a  digit  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  an  entire 
digit.  Compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  first  phalange  shall  be 
one-half  of  the  compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  entire  digit. 

XX.  Compensation  for  an  arm  or  leg  if  amputated  at 
or  above  the  elbow  or  at  or  above  the  knee,  shall  be  the  same 
as  for  the  loss  of  the  arm  or  leg,  but  if  amputated  between  the 
elbow  and  the  wrist,  or  the  knee  and  the  ankle,  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  the  loss  of  hand  or  foot. 
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XXI.  Compensation  for  loss  of  eighty  per  cent  or  more 
of  the  vision  of  an  eye  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  an  eye. 

XXII.  Compensation  for  loss  of  two  or  more  digits  or 
one  or  more  phalanges  of  two  or  more  digits  of  a  hand  or  foot, 
may  be  proportioned  to  the  loss  of  use  of  the  hand  or  foot  oc- 
casioned thereby,  but  shall  not  exceed  the  compensation  for 
loss  of  hand  or  foot. 

XXIII.  Compensation  for  permanent  total  loss  of  use  of 
a  member  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  the  member;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  amputation  or  surgery  subsequently 
becomes  necessary  with  respect  to  such  member  either  because 
of  the  original  injury  or  because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said 
employee  shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  actual  healing 
period,  but  said  employee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  additional 
compensation  for  loss  of  said  member. 

XXIV.  In  the  case  of  Permanent  partial  loss  of  use  of 
any  member  specified  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  due  to 
actual  injury  to  such  member,  either  at  the  time  of  the  accident 
or  in  the  course  of  treatment,  compensation  shall  be  deter- 
mined on  a  pro  rata  basis  by  applying  the  percentage  of  actual 
disability  of  such  injured  member  against  the  awards  specified 
herein  for  total  loss  or  loss  of  use  of  the  same  member;  provided, 
however,  that  if  amputation  or  surgery  subsequently  becomes 
necessary  with  respect  to  such  member  either  because  of  the 
original  injury  or  because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said  em- 
ployee shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  actual  healing  period, 
and  provided  further  that  said  employee  shall  be  entitled  to 
additional  compensation  in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the 
difference  between  the  amount  provided  for  loss  of  said  mem- 
ber and  the  amount  previously  awarded  under  this  paragraph. 

XXV.  Compensation  for  loss  of  less  than  one  phalange 
of  a  digit  shall  be  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  the  compensa- 
tion for  the  entire  digit. 

XXVI.  In  the  event  that  an  employee  has  been  awarded 
compensation  for  loss  of  a  member  under  this  section  and  in 
the  event  that  amputation  or  surgery  becomes  necessary,  with 
respect  to  another  member  of  which  the  original  member  was 
or  is  a  component  part,  because  of  the  original  injury  or  be- 
cause of  a  subsequent  accident  said  employee  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  actual  healing  period;  provided,  however,  that 
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said  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  compensation  in 
an  amount  not  exceeding  the  difference  between  the  amount 
originally  awarded  and  the  amount  provided  for  loss  of  the 
member  with  respect  to  which  amputation  or  surgery  subse- 
quently becomes  necessary. 

Amend  section  18  by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting 
in  place  thereof  the  following:  18  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall 
take  effect  July  1,  1963,  but  sections  10,  11,  13  and  15  hereof 
shall  not  apply  to  accidents  occurring  prior  to  that  date.

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Hun- 
ter, the  rules  were  suspended  to  permit  introduction  of  a  Sen- 
ate Joint  Resolution: 

Introduction,  First  &:  Second  Reading  of 
Senate  Joint  Resolution 

SJR  14,  establishing  a  committee  to  study  safety  on  high- 
ways. 

Whereas,  safety  on  the  roads  and  highways  of  the  state  is 
a  most  serious  and  involved  question  and  has  many  ramifica- 
tions and  facets. 

Now  Therefore  Be  It  Resolved;  by  the  Senate  and  House 
of  Representatives  in  General  Court  convened: 

There  is  hereby  established  a  committee  to  be  known  as 
committee  to  study  safety  on  highways,  said  committee  shall  be 
composed  of  nine  members.  One  shall  be  the  director  of  the 
division  of  motor  vehicles,  one  shall  be  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic works  and  highways,  and  each  of  the  above  members  may 
designate  a  member  of  his  division  or  department  to  act  as  his 
alternate  with  the  full  powers  granted  to  him,  three  members 
shall  be  members  of  the  senate  appointed  by  the  president  and 
four  members  shall  be  members  of  the  house  of  representatives 
appointed  by  the  speaker.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  committee 
and  it  shall  have  the  authority  to  investigate  and  consider  all 
matters  which  affect  safety  on  the  roads  and  highways  of  the 
state  and  to  consult  with  and  request  the  assistance  of  any  of 
the  branches  or  departments  or  divisions  of  the  state  or  any 
politicall  subdivisions  of  the  state  and  to  make  a  report  of  its 
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findings  and  recommendations  to  the  1965  general  court.  The 
members  of  the  committee  shall  serve  Avithout  compensation 
but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  necessary  expenses  and  the 
expenses  of  the  members  of  the  committee  who  are  members 
of  the  general  court  shall  be  a  charge  against  the  legislative 
appropriation. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  the  rules  were  suspended 
to  dispense  with  printing,  referral  to  committee,  holding  of 
public  hearing,  and  the  Joint  Resolution  was  ordered  to  a 
third  reading.

read  as  follows.  261:6  Appropriation,  The  sum  of  $152,000  is 
hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  as  needed  by  the  aeronau- 
tics commission  for  the  acquisition,  establishment  and  con- 
struction of  air  navigation  facilities  on  the  state  airways  sys- 
tem. Of  the  sum  hereby  appropriated,  ten  thousand  dollars 
may  be  used  to  construct  a  building  to  provide  adequate  office 
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space  for  the  commission  and  fifty-two  thousand  dollars  may 
be  used  for  the  purchase  of  an  aircraft  by  the  commission. 

2  Bonds  and  Notes.  Amend  1961,  261:8  by  striking  out  the 
words  "one  hundred"  in  the  fourth  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  words,  one  hundred  fifty-two,  so  that  said  section 
as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  261:8  Bonds  and  Notes 
Authorized.  To  provide  funds  for  the  appropriation  provided 
in  section  6  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized  under  the 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council  to  borrow  upon  the 
credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  one  hundred  fifty-two  thou- 
sand dollars  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire.  The 
treasurer  shall  recommend  for  the  approval  of  the  governor  and 
council  the  form  of  such  bonds,  their  rate  of  interest,  the  dates 
of  maturity,  the  places  where  interest  and  principal  shall  be 
paid  and  the  time  or  times  of  issue.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall 
be  signed  by  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  governor 
and  shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  faith  and  credit  of  the  state. 
The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  held 
by  the  treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by 
the  governor  for  the  purpose  of  this  act  only,  and  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  warrants 
for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for  herein  of  all  sums 
expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized.  Such 
bonds  shall  be  negotiated  by  the  treasurer  by  direction  of  the 
governor  and  council  as  they  deem  to  be  most  advantageous  to 
this  state.  The  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  or  notes  issued 
hereunder  shall  be  a  charge  on  the  aeronautical  fund  estab- 
lished by  RSA  422:42. 

3  Short-term  Loans  Authorized.  Amend  1961,  261:10  by 
striking  out  the  words  "one  hundred"  in  the  sixth  line  and  in- 
serting in  place  thereof  the  words,  one  hundred  fifty-two,  so 
that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  261:10  Short- 
term  Loans.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  here- 
under the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and 
coimcil,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money  from  time 
to  time  on  short-term  loans  to  be  refunded  by  the  issuance  of 
bonds  or  notes  hereunder,  provided,  however,  that  at  no  time 
shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such  short-term  loans 
exceed  the  sum  of  one  hundred  fifty-two  thousand  dollars. 
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4  Operation  and  Maintenance.  The  sum  of  four  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June 
30,  1964,  for  the  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  state-owned 
aircraft  under  the  provisions  of  RSA  422:10.  The  funds  hereby 
appropriated  shall  be  held  in  the  special  fund  established  by 
RSA  422:10.  The  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  the  sums  hereby  appropriated  from  any  money  in 
the  treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated. 

5  Saving  Clause.  Nothing  herein  shall  be  deemed  in  any 
way  to  affect  the  validity  of  bonds  or  notes  heretofore  issued 
under  the  provisions  of  1961,  261. 

6  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage. 

Senator  Drake:  "The  Committee  on  Finance  is  recommending 
that  t'his  bill,  as  amended,  Ought  to  pas. 

"The  amendment  to  SB  17,  provides  that  the  bond  issue 
established  by  Chapter  261:6  of  the  Laws  of  1961  of  $100,000 
be  increased  Iby  an  amount  of  $52,000  to  allow  for  the  purchase 
of  a  state  aircraft.  The  original  bond  issue  was  for  the  purpose 
of  "establishment  and  construction  of  air  navigation  facilities 
on  the  state  airways  system." 

"The  amendment  further  provides  that  an  appropriation 
of  $4,000  per  year  be  made  for  each  year  of  the  1964-1965  bien- 
nium,  for  operating  costs;  this  would  come  from  General  Funds. 

"Relating  this  amendment  to  Senate  Bill  No.  17;  Origi- 
nally the  bill  called  for  an  appropriation  of  $115,000  for  the 
purchase,  operation  and  maintenance  of  a  state-owned  aircraft 
and  the  employment  of  a  full  time  pilot  to  operate  the  same. 
The  $1 15,000  was  to  have  been  a  charge  upon  the  General  Fund. 
This  in  addition  to  any  other  funds  appropriated  for  the  Com- 
mission. This  amount  would  have  purchased  a  large  plane 
capable  of  accommodating  a  large  group  of  people.  Although 
we  all  have  recognized  the  fact  that  such  a  plane  was  desirable, 
this  amount  of  money  from  General  Fund  seemed  a  bit  ex- 
travagant. 

"At  a  hearing  this  afternoon,  the  Commission  and  the 
proponents  of  the  bill  offered  this  amendment.  This  will  per- 
mit the  purchase  of  an  aircraft  suitable  to  handle  the  needs  of 
the  commision  and  provide  transportation  for  state  departments 
who  will  reimburse  the  Aeronautics  Commission  for  such  use. 
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"It  will  permit  the  Aeronautics  Commission  to  utilize  their 
own  time  to  much  better  advantage,  will  also  permit  them  to 
transport  potential  customers  of  industrial  sites  to  view  the 
sites." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Hodg- 
don,  the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third 
time  and  passed  at  the  present  time.

Amend  RSA  262-A:21,  as  inserted  by  section  1  of  the  bill, 
by  striking  out  the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  fol- 
lowing: 

262-A:2ll  Highway  Markings.  The  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic 'tvorks  and  highways  and,  subject  to  his  approval,  selectmen 
of  any  town  or  board  of  mayor  and  aldermen  or  group  having 
similar  powers  in  any  city,  having  control  of  any  higlrivay  mav 
order  such  marking  of  highway,  by  painted  lines,  as  is  deemed 
necessary  to  the  safe  and  efficient  use  of  any  such  highway.  In 
ordering  or  approving  such  marking  the  commissioner  of  pub- 
lic works  and  high^vays  insofar  as  is  practicable  shall  conform 
to  nationally  accepted  standards  and  any  marking  of  the  high- 
way by  painted  lines  shall  prima  facie  be  deemed  to  be  ap- 
proved or  ordered  by  the  commissioner  of  public  works  and 
highways.  When  the  single  center  line  highway  marking  meth- 
od is  used,  no  operator  of  a  motor  vehicle  shall,  while  proceed- 
ing allong  a  highway  drive  any  part  of  such  vehicle  to  the  left 
of  nor  across  an  unbroken  painted  line  marked  on  the  high- 
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way  by  order  of  or  with  the  approval  of  the  said  commissioner, 
except  as  herein  otherwise  provided  and  when  the  barrier  line 
highway  marking  system  is  employed,  no  operator  of  a  motor 
vehicle  shall  while  proceeding  along  a  highway,  drive  any  part 
of  such  vehicle  to  the  left  of  nor  across  an  unbroken  painted 
line  marked  on  the  highway  in  such  operator's  lane  by  order  of 
or  with  the  approval  of  said  commissioner  except  (1)  in  an 
emergency,  or  (2)  to  permit  ingress  or  egress  to  side  roads  or 
property  adjacent  to  the  highway,  or  (3)  in  case  such  operator 
has  an  unobstructed  view  and  can  see  the  end  of  the  said  un- 
broken painted  line.

1,  1964,  oxen,  cows,  and  other  neat  stock  over  twenty-four 
months  old,  in  excess  of  the  aggregate  value  of  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  in  the  tax  year  beginning  April  1,  1965,  such  prop- 
erty in  excess  of  the  aggregate  vailue  of  two  thousand  dollars.

He  may  allocate  sections  or 
portions  of  any  such  island  to  designated  applicants  for  specific 
dates,  which  dates  shall  be  during  the  open  season  for  taking 
deer;  and  he  may  revoke  permits  theretofore  granted  when 
deer  population  in  any  location  shall  have  been  reduced  to 
desired  limits.  The  director  may  make  rules  or  regulations 
governing  the  conduct  of  persons  accompanying  or  assisting 
eligibles.  Permission  granted  hereunder  shall  be  evidenced  by 
a  permit  in  a  form  prescribed  and  issued  by  the  director.

While  awaiting  calls  of  its  members  for  loans, 
it  may  deposit  its  money  in  any  cooperative  bank,  building  and 
loan  association,  savings  bank,  trust  company,  federal  savings 
and  loan  association,  or  national  bank  in  this  state,  or,  by 
majority  vote  of  the  board  of  directors  in  any  cooperative  bank,

There  shall  be  a  senior  industrial  agent  in  the  division  of  eco- 
nomic development  of  the  New  Hampshire  department  of  re- 
sources and  economic  development  in  addition  to  the  industrial 
agent  provided  for  by  section  13  of  this  chapter  and  any  other 
industrial  agents  now  employed  by  the  department.  He  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  governor  and  council  in  accordance  with  and 
subject  to  the  general  statutes  of  the  state.  His  primary  duty, 
however,  shall  consist  of  aiding  and  working  in  those  areas  of 
the  state  which  have  the  most  continuous  and  excessive  unem- 
ployment or  such  other  areas  ^vhich,  by  geographic  location  or 
the  possession  of  other  labor  potentials  are  capable  of  benefiting 
through  further  industrial  expansion.

Amendment  to  HB  581 

Amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  everything  after  the  enact- 
ing clause  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Coverage.  Amend  paragraph  I  of  RSA  281:2  (supp)  as 
amended  by  1957,  187: 1,  1959,  187: 1,  and  1961,  194: 1,  by  striking 
out  the  word  "three"  in  the  third  line  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  word,  two,  so  that  said  paragiaph  as  amended  shall 
read  as  follows:  I.  Employer,  means  a  person, partnership,  associa- 
tion, corporation  and  the  legal  representative  of  a  person,  part- 
nership, association  or  corporation  who  employs  two  or  more  per- 
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sons,  whether  in  one  or  more  trades,  businesses,  professions  or  oc- 
cupations, and  whether  in  one  or  more  locations,  except  casual 
employees,  farm  labor  and  domestic  service.  In  determining  the 
number  of  persons  employed  there  shall  be  included  persons 
whose  contract  of  employment  was  entered  into  outside  the 
state,  if  they  are  actually  employed  on  work  in  this  state.  For  the 
purpose  of  determining  the  number  of  persons  employed,  ex- 
ecutive officers  elected  or  appointed  and  empowered  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  charter  and  by-laws  of  a  corporation  shall 
not  be  considered  to  be  employees,  except  that  such  executive 
officers  in  excess  of  three  shall  be  counted  as  employees.  Except 
where  the  context  specifically  indicates  otherwise,  the  term  "em- 
ployer" shall  be  deemed  to  include  the  employer's  insurance 
carrier.  Any  other  employer  may  elect  to  accept  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter  in  accordance  with  sections  3  and  7. 

2  Pulmonary  Dust  Diseases.  Amend  paragraph  III  of  RSA 
281:2  (supp)  as  amended  by  1957,  187:2,  1959,  187:3,  and 
1961,  194:2,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sentence. 
In  connection  ^vith  the  maximum  amounts  payable  for  silicosis 
and  other  pulmonary  dust  diseases,  compensation  shall  be  pay- 
able from  the  date  of  total  disability  and  not  from  the  date  of 
injury  as  herein  defined  in  such  cases,  so  that  said  paragiaph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

III.  Personal  injury,  or  injury  as  used  in  and  covered  by 
this  chapter  shall  mean  accidental  injury  or  death  arising  out 
of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  and  the  follo^ving 
diseases  or  death  therefrom  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of 
employment:  Anthrax,  lead  poisoning  or  its  sequelae,  dermati- 
tis venenata,  diseases  due  to  the  inhalation  of  poisonous  gases 
or  fumes  or  their  sequelae,  disability  due  to  radioactive  proper- 
ties or  substances  or  exposure  to  ionizing  radiation,  and  silicosis 
and  other  pulmonary  dust  diseases  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  forth.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  date 
of  injury  for  an  occupational  disease  the  first  date  of  treatment 
by  a  licensed  physician  shaill  be  taken  as  the  date  of  injury,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  specifically  provided.  It  shall  not  include 
other  diseases  or  death  therefrom  unless  they  are  the  direct  re- 
sult of  an  accidental  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of 
employment,  nor  shall  it  include  a  disease  which  existed  at 
commencement  of  the  employment,  nor  a  disease  the  last  in- 
jurious exposure  to  the  hazards  of  which  occurred  prior  to  the 
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effective  date  of  this  chapter.  When  silicosis  and  other  pulmon- 
ary dust  diseases  or  death  therefrom  occur  within  the  above 
definition  of  "personal  injury"  or  "injury,"  compensation  shall 
be  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  provided,  how- 
ever, that  (1)  no  compensation  shall  be  payable  for  partial 
disability;  (2)  in  the  event  of  temporary  or  permanent  total 
disability  or  death,  notwithstanding  any  other  provisions  of 
this  chapter,  total  compensation  if  disability  or  death  occurred 
during  July,  1947,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
dollars;  thereafter  the  limit  for  total  disability  or  death  shall 
increase  at  the  rate  of  fifty  dollars  each  calendar  month  until  the

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that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows:  281:7  Elec- 
tion by  Municipalities.  Any  county,  city,  town,  school  district, 
supervisory  union,  county  extension  service  council,  or  any 
other  district  established  by  law,  may  accept  for  designated  or 
for  all  workmen  in  its  employ,  the  provisions  of  this  chapter, 
and  it  shall  thereafter  be  liable  to  such  workmen  for  any  injury 
arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment  in  the  manner 
provided  in  this  chapter.  The  liability  of  any  county,  city,  town, 
or  district  accepting  said  provisions  shall  not  otherwise  be  en- 
larged or  extended.

sation. Whenever  any  person  desiring  to  enter  into  a  contract 
of  employment,  shall  have  any  physical  defect  Avhich  imposes 
upon  the  prospective  employer  a  further  or  unusual  hazard,  it 
shall  be  permissible  for  such  person  to  waive  in  writing  for 
himself  or  his  dependents,  or  both,  any  rights  to  compensation 
under  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  for  any  personal  injury 
arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  or  death 
resulting  therefrom  ^vhich  may  be  found  by  the  labor  commis- 
sioner to  be  attributable  in  a  material  degree  to  such  physical 
defect.  No  Avaiver  shall  become  effective  unless  the  defect  in 
question  shall  be  plainly  described  therein,  and  accompanied  by 
a  statement  of  the  defect  from  a  licensed  physician,  nor  unless 
the  labor  commissioner  finds  that  the  person  who  signed  such 
waiver  fully  understood  the  meaning  thereof  and,  if  such  person 
shall  be  a  minor,  that  the  parents  or  a  guardian  of  such  minor 
shall  have  approved  the  same  in  writing,  nor  until  application 
of  such  waiver  shall  have  been  sent  to  the  labor  commissioner. 
Any  person  already  employed  who  shall  suffer  a  physical  defect 
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which  would  impose  upon  his  employer  a  similar  further  or 
unusual  hazard  may  make  application  for  a  waiver  as  above 
described.  Such  waiver  shall  be  effective  on  a  temporary  basis 
for  not  over  sixty  days,  not  including  Sundays,  from  date  it  is 
sent  to  the  labor  commissioner  pending  his  action  thereon.  The 
labor  commissioner  shall,  in  writing,  approve  such  waiver  and 
furnish  each  of  the  parties  thereto  with  a  copy  thereof.  In  event 
the  waiver  is  refused  by  the  labor  commissioner,  the  temporary 
waiver  shall  cease  within  seven  days  from  the  date  of  such  de- 
nial.

The  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  parties  to 
such  ^vaiver  to  injuries  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the 
employment  and  within  the  terms  of  such  waiver  shall  be  such 
as  are  provided  by  the  law  in  the  case  of  an  employer  not  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  of  this  chapter,  who  shall  not  have  ac- 
cepted the  provisions  of  this  chapter.  The  term  "physical  de- 
fect" as  used  in  this  section  shall  not  be  construed  to  include  an 
occupational  disease,  susceptibility  thereto  or  a  recurrence 
thereof.

when  needed,  unless  the  injured  employee  shall  decline  or  re- 
fuse to  allo^v  them  to  be  furnished,  and  the  injured  employee, 
if  he  so  chooses  shall  have  the  right  of  selection  of  a  duly  quali- 
fied physician  or  other  remedial  care  upon  due  notice  to  the 
employer.  Such  six-month  period  may  be  extended  from  time 
to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  labor  commissioner  upon  written 
request  of  the  injured  employee  to  the  labor  commissioner  and 
after  the  employer  has  been  given  an  opportunity  to  file  objec- 
tions thereto  and  to  be  heard  thereon.  In  the  event  of  the  loss  of 
an  eye,  limb,  or  other  member,  or  the  loss  of  hearing,  by  reason 
of  said  injury,  an  employer,  in  addition  to  the  foregoing  care, 
shall  upon  request,  furnish,  free  of  charge,  an  appropriate  arti- 
ficial appliance  to  replace  such  loss.  Such  aid  shall  not  be  con- 
sidered under  the  provisions  of  section  22  to  26.  Whenever  an 
injured  employee  shall  receive  medical  or  hospital  benefits,  or 
other  remedial  care,  after  expiration  of  the  first  six  months 
after  an  injury,  or  subsequent  to  expiration  of  extension  thereof 
by  the  labor  commissioner,  and,  due  to  accident,  misfortune, 
or  mistake,  fails  to  file  a  request  for  an  extension  prior  to  re- 
ceiving such  medical  or  hospital,  or  other  remedial  care,  the 
labor  commissioner,  following  notice  to  the  employer  giving 
opportunity  to  be  heard,  may  grant  an  extension  retroactively. 

9  Determination  of  Value.  Amend  RSA  281  by  inserting 
after  section  21  (supp)  as  amended  by  1961,  194:9,  the  follow- 
ing new  section:  281:21-a  Reasonable  Value  of  Services.  When- 
ever medical  and  hospital  services,  or  other  remedial  care,  are 
rendered  to  an  injured  employee  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  a  dispute  arises  between  the  employer  and  the  per- 
son, firm  or  corporation  rendering  such  services  or  care  as  to  the 
reasonable  value  thereof,  the  labor  commissioner  shall  consult 
with  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  same  profession  as  the 
creditor  concerned  in  the  subject  dispute  and  thereafter  deter- 
mine the  reasonable  value  for  such  services  or  care.  Each  of  the 
following  organizations  shall  be  entitled  to  submit  to  the  labor 
commissioner  the  names  of  ten  members  of  their  organization 
who  shall  comprise  a  panel  from  which  the  commissioner  shall 
choose  individuals  Avith  Avhom  to  consult:  (a)  Ne^v  Hampshire 
Medical  Society,  (b)  New  Hampshire  Osteopathic  Society,  (c) 
Ne^v  Hampshire  Dental  Society.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall 
be  construed  as  a  bar  to  the  commissioner,  for  purposes  of  com- 
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plying  with  this  section,  consulting  with  any  other  professional 
individuals,  provided  that  said  individuals  shall  be  engaged  in 
the  private  practice  of  their  profession  and  not  in  the  employ 
of  the  employer  of  the  patient  or  any  party  or  agent  acting  on 
behalf  of  the  employer,  and  no  individual  who  is  not  engaged 
full  time  in  the  private  practice  of  his  profession  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  on  any  of  the  panels  aforesaid.

and  1961,  194:10,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  281:22  Compensation  for  Death.  If 
death  results  from  the  injury,  the  employer  shall,  subject  to  the 
limitations  hereinafter  provided,  pay  to,  or  for  the  dependents 
of  the  deceased  employee,  as  defined  in  section  2,  weekly  com- 
pensation equal  to  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  cent  of  the  de- 
ceased employee's  average  weekly  ^vages,  but  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  forty-five  dollars  per  week  unless  the  in- 
jured employee's  average  weekly  wages  as  defined  herein  are  less 
than  fwenty  dollars  per  ^veek,  in  ^vhich  case  the  compensation 
shall  be  the  full  amount  of  said  average  weekly  wages;  provided 
that  the  total  amount  payable  on  account  of  a  single  death  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Such  benefits 
shall  be  payable  for  a  maximum  of  three  hundred  and  forty-one 
Tveeks  except  where  the  maximum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars  is 
reached  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  maximum  period.  Any 
weekly  payments  made  under  sections  23,  25  or  26  shall  be 
deducted  from  said  maximum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars. 

I.  In  all  cases  where  compensation  is  payable  to  a  widow 
or  widower  for  the  benefit  of  herself  or  himself  and  dependent 
child  or  children,  the  labor  commissioner  shall  have  power  to 
determine  in  his  discretion  what  portion  of  the  compensation 
shall  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  any  such  child  or  children  and 
may  order  the  same  paid  to  a  guardian.

194:11,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof  the  following:  281:23  Compensation  for  Total  Disabil- 
ity. Where  the  injury  causes  total  disability  for  w^ork  at  any 
gainful  occupation  the  employer,  during  such  total  disability, 
but  not  including  the  first  seven  days  thereof,  unless  such  dis- 
ability continues  for  seven  days  or  longer,  shall  pay  the  injured 
employee  a  weekly  compensation  equal  to  sixty-six  and  tAVO- 
thirds  per  cent  of  the  employee's  average  weekly  wages,  but  not 
less  than  fifteen  dollars  nor  more  than  forty-five  dollars  per  week, 
unless  the  injured  employee's  average  ^veekly  wages  as  defined 
herein  are  less  than  fifteen  dollars  per  week,  in  ^vhich  case  the 
compensation  shall  be  the  full  amount  of  said  average  weekly 
wages.  Whenever  total  disability  has  continued  for  a  period  of 
six  successive  years  and  still  continues,  further  payments  of  com- 
pensation during  continued  total  disability  shall  be  made  only 
upon  order  of  the  labor  commissioner.  The  injured  employee 
shall  apply  to  the  labor  commissioner  for  further  weekly  benefits 
during  such  continued  total  disability.  The  employer  shall  be 
given  prompt  notice  of  such  requests,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  a 
hearing  if  he  so  requests  ^vithin  ten  days  follo^ving  receipt  of 
such  notice.  Unless  the  employer  agrees  to  such  request  ^vithin

ten  days  after  receipt  of  said  notice,  no  such  request  shall  be 
granted  until  the  injured  employee  shall  have  been  examined  by 
three  duly  licensed  physicians,  one  nominated  by  the  employee, 
one  by  the  employer,  and  one  by  the  labor  commissioner.  The 
labor  commissioner's  decision  shall  be  based  upon  the  written 
reports  of  such  physicians,  and  shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  decisions  of  the  labor  commissioner  under 
this  chapter.  If  additional  benefits  are  awarded,  they  shall  not 
be  awarded  for  a  period  in  excess  of  one  year,  and  payments 
shall  cease  if  total  disability  ends  during  the  extension  granted. 
If,  at  the  end  of  one  year,  any  such  benefits  are  still  being  re- 
ceived pursuant  to  an  extension  granted  hereunder,  the  injured 
employee  must  file  an  additional  request,  and  the  same  proce- 
dure shall  apply,  and  may  be  repeated  annually  in  the  same 
manner.

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II.  Loss  of  both  feet  at  or  above  the  ankles,  compensation 
for  three  hundred  and  forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing  pe- 
riod. 

III.  Loss  of  both  hands  at  or  above  both  wrists,  compensa 
tion  for  three  hundred  and  forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing 
period. 

IV.  Loss  of  one  hand  at  or  above  the  wrist  and  one  foot 
at  or  above  the  ankle,  compensation  for  three  hundred  and 
forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

V.  Arm  lost,  compensation  for  two  hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

VI.  Hand  lost,  compensation  for  one  hundred  seventy-five 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

VII.  Thumb  lost,  compensation  for  fifty  weeks,  plus  ac- 
tual healing  period. 

VIII.  Index  finger  lost,  compensation  for  thirty-one 
^veeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

IX.  Middle  finger  lost,  compensation  for  twenty-six 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

X.  Ring  finger  lost,  compensation  for  nineteen  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 

XI.  Little  finger  lost,  compensation  for  thirteen  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 

XII.  Leg  lost,  compensation  for  two  hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period.

Compensation  for  an  arm  or  leg  if  amputated  at  or 
above  the  elbow  or  at  or  above  the  knee,  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
the  loss  of  the  arm  or  leg,  but  if  amputated  between  the  elbow 
and  the  wrist,  or  the  knee  and  the  ankle,  shall  be  the  same  as  for 
the  loss  of  hand  or  foot. 

Compensation  for  loss  of  eighty  per  cent  or  more  of 
the  vision  of  an  eye  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  an  eye. 

XXII.  Compensation  for  loss  of  two  or  more  digits  or  one 
or  more  phalanges  of  two  or  more  digits  of  a  hand  or  foot,  may 
be  proportioned  to  the  loss  of  use  of  the  hand  or  foot  occasioned 
thereby,  but  shall  not  exceed  the  compensation  for  loss  of  hand 
or  foot. 

XXIII.  Compensation  for  permanent  total  loss  of  use  of  a 
member  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  the  member;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  if  amputation  or  surgery  subsequently  be- 
comes necessary  ^vith  respect  to  such  member  either  because  of 
the  original  injury  or  because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said  em- 
ployee shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  actual  healing  period, 
but  said  employee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  additional  compensa- 
tion for  loss  of  said  member. 

XXIV.  In  the  case  of  permanent  partial  loss  of  use  of  any

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the  time  or  times  of  issue.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  signed 
by  the  state  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  governor.  The 
state  treasurer  may  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  under  the  direction 
of  the  governor  and  council.  The  governor  is  authorized  to 
draw  his  warrants  for  the  sum  hereinbefore  appropriated  for 
the  purposes  of  this  act  out  of  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  or  notes. 

5  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  account  of 
all  such  bonds  or  notes  showing  the  number  and  amount  of 
each,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  time  when  payable,  and 
the  date  of  delivery  to  the  state  treasurer.  The  state  treasurer 
shall  keep  an  account  of  each  bond  or  note  showing  the  number 
and  amount  thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the 
amount  received  for  the  same,  the  date  of  sale,  and  the  time 
when  payable. 

6  Short  term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
hereunder,  and  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  revenue 
hereunder,  the  state  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  on  short-term  notes,  to  be  refunded  by  the 
issuance  of  the  bonds  hereunder.  Provided,  however,  that  at  no 
time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such  short-term 
notes  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  fifty  thousand  do'llars. 

7  Federal  Participation.  Any  funds  received  from  the  fed- 
eral government  as  its  share  of  the  cost  of  the  project  author- 
ized in  section  1  shall  be  credited  to  the  general  fund. 

8  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its 
passage.

provided.  Any  person  who  kills  a  wild  bear  as  provided  by  this 
section  shall  report  as  outlined  in  RSA  470: 1-a.  Landowners, 
or  their  agents,  shall  be  permitted  to  set  traps  for  bear  doing 
actual  or  substantial  damage  to  property.  Such  trapping  shall 
only  be  permitted  after  the  director  or  his  agents  has  been 
notified  of  damage  and  have  investigated  such  complaint.  The 
director  or  his  agents  may  then  issue  a  special  permit  for  the 
use  of  traps.  Said  permit  shall  state  the  location  of  traps  and 
the  dates  when  trapping  shall  be  allowed.  Any  traps  set  as 
hereinbefore  described  shall  be  arranged  and  set  in  accordance 
with  RSA  210:15.

Live  bear  may  not  be  offered 
for  sale  at  any  time  unless  by  a  person  permitted  so  to  do  by 
the  director.  Any  person  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
section  shall  be  fined  not  more  than  five  hundred  dollars  or 
imprisoned  not  more  than  thirty  days,  or  both.

The  Committee  of  Conference  to  whom  was  referred  HB 
485,  relative  to  building  and  loan  associations,  having  consid- 
ered the  same,  report  the  same  with  the  recommendation  that 
the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  nonconcurrence  in  the 
adoption  of  the  Senate  amendment  and  the  Senate  recede  from 
the  adoption  of  its  amendment  and  the  following  amendment 
be  adopted: 

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Building  and  Loan  Associations.  Amend  RSA  395:15 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1955,  131:2  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  393:15  Loans.  Any 
such  corporation  may  loan  money  so  collected,  together  with 
interest,  premiums,  fines  and  profits  arising  from  the  business, 
to  its  shareholders  and  members  on  first  mortgages  on  real  es- 
tate situated  any^vhere  in  New  Hampshire  or  within  a  fifty  mile 
radius  of  its  main  office  in  any  state  contiguous  to  New  Hamp- 
shire, provided  however  that  the  geographical  limitations  shall 
not  apply  to  Federal  Housing  Administration  and  Veterans 
Administration  insured  loans  purchased  from  an  individual, 
partnership,  association  or  corporation  duly  registered  as  a 
dealer  in  securities  in  this  state,  or  on  buildings'  in  the  town  of 
Hampton  situated  on  land  not  belonging  to  the  owner  of  the 
building.  The  loans  shall  not  exceed  the  appraisal  value  of  said 
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property.  Such  corporation  may  accept  other  satisfactory  col- 
lateral as  additional  security  for  the  loan.  A  premium  may  be 
charged  in  excess  of  the  established  rate  of  interest.  Said  loans 
shall  be  share  sinking  fund  or  direct  reduction  loans.  In  share 
sinking  fund  loans  serial  shares  of  the  corporation  shall  also  be 
pledged  sufficient  in  amount  to  repay  the  loan  upon  maturity. 
Direct  reduction  loans  shall  be  repayable  in  monthly  install- 
ments sufficient  to  amortize  the  same  paying  off  interest  or 
premium  and  principal  in  any  period  of  time  not  exceeding 
t^venty-five  years.  Any  such  corporation  holding  a  first  mortgage 
on  such  property  may  take  a  subsequent  mortgage  or  mortgages 
on  the  same  property  provided  that  there  are  no  intervening 
liens.  Any  shareholder  may  borro^v  on  the  shares  of  such  cor- 
poration up  to  the  full  value  thereof  at  the  time  of  the  loan, 

2  Loans  and  Investments.  Amend  RSA  393:18  (supp)  as 
amended  by  1961,  136:4  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  words, 
An  association  may  make  a  loan  in  connection  with  the  sale  of 
real  estate  acquired  by  the  association  for  the  purpose  of  pro- 
viding offices  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  of  the  associa- 
tion  or  under  a  foreclosure  or  a  deed  in  lieu  of  foreclosure,  in 
an  amount  not  to  exceed  the  sale  price  the  association  receives 
for  such  real  estate,  so  that  said  section  as  amended  shall  read 
as  follows:  393:18  Limitations  on  Amount  of  Real  Estate  Loans 
and  Investments.  An  association  may  loan  its  funds  upon  the

renewal  of  risk,  that  such  insurance  providing  reasonable  cover- 
age has  been  obtained  in  an  amount  equal  to  the  amount  of  the 
debt  or  loan  and  will  not  be  cancelled  without  reasonable  notice 
to  the  builder,  creditor,  lender  or  seller,  (2)  to  require  insur- 
ance in  an  insurer  authorized  to  do  business  and  having  a  li- 
censed resident  agent  in  this  state,  and  (3)  to  refuse  to  accept 
insurance  in  a  particular  insurer  on  reasonable  grounds. 

383-A: 2  Penalties.  Acts  which  prevent  the  exercise  of  the 
aforesaid  right  of  free  choice  are  hereby  forbidden  and  any 
waiver,  written  or  otherwise,  by  the  borrower,  debtor  or  pur- 
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chaser  of  the  said  right  of  free  choice  shall  be  void.  Any  person, 
firm  or  corporation,  whether  as  principal,  agent,  officer  or  direc- 
tor, for  himself  or  itself,  or  for  another  person,  firm  or  corpora- 
tion violating  the  provisions  of  this  chapter  shall  be  fined  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  dollars  for  each  said  violation. 

2  Takes  effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its 
passage. 

Senator  Holmes  explained  the  bill  and  the  amendment: 
"This  is  not  a  new  bill.  This  is  a  bill  that  would  allow  the  person 
his  free  choice  of  agent  or  insurer  in  which  to  place  insurance." 

Senator  Rainie  spoke  against.  Also,  Senator  Lamontagne. 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  wish  to  state  my  position.  I  believe  that 
people  should  have  the  right  to  choose  his  own  agent.  But  this 
matter  is  up  to  the  vote  of  each  Senator.  I  feel  that  this  is  my 
right.  I  believe  in  the  principle  that  I  should  be  allowed  to  do 
business  with  the  people  of  my  choice  without  being  told  as  to 
what  I  may  do  or  with  whom  I  may  do  business." 

Senator  Howard:  "Mr.  President,  I  want  to  give  the  reasons 
why  I  did  not  vote  to  bring  this  bill  to  the  floor.  Originally  this 
bill,  HB  392,  was  an  act  relative  to  the  sale  of  insurance  in  con- 
nection with  real  estate  transactions.  Appearing  in  favor  of  this 
bill  in  our  committee  were  four  representatives,  Paul  Dumont, 
John  Latour,  Raymond  Desmarais  and  Marshall  Cobleigh,  and 
Mr.  Burns  representing  the  Independent  Mutual  Agents  of  New 
England.  Those  appearing  in  opposition  to  this  bill  were  Mr. 

E.  A.  Meegan,  General  Motors  Acceptance  Corporation;  Mr. 
James  Godfrey,  New  Hampshire  Bankers  Association  and  Uni- 
versal CIT  Corporation;  Mr.  Lawrence  Spellman,  Association 
of  Casualty  Surety  Companies;  Mr.  John  F.  Dalton,  Installment 
Credit  Committee  of  N.  H.  Bankers  Association;  Mr.  Thomas 

F.  McKoan,  N.  H.  Automobile  Dealers'  Assn.;  and  Mr.  Francis 
Robinson,  N.  H.  Assn.  of  Savings  Banks. 

"This  is  a  triangular  fight  between  the  insurance  com- 
panies, the  finance  companies  and  the  banks.  Mr.  Meegan  sub- 
mitted an  amendment,  Mr.  Dalton  submitted  an  amendment, 
and  Mr.  Godfrey  submitted  an  amendment  and  all  of  these 
amendments  were  conflicting.  This  bill  is  so  far  afield  fiom  the 
original  act  that  the  proposed  amendment  in  the  Journal  of 
Wednesday,  May  1   proposed  that  the  word  "real  estate"  be 
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taken  out  of  the  title.  I  do  not  think  we  can  make  any  one  of 
these  groups  happy  by  bringing  this  bill  to  the  floor." 

Senator  Hartman  stated  that  he  certainly  believed  in  buy- 
ing his  insurance  where  he  chose  and  with  the  agent  of  his 
choice.  Stated  that  he  would  move  that  the  Senate  indefinitely 
postpone  action  on  this  bill.  Seconded  by  Senator  Lamontagne. 

Senator  Paquette  spoke  for  the  bill.  ^ 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Howard  moved  the  previous  question,  seconded 
by  Senator  Olson. 

The  affirmative  prevailed. 

Question  being  on  motion  of  Senator  Hartman  to  indefi- 
nitely postpone. 

Senator  Holmes  demanded  a  Roll  Call.

I.  Every  resident  of  this  state  who  served  not  less  than 
ninety  days  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in  any  of 
the  following  wars  or  armed  conflicts,  the  Spanish  War,  Philip- 
pine Insurrection,  Boxer  Rebellion,  World  War  I,  World  War 
II,  or  Korean  Conflict,  as  hereinafter  defined  who  have  been 
discharged  or  separated  therefrom  under  conditions  other  than 
dishonorable  or  the  spouse  of  such  resident,  or  the  widow  of 
such  resident,  and  every  resident,  or  the  spouse  of  such  resident, 
whose  services  were  terminated  for  a  service-connected  disability, 
and  the  widow  of  any  resident  who  suffered  a  service-connected 
death,  in  consideration  of  such  service,  shall  be  exempt  each 
year  from  taxation  upon  his  or  her  residential  real  estate,  to  the 
value  of  one  thousand  dollars. 

II.  In  towns  in  which,  as  determined  by  the  tax  commis- 
sion, taxes  are  assessed  on  real  estate  upon  the  basis  of  one  hun- 
dred per  cent  of  full  and  true  value,  the  exemption  provided  in 
this  section  shall  be  granted  to  an  eligible  person,  as  described 
in  paragraph  I  hereof,  provided  that  the  value  of  the  residential 
real  estate  of  such  person  in  such  town  as  assessed  by  the  select-

Senator  Howard  inquired  if  these  amendments  covered  bills 
that  have  gone  into  the  House  and  have  been  rejected. 

Senator  Battles  replied:  "They  may  be  similar." 

Senator  Hartman:  "What  we  are  doing  here — most  towns 
in  the  state  automatically  receive  30%  to  55%  state  aid.  There 
are  6  schools  and  academies  in  the  state  that  do  not.  At  the  pres- 
ent time,  we  are  building  a  half  million  dollar  addition.  We 
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have  a  half  million  loan — and  this  money  goes  to  the  towns  and 
not  to  the  schools.  The  towns  have  made  their  decision  and  we 
are  just  trying  to  get  these  toAvns  so  that  they  may  receive  it." 

Senator  Hodgdon  inquired  of  Senator  Hartman:  "Has  this 
been  defeated  in  the  House?" 

Senator  Hartman:  "55%  in  the  House — not  completely 
spelled  out."' 

Senator  Holmes:  "I  supported  the  bill  by  Senator  Hart- 
man. I  think  something  ought  to  be  done  in  the  Education  area 
to  provide  for  this.  It  has  been  turned  down  by  the  House  in  no 
uncertain  terms.  While  I  do  not  agree  with  them,  I  am  not 
going  to  vote  to  send  something  back  in  there.  I  am  not  against 
this  subject,  but  I  think  it  is  Avrong  to  do  it  this  way." 

Question  being  on  adoption  of  amendment. 

Senator  Rainie  requested  a  Division  vote. 

Eleven  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  five 
Senators  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  amendment  was 
adopted. 

The  bill  was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  Chasse, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time  and 
passed.

HB  653,  making  appropriations  for  capital  improvements, 
long  term  repairs  and  deferred  maintenance  for  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire. 

The  Committee  on  Conference  to  whom  was  referred 
House  Bill  No.  653,  An  Act  making  appropriations  for  capital 
improvements,  long  term  repairs  and  deferred  maintenance 
for  the  state  of  New  Hampshire,  having  considered  the  same, 
report  the  same  with  the  following  recommendations: 

1  That  the  House  recede  from  its  position  of  non-concur- 
rence in  the  amendments  to  sections  1  and  3  as  adopted  by  the 
Senate  and  concur  in  said  amendments;  and 

2  That  the  House  and  Senate  adopt  the  following  amend- 
ments: 

Amend  the  title  of  the  bill  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof, 
after  the  word  "New  Hampshire"  the  following:  ,  and  author- 
izing temporary  authority  for  the  adjusting  of  salaries  of  certain 
state  officials.;  so  that  said  title  as  amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

An  Act 

Making  appropriations   for  capital   improvements,  long  term 
repairs  and  deferred  maintenance  for  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
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shire,  and  authorizing  temporary  authority  for  the  adjusting  of 
salaries  of  certain  state  officials. 

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  aill  after  section  3 
and  inserting  the  following  new  sections: 

4  University  of  New  Hampshire.  The  sum  of  one  hundred 
twenty  five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  re- 
construction of  dairy  buildings,  equipment  and  facilities  de- 
stroyed by  fire.  All  contracts  for  reconstruction  shall  be  let  (1) 
at  public  sealed  bidding,  (2)  only  after  an  advertisement  calling 
for  bids  has  been  published  at  least  once  in  each  of  two  succes- 
sive calendar  weeks  in  a  newspaper  of  general  circulation  in 
New  Hampshire,  the  first  publication  being  not  less  than  thirty 
days  prior  to  the  date  the  bids  will  be  received,  and  (3)  to  the 
lowest  responsible  bidder. 

5  Powers  of  Governor  and  Council.  The  governor  and 
council  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 

I.  To  establish  the  priority  of  undertaking  any  projects 
hereinbefore  enumerated: 

II.  To  transfer  funds  from  any  project  named  in  section 
1  hereof  to  any  other  project  in  said  section,  provided  such 
transfer  is  for  the  public  good  or  is  necessary  to  keep  within 
the  funds  appropriated. 

III.  To  delete  projects  or  parts  of  projects  provided  such 
deletion  is  for  the  public  good  or  is  necessary  to  keep  within  the 
funds  appropriated. 

IV.  To  substitute  emergency  long  term  repair  projects 
for  any  of  the  projects  hereinbefore  enumerated,  if  such  sub- 
stitution is  necessary  for  the  public  good;  and 

V.  To  cooperate  with  and  enter  in  such  agreements  with 
the  federal  government  or  any  agency  thereof,  as  they  may  deem 
advisable,  to  secure  federal  funds  for  the  purposes  hereof. 

6  Expenditures.  The  appropriation  made  for  the  pur- 
poses mentioned  in  sections  1,  3  and  4  and  the  sums  available 
for  those  projects  shall  be  expended  by  the  trustees,  commission, 
commissioner,  or  department  head  of  the  institutions  and  de- 
partments referred  to  therein,  except  as  provided  in  section  7, 
provided  that  all  contracts  for  projects  and  plans  and  specifica- 
tions therefore,  excepting  those  provided  in  section  4,  shall  be 
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awarded  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  RSA  228:4.  The 
appropriations  made  and  the  sums  available  for  the  projects  in 
section  2  above  shall  be  expended  by  the  state  board  of  educa- 
tion, provided  that  alil  contracts  for  projects  and  plans  and 
specifications  therefore  shall  be  awarded  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  RSA  228:4. 

7  Land  Acquisition.  Any  land  acquired  under  the  ap- 
propriations made  in  sections  1  and  2,  except  such  land,  if  any, 
as  may  be  acquired  under  the  appropriation  for  water  resources 
board,  shall  be  purchased  by  the  Commissioner  of  public  works 
and  highways,  with  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council. 
The  site  recommended  for  purchase  shall  also  have  the  approval 
of  the  governor  and  council. 

8  Borrowing  Power.  To  provide  funds  for  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  section  1  hereof,  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby 
authorized,  under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to 
borrow  upon  the  credit  of  the  state  not  exceeding  the  sum  of 
eight  miUion  three  hundred  forty-one  thousand  one  hundred 
fifty  dollars  ($8,341,150);  to  provide  funds  for  the  appropria- 
tions made  in  section  2  hereof  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  four 
million  three  hundred  thirty-four  thousand  eight  hundred 
eleven  dollars  ($4,334,811);  to  provide  funds  for  the  appropria- 
tion made  in  section  3  hereof  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one 
hundred  eighty-five  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  ($!l85,100); 
and  to  provide  funds  for  the  appropriation  made  in  section  4 
hereof  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars  ($125,000);  and  for  said  purposes  may  issue  bonds 
and  notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire. The  governor  and  council  shall  determine  the  form  of 
such  bonds  or  notes,  their  rate  of  interest,  the  date  when  interest 
shall  be  paid  and  the  time  or  times  of  issue.  Such  bonds  and 
notes  shaill  he  paid  as  follows:  bonds  and  notes  issued  to  provide 
funds  for  the  appropriations  made  in  sections  1  and  4  shall  be 
paid  within  a  period  of  twenty  years;  bonds  and  notes  issued  to 
provide  funds  for  the  appropriations  made  in  section  2  shall  be 
paid  within  a  period  of  thirty  years;  and  bonds  or  notes  issued 
to  provide  funds  for  appropriations  made  in  section  3  shall  be 
paid  within  a  period  of  ten  years.  Such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
signed  bv  the  treasurer  and  countersigned  by  the  governor  and 
shall  be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state. 

9  Payments.  The  payment  of  principal  and  interest  on 
bonds  and  notes  issued  for  the  projects  in  sections  1  and  3  shall 
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be  made  when  due  from  the  general  funds  of  the  state.  The  pay- 
ment of  principal  and  interest  on  bonds  and  notes  issued  for 
the  projects  in  sections  2  and  4  shall  be  made  when  due  from 
the  general]  funds  of  the  state  but  shall  be  liquidated  as  pro- 
vided in  section  15  hereof. 

10  Proceeds  from  Sale.  The  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  said 
bonds  or  notes  authorized  by  section  8  shall  be  held  by  the 
treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
governor  for  the  purposes  of  sections  1,  2,  3,  and  4  above.  The 
governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw 
his  warrants  for  the  payments  from  the  funds  provided  for 
herein  of  all  funds  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein 
authorized. 

1 1  Accounts.  The  secretary  of  state  shall  keep  an  account 
of  all  bonds  or  notes  authorized  hereunder  countersigned  by 
the  governor,  showing  the  number  and  amount  of  each  bond 
or  note,  the  time  of  countersigning,  the  date  of  delivery  to  the 
treasurer,  and  the  date  of  maturity.  The  state  treasurer  shall 
keep  an  account  of  each  bond  or  note  showing  the  number 
thereof,  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  sold,  the  amount  re- 
ceived for  same,  the  date  of  sa'le  and  the  date  of  maturity. 

12  Short  Term  Notes.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds 
or  notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the 
governor  and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow 
money  from  time  to  time  on  short  term  loans,  which  may  be 
refunded  by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the 
state  on  short  term  loans  exceed  the  following  sums:  (1)  not 
exceeding  the  sum  of  eight  million  three  hundred  forty  one 
thousand  one  hundred  fifty  dollars  for  borrowing  to  provide 
funds  for  the  pvirposes  of  section  1 ;  (2)  not  exceeding  the  sum 
of  four  million  three  hundred  thirty  four  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred eleven  dollars  for  borrowing  to  provide  funds  for  the 
purposes  of  section  2;  (3)  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
eighty  five  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  for  borrowing  to  pro- 
vide funds  for  the  purposes  of  section  3;  and  (4)  not  exceeding 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  twenty  five  thousand  dollars  for  bor- 
rowing to  provide  funds  for  the  purposes  of  section  4. 

13  Sale  of  Bonds  or  Notes.  All  bonds  or  notes,  except 
short  term  loans  issued  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be 
sold  at  public  sealed  bidding  to  the  highest  bidder,  provided, 
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however,  that  the  governor  and  council  may  reject  any  or  all 
bids  and  may  negotiate  for  said  sale  upon  terms  which  it  may 
deem  most  advantageous  to  the  state, 

14  Public  Works.  The  department  of  public  works  and 
highway  shall  keep  an  accurate  breakdown  of  all  department 
charges,  including  consultative  conferences,  on  all  projects  au- 
thorized hereunder,  excepting  those  provided  under  section  4. 

15  Liquidation,  The  state  board  of  education  shall  estab- 
lish and  charge  board  and  room  rental  rates  for  the  use  of  the 
commons  building  and  dormitories  at  Keene  teachers  college 
and  shall}  establish  and  charge  board  and  room  rental  rates  for 
the  use  of  the  commons  building  and  dormitories  at  Plymouth 
teachers  college  as  provided  in  section  2  hereof.  Said  rates  shall 
be  sufficient  to  amortize  the  investment  in  said  commons  and 
dormitories.  The  revenue  from  said  board  and  room  rental 
rates  for  the  commons  and  doraiitories  at  Keene  teachers  col- 
lege and  the  revenue  from  said  board  and  room  rental  rates  for 
the  commons  and  dormitories  at  Plymouth  teachers  college 
shall  be  paid  into  the  respective  funds  of  said  teadhers  colleges, 
provided  that  the  state  treasurer  shall  deduct  from  said  respec- 
tive funds  such  sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  interest  and 
principal  payments  in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions 
of  the  bonds  or  notes  issued  under  authority  hereof  for  the 
projects  at  Keene  teachers  college  and  Plymouth  teachers  col- 
lege respectively.  The  state  treasurer  is  authorized  to  deduct 
from  the  fund  accruing  to  the  university  under  RSA  187:24,  or 
appropriation  in  lieu  thereof,  for  each  fiscal  year  such  sum  or 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  to  meet  interest  and  principal  pay- 
ments in  accordance  with  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  bonds 
or  notes  issued  under  the  authority  of  section  4  hereof, 

16  Temporary  Provisions,  Whenever,  in  the  judgment  of 
the  governor  and  council,  it  is  in  the  best  interest  of  state  serv- 
ice to  establish  a  higher  salary  or  higther  salary  range  for  any 
unclassified  position  in  state  service,  the  governor  and  council 
may  establish  a  higher  salary  or  higher  sa'lary  range  for  any  such 
position.  In  the  case  of  officials  who  are  members  of  boards  or 
commissions  all  of  whose  members  under  the  foregoing  table 
receive  the  same  salary,  and  in  the  case  of  officials  who  are 
grouped  with  others  in  said  table,  special  consideration  may  be 
given  to  individuals  whose  responsibilities  differ  from  those  of 
others  in  the  same  group.  Additional  funds  necessary  to  provide 
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for  such  increases  shall  be  deemed  a  just  charge  against  the 
salary  adjustment  fund.  The  authority  herein  granted  to  the 
governor  and  council  may  be  exercised  only  until  June  30,  1965. 

17  Suspension:  During  the  time  the  provisions  of  section 
16  are  in  effect  the  provisions  of  the  first  unnumbered  para- 
graph in  RSA  94:1  immediately  following  the  list  of  salary 
ranges  for  unclassified  officials  shall  be  suspended. 

18  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of  June  30, 
1963.

As  Senator  Battles  has  said, 
there  are  federal  funds  involved  here  and  we  must  act  on  it 
today.  I  believe  we  should  vote  on  it  now,  and  not  play  party 
politics  with  this  bill." 

Motion  seconded  by  Senator  Howard. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  there  has  been  some  men- 
tion that  we  are  trying  to  play  party  politics  with  the  capital 
budget.  I  think  that  Senator  Karkavelas  was  right  and  I  see  no 
harm  in  it.  We  have  talked  around  here  and  we  have  asked  if 
the  House  would  hold  the  capital  budget  until  the  6  bills  in 
the  Legislature  are  finally  acted  on.  I  don't  think  this  is  an 
unreasonable  request.  I  am  sure  that  each  one  of  us  is  tired  — 
we  want  to  go  home.  We  are  interested  in  things  in  the  capital 
budget.  We  are  not  going  to  kill  the  capital  budget.  We  only 
asked  them  to  hold  this  capital  budget  until  our  bills  are  passed. 
I  think  this  was  a  reasonable  request.  There  are  at  least  6  or  7 
Senators  who  think  this  request  was  a  reasonable  request.  I 
would  appreciate  it  if  everybody  would  go  along.  I  can  go 
along  and  as  long  as  I  have  the  floor,  nothing  can  be  done.  As 
long  as  I  talk,  we  are  going  to  stay  here  and  I  have  plenty  of 
material,  I  would  hope  that  someone  would  keep  me  informed 
as  to  what  is  going  on  in  the  other  side." 

Senator  Karkavelas:  "Read  all  you  want  if  you  wish  to 
cost  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  $800,000." 

Senator  Battles:  "There  is  no  intent  on  the  part  of  the 
Senator  from  the  22nd  District  and  the  other  Senators  to  kill 
the  capital  budget.  No  intent  to  kill  the  capital  budget,  but  we 
-were  told  by  members  of  the  House  that  if  we  would  pass  the 
capital  budget  first,  they  would  give  more  consideration  to  our 
other  bills.  I  am  not  going  to  be  told  by  any  members  of  the 
House  what  I  can  do.  The  leadership  in  the  House  is  all  right, 
but  not  the  thinking  of  some  of  the  members.  If  I  find  that 
there  is  not  a  quorum,  then  I  will  move  to  adjourn.  This  would 
kill  the  capital  budget.  Mr.  President,  can  I  ask  a  parliamentary 
question  while  still  holding  the  floor.  If  I  ask  for  a  Recess,  then 
we  come  back  to  order,  will  I  still  have  the  floor?" 
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The  Chair  replied  in  the  affirmative. 

Senator  Battles:  "Can  we  recess  until  5:30  p.m.?" 

The  Chair:  "Yes,  without  objection." 

Senator  Howard:  "I  object." 

Senator  Monahan  announced:  "They  have  taken  action 
on  the  veterans'  bill  —  now  they  are  acting  on  the  Smith  ques- 
tion. They  have  taken  up  the  first  section  and  are  working  on 
the  2nd  section." 

Senator  DeLude  announced:  "The  House  has  divided  the 
question  and  has  passed  the  first  section  relative  to  veterans." 

(Senator  Battles  continued  to  read  from  the  Journal,  hold- 
ing the  floor.) 

Senator  Battles:  "I  believe  that  as  a  Senator  from  the  22nd 
District,  I  do  not  intend  to  be  told  by  the  House  —  I  never 
have  in  the  past  and  do  not  intend  to  in  the  future.  When  they 
come  in  here  and  tell  us  that  they  will  take  care  of  our  bills 
after  we  have  passed  the  capital  budget  and  do  not,  I  do  not 
intend  to  stand  for  it  in  any  way." 

"I  was  elected  to  come  to  this  Senate  and  act  as  an  individ- 
ual Senator  and  I  do  not  intend  to  take  any  pressure  at  all  from 
the  House  of  Representatives." 

Senator  Battles  continues  to  read. 

Senator  Whalen  stated  that  the  House  has  killed  the  Smith 
bill. 

Senator  Battles  yielded  the  floor  to  Senator  DeLude  — 
reading  from  Journal. 

Senator  Battles:  'Tor  the  information  of  the  Senate,  the 
House  is  working  on  the  last  section  of  the  bill.  They  have 
passed  sections  1,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7,  8  and  9,  but  as  a  Senator  from 
the  22nd  District,  I  do  not  yield  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives." 

Senator  Battles  yielded  the  floor  to  Senator  Hartman: 
'Tor  the  record,  in  the  last  two  weeks,  I  have  been  reading  in 
the  House  Journal  the  actions  of  the  Education,  Judiciary  and 
Appropriations  Committee.  I  feel  that  we  passed  legislation 
in  this  Senate  which  was  good  legislation,  for  the  good  of  this 
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state.  They  shot  us  down  just  as  if  they  were  at  war  with  us.  I 
had  very  few  bills  in  this  session  and  those  meant  a  lot  to  me; 
one  for  a  recreational  director  at  $12,000.  The  House  appro- 
priations committee  just  turned  up  their  noses  and  threw  it 
out.  I  feel  that  we  have  a  fine  group  of  people  here  in  this 
Senate  and  they  are  trying  to  do  as  much  for  this  state  as  pos- 
sible; and  they  are  not  people  just  to  shoot  a  hole  through.  In 
the  past  two  weeks,  the  House  appropriation  committee  has 
pre-judged  all  legislation.  They  pass  what  they  wish  regardless 
of  the  merit," 

Senator  Battles  continued  to  read  from  the  Journal. 

Senator  Battles:  "I  see  some  members  of  the  House  of  Rep- 
resentatives. I  see  them  coming  in  here  with  smiles  on  their 
faces  and  I  am  sure  that  they  have  concluded  the  last  of  the 
legislation  ..." 

Senator  Battles  yielded  the  floor  to  Senator  DeLude:  "I 
do  not  know  what  remarks  will  be  made  about  this  small 
filibuster,  but  I  would  state  that  there  is  such  a  thing  as  Sena- 
torial courtesy.  Senator  Drake  has  a  matter  of  more  serious 
concern  to  the  northern  part  of  this  state.  If  I  have  been  able  to 
help  in  any  small  matter,  to  see  that  the  north  country  does 
get  the  chance  to  expand. ..." 

Senator  Battles:  "I  yield  to  Senator  Drake." 

Senator  Drake:  "HB  633  is  now  in  debate  on  the  floor. 
There  are  two  more  speakers  to  be  heard  on  this  bill.  The 
first  part  was  divided  and  passed.  The  second  part,  relative  to 
the  state  police  was  killed  in  the  House  and  the  vote  is  about 
to  be  taken  on  Access  road." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  will  suspend  at  the 
present  time.  I  believe  the  motion  is  in  order  to  adopt  the 
report  of  the  Committee  of  Conference.  I  will  yield  the  floor 
for  the  purpose  of  acting  on  the  capital  budget." 

On  motion  of  Senator  Battles,  seconded  by  Senator  De- 
Lude, the  Senate  voted  to  take  the  capital  budget  from  the 
table. 

On  a  viva  voce  vote,  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  Con- 
ference was  adopted. 
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Senator  Lamontagne:  "I  have  been  informed  that  the 
Committee  of  Conference  on  HB  581,  relative  to  Workmen's 
Compensation  is  being  typed  and  should  be  ready  shortly." 

Senator  Drake:  "The  vote  in  the  House  was  yea." 

The  President:  "It  is  not  the  judgment  that  this  Senate 
remain  in  session  to  receive  HB  581.  If  this  is  the  only  remain- 
ing bill,  it  may  still  come  in  on  Monday  and  still  provide  time 
to  have  the  bill  engrossed.

194:2,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  following  sentence,  in 
connection  with  the  maximum  amounts  payable  for  silicosis 
and  other  pulmonary  dust  diseases,  compensation  shall  be  pay- 
able from  the  date  of  total  disability  and  not  from  the  date  of 
injury  as  herein  defined  in  such  cases,  so  that  said  paragraph  as 
amended  shall  read  as  follows: 

III.  Personal  injury,  or  injury  as  used  in  and  covered  by 
this  chapter  shall  mean  accidental  injury  or  death  arising  out 
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of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  and  the  following 
diseases  or  death  therefrom  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of 
employment:  Anthrax,  lead  poisoning  or  its  sequelas,  dermati- 
tis venenata,  diseases  due  to  the  inhalation  of  poisonous  gases  or 
fumes  or  their  sequelae,  disability  due  to  radioactive  properties 
or  substances  or  exposure  to  ionizing  radiation,  and  silicosis 
and  other  pulmonary  dust  diseases  subject  to  the  provisions 
hereinafter  set  forth.  For  the  purpose  of  determining  the  date  of 
injury  for  an  occupational  disease  the  first  date  of  treatment  by 
a  licensed  physician  shall  be  taken  as  the  date  of  injury,  except 
as  hereinafter  specifically  provided.  It  shall  not  include  other 
diseases  or  death  therefrom  unless  they  are  the  direct  result  of  an 
accidental  injury  arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  employment, 
nor  shall  it  include  a  disease  which  existed  at  commencement  of 
the  employment,  nor  a  disease  the  last  injurious  exposure  to 
the  hazards  of  which  occurred  prior  to  the  effective  date  of  this 
chapter.  When  silicosis  and  other  pulmonary  dust  diseases  or 
death  therefrom  occur  within  the  above  defnition  of  "personal 
injury"  or  "injury",  compensation  shall  be  payable  under  the 
provisions   of   this   chapter,    provided,   however,    that    (1)    no 
compensation  shall  be  payable  for  partial  disability;   (2)   in  the 
event  of  temporary  or  permanent  total  disability  or  death,  not- 
withstanding any  other  provisions  of  this  chapter,  total  com- 
pensation  if  disability  or  death  occurred  during  July,    1947, 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred  dollars;   thereafter 
the  limit  for  total  disability  or  death  shall  increase  at  the  rate 
of  fifty  dollars  each  calendar  month  until  the  maximum  allowed 
for  other  injuries  under  this  chapter  is  reached;    (3)    the  total 
amount  of  benefit  in  case  of  death  shall  not  exceed  the  balance 
remaining  between   the  amounts  paid  for  disability  and  the 
total  compensation  payable  under  this  chapter.  In  connection 
with   the  maximum  amounts  payable  for  silicosis  and  other 
pulmonary  dust  diseases,  compensation  shall  be  payable  from 
the  date  of  total  disability  and  not  from  the  date  of  injury  as 
herein  defined  in  such  cases. 

2  Other  Employers.  Amend  RSA  281:3  (supp)  as  amended 
by  1961,  194:3,  by  striking  out  saidi  section  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  following:  281:3  Elections  by  Employers  not 
Subject  to  Law.  Any  employer  not  otherwise  subject  to  the 
provisions  of  this  chapter  may  accept  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter  by  filing  an  election  with  the  labor  commissioner.

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employer  shall  thereafter  be  liable  to  all  of  his  employees  in  the 
same  manner  as  other  employers.

physical  defect.  No  waiver  shall  become  effective  unless  the 
defect  in  question  shall  be  plainly  described  therein,  and  ac- 
companied by  a  statement  of  the  defect  from  a  licensed  physi- 
cian, nor  unless  the  labor  commissioner  finds  that  the  person 
who  signed  such  waiver  fully  understood  the  meaning  thereof 
and,  if  such  person  shall  be  a  minor,  that  the  parents  or  a 
guardian  of  such  minor  shall  have  approved  the  same  in  writ- 
ing, nor  until  application  of  such  waiver  shall  have  been  sent 
to  the  labor  commissioner.  Any  person  already  employed  who 
shall  suffer  a  physical  defect  which  would  impose  upon  his 
employer  a  similar  further  or  unusual  hazard  may  make  ap- 
plication for  a  waiver  as  above  described.  Such  waiver  shall  be 
effective  on  a  temporary  basis  for  not  over  sixty  days,  not  in- 
cluding Sundays,  from  date  it  is  sent  to  the  labor  commissioner 
pending  his  action  thereon.  The  labor  commissioner  shall,  in 
writing,  approve  such  waiver  and  furnish  each  of  the  parties 
thereto  with  a  copy  thereof.  In  event  the  waiver  is  refused  by 
the  labor  commissioner,  the  temporary  waiver  shall  cease  with- 
in seven  days  from  the  date  of  such  denial.  Application  for 
cancellation  of  such  waiver  may  be  made  by  either  party  to  the 
labor  commissioner  who  may  cancel  same  upon  receipt  of  a 
statement  by  a  licensed  physician  that  such  physical  defect  no 
longer  exists,  or  with  the  consent  of  both  parties.  No  such 
waiver  shall  be  a  bar  to  a  claim  by  the  person  signing  the  same, 
or  his  dependents,  for  a  compensation  for  any  injury  arising 
out  of  and  in  the  course  of  his  employment,  or  death  resulting 
therefrom,  which  injury  shall  not  be  found  attributable  in  a 
material  degree  to  the  particular  condition  described  therein. 
The  rights  and  liabilities  of  the  parties  to  such  -^vaiver  to  in- 
juries arising  out  of  and  in  the  course  of  the  employment  and 
within  the  terms  of  such  waiver  shall  be  such  as  are  provided  by 
the  law  in  the  case  of  an  employer  not  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  this  chapter,  who  shall  not  have  accepted  the  provisions  of 
this  chapter.  The  term  "physical  defect"  as  used  in  this  section 
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shall  not  be  construed  to  include  an  occupational  disease,  sus- 
ceptibility thereto  or  a  recurrence  thereof. 

6  Waiver  by  Governor  and  Council.  Amend  281:14  (supp) 
as  amended  by  1957,  187:6,  1959,  187:5  and  1961,  194:8,  by  in- 
serting after  paragraph  IV  the  following  new  paragraph:  V. 
Whenever  the  lien  created  by  the  foregoing  paragraphs  is  in 
the  state  of  New  Hampshire  by  virtue  of  benefits  paid  to  or  on 
behalf  of  a  state  employee,  the  governor  and  council,  upon 
petition  by  the  injured  employee,  may,  in  its  discretion,  waive 
all  or  part  of  said  lien. 

7  Medical  and  Hospital  Benefits.  Amend  RSA  281:21 
(supp)  as  amended  by  1961,  194:9,  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  281:21  Medical, 
Hospital  Care,  etc.  During  the  first  six  months  after  an  injury 
to  an  employee,  an  employer  subject  to  this  chapter,  shall  fur- 
nish to  an  injured  employee,  or  cause  to  be  furnished,  free  of 
charge,  reasonable  medical  and  hospital  services,  or  other 
remedial  care  when  needed,  unless  the  injured  employee  shall 
decline  or  refuse  to  allow  them  to  be  furnished,  and  the  in- 
jured employee,  if  he  so  chooses  shall  have  the  right  of  selection 
of  a  duly  qualified  physician  or  other  remedial  care  tipon  due 
notice  to  the  employer.  Such  six-month  period  may  be  ex- 
tended from  time  to  time  at  the  discretion  of  the  labor  commis- 
sioner upon  written  request  of  the  injured  employee  to  the 
labor  commissioner  and  after  the  employer  has  been  given  an 
opportunity  to  file  objections  thereto  and  to  be  heard  thereon. 
In  the  event  of  the  loss  of  an  eye,  limb,  or  other  member,  or  the 
loss  of  hearing  by  reason  of  said  injury,  an  employer,  in  addition 
to  the  foregoing  care,  shall  upon  request,  furnish,  free  of  charge, 
an  appropriate  artificial  appliance  to  replace  such  loss.  Such 
aid  shall  not  be  considered  under  the  provisions  of  section 
22  to  26.  AVhenever  an  injured  employee  shall  receive  medical 
or  hospital  benefits,  or  other  remedial  care,  after  expiration  of 
the  first  six  months  after  an  injury,  or  subsequent  to  expira- 
tion of  extension  thereof  by  the  labor  commissioner,  and,  due 
to  accident,  misfortune,  or  mistake,  fails  to  file  a  request  for 
an  extension  prior  to  receiving  such  medical  or  hospital,  or 
other  remedial  care,  the  labor  commissioner,  followins:  notice 
to  the  emplover  giving  opportimity  to  be  heard,  may  grant  an 
extension  retroactively. 

8  Determination  of  Value.   Amend  RSA  281  by  inserting 
after  section  21  (supp)  as  amended  by  1961,  194:9,  the  follow- 
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in2[  new  section:  281 :21-a  Reasonable  Value  of  Services.  When- 
ever  medical  and  hospital  services,  or  other  remedial  care,  are 
rendered  to  an  injured  employee  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  and  a  dispute  arises  between  the  employer  and  the 
person,  firm  or  corporation  rendering  such  services  or  care  as 
to  the  reasonable  value  thereof,  the  labor  commissioner  shall 
consult  with  not  less  than  three  members  of  the  same  profession 
as  the  creditor  concerned  in  the  subject  dispute  and  thereafter 
determine  the  reasonable  value  for  such  services  or  care.  Each 
of  the  following  organizations  shall  be  entitled  to  submit  to  the 
labor  commissioner  the  names  of  ten  members  of  their  organ- 
ization who  shall  comprise  a  panel  from  which  the  commis- 
sioner shall  choose  individuals  with  whom  to  consult:  (a)  New 
Hampshire  Medical  Society,  (b)  New  Hampshire  Osteopathic 
Society,  (c)  New  Hampshire  Dental  Society.  Nothing  herein 
contained  shall  be  construed  as  a  bar  to  the  commissioner,  for 
purposes  of  complying  with  this  section,  consulting  with  any 
other  professional  individuals,  provided  that  said  individuals 
shall  be  engaged  in  the  private  practice  of  their  profession  and 
not  in  the  employ  of  the  employer  of  the  patient  or  any  party 
or  agent  acting  on  behalf  of  the  employer,  and  no  individual 
who  is  not  engaged  full  time  in  the  private  practice  of  his  pro- 
fession shall  be  eligible  for  membership  on  any  of  the  panels 
aforesaid.  The  labor  commissioner  shall  have  exclusive  juris- 
diction in  resolving  the  dispute  and  he  shall  make  his  findings 
as  to  the  reasonable  value  of  such  services  and/or  care  rendered 
and  such  findings  shall  be  binding  upon  the  interested  parties.

thereof  the  following:  281:22  Compensation  for  Death:  If  death 
results  from  the  injury,  the  employer  shall,  subject  to  the  limi- 
tations hereinafter  provided,  pay  to,  or  for  the  dependents  of 
the  deceased  employee,  as  defined  in  section  2,  weekly  com- 
pensation equal  to  sixty-six  and  tw^o-thirds  per  cent  of  the 
deceased  employee's  average  weekly  wages,  but  not  less  than 
twenty  nor  more  than  forty-five  dollars  per  week  unless  the 
injured  employee's  average  weekly  wages  as  defined  herein  are 
less  than  twenty  dollars  per  week,  in  which  case  the  compensa- 
tion shall  be  the  full  amount  of  said  average  weekly  wages;  pro- 
vided that  the  total  amount  payable  on  account  of  a  single  death 
shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  fifteen  thousand  dollars.  Such  bene- 
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fits  shall  be  payable  for  a  maximum  of  three  hundred  and  forty- 
one  weeks  except  where  the  maximum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars  is  reached  prior  to  the  expiration  of  said  maximum 
period.  Any  weekly  payments  made  under  sections  23,  25  or  26 
shall  be  deducted  from  said  maximum  of  fifteen  thousand 
dollars. 

I.  In  all  cases  where  compensation  is  payable  to  a  widow 
or  widower  for  the  benefit  of  herself  or  himself  and  dependent 
child  or  children,  the  labor  commissioner  shall  have  power  to 
determine  in  his  discretion  what  portion  of  the  compensation 
shall  be  applied  for  the  benefit  of  any  such  child  or  children 
and  may  order  the  same  paid  to  a  guardian. 

II.  In  the  case  of  remarriage  of  a  widow  without  depend- 
ent children  compensation  payments  shall  cease.

bore  to  the  total  support  of  the  dependents. 

VI.  Compensation  for  a  dependent  child  shall  cease  when 
a  child  becomes  twenty-one  years  of  age,  unless  the  child  is 
physically  or  mentally  incapacitated,  or  earlier  if  the  child  is 
determined  by  the  labor  commissioner  to  be  self-supporting, 
or  upon  the  marriage  or  legal  adoption  of  such  child. 

10  Total  Disability  Benefits.  Amend  RSA  281:23  (supp) 
as  amended  by  1955,  98:5,  1957,  187:11,  1959,  187:13,  and 
1961,  194:11,  by  striking  out  said  section  and  inserting  in  place 
thereof   the   following:    281:23   Compensation   for  Total   Dis- 
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ability.  Where  the  injury  causes  total  disability  for  work  at  any 
gainful  occupation  the  employer,  during  such  total  disability, 
but  not  including  the  first  seven  days  thereof,  unless  such  dis- 
ability continues  for  seven  days  or  longer,  shall  pay  the  injured 
employee  a  weekly  compensation  equal  to  sixty-six  and  two- 
thirds  per  cent  of  the  employee's  average  weekly  wages,  but  not 
less  than  fifteen  dollars  nor  more  than  forty-five  dollars  per 
week,  unless  the  injured  employee's  average  weekly  wage  as 
defined  herein  are  less  than  fifteen  dollars  per  week,  in  which 
case  the  compensation  shall  be  the  full  amount  of  said  average 
weekly  wages.  Whenever  total  disability  has  continued  for  a 
period  of  six  successive  years  and  still  continues,  further  pay- 
ments of  compensation  during  continued  total  disability  shall 
be  made  only  upon  order  of  the  labor  commissioner.  The  in- 
jured employee  shall  apply  to  the  labor  commissioner  for  fur- 
ther weekly  benefits  during  such  continued  total  disability. 
The  employer  shall  be  given  prompt  notice  of  such  request,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  a  hearing  if  he  so  requests  within  ten  days 
following  receipt  of  such  notice.  Unless  the  employer  agrees  to 
such  request  within  ten  days  after  receipt  of  said  notice,  no 
such  request  shall  be  granted  until  the  injured  employee  shall 
have  been  examined  by  three  duly  licensed  physicians,  one 
nominated  by  the  employee,  one  by  the  employer,  and  one  by 
the  labor  commissioner.  The  labor  commissioner's  decision 
shall  be  based  upon  the  written  reports  of  such  physicians,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  review  in  the  same  manner  as  other  decisions 
of  the  labor  commissioner  under  this  chapter.  If  additional 
benefits  are  awarded,  they  shall  not  be  awarded  for  a  period 
in  excess  of  one  year,  and  payments  shall  cease  if  total  disability 
ends  during  the  extension  gi'anted.

Permanent  Partial  Disability.  In  case  of  disability  partial  in 
character   but   permanent   in   quality,   compensation   shall   be 
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computed  and  payable  as  follows:  (1)  During  the  actual  healing 
periods  hereinafter  mentioned,  compensation  equal  to  sixty- 
six  and  two-thirds  per  cent  of  the  employee's  average  weekly 
wages,  but  inot  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  forty-five 
dollars  per  week,  unless  the  injured  employee's  average  weekly 
wages  as  defined  herein  are  less  than  twenty  dollars  per  week 
(in  which  case  the  compensation  shall  be  the  full  amount  of 
said  average  weekly  wages)  shall  be  payable;  (2)  for  the  specific 
injuries  hereinafter  mentioned,  compensation  equal  to  sixty-six 
and  two-thirds  per  cent  of  the  employee's  average  weekly  wages, 
but  not  less  than  twenty  dollars  nor  more  than  forty-three  dol- 
lars and  fifty  cents  per  week,  unless  the  injured  employee's  av- 
erage weekly  wages  as  defined  herein  are  less  than  twenty  dollars 
per  week  (in  which  case  the  compensation  shall  be  the  full 
amount  of  said  average  weekly  wages)  shall  be  payable. 

I.  Total  and  permanent  loss  of  sight  in  both  eyes,  compen- 
sation for  three  hundred  and  forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  heal- 
ing period,  if  any. 

II.  Loss  of  both  feet  at  or  above  the  ankles,  compensation 
for  three  hundred  and  forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing 
period. 

III.  Loss  of  both  hands  at  or  above  both  wrists,  compensa- 
tion for  three  hundred  and  forty-one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing 
period. 

IV.  Loss  of  one  hand  at  or  above  the  wrist  and  one  foot  at 
or  above  the  ankle,  compensation  for  three  hundred  and  forty- 
one  weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

V.  Arm  lost,  compensation  for  two  hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

VI.  Hand  lost,  compensation  for  one  hundred  seventy-five 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

VII.  Thumb  lost,  compensation  for  fifty  weeks,  plus  actual 
healing  period. 

VIII.  Index  finger  lost,  compensation  for  thirty-one  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 

IX.  Middle  finger  lost,  compensation  for  twenty-six  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 
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X.  Ring  finger  lost,  compensation  for  inineteen  weeks,  plus 
actual  healing  period. 

XI.  Little   finger   lost,   compensation   for  thirteen  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 

XII.  Leg   lost,   compensation   for   two   hundred  fourteen 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

XIII.  Foot  lost,  compensation  for  one  hundred  fifty-one 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

XIV.  Great  toe  lost,  compensation  for  twenty-six  weeks, 
plus  actual  healing  period. 

XV.  Toe  other  than  great  toe  lost,  compensation  for  ten 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period. 

XVI.  Eye  lost,  compensation  for  one  hundred  twenty-six 
weeks,  plus  actual  healing  period, 

XVII.  Loss  of  hearing  in  one  ear,  compensation  for  fifty- 
two  weeks. 

XVIII.  Loss  of  hearing  in  both  ears,  compensation  for  two 
hundred  fourteen  weeks. 

XIX.  Compensation  for  the  loss  of  more  than  one  phalange 
of  a  digit  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  an  entire  digit. 
Compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  first  phalange  shall  be  one-half 
of  the  compensation  for  the  loss  of  the  entire  digit. 

XX.  Compensation  for  an  arm  or  leg  if  amputated  at  or 
above  the  elbow  or  at  or  above  the  knee,  shall  be  the  same  as 
for  the  loss  of  the  arm  or  leg,  but  if  amputated  between  the 
elbow  and  the  wrist,  or  the  knee  and  the  ankle,  shall  be  the 
same  as  for  the  loss  of  the  hand  or  foot. 

XXI.  Compensation  for  loss  of  eighty  per  cent  or  more  of 
the  vision  of  an  eye  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  an  eye. 

XXII.  Compensation  for  loss  of  two  or  more  digits  or  one 
or  more  phalanges  of  two  or  more  digits  of  a  hand  or  foot,  may 
be  proportioned  to  the  loss  of  use  of  the  hand  or  foot  occasioned 
thereby,  but  shall  not  exceed  the  compensation  for  loss  of  hand 
or  foot. 

XXIII.  Compensation  for  permanent  total  loss  of  use  of  a 
member  shall  be  the  same  as  for  the  loss  of  the  member;  pro- 
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vided,  however,  that  if  amputation  or  surgery  subsequently  be- 
comes necessary  with  respect  to  such  member  either  because  of 
the  original  injury  or  because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said  em- 
ployee shall  be  entitled  to  an  additional  actual  healing  period, 
but  said  employee  shall  not  be  entitled  to  additional  compensa- 
tion for  loss  of  said  member. 

XXIV.  In  the  case  of  permanent  partial  loss  of  use  of  any 
member  specified  in  the  preceding  paragraphs  due  to  actual  in- 
jury to  such  member,  either  at  the  time  of  the  accident  or  in  the 
course  of  treatment,  compensation  shall  be  determined  on  a  pro 
rata  basis  by  applying  the  percentage  of  actual  disability  of  such 
injured  member  against  the  awards  specified  herein  for  total 
loss  or  loss  of  use  of  the  same  member;  provided,  however,  that 
if  amputation  or  surgery  subsequently  become  necessary  with 
respect  to  such  member  either  because  of  the  original  injury  or 
because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said  employee  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  actual  healing  period,  and  provided  further 
that  said  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  compensation 
in  an  amount  not  exceeding  the  difference  between  the  amount 
provided  for  loss  of  said  member  and  the  amount  previously 
awarded  under  this  paragraph. 

XX\\  Compensation  for  loss  of  less  than  one  phalange  of  a 
digit  shall  be  not  less  than  one-quarter  of  the  compensation  for 
the  entire  digit. 
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XXVI.  In  the  event  that  an  employee  has  been  awarded 
compensation  for  loss  of  a  member  under  this  section  and  in 
the  event  that  amputation  or  surgery  becomes  necessary,  with 
respect  to  another  member  of  which  the  original  member  was 
or  is  a  component  part,  either  because  of  the  original  injury  or 
because  of  a  subsequent  accident  said  employee  shall  be  entitled 
to  an  additional  actual  healing  period;  provided,  however,  that 
said  employee  shall  be  entitled  to  additional  compensation  in 
an  amount  not  exceeding  the  difference  between  the  amount 
originally  awarded  and  the  amount  provided  for  loss  of  the 
member  with  respect  to  which  amputation  or  surgery  subse- 
quently becomes  mecessary. 

13  Single  Payments.  Amend  RSA  281:26-a  (supp)  as  in- 
serted by  1959,  187:6,  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the  follow- 
ing paragraph:  IV.  When  compensation  is  payable  under  the 
provisions  of  section  26  and  the  agreement  provides  for  an 
award  not  in  excess  of  twenty  weeks'  compensation,  such  com- 
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pensation  may  be  paid  in  one  sum  upon  approval  by  the  labor 
commissioner  following  completion  of  forms  provided  for  the 
purpose.  Such  a  payment  shall  not  be  considered  to  be  a  lump 
sum  settlement,  and  neither  shall  it  bar  an  employee  from  in- 
voking the  provisions  of  section  40  of  this  chapter.

In  no  case,  except  as  provided  in 
sections  23,  26,  29  and  30-a,  shall  the  weekly  compensation  pay- 
able under  this  chapter  exceed  sixty-six  and  two-thirds  per  cent 
of  the  average  weekly  wages,  or  exceed  forty-five  dollars  per 
week  in  amount,  nor  shall  any  payments,  including  medical, 
hospital  services,  and  other  remedial  care  under  section  21,  ex- 
tend over  a  period  of  more  than  three  hundred  and  forty-one 
weeks  from  the  date  of  injury. 

Amend  RSA  281:30-a 
(supp)  as  inserted  by  1961,  194:14,  by  striking  out  said  section 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  281:30-a  Addi- 
tional Medical,  Hospital,  or  Other  Remedial  Care  in  Unusual 
Cases.  With  respect  to  accidents,  occurring  after  July  1,  1961, 
whenever  an  employee  has  received  medical,  hospital,  or  other 
remedial  care  during  the  last  six  months  of  any  period  during 
which  compensation  is  payable  under  the  provisions  of  this 
chapter,  pursuant  to  a  six  months'  extension  granted  by  the 
labor  commissioner,  as  herein  provided,  the  labor  commissioner 
may  grant  an  extension  of  such  medical  and  hospital  benefits, 
or  other  remedial  care,  upon  application  duly  made  therefor,  to 
such  extent  and  for  such  additional  period  as  he  may  determine, 
not  exceeding  one  year,  except  as  otherwise  provided.  The  em- 
ployer shall  be  given  prompt  notice  of  such  request,  and,  unless 
the  employer  agrees  to  such  request  within  ten  days,  no  such 
request  shall  be  granted  until  the  injured  employee  shall  have 
been  examined  by  three  duly  licensed  physicians,  one  nomin- 
ated by  the  employee,  one  by  the  employer,  and  one  by  the 
labor  commissioner.  The  labor  commissioner's  decision  shall 
be  based  upon  the  written  reports  of  such  physicians,  and  shall 
be  subject  to  review  in  the  same  manner  as  other  decisions  of 
the  labor  commissioner  under  this  act.  If,  at  the  end  of  one 
year,  amy  such  benefits  are  still  being  received  pursuant  to  an 
extension  granted  hereunder,  the  injured  employee  must  file 
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an  additional  request,  and  the  same  procedure  shall  apply,  and 
may  be  repeated  annually  in  the  same  manner. 

16  Second  Injury  Fund.  Such  parts  of  RSA  281:48  as  pro- 
vide for  payments  into  the  second  injury  fund  are  hereby  sus- 
pended for  the  period  of  July  1,  1963  to  July  1,  1965. 

17  Salary.  Amend  RSA  94:1  (supp)  as  amended  by  1955,

The  President  recognized  Senator  Mitchell:  "Mr.  Presi- 
dent, it  was  my  privilege  to  be  in  the  House  and  hear  a  very 
eloquent  swan  song.  I  wish  to  express  thanks  for  the  coopera- 
tion that  I  have  received  here.  It  has  been  an  honor  for  me 
to  have  served  with  this  distinguished  body.  We  have  had  a 
few  exceptions,  but  other  than  that,  all  have  agreed  to  do  what 
they  said  they  would.  I  did  not  get  all  that  I  wanted  to  get,  and 
I  didn't  expect  to,  I  also  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  the  at- 
taches. They  have  all  been  very  kind  and  cooperative.  If  any 
of  you  are  up  in  my  area,  the  latchstring  is  always  out  so  come 
in  and  say  hello." 
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The  President  recognized  Senator  Green  who  inquired 
under  personal  privilege:  "What  about  HB  633,  relating  to  the 
veterans  service  exemption  and  access  road?" 

The  President:  "When  this  bill  was  before  the  Senate,  an 
amendment  was  offered.  The  Chairman  had  to  rule  that  it  was 
one  amendment  even  though  there  were  several  sections  to  it. 
It  was  very  obvious  that  the  committee  intended  to  consider  it 
as  one  amendment.  The  Senate  apparently  wanted  it  that  way. 
Having  ruled  that  this  was  one  amendment  and  having  sent  the 
bill  to  the  House  where  the  matter  was  divided,  the  Counsel 
has  indicated  that  by  dividing  the  matter  in  the  House  and 
concurring  with  part  of  the  amendment,  the  House  apparently 
concurred  with  what  they  wanted  to  and  did  not  send  the  bill 
back  here  with  any  message.  It  is  the  Counsel's  interpretation 
that  HB  633  passed  as  amended  by  the  Senate,  and  passed  by 
the  House  with  the  exception  of  the  one  section." 

Senator  Green:  "The  message  says  that  they  have  not 
adopted  section  2.  What  happens?" 

The  Chair:  "This  matter  came  up  on  Saturday  and  we 
discussed  it.  When  the  Chair  in  the  Senate  refused  to  divide  the 
question,  it  was  done  because  it  was  the  judgment  of  the  Chair 
that  the  Committee  presenting  the  amendment  wanted  one 
amendment.  It  could  have  been  divided  by  a  ruling  of  the 
Chair,  but  it  was  the  feeling  of  the  Chair  that  a  thing  of  this 
kind  means  an  amendment.  At  that  time,  we  ruled  that  the 
question  would  not  be  divided  in  the  Senate.  The  Counsel's 
judgment  is  that  the  Attorney  General  can  rule  that  this  passed 
with  the  exception  of  section  2,  or  he  can  rule  that  the  bill  is 
to  the  effect  that  the  House  refuses  to  concur." 

Senator  Green:  "I  know  that  section  1,  the  veterans  exemp- 
tion, is  the  wish  of  the  Senate.  Personally,  I  think  it  is  a  hodge 
podge.  I  move  that  we  reconsider  our  vote  whereby  we  passed 
section  2." 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  don't  remember  whether 
we  reconsidered  this  bill  or  not.  I  think  it  would  be  a  good  idea 
to  get  a  ruling  from  the  Attorney  General.  I  do  not  wish  to  act 
against  Senator  Drake's  amendment." 

Senator  Green:  "Let's  make  sure  that  the  ruling  from  the 
Attorney  General  is  going  to  stand  after  adjournment." 
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Senator  Battles:  "I  read  the  report  given  by  the  committee 
and  the  RSA  that  was  affected  in  the  reading  of  the  amendment. 
Now,  I  do  know  some  members  of  this  Senate  did  not  know 
what  the  RSA  was  about." 

Senator  Holmes:  "Mr.  President,  my  position  —  I  asked 
for  a  Division.  It  was  my  opinion  that  it  could  and  should  be 
divided.  TThe  Chair  ruled  that  it  could  not  be  done.  I  still  think 
it  could  have  been  divided  and  I  think  it  should  have  been 
divided.  I  wish  to  state  my  stand  further:  I  was  opposed  to  the 
veterans  exemption  amendment,  not  because  of  the  veterans, 
but  because  I  have  a  basic  disagreement  with  the  tax  commis- 
sion. I  did  not  want  to  oppose  Senator  Drake's  amendment.  I 
believe  that  we  really  should  divide  a  question  in  cases  like 
this." 

Senator  Whalen:  "I  am  in  support  of  the  motion  of  Sena- 
tor Green  and  I  urge  that  we  reconsider  our  vote  whereby  we 
passed  section  2  of  the  3  amendments  in  the  bill." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  a  very  definite 
recollection  of  the  clarity  in  which  the  President  stated  that 
the  question  would  not  be  divided.  Nobody  said  anything  and 
apparently  thev  hoped  that  it  would  go  through  that  way.  It  was 
all  right  then,  but  not  that  it  has  not  worked,  we  are  going  to 
try  another  way.  I  think  it  should  stand  as  it  is." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Green:  "I  move  motion  for  reconsideration  be 
laid  on  the  table  temporarily." 

Seconded  by  Senator  Monahan. 

The  President:  "I  think  the  motion  of  Senator  Green  is  in 
order." 

Voted  to  lay  on  table. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Whalen,  seconded  by  Senator  Mon- 
ahan, the  Senate  moved  to  take  the  above  motion  from  the 
table. 

Senator  Battles:  "Mr.  President,  I  have  talked  with  Senator 
Drake  and  this  is  his  amendment  and  something  that  he  is  in- 
terested in.  I  do  not  wish  to  vote  on  this  matter  until  I  know 
exactly  what  we  are  voting  on.  I  move  that  this  matter  be  put 
'back  on  the  table." 
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Seconded  by  Senator  Drake,  and  so  voted.

Further  amend  said  bill  by  striking  out  in  section  5  the 
eighth  to  the  twenty-sixth  lines,  and  inserting  in  place  thereof 
the  following: 

6  Repeal.  RSA  502:20,  21,  33-44,  49,  50  and  51  (supp)  as 
inserted  by  1957,  244,  are  hereby  repealed. 
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7  Criminal  Cases.  Amend  RSA  502:18  by  striking  out 
the  same  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following:  502:18 
Criminal  Cases,  Municipal  Courts.  Municipal  courts  shall  have 
the  powers  of  the  justice  of  the  peace  and  quorum  throughout 
the  state,  and  shall  have  original  jurisdiction,  subject  to  appeal, 
of  all  crimes  and  offenses  committed  within  the  confines  of  the 
town  wherein  such  courts  are  located,  which  are  punishable  by 
a  fine  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  or  imprisonment  not 
exceeding  one  year,  or  both. 

8  Municipal  Courts.  In  any  town  which  continues  to  be 
served  by  its  municipal  courts  permitted  under  RSA  502-A:35, 
the  provisions  of  RSA  502  and  any  other  provisions  of  the  Re- 
vised Statutes  Annotated  pertaining  to  the  jurisdiction,  powers, 
and  duties  conferred  upon  municipal  courts  shall  continue  in 
force  except  as  otherwise  provided  in  sections  6  and  7.

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Senate  Resolution 

Senator  Whalen  offered  the  following  Senate  Resolution 
and  spoke  in  support  of  its  adoption: 

Be  it  Resolved  by  the  Senate: 

That  the  Senate  hereby  instructs  the  President  and  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Senate  to  authorize 
and  cause  payment  to  be  made,  under  the  authority  granted  to 
them  by  section  12  of  HB  545,  of  the  sums  of  money  that  SJR  1 
appropriated  to  be  paid  to  Senators  Battles,  Bergeron,  Green 
and  Humphreys. 

Senator  Whalen:  "Mr.  President,  I  was  not  a  member  of 
the  Senate  when  this  trip  was  taken,  but  I  do  think  it  is  a  Senate 
matter  and  should  be  settled  by  the  Senate.  Regardless  of  how 
you  feel  about  the  trip  and  whether  the  money  should  be  paid, 
it  is  a  Senate  matter.  I  think  the  Senate  has  made  its  position 
clear  and  I  am  speaking  in  favor  of  the  Resolution  and  I  cer- 
tainly would  wish  consideration  if  I  ^vas  in  this  same  circum- 
stance. We  have  passed  legislation  which  gives  the  President 
of  the  Senate  and  the  Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  the 
authority  and  this  can  be  done  under  those  provisions." 

Senator  Monahan:  "I  was  a  member  last  year  and  along 
with  other  Senators,  I  had  the  feeling  that  the  Senators  were 
making  this  trip  on  legislative  matters.  I  feel  that  the  Senate  has 
a  responsibility  to  make  this  reimbursement." 

Senator  Rainie:  "Mr.  President,  this  episode  last  year  got 
the  attention  of  the  entire  State.  It  was  brought  into  particular 
prominence  because  the  Comptroller  refused  to  consider  this 
bill.  When  I  came  to  the  Senate,  I  did  some  serious  investiga- 
tion on  this  matter.  At  no  time  was  any  authorization  ever 
given.  There  was  correspondence  with  the  then  Attorney  Gen- 
eral, Gardner  Turner,  on  this.  The  proper  authority  had  not 
been  obtained  for  the  trip.  I  had  all  the  information  —  I 
believe  I  have  destroyed  it  now  —  but  I  am  convinced  that  at 
no  time  was  authority  given  for  those  men  to  go  out  there.  There 
was  some  talk  with  the  Senators  and  the  Attorney  General,  but 
at  no  time  was  there  mention  made  of  three  or  four  people 
going  out  there.  This  has  been  turned  down  by  the  Comptroller. 
I  know  what  the  attitude  of  the  present  Attorney  General's 
office  is  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  State  of  New  Hampshire

owes  these  men  nothing.  They  just  went  out  there  without 
proper  authorization.  That  4  should  go  was  stretching  the 
thing  ahnost  beyond  belief.  The  payment  of  this  money  is  an 
injustice  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire.  When 
we  cry  about  the  schools,  education,  etc.,  you  are  forgetting  the 
money  that  we  are  throwing  away.  No  report  was  ever  made 
of  anything  out  there.  This  is  merely  a  subterfuge  to  bring 
about  the  payment  of  a  completely  unjust  bill." 

Senator  Battles:  "In  your  careful  investigation,  can  you 
tell  me  what  the  presiding  officials  have  done  in  the  past?" 

Senator  Rainie:  "This  started  in  1957  when  1  man,  the 
President  of  the  Senate,  went  out  there." 

(Discussion  ensued) 

Senator  Lamontagne  spoke  in  support  of  the  Resolution. 
Stated  that  he  believed  the  Resohition  was  fair. 

Senator  DeLude:  "Mr.  President,  the  fact  of  the  matter  is 
this  trip  that  we  are  discussing,  there  was  another  trip  made  by 
the  leaders  to  attend  a  Conference.  The  Legislative  Leaders 
Conference  is  a  relatively  new  group  which  gets  together  to 
consider  streamlining  in  the  legislative  bodies.  The  ones  who 
attended  the  prior  conferences  to  acquaint  themselves  with 
legislative  problems  had  the  right  to  have  their  bills  paid  and 
they  were  paid.  I  am  not  a  member  of  this  group,  but  because 
it  was  new,  we  had  not  made  any  statutory  provisions  for  this 
type  of  trip.  A  former  Attorney  General  had  said  that  this  type 
of  thing  was  legal  and  they  went.  Then,  another  Attorney  Gen- 
eral said  that  it  was  not  right  and  could  not  be  allowed.  The 
Attorney  General's  ruling  is  not  law.  Senators  before  had  made 
trips  of  this  type  of  meeting  and  had  been  paid." 

Senator  Karkavelas  moved  the  previous  question.  Seconded 
by  Senator  Whalen,  and  voted. 

Previous  question  being  on  adoption  of  the  Resolution 
offered  by  Senator  Whalen. 

On   this   question.   Senator   Rainie  requested  a   Division 

vote. 

Senator  Green  asked  to  be  excused  from  voting.  Also  Sen- 
ator Battles. 
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Fifteen  Senators  having  voted  in  the  affirmative,  and  one 
Senator  having  voted  in  the  negative,  the  affirmative  prevailed, 
and  the  Resolution  was  adopted.

Amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  all  after  the  enacting  clause 
and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

1  Qualifications.  Amend  RSA  72:28  (supp)  as  amended 
by  1955,  289:1,  1963,  49:1  and  1963,  118:1  by  striking  out  said 
section  and  inserting  in  place  thereof  the  following: 

72:28  Service  Exemption. 

I.  Every  resident  of  this  state  who  served  not  less  than 
ninety  days  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  United  States  in  any  of 
the  following  wars  or  armed  conflicts,  the  Spanish  War,  Phi- 
lippine Insurrection,  Boxer  Rebellion,  World  War  I,  World 
War  II,  or  Korean  Conflict,  as  hereinafter  defined  who  have 
been  discharged  or  separated  therefrom  under  conditions  other 
than  dishonorable  or  the  spouse  of  such  resident,  or  the  widow 
of  such  resident,  and  every  resident,  or  the  spouse  of  such  resi- 
dent, whose  services  were  terminated  for  a  service-connected  dis- 
ability, and  the  widow  of  any  resident  who  suffered  a  service- 
connected  death,  in  consideration  of  such  service,  shall  be 
exempt  each  year  from  taxation  upon  his  or  her  residential 
real  estate,  to  the  value  of  one  thousand  dollars,  as  hereinafter 
provided. 

II.  In  towns  in  which,  as  determined  by  the  tax  commis- 
sion, taxes  are  assessed  on  real  estate  upon  the  basis  of  one 
hundred  per  cent  of  full  and  true  value,  the  exemption  pro- 
vided in  this  section  shall  be  granted  to  an  eligible  person,  as 
described  in  paragraph  I  hereof,  provided  that  the  value  of  the 
residential  real  estate  of  such  person  in  such  town  as  assessed 
by  the  selectmen  does  not,  exclusive  of  bona  fide  encumbrances 
of  record  thereon,  exceed  the  sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars.  In 
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other  towns,  such  exemption  shall  be  granted  to  an  eligible 
person  provided  that  the  value  of  his  residential  real  estate  in 
such  town  as  assessed  by  the  selectmen,  exclusive  of  bona  fide 
encumbrances  of  record  thereon,  does  not  exceed  an  amount 
which  is  in  the  same  proportion  to  ten  thousand  dollars  as  the 
level  of  the  tax  assessments  upon  real  estate  in  said  town,  as 
determined  by  the  tax  commission,  bears  to  one  hundred  per 
cent  of  the  full  and  true  value  of  the  real  estate  in  said  town. 
No  exemption  shall  be  granted  a  resident  qualified  for  exemp- 
tion, excepting  those  with  a  service-connected  disability,  who 
is  delinquent  in  the  payment  of  any  taxes  due  the  state  of  New 
Hampshire  or  any  political  subdivision  thereof.  The  tax  exemp- 
tions hereinabove  provided  shall  be  allowed  to  every  resident 
of  this  state  who  is  sixty-five  years  of  age  or  over  irrespective  of 
the  assessed  value  of  his  or  her  residential  real  estate,  provided 
he  or  she  is  otherwise  qualified  under  the  provisions  hereof. 

III.  The  following  terms  as  used  in  this  section  shall  be 
construed  as  follows: 

(1)  "Spanish  War"  between  April  21,  1898  and  April  11, 
1899. 

(2)  "Philippine  Insurrection"  between  April  12,  1899  and 
July  4,  1902,  extended  to  July  15,  1903  for  service  in  the  Moro 
Provinces. 

(3)  "Boxer  Rebellion"  between  June  16,  1900  and  May 
2,  1901. 

(4)  "World  War  I"  between  April  6,  1917  and  November 
11,  1918  extended  to  April  1,  1920  for  service  in  Russia,  pro- 
vided that  military  or  naval  service  on  or  after  November  12, 
1918  and  before  July  2,  1921  where  there  was  prior  service 
between  April  6,  1917  and  November  11,  1918  shall  be  con- 
sidered as  World  War  I  service. 

(5)  "World  War  H"  between  December  7,  1941  and  De- 
cember 31,  1946. 

(6)  "Korean  Conflict"  between  June  25,  1950  and  July 
27,  1953.  -^     ' 

2  Authorization.  The  commissioner  of  public  works  and 
highways,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  governor  and  council, 
is  hereby  authorized  to  lay  out  and  construct  an  access  road  to 
the  Willard  Basin,  so-called,  in  the  towns  of  Lancaster,  Jefferson, 
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and  Randolph,  the  city  of  Berlin,  and  in  the  unorganized  place 
of  Kilkenny. 

3  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  three  hundred  thousand  dol- 
lars is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  department  of 
public  works  and  highways,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  for  the  layout  and  construction  of  said  road. 
In  order  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  the  appropriation 
made  in  this  section,  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  on 
the  credit  of  the  state  from  time  to  time,  a  total  of  three  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  hereof  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or 
notes  in  the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire 
at  a  rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  by  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil. The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  deter- 
mined in  each  case  by  the  governor  and  council  but  in  no  case 
shall  they  be  later  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

4  Form  and  Accounts.  All  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  in 
such  form  and  such  denomination  as  the  governor  and  council 
shall  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal  and 
interest,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor  and  shall  be 
deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  The  sec- 
retary of  state  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  such  account 
of  all  such  bonds  or  notes  as  are  kept  of  other  state  bonds  or 
notes.  The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes 
by  direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  state.  The  proceeds 
of  the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  held  by  the  state 
treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
governor  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone  and  the  governor, 
with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his  war- 
rants for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for  herein  of 
all  sums  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized. 

5.  Short-term  Loans.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or 
notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  hereof  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  on  short-term  loans,  which  may  be  refunded 
by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder.  Provided, 
however,  that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on 
such  short-term  loans  exceed  the  sum  of  three  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars. 
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6  Layout  and  Classification.  Said  access  road  shall  be  laid 
out  and  constructed  in  the  manner  provided  by  law  for  Class 
II  highways.  After  completion  of  construction,  said  road  shall 
be  designated  a  Class  III  road  and  maintained  by  the  Lancaster 
development  corporation. 

7  Terms  and  Conditions.  The  governor  and  council  are 
hereby  authorized  to  set  the  terms  and  conditions  for  repay- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  cost  of  layout  and  construction  of  the 
access  road  provided  in  section  3  hereof  as  said  governor  and 
council  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  state. 

8  Takes  Effect.  This  act  shall  take  effect  sixty  days  after  its 
passage. 

Further  amend  the  bill  by  striking  out  the  title  and  insert- 
ing in  place  thereof  the  following:  relating  to  the  veterans' 
service  exemption  and  access  road. 

The  amendment  was  adopted,  and  the  bill  as  amended 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading. 

On  motion  of  Senator  Drake,  seconded  by  Senator  Mitchell, 
the  rules  were  suspended  and  the  bill  was  read  a  third  time 
and  passed. 

Senator  Hartman:  "Mr.  President,  I  wholeheartedly  dis- 
agree with  the  action  of  the  House  in  striking  out  section  2 
which  referred  to  the  Dept.  of  Safety.  I  think  this  should  have 
been  passed."

WEEK"  to  be  observed  throughout  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire by  such  ceremonies  and  exercises  as  may  be  considered 
appropriate  to  the  occasion.

Committee  of  Conference  Report 

The  Committee  of  Conference  to  whom  was  referred  House 
Bill  592,  An  Act  establishing  an  interim  commission  to  con- 
sider a  substitute  for  the  stock-in-trade  tax,  having  considered 
the  same  recommend  that  the  Senate  recede  from  its  position  in 
adopting  its  amendment,  that  the  House  recede  from  its  posi- 
tion of  non-concurrence  and  the  Senate  and  the  House  adopt 
the  following  amendments  to  said  bill: 

Amend  section  1  of  said  bill  by  striking  out  the  same  and 
inserting  in  place  thereof  tlie  following: 

1  Interim  Commission.  There  is  hereby  established  an 
interim  commission  whose  function  it  shall  be  to  study  the 
stock-in-trade  taxes  imposed  by  the  laws  of  the  state  and  to  rec- 
ommend a  substitution  or  substitutes  therefor.  Said  commission 
shall  be  composed  of  nine  members,  three  of  whom  shall  be 
appointed  by  the  speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and 
one  of  whom  shall  be  chairman  of  the  commission;  two  of  whom 
shall  ibe  appointed  by  the  president  of  the  senate  and  one  of 
whom  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  commission;  four  of  whom 
shall  be  appointed  by  the  governor,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
manufacturer,  one  of  whom  shall  be  a  retailer,  one  of  whom 
shall  represent  the  professions  and  one  of  whom  shall  be  a 
wholesaler.  The  members  of  the  commission  shall  serve  without 
compensation,  but  shall  be  reimbursed  for  their  necessary  ex- 
penses and  for  clerical  assistance.  The  commission  shall  render 
its  report,  including  drafts  of  appropriate  legislation,  to  the 
1965  session  of  the  general  court.  The  sum  of  five  thousand 
dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of  this  chapter, 
and  tihe  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his  warrant  for 
said  sum  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated.

Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President,  I  know  that  it  has  always 
been  the  custom  for  the  Interim  Commission  to  elect  its  own 
Chairman.  Two  years  ago,  one  was  appointed.  Subsequently, 
the  members  received  a  letter  that  the  Speaker  had  selected 
the  Chairman.  It  has  always  been  that  the  Commission  would 
elect  its  own  Chairman.  I  think  this  is  the  first  time  that  any 
resolution  has  provided  for  such  as  this.  We  are  being  sand- 
bagged into  accepting  this,  I  think  the  Senate  is  yielding  to  a 
very  very  important  point  and  I  think  also  we  have  started  a 
precedent  if  we  do  this," 

Senator  Battles  moved,  seconded  by  Senator  Provost,  that 
the  Senate  discharge  the  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  above 
entitled  bill  and  request  a  new  one. 

The  affirmative  prevailed,  the  Committee  of  Conference 
was  discharged,  and  the  President  appointed  as  members  of  the 
new  Committee  of  Conference  on  the  part  of  the  Senate,  Sena- 
tors DeLude  and  Martel.

9  Appropriation.  The  sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  dollars 
is  hereby  appropriated  to  be  expended  by  the  department  of 
public  works  and  highways,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  for  the  layout  and  construction  of  said  road. 
In  order  to  provide  the  funds  necessary  for  the  appropriation 
made  in  this  section,  the  state  treasurer  is  hereby  authorized, 
under  the  direction  of  the  governor  and  council,  to  borrow  on 
the  credit  of  the  state  from  time  to  time,  a  total  of  twenty  five 
thousand  dollars  for  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions hereof  and  for  that  purpose  may  issue  bonds  or  notes  in 
the  name  and  on  behalf  of  the  state  of  New  Hampshire  at  a 
rate  of  interest  to  be  determined  -by  the  governor  and  council. 
The  maturity  dates  of  such  bonds  or  motes  shall  be  determined 
in  each  case  by  the  governor  and  council  but  in  no  case  shall 
they  be  later  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  issue. 

10  Form  and  Accounts.  All  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be 
in  such  form  and  such  denomination  as  the  governor  and  coun- 
cil shall  determine,  may  be  registerable  as  to  both  principal 
and  interest,  shall  be  countersigned  by  the  governor  and  shall 
be  deemed  a  pledge  of  the  faith  and  credit  of  the  state.  Tlie  sec- 
retary of  state  and  the  state  treasurer  shall  keep  such  account  of 
all  such  bonds  or  notes  as  are  kept  of  other  state  bonds  or  notes. 
The  treasurer  may  negotiate  and  sell  such  bonds  or  notes  by 
direction  of  the  governor  and  council  in  such  manner  as  they 
may  determine  most  advantageous  to  the  state.  The  proceeds 
of  -the  sale  of  such  bonds  or  notes  shall  be  held  by  the  state 
treasurer  and  paid  out  by  him  upon  warrants  drawn  by  the 
governor  for  the  purposes  of  this  act  alone  amd  the  governor, 
vnth  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  council,  shall  draw  his  war- 
rants for  the  payment  from  the  funds  provided  for  herein  of  all 
sums  expended  or  due  for  the  purposes  herein  authorized. 
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il  1  Short-term  Loans.  Prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  Ibonds  or 
notes  hereunder,  the  treasurer,  under  the  direction  of  the  gov- 
ernor and  council,  may  for  the  purposes  thereof  borrow  money 
from  time  to  time  on  short-term  loans,  which  may  be  refunded 
by  the  issuance  of  the  bonds  or  notes  hereunder.  Provided,  how- 
ever, that  at  no  time  shall  the  indebtedness  of  the  state  on  such 
short-term  loans  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  five  thousand  dollars. 

12  Classification.  Said  access  road  shall  be  classified  and 
built  by  the  department  of  public  works  and  highways  as  a  class 
V  highway. 

13  Terms  and  Conditions.  The  governor  and  council  are 
hereby  authorized  to  set  the  terms  and  conditions  for  repay- 
ment of  any  part  of  the  cost  of  layout  and  construction  of  the 
access  road  provided  in  section  9  hereof  as  said  governor  and 
council  shall  determine  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  state. 

14  Takes  Effect.  Section  1  shall  take  effect  as  of  April  1, 
1964.  Sections  2  through  13  inclusive  shall  take  effect  upon  pas- 
sage. If  authorizations  provided  in  sections  2  and  8  are  not  ful- 
filled prior  to  June  30,  1965,  said  authorizations  shall  be  ter- 
minated.

On  motion  of  Senator  Green,  seconded  by  Senator  Battles, 
the  above  Concurrent  Resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  President  recognized  Senator  Green:  "Mr.  President, 
I  dislike  very  much  as  it  nears  the  end  of  the  session  to  bring  in 
any  remarks  which  may  result  in  any  hard  feelings,  but  I  feel 
obligated  so  to  do.  In  the  last  two  or  three  weeks,  we  have 
been  hearing  remarks  about  SJR  1.  There  have  been  state- 
ments made  in  the  House  that  are  absolutely  false.  There 
have  been  remarks  made  in  the  hall  and  remarks  and  the  like, 
by  certain  members  of  the  House  that  had  no  basis.  I  think 
that  it  is  only  fair  that  the  true  picture  be  given.  In  March  of 
1961,  me  as  President  of  the  Senate  and  the  Speaker  of  the 
House  received  letters  about  the  Legislative  Leaders  Conference 
in  Nevada.  We  had  heard  that  a  President  of  the  Senate  previ- 
ously, had  attended  and  his  expenses  were  paid.  Len  Hill  drew 
up  a  letter,  which  I  sent  to  the  Attorney  General,  so  that  there 
would  be  no  doubt.  In  the  letter,  it  was  asked  that  if  there  was 
no  authority  —  we  received  a  long  letter  in  which  it  stated  that 
there  was  a  tri  body  division  of  power  in  the  state  of  New  Hamp- 
shire and  neither  had  the  right  to  interfere  with  the  other.  If 
the  President  and  the  Speaker  declared  that  it  was  a  legislative 
purpose,  then  it  was  authorized.  He  had  a  further  discussion 
with  Len  Hill  in  which  he  stated  the  fact  about  legislative 
duties.  He  replied  that  if  the  President  and  the  Speaker  de- 
clared that  it  was  a  legislative  purpose,  we  had  the  power.  We 
relied  on  that.  We  notified  the  legislative  conference  that  we 
would  attend.  After  the  adjournment  of  the  25 1^  hour  session, 
the  Attorney  General  instantly  started  the  fight  and  came  out 
with  statements  in  the  papers  every  day.  It  seemed  to  be  be- 
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tween  the  Attorney  General  and  the  late  Counsel  of  the  House 
—  Gardner  Turner  and  the  late  Wayne  Crosby.  The  Senate 
stayed  out  of  it.  We  held  a  meeting  up  north,  due  to  the  illness 
of  the  Speaker  .  .  .  There  were  many  conferences  with  the 
deputy  attorney  general,  etc.  It  was  suggested  by  me  that  we 
put  in  our  manifests  while  he  was  away  on  vacation.  We  went 
and  I  was  asked  to  be  Moderator  at  one  of  the  Forums.  I  felt 
honored  that  New  Hampshire  had  been  selected  as  one  of  its 
Chairmen.  Len  Hill  felt  that  with  that  second  letter  that  he 
could  pay  us.  But,  he  said  that  anything  that  came  in  from  the 
House  or  the  Senate,  he  wanted  to  see  it  first.  He  asked  the 
Attorney  General  and  he  said  no.  The  papers  and  everybody 
had  their  own  opinion.  We  delayed  until  the  next  session.  I 
think  one  of  the  early  bills  ^vas  SJR  1,  which  we  passed  on 
February  26th  and  was  messaged  into  the  House,  They  had  a 
hearing  and  it  stayed  in  the  House.  The  President  and  I  were 
told  that  they  were  going  to  bring  it  in.  This  went  along  and 
June  came  and  the  same  message.  We  did  not  act  on  anything 
that  affected  the  House  in  the  same  manner.  When  a  Resolu- 
tion came  in  here  that  the  Speaker  had  spent  money  —  some- 
thing done  outside  of  the  House  Chamber,  we  went  along  and 
recommended  payment  out  of  courtesy  to  the  House.  The 
House  showed  disdain  for  the  Senate.  The  money  involved  is 
not  going  to  make  us  or  break  us.  It  is  the  principle  of  the  thing. 
It  has  become  a  question  of  respect  to  the  Senate.  I  know  the 
President  had  Conferences  up  to  within  the  past  few  days.  I 
don't  know  why  the  House  through  these  months  did  not  take 
up  the  bill  until  the  last  few  days.  It  seems  to  be  a  fact  that  in 
turning  down  the  Resolution,  all  those  attending  were  sup- 
porters of  the  former  Governor  Wesley  Powell.  I  want  to  make 
it  clear  that  the  Senate  here  has  been  very  courteous.  We  have 
worked  together  as  Republicans.  There  has  been  no  conflict  as 
to  what  went  on  in  1962.  As  far  as  we  are  concerned  that  has 
gone  by  the  board.  We  have  worked  for  the  Republican  Party 
and  to  build  up  the  Republican  Party.  But  it  is  apparent  that 
the  House  is  keeping  the  split  alive.  The  people  of  New  Hamp- 
shire will  be  called  to  answer  at  the  next  election."

The  com- 
mission shall  render  its  report,  including  drafts  of  appropriate 
legislation,  to  the  1965  session  of  the  general  court.  The  sum  of 
five  thousand  dollars  is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purposes  of 
this  chapter,  and  the  governor  is  hereby  authorized  to  draw  his 
warrant  for  said  sum  out  of  any  monies  in  the  treasury  not 
otherwise  appropriated.
